And he stayed yet other seven days; and 12 
sent forth the dove; and she returned 
not again unto him any more.

And Noah went forth, and his 18 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him: every beast, every creeping 19 
thing, and every fowl, whatsoever mov- 
eth upon the earth, after their families, 
went forth out of the ark. And Noah 20 
builded an altar unto the Lord; and 
took of every clean beast, and of every 
clean fowl, and offered burnt offerings 
on the altar. And the Lord smelled the 21 
sweet savour, and the Lord said in liis 
heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man’s 5 sake, for that the 
imagination of man’s heart is evil from 
his youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. 
While the earth remaineth, seedtime and 22 
harvest, and cold and heat, and summer 
and winter, and day and night shall not 
cease. And God blessed Noah and 1 
his sons, and said unto them. Be fruit¬ 
ful, and multiply, and replenish the 
earth. And the fear of you and the dread 2 
of you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air; 
with all wherewith the ground 6 teemcth, 
and all the fishes of the sea, into your 
hand are they delivered. Every moving 3

And you, be yc fruitful, 
and multiply; bring forth abundantly in 
the earth, and multiply therein. 

8 And God spake unto Noah, and to his 

9 sons with him, saying. And I, behold, 

I establish my covenant with you, and 

10 with your seed after you; and with every 
living creature that is with you, the fowl, 
the cattle, and every beast of the earth 
with you; of all that go out of the ark, 

11 even every beast of the earth. And I will 
establish my covenant with you; neither 
shall all flesh be cut off any more by the 
waters of the flood; neither shall there 
any more be a flood to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said. This is the token of the 
covenant which I make between me and 
you and every living creature that is with 

13 you, for perpetual generations: T do set 
my bow in the cloud, and it shall be for 
a token of a covenant between me and 

14 the earth. And it shall come to pass, 
when I bring a cloud over the earth, that 

15 the bow shall be seen in the cloud, and 
I will remember my covenant, which is 
between me and you and every living 
creature of all flesh; and the waters shall 
no more become a flood to destroy all 

16 flesh. And the bow shall be in the cloud; 
and I will look upon it, that I may re¬ 
member the everlasting covenant be¬ 
tween God and every living creature of 

17 all flesh that is upon the earth. And God 
said unto Noah, This is the token of the 
covenant which I have established be¬ 
tween me and all flesh that is upon the 
earth. 

18 And the sons of Noah, that went forth 
of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, and

And he said, 26 

Blessed be the Lord, the God of Shem; 

And let Canaan be 3 his servant.

And 4 let him dwell in the tents of 
Shem; 

And let Canaan be 3 his servant. 

And Noah lived after the flood three 28 
hundred and fifty years. And all the 29 
days of Noah were nine hundred and 
fifty years: and he died. 

NOW these are the generations 
of the sons of Noah, Shem Ham 
and Japheth: and unto them were sons 
bom after the flood. 

The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and 2 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. And 3 
the sons of Gomer; Ashkenaz, and 5 Ri- 
phath, and Togarmah. And the sons of 4 
Javan; Elishah, and Tarshish, Kittim, 
and 6 Dodanim. Of these were the 7 isles 5 
of the nations divided in their lands, 
every one after his tongue; after their 
families, in their nations. 

And the sons of Ham; Cush, and 6 
Mizraim, and Put, and Canaan. And 7

9 He was a mighty hunter before the 
Lord : wherefore it is said. Like Nimrod

the beginning of his kingdom was Babel, 
and Erech, and Accad, and Calneh, in 

11 the land of Shinar. Out of that land 'he 
went forth into Assyria, and builded 
Nineveh, and Rehoboth-Ir, and Calah, 

12 and Resen between Nineveh and Calah 

13 (the same is the great city). And Miz- 
raim begat Ludim, and Anamim, and 

14 Lehabim, and Naphtuhim, and Path- 
rusim, and Casluhim (whence went forth 
2 the Philistines), and Caphtorim. 

15 And Canaan begat Zidon his firstborn, 

16 and Heth; and the Jebusite, and the 

17 Amorite, and the Girgashite; and the 
Hivite, and the Arkite, and the Sinite; 

18 and the Arvaditc, and the Zemarite, and 
the Hamathite: and afterward were the 
families of the Canaanite spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaanite was 
from Zidon, as thou goest toward Gcrar, 
unto Gaza; as thou goest toward Sodom 
and Gomorrah and Admah and Zeboiim, 

20 unto Lasha. These are the sons of Ham, 
after their families, after their tongues, 
in their lands, in their nations. 

21 And unto Shem, the father of all the 
children of Eber, 3 the elder brother of 
Japheth, to him also were children born. 

22 The sons of Shem; Elam, and Asshur, 
and Arpachshad, and Lud, and Aram. 

23 And the sons of Aram; Uz, and Hul, and 

24 Gether, and Mash. And Arpachshad 
4 begat Shelah; and Shelah begat Eber. 

25 And unto Eber were bom two sons: the 
name of the one was 5 Peleg; for in his 
days was the earth divided; and his 

26 brother’s name was Joktan. And Joktan 
begat Almodad, and Sheleph, and Ha- 

27 zarmaveth, and Jerah; and Hadoram, and 

28 Uzal, and Diklah; and 6 Obal, and Abim- 

29 ael, and Sheba; and Ophir, and Havi- 
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lah, and Jobab: all these were the sons 
of Joktan. And their dwelling was from 30 
Mesha, as thou goest toward Sephar, the 
’mountain of the east. These are the sons 31 
of Shem, after their families, after their 
tongues, in their lands, after their nations. 

These are the families of the sons of 32 
Noah, after their generations, in their 
nations: and of these were the nations 
divided in the earth after the flood. 

AND the whole earth was of one 
language and of one 9 speech. And 2 
it came to pass, as they journeyed I0 east, 
that they found a plain in the land of 
Shinar; and they dwelt there. And they 3 
said one to another.

And the Lord said, 6 
Behold, they are one people, and they 
have all one language; and this is what 
they begin to do: and now nothing will 
be withholden from them, which they 
purpose to do. Go to, let us go down, 7 
and there confound their language, that 
they may not understand one another’s 
speech. So the Lord scattered them 8 
abroad from thence upon the face of all 
the earth: and they left off to build the 
city. Therefore was the name of it called 9 
Babel; because the Lord did there "con¬ 
found the language of all the earth: and 
from thence did the Lord scatter them 
abroad upon the face of all the earth. 

These are the generations of Shem. 10 
Shem was an hundred years old, and 
begat Arpachshad two years after the 
flood: and Shem lived after he begat 11 
Arpachshad five hundred years, and be¬ 
gat sons and daughters.

16 And Eber lived four and thirty years, 

17 and begat Peleg: and Eber lived after he 
begat Peleg four hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and be- 

19 gat Reu: and Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu two hundred and nine years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu lived two and thirty years, 

21 and begat Serug: and Reu lived after he 
begat Serug two hundred and seven 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years, and be- 

23 gat Nahor: and Serug lived after he 
begat Nahor two hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty years, 

25 and begat Terah: and Nahor lived after 
he begat Terah an hundred and nineteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy years, and 
begat Abram, Nahor, and Karan. 

27 Now these are the generations of 
Terah. Terah begat Abram, Nahor, and 

28 Haran; and Haran begat Lot. And 
Haran died in the presence of his father 
Terah in the land of his nativity, in Ur 

29 of the Chaldees. And Abram and Nahor 
took them wives: the name of Abram’s 
wile was Sarai; and the name of Nahor’s 
wife, Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the 
father of Milcah, and the father of Iscah. 

30 And Sarai was barren; she had no child. 

31 And Terah took Abram his son, and Lot 
the son of Haran, his son’s son, and Sarai 
his daughter in law, his son Abram’s 
wife; and they went forth with them 
from Ur of the Chaldees, to go into the 
land of Canaan; and they came unto 

32 Haran, and dwelt there. And the days 
of Terah were two hundred and five 
years: and Terah died in Haran. 
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NOW the Lord said unto Abram, 
Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto the land that I will shew 
thee: and I will make of thee a great 2 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and be thou a blessing: 
and I will bless them that bless thee, and 3 
him that curscth thee will I curse: and 
in thee shall ail the families of the earth 
be blessed. So Abram went, as the Lord 4 
had spoken unto him; and Lot went with 
him: and Abram was seventy and five 
years old when he departed out of Haran. 
And Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot 5 
his brother’s son, and all their substance 
that they had gathered, and the souls 
that they had gotten in Haran; and they 
went forth to go into the land of Canaan; 
and into the land of Canaan they came. 
And Abram passed through the land 6 
unto the place of Shechem, unto the 
r oak of Moreh. And the Canaanite was 
then in the land. And the Lord ap- 7 
peared unto Abram, and said. Unto thy 
seed will I give this land: and there 
builded he an altar unto the Lord, who 
appeared unto him. And he removed 8 
from thence unto the mountain on the 
east of Bcth-el, and pitched his tent, 
having Beth-cl on the west, and Ai on 
the east: and there he builded an altar 
unto the Lord, and called upon the name 
of the Lord. And Abram journeyed, 9 
going on still toward the 2 South. 

And there was a famine in the land: 10 
and Abram went down into Egypt to 
sojourn there; for the famine was sore 
in the land.

And the angel of the Lord said 10 
unto her, I will greatly multiply thy seed, 
that it shall not be numbered for multi¬ 
tude. And the angel of the Lord said 11 
unto her. Behold, thou art with child, 
and shalt bear a son; and thou shalt call 
his name “Ishmael, because the Lord 
hath heard thy affliction. And he shall 12 
be as a wild-ass among men; his hand 
shall be against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him; and he shall 
dwell 3 in the presence of all his brethren. 
And she called the name of the Lord 13 
that spake unto her, 4 Thou art 5 a God 
that seeth: for she said. Have I even here 
looked after him that seeth me? Where- 14 
fore the well was called 6 Beer-lahai-roi; 
behold, it is between Kadesh and Bered. 
And Hagar bare Abram a son; and 15 
Abram called the name of his son, which 
Hagar bare, Ishmael. And Abram was 16 
fourscore and six years old, when Hagar 
bare Ishmael to Abram. 

AND when Abram was ninety 
years old and nine, the Lord ap¬ 
peared to Abram, and said unto him, I 
am 7 God Almighty; walk before me, and 
be thou perfect. And I will make my 2 
covenant between me and thee, and will 
multiply thee exceedingly. And Abram 3 
fell on his face: and God talked with him, 
saying. As for me, behold, my covenant 4 
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is with thee, and thou shalt be the fa- 

5 ther of a multitude of nations. Neither 
shall thy name any more be called Abram, 
but thy name shall be Abraham; for the 
father of a multitude of nations have I 

6 made thee. And I will make thee ex¬ 
ceeding fruitful, and I will make nations 
of thee, and lungs shall come out of 

7 thee. And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed after 
thee throughout their generations for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God unto 

8 thee and to thy seed after thee. And I 
will give unto thee, and to thy seed after 
thee, the land of thy sojoumings, all the 
land of Canaan, for an everlasting pos- 

9 session; and I will be their God. And 
God said unto Abraham, And as for 
thee, thou shalt keep my covenant, thou, 
and thy seed after thee throughout their 

10 generations. This is my covenant, which 
ye shall keep, between me and you and 
thy seed after dice; every male among 

11 you shall be circumcised. And ye shall 
be circumcised in the flesh of your fore¬ 
skin; and it shall be a token of a cove- 

12 nant betwixt me and you. And he that 
is eight days old shall be circumcised 
among you, every male throughout your 
generations, he that is bom in the house, 
or bought with money of any stranger, 

13 which is not of thy seed. He that is bom 
in thy house, and he that is bought with 
thy money, must needs be circumcised: 
and my covenant shall be in your flesh 

14 for an everlasting covenant. And the 
uncircumciscd male who is not circum¬ 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin, that 
soul shall be cut off from his people; he 
hath broken my covenant. 

15 And God said unto Abraham, As for 
Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not call her 
name Sarai, but 1 Sarah shall her name 

16 be. And I will bless her, and moreover 
1 will give thee a son of her: yea, I will 
bless her, and she shall be a mother of 
nations; kings of peoples shall be of her. 

17 Then Abraham fell upon his face, and 
laughed, and said in his heart. Shall a 
child be bom unto him that is an hun- 
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dred years old? and shall Sarah, that is 
ninety years old, bear? And Abraham 18 
said unto God, Oh that Ishmacl might 
live before thee! And God said. Nay, 19 
but Sarah thy wife shall bear thee a son; 
and thou shalt call his name 2 Isaac: and I 
will establish my covenant with him for 
an everlasting covenant for his seed after 
him. And as for Ishmael, I have heard 20 
thee: behold, I have blessed him, and 
will make him fruitful, and will multiply 
him exceedingly; twelve princes shall he 
beget, and I will make him a great na¬ 
tion. But my covenant will 1 establish 21 
with Isaac, which Sarah shall bear unto 
thee at this set time in the next year. 
And he left off talking with him, and 22 
God went up from Abraham. AndAbra- 23 
ham took Ishmael his son, and all that 
were bom in his house, and all that were 
bought with his money, every male 
among the men of Abraham’s house, 
and circumcised the flesh of their fore¬ 
skin in the selfsame day, as God had said 
unto him. And Abraham was ninety 24 
years old and nine, when he was circum¬ 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. And 25 
Ishmacl his son was thirteen years old, 
when he was circumcised in the flesh of 
his foreskin. In the selfsame day was 26 
Abraham circumcised, and Ishmael his 
son. And all the men of his house, those 27 
bom in the house, and those bought 
with money of the stranger, were cir¬ 
cumcised with him. 

AND the Lord appeared unto 
him by the -’oaks of Mamrc, as he 
sat in the tent door in the heat of the day; 
and he lift up his eyes and looked, and, 2 
lo, three men stood over against him: and 
when he saw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent door, and bowed himself 
to the earth, and said, 4 My lord, if now 3 
1 have found favour in thy sight, pass 
not away, I pray thee, from thy servant: 
let now a little water be fetched, and 4 
wash your feet, and rest yourselves under 
the tree: and I will fetch a morsel of 5 
bread, and comfort ye your heart; after 
that ye shall pass on: 5 forasmuch as ye 
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are come to your servant. And they said, 

6 So do, as thou hast said. And Abraham 
hastened into the tent unto Sarah, and 
said. Make ready quickly three measures 
of fine meal, knead it, and make cakes. 

7 And Abraham ran unto the herd, and 
fetched a calf tender and good, and gave 
it unto the servant; and he hasted to 

8 dress it. And he took butter, and milk, 
and the calf which he had dressed, and 
set it before them; and he stood by them 

9 under the tree, and they did eat. And 
they said unto him. Where is Sarah thy 
wife ? And he said. Behold, in the tent. 

10 And he said, I will certainly return unto 
thee when the season Someth round; 
and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall have a son. 
And Sarah heard in the tent door, which 

11 was behind him. Now Abraham and 
Sarah were old, and well stricken in age; 
it had ceased to be with Sarah after the 

12 manner of women. And Sarah laughed 
within herself, saying. After I am waxed 
old shall I have pleasure, my lord being 

13 old also? And the Lord said unto Abra¬ 
ham, Wherefore did Sarah laugh, saying. 
Shall I of a surety bear a child, which am 

14 old ? Is any thing too 2 hard for the Lord ? 
At the set time I will return unto thee, 
when the season 1 cometh round, and 

15 Sarah shall have a son. Then Sarah 
denied, saying, I laughed not; for she 
was afraid. And he said. Nay; but thou 
didst laugh. 

16 And the men rose up from thence, and 
looked toward Sodom: and Abraham 
went with them to bring them on the 

17 way. And the Lord said. Shall I hide 

18 from Abraham that which I do; seeing 
that Abraham shall surely become a 
great and mighty nation, and all the 
nations of the earth shall be blessed in 

19 him? For I have known him, to the end 
that he may command his children and 
his household after him, that they may 
keep the way of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgement; to the end that the Lord 
may bring upon Abraham that which he 

20 hath spoken of him. And the Lord said, 
3 Because the cry of Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah is great, and 3 because their sin is 

z Heb. liveth, or, reviveth . 
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very grievous; I will go down now, and 21 
see whether they have done altogether 
according to the cry of it, which is come 
unto me; and if not, I will know. And 22 
the men turned from thence, and went 
toward Sodom: but Abraham stood yet 
before the Lord. And Abraham drew 23 
near, and said. Wilt thou consume the 
righteous with the wicked? Peradvcn- 24 
ture there be fifty righteous within the 
city: wilt thou consume and not spare 
the place for the fifty righteous that are 
therein? That be far from thee to do 25 
after this manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked, that so the righteous 
should be as the wicked; that be far 
from thee: shall not the Judge of all the 
earth do right? And the Lord said. If 26 
I find in Sodom fifty righteous within 
the city, then I will spare all the place 
for their sake. And Abraham answered 27 
and said, Behold now, I have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord, which am 
but dust and ashes: peradventure there 28 
shall lack five of the fifty righteous: wilt 
thou destroy all the city for lack of five? 
And he said, I will not destroy it, if I 
find there forty and five. And he spake 29 
unto him yet again, and said, Peradvcn- 
ture there shall be forty found there. 
And he said, I will not do it for the 
forty’s sake. And he said. Oh let not the 30 
Lord be angry, and I will speak: per- 
adventurc there shall thirty be found 
there. And he said, I will not do it, if 
I find thirty there. And he said. Behold 31 
now, I have taken upon me to speak 
unto the Lord: peradventure there shall 
be twenty found there. And he said, I 
will not destroy it for the twenty’s sake. 
And he said, Oh let not the Lord be 32 
angry, and I will speak yet but this once: 
peradventure ten shall be found there. 
And he said, I will not destroy it for the 
ten’s sake. And the Lord went his way, 33 
as soon as he had left communing with 
Abraham: and Abraham returned unto 
his place. 

AND the two angels came to 
Sodom at even; and Lot sat in the 
gate of Sodom: and Lot saw them, and 
2 Or, wonderful 3 Or, Verity 
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rose up to meet them; and he bowed 

2 himself with his face to the earth; and 
he said. Behold now, my lords, turn 
aside, I pray you, into your servant’s 
house, and tarry all night, and wash your 
feet, and ye shall rise up early, and go 
on your way. And they said, Nay; but 

3 we will abide in the street all night. And 
he urged them greatly; and they turned 
in unto him, and entered into his house; 
and he made them a feast, and did bake 

4 unleavened bread, and they did eat. But 
before they lay down, the men of the 
city, even the men of Sodom, compassed 
the house round, both young and old, 

5 all the people from every quarter; and 
they called unto Lot, and said unto him. 
Where are the men which came in to 
thee this night? bring them out unto us, 

6 that we may know them. And Lot went 
out unto them to the door, and shut the 

7 door after him. And he said, I pray you, 

8 my brethren, do not so wickedly. Be¬ 
hold now, I have two daughters which 
have not known man; let me, I pray you, 
bring them out unto you, and do ye to 
them as is good in your eyes: only unto 
these men do nothing; forasmuch as 
they are come under the shadow of my 

9 roof. And they said. Stand back. And 
they said. This one fellow came in to 
sojourn, and he will needs be a judge: 
now will we deal worse with thee, than 
with them. And they pressed sore upon 
the man, even Lot, and drew near to 

10 break the door. But the men put forth 
their hand, and brought Lot into the 
house to them, and shut to the door. 

11 And they smote the men that were at 
the door of the house with blindness, 
both small and great: so that they 
wearied themselves to find the door. 

12 And the men said unto Lot, Hast thou 
here any besides? son in law, and thy 
sons, and thy daughters, and whomso¬ 
ever thou hast in the city; bring them 

13 out of the place: for we will destroy this 
place, because the cry of them is waxen 
great before the Lord; and the Lord 

14 hath sent us to destroy it. And Lot went 
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out, and spake unto his sons in law, 
which 2 married his daughters, and said. 
Up, get you out of this place; for the 
Lord will destroy the city. But he 
seemed unto his sons in law as one that 
mocked. And when the morning arose, 15 
then the angels hastened Lot, saying. 
Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daugh¬ 
ters which are here; lest thou be con¬ 
sumed in the 3 iniquity of the city. But 16 
he lingered; and the men laid hold upon 
his hand, and upon the hand of his wife, 
and upon the hand of his two daughters; 
the Lord being merciful unto him: and 
they brought him forth, and set him 
without the city. And it came to pass, 17 
when they had brought them forth 
abroad, that he said. Escape for thy life; 
look not behind thee, neither stay thou 
in all the Plain; escape to the mountain, 
lest thou be consumed. And Lot said 18 
unto them, Oh, not so, 4 my lord: be- 19 
hold now, thy servant hath found grace 
in thy sight, and thou hast magnified thy 
mercy, which thou hast shewed unto me 
in saving my life; and I cannot escape to 
the mountain, lest 5 evil overtake me, and 
I die: behold now, this city is near to 20 
flee unto, and it is a little one: Oh, let me 
escape thither, (is it not a little one?) and 
my soul shall live. And he said unto 21 
him. See, I have accepted thee concern¬ 
ing this thing also, that I will not over¬ 
throw the city of which thou hast spoken. 
Haste thee, escape thither; for I cannot 22 
do any thing till thou be come thither. 
Therefore the name of the city was 
called 6 Zoar. The sun was risen upon 23 
the earth when Lot came unto Zoar. 
Then the Lord rained upon Sodom and 24 
upon Gomorrah brimstone and fire from 
the Lord out of heaven; and he over- 25 
threw those cities, and all the Plain, and 
all the inhabitants of the cities, and that 
which grew upon the ground. But his 26 
wife looked back from behind him, and 
she became a pillar of salt. And Abra- 27 
ham gat up early in the morning to the 
place where he had stood before the 
Lord : and he looked toward Sodom and 28 
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Gomorrah, and toward all the land of 
the Plain, and beheld, and, lo, the smoke 
of the land went up as the smoke of a 
furnace. 

29 And it came to pass, when God de¬ 
stroyed the cities of the Plain, that God 
remembered Abraham, and sent Lot out 
of the midst of the overthrow, when he 
overthrew the cities in the which Lot 
dwelt. 

30 And Lot went up out of Zoar, and 
dwelt in the mountain, and his two 
daughters with him; for he feared to 
dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in a cave, 

31 he and his two daughters. And the first¬ 
born said unto the younger. Our father 
is old, and there is not a man in the earth 
to come in unto us after the manner of 

32 all the earth: come, let us make our 
father drink wine, and we will lie with 
him, that we may preserve seed of our 

33 father. And they made their father 
drink wine that night: and the firstborn 
went in, and lay with her father; and he 
knew not when she lay down, nor when 

34 she arose. And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger. Behold, I lay yesternight with 
my father: let us make him drink wine 
this night also; and go thou in, and lie 
with him, that we may preserve seed of 

35 our father. And they made their father 
drink wine that night also: and the 
younger arose, and lay with him; and he 
knew not when she lay down, nor when 

36 she arose. Thus were both the daugh¬ 
ters of Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, and called 
his name Moab: the same is the father 

38 of the Moabites unto this day. And the 
younger, she also bare a son, and called 
his name Ben-ammi: the same is the 
father of the children of Ammon unto 
this day. 

AND Abraham journeyed from 
thence toward the land of the 
South, and dwelt between Kadesh and 

2 Shur; and he sojourned in Gerar. And 
Abraham said of Sarah his wife. She is 
my sister: and Abimelech king of Gerar 

3 sent, and took Sarah. But God came to 
Abimelech in a dream of the night, and 
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said to him. Behold, thou art but a dead 
man, because of the woman which thou 
hast taken; for she is a man’s wife. Now 4 
Abimelech had not come near her: and 
he said. Lord, wilt thou slay even a 
righteous nation? Said he not himself 5 
unto me. She is my sister? and she, even 
she herself said. He is my brother: in the 
integrity of my heart and the innoccncy 
of my hands have I done this. And God 6 
said unto him in the dream. Yea, I know 
that in the integrity of thy heart thou 
hast done this, and I also withheld thee 
from sinning against me: therefore suf¬ 
fered I thee not to touch her. Now 7 
therefore restore the man’s wife; for he 
is a prophet, and he shall pray for thee, 
and thou shalt live: and if thou restore 
her not, know thou that thou shalt sure¬ 
ly die, thou, and all that are thine. And 8 
Abimelech rose early in the morning, 
and called all his servants, and told all 
these things in their ears: and the men 
were sore afraid. Then Abimelech called 9 
Abraham, and said unto him. What hast 
thou done unto us? and wherein have 
I sinned against thee, that thou hast 
brought on me and on my kingdom a 
great sin? thou hast done deeds unto me 
that ought not to be done. And Abim- 10 
elech said unto Abraham, What sawest 
thou, that thou hast done this thing? 
And Abraham said. Because I thought, 11 
Surely the fear of God is not in this 
place; and they will slay me for my 
wife’s sake. And moreover she is indeed 12 
my sister, the daughter of my father, but 
not the daughter of my mother; and she 
became my wife: and it came to pass, 13 
when God caused me to wander from 
my father’s house, that I said unto her. 
This is thy kindness which thou shalt 
shew unto me; at every place whither we 
shall come, say of me. He is my brother. 
And Abimelech took sheep and oxen, 14 
and menservants and womenservants, 
and gave them unto Abraham, and re¬ 
stored him Sarah his wife. And Abime- 15 
lech said, Behold, my land is before thee: 
dwell where it pleaseth thee. And unto 16 
Sarah he said. Behold, I have given thy 
brother a thousand pieces of silver: 
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behold, *it is for thee a covering of the her away: and she departed, and wan- 


eyes to all that are with thee; and 2 in 

17 respect of all thou art righted. And Abra¬ 
ham prayed unto God: and God healed 
Abimelcch, and his wife, and Ills maid- 

18 servants; and they bare children. For 
the Lord had fast closed up all the wombs 
of the house of Abimelech, because of 
Sarah Abraham’s wife. 

AND the Lord visited Sarah as 
he had said, and the Lord did un- 

2 to Sarah as he had spoken. And Sarah 
conceived, and bare Abraham a son in 
his old age, at the set time of which God 

3 had spoken to him. And Abraham called 
the name of his son that was bom unto 
him, whom Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his son Isaac 
when he was eight days old, as God had 

5 commanded him. And Abraham was an 
hundred years old, when his son Isaac 

6 was bom unto him. And Sarah said, 
God hath 3 made me to laugh; every one 

7 that heareth will laugh with me. And 
she said. Who would have said unto 
Abraham, that Sarah should give chil¬ 
dren suck? for I have borne him a son in 
his old age. 

8 And the child grew, and was weaned: 
and Abraham made a great feast on the 

9 day that Isaac was weaned. And Sarah 
saw the son of Ilagar the Egyptian, which 
she had borne unto Abraham, 4 mocking. 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abraham, Cast 
out this bondwoman and her son: for 
the son of this bondwoman shall not be 

11 heir with my son, even with Isaac. And 
the thing was very grievous in Abraham’s 

12 sight on account of his son. And God 
said unto Abraham, Let it not be grievous 
in thy sight because of the lad, and 
because of thy bondwoman; in all that 
Sarah saitli unto thee, hearken unto her 
voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

13 And also of the son of the bondwoman 
will I make a nation, because he is thy 

14 seed. And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and took bread and a 5 bottle of 
water, and gave it unto Hagar, putting it 
on her shoulder, and the child, and sent 


dered in the wilderness of Beer-sheba. 
And the water in the bottle was spent, 15 
and she cast the child under one of the 
shrubs. And she went, and sat her down 16 
over against him a good way olf, as it 
were a bowshot: for she said, Let me not 
look upon tine death of the child. And 
she sat over against him, and lift up her 
voice, and wept. And God heard the 17 
voice of the lad; and the angel of God 
called to Hagar out of heaven, and said 
unto her, What aileth thee, Ilagar? fear 
not; for God hath heard the voice of the 
lad where he is. Arise, lift up the lad, 18 
and hold him in thine hand; for I will 
make him a great nation. And God 19 
opened her eyes, and she saw a well of 
water; and she went, and filled the bottle 
with water, and gave the lad drink. And 20 
God was with the lad, and he grew; and 
he dwelt in the wilderness, and °became 
an archer. And he dwelt in the wilder- 21 
ness of Paran: and his mother took him 
a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

And it came to pass at that time, that 22 
Abimelcch and Phicol the captain of his 
host spake unto Abraham, saying, God 
is with thee in all that thou doest: now 23 
therefore swear unto me here by God 
that thou wilt not deal falsely with me, 
nor with 7 my son, nor with my son’s son: 
but according to the kindness that I have 
done unto thee, thou shalt do unto me, 
and to the land wherein thou hast so¬ 
journed. And Abraham said, I will 24 
swear. And Abraham reproved Abim- 25 
clech because of the well of water, which 
Abimelech’s servants had violently taken 
away. And Abimelech said, I know not 26 
who hath done this thing: neither didst 
thou tell me, neither yet heard I of it, 
but to-day. And Abraham took sheep 27 
and oxen, and gave them unto Abim¬ 
elech; and they two made a covenant. 

And Abraham set seven ewe lambs of the 28 
flock by themselves. And Abimelech said 29 
unto Abraham, What mean these seven 
ewe lambs which thou hast set by them¬ 
selves? And he said. These seven ewe 30 
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Iambs shalt thou take of my hand* that it 
may be a witness unto me, that I have 

31 digged this well. Wherefore he called 
that place Beer-sheba; because there 

32 they sware both of them. So they made 
a covenant at Beer-sheba: and Abim- 
elcch rose up, and Phicol the captain of 
his host, and they returned into the land 

33 of the Philistines. And Abraham planted 
a tamarisk tree in Beer-sheba, and called 
there on the name of the Lord, the Ever- 

34 lasting God. And Abraham sojourned 
in the land of the Philistines many days. 

AND it came to pass after these 
things, that God did prove Abra¬ 
ham, and said unto him, Abraham; and 

2 he said. Here am I. And he said, 'lake 
now thy son, thine only son, whom thou 
lovest, even Isaac, and get thee into the 
land of Moriah; and offer him there for I 
a burnt offering upon one of the mount- j 

3 ains which I will tell thee of. And Abra¬ 
ham rose early in the morning, and 
saddled his ass, and took two of Iris 
young men with him, and Isaac his son; 
and he clave the wood for the burnt 
offering, and rose up, and went unto the 

4 place of which God had told him. On 
the third day Abraham lifted up his eyes, 

5 and saw the place afar off. And Abra¬ 
ham said unto liis young men. Abide ye 
here with the ass, and I and the lad tvill 
go yonder; and we will worship, and 

6 come again to you. And Abraham took 
the wood of the burnt offering, and laid 
it upon Isaac his son; and he took in his 
hand the fire and the knife; and they 

7 went both of them together. And Isaac 
spake unto Abraham his father, and said. 
My father: and he said. Here am I, my 
son. And he said, Behold, the fire and 
the wood: but where is the lamb for a 

8 burnt offering? And Abraham said, God 
will provide himself the lamb for a burnt 
offering, my son: so they went both of 

9 them together. And they came to the 
place which God had told him of; and 
Abraham built the altar there, and laid 
the wood in order, and bound Isaac his 
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son, and laid him on the altar, upon the 
wood. And Abraham stretched forth his 10 
hand, and took the knife to slay his son. 
And the angel of the Lord called unto 11 
him out of heaven, and said, Abraham, 
Abraham: and he said. Here am I. And 12 
he said. Lay not thine hand upon the lad, 
neither do thou any thing unto him: for 
now I know that thou fearest God, see¬ 
ing thou hast not withheld thy son, thine 
only son, from me. And Abraham lifted 13 
up his eyes, and looked, and 2 behold, be¬ 
hind him a ram caught in the thicket by 
his horns: and Abraham went and took 
the ram, and offered him up for a burnt 
offering in the stead of his son. And 14 
Abraham called the name of that place 
3 Jehovah-jireh: as it is said to this day. 

In the mount of the Lord 4 it shall be 
provided. And the angel of the Lord 15 
called unto Abraham a second time out 
of heaven, and said. By myself have 1 16 
sworn, saith the Lord, because thou 
hast done this thing, and hast not with¬ 
held thy son, thine only son: that in 17 
blessing I will bless thee, and in multiply¬ 
ing I will multiply thy seed as the stars 
of the heaven, and as the sand which is 
upon the sea shore; and thy seed shall 
possess the gate of his enemies; and in 18 
thy seed shall all the nations of the earth 
5 be blessed; because thou hast obeyed 
my voice. So Abraham returned unto 19 
his young men, and they rose up and 
went together to Beer-sheba; and Abra¬ 
ham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

And it came to pass after these things, 20 
that it was told Abraham, saying, Be¬ 
hold, Milcah, she also hath borne chil¬ 
dren unto thy brother Nahor; Uz his 21 
firstborn, and Buz his brother, and Ke- 
muel the father of Aram; and Chesed, 22 
and Hazo, and Pildash, and Jidlaph, and 
Bethuel. And Bethuel begat Rebckah: 23 
these eight did Milcah bear to Nahor, 
Abraham’s brother. And his concubine, 24 
whose name was Reumah, she also bare 
Tebah, and Gaham, and Tahash, and 
Maacah. 
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AND the life of Sarah was an hun¬ 
dred and seven and twenty years: 
these were the years of the life of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kiriath-arba (the same 
is Hebron), in the land of Canaan: and 
Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, and 

3 to weep for her. And Abraham rose up 
from before his dead, and spake unto the 

4 children of Heth, saying, I am a stranger 
and a sojourner with you: give me a pos¬ 
session of a buryingplace with you, that 
I may bury my dead out of my sight. 

5 And the children of Heth answered 

6 Abraham, saying unto him, Hear us, my 
lord: thou art x a mighty prince among 
us: in the choice of our sepulchres bury 
thy dead; none of us shall withhold from 
thee his sepulchre, but that thou maycst 

7 bury thy dead. And Abraham rose up, 
and bowed himself to the people of the 

8 land, even to the children of Heth. And 
he communed with them, saying. If it 
be your mind that I should bury my dead 
out of my sight, hear me, and intreat for 

9 me to Ephron the son of Zohar, that he 
may give me the cave of Machpelah, 
which he hath, which is in the end of his 
field; for the full price let him give it to 
me in the midst of you for a possession 

10 of a buryingplace. Now Ephron was 
sitting in the midst of the children of 
Heth: and Ephron the Hittite answered 
Abraham in the audience of the children 
of Heth, even of all that went in at the 

11 gate of his city, saying. Nay, my lord, 
hear me: the field give I thee, and the 
cave that is therein, I give it thee; in the 
presence of the sons of my people give I 

12 it thee: bury thy dead. And Abraham 
bowed himself down before the people 

13 of the land. And he spake unto Ephron 
in the audience of the people of the land, 
saying. But if thou wilt, I pray thee, hear 
me: I will give the price of the field; take 
it of me, and I will bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abraham, saying 

15 unto him. My lord, hearken unto me: a 
piece of land worth four hundred shekels 
of silver, what is that betwixt me and 

16 thee? bury therefore thy dead. And 
Abraham hearkened unto Ephron; and 
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Abraham weighed to Ephron the silver, 
which he had named in the audience of 
the children of Heth, four hundred 
shekels of silver, current money with the 
merchant. So the field of Ephron, which 17 
was in Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the border 
thereof round about, were made sure 
unto Abraham for a possession in the 18 
presence of the children of Heth, before 
all that went in at the gate of his city. 
And after this, Abraham buried Sarah 19 
his wife in the cave of the field of Mach¬ 
pelah before Mamre (the same is He¬ 
bron), in the land of Canaan. And the 20 
field, and the cave that is therein, were 
made sure unto Abraham for a posses¬ 
sion of a buryingplace by the children 
of Heth. 

AND Abraham was old, and well 
stricken in age: and the Lord had 
blessed Abraham in all tilings. And 2 
Abraham said unto his servant, the elder 
of his house, that ruled over all that he 
had. Put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
my thigh: and I will make thee swear by 3 
the Lord, the God of heaven and the 
God of the earth, that thou shalt not take 
a wife for my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, among whom I dwell: but 4 
thou shalt go unto my country, and to 
my kindred, and take a wife for my son 
Isaac. And the servant said unto him, 5 
Peradventure the woman will not be will¬ 
ing to follow me unto this land: must I 
needs bring thy son again unto the land 
from whence thou earnest? And Abra- 6 
ham said unto him. Beware thou that 
thou bring not my son thither again. The 7 
Lord, the God of heaven, that took me 
from my father’s house, and from the 
land of my nativity, and that spake unto 
me, and that sware unto me, saying. 
Unto thy seed will I give this land; he 
shall send his angel before thee, and thou 
shalt take a wife for my son from thence. 
And if the woman be not willing to follow 8 
thee, then thou shalt be clear from this 
my oath; only thou shalt not bring my 
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9 son thither again. And the servant put 
his hand under the thigh of Abraham his 
master, and sware to him concerning 

10 this matter. And the servant took ten 
camels, of the camels of his master, and 
departed; Slaving all goodly things of 
his master’s in his hand: and he arose, 
and went to Mesopotamia, unto the city 

11 of Nahor. And he made the camels to 
kneel down without the city by the well 
of water at the time of evening, the time 

12 that women go out to draw water. And 
he said, O Lord, the God of my master 
Abraham, send me, I pray thee, good 
speed this day, and shew kindness unto 

13 my master Abraham. Behold, I stand 
by the fountain of water; and the daugh¬ 
ters of the men of the city come out to 

14 draw water: and let it come to pass, that 
the damsel to whom I shall say. Let 
down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may 
drink; and she shall say. Drink, and I 
will give thy camels drink also: let the 
same be she that thou hast appointed for 
thy servant Isaac; and thereby shall I 
know that thou hast shewed kindness un- 

15 to my master. And it came to pass, be¬ 
fore he had done speaking, that, behold, 
Rebekah came out, who was born to 
Bethuel the son of Milcah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother, with her 

16 pitcher upon her shoulder. And the 
damsel was very fair to look upon, a 
virgin, neither had any man known her: 
and she went down to the fountain, and 

17 filled her pitcher, and came up. And the 
servant ran to meet her, and said. Give 
me to drink, I pray thee, a little water of 

18 thy pitcher. And she said. Drink, my 
lord: and she hasted, and let down her 
pitcher upon her hand, and gave him 

19 drink. And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw for thy 
camels also, until they have done drink- 

20 ing. And she hasted, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran again 
unto the well to draw, and drew for all 

21 his camels. And the man looked sted- 
fastly on her; holding his peace, to know 
whether the Lord had made his journey 
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prosperous or not. And it came to pass, 22 
as the camels had done drinking, that the 
man took a golden ring of 3 half a shekel 
weight, and two bracelets for her hands 
of ten shekels weight of gold; and said, 23 
Whose daughter art thou? tell me, I pray 
thee. Is there room in thy father’s house 
for us to lodge in? And she said unto 24 
him, I am the daughter of Bethuel the 
son of Milcah, which she bare unto Na¬ 
hor. She said moreover unto him. We 25 
have both straw and provender enough, 
and room to lodge in. And the man 26 
bowed his head, and worshipped the 
Lord. And he said, Blessed be the 27 
Lord, the God of my master Abraham, 
who hath not forsaken his mercy and his 
truth toward my master: as for me, the 
Lord hath led me in the way to the house 
of my master’s brethren. And the dam- 28 
sel ran, and told her mother’s house ac¬ 
cording to these words. And Rebekah 29 
had a brother, and his name was Laban: 
and Laban ran out unto the man, unto 
the fountain. And it came to pass, when 30 
he saw the ring, and the bracelets upon 
his sister’s hands, and when he heard 
the words of Rebekah his sister, saying. 
Thus spake the man unto me; that he 
came unto the man; and, behold, he 
stood by the camels at the fountain. And 31 
he said. Come in, thou blessed of the 
Lord ; wherefore standest thou without ? 
for I have prepared the house, and room 
for the camels. And the man came into 32 
the house, and he ungirdcd the camels; 
and he gave straw and provender for the 
camels, and water to wash his feet and 
the men’s feet that were with him. And 33 
there was set meat before him to eat: but 
he said, I will not eat, until I have told 
mine errand. And he said. Speak on. 
And he said, I am Abraham’s servant. 34 
And the Lord hath blessed my master 35 
greatly; and he is become great: and he 
hath given him flocks and herds, and 
silver and gold, and menservants and 
maidservants, and camels and asses. 
And Sarah my master’s wife bare a son 36 
to my master when she was old: and 
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unto him hath he given all that he hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, saying, 
Thou shalt not take a wife for my son of 
the daughters of the Canaanites, in whose 

38 land I dwell: but thou shalt go unto my 
father’s house, and to my kindred, and 

39 take a wife for my son. And I said unto 
my master, Pcradventure the woman will 

40 not follow me. And he said unto me. 
The Lord, before whom I walk, will 
send his angel with thee, and prosper 
thy way; and thou shalt take a wife for 
my son of my kindred, and of my father’s 

41 house: then shalt thou be clear from my 
oath, when thou comest to my kindred; 
and if they give her not to thee, thou 

42 shalt be clear from my oath. And I came 
this day unto the fountain, and said, 
O Lord, the God of my master Abra¬ 
ham, if now thou do prosper my way 

43 which I go: behold, I stand by the fount¬ 
ain of water; and let it come to pass, that 
the maiden which cometh forth to draw, 
to whom I shall say. Give me, I pray 
thee, a little water of thy piLcher to drink; 

44 and she shall say to me. Both drink thou, 
and I will also draw for thy camels: let 
the same be the woman whom the Lord 
hath appointed for my master’s son. 

45 And before I had done speaking in mine 
heart, behold, Rebekah came forth with 
her pitcher on her shoulder; and she 
went down unto the fountain, and drew: 
and I said unto her. Let me drink, I pray 

46 thee. And she made haste, and let down 
her pitcher from her shoulder, and said, 
Drink, and I will give thy camels drink 
also: so I drank, and she made the camels 

47 drink also. And I asked her, and said. 
Whose daughter art thou? And she said. 
The daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s son, 
whom Milcah bare unto him: and I put 
the ring upon her nose, and the bracelets 

48 upon her hands. And I bowed my head, 
and worshipped the Lord, and blessed 
the Lord, the God of my master Abra¬ 
ham, which had led me in the right way 
to take my master’s brother’s daughter 

49 for his son. And now if yc will deal 
kindly and truly with my master, tell me: 
and if not, tell me; that I may turn to the 
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right hand, or to the left. Then Laban 50 
and Bethuel answered and said. The 
tiling proceedeth from the .Lord: we 
cannot speak unto thee bad or good. Be- 51 
hold, Rebekah is before thee, take her, 
and go, and let her be thy master’s son’s 
wife, as the Lord hath spoken. And it 52 
came to pass, that, when Abraham’s serv¬ 
ant heard their words, he bowed him¬ 
self down to the earth unto the Lord. 
And the servant brought forth jewels of 53 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment, 
and gave them to Rebekah: he gave also 
to her brother and to her mother precious 
things. And they did eat and drink, he 54 
and the men that were with him, and 
tarried all night; and they rose up in the 
morning, and he said, Send me away 
unto my master. And her brother and 55 
her mother said, Let the damsel abide 
with us a few days, at the least ten; after 
that she shall go. And he said unto 56 
them. Hinder me not, seeing the Lord 
hath prospered my way; send me away 
that I may go to my master. And they 57 
said. We will call the damsel, and inquire 
at her mouth. And they called Rebekah, 58 
and said unto her, Wilt thou go with this 
man? And she said, 1 will go. And they 59 
sent away Rebekah their sister, and her 
nurse, and Abraham’s servant, and his 
men. And they blessed Rebekah, and 60 
said unto her. Our sister, be thou The 
mother of thousands of ten thousands, 
and let thy seed possess the gate of those 
which hate them. And Rebekah arose, 61 
and her damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man: and the 
servant took Rebekah, and went his way. 
And Isaac came Trom the way of Beer- 62 
lahai-roi; for he dwelt in the land of the 
South. And Isaac went out to meditate 63 
in the field at the eventide: and he lifted 
up his eyes, and saw, and, behold, there 
were camels coming. And Rebekah lifted 64 
up her eyes, and when she saw Isaac, she 
lighted off the camel. And she said unto 65 
the servant, What man is this that walk- 
eth in the field to meet us ? And the serv¬ 
ant said, It is my master: and she took 
her veil, and covered herself. And the 66 
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servant told Isaac all the things that he 

67 had done. And Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Rebekah, 
and she became his wife; and he loved 
her: and Isaac was comforted after his 
mother’s death. 

sy ^ AND Abraham took another wife, 

2 and her name was Kcturah. And 
she bare him Zimran, and Jokshan, and 
Medan, and Midian, and Ishbak, and 

3 Shuah. And Jokshan begat Sheba, and 
Dedan. And the sons of Dcdan were 
Asshurim, and Letushim, and Leurri- 

4 mim. And the sons of Midian; Ephah, 
and Epher, and Hanoch, and Abida, and 
Eldaah. All these were the children of 

5 Keturah. And Abraham gave all that lie 

6 had unto Isaac. But unto the sons of the 
concubines, which Abraham had, Abra¬ 
ham gave gifts; and he sent them away 
from Isaac his son, while he yet lived, 

7 eastward, unto the cast country. And 
these are the days of the years of Abra¬ 
ham’s life which he lived, an hundred 

8 threescore and fifteen years. And Abra¬ 
ham gave up the ghost, and died in a 
good old age, an old man, and full of 
years; and was gathered to his people. 

9 And Isaac and Ishmael his sons buried 
him in the cave of Machpelah, in the field 
of Ephron the son of Zohar the Hittite, 

10 which is before Mamrc; the field which 
Abraham purchased of the children of 
Heth: there was Abraham buried, and 

11 Sarah his wife. And it came to pass after 
the death of Abraham, that God blessed 
Isaac his son; and Isaac dwelt by Beer- 
lahai-roi. 

12 Now these are the generations of Ish¬ 
mael, Abraham’s son, whom Hagar the 
Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare unto 

13 Abraham: and these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, accord¬ 
ing to their generations: the firstborn of 
Ishmael, Ncbaioth; and Kcdar, and Ad- 

14 beel, and Mibsam, and Mishma, and 

15 Dumah, and Massa; Hadad, and Tema, 

16 Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah: these are 
the sons of Ishmael, and these are their 
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names, by their villages, and by their 
encampments; twelve princes according 
to their nations. And these are the years 17 
of the life of Ishmael, an hundred and 
thirty and seven years: and he gave up 
the ghost and died; and was gathered 
unto his people. And they dwelt from 18 
Havilah unto Shur that is before Egypt, 
as thou goest totvard Assyria: he J abode 
2 in the presence of all his brethren. 

And these are the generations of Isaac, 19 
Abraham’s son: Abraham begat Isaac: 
and Isaac was forty years old when he 20 
took Rebekah, the daughter of Bethuel 
the J Syrian of Paddan-aram, the sister of 
Laban the ^Syrian, to be his wife. And 21 
Isaac intreated the Lord for his wife, be¬ 
cause she was barren: and the Lord was 
intreated of him, and Rebekah his wife 
conceived. And the children struggled 22 
together within her; and she said. If it 
be so, 4 whcrefore do I live? And she 
went to inquire of the Lord. And the 23 
Lord said unto her. 

Two nations are in thy womb. 

And two peoples shall be separated 
even from thy bowels: 

And the one people shall be stronger 
than the other people; 

And the elder shall serve the younger. 
And when her days to be delivered 24 
were fulfilled, behold, there were twins 
in her womb. And the first came forth 25 
5 red, all over like an hairy garment; and 
they called his name Esau. And after 26 
that came forth his brother, and his hand 
had hold on Esau’s heel; and his name 
was called 6 Jacob: and Isaac was three¬ 
score years old when she bare them. 
And the boys grew: and Esau was a cun- 27 
ning hunter, a man of the field; and Ja¬ 
cob was a 7 plain man, dwelling in tents. 
Now Isaac loved Esau, because he did 28 
eat of his venison: and Rebekah loved 
Jacob. And Jacob sod pottage: and Esau 29 
came in from the field, and he was faint: 
and Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I pray 30 
thee, with 8 that same red pottage ; for I 
am faint: therefore was his name called 
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31 ^dom. And Jacob said. Sell me 2 this 

32 day thy birthright. And Esau said. Be¬ 
hold, I am at the point to die: and what 

33 profit shall the birthright do to me ? And 
Jacob said, Swear to me 2 this day; and 
he sware unto him: and he sold his 

34 birthright unto Jacob. And Jacob gave 
Esau bread and pottage of lentils; and 
he did eat and drink, and rose up, and 
went his way: so Esau despised his birth¬ 
right. 

AND there was a famine in the 
land, beside the first famine that 
was in the days of Abraham. And Isaac 
went unto Abimelech king of the Philis- 

2 tines unto Gerar. And the Lord ap¬ 
peared unto him, and said, Go not down 
into Egypt; dwell in the land w T hich I 

3 shall tell thee of: sojourn in this land, and 
I will be with thee, and will bless thee; 
for unto thee, and unto thy seed, I will 
give all these lands, and I will establish 
the oath which I sware unto Abraham 

4 thy father; and I will multiply thy seed as 
the stars of heaven, and will give unto thy 
seed all these lands; and in thy seed shall 
all the nations of the earth 3 be blessed; 

5 because that Abraham obeyed my voice, 
and kept my charge, my commandments, 

6 my statutes, and my laws. And Isaac 

7 dwelt in Gerar: and the men of the place 
asked him of his wife; and he said. She is 
my sister: for he feared to say. My wife; 
lest, said he , the men of the place should 
kill me for Rebekah: because she was fair 

8 to look upon. And it came to pass, when 
he had been there a long time, that Abim¬ 
elech king of the Philistines looked out at 
a window, and saw, and, behold, Isaac 

9 was sporting with Rebekah his wife. And 
Abimelech called Isaac, and said, Behold, 
of a surety she is thy wife: and how saidst 
thou. She is my sister? And Isaac said 
unto him. Because I said, Lest I die for 

10 her. And Abimelech said, What is this 
thou hast done unto us ? one of the people 
might lightly have lien with thy wife, 
and thou shouldest have brought guilti- 

11 ness upon us. And Abimelech charged all 
the people, saying. He that toucheth this 
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man or his wife shall surely be put to 
death. And Isaac sowed in that land, 12 
and found in the same year an hundred¬ 
fold: and the Lord blessed him. And 13 
the man waxed great, and grew more 
and more until he became very great: 
and he had possessions of flocks, and pos- 14 
sessions of herds, and a great household: 
and the Philistines envied him. Now all 15 
the wells which his father’s servants had 
digged in the days of Abraham his father, 
the Philistines had stopped them, and 
filled them with earth. And Abimelech 16 
said unto Isaac, Go from us; for thou art 
much mightier than we. And Isaac de- 17 
parted thence, and encamped in the 
valley of Gerar, and dwelt there. And 18 
Isaac digged again the wells of water, 
which they had digged in the days of 
Abraham his father; for the Philistines 
had stopped them after the death of 
Abraham: and he called their names 
after the names by which his father had 
called them. And Isaac’s servants digged 19 
in the valley, and found there a well of 
springing water. And the herdmen of 20 
Gerar strove with Isaac’s herdmen, say¬ 
ing, The water is ours: and he called the 
name of the well 5 Esek; because they 
contended with him. And they digged 21 
another well, and they strove for that 
also: and he called the name of it 6 Sit- 
nah. And he removed from thence, and 22 
digged another well; and for that they 
strove not: and he called the name of it 
Ttehoboth; and he said, For now the 
Lord hath made room for us, and we 
shall be fruitful in the land. And he 23 
went up from thence to Beer-sheba. And 24 
the Lord appeared unto him the same 
night, and said, I am the God of Abra¬ 
ham thy father: fear not, for I am with 
thee, and will bless thee, and multiply 
thy seed for my servant Abraham’s sake. 
And he builded an altar there, and called 25 
upon the name of the Lord, and pitched 
his tent there: and there Isaac’s servants 
digged a well. Then Abimelech went to 26 
him from Gerar, and Ahuzzath his 
friend, and Phicol the captain of his host.

7 That is. Broad places , or. Room . 
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27 And Isaac said unto them. Wherefore 
are ye come unto me, seeing ye hate me, 

28 and have sent me away from you? And 
they said, We saw plainly that the Lord 
was with thee: and we said, Let there 
now be an oath betwixt us, even betwixt 
us and thee, and let us make a covenant 

29 with thee; that thou wilt do us no hurt, 
as we have not touched thee, and as we 
have done unto thee nothing but good, 
and have sent thee away in peace: thou 

30 art now the blessed of the Lord. And he 
made them a feast, and they did cat and 

31 drink. And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another: and 
Isaac sent them away, and they departed 

32 from him in peace. And it came to pass 
the same day, that Isaac’s servants came, 
and told him concerning the well which 
they had digged, and said unto him. We 

33 have found water. And he called it Shi- 
bah: therefore the name of the city is 
Beer-sheba unto this day. 

34 And when Esau was forty years old he 
took to wife Judith the daughter of Beeri 
the Hittite, and Basemath the daughter 

35 of Elon the Hittite: and they were x a grief 
of mind unto Isaac and to Rebekah. 

AND it came to pass, that when 
Isaac was old, and his eyes were 
dim, so that he could not see, he called 
Esau his elder son, and said unto him. 
My son: and he said unto him, Here am 

2 I. And he said. Behold now, I am old, 

3 I know not the day of my death. Now 
therefore take, I pray thee, thy weapons, 
thy quiver and thy bow, and go out to 

4 the field, and take me venison; and make 
me savoury meat, such as I love, and 
bring it to me, that I may cat; that my 

5 soul may bless thee before I die. And 
Rebekah heard when Isaac spake to Esau 
his son. And Esau went to the field to 

6 hunt for venison, and to bring it. And 
Rebekah spake unto Jacob her son, say¬ 
ing, Behold, I heard thy father speak 

7 unto Esau thy brother, saying. Bring me 
venison, and make me savoury meat, 
that I may eat, and bless thee before the 

8 Lord before my death. Now therefore, 
my son, obey my voice according to that 

I Heb. bitterness of spirit . 
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which I command thee. Go now to the 9 
flock, and fetch me from thence two good 
kids of the goats; and I will make them 
savoury meat for thy father, such as he 
loveth: and thou shalt bring it to thy 10 
father, that he may eat, so that he may 
bless thee before his death. And Jacob 11 
said to Rebekah his mother. Behold, 
Esau my brother is a hairy man, and 1 
am a smooth man. My father perad- 12 
venture will feel me, and I shall seem to 
him as a -deceiver; and I shall bring a 
curse upon me, and not a blessing. And 13 
his mother said unto him. Upon me be 
thy curse, my son: only obey my voice, 
and go fetch me them. And he went, 14 
and fetched, and brought them to his 
mother: and his mother made savoury 
meat, such as his father loved. And Re- 15 
bekah took the goodly raiment of Esau 
her elder son, which were with her in the 
house, and put them upon Jacob her 
younger son: and she put the skins of the 16 
kids of the goats upon his hands, and 
upon the smooth of his neck: and she 17 
gave the savoury meat and the bread, 
which she had prepared, into the hand 
of her son Jacob. And he came unto his 18 
father, and said. My father: and he said. 
Here am I; who art thou, my son? And 19 
Jacob said unto his father, I am Esau thy 
firstborn; I have done according as thou 
badest me: arise, I pray thee, sit and eat 
of my venison, that thy soul may bless 
me. And Isaac said unto his son. How is 20 
it that thou hast found it so quickly, my 
son? And he said, Because the Lord thy 
God sent me good speed. And Isaac 21 
said unto Jacob, Come near, I pray thee, 
that I may feel thee, my son, whether 
thou be my very son Esau or not. And 22 
Jacob went near unto Isaac his father; 
and he felt him, and said. The voice is 
Jacob’s voice, but the hands are the 
hands of Esau. And he discerned him 23 
not, because his hands were hairy, as his 
brother Esau’s hands: so he blessed him. 
And he said. Art thou my very son Esau ? 24 
And he said, I am. And he said. Bring 25 
it near to me, and I will eat of my son’s 
venison, that my soul may bless thee. 

2 Or, mocker 
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And he brought it near to him, and he 
did eat: and he brought him wine, and 

26 he drank. And his father Isaac said unto 
him, Come near now, and kiss me, my 

27 son. And he came near, and kissed him: 
and he smelled the smell of his raiment, 
and blessed him, and said. 

See, the smell of my son 

Is as the smell of a field which the 
Lord hath blessed: 

28 And God give thee of the dew of 

heaven. 

And of the fatness of the earth. 

And plenty of corn and wine: 

29 Let peoples serve thee. 

And nations bow down to thee: 

Be lord over thy brethren. 

And let thy mother’s sons bow down 
to thee : 

Cursed be every one that curseth tliec, 

And blessed be every one that blesscth 
thee. 

30 And it came to pass, as soon as Isaac had 
made an end of blessing Jacob, and Ja¬ 
cob was yet scarce gone out from the 
presence of Isaac his father, that Esau 
his brother came in from his hunting. 

31 And he also made savoury meat, and 
brought it unto his father; and he said 
unto his father. Let my father arise, and 
cat of his son’s venison, that thy soul 

32 may bless me. And Isaac his father said 
unto him. Who art thou? And he said, 

33 I am thy son, thy firstborn, Esau. And 
Isaac trembled very exceedingly, and 
said. Who then is he that hath taken 
venison, and brought it me, and I have 
eaten of all before thou earnest, and have 
blessed him ? yea, and he shall be blessed, 

34 When Esau heard the words of his 
father, he cried with an exceeding great 
and bitter cry, and said unto his father. 
Bless me, even me also, O my father. 

35 And he said. Thy brother came with 
guile, and hath taken away thy blessing. 

36 And he said. Is not he rightly named 
Jacob? for he hath supplanted me these 
two times: he took away my birthright; 
and, behold, now he hath taken away 
my blessing. And he said. Hast thou not 

37 reserved a blessing for me ? And Isaac 
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answered and said unto Esau, Behold, I 
have made him thy lord, and all his 
brethren have I given to him for serv¬ 
ants; and with corn and wine have I 
sustained him: and what then shall I do 
for thee, my son? And Esau said unto 38 
Ills father. Hast thou but one blessing, 
my father? bless me, even me also, O my 
father. And Esau lifted up his voice, 
and wept. And Isaac his father answered 39 
and said unto him, 

Behold, ‘of the fatness of the earth 
shall be thy dwelling, 

And ‘of the dew of heaven from above; 

And by thy sword shalt thou live, and 40 
thou shalt serve thy brother; 

And it shall come to pass when thou 
shalt break loose, 

That thou shalt shake his yoke from 
off thy neck. 

And Esau hated Jacob because of the 41 
blessing wherewith his father blessed 
him: and Esau said in his heart. The 
days of mourning for my father arc at 
hand; then will I slay my brother Jacob. 
And the words of Esau her elder son 42 
were told to Rebekah; and she sent and 
called Jacob her younger son, and said 
unto him. Behold, thy brother Esau, as 
touching thee, doth comfort himself, 
purposing to kill thee. Now therefore, 43 
my son, obey my voice; and arise, flee 
thou to Laban my brother to Haran; and 44 
tarry with him a few days, until thy 
brother’s fury turn away; until thy bro- 45 
ther’s anger turn away from thee, and he 
forget that which thou hast done to him: 
then I will send, and fetch thee from 
thence: w T hy should I be bereaved of you 
both in one day? 

And Rebekah said to Isaac, I am weary 46 
of my life because of the daughters of 
Hcth: if Jacob take a wife of the daugh¬ 
ters of Hcth, such as these, of the daugh¬ 
ters of the land, what good shall my life 
do me? And Isaac called Jacob, 1 
and blessed him, and charged 
him, and said unto him. Thou shalt not 
take a wife of the daughters of Canaan. 
Arise, go to Paddan-aram, to the house 2 
of Bcthuel thy mother’s father; and take 
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thee a wife from thence of the daughters 

3 of Laban thy mother’s brother. And 
*God Almighty bless thee, and make thee 
fruitful, and multiply thee, that thou 

4 mayest be a company of peoples; and 
give thee the blessing of Abraham, to 
thee, and to thy seed with thee; that thou 
mayest inherit the land of thy sojourn- 
ings, which God gave unto Abraham. 

5 And Isaac sent away Jacob: and he went 
to Paddan-aram unto Laban, son of Be- 
thuel the ^Syrian, the brother of Re- 

6 bekah, Jacob’s and Esau’s mother. Now 
Esau saw that Isaac had blessed Jacob 
and sent him away to Paddan-aram, to 
take him a wife from thence; and that as 
he blessed him he gave him a charge, 
saying. Thou shalt not take a wife of the 

7 daughters of Canaan; and that Jacob 
obeyed his father and his mother, and 

8 was gone to Paddan-aram: and Esau saw 
that the daughters of Canaan pleased not 

9 Isaac his father; and Esau went unto 
Ishmael, and took unto the wives which 
he had Alahalath the daughter of Ish¬ 
mael Abraham’s son, the sister of Nc- 
baioth, to be his wife. 

10 And Jacob went out from Eeer-shcba, 

11 and went toward Haran. And he lighted 
upon 3 a certain place, and tarried there 
all night, because the sun was set; and he 
took one of the stones of the place, and 
put it under his head, and lay down in 

12 that place to sleep. And he dreamed, 
and behold a ladder set up on the earth, 
and the top of it reached to heaven: and 
behold the angels of God ascending and 

13 descending on it. And, behold, the Lord 
stood 4 above it, and said, I am the Lord, 
the God of Abraham thy father, and the 
God of Isaac: the land whereon thou 
liest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 

14 seed; and thy seed shall be as the dust of 
the earth, and thou shalt 5 spread abroad 
to the west, and to the east, and to the 
north, and to the south: and in thee and 
in thy seed shall all the families of the 

15 earth be blessed. And, behold, I am 
with thee, and will keep thee whitherso-

break forth, 6 That is. The house of God.

ever thou goest, and will bring thee again 
into this land; for I will not leave thee, 
until I have done that which I have 
spoken to thee of. And Jacob awaked 16 
out of his sleep, and he said, Surely the 
Lord is in this place; and I knew it not. 
And he was afraid, and said. How dread- 17 
ful is this place! this is none other but 
the house of God, and this is the gate of 
heaven. And Jacob rose up early in the 18 
morning, and took the stone that he had 
put under his head, and set it up for a 
pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it. 
And he called the name of that place 19 
6 Beth-el: but the name of the city was 
Luz at die first. And Jacob vowed a vow, 20 
saying. If God will be with me, and will 
keep me in this way diat I go, and will 
give me bread to eat, and raiment to put 
on, so that I come again to my father’s 21 
house in peace, 7 then shall the Lord be 
my God, and this stone, which I have 22 
set up for a pillar, shall be God’s house: 
and of all that thou shalt give me I wall 
surely give the tenth unto thee. 

THEN Jacob 8 w r ent on his jour¬ 
ney, and came to the land of the 
children of the east. And he looked, and 2 
behold a w’ell in the field, and, lo, three 
flocks of sheep lying there by it; for out 
of that well they watered the flocks: and 
the stone upon the well's mouth was 
great. And thither were all the flocks 3 
gathered: and they rolled the stone from 
the well’s mouth, and watered the sheep, 
and put the stone again upon the well’s 
mouth in its place. And Jacob said un- 4 
to them. My brethren, whence be ye? 
And they said. Of Haran are we. And 5 
he said unto them. Know ye Laban the 
son of Nahor ? And they said, Wc know 
him. And he said unto them. Is it w^ell 6 
with him? And they said. It is well: and, 
behold, Racjtel his daughter cometli wfith 
the sheep. And he said, Lo, it is yet high 7 
day, neither is it time that the cattle 
should be gathered together: water ye 
the sheep, and go and feed them. And 8 
they said. We cannot, until all the flocks

7 Or, and the Lord will be my God, then this 
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be gathered together, and they roll the 
stone from the well’s mouth; then we 
9 water the sheep. While he yet spake 
with them, Rachel came with her father’s 

10 sheep; for she kept them. And it came 
to pass, when Jacob saw Rachel the 
daughter of Laban his mother’s brother, 
and the sheep of Laban his mother’s 
brother, that Jacob went near, and rolled 
the stone from the well’s mouth, and 
watered the flock of Laban his mother’s 

11 brother. And Jacob kissed Rachel, and 

12 lifted up his voice, and wept. And Jacob 
told Rachel that he was her father’s bro¬ 
ther, and that he was Rebekah’s son: and 

13 she ran and told her father. And it came 
to pass, when Laban heard the tidings of 
Jacob his sister’s son, that he ran to meet 
him, and embraced him, and kissed him, 
and brought him to his house. And he 

14 told Laban all these things. And Laban 
said to him. Surely thou art my bone and 
my flesh. And he abode with him the 

15 space of a month. And Laban said unto 
Jacob, Because thou art my brother, 
shouldest thou therefore serve me for 
nought? tell me, what shall thy wages 

16 be? And Laban had two daughters: the 
name of the elder was Leah, and the 

17 name of the younger was Rachel. And 
Leah’s eyes were tender; but Rachel was 

ig beautiful and well favoured. And Jacob 
loved Rachel; and he said, I will serve 
thee seven years for Rachel thy younger 

19 daughter. And Laban said. It is better 
that I give her to thee, than that I should 
give her to another man: abide with me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years for Rachel; 
and they seemed unto him but a few 

21 days, for the love he had to her. And 
Jacob said unto Laban, Give me my wife, 
for my days arc fulfilled, that I may go 

22 hi unto her. And Laban gathered to¬ 
gether all the men of the place, and made 

23 a feast. And it came to pass in the even¬ 
ing, that he took Leah his daughter, and 
brought her to him; and he went in unto 

24 her. And Laban gave Zilpah his hand¬ 
maid unto his daughter Leah for an 

25 handmaid. And it came to pass in the

5 From the Heb. hodah . 
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morning that, behold, it was Leah: and 
he said to Laban, What is this thou hast 
done unto me? did not I serve with thee 
for Rachel? wherefore then hast thou 
beguiled me? And Laban said. It is not 26 
so done in our place, to give the younger 
before the firstborn. Fulfil the week of 27 
this one, and we will give thee the other 
also for the service which thou shalt serve 
with me yet seven other years. And Ja- 28 
cob did so, and fulfilled her week: and 
he gave him Rachel his daughter to wife. 
And Laban gave to Rachel his daughter 29 
Bilhah his handmaid to be her hand¬ 
maid. And he went in also unto Rachel, 30 
and he loved also Rachel more than 
Leah, and served with him yet seven 
other years. 

And the Lord saw that Leah was 31 
hated, and he opened her womb: but 
Rachel was barren. And Leah con- 32 
ceived, and bare a son, and she called 
his name Reuben: for she said. Because 
the Lord ^ath looked upon my afflic¬ 
tion; for now my husband will love me. 
And she conceived again, and bare a son; 33 
and said. Because the Lord 2 hath heard 
that I am hated, he hath therefore given 
me this son also: and she called his name 
3 Simeon. And she conceived again, and 34 
bare a son; and said. Now this time will 
my husband be 4 joined unto me, because 
1 have borne him three sons: therefore 
was his name called Levi. And she con- 35 
ceived again, and bare a son: and she 
said. This time will I 5 praise the Lord : 
therefore she called his name 6 Judah; 
and she left bearing. 

AND when Rachel saw that she 
bare Jacob no children, Rachel 
envied her sister; and she said unto 
Jacob, Give me children, or else I die. 
And Jacob’s anger was kindled against 2 
Rachel: and he said. Am I in God’s 
stead, who hath withheld from thee the 
fruit of the womb? And she said. Be- 3 
hold my maid Bilhah, go in unto her; 
that she may bear upon my knees, and 
I also may ’obtain children by her. And 4 
she gave him Bilhah her handmaid to

7 Heb. be builded by her. 
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5 wife: and Jacob went in unto her. And 
Bilhah conceived, and bare Jacob a son. 

6 And Rachel said, God hath fudged me, 
and hath also heard my voice, and hath 
given me a son: therefore called she his 

7 name Dan. And Bilhah Rachel's hand¬ 
maid conceived again, and bare Jacob a 

8 second son. And Rachel said, With 
2 mighty wrestlings have I hvrestled with 
my sister, and have prevailed: and she 

9 called his name Naphtali. When Leah 
saw that she had left bearing, she took 
Zilpali her handmaid, and gave her to 

10 Jacob to wife. And Zilpah Leah’s hand- 

11 maid bare Jacob a son. And Leah said, 
“■Fortunate! and she called his name 

T 2 5 Gad. And Zilpah Leah’s handmaid 

i -t bare Jacob a second son. And Leah said, 
6 Happy am I! for the daughters will 
7 call me happy: and she called his name 

14 Asher. And Reuben went in the days of 
wheat harvest, and found 8 mandrakcs 
in the field, and brought them unto his 
mother Leah. Then Rachel said to Leah, 
Give me, I pray thee, of thy son’s man- ! 

15 drakes. And she said unto her. Is it a 
small matter that thou hast taken away 
my husband? and wouldest thou take 
away my son’s mandrakes also? And 
Rachel said, Therefore he shall lie with 
thee to-night for thy son’s mandrakes. 

16 And Jacob came from the field in the 
evening, and Leah went out to meet him, 
and said. Thou must come in unto me; 
for I have surely hired thee with my 
son’s mandrakes. And he lay with her 

17 that night. And God hearkened unto 
Leah, and she conceived, and bare Jacob 

18 a fifth son. And Leah said, God hath 
given me my g hirc, because I gave my 
handmaid to my husband: and she called 

19 his name Issachar. And Leah conceived 
again, and bare a sixth son to Jacob. 

20 And Leah said, God hath endowed me 
with a good dowry; now will my hus¬ 
band 10 dwcll with me, because I have 
borne him six sons: and she called his 

21 name Zcbulun. And afterwards she bare 
a daughter, and called her name Dinah. 
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And God remembered Rachel, and God 22 
hearkened to her, and opened her womb. 
And she conceived, and bare a son: and 23 
said, God hath taken away my reproach: 
and she called his name Joseph, saying, 24 
The Lord lx add to me another son. 

And it came to pass, when Rachel had 25 
borne Joseph, that Jacob said unto 
Laban, Send me away, that I may go 
unto mine own place, and to my coun¬ 
try. Give me my wives and my children 26 
for whom I have served thee, and let me 
go: for thou knowest my service where¬ 
with 1 have served thee. And Laban 27 
said unto him, If now I have found 
favour in thine eyes. Tarry: for I have 
divined that the Lord hath blessed me 
for thy sake. And he said. Appoint me 28 
thy wages, and I will give it. And he 29 
said unto him, Thou knowest how I 
have served thee, and how thy cattle 
hath fared with me. For it was little 30 
which thou hadst before I came, and it 
hath I2 increascd unto a multitude; and 
the Lord hath blessed thee ^’whitherso¬ 
ever I turned: and now when shall I 
provide for mine own house also? And 31 
he said, What shall I give thee? And 
Jacob said. Thou shalt not give me 
aught: if thou wilt do this thing for me, 

I will again feed thy flock and keep it. 

I will pass through all thy flock to-day, 32 
removing from thence every speckled 
and spotted one, and every black one 
among the sheep, and the spotted and 
speckled among the goats: and of such 
shall be my hire. So shall my righteous- 33 
ness answer for me hereafter, when thou 
shalt come concerning my hire that is be¬ 
fore thee: every one that is not speckled 
and spotted among the goats, and black 
among the sheep, that if found with me 
shall be counted stolen. And Laban 34 
said, Behold, I would it might be ac¬ 
cording to thy word. And he removed 35 
that day the he-goats that were ring- 
straked and spotted, and all the she- 
goats that were speckled and spotted, 
every one that had white in it, and all

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the black ones among the sheep, and 

36 gave them into the hand of his sons; and 
he set three days* journey betwixt him¬ 
self and Jacob: and Jacob fed the rest of 

37 Laban’s flocks. And Jacob took him 
rods of fresh poplar, and of the almond 
and of the plane tree; and peeled white 
strakes in them, and made the white 

38 appear which was in the rods. And he 
set the rods which he had peeled over 
against the flocks in the gutters in the 
watering troughs where the flocks came 
to drink; and they conceived when they 

39 came to drink. And the flocks conceived 
before the rods, and the flocks brought 
forth ringstraked, speckled, and spotted. 

40 And Jacob separated the lambs, and set 
the faces of the flocks toward the ring¬ 
straked and all the black in the flock of 
Laban; and he put his own droves apart, 
and put them not unto Laban’s flock. 

41 And it came to pass, whensoever the 
stronger of the flock did conceive, that 
Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of the 
flock in the gutters, that they might con- 

42 ccive among the rods; but W’hen the flock 
were feeble, he put them not in: so the 
feebler were Laban’s, and the stronger 

43 Jacob’s. And the man increased exceed¬ 
ingly, and had large flocks, and maid¬ 
servants and menservants, and camels 
and asses. 

AND he heard the words of 
Laban’s sons, saying, Jacob hath 
taken away all that was our father’s; 
and of that which was our father’s hath 

2 he gotten all this 2 glory. And Jacob be¬ 
held the countenance of Laban, and, 
behold, it was not toward him as before- 

3 time. And the Lord said unto Jacob, 
Return unto the land of thy fathers, and 
to thy kindred; and I will be with thee. 

4 And Jacob sent and called Rachel and 

5 Leah to the field unto his flock, and said 
unto them, I see your father’s counte¬ 
nance, that it is not toward me as be¬ 
foretime; but the God of my father hath 

6 been with me. And ye know that with 
all my power I have served your father. 

7 And your father hath deceived me, and 
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changed my wages ten times; but God 
suffered him not to hurt me. If he said 8 
thus, The speckled shall be thy wages; 
then all the flock bare speckled: and if 
he said thus. The ringstraked shall be 
thy wages; then bare all the flock ring¬ 
straked. Thus God hath taken away the 9 
cattle of your father, and given them to 
me. And it came to pass at the time that 10 
the flock conceived, that I lifted up mine 
eyes, and saw in a dream, and, behold, 
the he-goats which leaped upon the flock 
were ringstraked, speckled, and grislcd. 
And the angel of God said unto me in 11 
the dream, Jacob: and I said, Here am 
I. And he said, Lift up now thine eyes, 12 
and see, all the he-goats which leap upon 
the flock are ringstraked, speckled, and 
grisled: for I have seen all that Laban 
doeth unto thee. I am the God of Beth- 13 
el, where thou ancintedst a pillar, where 
thou vowedst a vow unto me: now arise, 
get thee out from this land, and return 
unto the land of thy nativity. And 14 
Rachel and Leah answered and said 
unto him. Is there yet any portion or 
inheritance for us in our father’s house? 
Are we not counted of him strangers? 15 
for he hath sold us, and hath also quite 
devoured 3 our money. For all the riches 16 
which God hath taken away from our 
father, that is ours and our children’s: 
now then, whatsoever God hath said 
unto thee, do. Then Jacob rose up, and 17 
set liis sons and his wives upon the 
camels; and he carried away all his 18 
cattle, and all his substance which he 
had gathered, the cattle of his getting, 
which he had gathered in Paddan-aram, 
for to go to Isaac his father unto the land 
of Canaan. Now Laban was gone to 19 
shear his sheep: and Rachel stole the 
teraphim that were her father’s. And 20 
Jacob 4 stole away unawares to Laban the 
Syrian, in that he told him not that he 
fled. So he fled with all that he had; and 21 
he rose up, and passed over 5 the River, 
and set his face toward the mountain of 
Gilead. 

And it was told Laban on the third 22 
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23 day that Jacob was fled. And he took 
his brethren with him, and pursued after 
him seven days’ journey; and he over¬ 
took him in the mountain of Gilead. 

24 And God came to Laban the Syrian in 
a dream of the night, and said unto him. 
Take heed to thyself that thou speak not 

25 to Jacob either good or bad. And Laban 
came up with Jacob. Now Jacob had 
pitched his tent in the mountain: and 
Laban with his brethren pitched in the 

26 mountain of Gilead. And Laban said to 
Jacob, What hast thou done, that thou 
hast stolen away unawares to me, and 
carried away my daughters as captives 

27 of the sword ? Wherefore didst thou flee 
secretly, and I steal away from me; and 
didst not tell me, that I might have sent 
thee away with mirth and with songs, 

28 with tabret and with harp; and hast not 
suffered me to kiss my sons and my 
daughters ? now hast thou done foolishly. 

29 It is in the power of my hand to do you 
hurt: but the God of your father spake 
unto me yesternight, saying. Take heed 
to thyself that thou speak not to Jacob 

30 either good or bad. And now, though 
thou wouldest needs be gone, because 
thou sore longedst after thy father’s 
house, yet wherefore hast thou stolen my 

31 gods? And Jacob answered and said to 
Laban, Because I was afraid: for I said. 
Lest thou shouldest take thy daughters 

32 from me by force. With whomsoever 
thou findest thy gods, he shall not live: 
before our brethren discern thou what 
is thine with me, and take it to thee. For 
Jacob knew not that Rachel had stolen 

33 them. And Laban went into Jacob’s 
tent, and into Leah’s tent, and into the 
tent of the two maidservants; but he 
found them not. And he went out of 
Leah’s tent, and entered into Rachel’s 

34 tent. Now Rachel had taken the tera- 
phim, and put them in the camel’s furni¬ 
ture, and sat upon them. And Laban 
felt about all the tent, but found them 

35 not. And she said to her father, Let not 
my lord be angry that I cannot rise up 
before thee; for the manner of women is 
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upon me. And he searched, but found 
not the teraphim. And Jacob was wroth, 36 
and chode with Laban: and Jacob an¬ 
swered and said to Laban, What is my 
trespass? what is my sin, that thou hast 
hotly pursued after me? Whereas thou 37 
hast felt about all my stuff, what hast 
thou found of all thy household stuff? 

Set it here before my brethren and thy 
brethren, that they may judge betwixt us 
two. This twenty years have I been with 38 
thee; thy ewes and thy she-goats have 
not cast their young, and the rams of thy 
flocks have I not eaten. That which was 39 
torn of beasts I brought not unto thee; 

I bare the loss of it; of my hand didst 
thou require it, whether stolen by day or 
stolen by night. Thus I was; in the day 40 
the drought consumed me, and the frost 
by night; and my sleep fled from mine 
eyes. These twenty years have I been 41 
in thy house; I served thee fourteen 
years for thy two daughters, and six years 
for thy flock: and thou hast changed my 
wages ten times. Except the God of my 42 
father, the God of Abraham, and the 
Fear of Isaac, had been with me, surely 
now hadst thou sent me away empty. 
God hath seen mine affliction and the 
labour of my hands, and rebuked thee 
yesternight. And Laban answered and 43 
said unto Jacob, The daughters are my 
daughters, and the children are my chil¬ 
dren, and the flocks are my flocks, and 
all that thou seest is mine: and what can 
I do this day unto these my daughters, 
or unto their children which they have 
borne? And now come, let us make a 44 
covenant, I and thou; and let it be for 
a witness between me and thee. And 45 
Jacob took a stone, and set it up for a 
pillar. And Jacob said unto his brethren, 46 
Gather stones; and they took stones, and 
made an heap: and they did cat there by 
the heap. And Laban called it 2 Jegar- 47 
sahadutha: but Jacob called it 3 Galeed. 
And Laban said. This heap is witness 48 
between me and thee this day. There¬ 
fore was the name of it called Galeed: 
and 4 A4izpah, for he said. The Lord 49 
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watch between me and thee, when we 

50 are x absent one from another. If thou 
shalt afflict my daughters, and if thou 
shalt take wives beside my daughters, no 
man is with us; sec, God is witness be- 

51 twixt me and thee. And Laban said to 
Jacob, Behold this heap, and behold the 
pillar, which I have set betwixt me and 

52 thee. This heap be witness, and the 
pillar be witness, that I will not pass 
over this heap to thee, and that thou 
shalt not pass over this heap and this 

53 pillar unto me, for harm. The God of 
Abraham, and the God of Nahor, the 
s God of their failier, judge betwixt us. 
And Jacob swore by the Fear of his 

54 father Isaac. And Jacob offered a sacri¬ 
fice in the mountain, and called his 
brethren to eat bread: and they did eat 
bread, and tarried all night in the mount- 

55 ain. And early in the morning Laban 
rose up, and kissed his sons and liis 
daughters, and blessed them: and Laban 
departed, and returned unto his place. 

1 And Jacob went on his way, and 

2 tire angels of God met him. And 
Jacob said when he saw them. This is 
God’s host: and he called the name of 
that place 3 Mahanaim. 

3 And Jacob sent messengers before 
him to Lsau his brother unto the land of 

4 Scir, the held of Edom. And he com¬ 
manded them, saying, Thus shall ye say 
unto my lord Esau; Thus saith thy serv¬ 
ant Jacob, 1 have sojourned with Laban, 

5 and stayed until now: and I have oxen, 
and asses and flocks, and menservants 
and maidservants: and I have sent to 
tell my lord, that I may And grace in thy 

6 sight. And the messengers returned to 
Jacob, saying, We came to thy brother 
Esau, and moreover he cometh to meet 
thee, and four hundred men with him. 

7 Then Jacob was greatly afraid and was 
distressed: and he divided the people 
that was with him, and the flocks, and 
the herds, and the camels, into two com- 

8 panies; and he said, If Esau come to the 
one company, and smite it, then the 
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company which is left shall escape. And 9 
Jacob said, O God of my father Abra¬ 
ham, and God of my father Isaac, O 
Lord, which saidst unto me. Return un¬ 
to thy country, and to thy kindred, and 
I will do thee good: 4 5 6 7 8 1 am not worthy of 10 
the least of all the mercies, and of all the 
truth, which thou hast shewed unto thy 
servant; for with my staff I passed over 
this Jordan; and now I am become tw r o 
companies. Deliver me, I pray thcc, II 
from the hand of my brother, from the 
hand of Esau: for I fear him, lest lie 
come and smite me, the mother with the 
children. And thou saidst, 1 will surely 12 
do thcc good, and make thy seed as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be num¬ 
bered for multitude. And he lodged 13 
there that night; and took ol* that which 
he had with him a present for Esau his 
brother; two hundred shc-goats and 14 
twenty he-goats, two hundred ewes and 
twenty rams, thirty milch camels and 15 
their colts, forty kine and ten bulls, 
twenty she-asses and ten foals. And he 16 
delivered them into the hand of his ser¬ 
vants, every drove by itself; and said 
unto his servants. Pass over before me, 
and put a space betwixt drove and drove. 
And he commanded the foremost, say- 37 
ing. When Esau my brother mectelh 
thee, and asketh thcc, saying. Whose art 
thou? and whither gocst thou? and 
whose are these before thee? then thou 18 
shalt say. They be thy servant Jacob’s; 
it is a present sent unto my lord Esau: 
and, behold, he also is behind us. And 19 
he commanded also the second, and the 
third, and all that followed the droves, 
saying, On this manner shall ye speak 
unto Esau, when ye find him; and ye 20 
shall say. Moreover, behold, thy servant 
Jacob is behind us. For he said, I will 
appease him with the present that goeth 
before me, and afterward I will see his 
face; peradventure he will accept me. 

So the present passed over before him: 21 
and he himself lodged that night in the 
company. 

And he rose up that night and took 22 
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his two wives, and his two handmaids, 
and his eleven children, and passed over 

23 the ford of J abb ok. And he took them, 
and sent them over the stream, and sent 

24 over that he had. And Jacob was left 
alone; and there wrestled a man with 

25 him until the breaking of the day. And 
when he saw that he prevailed not against 
him, he touched the hollow of his thigh; 
and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was 

26 strained, as lie wrestled with him. And 
he said. Let me go, for the day breaketh. 
And he said, I will not let thee go, ex- 

27 cept thou bless me. And he said unto 
him. What is thy name? And he said, 

28 Jacob. And he said, Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but 1 Israel: for 
Thou hast -’striven with God and with 

29 men, and hast prevailed. And Jacob 
asked him, and said. Tell me, I pray 
thee, thy name. And he said. Wherefore 
is it that thou dost ask after my name? 

30 And he blessed him there. And Jacob 
called the name of the place Ten id: for, 
said he , J have seen God face to face, and 

31 my life is preserved. And the sun rose 
upon him as he passed over Penuel, and 

32 lie halted upon his thigh. Therefore the 
children of Israel cat not the sinew of the 
hip which is upon the hollow of the 
thigh, unto this day: because he touched 
the hollow of Jacob’s thigh in the sinew 
of the hip. 

AND Jacob lifted up his eyes, 
and looked, and, behold, Esau 
came, and with him four hundred men. 
And he divided the children unto Leah, 
and unto Rachel, and unto the two hand- 

2 maids. And he put the handmaids and 
their children foremost, and Leah and 
her children after, and Rachel and Joseph 

3 hindermost. And he himself passed over 
before them, and bowed himself to the 
ground seven times, until he came near 

4 to his brother. And Esau ran to meet 
him, and embraced him, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him: and they wept. 

5 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw the 
women and the children; and said, Who 
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are these with thee? And he said. The 
children which God hath graciously 
given thy servant. Then the handmaids 6 
came near, they and their children, and 
they bowed themselves. And Leah also 7 
and her children came near, and bowed 
themselves: and after came Joseph near 
and Rachel, and they bowed themselves. 
And he said. What meanest thou by all 8 
this company which I met? And he said. 

To find grace in the sight of my lord. 
And Esau said, I have enough; my bro- 9 
titer, let that theu hast be thine. And 10 
Jacob said. Nay, I pray thee, if now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then re¬ 
ceive my present at my hand: foras¬ 
much as I have seen thy face, as one 
seeth the face of God, arid thou wast 
pleased with me. Take, I pray thee, my 11 
°gift that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and be¬ 
cause I have 7 cnough. And he urged 
him, and he took it. And he said, Let us 12 
take our journey, and let us go, and I 
will go before thee. And he said unto 13 
him. My lord knoweth thar the children 
are tender, and that the flocks and herds 
with me give suck: and if they overdrive 
them one day, all the flocks will die. 

Let my lord, I pray thee, pass over be- 14 
lore his servant: and I will lead on softly, 
according to the pace of the cattle that 
is before me and according to the pace 
of the children, until I come unto my 
lord unto Seir. And Esau said. Let me 15 
now leave with thee some of the folk 
that arc with me. And he said. What 
needeth it? let me find grace in the sight 
of my lord. So Esau returned that day 16 
on his way unto Seir. And Jacob jour- 17 
ncyed to Succoth, and built him an 
house, and made booths for his cattle: 
therefore the name of the place is called 
6 Succoth. 

And Jacob came 9 in peace to the city 18 
of Shcchem, which is in the land of 
Canaan, when he came from Paddan- 
aram; and encamped before the city. 
And he bought the parcel of ground, 19

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where he had spread his tent, at the 
hand of the children of Hamor, Shc- 
chem’s father, for an hundred pieces of 

20 money. And he erected there an altar, 
and called it 2 El-elohe-Israel. 

AND Dinah the daughter of 
Leah, which she bare unto Jacob, 
went out to see the daughters of the 

2 land. And Shechem the son of Hamor 
the Hivite, the prince of the land, saw 
her; and he took her, and lay with her, 

3 and humbled her. And his soul clave 
unto Dinah the daughter of Jacob, and 
he loved the damsel, and spake 3 kindly 

4 unto the damsel. And Shechem spake 
unto his father Hamor, saying, Get me 

5 this damsel to wife. Now Jacob heard 
that he had defiled Dinah his daughter; 
and his sons wxre with his cattle in the 
field: and Jacob held his peace until they 

6 came. And Hamor the father of She¬ 
chem went out unto Jacob to commune 

7 with him. And the sons of Jacob came 
in from the field when they heard it: and 
the men were grieved, and they were 
very wroth, because he had wrought folly 
in Israel in lying with Jacob’s daughter; 

8 which thing ought not to be done. And 
Hamor communed with them, saying, 
The soul of my son Shechem longeth 
for your daughter: I pray you give her 

9 unto him to wife. And make ye mar¬ 
riages with us; give your daughters unto 
us, and take our daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us: and the land 
shall be before you; dwell and trade ye 
therein, and get you possessions therein. 

11 And Shechem said unto her father and 
unto her brethren. Let me find grace in 
your eyes, and what ye shall say unto me 

12 I will give. Ask me never so much 
dowry and gift, and I will give accord¬ 
ing as ye shall say unto me: but give me 

13 the damsel to wife. And the sons of 
Jacob answered Shechem and Hamor 
his father with guile, and spake, because 

14 he had defiled Dinah their sister, and 
said unto them. We cannot do this thing, 
to give our sister to one that is uncir¬ 
cumcised ; for that were a reproach unto 
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us: only on this condition will we con- 15 
sent unto you: if yc will be as we be, 
that every male of you be circumcised; 
then will we give our daughters unto 16 
you, and we will take your daughters to 
us, and we will dwell with you, and we 
will become one people. But if ye will 17 
not hearken unto us, to be circumcised; 
then will we take our daughter, and we 
will be gone. And their words pleased 18 
Hamor, and Shechem Hamor’s son. 
And the young man deferred not to do 19 
the thing, because he had delight in 
Jacob’s daughter: and he was honoured 
above all the house of his father. And 20 
Hamor and Shechem his son came unto 
the gate of their city, and communed 
with the men of their city, saying, These 21 
men are peaceable with us; therefore let 
them dwell in the land, and trade there¬ 
in ; for, behold, the land is large enough 
for them; let us take their daughters to 
us for wives, and let us give them our 
daughters. Only on this condition will 22 
the men consent unto us to dwell with 
us, to become one people, if every male 
among us be circumcised, as they arc 
circumcised. Shall not their cattle and 23 
their substance and all their beasts be 
ours ? only let us consent unto them, and 
they will dwell w p ith us. And unto Ha- 24 
mor and unto Shechem his son heark¬ 
ened all that went out of the gate of his 
city; and every male was circumcised, 
all that went out of the gate of his city. 
And it came to pass on the third day, 25 
when they were sore, that two of the 
sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s 
brethren, took each man his sword, and 
came upon the city hinawares, and slew 
all the males. And they slew Hamor and 26 
Shechem his son with the edge of the 
sword, and took Dinah out of Shechem’s 
house, and went forth. The sons of 27 
Jacob came upon the slain, and spoiled 
the city, because they had defiled their 
sister. They took their flocks and their 28 
herds and their asses, and that which 
was in the city, and that which was in 
the field; and all their wealth, and all 29 
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their little ones and their wives, took 
they captive and spoiled, even all that 

30 was in the house. And Jacob said to 
Simeon and Levi, Ye have troubled me, 
to make me to stink among the inhabit¬ 
ants of the land, among the Canaanites 
and the Pcrizzites: and, I being few in 
number, they will gather themselves to¬ 
gether against me and smite me; and I 

31 shall be destroyed, I and my house. And 
they said. Should he deal with our sister 
as with an harlot? 

AND God said unto Jacob, Arise, 
go up to Bcth-el, and dwell there: 
and make there an altar unto God, who 
appeared unto thee when thou fieddest 

2 from the face of Esau thy brother. Then 
Jacob said unto his household, and to all 
that were with him, Put away the strange 
gods that are among you, and purify 
yourselves, and change your garments: 

3 and let us arise, and go up to Bcth-el; 
and I will make there an altar unto God, 
who answered me in the day of my dis¬ 
tress, and was with me in the way which 

4 I went. And they gave unto Jacob all 
the strange gods which were in their 
hand, and the rings which w r ere in their 
ears; and Jacob hid them under the *oak 

5 which was by Shechem. And they jour¬ 
neyed : and 2 a great terror was upon the 
cities that were round about them, and 
they did not pursue after the sons of 

6 Jacob. So Jacob came to Luz, which is 
in the land of Canaan (the same is Beth¬ 
el), he and all the people that were with 

7 him. And he built there an altar, and 
called the place 3 El-beth-el: because 
there God was revealed unto him, when 

8 he fled from the face of his brother. And 
Deborah Rcbekah’s nurse died, and she 
was buried below Beth-el under the oak: 
and the name of it was called 4 Allon- 
bacuth. 

9 And God appeared unto Jacob again, 
when he came from Paddan-aram, and 

10 blessed him. And God said unto him, 
Thy name is Jacob: thy name shall not 
be called any more Jacob, but Israel shall

be thy name: and he called his name Is¬ 
rael. And God said unto him, I am 5 God 11 
Almighty: be fruitful and multiply; a 
nation and a company of nations shall 
be of thee, and kings shall come out of 
thy loins; and the land which I gave 12 
unto Abraham and Isaac, to thee I will 
give it, and to thy seed after thee will I 
give the land. And God went up from 13 
him in the place where he spake with 
him. And Jacob set up a pillar in the 14 
place where he spake with him, a pillar 
of stone: and he poured out a drink 
offering thereon, and poured oil thereon. 
And Jacob called the name of the place 15 
where God spake with him, Bcth-el. 
And they journeyed from Bcth-cl; and 16 
there w T as still some way to come to 
Ephraih: and Rachel travailed, and she 
had hard labour. And it came to pass, 17 
when she w r as in hard labour, that the 
midwife said unto her. Fear not; for now 
thou shalt have another son. And it came 18 
to pass, as her soul was in departing (for 
she died), that she called his name 
6 Ben-oni: but his father called him 
’Benjamin. And Rachel died, and was 19 
buried in the way to Ephrath (the same 
is Beth-lehem). And Jacob set up a pillar 20 
upon her grave: the same is the Pillar 
of Rachel’s grave unto this day. And 21 
Israel journeyed, and spread his tent be¬ 
yond the tower of Eder. And it came to 22 
pass, while Israel dwelt in that land, that 
Reuben went and lay w T ith Bilhah his 
father’s concubine: and Israel heard of it. 

Now the sons of Jacob were twelve: 
the sons of Leah; Reuben, Jacob’s first- 23 
bom, and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, 
and Issachar, and Zebulun: the sons of 24 
Rachel; Joseph and Benjamin: and the 25 
sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s handmaid; Dan 
and Naphtali: and the sons of Zilpah, 26 
Leah’s handmaid; Gad and Asher: these 
are the sons of Jacob, which w^cre bom 
to him in Paddan-aram. And Jacob 27 
came unto Isaac his father to Mamre, 
to Kiriath-arba (the same is Hebron), 
where Abraham and Isaac sojourned. 

3 That is, The God of Bcth-el. 4 That is, 

6 float is. The son of my sorrow. 7 That is. 
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28 And the days of Isaac were an hundred Korah, duke Gatam,duke Amalek: these 


29 and fourscore years. And Isaac gave up 
the ghost, and died, and was gathered 
unto his people, old and full of days: 
and Esau and Jacob his sons buried him. 

NOW these are the generations 

2 J v? of Esau (the same is Edom). Esau 
took his wives of the daughters of Ca¬ 
naan; Adah the daughter of Elon the 
Hittite, and Oholibamah the daughter 
of Anah, the daughter of Zibeon the 

3 Hiviie; and Basemath Ishmael’s daugh- 

4 ter, sister of Nebaioth. And Adah bare 
to Esau Eliphaz; and Basemath bare 

5 Reuel; and Oholibamah bare Jcush, and 
Jalam, and Korah: these are the sons 
of Esau, which were born unto him 

6 in the land of Canaan. And Esau took 
hi:> wives, and his sons, and his daugh¬ 
ters, and ail the souls of his house, and 
his cattle, and all his beasts, and all his 
possessions, which he had gathered in die 
land of Canaan; and went into a land 

7 away from his brother Jacob. For their 
substance was too great for them to dwell 
together; and the land of their sojourn- 
ings could not bear them because of their 

8 cattle. And Esau dwelt in mount Seir: 

9 Esau is Edom. And these arc the genera¬ 
tions of Esau the father of ‘the Edomites 

10 in mount Seir: these are the names of 
Esau’s sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, Reuel the son of Basemath 

11 the wife of Esau. And the sons of Eliphaz 
were Tcman, Omar, 3 Zeplio,and Gatam, 

12 and Kcnaz. And Timna was concubine 
to Eliphaz Esau’s son; and she bare to 
Eliphaz Amalek: these are die sons of 

13 Adah Esau’s wife. And these are the sons 
of Reuel; Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, 
andMizzah: these were the sons of Base- 

14 math Esau’s wife. And diese were the 
sons of Oholibamah the daughter of 
Anah, the daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s 
wife: and she bare to Esau Jeush, and 

15 Jalam, and Korah. These are the 4 dukes 
of the sons of Esau: the sons of Eliphaz 
the firstborn of Esau; duke Tcman, duke 

16 Omar, duke Zepho, duke Kcnaz, duke 


are the dukes that came of Eliphaz in the 
land of Edom; these arc the sons of Adah. 
And these are the sons of Reuel Esau’s 17 
son; duke Nahath, duke Zerah, duke 
Shammah, duke Mizzah: these are the 
dukes that came of Reuel in the land of 
Edom; these are the sons of Basemath 
Esau’s wife. And these are the sons of 18 
Oholibamah Esau’s wife; duke Jeush, 
duke Jalam, duke Korah: these are the 
dukes that came of Oholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. These 19 
are the sons of Esau, and these are their 
dukes: the same is Edom. 

These are the sons of Seir the Korite, 20 
the inhabitants of the land; Lotan and 
Shobal and Zibeon and Anah, and Di- 21 
shon and Ezer ami Dishan: these arc the 
dukes that came of the Horites, the chil¬ 
dren of Seir in the land of Edom. And 22 
the children of Lotan were Hori and 
TIemam; and Lotan's sister was Timna. 
And these arc the children of Shobal; 23 
6 Alvan and Manahath and Ebal, 7 She- 
pho and Onam. And these are the chil- 24 
dren of Zibeon; Aiah and Anah: this is 
Anah who found the hot springs in the 
wilderness, as he fed the asses of Zibeon 
his father. And these arc the children of 25 
Anah; Dishon and Oholibamah the 
daughter of Anah. And these are the 26 
children of r ‘Pishon; lemdan and Esh- 
ban and Ithran and Cheran. These arc 27 
the children of Ezcr; Bilhan and Zaavan 
and 10 Akan. These are the children of 28 
Dishan; Uz and Aran. These are the 29 
dukes that came of the Horites; duke 
Lotan, duke Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke 
Anah, duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke Di- 30 
shan: these are the dukes that came of 
the Horites, according to their dukes in 
the land of Seir. 

And these are the kings that reigned 3T 
in the land of Edom, before there reigned 
any king over the children of Israel. And 32 
Bela the son of Beor reigned in Edom; 
and the name of his city was Dinhabah. 
And Bela died, and Jobab the son of 33

34 And Jobab died, and Hus ham of the 
land of the Temanites reigned in his 

35 stead. And Husham died, and Hadad 
the son of Bedad, who smote Midian in 
die field of Moab, reigned in his stead: 

36 and the name of his city was Avith. And 
Hadad died, and Samlah of Masrekah 

37 reigned in his stead. And Samlah died, 
and Shaul of Rehoboth by the River 

38 reigned in his stead. And Shaul died, 
and Baal-hanan the son of Achbor 

39 reigned in his stead. And Baal-hanan 
the son of Achbor died, and x Hadar 
reigned in his stead: and the name of his 
city was 2 Pau; and his wife’s name was 
Mchetabel, the daughter of Alatred, the 

40 daughter of Ale-zahab. And these arc 
the names of the dukes that came of 
Esau, according to their families, after 
their places, by their names; duke Tim- 

41 na, duke 3 Alvah, duke Jethcth; duke 
Oholibamah, duke Elah, duke Pinon; 

42 duke Kenaz, duke Tcman, duke Alib- 

43 zar; duke Magdicl, duke Iram: these be 
the dukes of Edom, according to their 
habitations in the land of their posses¬ 
sion. 'Phis is Esau the father of 4 the 
Edomites. 

AND Jacob dwelt in the land of 
his father’s sojournings, in the 

2 land of Canaan. These arc the genera¬ 
tions of Jacob. Joseph, being seventeen 
years old, was feeding the flock with his 
brethren; and he was a lad with the sons 
of Bilhah, and with the sons of Zilpah, 
his father’s wives: and Joseph brought 
the evil report of them unto their father. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than all 
his children, because he was the son of 
his old age: and he made him 5 a coat of 

4 many colours. And his brethren saw 
that their father loved him more than 
all his brethren; and they hated him, 
and could not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he 
told it to his brethren: and they hated 

6 him yet the more. And he said unto 
them. Hear, I pray you, this dream 

7 which I have dreamed: for, behold, we 
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were binding sheaves in the field, and, 
lo, my sheaf arose, and also stood up¬ 
right; and, behold, your sheaves came 
round about, and made obeisance to my 
sheaf. And his brethren said to him, 8 
Shalt thou indeed reign over us ? or shalt 
thou indeed have dominion over us? 
And they hated him yet the more for 
his dreams, and for his words. And he 9 
dreamed yet another dream, and told it 
to his brethren, and said. Behold, I have 
dreamed yet a dream; and, behold, the 
sun and the moon and eleven stars made 
obeisance to me. And he told it to his 10 
father, and to his brethren; and his 
father rebuked him, and said unto him. 
What is this dream that thou hast 
dreamed? Shall I and thy mother and 
thy brethren indeed come to bow down 
ourselves to thee to the earth ? And his 11 
brethren envied him; but his father "kept 
the saying in mind. And his brediren 12 
went to feed their father’s flock in She- 
chcm. And Israel said unto Joseph, Do 13 
not thy brethren feed the flock in Shc- 
clicm? come, and I will send thee unto 
them. And he said to him. Here am I. 
And he said to him. Go now, see whether 14 
it be well with thy brethren, and well 
with the flock; and bring me word again. 

So he sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. And a certain 15 
man found him, and, behold, he was 
wandering in the field: and the man 
asked him, saying. What seckcst thou? 
And he said, I seek my brethren: tell me, 16 
I pray thee, where they are feeding the 
Hock . And the man said. They are dc- 17 
parted hence: for I heard them say. Let 
us go to Dothan. And Joseph went after 
his brethren, and found them in Dothan. 
And they saw him afar off, and before 1S 
he came near unto them, they conspired 
against him to slay him. And they said 19 
one to another, Behold, this 6 dreamer 
cometh. Come now therefore, and let 20 
us slay him, and cast him into one of the 
pits, and we will say. An evil beast hath 
devoured him: and we shall see what 
will become of his dreams. And Reuben 21 
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heard it, and delivered him out of their 
hand; and said. Let us not take his life. 

22 And Reuben said unto them, Shed no 
blood; cast him into this pit that is in the 
wilderness, but lay no hand upon him: 
that he might deliver him out of their 

23 hand, to restore him to his father. And 
it came to pass, when Joseph was come 
unto his brethren, that they stript Joseph 
of his coat, the coat of many colours that 

24 was on him; and they took him, and cast 
him into the pit: and the pit was empty, 

25 there was no water in it. And they sat 
down to eat bread: and they lifted up 
their eyes and looked, and, behold, a 
travelling company of Ishmaelites came 
from Gilead, with their camels bearing 
J spicery and z balm and 3 myrrh, going to 

26 carry it down to Egypt. And Judah said 
unto his brethren. What profit is it if wc 
slay our brother and conceal his blood ? 

27 Come, and let us sell him to the Ishmael- 
ites, and let not our hand be upon him; 
for he is our brother, our flesh. And his 

28 brethren hearkened unto him. And 
there passed by Midianitcs, merchant¬ 
men; and they drew and lifted up Joseph 
out of the pit, and sold Joseph to the 
Ishmaelites for twenty pieces of silver. 
And they brought Joseph into Egypt. 

29 And Reuben returned unto the pit; and, 
behold, Joseph was not in the pit; and 

30 he rent his clothes. And he returned 
unto his brethren, and said, The child 

31 is not; and I, whither shall I go? And 
they took Joseph’s coat, and killed a he- 
goat, and dipped the coat in the blood; 

32 and they sent the coat of many colours, 
and they brought it to their father; and 
said, This have we found: know now 

33 whether it be thy son’s coat or not. And 
he knew it, and said. It is my son’s coat; 
an evil beast hath devoured him; Joseph 

34 is without doubt torn in pieces. And 
Jacob rent his garments, and put sack¬ 
cloth upon his loins, and mourned for 

35 his son many days. And all his sons and 
all his daughters rose up to comfort him; 
but he refused to be comforted; and he 
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said. For I will go down to 4 thc grave to 
my son mourning. And his father wept 
for him. And the 5 Midianites sold him 36 
into Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh’s, the 6 captain of the guard. 

AND it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down from his 
brethren, and turned in to a certain 
Adullamite, whose name was Ilirah.

And he asked Pharaoh’s officers that 7 
were with him in ward in his master’s 
house, saying. Wherefore look ye so 
sadly to-day? And they said unto him, 8 
We have dreamed a dream, and there is 
none that can interpret it. And Joseph 
said unto them. Do not interpretations 
belong to God ? tell it me, I pray you. 
And the chief butler told his dream to 9 
Joseph, and said to him. In my dream, 
behold, a vine was before me; and in the 10 
vine were three branches: and it was as 
though it budded, and its blossoms shot 
forth; and the clusters thereof brought 
forth ripe grapes: and Pharaoh’s cup was 11 
in my hand; and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh’s cup, and I 
gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand. And 12 
Joseph said unto him. This is the inter¬ 
pretation of it: the three branches are 
three days; within yet three days shall 13 
Pharaoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thine office: and thou shalt 
give Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, after 
the former manner when thou wast his 
butler. But have me in thy remem- 14 
brance when it shall be well with thee, 
and shew kindness, I pray thee, unto 
me, and make mention of me unto 
Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house: 
for indeed I was stolen away out of the 15 
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land of the Hebrews: and here also have 
I done nothing that they should put me 

16 into the dungeon. When the chief baker 
saw that the interpretation was good, he 
said unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, three baskets ofwhite bread 

17 were on my head: and in the uppermost 
basket there was of all manner of bake- 
meats for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat 
them out of the basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said. This is 
the interpretation thereof: the three bas- 

19 kets are three days; within yet three days 
shall Pharaoh lilt up thy head from off 
dice, and shall hang thee on a tree; and 
the birds shall eat thy flesh from off 

20 thee. And it came to pass the third day, 
which was Pharaoh’s birthday, diat he 
made a feast unto all his servants: and 
he lifted up the head of the chief butler 
and the head of the chief baker among 

21 his servants. And he restored the chief 
butler unto his butlership again; and he 

22 gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand: but 
he hanged die chief baker: as Joseph had 

23 interpreted to them. Yet did not the chief 
butler remember Joseph, but forgat him. 

AND it came to pass at the end 
of two full years, diat Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he stood by the 

2 Tiver. And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven kine, well favoured 
and fadleshed; and they fed in the reed- 

3 grass. And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after diem out of the river, ill 
favoured and leanfleshed; and stood by 
die other kine upon the brink of the 

4 river. And the ill favoured and lean¬ 
fleshed kine did eat up the seven well 
favoured and fat kine. So Pharaoh 

5 awoke. And he slept and dreamed a 
second time: and, behold, seven ears of 
corn came up upon one stalk, 2 rank and 

6 good. And, behold, seven ears, thin and 
blasted with the east wind, sprung up 

7 after them. And the thin ears swallowed 
up the seven 2 rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was a 

8 dream. And it came to pass in the 
morning that his spirit was troubled; 
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and he sent and called for all the Magi¬ 
cians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 
dream; but there was none that could 
interpret them unto Pharaoh. Then 9 
spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, 
saying, I 4 do remember my faults tliis 
day: Pharaoh was wroth with his serv- 10 
ants, and put me in ward in the house 
of the captain of the guard, me and the 
chief baker: and we dreamed a dream in 11 
one night, I and he; we dreamed each 
man according to the interpretation of 
his dream. And there w r as with us there 12 
a young man, an Hebrew, servant to the 
captain of the guard; and we told him, 
and he interpreted to us our dreams; to 
each man according to his dream he did 
interpret. And it came to pass, as he 13 
interpreted to us, so it was; 5 me he re¬ 
stored unto mine office, and him he 
hanged. Then Pharaoh sent and called 14 
Joseph, and they brought him hastily 
out of the dungeon: and he shaved him¬ 
self, and changed his raiment, and came 
in unto Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said 15 
unto Joseph, I have dreamed a dream, 
and there is none that can interpret it: 
and I have heard say of thee, that when 
thou hearest a dream thou canst inter¬ 
pret it. And Joseph answ ered Pharaoh, 16 
saying. It is not in me: God shall give 
Pharaoh an answer of peace. And Phar- 17 
aoh spake unto Joseph, In my dream, 
behold, I stood upon the brink of the 
river: and, behold, there came up out of 18 
the river seven kine, fatfleshed and well 
favoured; and they fed in the reed-grass: 
and, behold, seven other kine came up 19 
after them, poor and very ill favoured 
and leanfleshed, such as I never saw in 
all the land of Egypt for badness: and 20 
the lean and ill favoured kine did eat 
up die first seven fat kine: and when 21 
they had eaten them up, it could not be 
knowm that they had eaten them; but 
they were still ill favoured, as at the 
beginning. So I awoke. And I saw in 22 
my dream, and, behold, seven ears came 
up upon one stalk, full and good: and, 23 
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behold, seven ears, withered, thin, and 
blasted with the east wind, sprung up 

24 after them: and the thin ears swallowed 
up the seven good ears: and I told it 
unto the magicians; but there was none 

25 that could declare it to me. And Joseph 
said unto Pharaoh, The dream of Phar¬ 
aoh is one: what God is about to do he 

26 hath declared unto Pharaoh. The seven 
good kine are seven years; and the seven 
good ears are seven years: the dream is 

27 one. And the seven lean and ill fa¬ 
voured kine that came up after them are 
seven years, and also the seven empty 
ears blasted with the east wind; they 

28 shall be seven years of famine. That is 
the thing which I spake unto Pharaoh: 
what God is about to do he hath shewed 

29 unto Pharaoh. Behold, there come seven 
years of great plenty throughout all the 

30 land of Egypt: and there shall arise after 
them seven years of famine; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land of 
Egypt; and the famine shall consume 

31 the land; and the plenty shall not be 
known in the land by reason of that 
famine which followeth; for it shall be 

32 very grievous. And for that the dream 
was doubled unto Pharaoh twice, it is 
because the thing is established by God, 
and God will shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look out a 
man discreet and wise, and set him over 

34 the land of Egypt. Let Pharaoh do this, 
and let him appoint overseers over the 
land, and take up the fifth part of the 
land of Egypt in the seven plenteous 

35 years. And let them gather all the food 
of these good years that come, and lay 
up com under the hand of Pharaoh for 
food in the cities, and let them keep it. 

36 And the food shall be for a store to the 
land against the seven years of famine, 
which shall be in the land of Egypt; that 
the land perish not through the famine. 

37 And the thing was good in the eyes of 
Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all his serv- 

38 ants. And Pharaoh said unto his serv¬ 
ants, Can we find such a one as this, a 
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man in whom the spirit of God is ? And 39 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch 
as God hath shewed thee all this, there 
is none so discreet and wise as thou: 
thou shalt be over my house, and ac- 40 
cording unto thy word shall all my 
people x be ruled: only in the throne will 
I be greater than thou. And Pharaoh 41 
said unto Joseph, See, I have set thee 
over all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh 42 
took off his signet ring from his hand, 
and put it upon Joseph's hand, and 
arrayed him in vestures of 2 finc linen, 
and put a gold chain about his neck; 
and he made him to ride in the second 43 
chariot which he had; and they cried 
before him, 3 Bow the knee: and he set 
him over all the land of Egypt. And 44 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I am Pharaoh, 
and without thee shall no man lift up 
his hand or his foot in all the land of 
Egypt. And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 45 
name Zaphenath-paneah; and he gave 
him to wife Asenath the daughter of 
Poti-phera priest of On. And Joseph 
went out over the land of Egypt. And 46 
Joseph was thirty years old when he 
stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt. 
And Joseph went out from the presence 
of Pharaoh, and went throughout all the 
land of Egypt. And in the seven plen- 47 
teous years the earth brought forth by 
handfuls. And he gathered up all the 48 
food of the seven years which were in 
the land of Egypt, and laid up the food 
in the cities: the food of the field, which 
was round about every city, laid he up 
in the same. And Joseph laid up corn 49 
as the sand of the sea, very much, until 
he left numbering; for it was without 
number. And unto Joseph were bom 50 
two sons before the year of famine came, 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
phera priest of On bare unto him. And 51 
Joseph called the name of the firstborn 
4 Manasseh: For, said he, God hath made 
me forget all my toil, and all my father’s 
house. And the name of the second 52 
called he 5 Ephraim: For God hath made 
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me fruitful in the land of my affliction, men, thy servants are no spies. And he 12 


53 And the seven years of plenty, that was 
in the land of Egypt, came to an end. 

54 And the seven years of famine began to 
come, according as Joseph had said: and 
there was famine in all lands; but in all 

35 the land of Egypt there was bread. And 
when all the land of Egypt was famished, 
the people cried to Pharaoh for bread: 
and Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, 
Go unto Joseph; what he saith to you, 

56 do. And the famine was over all the face 
of the earth: and Joseph opened all the 
storehouses, and sold unto the Egyp¬ 
tians; and the famine was sore in the 

57 land of Egypt. And all countries caine 
into Egypt to Joseph for to buy corn; 
because the famine was sore in all the 
earth. 

NOW Jacob saw that there was 
corn in Egypt, and Jacob said 
unto his sons. Why do ye look one upon 

2 another? And he said. Behold, I have 
heard that there is com in Egypt: get 
you down thither, and buy for us from 
thence; that we may live, and not die. 

3 And Joseph’s ten brethren went down 

4 to buy com from Egypt. But Benjamin, 
Joseph’s brother, Jacob sent not with 
his brethren; for he said. Lest peradven- 

5 ture mischief befall him. And the sons 
of Israel came to buy among those that 
came: for the famine was in the land of 

6 Canaan. And Joseph was the governor 
over the land; he it was that sold to all 
the people of the land: and Joseph’s 
brethren came, and bowed down them¬ 
selves to him with their faces to the 

7 earth. And Joseph saw his brethren, 
and he knew them, but made himself 
strange unto them, and spake roughly 
with them; and he said unto them. 
Whence come ye? And they said, From 

8 the land of Canaan to buy food. And 
Joseph knew his brethren, but they 

9 knew not him. And Joseph remembered 
the dreams which he dreamed of them, 
and said unto them. Ye are spies; to see 
the nakedness of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him. Nay, my lord, 
but to buy food are thy servants come. 

11 We are all one man's sons; we are true 


said unto them. Nay, but to see 
nakedness of the land ye are come. And 13 
they said, We thy servants are twelve 
brethren, the sons of one man in the 
land of Canaan; and, behold, the young¬ 
est is this day with our father, and one 
is not. And Joseph said unto them. That 14 
is it that I spake unto you, saying, Ye are 
spies: hereby ye shall be proved: by the 15 
life of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth 
hence, except your youngest brother 
come hither. Send one of you, and let 16 
him fetch your brother, and ye shall be 
bound, that your words may be proved, 
whether there be truth in you: or else by 
the life of Pharaoh surely ye are spies. 
And he put them all together into ward 17 
three days. And Joseph said unto them 18 
the third day. This do, and live; for I 
fear God: if ye be true men, let one of 19 
your brethren be bound in your prison 
house; but go ye, carry corn for the 
famine of your houses: and bring your 20 
youngest brother unto me; so shall your 
words be verified, and ye shall not die. 
And they did so. And they said one to 21 
another. We are verily guilty concerning 
our brother, in that we saw the distress 
of his soul, when he besought us, and 
we would not hear; therefore is this 
distress come upon us. And Reuben 22 
answered them, saying. Spake I not unto 
you, saying. Do not sin against the child; 
and yc would not hear ? therefore also, 
behold, his blood is required. And they 23 
knew not that Joseph understood them; 
for there was an interpreter between 
them. And he turned himself about 24 
from them, and wept; and he returned 
to them, and spake to them, and took 
Simeon from among them, and bound 
him before their eyes. Then Joseph 25 
commanded to fill their vessels with 
com, and to restore every man’s money 
into his sack, and to give them provision 
for the way: and thus was it done unto 
them. And they laded their asses with 26 
their com, and departed thence. And 27 
as one of them opened his sack to give 
his ass provender in the lodging place, 
he espied his money; and, behold, it was 
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28 in the mouth of his sack. And he said 
unto his brethren. My money is re¬ 
stored; and, lo, it is even in my sack: 
and their heart failed them, and they 
turned trembling one to another, saying, 
What is this that God hath done unto 

29 us? And they came unto Jacob their 
father unto the land of Canaan, and told 
him all that had befallen them; saying, 

30 The man, the lord of the land, spake 
roughly with us, and took us for spies 

31 of the country. And we said unto him, 

32 We are true men; we are no spies: we 
be twelve brethren, sons of our father; 
one is not, and the youngest is this day 
with our father in the land of Canaan. 

33 And the man, the lord of the land, said 
unto us. Hereby shall I know that ye are 
true men; leave one of your brethren 
with me, and take corn for the famine of 

34 your houses, and go your way: and 
bring your youngest brother unto me: 
then shall I know that ye are no spies, 
but that ye are true men: so will I 
deliver you your brother, and ye shall 

35 traffick in the land. And it came to pass 
as they emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man’s bundle of money was in liis 
sack: and when they and their father 
saw their bundles of money, they were 

36 afraid. And Jacob their father said unto 
them. Me have ye bereaved of my chil¬ 
dren: Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and ye will take Benjamin away: all these 

37 things are Against me. And Reuben 
spake unto his father, saying. Slay my 
two sons, if 1 bring him not to thee: 
deliver him into my hand, and I will 

38 bring him to thee again. And he said. 
My son shall not go down with you; for 
his brother is dead, and he only is left: 
if mischief befall him by the way in the 
which ye go, then shall ye bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to 2 the grave. 

AND the famine was sore in the 

2 land. And it came to pass, when 
they had eaten up the corn which they 
had brought out of Egypt, their father 
said unto them, Go again, buy us a litde 

3 food. And Judah spake unto him, say¬ 


ing, The man did solemnly protest unto 
us, saying. Ye shall not see my face, 
except your brother be with you. If 4 
thou wilt send our brother with us, we 
will go down and buy thee food: but if 5 
thou wilt not send him, we will not go 
dowm: for the man said unto us. Ye shall 
not see my face, except your brother be 
with you. And Israel said. Wherefore 6 
dealt yc so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother? And they 7 
said, The man asked straitly concerning 
ourselves, and concerning our kindred, 
saying, Is your father yet alive? have ye 
another brother? and we told him ac¬ 
cording to the tenor of these words: 
could we in any wise know that he would 
say. Bring your brother down? And 8 
Judah said unto Israel his father. Send 
the lad with me, and we will arise and 
go; that we may live, and not die, both 
we, and thou, and also our little ones. 

I will be surety for him; of my hand 9 
shalt thou require him: if I bring him 
not unto thee, and set him before thee, 
then 3 let me bear the blame for ever: 
for except we had lingered, surely wc 10 
had now returned a second time. And 11 
their father Israel said unto them, If it 
be so now, do this; take of the choice 
fruits of the land in your vessels, and 
carry down the man a present, a little 
balm, and a little honey, spicery and 
myrrh, 4 nuts, and almonds: and take 12 
double money in your hand; and the 
money that was returned in the mouth 
of your sacks carry again in your hand; 
peradventure it was an oversight: take 13 
also your brother, and arise, go again 
unto the man: and 5 God Almighty give 14 
you mercy before the man, that he may 
release unto you your other brother and 
Benjamin. And if I be bereaved of my 
children, I am bereaved. 

And the men took that present, and 15 
they took double money in their hand, 
and Benjamin; and rose up, and went 
down to Egypt, and stood before Joseph. 
And when Joseph saw Benjamin with 16 
them, he said to the steward of his house.

30 Ephron the Hittite, in the cave that is

Abraham and Sarah his wife; there they 
buried Isaac and Rebekah liis wife; and 
there I buried Leah: the field and the 32 
cave that is therein, which was purchased 
from the children of Hctli.

And forty days w r crc 3 
fulfilled for him; for so arc fulfilled the 
days of embalming: and the Egyptians 
wept for him threescore and ten days. 

And when the days of weeping for 4 
him were past, Joseph spake unto the 
house of Pharaoh, saying. If now I have 
found grace hi your eyes, speak, I pray 
you, in the ears of Pharaoh, saying. My 5 
lather made me swear, saying, Lo, I die: 
in my grave which I 8 havc digged for me 
in the land of Canaan, there shalr thou 
bury me. Now therefore let me go up,

will come again. And Pharaoh said, Go 6 
up, and bury thy father, according as he 
made thcc swear.

Fear not: for am I in the 
place of God? And as for you, ye meant 20 
evil against me; but God meant it for 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this day, 
to save much people alive. Now there- 21 
fore fear ye not: I will nourish you, and 
your litde ones. And he comforted 
them, and spake 2 kindly unto them. 

And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, and 22 
his father’s house: and Joseph lived an 
hundred and ten years. And Joseph saw 23 
Ephraim’s children of the third genera¬ 
tion : the children also of Machir the son 
of Manassch w ere born upon Joseph's 
knees. And Joseph said unto his breth- 24 
ren, I die: but God will surely visit you, 
and bring you up out of this land unto 
the land w r hich he sw’arc to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob. And Joseph took an 25 
oath of the children of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you, and ye shell 
carry up my bones from hence. So Jc- 26 
seph died, being an hundred and ten 
years old: and they embalmed him, and 
he was put in a coffin in Egypt.

THE SECOND BOOK OF MOSES, COMMONLY CALLED 

EXODUS 


1 N 0 W these arc the names of the sons 
of Israel, which came into Egypt; 
every man and his household came 
2 with Jacob. Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and 
3 Judah; Issachar, Zebulun, and Benja- 
4 min; Dan and Naphtali, Gad and Asher. 

5 And all the souls that came out of the loins 
of Jacob w^ere seventy souls: and Joseph 
6 was in Egypt already. And Joseph died, 
and all his brethren, and all that genera- 
7 tion. And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multiplied, and waxed exceeding migh¬ 
ty; and the land w r as filled with them. 

I Heb. cbel. 2 Heb. to their heart. 
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Now there arose a new king over 8 
Egypt, w T hich knew' not Joseph. And 9 
he said unto his people. Behold, the 
people of the children of Israel are 3 more 
and mightier than we: come, let us deal 10 
wisely with them; lest they multiply, 
and it come to pass, that, when there 
fallcth out any war, they also join them¬ 
selves unto our enemies, and fight against 
us, and get them up out of the land. 
Therefore they did set over them task- 11 
masters to afflict them with their bur¬ 
dens. And they built for Pharaoh store 
cities, Pithom and Raamses. But the 12 
more they afflicted them, the more they 

3 Or, too many and too mighty for us 
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multiplied and the more they spread 
abroad. And they ‘were grieved because 

13 of the children of Israel. And the Egyp¬ 
tians made the children of Israel to serve 

14 with rigour: and they made their lives 
bitter with hard service, in mortar and 
in brick, and in all manner of service in 
the field, all their service, wherein they 
made them serve with rigour. 

15 And the king of Egypt spake to the 
Hebrew midwives, of which the name 
of the one was Shiphrah, and the name 

16 of the other Puah: and he said, When 
ye do the office of a midwife to the 
Hebrew women, and see them upon the 
birthstool; if it be a son, then ye shall 
kill him; but if it be a daughter, then 

1 7 slie shall live. But the midwives feared 
God, and did not as the king of Egypt 
commanded them, but saved the men 

18 children alive. And the king of Egypt 
called for the midwives, and said unto 
them. Why have ye done this thing, and 

19 have saved the men children alive? And 
the midwives said unto Pharaoh, Because 
the Hebrew women are not as the Egyp¬ 
tian women; for they are lively, and are 
delivered ere the midwife come unto 

20 them. And God dealt well with the mid¬ 
wives: and the people multiplied, and 

21 waxed very mighty. And it came to 
pass, because the midwives feared God, 

22 that he made them houses. And Phar¬ 
aoh charged all his people, saying, Every 
son that is born ye shall cast into the 
river, and every daughter ye shall save 
alive. 

AND there went a man of the house 
of Levi, and took to wife a daughter 

2 of Levi. And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son: and when she saw him that 
he was a goodly child, she hid him three 

3 months. And when she could not longer 
hide him, she took for him an ark of 
^bulrushes, and daubed it with 3 slime 
and with pitch; and she put the child 
therein, and laid it in the flags by the 

4 river’s brink. And his sister stood afar 
off, to know what would be done to him. 

5 And the daughter of Pharaoh came down

to bathe at the river; and her maidens 
walked along by the river side; and she 
saw the ark among the flags, and sent 
her handmaid to fetch it. And she 6 
opened it, and saw the child: and, be¬ 
hold, the babe wept. And she had com¬ 
passion on him, and said. This is one of 
the Hebrews’ children. Then said his 7 
sister to Pharaoh’s daughter, Shall I go 
and call thee a nurse of the Hebrew 
women, that she may nurse the child 
for thee? And Pharaoh’s daughter said 8 
to her. Go. And the maid went and 
called the child’s mother. And Phar- 9 
aoh’s daughter said unto her. Take this 
cliild away, and nurse it for me, and I 
will give thee thy wages. And the 
woman took the child, and nursed iL. 
And the child grew, and she brought 10 
him unto Pharaoh’s daughter, and he 
became her son. And she called his 
name 4 Moses, and said. Because 1 5 drew 
him out of the vrater. 

And it came to pass in those days, II 
when Moses was grown up, that he went 
out unto his brethren, and looked on 
their burdens: and he saw an Egyptian 
smiting an Hebrew, one of his brethren. 
And he looked this way and that way, 12 
and when he saw that there was no man, 
he smote the Egyptian, and hid him in 
the sand. And he went out the second 13 
day, and, behold, two men of the He¬ 
brews strove together: and he said to 
him that did the wrong. Wherefore 
smitest thou thy fellow? And he said, 14 
Who made thee a prince and a judge 
over us? thinkest thou to kill me, as 
thou killedst the Egyptian? And Moses 
feared, and said. Surely the thing is 
known. Now when Pharaoh heard this 15 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwelt in the land of Midian: and he 
sat down by a well. Now the priest of 16 
Midian had seven daughters: and they 
came and drew water, and filled the 
troughs to water their father’s flock. 
And the shepherds came and drove them 17 
away: but Moses stood up and helped

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18 them, and watered their flock. And 
when they came to Reuel their father, 
he said. How is it that ye are come so

20 for us, and watered the flock. And he 
said unto his daughters. And where is 
he? why is it that yc have left the man? 

21 call him, that he may eat bread. And 
Moses was content to dwell with the 
man: and he gave Moses Zipporah his 

22 daughter. And she bare a son, and he 
called his name Gcrshom: for he said, I 
have been *a sojourner in a strange land. 

23 And it came to pass in the course of 
those many days, that the king of Egypt 
died: and the children of Israel sighed 
by reason of the bondage, and they 
cried, and their cry came up unto God 

24 by reason of the bondage. And God 
heard their groaning, and God remem¬ 
bered his covenant with Abraham, with 

25 Isaac, and with Jacob. And God saw 
the children of Israel, and God took 
knowledge of them. 

NOW Moses was keeping the flock of 
Jethro his father in law', the priest of 
Midian: and he led the flock to the back 
of the wilderness, and came to the 

2 mountain of God, unto Horcb. And the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto him in 
a flame of fire out of the midst of a bush: 
and he looked, and, behold, the bush 
burned with fire, and the bush v/as not 

3 consumed. And Moses said, I will turn 
aside now, and see this great sight, why 

4 the bush is not burnt. And when the 
Lord saw that he turned aside to see, 
God called unto him out of the midst 
of the bush, and said, Moses, Moses. 

5 And he said. Here am I. And he said. 
Draw not nigh hither: put off thy shoes 
from off thy feet, for the place whereon 

6 thou standest is holy ground. Moreover 
he said, I am the God of thy father, the 
God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob. And Moses hid his

face; for he was afraid to look upon God. 
And the Lord said, I have surely seen 7 
the affliction of my people which are in 
Egypt, and have heard their cry by 
reason of their taskmasters; for I know 
their sorrows; and I am come down to 8 
deliver them out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a large, 
unto a land flowing with milk and honey; 
unto the place of the Canaanite, and the 
Hittite, and the Amorite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Hivite, and the Jebusite.

And 13 
Moses said unto God, Behold, when 1 
come unto the children of Israel, and 
shall say unto them. The God of your 
fathers hath sent me unto you; and they 
shall say to me. What is his name? what 
shall I say unto them?

Thus shalt thou say unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, 3 I AM hath sent me unto 
you. And God said moreover unto 15

And Moses 6 
and Aaron did so; as the Lord com¬ 
manded them, so did they. And Moses 7 
was fourscore years old, and Aaron four¬ 
score and three years old, when they 
spake unto Pharaoh. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and 8 
unto Aaron, saying, When Pharaoh shall 9 
speak unto you, saying, Shew a wonder 
for you: then thou shalt say unto Aaron, 
Take thy rod, and cast it down before 
Pharaoh, that it become a Serpent. And 10 
Moses and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, 
and they did so, as the Lord had com¬ 
manded: and Aaron cast down his rod 
before Pharaoh and before his servants, 
and it became a serpent. Then Pharaoh 11 
also called for the wise men and the 
sorcerers: and they also, the magicians 
of Egypt, did in like manner with their 
Enchantments. For they cast down 12 
every man his rod, and they became ser¬ 
pents: but Aaron’s rod swallowed up 
their rods. And Pharaoh’s heart 3 was 13 
hardened, and he hearkened not unto 
them; as the Lord had spoken.

And Moses stretched 
forth his rod over the land of Egypt, and

land all that day, and all the night; and 
when it was morning, the east wind 
brought the locusts. And the locusts 14 
went up over all the land of Egypt, and 
rested in all the borders of Egypt; very 
grievous were they; before them there 
were no such locusts as they, neither 
after them shall be such. For they 15 
covered the face of the whole earth, so 
that the land was darkened; and they 
did eat every herb of the land, and all 
the fruit of the trees which the hail had 
left: and there remained not any green 
thing, either tree or herb of the field, 
through all the land of Egypt. Then 16 
Pharaoh called for Moses and Aaron in 
haste; and he said, I have sinned against 
the Lord your God, and against you. 
Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, my 17 
sin only this once, and intreat the Lord 
your God, that he may take away from 
me this death only. And he went out 18 
from Pharaoh, and intreated the Lord. 
And the Lord turned an exceeding 19 
strong west wind, which took up the 
locusts, and drove them into the Red 
Sea; there remained not one locust in all 
the border of Egypt- But the Lord 20 
hardened Pharaoh’s heart, and he did 
not let the children of Israel go. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, 21 
Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be darkness over the land 
of Egypt, 3 even darkness which may be 
felt. And Moses stretched forth his 22 
hand toward heaven; and there was a 
thick darkness in all the land of Egypt 
three days; they saw not one another, 23 
neither rose any from his place for three 
days: but all the children of Israel had 
light in their dwellings. And Pharaoh 24 
called unto Moses, and said, Go ye, 
serve the Lord ; only let your flocks and 
your herds be stayed: let your little ones 
also go with you. And Moses said, 25 
Thou must also give into our hand sacri¬ 
fices and burnt offerings, that we may 
sacrifice unto the Lord our God. Our 26 
cattle also shall go with us; there shall 
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not an hoof be left behind; for thereof 
must we take to serve the Lord our 
God; and we know not w r ith what we 
must serve the Lord, until we come 

27 thither. But the Lord hardened Phar¬ 
aoh’s heart, and lie would not let them 

28 go. And Pharaoh said unto him. Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, see 
my face no more; for in the day thou 

29 seest my face thou slialt die. And Moses 
said. Thou hast spoken well; I will see 
thy face again no more. 

n AND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Yet one plague more will I bring 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; after¬ 
wards he will let 3'ou go hence: 2 when 
he shall let you go, he shall surely thrust 
2 you out hence altogether. Speak now 
in the cars of the people, and let them 
ask every man of his neighbour, and 
every woman of her neighbour, jewels | 
3 of silver, and jewels of gold. And the 
Lord gave the people favour in the sight 
of the Egyptians. Moreover the man 
Moses was very great in the land of 
Egypt, in the sight of Pharaoh’s serv¬ 
ants, and in the sight of the people. 

4 And Moses said. Thus saith the Lord, 
About midnight will I go out into the 
5 midst of Egypt: and all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt shall die, from the 
firstborn of Pharaoh that sitteth upon 
his throne, even unto the firstborn of 
the maidservant that is behind the mill; 

6 and all the firstborn of cattle. And there 
shall be a great cry throughout all the 
land of Egypt, such as there hath been 
none like it, nor shall be like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children of Israel 
shall not a dog 3 move his tongue, against I 
man or beast: that ye may know how I 
that the Lord doth put a difference 
8 between the Egyptians and Israel. And 
all these thy servants shall come down 
unto me, and bow down themselves 
unto me, saying. Get thee out, and all 
the people that follow thee: and after 
that I will go out. And he went out 
from Pharaoh in hot anger. 


And the Lord said unto Moses, Phar- 9 
aoh will not hearken unto you: that my 
wonders may be multiplied in the land 
of Egypt. And Moses and Aaron did all 10 
these wonders before Pharaoh: and the 
Lord hardened Pharaoh’s heart, and 
he did not let the children of Israel go 
out of his land. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying. This month shall be unto you 2 
the beginning of months: it shall be the 
first month of the year to you. Speak 3 
ye unto all the congregation of Israel, 
saying. In the tenth day of this month 
they shall take to them every man a 
fiamb, according to their fathers’ houses, 
a lamb for an household: and if the 4 
household be too little for a lamb, then 
shall he and his neighbour next unto his 
house take one according to the number 
of the souls; according to every man’s 
eating yc shall make your count for the 
lamb. Your lamb shall be without blem- 5 
ish, a male ol the first year: ye shall take 
it from the sheep, or from the goats: and 6 
ye shall keep it up until the fourteenth 
day of the same month: and the whole 
assembly of the congregation of Israel 
shall kill it s at even. And they shall take 7 
of the blood, and put it on the two side 
posts and on the lintel, upon the houses 
wherein they shall eat it. And they shall 8 
eat the flesh in that night, roast with fire, 
and unleavened bread; with bitter herbs 
they shall eat it. Eat not of it raw, nor 9 
sodden at all with water, but roast with 
fire; its head with its legs and with the 
inwards thereof. And ye shall let no- 10 
thing of it remain until the morning; but 
that which remaincth of it until the 
morning ye shall burn with fire. And ir 
thus shall ye eat it; with your loins 
girded, your shoes on your feet, and 
your staff in your hand: and ye shall eat 
it in haste: it is the Lord’s passover. 

For I will go through the land of Egypt 12 
in that night, and will smite all the first¬ 
born in the land of Egypt, both man and 
beast; and against all the gods of Egypt 



Heb. made strong, 2 Or, when he shall let you go altogether , he shall utterly thrust you out hence 
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I will execute judgements: I am the 

13 Lord. And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses where ye 
are: and when I see the blood, I will 
pass over you, and there shall no plague 
be upon you ho destroy you, when I 

14 smite the land of Egypt. And this day 
shall be unto you for a memorial, and 
ye shall keep it a feast to the Lord: 
throughout your generations ye shall 
keep it a feast by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for 
whosoever cateth leavened bread from 
the first day until the seventh day, that 

16 soul shah be cut off from Israel. And 
in the first day there shall be to you an 
holy convocation, and in the seventh day 
an holy convocation; no manner of work 
shall be done in them, save that which 
every man must cat, that only may be 

17 done of you. And ye shall observe the 
feast of unleavened bread; for in this 
selfsame day have I brought your hosts 
out of the land of Egypt: therefore shall 
ye observe this day throughout your 
generations by an ordinance for ever. 

18 In the first month , on the fourteenth day 
of the month at even, ye shall eat un¬ 
leavened bread, until the one and twen- 

19 ticth day of the month at even. Seven 
days shall there be no leaven found in 
your houses: for whosoever catcth that 
which is leavened, that soul shall be 
cut off from the congregation of Israel, 
whether he be a sojourner, or one that 

20 is born in the land. Ye shall eat nothing 
leavened; in all your habitations shall ye 
eat unleavened bread. 

21 Then Moses called for all the ciders 
of Israel, and said unto them, 2 Drawout, 
and take you Mambs according to your 

22 families, and kill the passover. And yc 
shall take a bunch of hyssop, and dip it 
in the blood that is in the bason, and 
strike the lintel and the two side posts 
with the blood that is in the bason; and 
none of you shall go out of the door of 

23 his house until the morning. For the 
Lord will pass through to smite the 

I Or, for a destroyer 2 Or, Go forth 
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Egyptians; and when he seeth the blood 
upon the lintel, and on the two side 
posts, the Lord will pass over the door, 
and will not suffer the destroyer to come 
in unto your houses to smite you. And 24 
ye shall observe this thing for an ordin¬ 
ance to thee and to thy sons for ever. 
And it shall come to pass, when ye be 25 
come to the land which the Lord will 
give you, according as he hath promised, 
that yc shall keep this sendee. And it 26 
shall come to pass, when your children 
shall say unto you. What mean ve by 
tills service? that ye shall say. It is the 27 
sacrifice of the Lord’s passover, Svho 
passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Egypt, when he smote the 
Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And tlie people bowed the head and 
worshipped. And the children of Israel 28 
went and did so; as the Lord had com¬ 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 

And it came to pass at midnight, that 29 
the Lord smote all the firstborn in the 
land of Egypt, from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh that sat on his throne unto the 
firstborn of the captive that was in the 
dungeon; and all the firstborn of cattle. 
And Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, 30 
and all his servants, and all the Egyp¬ 
tians ; and there was a great cry in Egypt; 
for there was not a house where there 
was not one dead. And he called for 31 
Moses and Aaron by night, and said. 
Rise up, get you forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Israel; and go, serve the Lord, as ye 
have said. Take both your flocks and 32 
your herds, as ye have said, and be gone; 
and bless me also. And the Egyptians 33 
were urgent upon the people, to send 
them out of the land in haste; for they 
said, We be all dead men. And the 34 
people took their dough before it was 
leavened, their kneadingtroughs being 
bound up in their clothes upon their 
shoulders. And the children of Israel 35 
did according to the word of Moses; and 
they asked of the Egyptians jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment: 
and the Lord gave the people favour in 36 

3 Or, kids 4 Or, for that he passed 
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the sight of the Egyptians, so that they 
let them have what they asked. And 
they spoiled the Egyptians. 

37 And the children of Israel journeyed 
from Ramcscs to Succoth, about six 
hundred thousand on foot that were 

38 men, beside children. And a mixed 
multitude went up also with them; and 
flocks, and herds, even very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened cakes of the 
dough which they brought forth out of 
Egypt, for it was not leavened; because 
they were thrust out of Egypt, and could 
not tarry, neither had they prepared for 

40 themselves any victual. Now the so¬ 
journing of the children of Israel, which 
they sojourned in Egypt, was four hun- 

41 dred and thirty years. And it came to 
pass at the end of four hundred and 
thirty years, even the selfsame day it 
came to pass, that all the hosts of the 
Lord went out from the land of Egypt. 

42 It is *a night to be much observed un¬ 
to the Lord for bringing them out from 
the land of Egypt: 2 this is that night of 
the Lord, to be much observed of all 
the children of Israel throughout their 
generations. 

43 And the Lord said unto Moses and 
Aaron, This is the ordinance of the pass- 

44 over: there shall no alien cat thereof: but 
every man’s servant that is bought for 
money, when thou hast circumcised him, 

45 then shall he eat thereof. A sojourner 
and an hired servant shall not eat thereof. 

46 In one house shall it be eaten; thou shalt 
not carry forth aught of the flesh abroad 
out of the house; neither shall ye break 

47 a bone thereof. All the congregation 

48 of Israel shall 3 keep it. And when a 
stranger shall sojourn with thee, and 
will keep the passover to the Lord, let 
all his males be circumcised, and then 
let him come near and keep it; and he 
shall be as one that is bom in the land: 
but no uncircumcised person shall eat 

49 thereof. One law shall be to him that is 
homeborn, and unto the stranger that 

50 sojoumeth among you. Thus did all the

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children of Israel; as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 
And it came to pass the selfsame day, 51 
that the Lord did bring the children of 
Israel out of the land of Egypt by their 
hosts. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. Sanctify unto me all the 2 
firstborn, whatsoever openeth the womb 
among the children of Israel, both of man 
and of beast: it is mine. 

And Moses said unto the people. Re- 3 
member this day, in which ye came out 
from Egypt, out of the house of 4 bond- 
age; for by strength of hand the Lord 
brought you out from this place: there 
shall no leavened bread be eaten. This 4 
day ye go forth in the month Abib. And 5 
it shall be when the Lord shall bring 
thee into the land of the Canaanite, and 
the Hittite, and the Amoritc, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite, which he sw’are 
unto thy fathers to give thee, a land 
flowing with milk and honey, that thou 
shalt keep this service in this month. 
Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened 6 
bread, and in the seventh day shall be a 
feast to the Lord. Unleavened bread 7 
shall be eaten throughout the seven days; 
and there shall no leavened bread be seen 
with thee, neither shall there be leaven 
seen with thee, in all thy borders. And 8 
thou shalt tell thy son in that day, saying. 

It is because of that which the Lord did 
for me when I came forth out of Egypt. 
And it shall be for a sign unto thee upon 9 
thine hand, and for a memorial between 
thine eyes, that the law of the Lord 
may be in thy mouth: for with a strong 
hand hath the Lord brought thee out 
of Egypt. Thou shalt therefore keep this 10 
ordinance in its season from year to year. 

And it shall be when the Lord shall 11 
bring thee into the land of the Canaanite, 
as he sware unto thee and to thy fathers, 
and shall give it thee, that thou shalt 5 sct 12 
apart unto the Lord all that openeth the 
womb, and every firstling which thou 
hast that cometh of a beast; the males

asketh thee in time to come, saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say unto 
him. By strength of hand the Lord

15 house of 2 bondage: and it came to pass, 
when Pharaoh 3 would hardly let us go, 
that the Lord slew all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt, both the firstborn of 
man, and the firstborn of beast: there¬ 
fore I sacrifice to the Lord all that 
openeth the womb, being males; but all 

16 the firstborn of my sons I redeem. And 
it shall be for a sign upon thine hand, 
and for f rontlets between thine eyes: for 
by strength of hand the Lord brought 
us forth out of Egypt. 

17 And it came to pass, when Pharaoh 
had let the people go, that God led them 
not by the way of the land of the Philis¬ 
tines, although that was near; for God 
said, Lest peradventure the people re¬ 
pent when they see war, and they return 

18 to Egypt: but God led the people about, 
by the way of the wilderness by the Red 
Sea: and the children of Israel went up 

19 armed out of the land of Egypt. And 
Moses took the bones of Joseph with 
him: for he had straitly sworn the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, God will surely 
visit you; and ye shall carry up my bones 

20 away hence with you. And they took their 
journey from Succoth, and encamped in 
Etham, in the edge of the wilderness. 

21 And the Lord went before them by day 
in a pillar of cloud, to lead them the way; 
and by night in a pillar of fire, to give 
them light; that they might go by day 

22 and by night: 4 the pillar of cloud by day, 
and the pillar of fire by night, departed 
not from before the people. 

1 A AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
2 * saying. Speak unto the children of 

Israel, that they turn back and encamp 
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before Pi-hahiroth, between Migdol and 
the sea, before Baal-zephon: over against 
it shall ye encamp by the sea. And Phar- 3 
aoh will say of the children of Israel, 
They are entangled in the land, the 
wilderness hath shut them in. And I 4 
will 5 hardcn Pharaoh’s heart, and he shall 
follow after them; and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his 
host; and the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Lord. And they did so. And it 5 
was told the king of Egypt that the people 
were fled: and the heart of Pharaoh and 
of his servants was changed towards the 
people, and they said. What is this we 
have done, that we have let Israel go 
from serving us? And he made ready 6 
his 6 chariot, and took his people with 
him: and he took six hundred chosen 7 
chariots, and all die chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over all of them. And die 8 
Lord ’hardened the heart of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and he pursued after the 
children of Israel: for die children of 
Israel went out with an high hand. And 9 
the Egyptians pursued after diem, all 
the horses and chariots of Pharaoh, and 
his horsemen, and his army, and over¬ 
took them encamping by the sea, beside 
Pi-hahiroth, before Baal-zephon. And 10 
when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children 
of Israel lifted up their eyes, and, behold, 
the Egyptians marched after them; and 
they were sore afraid: and the children 
of Israel cried out unto the Lord. And 11 
they said unto Moses, Because there 
were no graves in Egypt, hast thou taken 
us away to die in the wilderness? where¬ 
fore hast thou dealt thus with us, to 
bring us forth out of Egypt? Is not this 12 
the word that we spake unto thee in 
Egypt, saying. Let us alone, that we may 
serve the Egyptians ? For it were better 
for us to serve die Egyptians, than that 
we should die in the wilderness. And 13 
Moses said unto the people. Fear ye not, 
stand still, and see the salvation of the 
Lord, which he will work for you to¬ 
day: 8 for the Egyptians whom ye have 
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seen to-day, ye shall see them again no 

14 more for ever. The Lord shall fight for 
you, and yc shall hold your peace. 

15 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they go 

16 forward. And lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, and 
divide it : and the children of Israel shall 
go into the midst of uie sea on dry 

17 ground. And I, behold, I will ‘harden 
the hearts of the Egyptians, and they 
shall go in after them: and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his 
host, upon his chariots, and upon his 

iS horsemen. And the Egyptians shall 
know that I am the Lord, when I have 
gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 And the angel of God, which went be¬ 
fore the camp of Israel, removed and 
went behind them; and the pillar of 
cloud removed from before them, and 

20 stood behind them: and it came between 
the camp of Egypt and the camp of 
Israel; and there was the cloud and the 
darkness, yet gave it light by night: and 
the one came not near the other all the 

21 night. And Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and the Lord caused the 
sea to go back by a strong cast wind all 
the night, and made the sea dry land, 

22 and die waters were divided. And the 
children of Israel went into the midst of 
the sea upon the dry ground: and the 
waters were a wall unto them on their 

23 right hand, and on their left. And the 
Egyptians pursued, and went in after 
them into the midst of the sea, all 
Pharaoh's horses, his chariots, and his 

24 horsemen. And it came to pass in the 
morning watch, that the Lord looked 
forth upon the host of the Egyptians 
through the pillar of fire and of cloud, 
and discomfited the host of the Egyp- 

25 tians. And he 2 took off their chariot 
wheels, 3 diat they drave them heavily: 
so that the Egyptians said. Let us flee 
from the face of Israel; for the Lord 
fighteth for them against the Egyptians. 


And the Lord said unto Moses, 26 
Stretch out thine hand over the sea, that 
the waters may come again upon the 
Egyptians, upon their chariots, and upon 
tlieir horsemen. And Moses stretched 27 
forth his hand over the sea, and the sea 
returned to its Strength when the morn¬ 
ing appeared; and the Egyptians fled 
against it; and the Lord ^overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the sea. And 28 
the waters returned, and covered the 
chariots, and the horsemen, even all the 
host of Pharaoh that went in al ter them 
into the sea; there remained not so much 
as one of them. But the children of 29 
Israel walked upon dry land in the midst 
of the sea; and the waters were a wall 
unto them on their right hand, and on 
their left. Thus the Lord saved Israel 30 
that day out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians; and Israel saw the Egyptians dead 
upon the sea shore. And Israel saw the 31 
great 6 work which the Lord did upon 
the Egyptians, and the people feared the 
Lord: and they believed in the Lord, 
and in his servant Moses. 

THEN sang Moses and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel this song unto the 
Lord, and spake, saying, 

I will sing unto the Lord, for he 7 hath 
triumphed gloriously: 

The horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea. 

8 Thc Lord is my strength and song, 2 

And he is become my salvation: 

This is my God, and I will praise 
him; 

Aly father’s God, and I will exalt him. 

The Lord is a man of war: 3 

The Lord is his name. 

Pharaoh’s chariots and his host hath 4 
he cast into the sea: 

And his chosen captains arc sunk in 
the Red Sea. 

The deeps cover them: 5 

They went down into the depths like 
a stone. 

Thy right hand, O Lord, is glorious 6 
in power. 
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Thy right hand, O Lord, dasheth in 
pieces the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine excel¬ 

lency thou overthrowest them that 
rise up against thee: 

Thou sendcst forth thy wrath, it 
consumcth them as stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nostrils the 

waters were piled up. 

The floods stood upright as an heap; 
The deeps were congealed in the 
heart of the sea. 

9 The enemy said, 

I will pursue, I will overtake, I will 
divide the spoil: 

My lust shall be satisfied upon them; 
I will draw my sword, my hand shall 
destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, the 

sea covered them: 

They sank as lead in the mighty 
waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, O Lord,

Fearful in praises, doing wonders? 

12 ' Thou strctchedst out thy right hand. 

The earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led the people

14 The peoples have heard, they tremble: 
Pangs have taken hold on the inhabit¬ 
ants of Philistia. 

15 Then were the dukes of Edom amazed; 
The J mighty men of Moab, trembling

All the inhabitants of Canaan arc 
melted away. 

16 Terror and dread falleth upon them; 
By the greatness of thine arm they are 

as still as a stone; 

Till thy people pass over, O Lord, 
Till the people pass over which thou 
hast purchased.

8 And Moses told his father in law all that 
the Lord had done unto Pharaoh and to 
the Egyptians for Israel’s sake, all the 
travail that had come upon them by the 
way, and how the Lord delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the goodness 
which the Lord had done to Israel, in 
that he had delivered them out of the 

10 hand of the Egyptians. And Jethro said, 
Blessed be the Lord, who hath delivered 
you out of the hand of the Egyptians,

Not¬ 
withstanding, if he continue a day or 
two, he shall not be punished: for he is 
his money.

But if the ox were wont to gore in time 29 
past, and it hath been testified to his 
owner, and he hath not kept him in, but 
that he hath killed a man or a woman; 
the ox shall be stoned, and his owner 
also shall be put to death. If there be 30 
laid on him a ransom, then he shall give 
for the redemption of his life whatsoever 
is laid upon him. Whether he have 31 
gored a son, or have gored a daughter, 
according to this judgement shall it be 
done unto him. If the ox gore a man- 32 
servant or a maidservant; he shall give 
unto their master thirty shekels of silver, 
and the ox shall be stoned. 

And if a man shall open a pit, or if a 33 
man shall dig a pit and not cover it, and 
an ox or an ass fall therein, the owner 34 
of the pit shall make it good; he shall 
give money unto the owner of them, and 
the dead beast shall be his. 

And if one man’s ox hurt another's, 35 
that he die; then they shall sell the live 
ox, and divide the price of it; and the 
dead also they shall divide. Or if it be 36 
known that the ox was wont to gore in 
time past, and his owner hath not kept 
him in; he shall surely pay ox for ox, and 
the dead beast shall be his own. 

IF a man shall steal an ox, or a 
sheep, and kill it, or sell it; he 
shall pay five oxen for an ox, and four 
sheep for a sheep. If the thief be found 2 
breaking in, and be smitten that he die, 
there shall be no 5 bloodguiltiness for 
him. If the sun be risen upon him, 3 
there shall be bloodguiltiness for him: 
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he should make restitution; if he have 
nothing, then he shall be sold for his 

4 theft. If the theft be found in his hand 
alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or sheep; 
he shall pay double. 

5 If a man shall cause a field or vineyard 
to be eaten, and shall let his beast loose, 
and it feed in another man’s field; of the 
best of Ills own field, and of the best of his 
own vineyard, shall he make restitution. 

6 If fire break our, and catch in thorns, 
so that the shocks of corn, or the stand¬ 
ing corn, or the field, be consumed; he 
that kindled the fire shall surely make 
restitution. 

7 If a man shall deliver unto his neigh¬ 
bour money or stuff to keep, and it be 
stolen out of the man's house; if the 

8 thief be found, he shall pay double. If 
the thief be not found, then the master 
of the house shall come near unto *God, 
to see whether he have not put his hand 

9 unto his neighbour’s goods. For every 
matter of trespass, whether it be for ox, 
for ass, for sheep, for raiment, or for any 
manner of lost tiling, whereof one saith. 
This is it, the cause of both parties shall 
come before J God; he whom *God shall 
condemn shall pay double unto his 
neighbour. 

io If a man deliver unto his neighbour 
an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any beast, 
to keep; and it die, or be hurt, or driven 

i r away, no man seeing it: the oath of the 
Lord shall be between them both, whe¬ 
ther he hath not put his hand unto his 
neighbour’s goods; and the owner there¬ 
of shall accept it, and he shall not make 

12 restitution. But if it be stolen from him, 
he shall make restitution unto the owner 

13 thereof. If it be torn in pieces, let him 
bring it for witness; he shall not make 
good that which was tom. 

14 And if a man ^borrow aught of his 
neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, the 
owner thereof not being with it, he shall 

15 surely make restitution. If the owner 
thereof be with it, he shall not make it 
good: if it be an hired thing, 3 it came for 
its hire. 
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And if a man entice a virgin that is 16 
not betrothed, and lie with her, he shall 
surely pay a dowry for her to be his wife. 

If her father utterly refuse to give her 17 
unto him, he shall pay money according 
to the dowry of virgins. 

Thou shalt not suffer a sorceress to live. 18 

Whosoever lictli with a beast shall 19 
surely be put to death. 

He that sacrificed! unto any god, save 
unto the Lord only, shall be 4 uttcrly 
destroyed. And a stranger shalt thou 
not wrong, neither shalt thou oppress 
him: for yc were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. Yc shall not afflict any widow, 22 
or fatherless child. If thou afflict diem 23 
in any wise, and diey cry at all unto me, 

I will surely hear dicir cry; and my 24 
wrath shall wax hot, and I will kill you 
with the sword; and your wives shall be 
widows, and your children fatherless. 

If thou lend money to any of my 25 
people with thee diat is poor, thou shall 
not be to him as a creditor; neither shall 
ye lay upon him usury. If thou at all 26 
take thy neighbour’s garment to pledge, 
diou shalt restore it unto him by that the 
sun goeth down: for that is his only 27 
covering, it is his garment for his skin: 
wherein shall he sleep ? and it shall come 
to pass, when he crieth unto me, that I 
will hear; for I am gracious. 

Thou shalt not revile ! God, nor curse 28 
a ruler of thy people. Thou shalt not 29 
delay to offer of 5 thc abundance of thy 
fruits, and of thy liquors. The firstborn 
of thy sons shalt diou give unto me. 
Likewise shalt thou do with diinc oxen, 30 
and with thy sheep: seven days it shall 
be with its dam; on the eighth day thou 
shalt give it me. And ye shall be holy 31 
men unto me: therefore ye shall not eat 
any flesh that is tom of beasts in the 
field; ye shall cast it to die dogs. 

THOU shalt not take up a false 
report: put not thine hand with 
the wicked to be an unrighteous witness. 
Thou shalt not follow a multitude to do : 
evil; neither shalt thou 6 speak in a cause 
to turn aside after a multitude to wrest 
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3 judgement: neither shalt thou favour a 
poor man in his cause. 

4 If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or his 
ass going astray, thou shalt surely bring 

5 it back to him again. If thou see the ass 
of him that hateth thee lying under his 
burden, *and wouldcst forbear to help 
him, thou shalt surely help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the judgement 

7 of thy poor in his cause. Keep thee far 
from a false matter; and the innocent 
and righteous slay thou not: for I will 

8 not justify the wicked. And thou shalt 
take no gift: for a gift blindeth them 
that have sight, and perverteth the 

9 z words of the righteous. And a stranger 
shalt thou not oppress: for ye know the 
heart of a stranger, seeing ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt. 

to And six years thou shalt sow thy land, 
and shalt gather in the increase thereof: 

11 but the seventh year thou shalt 3 let it 
rest and lie fallow; that the poor of thy 
people may eat: and what they leave the 
beast of the field shall eat. In like man¬ 
ner thou shalt deal with thy vineyard, 

12 and with thy oliveyard. Six days thou 
shalt do thy work, and on the seventh 
day thou shalt ‘‘rest: that thine ox and 
thine ass may have rest, and the son of 
thy handmaid, and the stranger, may be 

13 refreshed. And in all things that I have 
said unto you take ye heed: and make no 
mention of the name of other gods, 
neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 

14 Three times thou shalt keep a feast 

15 unto me in the year. The feast of un¬ 
leavened bread shalt thou keep: seven 
days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, as 
I commanded thee, at the time appointed 
in the month Abib (for in it thou earnest 
out from Egypt); and none shall appear 

16 before me empty: and the feast of har¬ 
vest, the firstfruits of thy labours, which 
thou sowest in the field: and the feast of 
ingathering, at the end of the year, when 
thou gatherest in thy labours out of the 

17 field. Three times in the year all thy 
males shall appear before the Lord God. 


23, 31 

Thou shalt not offer the blood of my 18 
sacrifice with leavened bread; neither 
shall the fat of my feast remain all night 
until the morning. The first of the first- 19 
fruits of thy ground thou shalt bring 
into the house of the Lord thy God. 
Thou shalt not seethe a kid in its mo¬ 
ther’s milk. 

Behold, I send an angel before thee, 20 
to keep thee by the way, and to bring 
thee into the place which 1 have pre¬ 
pared. Take ye heed of him, and hearken 21 
unto his voice; 5 provoke him not: for he 
will not pardon your transgression; for 
my name is in him. But if thou shalt 22 
indeed hearken unto his voice, and do 
all that I speak; then I will be an enemy 
unto thine enemies, and an adversary 
unto thine adversaries. For mine angel 23 
shah go before thee, and bring thee in 
unto the Amorite, and the Hittite, and 
the Perizzitc, and the Canaanite, the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite: and I will cut 
them off. Thou shalt not bow down to 24 
their gods, nor serve them, nor do after 
their works: but thou shalt utterly over¬ 
throw them, and break in pieces their 
'’pillars. And yc shall serve the Lord 25 
your God, and he shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water; and I will take sickness 
away from the midst of thee. There shall 26 
none cast her young, nor be barren, in 
thy land: the number of thy days I will 
fulfil. 1 will send my terror before thee, 27 
and will discomfit all the people to whom 
thou shalt come, and I will make all 
thine enemies turn their backs unto thee. 
And I will send the hornet before thcc, 28 
which shall drive out the Hivite, the 
Canaanite, and the Hittite, from before 
thee. I will not drive them out from 29 
before thee in one year; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of the 
field multiply against thee. By little and 30 
little I will drive them out from before 
thee, until thou be increased, and inherit 
the land. And I will set thy border from 31 
the Red Sea even unto the sea of the 
Pliilistines, and from the wilderness unto 
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*the River: for I will deliver the in¬ 
habitants of the land into your hand; 
and thou shalt drive them out before 

32 thee. Thou shalt make no covenant with 

33 them, nor with their gods. They shall 
not dwell in thy land, lest they make thee 
sin against me: for if thou serve their 
gods, it will surely be a snare unto thee. 

AND he said unto Moses, Come 
up unto the Lord, thou, and 
Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy 
of the elders of Israel; and worship ye 

2 afar off: and Moses alone shall come 
near unto the Lord ; but they shall not 
come near; neither shall the people go 

3 up with him. And Moses came and told 
the people all the words of the Lord, 
and all the judgements: and all the 
people answered with one voice, and 
said. All the words which the Lord hath 

4 spoken will we do. And Moses wrote 
all the words of the Lord, and rose up 
early in the morning, and builded an 
altar under the mount, and twelve pil¬ 
lars, according to the twelve tribes of 

5 Israel. And he sent young men of the 
children of Israel, which offered burnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings 

6 of oxen unto the Lord. And Moses took 
half of the blood, and put it in basons; 
and half of the blood he sprinkled on the 

7 altar. And he took the book of the cove¬ 
nant, and read in the audience of the 
people: and they said. All that the Lord 
hath spoken will we do, and be obedient. 

8 And Moses took the blood, and sprinkled 
it on the people, and said. Behold the 
blood of the covenant, which the Lord 
hath made with you Concerning all these 

9 words. Then went up Moses, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of the 

10 elders of Israel: and they saw the God 
of Israel; and there was under his feet 
as it were 3 a paved work of sapphire 
stone, and as it were the very heaven for 

11 clearness. And upon the nobles of the 
children of Israel he laid not his hand: 
and they beheld God, and did eat and 
drink. 

12 And the Lord said unto Moses, Come 
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up to me into the mount, and be there: 
and I will give thee the tables of stone, 
and the law and the commandment, 
which I have written, that thou mayest 
teach them. And Moses rose up, and 13 
Joshua his minister: and Moses went up 
into the mount of God. And he said 14 
unto the elders. Tarry ye here for us, 
until we come again unto you: and, 
behold, Aaron and Hur are with you: 
whosoever hath a cause, let him come 
near unto them. And Moses went up 15 
into the mount, and the cloud covered 
the mount. And the glory of the Lord 16 
abode upon mount Sinai, and the cloud 
covered it six days: and the seventh day 
he called unto Moses out of the midst of 
the cloud. And the appearance of the 17 
glory of the Lord was like devouring 
fire on the top of the mount in the eyes 
of the children of Israel. And Moses 18 
entered into the midst of the cloud, and 
went up into the mount: and Moses was 
in the mount forty days and forty nights. 
AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Speak unto the children of 2 
Israel, that they take for me an ^offering: 
of every man whose heart maketh him 
willing ye shall take my 4 offcring. And 3 
this is the 4 offering which ye shall take 
of them; gold, and silver, and brass; and 4 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and -'fine 
linen, and goats* hair; and rams’ skins 5 
dyed red, and ^sealskins, and acacia 
wood; oil for the light, spices for the 6 
anointing oil, and for the sweet incense; 
7 onyx stones, and stones to be set, for 7 
the ephod, and for the breastplate. And 8 
let them make me a sanctuary; that I 
may dwell among them. According to 9 
all that I shew thee, the pattern of the 
8 tabernacle, and the pattern of all the 
furniture thereof, even so shall ye 
make it. 

And they shall make an ark of acacia 10 
wood: two cubits and a half shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof, and a cubit and a half 
the height thereof. And thou shalt over- 11 
lay it with pure gold, within and without 
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shalt thou overlay it, and shalt make 
upon it a ^rown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings of gold 
for it, and put them in the four feet 
thereof; and two rings shall be on the 
one 2 side of it, and two rings on the other 

13 -side of it. And thou shalt make staves 
of acacia wood, and overlay them with 

14 gold. And thou shalt put the staves into 
the rings on the sides of the ark, to bear 

15 the ark withal. The staves shall be in 
the rings of the ark: they shall not be 

16 taken from it. And thou shalt put into 
the ark the testimony which I shall give 

17 thee. And thou shalt make a •’mercy- 
seat of pure gold: two cubits and a half 
shall be the length thereof, and a cubit 

18 and a half the breadth thereof. And 
thou shalt make two cherubim of gold; 
of "‘beaten work shalt thou make them, 

19 at the two ends of the mercy-seat. And 
make one cherub at the one end, and one 
cherub at the other end: 5 of one piece 
with the mercy-seat shall ye make the 

20 cherubim on the two ends thereof. And 
the cherubim shall spread out their wings 
on high, covering the mercy-seat with 
their wings, with their faces one to an¬ 
other; toward the mercy-seat shall the 

21 faces of the cherubim be. And thou 
shalt put the mercy-seat above upon the 
ark; and in the ark thou shalt put the 

22 testimony that I shall give thee. And 
there I will meet with thee, and I will 
commune with thee from above the 
mercy-seat, from between the two cheru¬ 
bim which are upon the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, of all things which I will give thee 
in commandment unto the children of 
Israel. 

23 And thou shalt make a table of acacia 
wood: two cubits shall be the length 
thereof, and a cubit the breadth thereof, 
and a cubit and a half the height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, 
and make thereto a crown of gold round 

25 about. And thou shalt make unto it a 
border of an handbreadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden crown to 

26 the border thereof round about. And 
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thou shalt make for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings in the four comers 
that are on the four feet thereof. Close 27 
by the border shall the rings be, for 
places for the staves to bear the table. 
And thou shalt make the staves of acacia 28 
wood, and overlay them with gold, that 
the table may be borne with them. And 29 
thou shalt make the dishes thereof, and 
the spoons thereof, and the flagons 
thereof, and the bowls thereof, to pour 
out withal: of pure gold shalt thou make 
them. And thou shalt set upon the 30 
table °shewbread before me alway. 

And thou shalt make a candlestick of 31 
pure gold: of 4 beaten work shall the 
candlestick be made, even its 7 base, and 
its shaft; its cups, its knops, and its 
flowers, shall be 8 of one piece with it: 
and there shall be six branches going out 32 
of the sides thereof; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side there¬ 
of, and three branches of the candlestick 
out of the other side thereof: three cups 33 
made like almond-blossoms in one 
branch, a knop and a flower; and three 
cups made like almond-blossoms in the 
other branch, a knop and a flower: so 
for the six branches going out of the 
candlestick: and in the candlestick four 34 
cups made like almond-blossoms, the 
knops thereof, and the flowers thereof: 
and a knop under two branches 8 of one 35 
piece with it, and a knop under two 
branches 8 of one piece with it, and a 
knop under two branches B of one piece 
with it, for the six branches going out 
of the candlestick. Their knops and 36 
their branches shall be 8 of one piece 
with it: the whole of it one 4 beaten work 
of pure gold. And thou shalt make the 37 
lamps thereof, seven: and they shall 
flight the lamps thereof, to give light 
over against it. And the tongs thereof, 38 
and the snuffdishes thereof, shall be of 
pure gold. Of a talent of pure gold shall 39 
it be made, with all these vessels. And 40 
see that thou make them after their pat¬ 
tern, which hath been shewed thee in 
the mount. 
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MOREOVER thou shalt make 
the tabernacle with ten curtains; 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, with cherubim the 
work of the cunning workman shalt thou 

2 make them. The length of each curtain 
shall be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of each curtain four cubits: ah 
the curtains shall have one measure. 

3 Five curtains shall be coupled together 
one to another; and the other five cur¬ 
tains shall be coupled one to another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of blue upon 
the edge of the one curtain Trom the 
selvedge in the coupling; and likewise 
shalt thou make in die edge of the cur¬ 
tain that is outmost in the second 2 coup- 

5 ling. Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain diat is in 
the second Coupling; die loops shall be 

6 opposite one to another. And thou shalr. 
make fifty clasps of gold, and couple die 
curtains one to another with the clasps: 

7 and the tabernacle shall be one. And 
thou shalt make curtains of goats’ hair 
for a tent over die tabernacle: eleven 

S curtains shalt diou make them. The 
length of each curtain shall be thirty 
cubits, and the breadth of each curtain 
four cubits: the eleven curtains shall 

9 have one measure. And thou shalt 
couple five curtains by themselves, and 
six curtains by themselves, and shalt 
double over the sixth curtain in the fore- 

10 front of the tent. And thou shalt make 
fifty loops on the edge of the one curtain 
that is outmost in the Coupling, and 
fif ty loops upon the edge of the curtain 
which is outmost in the second Coupling. 

11 And thou shalt make fifty clasps of brass, 
and put the clasps into the loops, and 
couple the tent together, that it may be 

12 one. And the overhanging part that rc- 
maineth of the curtains of the tent, the 
half curtain that remaineth, shall hang 

13 over the back of the tabernacle. And the 
cubit on the one side, and the cubit on 
the other side, of that which remaineth 
in the length of the curtains of the tent, 

I Or, that is outmost in the first set 2 Or, set 

5 Or, morticed 
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shall hang over the sides of the taber¬ 
nacle on this side and on that side, to 
cover it. And thou shalt make a cover- 14 
ing for die tent of rams’ skins dyed red, 
and a covering of 4 sealskins above. 

And thou shalt make the boards for 15 
the tabernacle cf acacia wood, standing 
up. Ten cubits shall be the length of a 16 
board, and a cubit and a half the breadth 
of each board. Two tenons shall there 17 
be in each board, 5 joined one to another: 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of die tabernacle. And thou shall make 18 
the boards for the tabernacle, twenty 
boards for the south side southward. 
And diou shalt make forty sockets of 19 
silver under die twenty boards; two 
sockets under one board for its two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for its two tenons: and for the 20 
second side of the tabernacle, on the 
nordi side, twenty boards: and their 21 
forty sockets of silver; two sockets under 
one board, and two sockets under an¬ 
other board. And for the hinder part 22 
of the tabernacle westward thou shalt 
make six boards. And two boards shalt 23 
thou make for die corners of the taber¬ 
nacle in the hinder part. And they shall 24 
be double beneath, and in like manner 
they shall be entire unto the top thereof 
unto 6 one ring: dius shall it be for diem 
both; they shall be for the two corners. 
And there shall be eight boards, and 25 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. And thou 26 
shalt make bars of acacia wood; five for 
the boards of the one side of the taber¬ 
nacle, and five bars for the boards of the 27 
other side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for die boards of the side of the 
tabernacle, for the hinder part west¬ 
ward. And the middle bar in the midst 28 
of the boards shall pass through from 
end to end. And thou shalt overlay the 29 
boards with gold, and make their rings 
of gold for places for the bars: and thou 
shalt overlay the bars with gold. And 30 
thou shalt rear up the tabernacle accord-

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ing to the fashion thereof which hath 
been shewed thee in the mount. 

31 And thou shalt make a veil of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen: with cherubim the work of the 

32 cunning workman shall it be made: and 
thou shalt hang it upon four pillars of 
acacia overlaid with gold, their hooks 
shall be of gold, upon four sockets of sil- 

33 ver. And thou shalt hang up the veil 
under the clasps, and shalt bring in 
thither within the veil the ark of the 
testimony: and the veil shall divide unto 
you between the holy place and the most 

34 holy. And thou shalt put the mercy-seat 
upon the ark of the testimony in the 

35 most holy place. And thou shalt set the 
table without the veil, and the candle¬ 
stick over against the table on the side 
of the tabernacle toward the south: and 
thou shalt put the table on the north 

36 side. And thou shalt make a screen for 
the door of the Tent, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen, the 

37 work of the embroiderer. And thou 
shalt make for the screen five pillars of 
acacia, and overlay them with gold; 
their hooks shall be of gold: and thou 
shalt cast five sockets of brass for them. 

AND thou shalt make the altar of 
acacia wood, five cubits long, and 
five cubits broad; the altar shall be four¬ 
square: and the height thereof shall be 

2 three cubits. And thou shalt make the 
horns of it upon the four comers thereof: 
the horns thereof shall be of one piece 
with it: and thou shalt overlay it with 

3 brass. And thou shalt make its pots to 
take away its ashes, and its shovels, and 
its basons, and its fleshhooks, and its 
firepans: all the vessels thereof thou 

4 shalt make of brass. And thou shalt 
make for it a grating of network of brass; 
and upon the net shalt thou make four 
brasen rings in the four Corners thereof. 

5 And thou shalt put it under the ledge 
round the altar beneath, that the net 

6 may reach halfway up the altar. And 
thou shalt make staves for the altar, 
staves of acacia wood, and overlay them 

7 with brass. And the staves thereof shall

be put into the rings, and the staves 
shall be upon the two 2 sides of the altar, 
in bearing it. Hollow with planks shalt 8 
thou make it: as it hath been shewed 
thee in the mount, so shall they make it. 

And thou shalt make the court of the 9 
tabernacle: for the south side southward 
there shall be hangings for the court of 
fine twined linen an hundred cubits long 
for one side: and the pillars thereof shall 10 
be twenty, and their sockets twenty, of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and their 
fillets shall be of silver. And likewise for 11 
the north side in length there shall be 
hangings an hundred cubits long, and 
the pillars thereof twenty, and their 
sockets twenty, of brass; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. And 12 
for the breadth of the court on the west 
side shall be hangings of fifty cubits: 
their pillars ten, and their sockets ten. 
And the breadth of the court on the 13 
east side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 
The hangings for the one side of the gate 14 
shall be fifteen cubits: their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. And for the 15 
other side shall be hangings of fifteen 
cubits: their pillars three, and their 
sockets three. And for the gate of the 16 
court shall be a screen of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, the work of the em¬ 
broiderer: their pillars four, and their 
sockets four. All the pillars of the court 17 
round about shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks of silver, and their sockets 
of brass. The length of the court shall 18 
be an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty every where, and the height five 
cubits, of fine twined linen, and their 
sockets of brass. All the instruments of 19 
the tabernacle in all the service thereof, 
and all the pins thereof, and all the pins 
of the court, shall be of brass. 

And thou shalt command the children 20 
of Israel, that they bring unto thee pure 
olive oil beaten for the light, 3 to cause a 
lamp to bum continually. In the tent of 21 
meeting, without the veil which is before 
the testimony, Aaron and his sons shall 
order it from evening to morning before 

3 Or, to set up a lamp continually 
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the Lord: it shall be a Statute for ever 
throughout their generations 2 on the be¬ 
half of the children of Israel. 

AND bring thou near unto thee 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons 
with him, from among the children of 
Israel, that he may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office, even Aaron, Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, Aaron’s 

2 sons. And thou shalt make holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron thy brother, for glory 

3 and for beauty. And thou shalt speak 
unto all that are wise hearted, whom I 
have filled with the spirit of wisdom, 
that they make Aaron’s garments to 
sanctify him, that he may minister unto 

4 me in the priest’s office. And these are 
the garments which they shall make; a 
breastplate, and an ephod, and a robe, 
and a coat of chequer work, a hnitre, and 
a girdle: and they shall make holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron thy brother, and his 
sons, that he may minister unto me in 

5 the priest’s office. And they shall take 
the gold, and the blue, and the purple, 
and the scarlet, and the fine linen. 

6 And they shall make the ephod of gold, 
of blue, and purple, scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, the work of the cunning 

7 workman. It shall have two shoulder- 
pieces joined to the two ends thereof; 

8 that it may be joined together. And the 
cunningly woven band, which is upon 
it, to gird it on withal, shall be like the 
work thereof and of the same piece; of 
gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 

9 and fine twined linen. And thou shalt 
take two 4 onyx stones, and grave on 
them the names of the children of Israel: 

10 six of their names on the one stone, and 
the names of the six that remain on the 
other stone, according to their birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver in stone, 
like the engravings of a signet, shalt thou 
engrave the two stones, according to the 
names of the children of Israel: thou 
shalt make them to be inclosed in ouches 

12 of gold. And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulderpieces of the 
ephod, to be stones of memorial for the 
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children of Israel: and Aaron shall bear 
their names before the Lord upon his 
two shoulders for a memorial. 

And thou shalt make ouches of gold: 13 
and two chains of pure gold; like cords 14 
shalt thou make them, of wreathen work: 
and thou shalt put the wreathen chains 
on the ouches. And thou shalt make a 15 
breastplate of judgement, the work of 
the cunning workman; like the work of 
the ephod thou shalt make it; of gold, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, shalt thou make it. Four- 16 
square it shall be and double; a span 
shall be the length thereof, and a span 
the breadth thereof. And thou shalt set 17 
in it settings of stones, four rows of 
stones: a row of 5 sardius, topaz, and 
‘'carbuncle shall be the first row; and the 18 
second row an 7 emerald, a sapphire, and 
a “diamond; and the third row a ^jacinth, 19 
an agate, and an amethyst ; and the 20 
fourth row a *°beryl, and an '’onyx, and 
a jasper: they shall be inclosed in gold 
in their settings. And the stones shall 21 
be according to the names of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, twelve, according to their 
names; like the engravings of a signet, 
every one according to his name, they 
shall be for the twelve tribes. And thou 22 
shalt make upon the breastplate chains 
like cords, of wreathen work of pure 
gold. And thou shalt make upon the 23 
breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends of the 
breastplate. And thou shalt put the two 24 
wreathen chains of gold on the two rings 
at the ends of the breastplate. And the 25 
other two ends of the two wreathen 
chains thou shalt put on the two ouches, 
and put them on the shoulderpieces of 
the ephod, in the forepart thereof. And 26 
thou shalt make two rings of gold, and 
thou shalt put them upon the two ends 
of the breastplate, upon the edge there¬ 
of, which is toward the side of the 
ephod inward. And thou shalt make 27 
two rings of gold, and shalt put them on 
the two shoulderpieces of the ephod 
underneath, in the forepart thereof, close 
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by the coupling thereof, above the cun- 

28 ningly woven band of the ephod. And 
they shall bind the breastplate by the 
rings thereof unto the rings of the ephod 
with a lace of blue, that it may be upon 
the cunningly woven band of the ephod, 
and that the breastplate be not loosed 

29 from the ephod. And Aaron shall bear 
the names of the children of Israel in the 
breastplate of judgement upon his heart, 
when he goeth in unto the holy place, 
for a memorial before the Lord con- 

30 tinually. And thou shalt put in the 
breastplate of judgement Hhe Urim and 
the Thummim; and they shall be upon 
Aaron’s heart, when he goeth in before 
the Lord: and Aaron shall bear the 
judgement of the children of Israel upon 
his heart before the Lord continually. 

31 And thou shalt make the robe of the 

32 ephod all of blue. And 2 it shall have a 
hole for the head in the midst thereof: 
it shall have a binding of woven work 
round about the hole of it, as it were the 
hole of a coat of mail, that it be not rent. 

33 And upon the skirts of it thou shalt make 
pomegranates of blue, and of purple, 
and of scarlet, round about the skirts 
thereof; and bells of gold between them 

34 round about: a golden bell and a pome¬ 
granate, a golden bell and a pomegran¬ 
ate, upon the skirts of the robe round

every morning, when he dresseth the 
lamps, he shall burn it. And when Aaron 8 
ffighteth the lamps 3 at even, he shall 
burn it, a perpetual incense before the 
Lord throughout your generations. Yc 9 
shall offer no strange incense thereon, 
nor burnt offering, nor meal offering; 
and ye shall pour no drink offering there¬ 
on. And Aaron shall make atonemenr 10 
*upon the horns of it once in the year: 
with the blood of the sin offering of 
atonement once in the year shall he make 
atonement °for it throughout your ge¬ 
nerations : it is most holy unto the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 11 
ing. When thou takest the sum of the 12 
children of Israel, according to those 
that are numbered of them, then shall 
they give every man a ransom for his 
soul unto the Lord, w hen thou number- 
est them; that there be no plague among 
them, when thou numberest them. This 13 
they shall give, every one that passeth 
over unto them that are numbered, half 
a shekel after the shekel of the sanctuary: 
(the shekel is tw r enty gerahs:) half a 
shekel for an offering to the Lord. Every 14 
one that passeth over unto them that are 
numbered, from twenty years old and 
upward, shall give the offering of the 
Lord. The rich shall not give more, and 15 
the poor shall not give less, than the half 
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shekel, when they give the offering of 
the Lord, to make atonement for vour 

16 souls. And thou shalt take the atone¬ 
ment money from the children of Israel, 
and shalt appoint it for the service of the 
tent of meeting; that it may be a me¬ 
morial for the children of Israel before 
the Lord, to make atonement for your 
souls. 

17 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

iS ing. Thou shalt also make a laver of 

brass, and the base thereof of brass, to 
wash withal: and thou shalt put it be¬ 
tween the tent of meeting and the altar, 

19 and thou shalt put water therein. And 
Aaron and his sons shall wash their 

20 hands and their feet thereat: when they 
go into the tent of meeting, they shall 
wash with water, that they die not; or 
when they come near to the altar to min¬ 
ister, to burn an offering made by fire 

21 unto the Lord: so they shall wash their 
hands and their feet, that they die not: 
and it shall be a statute for ever to them, 
even to him and to his seed throughout 
their generations. 

22 Moreover the Lord spake unto Moses, 

23 saying, Take thou also unto thee the 
chief spices, of flowing myrrh five hun¬ 
dred shekels , and of sweet cinnamon half 
so much, even two hundred and fifty, 
and of sweet calamus two hundred and 

24 fifty, and of ! cassia five hundred, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, and of olive 

25 oil an hin: and thou shalt make it an 
holy anointing oil, a perfume compound¬ 
ed after the art of the perfumer: it shall 

26 be an holy anointing oil. And thou shalt 
anoint therewith the tent of meeting, 

27 and the ark of the testimony, and the 
table and all the vessels thereof, and the 
candlestick and the vessels thereof, and 

28 the altar of incense, and the altar of burnt 
offering with all the vessels thereof, and 

29 the laver and the base thereof. And thou 
shalt sanctify them, that they may be 
most holy: Whatsoever touchcth them 

30 shall be holy. And thou shalt anoint 
Aaron and his sons, and sanctify them, 
that they may minister unto me in the 

31 priest’s office. And thou shalt speak un- 
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to the children of Israel, saying, This 
shall be an holy anointing oil unto me 
throughout your generations. Upon the 32 
flesh of man shall it not be poured, 
neither shall ye make any like it, accord¬ 
ing to the composition thereof: it is holy, 
and it shall be holy unto you. Whoso- 33 
ever compoundeth any like it, or whoso¬ 
ever putteth any of it upon a stranger, he 
shall be cut off from his people. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Take 34 
unto thee sweet spices, 3 stactc, and 
onycha, and galbanum; sweet spices 
with pure frankincense: of each shall 
there be a like weight; and thou shalt 35 
make of it incense, a perfume after the 
art of the perfumer, Reasoned with salt, 
pure and holy: and thou shalt beat some 36 
of it very small, and put of it before the 
testimony in the tent of meeting, where 
I will meet with thee: it shall be unto 
you most holy. And the incense which 37 
thou shalt make, according to the com¬ 
position thereof ye shall not make for 
yourselves: it shall be unto thee holy for 
the Lord. Whosoever shall make like 38 
unto that, to smell thereto, he shall be 
cut off from his people. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. See, I have called by name 2 
Bezalel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of 
the tribe of Judah: and I have filled him 3 
with the spirit of God, in wisdom, and 
in understanding, and in knowledge, 
and in all manner of workmanship, to 4 
devise cunning works, to work in gold, 
and in silver, and in brass, and in cutting 5 
of stones for setting, and in carving of 
wood, to work in all manner of work¬ 
manship. And I, behold, I have ap- 6 
pointed with him Oholiab, the son of 
Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan; and in 
the hearts of all that are wise hearted I 
have put wisdom, that they may make all 
that I have commanded thee: the tent of 7 
meeting, and the ark of the testimony, 
and the mercy-seat that is thereupon, 
and all the furniture of the Tent; and 8 
the table and its vessels, and the pure 
candlestick with all its vessels, and the 
altar of incense; and the altar of burnt 9 
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offering with all its vessels, and the laver 

10 and its base; and the 1 finely wrought 
garments, and the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of 
his sons, to minister in the priest’s office; 

11 and the anointing oil, and the incense of 
sweet spices for the holy place: accord¬ 
ing to all that I have commanded thee 
shall they do. 

12 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

13 ing. Speak thou also unto the children of 
Israel, saying, Verily ye shall keep my 
sabbaths: for it is a sign between me and 
you throughout your generations; that 
ye may know that I am the Lord which 

14 sanctify you. Ye shall keep the sabbath 
therefore; for it is holy unto you: every 
one that profaneth it shall surely be put 
to death: for whosoever doeth any work 
therein, that soul shall be cut off from 

15 among his people. Six days shall work 
be done; but on the seventh day is a sab¬ 
bath of solemn rest, holy to the Lord: 
whosoever doeth any work in the sab¬ 
bath day, he shall surely be put to death. 

16 Wherefore the children of Israel shall 
keep the sabbath, to observe the sabbath 
throughout their generations, for a per- 

17 petual covenant. It is a sign between me 
and the children of Israel for ever: for in 
six days the Lord made heaven and 
earth, and on the seventh day he rested, 
and was refreshed. 

18 And he gave unto Moses, when he had 
made an end of communing with him 
upon mount Sinai, the two tables of the 
testimony, tables of stone, written with 
the finger of God. 

AND when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down from 
the mount, the people gathered them¬ 
selves together unto Aaron, and said unto 
him. Up, make us 2 gods, which shall go 
before us; for as for this Moses, the man 
that brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what is become of 

2 him. And Aaron said unto them. Break 
off the golden rings, which are in the ears 
of your wives, of your sons, and of your 
daughters, and bring them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the golden 
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rings which were in their ears, and 
brought them unto Aaron. And he re- 4 
ceivcd it at their hand, and fashioned it 
with a graving tool, and made it a molten 
calf: and they said, 3 These be thy gods, 

O Israel, which brought thee up out 
of tire land of Egypt. And when Aaron 5 
saw this, he built an altar before it; and 
Aaron made proclamation, and said. 
To-morrow shall be a feast to the Lord. 
And they rose up early on the morrow, 6 
and offered burnt offerings, and brought 
peace offerings; and the people sat down 
to eat and to drink, and rose up to play. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, Go, 7 
get thee down; for thy people, which 
thou broughtest up out of the land of 
Egypt, have corrupted themselves: they 8 
have turned aside quickly out of the way 
which I commanded them: they have 
made them a molten calf, and have wor¬ 
shipped it, and have sacrificed unto it, 
and said. These be thy gods, O Israel, 
which brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt. And the Lord said unto Moses, 9 
I have seen this people, and, behold, it is 
a stiffnecked people: now therefore let 10 
me alone, that my wrath may wax hot 
against them, and that I may consume 
them: and I w T ill make of thee a great 
nation. And Moses besought the Lord i i 
his God, and said. Lord, why doth thy 
wrath wax hot against thy people, which 
thou hast brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt with great power and wnth a 
mighty hand? Wherefore should the 12 
Egyptians speak, saying. For evil did he 
bring them forth, to slay them in the 
mountains, and to consume them from 
the face of the earth? Turn from thy 
fierce wrath, and repent of this evil 
against thy people. Remember Abra- 13 
ham, Isaac, and Israel, thy servants, to 
whom thou swarcst by thine own self, 
and saidst unto them, I will multiply 
your seed as the stars of heaven, and all 
this land that I have spoken of will I give 
unto your seed, and they shall inherit it 
for ever. And the Lord repented of the 14 
evil which he said he would do unto his 
people. 
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15 And Moses turned, and went down 
from the mount, with the two tables of 
the testimony in his hand; tables that 
were written on both their sides; on the 
one side and on the other were they 

16 written. And the tables were the work 
of God, and the writing was the writing 

17 of God, graven upon the tables. And 
when Joshua heard the noise of the 
people as they shouted, he said unto 
Moses, There is a noise of war in the 

18 camp. And he said. It is not the voice of 
them that shout for mastery, neither is it 
the voice of them that cry for being over¬ 
come : but the noise of them that sing do 

19 I hear. And it came to pass, as soon as 
he came nigh unto the camp, that he saw 
the calf and the dancing: and Moses' 
anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables 
out of his hands, and brake them be- 

20 neath the mount. And he took the calf 
which they had made, and burnt it with 
fire, and ground it to powder, and 
strewed it upon the water, and made the 

21 children of Israel drink of it. And Moses 
said unto Aaron, What did this people 
unto thcc, that thou hast brought a great 

2 2 sin upon them? And Aaron said, Let 
not the anger of my lord wax hot: thou 
knowest the people, that they are set on 

23 evil. For they said unto me, Make us 
gods, which shall go before us: for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of Egypt, we know not 

24 what is become of him. And I said unto 
them. Whosoever bath any gold, let 
them break it off; so they gave it me: 
and I cast it into the fire, and there came 

25 out this calf. And when Moses saw that 
the people were broken loose; for Aaron 
had let them loose for a 1 derision among 

26 their enemies: then Moses stood in the 
gate of the camp, and said, Whoso is on 
the Lord’s side, let him come unto me. 

And all the sons of Levi gathered them- 

27 selves together unto him. And he said 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord, the 
God of Israel, Put ye every man his 
sword upon his thigh, and go to and fro 
from gate to gate throughout the camp,

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and slay every man his brother, and 
every man his companion, and every 
man his neighbour. And the sons of 28 
Levi did according to the word of Moses: 
and there fell of the people that day 
about three thousand men. And Moses 29 
said, ‘Consecrate yourselves to-day to 
the Lord, 3 yea, every man 4 against his 
son, and 4 against his brother; that he 
may bestow upon you a blessing this day. 
And it came to pass on the morrow, that 30 
Moses said unto the people. Ye have 
sinned a great sin: and now 7 1 will go up 
unto the Lord; peradventure I shall 
make atonement for your sin. And 31 
Moses returned unto the Lord, and said. 
Oh, this people have sinned a great sin, 
and have made them gods of gold. Yet 32 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin—; and 
if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of thy 
book which thou hast written. And 33 
the Lord said unto Moses, Whosoever 
hath sinned against me, him will 1 blot 
out of my book. And now go, lead the 34 
people unto the place of which 1 have 
spoken unto tliec: behold, mine angel 
shall go before thee: nevertheless in the 
day when I visit, I will visit their sin 
upon them. And the Lord smote the 35 
people, because they made the calf, 
which Aaron made. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Depart, go up hence, thou and the 
people which thou hast brought up out 
of the land of Egypt, unto the land of 
which I sware unto Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy seed will 
I give it: and I will send an angel before 2 
thee; and I will drive out the Canaanite, 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the 
Pcrizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite: 
unto a land flowing with milk and 3 
honey: for I will not go up in the midst 
of thee; for thou art a stiffnecked people: 
lest I consume thee in the way. And 4 
when the people heard these evil tidings, 
they mourned: and no man did put on 
him his ornaments. And the Lord said 5 
unto Moses, Say unto the children of 
Israel, Ye are a stiffnecked people: if I

6 And the children of Israel stripped them¬ 
selves of their ornaments from mount 
Horeb onward. 

7 Now Moses used to take the tent and 
to pitch it without the camp, afar off 
from the camp; and he called it, The 
rent of meeting. And it came to pass, 
that every one which sought the Lord 
went out unto the tent of meeting, which 

8 was without the camp. And it came to 
pass, when Moses went out unto the 
Tent, that ail the people rose up, and 
stood, every man at his tent door, and 
looked after Moses, until he was gone 

9 into the Tent. And it came to pass, 
when Aloses entered into the Tent, the 
pillar of cloud descended, and stood at 
the door of the Tent: and the Lord spake 

10 with Moses. And all the people saw the 
pillar of cloud stand at the door of the 
Tent: and all the people rose up and 
worshipped, every man at his tent door. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses face to 
face, as a man speaketh unto his friend. 
And he turned again into the camp: but 
his minister Joshua, the son of Nun, a 
young man, departed not out of the 
Tent. 

12 And Moses said unto the Lord, See, 
thou sayest unto me. Bring up this 
people: and thou hast not let me know 
’whom thou wilt send with me. Yet thou 
hast said, I know thee by name, and 
thou hast also found grace in my sight. 

13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I have 
found grace in thy sight, shew me now 
thy ways, that I may know thee, to the 
end that I may find grace in thy sight: 
and consider that this nation is thy 

14 people. And he said. My presence shall 
go with thee , and I will give thee rest. 

15 And he said unto him. If thy presence 
go not with me 3 carry us not up hence. 

16 For wherein now shall it be known that 
I have found grace in thy sight, I and 
thy people? is it not in that thou goest 
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with us, so that we be separated, I and 
thy people, from all the people that are 
upon the face of the earth? 

And the Lord said unto Aloses, I will 17 
do this thing also that thou hast spoken: 
for thou hast found grace in my sight, 
and I know thee by name. And he said, 18 
Shew me, I pray thee, thy glory. And he 19 
said, I will make all my goodness pass 
before thee, and will proclaim the name 
of the Lord before thee; and I will be 
gracious to whom I will be gracious, and 
will shew mercy on whom I will shew 
mercy. And he said. Thou canst not see 20 
my face: for man shall not see me and 
live. And the Lord said. Behold, there 21 
is a place by me, and thou shalt stand 
upon the rock: and it shall come to pass, 22 
while my glory passeth by, that I will 
put thee in a cleft of the rock, and will 
cover thee with my hand until I have 
passed by: and I will take away mine 23 
hand, and thou shalt see my back: but 
my face shall not be seen. 

AND the Lord said unto Aloses, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first: and I will write upon the 
tables the words that were on the first 
tables, which thou brakest. And be 2 
ready by the morning, and come up in 
the morning unto mount Sinai, and pre¬ 
sent thyself there to me on the top of the 
mount. And no man shall come up with 3 
thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all the mount; neither let 
the Hocks nor herds feed before that 
mount. And he hewed two tables of 4 
stone like unto the first; and Aloses rose 
up early in the morning, and went up 
unto mount Sinai, as the Lord had 
commanded him, and took in his hand 
two tables of stone. And the Lord de- 5 
scended in the cloud, 2 and stood with 
him there, and proclaimed 3 the name of 
the Lord. And the Lord passed by be- 6 
fore him, and proclaimed. The Lord, 
the Lord, a God full of compassion and 
gracious, slow to anger, and plenteous 
in mercy and truth; keeping mercy for 7 
thousands, forgiving iniquity and trans- 
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gression and sin: and that will by no 
means clear the guilty ; visiting the ini¬ 
quity of the fathers upon the children, 
and upon the children's children, upon 
the third and upon the fourth genera- 

8 tion. And Moses made haste, and bowed 
his head toward the earth, and wor- 

9 shipped. And he said, If now I have 
found grace in thy sight, O Lord, let the 
Lord, I pray thee, go in the midst of us; 
for it is a stiffnecked people; and pardon 
our iniquity and our sin, and take us for 

10 thine inheritance. And he said, Behold, 
I make a covenant: before all thy people 
I will do marvels, such as have not been 
1 wrought in all the earth, nor in any 
nation: and all the people among which 
thou art shall see the work of the Lord, 
for it is a terrible thing that I do with 

11 thee. Observe thou that which I com¬ 
mand thee tills day: behold, I drive out 
before thee the Amorite, and the Cana- 
anite, and the Hittite, and the Pcrizzite, 

12 and the Hivite, and the Jebusite. Take 
heed to thyself, lest thou make a cove¬ 
nant with the inhabitants of the land 
whither thou goest, lest it be for a snare 

13 in the midst of thee: but ye shall break 
down their altars, and dash in pieces 
their 2 pillars, and ye shall cut down their 

14 3 Asherim: for thou shalt worship no 
other god: for the Lord, whose name is 

15 Jealous, is a jealous God: lest thou make 
a covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land, and they go a whoring after their 
gods, and do sacrifice unto their gods, 
and one call thee and thou eat of his 

16 sacrifice; and thou take of their daugh¬ 
ters unto thy sons, and their daughters 
go a whoring after their gods, and make 
thy sons go a whoring after their gods. 

17 Thou shalt make thee no molten gods. 

18 The feast of unleavened bread shalt thou 
keep. Seven days thou shalt eat un¬ 
leavened bread, as I commanded thee, at 
the time appointed in the month Abib: 
for in the month Abib thou earnest out 

19 from Egypt. All that openeth the womb 
is mine; and all thy cattle that is male, the 
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firstlings of ox and sheep. And the firstling 20 
of an ass thou shalt redeem with a 4 lamb: 
and if thou wilt not redeem it, then thou 
shalt break its neck. All the firstborn of 
thy sons thou shalt redeem. And none 
shall appear before me empty. Six days 21 
thou shalt work, but on the seventh day 
thou shalt rest: in plowing time and in 
harvest thou shalt rest. And thou shalt 22 
observe the feast of weeks, even of the 
firstfruits of wheat harvest, and the feast 
of ingathering at the year’s 5 end. Three 23 
times in the year shall all thy males 
appear before the Lord God, the God of 
Israel. For I will cast out nations before 24 
thee, and enlarge thy borders: neither 
shall any man desire thy land, when thou 
goest up to appear before the Lord thy 
God three times in the year. Thou shalt 25 
not offer the blood of my sacrifice with 
leavened bread; neither shall the sacri¬ 
fice of the feast of the passover be left 
i unto the morning. The first of the first- 26 
fruits of thy ground thou shalt bring un¬ 
to the house of the Lord thy God. Thou 
shalt not seethe a kid in its mother’s milk. 
And the Lord said unto Moses, Write 27 
thou these words: for after the tenor of 
these words I have made a covenant with 
thee and with Israel. And he was there 28 
with the Lord forty days and forty 
nights; he did neither eat bread, nor 
drink water. And he wrote upon the 
tables the words of the covenant, the ten 
Commandments. 

And it came to pass, when Moses 29 
came down from mount Sinai with the 
two tables of the testimony in Moses’ 
hand, when he came down from the 
mount, that Moses wist not that the skin 
of his face 7 shone 8 by reason of Ills 
speaking with him. And when Aaron 30 
and all the children of Israel saw Moses, 
behold, the skin of his face shone; and 
they were afraid to come nigh him. And 31 
Moses called unto them; and Aaron and 
all the rulers of the congregation returned 
unto him: and Moses spake to them. 
And afterward all the children of Israel 32 
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came nigh: and he gave them in com¬ 
mandment all that the Lord had spoken 

33 with him in mount Sinai. And when 
Moses had done speaking with them, he 

34 put a veil on his face. But when Moses 
went in before the Lord to speak with 
him, he took the veil off, until he came 
out; and he came out, and spake unto 
the children of Israel that which he was 

35 commanded; and the children of Israel 
saw the face of Moses, that the skin of 
Moses’ face shone: and Moses put the 
veil upon his face again, until he went in 
to speak with him. 

AND Moses assembled all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel, 
and said unto them. These are the words 
which the Lord hath commanded, that 

2 ye should do them. Six days shall work 
be done, but on the seventh day there 
shall be to you an holy day, a sabbath 
of solemn rest to the Lord: whosoever 
doeth any work therein shall be put to 

3 death. Ye shall kindle no fire through¬ 
out your habitations upon the sabbath 
day. 

4 And Moses spake unto all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel, say¬ 
ing, This is the thing which the Lord 

5 commanded, saying. Take ye from 
among you an offering unto the Lord: 
whosoever is of a willing heart, let him 
bring it, the Lord’s offering; gold, and 

6 silver, and brass; and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine linen, and goats’ 

7 hairi and rams’ skins dyed red, and seal- 

8 skins, and acacia wood; and oil for the 
light, and spices for the anointing oil, 

9 and for the sweet incense; and onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for the 

10 ephod, and for the breastplate. And let 
every wise hearted man among you come, 
and make all that the Lord hath com- 

11 manded; the tabernacle, its tent, and its 
covering, its clasps, and its boards, its 

12 bars, its pillars, and its sockets; the ark, 
and the staves thereof, the mercy-scat, 

13 and the veil of the screen; the table, and 
its staves, and all its vessels, and the 

14 ^hewbread; the candlestick also for the 
light, and its vessels, and its lamps, and 

1 Or, Presence-bread 2 Or, nose-rings 
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the oil for the light; and the altar of in- 15 
cense, and its staves, and the anointing 
oil, and the sweet incense, and the screen 
for the door, at the door of the taber¬ 
nacle; the altar of burnt offering, with 16 
its grating of brass, its staves, and all its 
vessels, the laver and its base; the hang- 17 
ings of the court, the pillars thereof, and 
their sockets, and the screen for the gate 
of the court; the pins of the tabernacle, 18 
and the pins of the court, and their 
cords; the finely wrought garments, for 19 
ministering in the holy place, the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and the 
garments of his sons, to minister in the 
priest’s office. 

And all the congregation of the chil- 20 
dren of Israel departed from the pre¬ 
sence of Moses. And they came, every 21 
one whose heart stirred him up, and 
every one whom his spirit made willing, 
and brought the Lord’s offering, for the 
work of the tent of meeting, and for all 
the service thereof, and for the holy 
garments. And they came, both men 22 
and women, as many as were willing 
hearted, and brought brooches, and 
^earrings, and signet-rings, and 3 armlets, 
all jewels of gold; even every man that 
offered an offering of gold unto the 
Lord. And every man, with whom was 23 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats’ hair , and rams* 
skins dyed red, and sealskins, brought 
them. Every one that did offer an offer- 24 
ing of silver and brass brought the 
Lord’s offering: and every man, with 
whom was found acacia wood for any 
work of the service, brought it. And all 25 
the women that were wise hearted did 
spin with their hands, and brought that 
which they had spun, the blue, and the 
purple, the scarlet, and the fine linen. 
And all the women whose heart stirred 26 
them up in wisdom spun the goats’ hair. 
And the rulers brought the 4 onyx stones, 27 
and the stones to be set, for the ephod, 
and for the breastplate; and the spice, and 28 
the oil; for the light, and for the an¬ 
ointing oil, and for the sweet incense. 
The children of Israel brought a freewill 29 

3 Or, necklaces 4 Or, beryl 
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offering unto the Lord; every man and 
woman, whose heart made them willing 
to bring for all the work, which the Lord 
had commanded to be made by the hand 
of Moses. 

30 And Moses said unto the children of 
Israel, See, the Lord hath called by 
name Bezalel the son of Uri, the son of 

31 Hur, of the tribe of Judah; and he hath 
filled him with the spirit of God, in 
wisdom, in under standing, and in know¬ 
ledge, and in all manner of workman- 

32 ship; and to devise cunning works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

3 3 and in cutting of stones for setting, and 
in carving of wood, to work in all manner 

34 of cunning workmanship. And he hath 
put in his heart that he may teach, both 
he, and Oholiab, the son of Ahisamach, 

35 of the tribe of Dan. Them hath he filled 
with wisdom of heart, to work all man¬ 
ner of workmanship, of the 1 engraver, 
and of the cunning workman, and of the 
embroiderer, in blue, and in purple, in 
scarlet, and in fine linen, and of the 
weaver, even of them that do any work¬ 
manship, and of those that devise cun- 

1 ^ 5/1 ning works. And Bezalel and Oho- 

liab shall work, and every wise 
hearted man, in whom the Lord hath 
put wisdom and understanding to know 
how to work all the work for the service 
of the sanctuary, according to all that the 
Lord hath commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezalel and Oho¬ 
liab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whose heart the Lord had put wisdom, 
even every one whose heart stirred him 

3 up to come unto the work to do it: and 
they received of Moses all the offering, 
which the children of Israel had brought 
for the work of the service of the sanc¬ 
tuary, to make it withal. And they brought 
yet unto him freewill offerings every 

4 morning. And all the wise men, that 
wrought all the work of the sanctuary, 
came every man from his work which 

5 they wrought; and they spake unto 
Moses, saying. The people bring much 
more than enough for the service of the 
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work, which the Lord commanded to 
make. And Moses gave commandment, 6 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying. Let neither 
man nor woman make any more work 
for the offering of the sanctuary. So the 
people were restrained from bringing. 
For the stuff they had was sufficient 7 
for all the work to make it, and too 
much. 

And every wise hearted man among 8 
them that wrought the work made the 
tabernacle with ten curtains; of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, with cherubim the work of the 
cunning workman made he them. The 9 
length of each curtain was eight and 
twenty cubits, and the breadth of each 
curtain four cubits: all the curtains had 
one measure. And he coupled five cur- 10 
tains one to another: and the other five 
curtains he coupled one to another. And 11 
lie made loops of blue upon the edge of 
the one curtain 2 from the selvedge in the 
coupling: likewise he made in the edge 
of the curtain that was outmost in the 
second -'coupling. Fifty loops made he in 12 
the one curtain, and fifty loops made he 
in die edge of the curtain that was in the 
second 'coupling: the loops were opposite 
one to another. And he made fifty clasps 13 
of gold, and coupled the curtains one to 
another with the clasps: so the tabernacle 
was one. And he made curtains of goats’ 14 
hair for a tent over the tabernacle: eleven 
curtains he made them. The length of 15 
each curtain was thirty cubits, and four 
cubits the breadth of each curtain: the 
eleven curtains had one measure. And 16 
he coupled five curtains by themselves, 
and six curtains by themselves. And he 17 
made fifty loops on the edge of the cur¬ 
tain that was outmost in the Coupling, 
and fifty loops made he upon the edge of 
the curtain which was outmost in the 
second Coupling. And he made fifty 18 
clasps of brass to couple the tent together, 
that it might be one. And he made a 19 
covering for the tent of rams’ skins dyed 
red, and a covering of 5 sealskins above. 
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20 And he made the boards for the taber- 

21 naclc of acacia wood, standing up. Ten 
cubits was the length of a board, and 
a cubit and a half the breadth of each 

22 board. Each board had two tenons, 
joined one to another: thus did he make 

23 for all the boards of the tabernacle. And 
he made the boards for the tabernacle; 
twenty boards for the south side south- 

24 ward: and he made forty sockets of silver 
under the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for its two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for its 

25 two tenons. And for the second side of 
the tabernacle, on the north side, he 

26 made twenty boards, and their forty 
sockets of silver; two sockets under one 
board, and two sockets under another 

27 board. And for the hinder part of the 
tabernacle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the comers 

29 of the tabernacle in the hinder part. And 
they were double beneath, and in like 
manner they were entire unto the top 
thereof unto 2 one ring: thus he did to 

30 both of them in the two corners. And 
there were eight boards, and their sockets 
of silver, sixteen sockets; under every 

31 board two sockets. And he made bars of 
acacia wood; five for the boards of the 

32 one side of the tabernacle, and five bars 
for the boards of the other side of the 
tabernacle, and five bars for the boards 
of the tabernacle for the hinder part 

33 westward. And he made the middle bar 
to pass through in the midst of the 
boards from the one end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with gold, 
and made their rings of gold for places 
for the bars, and overlaid the bars with 
gold. 

35 And he made the veil of blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen: 
with cherubim the work of the cunning 

36 workman made he it. And he made 
thereunto four pillars of acacia, and over¬ 
laid them with gold: their hooks were of 
gold; and he cast for them four sockets 

37 of silver. And he made a screen for the 
door of the Tent, of blue, and purple, 

Z Or, morticed 2 Or, the first 
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and scarlet, and fine twined linen, the 
work of the embroiderer; and the five 38 
pillars of it with their hooks: and he 
overlaid their chapiters and their fillets 
with gold: and their five sockets were of 
brass. 

AND Bezalel made the ark of 
acacia wood: two cubits and a half 
was the length of it, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth of it, and a cubit and a 
half the height of it: and he overlaid it 2 
with pure gold within and without, and 
made a 3 crown of gold to it round about. 
And he cast for it four rings of gold, in 3 
the four feet thereof; even two rings on 
the one 4 side of it, and two rings on the 
other 4 side of it. And he made staves 4 
of acacia wood, and overlaid them with 
gold. And he put the staves into the 5 
rings on the sides of the ark, to bear the 
ark. And he made a 5 mercy-seat of pure 6 
gold: two cubits and a half was the 
length thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof. And he made two chert 1 - 7 
bim of gold; of 6 beaten work made he 
them, at the two ends of the mercy-seat; 
one cherub at the one end, and one cherub 8 
at the other end: of one piece with the 
mercy-seat made he the cherubim at the 
two ends thereof. And the cherubim 9 
spread out their wings on high, covering 
the mercy-seat with their wings, with 
their faces one to another; toward the 
mercy-seat were the faces of the cheru¬ 
bim. 

And he made the table of acacia wood: 1 o 
two cubits was the length thereof, and a 
cubit the breadth thereof, and a cubit and 
a half the height thereof: and he over- 11 
laid it with pure gold, and made thereto 
a crown of gold round about. And he 12 
made unto it a border of an handbreadth 
round about, and made a golden crown 
to the border thereof round about. And 13 
he cast for it four rings of gold, and put 
the rings in the four corners that were on 
the four feet thereof. Close by the border 14 
were the rings, the places for the staves 
to bear the table. And he made the staves 15 
of acacia wood, and overlaid them with

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16 gold, to bear the table. And he made 
the vessels which were upon the table, 
the dishes thereof, and the spoons there¬ 
of, and the bowls thereof, and the flagons 
thereof, to pour out withal, of pure gold. 

17 And he made the candlestick of pure 
gold: of beaten work made he the 
candlestick, even its base, and its shaft; 
its cups, its knops, and its flowers, were 

18 of one piece with it: and there were six 
branches going out of the sides thereof; 
three branches of the candlestick out of 
the one side thereof, and three branches 
of the candlestick out of the other side 

19 thereof: three cups made like almond- 
blossoms in one branch, a knop and a 
flower; and three cups made like almond- 
blossoms in the other branch, a knop 
and a flower: so for the six branches 

20 going out of the candlestick. And in the 
candlestick were four cups made like 
almond-blossoms, the knops thereof, and 

21 the flowers thereof: and a knop under 
two branches of one piece with it, and a 
knop under two branches of one piece 
with it, and a knop under two branches 
of one piece with it, for the six branches 

22 going out of it. Their knops and their 
branches were of one piece with it: the 
whole of it was one beaten work of pure 

23 gold. And he made the lamps thereof, 
seven, and the tongs thereof, and the 

24 snufldishes thereof, of pure gold. Of a 
talent of pure gold made he it, and all the 
vessels thereof. 

25 And he made the altar of incense of 
acacia wood: a cubit was the length there¬ 
of, and a cubit the breadth thereof, four¬ 
square; and two cubits was the height 
thereof; the horns thereof were of one 

26 piece with it. And he overlaid it with 
pure gold, the top thereof, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns of it: 
and he made unto it a crown of gold 

27 round about. And he made for it two 
golden rings under the crown thereof, 
upon the two ribs thereof, upon the two 
aides of it, for places for staves to bear it 

28 withal. And he made the staves of acacia 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 And he made the holy anointing oil, and 
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the pure incense of sweet spices, after 
the art of the perfumer. 

AND he made the altar of burnt 
offering of acacia wood: five cubits 
was the length thereof, and five cubits 
the breadth thereof, foursquare; and 
three cubits the height thereof. And he 2 
made the horns thereof upon the four 
comers of it; the horns thereof were of 
one piece with it: and he overlaid it with 
brass. And he made all the vessels of the 3 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
basons, the fleshhooks, and the firepans: 
all the vessels thereof made he of brass. 
And he made for the altar a grating of 4 
network of brass, under the ledge round 
it beneath, reaching halfway up. And he 5 
cast four rings for the four ends of the 
grating of brass, to be places for the 
staves. And he made the staves of acacia 6 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 
And he put the staves into the rings on 7 
the sides of the altar, to bear it withal; he 
made it hollow with planks. 

And he made the laver of brass, and 8 
the base thereof of brass, of the mirrors 
of ‘the serving women which served at 
the door of the tent of meeting. 

And he made the court: for the south 9 
side southward the hangings of the court 
were of fine twined linen, an hundred 
cubits: their pillars were twenty, and 10 
their sockets twenty, of brass; the hooks 
of the pillars and their fillets were of 
silver. And for the north side an hundred 11 
cubits, their pillars twenty, and their 
sockets twenty, of brass; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. And 12 
for the west side were hangings of fifty 
cubits, their pillars ten, and their sockets 
ten; the hooks of the pillars and their 
fillets of silver. And for the east side 13 
eastward fifty cubits. The hangings for 14 
the one side of the gate were fifteen 
cubits; their pillars three, and their 
sockets three; and so for the other side: 15 
on this hand and that hand by the gate 
of the court were hangings of fifteen 
cubits; their pillars three, and their 
sockets three. All the hangings of the 16

And he slew the burnt offer- 12 
ing; and Aaron’s sons delivered unto 
him the blood, and he sprinkled it upon 
the altar round about. And they de- 13 
livered the burnt offering unto him, 
piece by piece, and the head: and he 
burnt them upon the altar. And he 14 
washed the inwards and the legs, and 
burnt them upon the burnt offering on 
the altar. And he presented the people’s 15 
oblation, and took the goat of the sin 
offering which was for the people, and 
slew it, and offered it for sin, as the first.

9 These shall ye eat of all that are in the 
waters: whatsoever hath fins and scales 
in the waters, in the seas, and in the 
10 rivers, them shall ye eat. And all that 
have not fins and scales in the seas, and 
in the rivers, of all that move in the 
waters, and of all the living creatures 
that are in the waters, they are an abomi- 
11 nation unto you, and they shall be an 
abomination unto you; ye shall not eat 
of their flesh, and their carcases ye shall 
12 have in abomination. Whatsoever hath 
no fins nor scales in the waters, that is 
an abomination unto you. 
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And these ye shall have in abomina- 13 
tion among the fowls; they shall not 
be eaten, they are an abomination: the 
3 eagle, and the gier eagle, and the os- 
pray; and the kite, and the falcon after 14 
its kind; every raven after its kind; 15 
and the ostrich, and the ‘♦night hawk, and 16 
the seamew, and the hawk after its kind; 
and the little owl, and the cormorant, 17 
and the great owl; and the 5 horned owl, 18 
and the pelican, and the vulture; and 19 
the stork, the 6 heron after its kind, and 
the hoopoe, and the bat. 

All winged creeping things that go 20 
upon all four are an abomination unto 
you. Yet these may ye eat of all winged 21 
creeping things that go upon all four, 
which have legs above their feet, to leap 
withal upon the earth; even these of 22 
them ye may cat; the 7 locust after its 
kind, and the 7 bald locust after its kind, 
and the ’cricket after its kind, and the 
’grasshopper after its kind. But all 23 
winged creeping things, which have four 
feet, are an abomination unto you. 

And by these ye shall become unclean: 24 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of them 
shall be unclean until the even: and 25 
whosoever beareth aught of the carcase 
of them shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even. Every beast 26 
which parteth the hoof, and is not 
clovenfooted, nor cheweth the cud, is 
unclean unto you: every one that touch¬ 
eth them shall be unclean. And what- 27 
soever goeth upon its paws, among all 
beasts that go on all four, they are un¬ 
clean unto you: whoso toucheth their 
carcase shall be unclean until the even. 
And he that beareth the carcase of them 28 
shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even: they are unclean unto 
you.

Or when the flesh hath in the skin 24 
thereof a burning by fire, and the quick 
flesh of the burning become a bright 
spot, reddish-white, or white; then the 25 
priest shall look upon it: and, behold, if 
the hair in the bright spot be turned 
white, and the appearance thereof be 
deeper than the skin; it is leprosy,it hath 
broken out in the burning: and the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. But if the priest look 26 
on it, and, behold, there be no white hair 
in the bright spot, and it be no lower 
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than the skin, but be dim; then the priest 

27 shall shut him up seven days: and the 
priest shall look upon him the seventh 
day: if it spread abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: 

28 it is the plague of leprosy. And if the 
bright spot stay in its place, and be not 
spread in the skin, but be dim; it is the 
rising of the burning, and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: lor it is the scar 
of the burning. 

29 And when a man or woman hath a 
plague upon the head or upon the beard, 

30 then the priest shall look on the plague: 
and, behold, if the appearance thereof be 
deeper than the skin, and there be in it 
yellow thin hair, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a scall, it 
is leprosy of the head or of the beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the plague of 
the scall, and, behold, the appearance 
thereof be not deeper than the skin, and 
there be no black hair in it, then the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the 

32 plague of the scall seven days: and in 
the seventh day the priest shall look on 
the plague: and, behold, if the scall be 
not spread, and there be in it no yellow 
hair, and the appearance of the scall be 

33 not deeper than the skin, then he shall 
be shaven, but the scall shall he not 
shave; and the priest shall shut up him 

34 that hath the scall seven days more: and 
in the seventh day the priest shall look 
on the scall: and, behold, if the scall be 
not spread in the skin, and the appear¬ 
ance thereof be not deeper than the skin; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean: and he shall wash his clothes, and 

35 be clean. But if the scall spread abroad 

36 in the skin after his cleansing; then the 
priest shall look on him: and, behold, if 
the scall be spread in the skin, the priest 
shall not seek for the yellow hair; he is 

37 unclean. But if in his eyes the scall be 
at a stay, and black hair be grown up 
therein; the scall is healed, he is clean: 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

38 And when a man or a woman hath in 
the skin of their flesh bright spots, even 

39 white bright spots; then the priest shall 
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look: and, behold, if the bright spots in 
the skin of their flesh be of a dull white; 
it is a tetter, it hath broken out in the 
skin; he is clean. 

And if a man’s hair be fallen off his 4c 
head, he is bald;.yet is he clean. And if 41 
his hair be fallen off from the front part 
of his head, he is forehead bald;y>£f is he 
clean. But if there be in the bald head, 42 
or the bald forehead, a reddish-white 
plague; it is leprosy breaking out in his 
bald head, or his bald forehead. Then 43 
the priest shall look upon him: and, 
behold, if the rising of the plague be 
reddish-white in his bald head, or in 
his bald forehead, as the appearance of 
leprosy in the skin of the flesh; he is a 44 
leprous man, he is unclean: the priest 
shall surely pronounce him unclean; his 
plague is in his head. 

And the leper in whom the plague is, 45 
his clothes shall be rent, and the hair of 
his head shall go loose, and he shall 
cover his upper lip, and shall cry. Un¬ 
clean, unclean. All the days wherein the 46 
plague is in him he shall be unclean; he 
is unclean: he shall dwell alone; without 
the camp shall his dwelling be. 

The garment also that the plague of 47 
leprosy is in, whether it be a woollen 
garment, or a linen garment; whether it 48 
be in l warp, or woof; of linen, or of 
woollen; whether in a skin, or in any 
thing made of skin; if the plague be 49 
greenish or reddish in the garment, or 
in the skin, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; it is the 
plague of leprosy, and shall be shewed 
unto the priest: and the priest shall look 50 
upon the plague, and shut up that which 
hath the plague seven days: and he shall 51 
look on the plague on the seventh day: 
if the plague be spread in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
the skin, whatever service skin is used 
for; the plague is a fretting leprosy; it is 
unclean. And he shall burn the garment, 52 
whether the warp or the woof, in wool¬ 
len or in linen, or any thing of skin, 
wherein the plague is: for it is a fretting 
leprosy; it shall be burnt in the fire. 
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5 3 And if the priest shall look, and, behold, 
the plague be not spread in the gar¬ 
ment, either in the warp, or in the woof, 

54 or in any thing of skin; then the priest 
shall command that they wash the thing 
wherein the plague is, and he shall shut 

55 it up seven days more: and the priest 
shall look, after that the plague is 
washed: and, behold, if the plague have 
not changed its colour, and the plague

5 scarlet, and hyssop: and the priest shall 
command to kill one of the birds in an

for the living bird, he shall take it, and 
the cedar wood, and the scarlet, and the 
hyssop, and shall dip them and the living 
bird in the blood of the bird that was 

7 killed over the 2 running water: and he 
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shall sprinkle upon him that is to be 
cleansed from the leprosy seven times, 
and shall pronounce him clean, and shall 
let go the living bird into the open field. 
And he that is to be cleansed shall wash 8 
his clothes, and shave off all his hair, and 
bathe himself in water, and he shall be 
clean: and after that he shall come into 
the camp, but shall dwell outside his 
tent seven days. And it shall be on the 9 
seventh day, that he shall shave all his 
hair off his head and his beard and his 
eyebrows, even all his hair he shall shave 
off: and he shall wash his clothes, and 
he shall bathe his flesh in water, and he 
shall be clean. And on the eighth day 10 
he shall take two he-lambs without 
blemish, and one ewe-lamb of the first 
year without blemish, and three tenth 
parts of an cphah of fine flour for a meal 
offering, mingled with oil, and one log 
of oil. And the priest that cleanseth him 11 
shall set the man that is to be cleansed, 
and those things, before the Lord, at the 
door of the tent of meeting: and the 12 
priest shall take one of the he-lambs, and 
offer him for a guilt offering, and the log 
of oil, and wave them for a wave offering 
before the Lord: and he shall kill the 13 
he-lamb in the place where they kill the 
sin offering and the burnt offering, in 
the place of the sanctuary: for as the sin 
offering is the priest’s, so is the guilt 
offering: it is most holy: and the priest 14 
shall take of the blood of the guilt offer¬ 
ing, and the priest shall put it upon the 
tip of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot: and the priest shall take 15 
of the log of oil, and pour it into the 
palm of his own left hand: and the priest 16 
shall dip his right finger in the oil that 
is in his left hand, and shall sprinkle of 
the oil with his finger seven times before 
the Lord: and of the rest of the oil that 17 
is in his hand shall the priest put upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot, upon the blood of the 
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18 guilt offering: and the rest of the oil that 
is in the priest’s hand he shall put upon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed: 
and the priest shall make atonement for

atonement for him that is to be cleansed 
because of his uncleanness; and after- 

20 ward he shall kill the burnt offering: and 
the priest shall offer the burnt offering 
and the meal offering upon the altar: 
and the priest shall make atonement for 
him, and he shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot get so 
much, then he shall take one he-lamb 
for a guilt offering to be waved, to make 
atonement for him, and one tenth part of 
an ephah of fine flour mingled with oil 

22 for a meal offering, and a log of oil; and 
two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
such as he is able to get; and the one 
shall be a sin offering, and the other a 

23 burnt offering. And on the eighth day 
he shall Dring them for his cleansing 
unto the priest, unto the door of the 

24 tent of meeting, before the Lord. And 
the priest shall take the lamb of the guilt 
olicring, and the log of oil, and the priest 
shall wave them for a wave offering be- 

25 fore the Lord : and he shall kill the lamb 
of the guilt offering, and the priest shall 
take of the blood of the guilt offering, 
and put it upon the tip of the right ear 
of him that is to be cleansed, and upon 
the thumb of his right hand, and upon 

26 the great toe of his right foot: and the 
priest shall pour of the oil into the palm 

27 of his own left hand: and the priest shall 
sprinkle with his right finger some of the 
oil that is in his left hand seven times 

28 before the Lord : and the priesr shall put 
of the oil that is in his hand upon the tip 
of the right car of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot, upon the place of the blood of 

29 the guilt offering: and the rest of the oil 
that is in the priest’s hand he shall put 
upon the head of him that is to be 
cleansed, to make atonement for him 

30 before the Lord. And he shall offer one 
of the turtledoves* or of the young 
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pigeons, such as he is able to get; even 31 
such as he is able to get, the one for a 
sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering, with the meal offering: and the 
priest shall make atonement for him that 
is to be cleansed before the Lord. This 32 
is the law of him in whom is the plague 
of leprosy, who is not able to get that 
which pertaineth to his cleansing. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and 33 
unto Aaron, saying. When ye be come 34 
into the land of Canaan, which I give to 
you for a possession, and I put the 
plague of leprosy in a house of the land 
of your possession; then he that owneth 35 
the house shall come and tell the priest, 
saying. There seemeth to me to be as it 
were a plague in the house: and the priest 36 
shall command that they empty the 
house, before the priest go in to see the 
plague, that all that is in the house be not 
made unclean: and afterward the priest 
shall go in to see the house: and he shall 37 
look on the plague, and, behold, if the 
plague be in the walls of the house with 
hollow strakes, greenish or reddish, and 
the appearance thereof be lower than the 
wall; then the priest shall go out of the 38 
house to the door of the house, and 
shut up the house seven days: and the 39 
priest shall come again the seventh day, 
and shall look: and, behold, if the plague 
be spread in the walls of the house; then 40 
the priest shall command that they take 
out the stones in which the plague is, and 
cast them into an unclean place without 
the city: and he shall cause the house to 41 
be scraped within round about, and they 
shall pour out the mortar that they scrape 
off without the dty into an unclean place: 
and they shall take other stones, and put 42 
them in the place of those stones; and he 
shall take other mortar, and shall plaister 
the house. And if the plague come again, 43 
and break out in the house, after that he 
hath taken out the stones, and after he 
hath scraped the house, and after it is 
plaistered; then the priest shall come in 44 
and look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the house, it is a fretting lep¬ 
rosy in the house: it is unclean. And he 45 
shall break down the house, the stones 
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of it, and the timber thereof, and all the 
mortar of the house; and he shall carry 
them forth out of the city into an un- 

46 clean place. Moreover he that goeth 
into the house all the while that it is shut 

47 up shall be unclean until the even. And 
he that lieth in the house shall wash his 
clothes; and he that eateth in the house 

48 shall wash his clothes. And if the priest 
shall come in, and look, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, after 
the house was plaistercd; then the priest 
shall pronounce the house clean, because 

49 the plague is healed. And he shall take 
to cleanse the house two birds, and cedar 

50 wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: and he 
shall kill one of the birds in an earthen 

51 vessel over ’running water: and he shall 
take the cedar wood, and the hyssop, 
and the scarlet, and the living bird, and 
dip them in the blood of the slain bird, 
and in the Running water, and sprinkle 

52 the house seven times: and he shall 
cleanse the house with the blood of the

29 after that she shall be clean. And on the 
eighth day she shall take unto her two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, and 
bring them unto the priest, to the door 

30 of the tent of meeting. And the priest 
shall offer the one for a sin offering, and 
the other for a burnt offering; and the 
priest shall make atonement for her be¬ 
fore the Lord for the issue of her un¬ 
cleanness. 

l Or, separation 2 Or, turban 
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Thus shall ye separate the children of 31 
Israel from their uncleanness; that they 
die not in their uncleanness, when they 
defile my tabernacle that is in the midst 
of them. 

This is the law of him that hath an 32 
issue, and of him whose seed of copula¬ 
tion goeth from him, so that he is unclean 
thereby; and of her that is sick with her 33 
impurity, and of him that hath an issue, 
of the man, and of the woman, and of 
him that lieth with her that is unclean. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
after the death of the two sons of 
Aaron, when they drew near before the 
Lord, and died; and the Lord said unto 2 
Moses, Speak unto Aaron thy brother, 
that he come not at all times into the 
holy place wuthin the veil, before the 
mercy-seat wiiich is upon the ark; that 
he die not: for I will appear in the cloud 
upon the mercy-seat. Herewith shall 3 
Aaron come into the holy place: with a 
young bullock for a sin offering, and a 
ram for a burnt offering. He shall put 4 
on the holy linen coat, and he shall have 
the linen breeches upon his flesh, and 
shall be girded with the linen girdle, and 
with the linen ‘mitre shall he be attired: 
they are the holy garments; and he shall 
bathe his flesh in water, and put them 
on. And he shall take of the congrega- 5 
tion of the children of Israel tw*o he- 
goats for a sin offering, and one ram 
for a burnt offering. And Aaron shall 6 
present the bullock of the sin offering, 
which is for himself, and make atone¬ 
ment for himself, and for his house. And 7 
he shall take the two goats, and set them 
before the Lord at the door of the tent 
of meeting. And Aaron shall cast lots 8 
upon the two goats; one lot for the Lord, 
and the other lot for 3 Azazel. And Aaron 9 
shall present the goat upon which the lot 
fell for the Lord, and offer him for a sin 
offering. But the goat, on which the lot 10 
fell for Azazel, shall be set alive before 
the Lord, to make atonement 4 for him, 
to send him away for Azazel into the 
wilderness. And Aaron shall present 11 

3 Or, dismissal 4 Or, over 
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the bullock of the sin offering, which is 
for himself, and shall make atonement 
for himself, and for his house, and shall 
kill the bullock of the sin offering which 

12 is for himself: and he shall take a censer 
full of coals of fire from off the altar 
before the Lord, and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring it 

13 within the veil: and he shall put the 
incense upon the fire before the Lord, 
that the cloud of the incense may cover 
the mercy-seat that is upon the testi- 

14 mony, that he die not: and he shall take 
of the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle 
it with his finger upon the mercy-seat on 
the east; and before the mercy-seat shall 
he sprinkle of the blood with his finger 

15 seven times. Then shall he kill the goat 
of the sin offering, that is for the people, 
and bring his blood within the veil, and 
do with his blood as he did with the 
blood of the bullock, and sprinkle it up¬ 
on the mercy-seat, and before the mcrcy- 

16 seat: and he shall make atonement for 
the holy place, because of the unclean- 
nesses of the children of Israel, and 
because of their transgressions, even all 
their sins: and so shall he do for the tent 
of meeting, that dwclleth with them in 

17 the midst of their uncleannesses. And 
there shall be no man in the tent of 
meeting when he goeth in to make atone¬ 
ment in the holy place, until he come 
out, and have made atonement for him¬ 
self, and for his household, and for all 

18 the assembly of Israel. And he shall go 
out unto the altar that is before the 
Lord, and make atonement for it; and 
shall take of the blood of the bullock, 
and of the blood of the goat, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar round about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood upon 
it with his finger seven times, and cleanse 
it, and hallow it from the uncleannesses 

20 of the children of Israel. And when he 
hath made an end of atoning for the holy 
place, and the tent of meeting, and the 

21 altar, he shall present the live goat: and 
Aaron shall lay both his hands upon the 
head of the live goat, and confess over 
him all the iniquities of the children of 
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Israel, and all their transgressions, even 
all their sins; and he shall put them upon 
the head of the goat, and shall send him 
away by the hand of a man x that is in 
readiness into the wilderness: and the 22 
goat shall bear upon him all their ini¬ 
quities unto a solitary land: and he shall 
let go the goat in the wilderness. And 23 
Aaron shall come into the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and shall put off the linen garments, 
which he put on when he went into the 
holy place, and shall leave them there: 
and he shall bathe his flesh in water in 24 
a holy place, and put on his garments, 
and come forth, and offer his burnt 
offering and the burnt offering of the 
people, and make atonement for himself 
and for the people. And the fat of the 25 
sin offering shall he bum upon the altar. 
And he that letteth go the goat for Azazel 26 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp. And the bullock of the 27 
sin offering, and the goat of the sin 
offering, whose blood was brought in to 
make atonement in the holy place, shall 
be carried forth without the camp; and 
they shall burn in the fire their skins, 
and their flesh, and their dung. And he 28 
that burneth them shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe Ills flesh in water, and after¬ 
ward he shall come into the camp. 

And it shall be a statute for ever unto 29 
you: in the seventh month, on the tenth 
day of the month, ye shall afflict your 
souls, and shall do no manner of work, 
the homeborn, or the stranger that 
sojourneth among you: for on this day 30 
shall atonement be made for you, to 
cleanse you; from all your sins shall ye 
be clean before the Lord. It is a sabbath 31 
of solemn rest unto you, and ye shall 
afflict your souls; it is a statute for ever. 
And the priest, who shall be anointed 32 
and who shall be consecrated to be priest 
in his father’s stead, shall make the 
atonement, and shall put on the linen 
garments, even the holy garments: and 33 
he shall make atonement for the holy 
sanctuary, and he shall make atonement 
for the tent of meeting and for the altar; 
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and he shall make atonement for the 
priests and for all the people of the 
34 assembly. And this shall be an everlast¬ 
ing statute unto you, to make atonement 
for the children of Israel because of all 
their sins once in the year. And he did 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

1 m 7 AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 

2 X / saying. Speak unto Aaron, and 
unto his sons, and unto all the children 
of Israel, and say unto them; This is 
the thing which the Lord hath com- 

3 manded, saying. What man soever there 
be of the house of Israel, that killeth an 
ox, or lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that 

4 killeth it without the camp, and hath not 
brought it unto the door of the tent of 
meeting, to offer it as an oblation unto 
the Lord before the tabernacle of the 
Lord : blood shall be imputed unto that 
man; he hath shed blood; and that man 
shall be cut off from among his people: 

5 to the end that the children of Israel 
may bring their sacrifices, which they 
sacrifice in the open field, even that they 
may bring them unto the Lord, unto the 
door of the tent of meeting, unto the 
priest, and sacrifice them for sacrifices of 

6 peace offerings unto the Lord. And the 
priest shall sprinkle the blood upon the 
altar of the Lord at the door of the tent 
of meeting, and burn the fat for a sweet 

7 savour unto the Lord. And they shall no 
more sacrifice their sacrifices unto the 
‘he-goats, after whom they go a whoring. 
This shall be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

8 And thou shalt say unto them. What¬ 
soever man there be of the house of 
Israel, or of the strangers that sojourn 
among them, that offereth a burnt offer- 

9 ing or sacrifice, and bringeth it not unto 
the door of the tent of meeting, to sacri¬ 
fice it unto the Lord; even that man 
shall be cut off from his people. 

10 And whatsoever man there be of the 
house of Israel, or of the strangers that 
sojourn among them, that eateth any 
manner of blood; I will set my face 
against that soul that eateth blood, and 
I Or, satyrs 2 Heb. soul. 


will cut him off from among his people. 

For the z life of the flesh is in the blood: 11 
and I have given it to you upon the altar 
to make atonement for your souls: for it 
is the blood that maketh atonement by 
reason of the 2 life. Therefore I said un- 12 
to the children of Israel, No soul of you 
shall eat blood, neither shall any stranger 
that sojoumeth among you eat blood. 

And whatsoever man there be of the 13 
children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among them, which taketh 
in hunting any beast or fowl that may be 
eaten; he shall pour out the blood there¬ 
of, and cover it with dust. For as to the 14 
life of all flesh, the blood thereof is all 
one with the life thereof: therefore 1 said 
unto the children of Israel, Ye shall eat 
the blood of no manner of flesh: for the 
life of all flesh is the blood thereof: who¬ 
soever eateth it shall be cut off. And 15 
every soul that eateth 3 that which dieth 
of itself, or that which is torn of beasts, 
whether he be homeborn or a stranger, 
he shall wash his clothes, and bathe him¬ 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even: then shall he be clean. But if he 16 
wash them not, nor bathe his flesh, then 
he shall bear his iniquity. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. Speak unto the children of 2 
Israel, and say unto them, I am the Lord 
your God. After the doings of the land 3 
of Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do: and after the doings of the land of 
Canaan, whither I bring you, shall ye not 
do: neither shall ye walk in their statutes. 
My judgements shall ye do, and my sta- 4 
tutes shall ye keep, to walk therein: I am 
the Lord your God. Ye shall therefore 5 
keep my statutes, and my judgements: 
which if a man do, he shall live 4 in them: 

I am the Lord. 

None of you shall approach to any 6 
that is near of kin to him, to uncover 
their nakedness: I am the Lord. The 7 
nakedness of thy father, even the naked¬ 
ness of thy mother, shalt thou not un¬ 
cover: she is thy mother; thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. The nakedness 8 
3 Heb. a carcase . 4 Or, by 
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of thy father’s wife shalt thou not un- 
9 cover: it is thy father’s nakedness. The 
nakedness of thy sister, the daughter of 
thy father, or the daughter of thy 
mother, whether born at home, or born 
abroad, even their nakedness thou shalt 

10 not uncover. The nakedness of thy son’s 
daughter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, 
even their nakedness thou shalt not un¬ 
cover: for theirs is thine own nakedness. 

11 The nakedness of thy father’s wife’s 
daughter, begotten of thy father, she is 
thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her 

12 nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father’s sister: she is 

13 thy father’s near kinswoman. Thou 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy 
mother’s sister: for she is thy mother’s 

14 near kinswoman. Thou shalt not un¬ 
cover the nakedness of thy father’s bro¬ 
ther, thou shalt not approach to his wife: 

15 she is thine aunt. Thou shalt not un¬ 
cover the nakedness of thy daughter in 
law: she is thy son’s wife; thou shalt not 

16 uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of thy brother's 

17 wife: it is thy brother’s nakedness. Thou 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of a 
woman and her daughter; thou shalt not 
take her son’s daughter, or her daugh¬ 
ter’s daughter, to uncover her naked¬ 
ness; they are near kinswomen: it is 

18 1 wickedness. And thou shalt not take a 
woman to her sister, to be a rival to her , 
to uncover her nakedness, beside the 

19 other in her life time. And thou shalt 
not approach unto a woman to uncover 
her nakedness, as long as she is 2 impure 

20 by her uncleanness. And thou shalt not 
lie carnally with thy neighbour’s wife, to 

21 defile thyself with her. And thou shalt 
not give any of thy seed 3 to make them 
pass through the fire to Molech, neither 
shalt thou profane the name of thy God: 

22 I am the Lord. Thou shalt not lie 
with mankind, as with womankind: it is 

23 abomination. And thou shalt not lie with 
any beast to defile thyself therewith: 
neither shall any woman stand before a 
beast, to lie down thereto: it is confusion. 
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Defile not ye yourselves in any of 24 
these things: for in all these the nations 
arc defiled which 1 cast out from before 
you: and the land is defiled: therefore I 25 
do visit the iniquity thereof upon it, and 
the land vomiteth out her inhabitants. 

Ye therefore shall keep my statutes and 26 
my judgements, and shall not do any of 
these abominations; neither the home- 
born, nor the stranger that sojourneth 
among you: (for all these abominations 27 
have the men of the land done, which 
were before you, and the land is defiled;) 
that the land vomit not you out also, 28 
when ye defile it, as it vomited out the 
nation that was before you. For who- 29 
soever shall do any of these abominations, 
even the souls that do them shall be cut 
off from among their people. Therefore 30 
shall ye keep my charge, that ye do not 
any of these abominable customs, which 
were done before you, and that ye defile 
not yourselves therein: I am the Lord 
your God. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Speak unto all the congre- 2 
gation of the children of Israel, and say 
unto them, Ye shall be holy: for 1 the 
Lord your God am holy. Ye shall fear 3 
every man his mother, and his father, 
and ye shall keep my sabbaths: I am the 
Lord your God. Turn ye not unto 4 idols, 4 
nor make to yourselves moiten gods: I 
am the Lord your God. And when ye 5 
offer a sacrifice of peace offerings unto 
the Lord, ye shall offer it that ye may be 
accepted. It shall be eaten the same day 6 
ye offer it, and on the morrow: and if 
aught remain until the third day, it shall 
be burnt with fire. And if it be eaten at 7 
all on the third day, it is an abomination; 
it shall not be accepted: but every one 8 
that eateth it shall bear his iniquity, be¬ 
cause he hath profaned the holy thing of 
the Lord : and that soul shall be cut off 
from his people. 

And when ye reap the harvest of your 9 
land, thou shalt not wholly reap the 
corners of thy field, neither shalt thou 
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10 gather the gleaning of thy harvest. And 
thou shalt not glean thy vineyard, neither 
shalt thou gather the fallen fruit of thy 
vineyard; thou shalt leave them for the 
poor and for the stranger: I am the Lord 

11 your God. Ye shall not steal; neither 
shall ye deal falsely, nor he one to an- 

12 other. And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, so that thou profane the 

13 name of thy God: I am the Lord. Thou 
shalt not oppress thy neighbour, nor rob 
him: the wages of a hired servant shall 
not abide with thee all night until the 

T4 morning. Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock before the 
blind, but thou shalt fear thy God: I am 

15 the Lord. Ye shall do no unrighteous¬ 
ness in judgement: thou shalt not re¬ 
spect the person of the poor, nor honour 
the person of the mighty: but in right¬ 
eousness shalt thou judge thy neighbour. 

16 Thou shalt not go up and down as a tale¬ 
bearer among thy people: neither shalt 
thou stand against the blood of thy 

17 neighbour: I am the Lord. Thou shalt 
not hate thy brother in thine heart: thou 
shalt surely rebuke thy neighbour, and 

18 not bear sin because of him. Thou shalt 
not take vengeance, nor bear any grudge 
against the children of thy people, but 
thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself: 

19 I am the Lord. Yc shall keep my sta¬ 
tutes. Thou shalt not let thy cattle 
gender with a diverse kind: thou shalt 
not sow thy field with two kinds of seed: 
neither shall there come upon thee a 
garment of two kinds of stuff mingled 

20 together. And whosoever licth carnally 
with a woman, that is a bondmaid, be¬ 
trothed to an husband, and not at all 
redeemed, nor freedom given her; J thcy 
shall be punished; they shall not be put 

21 to death, because she was not free. And 
he shall bring his guilt offering unto the 
Lord, unto the door of the tent of meet- 

22 ing, even a ram for a guilt offering. And 
the priest shall make atonement for him 
with the ram of the guilt offering before 
the Lord for his sin which he hath 
sinned: and he shall be forgiven for his 

23 sin which he hath sinned. And when ye 
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shall come into the land, and shall have 
planted all manner of trees for food, 
then ye shall count the fruit thereof as 
their uncircumcision: three years shall 
they be as uncircumcised unto you; it 
shall not be eaten. But in the fourth 24 
year all the fruit thereof shall be holy, 
for giving praise unto the Lord. And in 25 
the fifth year shall yc eat of the fruit 
thereof, that it may yield unto you the 
increase thereof: I am the Lord your 
God. Ye shall not cat any thing with the 26 
blood: neither shall yc use enchantments, 
nor practise augury. Ye shall not round 27 
the corners of your heads, neither shalt 
thou mar the corners of thy beard. Yc 28 
shall not make any cuttings in your flesh 
for the dead, nor print any marks upon 
you: I am the Lord. Profane not thy 29 
daughter, to make her a harlot; lest the 
land fall to whoredom, and the land be¬ 
come full of 2 wickedness. Ye shall keep 30 
my sabbaths, and reverence my sanc¬ 
tuary : I am the Lord. Turn ye not unto 31 
them that have familiar spirits, nor unto 
the wizards; seek them not out, to be 
defiled by them: I am the Lord your 
God. Thou shalt rise up before the 32 
hoary head, and honour the face of the 
old man, and thou shalt fear thy God: I 
am the Lord. And if a stranger sojourn 33 
with thee in your land, ye shall not do 
him wrong. The stranger that sojourn- 34 
eth with you shall be unto you as the 
homeborn among you, and thou shalt 
love him as thyself; for yc were strangers 
in die land of Egypt: I am the Lord 
your God. Ye shall do no unrighteous- 35 
ness in judgement, in meteyard, in 
weight, or in measure. Just balances, 36 
just weights, a just ephah, and a just hin, 
shall ye have: I am the Lord your God, 
which brought you out of the land of 
Egypt. And ye shall observe all my 37 
statutes, and all my judgements, and do 
them: I am the Lord. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Moreover, thou shalt say 2 
to the children of Israel, Whosoever he 
be of the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn in Israel, that 
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giveth of his seed unto Molech; he shall 
surely be put to death: the people of the 

3 land shall stone him with stones. 1 also 
will set my face against that man, and 
will cut him off from among his people; 
because he hath given of his seed unto 
Molech, to defile my sanctuary, and to 

4 profane my holy name. And if the people 
of the land do any ways hide their eyes 
from that man, when he giveth of his 
seed unto Molech, and put him not to 

5 death: then 1 will set my face against 
that man, and against his family, and 
will cut him off, and all that go a whor¬ 
ing after him, to commit whoredom with 

6 Molech, from among their people. And 
the soul that tumeth unto them that have 
familiar spirits, and unto the wizards, to 
go a whoring after them, I w*ill even set 
my face against that soul, and will cut 

7 him off from among his people. Sanctify 
yourselves therefore, and be ye holy: for 

8 I am the Lord your God. And ye shall 
keep my statutes, and do them: I am the 

9 Lord which sanctify you. For every one 
that curseth his father or his mother shall 
surely be put to death: he hath cursed his 
father or his mother; his blood shall be 

10 upon him. And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, even 
he that committeth adultery with his 
neighbour’s wife, the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to death. 

11 And the man that licth with his father’s 
wife hath uncovered his father’s naked¬ 
ness: both of them shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon them. 

12 And if a man lie with his daughter in law, 
both of them shall surely be put to death: 
they have wrought confusion; their blood 

13 shall be upon them. And if a man lie with 
mankind, as with womankind, both of 
them have committed abomination: they 
shall surely be put to death; their blood 

14 shall be upon them. And if a man take 
a wife and her mother, it is Wickedness: 
they shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they; that there be no wickedness among 

15 you. And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely be put to death: and ye shall 

16 slay the beast. And if a woman approach 

1 Or, enormity 


unto any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast: they 
shall surely be put to death; their blood 
shall be upon them. And if a man shall 17 
take his sister, his father’s daughter, or 
his mother’s daughter, and see her 
nakedness, and she see his nakedness; it 
is a shameful thing; and they shall be cut 
off in the sight of the children of their 
people: he hath uncovered his sister’s 
nakedness; he shall bear his iniquity. 
And if a man shall lie with a woman 18 
having her sickness, and shall uncover 
her nakedness; he hath made naked her 
fountain, and she hath uncovered the 
fountain of her blood: and both of them 
shall be cut off from among their peo¬ 
ple. And thou shalt not uncover the 19 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister: for he hath made 
naked his near kin: they shall bear their 
iniquity. And if a man shall lie with 20 
his uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear their 
sin; they shall die childless. And if a 21 
man shall take his brother’s wife, it is 
impurity: he hath uncovered his bro¬ 
ther’s nakedness; they shall be childless. 

Ye shall therefore keep all my statutes, 22 
and all my judgements, and do them: 
that the land, whither I bring you to 
dwell therein, vomit you not out. And 23 
ye shall not walk in the customs of the 
nation, which I cast out before you: for 
they did all these things, and therefore I 
abhorred them. But I have said unto 24 
you. Ye shall inherit their land, and I 
will give it unto you to possess it, a land 
flowing with milk and honey: I am the 
Lord your God, which have separated 
you from the peoples. Ye shall therefore 25 
separate between the clean beast and the 
unclean, and between the unclean fowl 
and the clean: and ye shall not make 
your souls abominable by beast, or by 
fowl, or by any thing wherewith the 
ground 2 teemeth, which I have separated 
from you as unclean. And ye shall be 26 
holy unto me: for I the Lord am holy, 
and have separated you from the peoples, 
that ye should be mine. 

2 Hcb. creepeth. 
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27 A man also or a woman that hath a 
familiar spirit, or that is a wizard, shall 
surely be put to death: they shall stone 
them with stones: their blood shall be 
upon them. 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Speak unto the priests the sons of 
Aaron, and say unto them. There shall 
none defile himself for the dead among 

2 his people; except for his kin, that is 
near unto him, for his mother, and for 
his father, and for his son, and for his 

3 daughter, and for his brother; and for 
Ills sister a virgin, that is near unto him, 
which hath had no husband, for her may 

4 he defile himself. He shall not defile 
himself, 1 being a chief man among his 

5 people, to profane himself. They shall 
not make baldness upon their head, 
neither shall they shave off the corner of 
their beard, nor make any cuttings in 

6 their flesh. They shall be holy unto their 
God, and not profane the name of their 
God: for the offerings of the Lord made 
by fire, the bread of their God, they do 

7 offer: therefore they shall be holy. They 
shall not take a woman that is a harlot, or 
^profane; neither shall they take a wo¬ 
man put away from her husband: for he 

8 is holy unto his God. Thou shalt sanc¬ 
tify him therefore; for he offereth the 
bread of thy God: he shall be holy unto 
thee: for I the Lord, which sanctify you, 

9 am holy. And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profane herself by playing the har¬ 
lot, she profaneth her father: she shall 
be burnt with fire. 

10 And he that is the high priest among 
his brethren, upon whose head the an¬ 
ointing oil is poured, and 3 that is con¬ 
secrated to put on the garments, shall 
not let the hair of his head go loose, nor 

11 rend his clothes; neither shall he go in to 
any dead body, nor defile himself for his 

12 father, or for his mother; neither shall 
he go out of the sanctuary, nor profane 
the sanctuary of his God; for the 4 crown 
of the anointing oil of his God is upon 

13 him: I am the Lord. And he shall take 
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a wife in her virginity. A widow, or one 14 
divorced, or a 2 profane woman, an har¬ 
lot, these shall he not take: but a virgin 
of his own people shall he take to wife. 
And he shall not profane his seed among 15 
his people: for I am the Lord which 
sanctify him. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 16 
ing. Speak unto Aaron, saying. Whoso- 17 
ever he be of thy seed throughout their 
generations that hath a blemish, let him 
not approach to offer the bread of his 
God. For whatsoever man he be that 18 
hath a blemish, he shall not approach: a 
blind man, or a lame, or he that hath 
a 5 flat nose, or any thing superfluous, or 19

Hither a bullock or a lamb that hath any 23 
thing superfluous or lacking in his parts, 
that mayest thou offer for a freewill of¬ 
fering; but for a vow it shall not be 
accepted. That which hath its stones 24 
bruised, or crushed, or broken, or cut, 
ye shall not offer unto the Lord; neither 
shall ye 4 do thus in your land. Neither 25 
from the hand of a foreigner shall ye 
offer the bread of your God of any of 
these; because their corruption is in 
them, there is a blemish in them: they 
shall not be accepted for you. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 26 
ing. When a bullock, or a sheep, or a goat, 27 
is brought forth, then it shall be seven 
days under the dam; and from the eighth 
day and thenceforth it shall be accepted 
for the oblation of an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord. And whether it be 28 
cow or ewe, ye shall not kill it and her 
young both in one day. And when ye 29 
sacrifice a sacrifice of thanksgiving unto 
the Lord, ye shall sacrifice it that ye may 
be accepted.

neither shall the trees of the land yield 

21 their fruit. And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; I will 
bring seven times more plagues upon 

22 you according to your sins. And I will 
send the beast of the field among you, 
which shall rob you of your children, 
and destroy your cattle, and make you 
few in number; and your ways shall be- 

23 come desolate. And if by these things 
ye will not be reformed *unto me, but 

24 will walk contrary unto me; then will I 
also walk contrary unto you; and I will 
smite you, even I, seven times for your 

25 sins. And I will bring a sword upon 
you, that shall execute die vengeance of 
the covenant; and ye shall be gathered 
together within your cities: and I will 
send the pestilence among you; and ye 
shall be delivered into the hand of the 

26 enemy. When I break your staff of 
bread, ten women shall bake your bread 
in one oven, and they shall deliver your 
bread again by weight: and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this hearken 
unto me, but walk contrary unto me; 

28 then I will walk contrary unto you in 
fury; and I also will chastise you seven 

29 times for your sins. And ye shall eat the 
flesh of your sons, and die flesh of your 

30 daughters shall ye eat. And I will de¬ 
stroy your high places, and cut down 
your sun-images, and cast your carcases 
upon the carcases of your idols; and my 

31 soul shall abhor you. And I will make 
your cities a waste, and will bring your 
sanctuaries unto desolation, and I will 
not smell the savour of your sw*eet 

32 odours. And I will bring the land into 
desolation: and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at it. 

33 And you will I scatter among the na¬ 
tions, and I will draw out the sword after 
you: and your land shall be a desolation, 

34 and your cities shali be a waste. Then 
shall the land enjoy her sabbaths, as long 
as it lieth desolate, and ye be in your 
enemies' land; even then shall the land 

35 rest, and enjoy her sabbaths. As long as 
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it lieth desolate it shall have rest; even 
the rest which it had not in your sab¬ 
baths, when ye dwelt upon it. And as 36 
for them that are left of you, I will send 
a faintness into their heart in the lands 
of their enemies: and the sound of a 
driven leaf shall chase them; and they 
shall flee, as one fleeth from the sword; 
and they shall fall when none pursueth. 
And they shall stumble one upon another, 37 
as it were before the sword, when none 
pursueth: and ye shall have no pow T er to 
stand before your enemies. And yc shall 38 
perish among the nations, and the land 
of your enemies shall eat you up. And 39 
they that are left of you shall pine away 
in their iniquity in your enemies’ lands; 
and also in the iniquities of their fathers 
shall they pine away with them. And 40 
they shall confess their iniquity, and the 
iniquity of their fathers, in their trespass 
which they trespassed against me, and 
also that because they have walked con¬ 
trary unto me, I also walked contrary 41 
unto them, and brought them into die 
land of their enemies: if dien their un¬ 
circumcised heart be humbled, and they 
then accept of the punishment of dieir 
iniquity; then will I remember my cove- 42 
nanl with Jacob; and also my covenant 
with Isaac, and also my covenant with 
Abraham will I remember; and I will 
remember the land. The land also shall 43 
be left of them, and shall enjoy her sab¬ 
baths, while she lieth desolate without 
them; and they shall accept of the pun¬ 
ishment of their iniquity: because, even 
because they rejected my judgements, 
and their soul abhorred my statutes. 
And yet for all that, when they be in the 44 
land of their enemies, I will not reject 
them, neither will I abhor them, to de¬ 
stroy them utterly, and to break my cove¬ 
nant with them: for I am the Lord their 
God: but I will for their sakes remember 45 
the covenant of their ancestors, whom I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt in 
the sight of the nations, that I might be 
their God: I am the Lord. 

These are the statutes and judgements 46 
and laws, which the Lord made between 
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him and the children of Israel in mount 
Sinai by the hand of Moses. 

sy *TF AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 

2 • saying. Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. When a man 
shall Accomplish a vow, 2 the persons 
shall be for the Lord by thy estimation. 

3 And thy estimation shall be of the male 
from twenty years old even unto sixty 
years old, even thy estimation shall be 
fifty shekels of silver, after the shekel of 

4 the sanctuary. And if it be a female, 
then thy estimation shall be thirty she- 

5 kels. And if it be from five years old 
even unto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female ten shekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old even unto 
live years old, then thy estimation shall 
be of the male five shekels of silver, and 
for the female thy estimation shall be 

7 three shekels of silver. And if it be from 
sixty years old and upward; if it be a 
male, then thy estimation shall be fifteen 
shekels, and for the female ten shekels. 

S But if he be poorer than thy estimation, 
then he shall be set before the priest, and 
the priest shall value him; according to 
the ability of him that vowed shall the 
priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men offer 

an oblation unto the Lord, all that any 
man giveth of such unto the Lord shall 

10 be holy. He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a good: 
and if he shall at all change beast for 
beast, then both it and that for which it 

11 is changed shall be holy. And if it be 
any unclean beast, of which they do not 
offer an oblation unto the Lord, then he 

12 shall set the beast before the priest: and 
the priest shall value it, whether it be 
good or bad: as thou the priest valuest it, 

13 so shall it be. But if he will indeed re¬ 
deem it, then he shall add the fifth part 
thereof unto thy estimation. 

14 And when a man shall sanctify his 
house to be holy unto the Lord, then 
the priest shall estimate it, whether it be 
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good or bad: as the priest shall estimate 
it, so shall it stand. And if he that sancti- 15 
fied it will redeem his house, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money 
of thy estimation unto it, and it shall 
be his. 

And if a man shall sanctify unto the 16 
Lord part of the field of his possession, 
then thy estimation shall be according to 
the sowing thereof: the sowing of a 
homer of barley shall he valued at fifty 
shekels of silver. If he sanctify his field 17 
from the year of jubile, according to thy 
estimation it shall stand. But if he 18 
sanctify his field after the jubile, then 
the priest shall reckon unto him the 
money according to the years that re¬ 
main unto the year of jubile, and an 
abatement shall be made from thy esti¬ 
mation. And if he that sanctified the 19 
field will indeed redeem it, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money of 
thy estimation unto it, and it shall be 
assured to him. And if he will not 20 
redeem the field, or if he have sold the 
field to another man, it shall not be re¬ 
deemed any more: but the field, when 21 
it goeth out in the jubile, shall be holy 
unto the Lord, as a field devoted; the 
possession thereof shall be the priest’s. 
And if he sanctify unto the Lord a field 22 
which he hath bought, which is not of 
the field of his possession; then the priest 23 
shall reckon unto him the worth of thy 
estimation unto the year of jubile: and 
he shall give thine estimation in that day, 
as a holy thing unto the Lord. In the 24 
year of jubile the field shall return unto 
him of whom it was bought, even to him 
to whom the possession of the land be- 
longeth. And all thy estimations shall be 25 
according to the shekel of the sanctuary: 
twenty gerahs shall be the shekel. 

Only the firstling among beasts, which 26 
is made a firstling to the Lord, no man 
shall sanctify it; whether it be ox or 
sheep, it is the Lord’s. And if it be of 27 
an unclean beast, then he shall ransom 
it according to thine estimation, and 
shall add unto it the fifth part thereof: 
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or if it be not redeemed, then it shall be the Lord. And if a man will redeem 31 
sold according to thy estimation. aught of his tithe, he shall add unto it 

28 Notwithstanding, no devoted thing, the fifth part thereof.

30 Of the children of Zcbulun, their 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to 

31 war; those that were numbered of them, 
of the tribe of Zebulun, were fifty and 
seven thousand and four hundred. 

32 Of the children of Joseph, namely , of 
the children of Ephraim, their genera¬ 
tions, by their families, by their fathers’ 
houses, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, all that were able to go forth to 

33 war; those that were numbered of them, 
of the tribe of Ephraim, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

34 Of the children of Manasseh, their 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to 

36 war; those that were numbered of them, 
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of the tribe of Manasseh, were thirty and 
two thousand and two hundred. 

Of the children of Benjamin, their 36 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to 
war; those that were numbered of them, 37 
of the tribe of Benjamin, were thirty and 
five thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Dan, their genera- 38 
tions, by their families, by their fathers’ 
houses, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, all that were able to go forth to 
war; those that were numbered of them, 39 
of the tribe of Dan, were threescore and 
two thousand and seven hundred. 

Of the children of Asher, their genera- 40 
tions, by their families, by their fathers* 
houses, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, all that were able to go forth to 
war; those that were numbered of them, 41 
of the tribe of Asher, were forty and one- 
thousand and five hundred. 

Of the children of Naphtali, their 42 
generations, by their families, by their 
fathers’ houses, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth to 
war; those that were numbered of them, 43 
of the tribe of Naphtali, were fifty and 
three thousand and four hundred. 

These are they that were numbered, 44 
which Moses and Aaron numbered, and 
the princes of Israel, being twelve men: 
they were each one for his fathers’ house. 

So all they that were numbered of the 45 
children of Israel by their fathers’ houses, 
from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war in 
Israel; even all they that were numbered 46 
were six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and fifty. 

But the Levites after the tribe of their 47 
fathers were not numbered among them. 
For the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, 48 
Only the tribe of Levi thou shalt not 49 
number, neither shalt thou take the sum 
of them among the children of Israel: 
but appoint thou the Levites over the 50 
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tabernacle of the testimony, and over all 
the furniture thereof, and over all that 
belongcth to it: they shall bear the taber¬ 
nacle, and all the furniture thereof; and 
they shall minister unto it, and shall 
encamp round about the tabernacle. 

51 And when the tabernacle setteth for¬ 
ward, the Levites shall take it down: and 
when the tabernacle is to be pitched, the 
Levites shall set it up: and the stranger 
that comcth nigh shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of Israel shall pitch 
their tents, every man by his own camp, 
and every man by his own standard, 

53 according to their hosts. But the Levites 
shall pitch round about the tabernacle of 
the testimony, that there be no wrath 
upon the congregation of the children of 
Israel: and the Levites shall keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the testi- 

54 mony. Thus did the children of Israel; 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses, so did they. 

2 AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying. The chil¬ 
dren of Israel shall pitch every man by 
his own standard, with the ensigns of 
their fathers* houses: over against the 
tent of meeting shall they pitch round 
3 about. And those that pitch on the east 
side toward the sunrising shall be they 
of the standard of the camp of Judah, 
according to their hosts: and the prince 
of the children of Judah shall be Nah-

host, and those that were numbered 
of them, were threescore and fourteen 
5 thousand and six hundred.

7 and the tribe of Zcbulun: and the prince 
of the children of Zebulun shall be Bliab

9 All that were numbered of the camp of 
Judah were an hundred thousand and 
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fourscore thousand and six thousand and 
four hundred, according to their hosts. 
They shall set forth first. 

On the south side shall be the standard 10 
of the camp of Reuben according to their 
hosts: and the prince of the children of 
Reuben shall be Elizur the son of Shed- 
ear. And his host, and those that were 11 
numbered thereof, were forty and six 
thousand and five hundred. And those 12 
that pitch next unto him shall be the 
tribe of Simeon: and the prince of the 
children of Simeon shall be Shelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai: and his host, and 13 
those that were numbered of them, were 
fifty and nine thousand and three hun¬ 
dred: and the tribe of Gad: and the 14 
prince of the children of Gad shall be 
Lliasaph the son of l Reuel: and his host, 15 
and those that were numbered of them, 
were forty and five thousand and six 
hundred and fifty. All that were num- 16 
bered of the camp of Reuben were an 
hundred thousand and fifty and one 
thousand and four hundred and fifty, 
according to their hosts. And they shall 
set forth second. 

Then the tent of meeting shall set for- 17 
ward, with the camp of the Levites in 
the midst of the camps: as they encamp, 
so shall they set forward, every man i 2 
his place, by their standards. 

On the west side shall be the standard 18 
of the camp of Ephraim according to 
their hosts: and the prince of the chil¬ 
dren of Ephraim shall be Elishama the 
son of Aminihud. And his host, and 19 
those that were numbered of them, were 
forty thousand and five hundred. And 20 
next unto him shall be the tribe of 
Manasseh: and the prince of the chil¬ 
dren of Alanasseh shall be Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahzur: and his host, and those 2 1 
that were numbered of them, were thirty 
and two thousand and two hundred: and 22 
the tribe of Benjamin: and the prince of 
the children of Benjamin shall be Abidan 
the son of Gidconi: and his host, and 23 
those that were numbered of them, were 
thirty and five thousand and four hun¬ 
dred. All that were numbered of the 24 
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camp of Ephraim were an hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and an 
hundred, according to their hosts. And 
they shall set forth third. 

2 5 On the north side shall be the standard 
of the camp of Dan according to their 
hosts: and the prince of the children of 
Dan shall be Ahiezer the son of Ammi- 

26 shaddai. And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were three¬ 
score and two thousand and seven hun- 

27 dred. And those that pitch next unto 
him shall be the tribe of Asher: and the 
prince of the children of Asher shall be 

28 Pagiel the son of Ochran: and his host, 
and those that were numbered of them, 
were forty and one thousand and live 

29 hundred: and the tribe of Naphtali: and 
the prince of the children of Naphtali 

30 shall be Ahira the son of Enan: and his 
host, and those that were numbered of 
them, were fifty and three thousand and 

31 four hundred. All that were numbered 
of the camp of Dan were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thousand 
and six hundred. They shall set forth 
hindmost by their standards. 

32 These are they that were numbered 
of the children of Israel by their fathers’ 
houses: all that were numbered of the 
camps according to their hosts were six 
hundred thousand and three thousand 

33 and five himdrcd and fifty. But the 
Levites were not numbered among the 
children of Israel; as the Lord com- 

34 manded Moses. Thus did the children 
of Israel; according to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set forward, 
every one by their families, according to 
their fathers’ houses. 

NOW these are the generations of 
Aaron and Moses in the day that the 
Lord spake with Moses in mount Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the sons of 
Aaron; Nadab the firstborn, and Abihu, 

3 Eleazar, and Ithamar. These are the 
names of the sons of Aaron, the priests 
which were anointed, whom he con¬ 
secrated to minister in the priest’s office. 

4 And Nadab and Abihu died before the 
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Lord, when they offered strange fire be¬ 
fore the Lord, in the wilderness of Sinai, 
and they had no children: and Eleazar 
and Ithamar ministered in the priest’s 
office in the presence of Aaron their 
father. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 5 
ing. Bring the tribe of Levi near, and set 6 
them before Aaron the priest, that they 
may minister unto him. And they shall 7 
keep his charge, and the charge of the 
whole congregation before the tent of 
meeting, to do the service of the taber¬ 
nacle. And they shall keep all the fumi- 8 
ture of the tent of meeting, and the 
charge of the children of Israel, to do 
the service of the tabernacle. And thou 9 
shalt give the Levites unto Aaron and 
to his sons: they are x wholly given unto 
him 2 on the behalf of the children of 
Israel. And thou shalt 3 appoint Aaron 10 
and his sons, and they shall keep their 
priesthood: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 11 
ing. And I, behold, I have taken the 12 
Levites from among the children of 
Israel instead of all the firstborn that 
openeth the womb among the children 
of Israel; and the Levites shall be mine: 
for all the firstborn are mine; on the day 13 
that I smote all the firstborn in the land 
of Egypt I hallowed unto me all the 
firstborn in Israel, both man and beast: 
mine they shall be; I am the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses in 14 
the wilderness of Sinai, saying. Number 15 
the children of Levi by their fathers’ 
houses, by their families: every male 
from a month old and upward shalt thou 
number them. And Moses numbered 16 
them according to the word of the Lord, 
as he was commanded. And these were 17 
the sons of Levi by their names; Ger- 
shon, and Kohath, and Merari. And 18 
these are the names of the sons of Ger- 
shon by their families; Libni and Shimei, 
And the sons of Kohath by their fami- 19 
lies; Amram, and Izhar, Hebron, and 
Uzziel. And the sons of Merari by their 20 
families; Mahli and Mushi. These are 
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the families of the Levites according to 
their fathers’ houses. 

2 1 Of Gershon was the family of the Lib- 
nites, and the family of the Shimeites: 
these are the families of the Gershonites. 

22 Those that were numbered of them, 
according to the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, even 
those that were numbered of them were 

23 seven thousand and live hundred. The 
families of the Gershonites shall pitch 

24 behind the tabernacle westward. And 
the prince of the fathers’ house of the 
Gershonites shall be Eliasaph the son of 

25 Lael. And the charge of the sons of Ger¬ 
shon in the tent of meeting shall be the 
tabernacle, and the Tent, the covering 
thereof, and the screen for the door of 

26 the tent of meeting, and the hangings of 
the court, and the screen for the door 
of the court, which is by the tabernacle, 
and by the altar round about, and the 
cords of it for all the service thereof. 

27 And of Kohath was the family of the 
Amramites, and the family of the Izhar- 
ites, and the family of the Hebronitcs, 
and the family of the Uzzielites: these 

28 are the families of the Kohathites. Ac¬ 
cording to the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, there 
were eight thousand and six hundred, 
keeping the charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of the sons of Kohath shall 
pitch on the side of the tabernacle south- 

30 ward. And the prince of the fathers’ 
house of the families of the Kohathites 
shall be Elizaphan the son of Uzziel. 

31 And their charge shall be the ark, and 
the table, and the candlestick, and the 
altars, and the vessels of the sanctuary 
wherewith they minister, and the screen, 

32 and all the service thereof. And Elca- 
zar the son of Aaron the priest shall be 
prince of the princes of the Levites, 
and have the oversight of them that keep 
the charge of the sanctuary. 

33 Of Merari was the family of the Mah- 
lites, and the family of the Mushites: 

34 these are the families of Merari. And 
those that were numbered of them, ac¬ 
cording to the number of all the males,

And those 38 
that pitch before the tabernacle east¬ 
ward, before the tent of meeting toward 
the sunrising, shall be Moses, and Aaron 
and his sons, keeping the charge of the 
sanctuary Tor the charge of the children 
of Israel; and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. All that were 39 
numbered of the Levites, which Moses 
and Aaron numbered at the command¬ 
ment of the Lord , by their families, all 
the males from a month old and upward* 
were twenty and two thousand. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Num- 40 
her all the firstborn males of the children 
of Israel from a month old and upward, 
and take the number of their names. 
And thou shalt take the Levites for me 41 
(I am the Lord) instead of all the first¬ 
born among the children of Israel; and 
the cattle of the Levites instead of all the 
firstlings among the cattle of the children 
of Israel. And Moses numbered, as the 42 
Lord commanded him, all the firstborn 
among the children of Israel. And all 43 
the firstborn males according to the 
number of names, from a month old and 
upward, of those that were numbered of 
them, were twenty and two thousand 
two hundred and threescore and thirteen. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 44 
ing, Take the Levites instead of all the 45 
firstborn among the children of Israel, 
and the cattle of the Levites instead of 
their cattle: and the Levites shall be 
mine; I am the Lord. And for The re- 46 
demption of the two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen of the firstborn of the 

3 Or, those that are to be redeemed, the (ire. 
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children of Israel, which are over and 

47 above the number of the Levites, thou 
shalt take five shekels apiece by the poll; 
after the shekel of the sanctuary shalt 
thou take them (the shekel is twenty 

48 gerahs): and thou shalt give the money 
wherewith the odd number of them is 
redeemed unto Aaron and to his sons. 

49 And Moses took the redemption-money 
from them that were over and above 
them that were redeemed by the Levites: 

50 from the firstborn of the children of 
Israel took he the money; a thousand 
three hundred and threescore and five 
shekels , after the shekel of the sanctuary: 

51 and Moses gave J the redemption-money 
unto Aaron and to his sons, according to 
the word of the Lord, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

4 AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying. Take the 
sum of the sons of Kohath from among 
the sons of Levi, by their families, by 
3 their fathers’ houses, from thirty years 
old and upward even until fifty years 
old, all that enter upon the ^service, to 
do the work in the tent of meeting. 
4 This is the 1 service of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of meeting, about the most 
5 holy things: when the camp setteth for¬ 
ward, Aaron shall go in, and his sons, 
and they shall take down the veil of the 
screen, and cover the ark of the testi- 
6 mony with it: and shall put thereon a 
covering of sealskin, and shall spread 
over it a cloth all of blue, and shall put 
7 in the staves thereof. And upon the 
table of shewbread they shall spread a 
cloth of blue, and put thereon the dishes, 
and the spoons, and the bowls, and the 
cups to pour out withal: and the con- 
8 tinual bread shall be thereon: and they 
shall spread upon them a cloth of scarlet, 
and cover the same with a covering of 
sealskin, and shall put in the staves 
9 thereof. And they shall take a cloth of 
blue, and cover the candlestick of the 
light, and its lamps, and its tongs, and 
its snuffdishes, and all the oil vessels 
thereof, wherewith they minister unto 
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it: and they shall put it and all the ves- 10 
sels thereof within a covering of sealskin, 
and shall put it upon 4 tbe frame. And 11 
upon the golden altar they shall spread 
a cloth of blue, and cover it with a cover¬ 
ing of sealskin, and shall put in the 
staves thereof: and they shall take all 12 
the vessels of ministry, wherewith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put them 
in a cloth of blue, and cover them with 
a covering of sealskin, and shall put 
them on the frame. And they shall take 13 
away the ashes from the altar, and spread 
a purple cloth thereon: and they shall 14 
put upon it all the vessels thereof, where¬ 
with they minister about it, the firepans, 
the fleshhooks, and the shovels, and the 
basons, all the vessels of the altar; and 
they shall spread upon it a covering of 
sealskin, and put in the staves thereof. 
And when Aaron and his sons have 15 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, 
and all the furniture of the sanctuary, as 
the camp is to set forward; after that, 
the sons of Kohath shall come to bear 
it: but they shall not touch the Sanc¬ 
tuary, lest they die. These things are 
the burden of the sons of Kohath in the 
tent of meeting. And the charge of 16 
Elcazar the son of Aaron the priest shall 
be the oil for the light, and the sweet 
incense, and the continual meal offering, 
and the anointing oil, the charge of all 
the tabernacle, and of all that therein is, 
the sanctuary, and the furniture thereof. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and 17 
unto Aaron, saying, Cut ye not off the 18 
tribe of the families of the Kohathites 
from among the Levites: but thus do 19 
unto them, that they may live, and not 
die, when they approach unto the most 
holy things: Aaron and his sons shall go 
in, and appoint them every one to his 
service and to his burden: but they shall 20 
not go in to see the 5 sanctuary even for 
a moment, lest they die. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 21 
ing. Take the sum of the sons of Gershon 22 
also, by their fathers’ houses, by their 
families; from thirty years old and up- 23 
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ward until fifty years old shalt thou num¬ 
ber them; all that enter in to 1 wait upon 
the service, to do the work in the tent of 

24 meeting. This is the service of the fami¬ 
lies of the Gershonites, in serving and in 

25 bearing burdens: they shall bear the cur¬ 
tains of the tabernacle, and the tent of 
meeting, its covering, and the covering 
of sealskin that is above upon it, and the 
screen for the door of the tent of mect- 

26 ingj and the hangings of the court, and 
the screen for the door of the gate of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle and by 
the altar round about, and their cords, 
and all the instruments of their service, 
and whatsoever shall be done with them, 

27 therein shall they serve. At the com¬ 
mandment of Aaron and his sons shall 
be all the service of the sons of the 
Gershonites, in all their burden, and in 
all their service: and ye shall appoint 
unto them in charge all their burden. 

28 This is the service of the families of the 
sons of the Gershonites in the tent of 
meeting: and their charge shall be under 
the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron 
the priest. 

29 As for the sons of Merari, thou shalt 
number them by their families, by their 

30 fathers’ houses; from thirty years old 
and upward even unto fifty years old 
shalt thou number them, every one that 
entereth upon the sendee, to do the 

31 work of the tent of meeting. And this 
is the charge of their burden, according 
to all their service in the tent of meeting; 
the boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, and 

32 the sockets thereof; and the pillars of 
the court round about, and their sockets, 
and their pins, and their cords, with all 
their instruments, and with all their ser¬ 
vice: and by name ye shall appoint the 
instruments of the charge of their bur- 

3 3 den. This is the service of the families 
of the sons of Merari, according to all 
their service, in the tent of meeting, 
under the hand of Ithamar the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

34 And Moses and Aaron and the princes 
of the congregation numbered the sons 

X Heb. war the warfa 
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of the Kohathites by their families, and 
by their fathers’ houses, from thirty 35 
years old and upward even unto fifty 
years old, every one that entered upon 
the service, for work in the tent of meet¬ 
ing: and those that were numbered of 36 
them by their families were two thou¬ 
sand seven hundred and fifty. These 37 
are they that were numbered of the fami¬ 
lies of the Kohathites, all that did serve 
in the tent of meeting, whom Moses and 
Aaron numbered according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

And those that were numbered of the 38 
sons of Gershon, by their families, and 
by their fathers’ houses, from thirty 39 
years old and upward even unto fifty 
years old, every one that entered upon 
the service, for work in the tent of meet¬ 
ing, even those that were numbered of 40 
them, by their families, by their fathers’ 
houses, were two thousand and six hun¬ 
dred and thirty. These are they that 41 
were numbered of the families of the 
sons of Gershon, all that did serve in the 
tent of meeting, whom Moses and Aaron 
numbered according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord. 

And those that were numbered of the 42 
families of the sons of Merari, by their 
families, by their fathers’ houses, from 43 
thirty years old and upward even unto 
fifty years old, every one that entered 
upon the service, for work in the tent of 
meeting, even those that were numbered 44 
of them by their families, were three 
thousand and two hundred. These are 45 
they that were numbered of the families 
of the sons of Merari, whom Moses and 
Aaron numbered according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

All those that were numbered of the 46 
Levites, whom Moses and Aaron and 
the princes of Israel numbered, by their 
families, and by their fathers’ houses, 
from thirty years old and upward even 47 
unto fifty years old, every one that 
entered in to do the work of service, and 
the work of bearing burdens in the tent 

2 Of, number 
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48 of meeting, even those that were num¬ 
bered of them, were eight thousand and 

49 five hundred and fourscore. According 
to the commandment of the Lord they 
were numbered by the hand of Moses, 
every one according to his service, and 
’according to his burden: thus were they 
numbered of him, as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Command the children of 
Israel, that they put out of the camp 
every leper, and every one that hath an 
issue, and whosoever is unclean by the 

3 dead: both male and female shall ye put 
out, without the camp shall ye put them; 
that they defile not their camp, in the 

4 midst whereof I dwell. And the children 
of Israel did so, and put them out with¬ 
out th*i camp: as the Lord spake unto 
Moses, so did the children of Israel. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

6 ing. Speak unto the children of Israel, 
When a man or woman shall commit 
any sin that men commit, to do a tres¬ 
pass against the Lord, and that soul be 

7 guilty; then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done: and he shall make 
restitution for his guilt in full, and add 
unto it the fifth part thereof, and give 
it unto him in respect of whom he hath 

8 been guilty. But if the man have no 
kinsman to whom restitution may be 
made for the guilt, the restitution for 
guilt which is made unto the Lord shall 
be the piiest’s; besides the ram of the 
atonement, whereby atonement shall be 

9 made for him. And every heave offer¬ 
ing of all the holy tilings of the children 
of Israel, which they present unto the 

10 priest, shall be his. And every man’s 
hallowed things shall be his: whatso¬ 
ever any man giveth the priest, it shall 
be his. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

12 ing. Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. If any man’s wife 
go aside, and commit a trespass against 

13 him, and a man lie with her carnally, and 
it be hid from the eyes of her husband, 


and be kept close, and she be defiled, 
and there be no witness against her, 
neither she be taken in the act; and the 14 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, and 
he be jealous of his wife, and she be 
defiled: or if the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his wife, 
and she be not defiled: then shall the 15 
man bring his wife unto the priest, and 
shall bring her oblation for her, the 
tenth part of an ephah of barley meal; 
he shall pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it 5c a meal 
offering of jealousy, a meal offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to remem¬ 
brance. And the priest shall bring her 16 
near, and set her before the Lord: and 17 
the priest shall take holy water in an 
earthen vessel; and of the dust that is on 
tlie floor of the tabernacle the priest shall 
take, and put it into the water: and the 18 
priest shall set the woman before the 
Lord, and let the hair of the woman’s 
head go loose, and put the meal offering 
of memorial in her hands, which is the 
meal offering of jealousy: and the priest 
shall have in his hand the water of bitter¬ 
ness that causeth the curse: and the 19 
priest shall cause her to swear, and shall 
say unto the woman. If no man have 
lien with thee, and if thou hast not gone 
aside to unclcanness, 2 being under thy 
husband, be thou free from this water 
of bitterness that causeth the curse: but 20 
if thou hast gone aside, 2 being under thy 
husband, and if thou be defiled, and 
some man have lien with thee besides 
thine husband: then the priest shall 21 
cause the woman to swear with the oath 
of 3 cursing, and the priest shall say unto 
the woman, The Lord make thee a 
3 curse and an oath among thy people, 
when the Lord doth make thy thigh to 
fall away, and thy belly to swell; and 22 
this water that causeth the curse shall go 
into thy bowels, and make thy belly to 
swell, and thy thigh to fall away: and the 
woman shall say, Amen, Amen. And 23 
the priest shall write these curses in a 
book, and he shall blot them out into the

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24 water of bitterness: and he shall make 
the woman drink the water of bitterness 
that causeth the curse: and the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter into 

25 her and become bitter. And the priest 
shall take the meal offering of jealousy 
out of the woman’s hand, and shall wave 
the meal offering before the Lord, and 

26 bring it unto the altar: and the priest 
shall take an handful of the meal offer¬ 
ing, as the memorial thereof, and burn 
it upon the altar, and afterward shall 

27 make th_ woman drink the water. And 
when he hath made her drink the water, 
then it shall come to pass, if she be de¬ 
filed, and have committed a trespass 
against her husband, that the water that 
causeth the curse shall enter into her and 
become bitter, and her belly shall swell, 
and her thigh shall fall away: and the 
woman shall be a curse among her peo- 

2S pie. And if the woman be not defiled, 
but be clean; then she shall be free, and 

29 shall conceive seed. This is the law of 
jealousy, when a wife, 'being under her 

30 husband, goeth aside, and is defiled; or 
when the spirit of jealousy cometh upon 
a man, and he be jealous over his wife; 
then shall he set the woman before the 
Lord, and the priest shall execute upon 

31 her all this law. And the man shall be 
free from iniquity, and that woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 

6 AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them. When cither 
man or woman shall make a special vow, 
the vow of 2 a Nazirite, to Separate him- 
3 self unto the Lord: he shall separate 
himself from wine and strong drink; he 
shall drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he drink 
any liquor of grapes, nor eat fresh grapes 
4 or dried. All the days of his 4 separation 
shall he eat nothing that is made of the 
grape-vine, from the kernels even to the 
5 husk. All the days of his vow of separa¬ 
tion there shall no razor come upon his 
head: until the days be fulfilled, in the 
which he separateth himself unto the 
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Lord, he shall be holy, he shall let the 
locks of the hair of his head grow long. 

All the days that he separateth himself 6 
unto the Lord he shall not come near to 
a dead body. He shall not make himself 7 
unclean for his father, or for his mother, 
for his brother, or for his sister, when 
they die: because his separation unto 
God is upon his head. All the days of 8 
his separation he is holy unto the Lord. 
And if any man die very suddenly beside 9 
him, and he defile the head of his separa¬ 
tion; then he shall shave his head in the 
day of his cleansing, on the seventh day 
shall he shave it. And on the eighth day 1 o 
he shall bring two turtledoves, or tw’o 
young pigeons, to the priest, to the door 
of the tent of meeting: and the priest 11 
shall offer one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, and make 
atonement for him, for that he sinned 
by reason of the dead, and shall hallow 
his head that same day. And he shall 12 
separate unto the Lord the days of his 
separation, and shall bring a he-lamb of 
the first year for a guilt offering: but the 
former days shall be void, because his 
separation was defiled. 

And this is the law of the Nazirite, 13 
when the days of his separation are ful¬ 
filled : he shall be brought unto the door 
of the tent of meeting: and he shall offer 14 
his oblation unto the Lord, one he-lamb 
of the first year without blemish for a 
burnt offering, and one ewe-lamb of the 
first year without blemish for a sin offer¬ 
ing, and one ram without blemish for 
peace offerings, and a basket of unlea- 15 
vened bread, cakes of fine flour mingled 
with oil, and unleavened wafers anointed 
with oil, and their meal offering, and their 
drink offerings. And the priest shall pre- 16 
sent them before the Lord, and shall 
offer his sin offering, and his burnt offer¬ 
ing: and he shall offer the ram for a 17 
sacrifice of peace offerings unto the 
Lord, with the basket of unleavened 
bread: the priest shall offer also the meal 
offering thereof, and the drink offering 
thereof. And the Nazirite shall shave 18 
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the head of his separation at the door of 
the tent of meeting, and shall take the 
hair of the head of his separation, and 
put it on the fire which is under the 

19 sacrifice of peace offerings. And the 
priest shall take the sodden shoulder of 
the ram, and one unleavened cake out 
of the basket, and one unleavened wafer, 
and shall put them upon the hands of 
the Nazi rite, after he hath shaven the 

20 head of his separation: and the priest 
shall wave them for a wave offering be¬ 
fore the Lord ; this is holy for the priest, 
together with the wave breast and heave 
Thigh: and after that the Nazirite may 

21 drink wine. This is the law of the 
Nazirite who voweth, and of his oblation 
unto the Lord for his separation, beside 
that which he is able to get: according 
to Iris vow which he voweth, so he must 
do after the law of his separation. 

22 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

23 ing, Speak unto Aaron and unto liis sons, 
saying. On this wise ye shall bless the 
children of Israel; ye shall say unto them, 

24 The Lord bless thee, and keep thee: 

25 The Lord make his face to shine upon 
thee, and be gracious unto thee: 

26 The Lord lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. 

27 So shall they put my name upon the 
children of Israel; and I will bless them. 

AND it came to pass on the day that 
Moses had made an end of setting up 
the tabernacle, and had anointed it and 
sanctified it, and all the furniture thereof, 
and the altar and all the vessels thereof, 
and had anointed them and sanctified 

2 them; that the princes of Israel, the 
heads of their fathers’ houses, offered; 
these were the princes of the tribes, these 
are they that were over them that were 

3 numbered: and they brought their obla¬ 
tion before the Lord, six covered wagons, 
and twelve oxen; a wagon for every two 
of the princes, and for each one an ox: 
and they presented them before the 

4 tabernacle. And the Lord spake unto 

5 Moses, saying. Take it of them, that 
they may be to do the service of the tent 
of meeting; and thou shalt give them 

I Or, shoulder 2 


unto the Levites, to every man accord¬ 
ing to his service. And Moses took the 6 
wagons and the oxen, and gave them 
unto the Levites. Two wagons and four 7 
oxen he gave unto the sons of Gershon, 
according to their sendee: and four 8 
wagons and eight oxen he gave unto 
the sons of Alcrari, according unto their 
service, under the hand of Ithamar the 
son of Aaron the priest.

2 Moreover let the children of Israel keep 

3 the passover in its appointed season. In 
the fourteenth day of this month, 'at 
even, ye shall keep it in its appointed 
season: according to all the statutes of 
it, and according to ail the ordinances 

4 thereof, shall ye keep it. And Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, that 

5 tncy should keep the passover. And 
they kept the passover in the first months 
on the fourteenth day of the month, 'at 
even, in the wilderness of Sinai: accord¬ 
ing to all that the Lord commanded 
Amoses, so did the children of Israel. 

6 And there were certain men, who were 
unclean by the dead body of a man, so 
that they could not keep the passover 
on that day: and they came before Moses 

7 and before Aaron on that day: and those 
men said unto him. We are unclean by 
the dead body of a man: wherefore are 
we kept back, that we may not offer the 
oblation of the Lord in its appointed 
season among the children of Israel? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stay ye; 
that I may hear what the Lord will com¬ 
mand concerning you. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

10 ing. Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying. If any man of you or of your 
generations shall be unclean by reason 
of a dead body, or be in a journey afar 
off, yet he shall keep the passover unto 

11 the Lord: in the second month on the 
fourteenth day 'at even they shall keep 
it; they shall eat it with unleavened 

12 bread and bitter herbs: they shall leave 
none of it unto the morning, nor break a 
bone thereof: according to all the statute 

13 of the passover they shall keep it. But 
the man that is clean, and is not in a 
journey, and forbeareth to keep the pass- 
over, that soul shall be cut off from his 
people: because he offered not the obla¬ 
tion of the Lord in its appointed season, 

14 that man shall bear his sin. And if a 
stranger shall sojourn among you, and 
will keep the passover unto the Lord; 
according to the statute of the passover, 
and according to the ordinance thereof, 
so shall he do: ye shall have one statute, 
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both for the stranger, and for him that 
is born in the land. 

And on the day that the tabernacle 15 
was reared up the cloud covered the 
tabernacle, even the tent of the testi¬ 
mony: and at even it was upon the 
tabernacle as it were the appearance of 
fire, until morning. So it was alway: the 16 
cloud covered it, and the appearance of 
fire by night. And whenever the cloud 17 
was taken up from over the Tent, then 
after that the children of Israel jour¬ 
neyed: and in the place where the cloud 
abode, there the children of Israel en¬ 
camped. At the commandment of the 18 
Lord the children of Israel journeyed, 
and at the commandment of the Lord 
they encamped: as long as the cloud 
abode upon the tabernacle they remained 
encamped. And when the cloud tarried 19 
upon the tabernacle many days, then the 
children of Israel kept the charge of the 
Lord, and journeyed not. And some- 20 
times the cloud was a few days upon the 
tabernacle; then according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord they remained 
encamped, and according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord they journeyed. 
And sometimes the cloud was from 21 
evening until morning; and when the 
cloud was taken up in the morning, they 
journeyed: or if it continued by day and 
by night, when the cloud was taken up, 
they journeyed. Whether it were two 22 
days, or a month, or a year, that the 
cloud tarried upon the tabernacle, abid¬ 
ing thereon, the children of Israel re¬ 
mained encamped, and journeyed not: 
but w T hen it was taken up, they jour¬ 
neyed. At the commandment of the 23 
Lord they encamped, and at the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord they journeyed: 
they kept the charge of the Lord, at the 
commandment of the Lord by the hand 
of Moses. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. Make thee two trumpets 2 
of silver; of 2 beaten work shalt thou 
make them: and thou shalt use them for 
the calling of the congregation, and for 
the journeying of the camps. And when 3

And the sons 
of Aaron, the priests, shall blow with the 
trumpets; and they shall be to you for 
a statute for ever throughout your ge- 

9 nerations. And when ye go to war in 
your land against the adversary that op¬ 
pressed you, then ye shall sound an 
alarm with the trumpets; and yc shall be 
remembered before the Lord your God, 
and ye shall be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, and in 
your set feasts, and in the beginnings of 
your months, yc shall blow with the 
trumpets over your burnt offerings, and 
over the sacrifices of your peace offer¬ 
ings; and they shall be to you for a 
memorial before your God: I am the 
Lord your God. 

1 r And it came to pass in the second year, 
in the second month, on the twentieth 
day of the month, that the cloud was 
taken up from over the tabernacle of the 

12 testimony. And the children of Israel 
set forward according to their journeys 
out of the wilderness of Sinai; and the 
cloud abode in the wilderness of Paran.

Thus were the journeyings of 28 
the children of Israel according to their 
hosts; and they set forward.

come thou with us, and we will do thee 
good: for the Lord hath spoken good 
concerning Israel.

NOW Korah, the son of Izhar, 
the son ofKohath, the son of Levi, 
with Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, and On, the son of Peleth, sons of 

2 Reuben, took men : and they rose up be¬ 
fore Moses, with certain of the children 
of Israel, two hundred and fifty princes 
of the congregation, called to the as- 

3 sembly, men of renown: and they as¬ 
sembled themselves together against 
Moses and against Aaron, and said unto 
them, *Ye take too much upon you, see¬ 
ing all the congregation are holy, every 
one of them, and the Lord is among 
them: wherefore then lift ye up your¬ 
selves above the assembly of the Lord? 

4 And when Moses heard it, he fell upon 

5 his face: and he spake unto Korah and 
unto all his company, saying, In the 
morning the Lord will shew who arc 
his, and who is holy, and ~will cause him 
to come near unto him: even him whom 
he shall choose will he cause to come 

6 near unto him. This do; take you 
censers, Korah, and all his company;

And all Israel that were 
round about them fled at the cry of 
them: for they said. Lest the earth swal- 

35 low us up. And fire came forth from the 
Lord, and devoured the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered the incense. 

36 And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 

37 ing. Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest, that he take up the censers out 
of the burning, and scatter thou the fire 

38 yonder; for they are holy; even the 
censers of 3 these sinners against their 
own 4 lives, and let them be made beaten 
plates for a covering of the altar: for 
they offered them before the Lord, 
therefore they are holy: and they shall 
be a sign unto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the brasen 
censers, which they that were burnt had 
offered; and they beat them out for a

But on the morrow all the congrega- 41 
tion of the children of Israel murmured 
against Moses and against Aaron, saying. 

Ye have killed the people of the Lord. 
And it came to pass, when the congrega- 42 
tion was assembled against Moses and a- 
gainst Aaron, that they looked toward the 
tent of meeting: and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the Lord 
appeared. And Moses and Aaron came 43 
to the front of the tent of meeting. And 44 
the Lord spake unto Moses, saying. Get 45 
you up from among this congregation, 
that I may consume them in a moment. 
And they fell upon their faces. And 46 
Moses said unto Aaron, Take thy censer, 
and put fire therein from off the altar, 
and lay incense thereon, and carry it 
quickly unto the congregation, and make 
atonement for them: for there is wrath 
gone out from the Lord; the plague is 
begun. And Aaron took as Moses spake, 47 
and ran into the midst of the assembly; 
and, behold, the plague was begun 
among the people: and he put on the 
incense, and made atonement for the 
people. And he stood between the dead 48 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. Now they that died by the 49 
plague were fourteen thousand and 
seven hundred, besides them that died 
about the matter of Korah. And Aaron 50 
returned unto Moses unto the door of 
the tent of meeting: and the plague was 
stayed. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Speak unto the children of 2 
Israel, and take of them rods, one for 
each fathers* house, of all their princes 
according to their fathers* houses, twelve 
rods: write thou every man*s name upon 
his rod. And thou shalt write Aaron’s 3

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name upon the rod of Levi: for there 
shall be one rod for each head of their

Moses laid up the rods before the Lord

came to pass on the morrow, that Moses 
went into the tent of the testimony; and, 
behold, the rod of Aaron for the house 
of Levi was budded, and put forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms, and bare ripe al- 

9 monds. And Moses brought out all the 
rods from before the Lord unto all the 
children of Israel: and they looked, and 

10 took every man his rod. And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Put back the rod of 
Aaron before the testimony, to be kept 
for a token against the children of rebel¬ 
lion; that thou mayest make an end of 
their murmurings against me, that they 

11 die not. Thus did Moses: as the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake unto 
Moses, saying. Behold, we perish, we 

13 are undone, we are all undone. Every 
one that comcth near, that cometh near 
unto the tabernacle of the Lord, x dieth: 
shall we perish all of us? 

AND the Lord said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy fathers’ 
house with thee shall bear the iniquity 
of the sanctuary: and thou and thy sons 
with thee shall bear the iniquity of your 

2 priesthood. And thy brethren also, the 
tribe of Levi, the tribe of thy father, 
bring thou near with thee, that they may 
be joined unto thee, and minister unto 
thee: but thou and thy sons with thee 
shall be before the tent of the testimony. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and the 
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charge of all the Tent: only they shall 
not come nigh unto the vessels of the 
sanctuary and unto the altar, that they 
die not, neither they, nor ye. And they 4 
shall be joined unto thee, and keep the 
charge of the tent of meeting, for all the 
service of the Tent: and a stranger shall 
not come nigh unto you. And ye shall 5 
keep the charge of the sanctuary, and the 
charge of the altar: that there be wrath 
no more upon the children of Israel. 
And I, behold, I have taken your breth- 6 
ren the Levites from among the children 
of Israel: to you they are a gift, given 
unto the Lord, to do the sendee of the 
tent of meeting. And thou and thy sons 7 
with thee shall keep your priesthood for 
every thing of the altar, and for that 
wdthin the veil; and ye shall serve: I 
give you the priesthood as a sendee of 
gift: and the stranger that cometh nigh 
shall be put to death. 

And the Lord spake unto Aaron, And 8 
I, behold, I have given thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings, even all the hal¬ 
lowed things of the children of Israel, 
unto thee have I given them 2 by reason 
of the anointing, and to thy sons, as a 
due for ever. This shall be thine of the 9 
most holy tilings, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of theirs, even every meal 
offering of theirs, and every sin offering 
of theirs, and every guilt offering of 
theirs, which they shall render unto me, 
shall be most holy for thee and for thy 
sons. As the most holy tilings shalt thou 10 
cat thereof: every male shall eat thereof; 
it shall be holy unto thee. And this is 11 
thine; the heave offering of their gift, 
even all the w r ave offerings of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel: I have given them unto 
thee, and to thy sons and to thy daugh¬ 
ters with thee, as a due for ever: every 
one that is clean in thy house shall eat 
thereof. All the 3 best of the oil, and all 12 
the 3 best of the vintage, and of the com, 
the firstfruits of them which they give 
unto the Lord, to thee have I given 
them. The firstripe fruits of all that is in 13 
their land, which they bring unto the 
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Lord, shall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thy house shall eat thereof.

But the firstling of an 
ox, or the firstling of a sheep, or the first¬ 
ling of a goat, thou shalt not redeem; 
they are holy: thou shalt sprinkle their 
blood upon the altar, and shalt burn 
their fat for an offering made by fire, for 

18 a sweet savour unto the Lord. And the 
flesh of them shall be thine, as the wave 
breast and as the right thigh, it shall be 

19 thine. All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of Israel 
offer unto the Lord, have I given thee, 
and thy sons and thy daughters with 
thee, as a due for ever: it is a covenant of 
salt for ever before the Lord unto thee 

20 and to thy seed with thee. And the 
Lord said unto Aaron, Thou shalt have 
no inheritance in their land, neither 
shalt thou have any portion among them: 
I am thy portion and thine inheritance 
among the children of Israel. 

21 And unto the children of Levi, be¬ 
hold, I have given all the tithe in Israel 
for an inheritance, in return for their 
service which they serve, even the ser- 

22 vice of the tent of meeting. And hence¬ 
forth the children of Israel shall not 
come nigh the tent of meeting, lest they 

23 bear sin, and die. But the Lcvites shail 
do the service of the tent of meeting, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: it shall 
be a statute for ever throughout your 
generations, and among the children of 
Israel they shall have no inheritance. 

24 For the tithe of the children of Israel, 
which they offer as an heave offering un- 
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to the Lord, I have given to the Levites 
for an inheritance: therefore I have said 
unto them. Among the children of Israel 
they shall have no inheritance.

When ye 
take of the children of Israel the tithe 
which I have given you from them for 
your inheritance, then ye shall offer up 
an heave offering of it for the Lord, a 
tithe of the tithe. And your heave offer- 27 
ing shall be reckoned unto you, as though 
it were the corn of the threshing-floor, 
and as the fulness of the winepress. Thus 28 
ye also shall offer an heave offering unto 
the Lord of all your tithes, which ye 
receive of the children of Israel; and 
thereof ye shall give the Lord's heave 
offering to Aaron the priest. Out of all 29 
your gifts ye shall offer every heave offer¬ 
ing of the Lord, of all the 2 bcst thereof, 
even the hallowed part thereof out of it. 
Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 30 
When ye heave the “best thereof from it, 
then it shall be counted unto the Levites 
as the increase of the threshing-floor, 
and as the increase of the winepress. 
Amd ye shall eat it in every place, ye and 31 
your households: for it is your reward in 
return for your service in the tent of 
meeting. And ye shall bear no sin by 32 
reason of it, when ye have heaved from 
it the 2 best thereof: and ye shall not pro¬ 
fane the holy things of the children of 
Israel, 3 that ye die not.

And Balaam said 10 
unto God, Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab, hath sent unto me, saying , Be- 11 
hold, the people that is come out of 
Egypt, it covereth the face of the earth: 
now, come curse me them; peradventure

to Balaam, Thou shalt not go with them; 
thou shalt not curse the people: for they 
are blessed. And Balaam rose up in the 13 
morning, and said unto the princes of 
Balak, Get you into your land: for the 
Lord refuseth to give me leave to go 
with you. And the princes of Moab rose 14 
up, and they went unto Balak, and said, 
Balaam refuseth to come with us. And 15 
Balak sent yet again princes, more, and 
more honourable than they. And they 16 
came to Balaam, and said to him, Thus 
saith Balak the son of Zippor, Let noth¬ 
ing, I pray thee, hinder thee from coming 
unto me: for I will promote thee unto 17 
very great honour, and whatsoever thou 
sayest unto me I will do: come there¬ 
fore, I pray thee, curse me this people. 
And Balaam answered and said unto the 18 
servants of Balak, If Balak would give 
me his house full of silver and gold, I 
cannot go beyond the word of the Lord 
my God, to do less or more. Now there- 19 
fore, I pray you, tarry ye also here this 
night, that I may know what the Lord 
will speak unto me more. And God 20 
came unto Balaam at night, and said 
unto him.

And he looked on Amalek, and took 20

25 And Balaam rose up, and went and 
returned to his place: and Balak also 
went his way. 

AND Israel abode in Shittim, 
and the people began to commit 
whoredom with the daughters of Moab: 

2 for they called the people unto the sacri¬ 
fices of their gods; and the people did 

3 eat, and bowed down to their gods. And 
Israel joined himself unto 4 Baal-peor:

11 of the seven lambs: one he-goat for a 
sin offering; beside the sin offering of 
atonement, and the continual burnt 
offering, and the meal offering thereof, 
and their drink offerings. 

12 And on the fifteenth day of the seventh 
month ye shall have an holy convoca¬ 
tion ; ye shall do no servile work, and ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord seven 

13 days: and ye shall offer a burnt offering, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord ; thirteen young bul¬ 
locks, two rams, fourteen hc-Iambs of 
the first year; they shall be without 

14 blemish: and their meal offering, fine 
flour mingled with oil, three tenth parts 
for every bullock of the thirteen bul¬ 
locks, two tenth parts for each ram of 

15 the two rams, and a several tenth part 
for every lamb of the fourteen lambs: 

16 and one he-goat for a sin offering; beside 
the continual burnt offering, the meal 
offering thereof, and the drink offering 
thereof. 

17 And on the second day ye shall offer 
twelve young bullocks, two rams, four¬ 
teen he-lambs of the first year without 

18 blemish: and their meal offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, accord¬ 
ing to their number, after the ordinance: 

19 and one he-goat for a sin offering; beside 
the continual burnt offering, and the meal 
offering thereof, and their drink offerings. 
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And on the third day eleven bullocks, 20 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the first 
year without blemish; and their meal 21 
offering and their drink offerings for the 
bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, 
according to their number, after the 
ordinance: and one he-goat for a sin 22 
offering; beside the continual burnt of¬ 
fering, and the meal offering thereof, 
and the drink offering thereof. 

And on the fourth day ten bullocks, 23 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the first 
year without blemish: their meal offer- 24 
ing and their drink offerings for the bul¬ 
locks, for the rams, and for the lambs, 
according to their number, after the 
ordinance: and one he-goat for a sin 25 
offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, the meal offering thereof, and 
the drink offering thereof. 

And on the fifth day nine bullocks, 26 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the first 
year without blemish: and their meal 27 
offering and their drink offerings for the 
bullocks, for the rams, and for the 
lambs, according to their number, after 
the ordinance: and one he-goat for a sin 28 
offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, and the meal offering thereof, 
and the drink offering thereof. 

And on the sixth day eight bullocks, 29 
two rams, fourteen he-lambs of the first 
year without blemish: and their meal 30 
offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the 
lambs, according to their number, after 
the ordinance: and one he-goat for a 31 
sin offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, the meal offering thereof, and 
the drink offerings thereof. 

And on the seventh day seven bul- 32 
locks, two rams, fourteen he-lambs of 
the first year without blemish: and their 33 
meal offering and their drink offerings 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for 
the lambs, according to their number, 
after the ordinance: and one he-goat for 34 
a sin offering; beside the continual burnt 
offering, the meal offering thereof, and 
the drink offering thereof. 

On the eighth day ye shall have a 35 
solemn assembly: ye shall do no servile 
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36 work: but yc shall offer a burnt offerings 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord: one bullocks one 
ram, seven he-lambs of the first year 

37 without blemish: their meal offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullock, for 
the ram, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the or- 

38 dinance: and one he-goat for a sin offer¬ 
ing ; beside the continual burnt offering, 
and the meal offering thereof, and the 
drink offering thereof. 

39 These ye shall offer unto the Lord in 
your set feasts, beside your vows, and 
your freewill offerings, for your burnt 
offerings, and for your meal offerings, 
and for your drink offerings, and for 

40 your peace offerings. And Moses told 
the children of Israel according to all 
that the Lord commanded Aloses. 

AND Moses spake unto the heads 
of the tribes of the children of 
Israel, saying, This is the thing which 

2 the Lord hath commanded. When a 
man vowctli a vow unto the Lord, or 
sweareth an oath to bind his soul with 
a bond, he shall not 1 break his word; he 
shall do according to all that procecdeth 

3 out of his mouth. Also when a woman 
voweth a vow unto the Lord, and bind- 
eth herself by a bond, being in her 

4 father’s house, in her youth; and her 
father heareth her vow, and her bond 
wherewith she hath bound her soul, and 
her father holdcth his peace at her: then 
all her vows shall stand, and every bond 
wherewith she hath bound her soul 

5 shall stand. But if her father disallow 
her in the day that he heareth; none of 
her vows, or of her bonds wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, shall stand: and 
the Lord shall forgive her, because her 

6 father disallowed her. And if she be 
married to a husband, while her vows 
are upon her, or the rash utterance of 
her lips, wherewith she hath bound her 

7 soul; and her husband hear it, and hold 
his peace at her in the day that he heareth 
it: then her vows shall stand, and her 
bonds wherewith she hath bound her 

8 soul shall stand. But if her husband dis- 
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allow her in the day that he heareth it; 
then he shall make void her vow which 
is upon her, and the rash utterance of 
her lips, wherewith she hath bound her 
soul: and the Lord shall forgive her. 
But the vow of a widow, or of her that 9 
is divorced, even every thing wherewith 
she hath bound her soul, shall stand 
against her. And if she vowed in her 10 
husband’s house, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath, and her husband II 
heard it, and held his peace at her, and 
disallowed her not; then all her vows 
shall stand, and every bond wherewith 
she bound her soul shall stand. But if 12 
her husband made them null and void 
in the day that he heard them; then 
whatsoever proceeded out of her lips 
concerning her vows, or concerning the 
bond of her soul, shall not stand: her 
husband hath made them void; and the 
Lord shall forgive her. Every vow, and 13 
every binding oath to afflict the soul, her 
husband may establish it, or her hus¬ 
band may make it void. But if her hus- 14 
band altogether hold his peace at her 
from day to day; then he establisheth 
all her vows, or all her bonds, which are 
upon her: he hath established them, 
because he held his peace at her in the 
day that he heard them. But if he shall 15 
make them null and void after that lie 
hath heard them; then he shall bear her 
iniquity. These are the statutes, which 16 
the Lord commanded Moses, between 
a man and his wife, between a father 
and his daughter, being in her youth, in 
her father’s house. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Avenge the children of Is- 2 
rael of the Midianites: afterward shalt 
thou be gathered unto thy people. And 3 
Moses spake unto the people, saying. 
Arm ye men from among you for the 
war, that they may go against Midian, 
to execute the Lord’s vengeance on 
Midian. Of every tribe a thousand, 4 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, shall 
ye send to the war. So there were dc- 5 
livered, out of the thousands of Israel, 
a thousand of every tribe, twelve thou- 
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6 sand armed for war. And Moses sent 
them, a thousand of every tribe, to the 
war, them and Phinehas the son of 
Eieazar the priest, to the war, with the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the trum- 

7 pets for the alarm in his hand. And they 
warred against Midian, as the Lord 
commanded Moses; and they slew every 

8 male. And they slew the kings of Midian 
with the rest of their slain; Evi, and 
Rekem, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, 
the five kings of Midian: Balaam also 
the son of Beor they slew with the sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took captive 
the women of Midian and their little 
ones; and all their cattle, and all their 
flocks, and all their goods, they took for 

10 a prey. And all their cities in the places 
wherein they dwelt, and all their en- 

11 campments, they burnt with fire. And 
they took all the spoil, and all the prey, 

12 both of man and of beast. And they 
brought the captives, and the prey, and 
the spoil, unto Moses, and unto Eiea¬ 
zar the priest, and unto the congregation 
of the children of Israel, unto the camp 
at the plains of Moab, which are by the 
Jordan at Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eieazar the priest, 
and all the princes of the congregation, 
went forth to meet them without the 

14 camp. And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the host, the captains of thou¬ 
sands and the captains of hundreds, 
which came from the service of the war. 

15 And Moses said unto them. Have ye 

16 saved all the women alive? Behold, 
these caused the children of Israel, 
through the counsel of Balaam, to com¬ 
mit trespass against the Lord in the mat¬ 
ter of Peor, and so the plague was among 

17 the congregation of the Lord. Now 
therefore kill every made among the 
little ones, and kill every woman that 
hath known man by lying with him. 

18 But all the women children, that have 
not known man by lying with him, keep 

19 alive for yourselves. And encamp ye 
without the camp seven days: whosoever 
hath killed any person, and whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify your- 


3i> 35 

selves on the third day and on the 
seventh day, ye and your captives. And 20 
as to every garment, and all that is made 
of skin, and all work of goats’ hair , and 
all things made of wood, ye shall purify 
yourselves. And Eieazar the priest said 21 
unto the men of war which went to the 
battle. This is the statute of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded Mo¬ 
ses : howbeit the gold, and the silver, the 22 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 
every tiling that may abide the fire, ye 23 
shall make to go through the fire, and it 
shall be clean; nevertheless it shall be 
purified with the water of Reparation: 
and all that abideth not the fire ye shall 
make to go through the water. And ye 24 
shall wash your clothes on the seventh 
day, and ye shall be clean, and afterward 
ye shall come into the camp. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 25 
ing. Take the sum of the prey that was 26 
taken, both of man and of beast, thou, 
and Eieazar the priest, and the heads of 
the fathers’ houses of the congregation: 
and divide the prey into two parts; be- 27 
tween the men skilled in war, that went 
out to battle, and all the congregation; 
and levy a tribute unto the Lord of the 28 
men of war that went out to battle: one 
soul of five hundred, both of the persons, 
and of the beeves, and of the asses, and 
of the flocks: take it of their half, and 29 
give it unto Eieazar the priest, for the 
Lord’s heave offering. And of the chil- 30 
dren of Israel’s half, thou shalt take one 
drawn out of every fifty, of the persons, 
of the beeves, of the asses, and of the 
flocks, even of ail the cattle, and give 
them unto the Levites, which keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the Lord. 
And Moses and Eieazar the priest did 31 
as the Lord commanded Moses. Now 32 
the prey, over and above the booty 
which the men of war took, was six 
hundred thousand and seventy thousand 
and five thousand sheep, and threescore 33 
and twelve thousand beeves, and three- 34 
score and one thousand asses, and thirty 35 
and two thousand persons in all, of the 
women that had not known man by 
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36 lying with him. And the half, which was 
the portion of them that went out to war, 
was in number three hundred thousand 
and thirty thousand and seven thousand 

37 and five hundred sheep: and the Lord’s 
tribute of the sheep was six hundred and 

38 threescore and fifteen. And the beeves 
were thirty and six thousand; of which 
the Lord’s tribute was threescore and 

39 twelve. And the asses were thirty thou¬ 
sand and five hundred; of which the 
Lord’s tribute was threescore and one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen thousand; 
of whom the Lord’s tribute was thirty 

41 and two persons. And Moses gave the 
tribute, which was the Lord’s heave 
offering, unto Eleazar the priest, as the 

42 Lord commanded Moses. And of the 
children of Israel’s half, which Moses 
divided off from the men that warred, 

43 (now the congregation’s half was three 
hundred thousand and thirty thousand, 
seven thousand and five hundred sheep, 

44 and thirty and six thousand beeves, 

45 and thirty thousand and five hundred 

46 asses, and sixteen thousand persons;) 

47 even of the children of Israel’s half, Mo¬ 
ses took one drawn out of every fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave them 
unto the Levites, which kept the charge of 
the tabernacle of the Lord ; as the Lord 

48 commanded Moses. And the officers 
which were over the thousands of the 
host, the captains of thousands, and the 
captains of hundreds, came near unto 

49 Moses: and they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the men 
of war which are under our charge, and 

50 there lacketh not one man of us. And 
we have brought the Lord’s oblation, 
what every man hath gotten, of jewels 
of gold, ankle chains, and bracelets, 
signet-rings, earrings, and Armlets, to 
make atonement for our souls before the 

51 Lord. And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of them, even all wrought 

52 jewels. And all the gold of the heave 
offering that they offered up to the Lord, 
of the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was sixteen thou- 
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sand seven hundred and fifty shekels. 
(For the men of war had taken booty, 53 
every man for himself.) And Moses and 54 
Eleazar the priest took the gold of the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, 
and brought it into the tent of meeting, 
for a memorial for the children of Israel 
before the Lord. 

NOW the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle: and when they 
saw the land of Jazer, and the land of 
Gilead, that, behold, the place was a 
place for cattle; the children of Gad and 2 
the children of Reuben came and spake 
unto Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, 
and unto the princes of the congrega¬ 
tion, saying, Ataroth, and Dibon, and 3 
Jazer, and 2 Nimrah, and Heshbon, and 
Elealeh, and 3 Sebam, and Nebo, and 
4 Bcon, the land which the Lord smote 4 
before the congregation of Israel, is a 
land for cattle, and thy servants have 
cattle. And they said. If we have found 5 
grace in thy sight, let this land be given 
unto thy servants for a possession; bring 
us not over Jordan. And Moses said 6 
unto the children of Gad and to the 
children of Reuben, Shall your brethren 
go to the war, and shall ye sit here? And 7 
wherefore discourage ye the heart of the 
children of Israel from going over into 
the land which the Lord hath given 
them? Thus did your fathers, when I 8 
sent them from Kadcsh-barnea to see 
the land. For when they went up unto 9 
the valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
they discouraged the heart of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that they should not go 
into the land which the Lord had given 
them. And the Lord’s anger was kindled 10 
in that day, and he sware, saying. Surely 11 
none of the men that came up out of 
Egypt, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, shall see the land which I sware 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto 
Jacob; because they have not wholly 
followed me: save Caleb the son of 12 
Jcphunneh the Kenizzite, and Joshua 
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the son of Nun: because they have 

13 wholly followed the Lord. And the 
Lord’s anger was kindled against Israel, 
and he made them wander to and fro in 
the wilderness forty years, until all the 
generation, that had done evil in the 

14 sight of the Lord, was consumed. And, 
behold, ye are risen up in your fathers’ 
stead, an increase of sinful men, to 
augment yet the fierce anger of the Lord 

15 toward Israel. For if ye turn away from 
after him, he will yet again leave them in 
the wilderness; and ye shall destroy all 

16 this people. And they came near unto 
him, and said. We will build sheepfolds 
here for our cattle, and cities for our 

17 little ones: but we ourselves will be 
ready armed to go before the children 
of Israel, until we have brought them 
unto their place: and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities because of the 

18 inhabitants of the land. We will not re¬ 
turn unto our houses, until the children 
of Israel have inherited every man his 

19 inheritance. For we will not inherit with 
them on the other side Jordan, and for¬ 
ward; because our inheritance is fallen 

20 to us on this side Jordan eastward. And 
Moses said unto them. If ye will do this 
thing; if ye will arm yourselves to go 

21 before the Lord to the war, and every 
armed man of you will pass over Jordan 
before the Lord, until he hath driven 

22 out his enemies from before him, and 
the land be subdued before the Lord: 
then afterward ye shall return, and be 
guiltless towards the Lord, and towards 
Israel; and this land shall be unto you 

23 for a possession before the Lord. But 
if ye will not do so, behold, ye have 
sinned against the Lord: and be sure 

24 your sin will find you out. Build you 
cities for your little ones, and folds for 
your sheep; and do that which hath 

25 proceeded out of your mouth. And the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Reuben spake unto Moses, saying, Thy 
servants will do as my lord commandeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our flocks, 
and all our cattle, shall be there in the 

27 cities of Gilead: but thy servants will 
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pass over, every man that is armed for 
war, before the Lord to battle, as my 
lord saith. 

So Moses gave charge concerning 28 
them to Eleazar the priest, and to Joshua 
the son of Nun, and to the heads of the 
fathers’ houses of the tribes of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. And Moses said unto 29 
them, If the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben will pass with you 
over Jordan, every man that is armed to 
battle, before the Lord, and the land 
shall be subdued before you; then ye 
shall give them the land of Gilead for 
a possession: but if they will not pass 30 
over with you armed, they shall have 
possessions among you in the land of 
Canaan. And the children of Gad and 31 
the children of Reuben answered, say¬ 
ing, As the Lord hath said unto thy 
servants, so will we do. We will pass 32 
over armed before the Lord into the land 
of Canaan, and the possession of our 
inheritance shall remain with us beyond 
Jordan. And Moses gave unto them, 33 
even to the children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and unto the half 
tribe of Manasseh the son of Joseph, the 
kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, 
the land, according to the cities thereof 
with their borders, even the cities of the 
land round about. And the children of 34 
Gad built Dibon, and Ataroth, and 
Aroer; and Atroth-shophan, and Jazer, 35 
and Jogbehah; and Beth-nimrah, and 36 
Beth-haran: fenced cities, and folds for 
sheep. And the children of Reuben built 37 
Heshbon, and Elcaleh, and Kiriathaim; 
and Nebo, and Baal-meon, (their names 38 
being changed,) and Sibmah: and gave 
other names unto the cities which they 
builded. And the children of Machir 39 
the son of Manasseh went to Gilead, and 
took it, and dispossessed the Amorites 
which were therein. And Moses gave 40 
Gilead unto Machir the son of Manas¬ 
seh; and he dwelt therein. And Jair the 41 
son of Manasseh went and took the 
towns thereof, and called them x Hav- 
voth-jair. And Nobah went and took 42 
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Kenath, and the tillages thereof, and 
called it Nobah, after his own name. 

THESE are the journeys of the 
children of Israel, 3 when they 
went forth out of the land of Egypt by 
their hosts under the hand of Moses and 

2 Aaron. And Moses wrote their goings 
out according to their journeys by the 
commandment of the Lord: and these 
are their journeys according to their 

3 goings out. And they journeyed from 
Rameses in the first month, on the 
fifteenth day of the first month; on the 
morrow after the passover the children 
of Israel went out with an high hand in 

4 the sight of all the Egyptians, while the 
Egyptians were burying all their first¬ 
born, which the Lord had smitten 
among them: upon their gods also the 

5 Lord executed judgements. And the 
children of Israel journeyed from Ram- 

6 eses, and pitched in Succoth. And they 
journeyed from Succoth, and pitched in 
Etham, which is in the edge of the wil- 

7 derness. And they journeyed from E- 
tham, and turned back unto Pihahiroth, 
which is before Baal-zephon: and they 

8 pitched before Aligdol. And they jour¬ 
neyed from before Hahiroth, and passed 
through the midst of the sea into the 
wilderness: and they went three days’ 
journey in the wilderness of Etham, and 

9 pitched in Marah. And they journeyed 
from Marah, and came unto Elim: and 
in Elim were twelve springs of water, 
and threescore and ten palm trees; and 

10 they pitched there. And they journeyed 
from Elim, and pitched by the Red Sea. 

11 And they journeyed from the Red Sea, 
and pitched in the wilderness of Sin. 

12 And they journeyed from the wilderness 

13 of Sin, and pitched in Dophkah. And 
they journeyed from Dophkah, and 

14 pitched in Alush. And they journeyed 
from Alush, and pitched in Rephidim, 
where was no water for the people to 

15 diink. And they journeyed from Reph¬ 
idim, and pitched in the wilderness of 

16 Sinai. And they journeyed from the 
wilderness of Sinai, and pitched in Kib- 
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roth-hattaavah. And they journeyed 17 
from Kibroth-hattaavah, and pitched in 
Hazeroth. And they journeyed from 18 
Hazcroth, and pitched in Rithmah. 
And they journeyed from Rithmah, and 19 
pitched in Rimmon-perez. And they 20 
journeyed from Rimmon-perez, and 
pitched in Libnah. And they journeyed 21 
from Libnah, and pitched in Rissah. 
And they journeyed from Rissah, and 22 
pitched in Kehelathah. And they jour- 23 
ncyed from Kehelathah, and pitched in 
mount Shepher. And they journeyed 24 
from mount Shepher, and pitched in 
Haradah. And they journeyed from 25 
Haradah, and pitched in Makheloth. 
And they journeyed from Makheloth, 26 
and pitched in Tahath. And they jour- 27 
ncyed from Tahath, and pitched in 
Terah. And they journeyed from Terah, 2 8 
and pitched in Mithkah. And they jour- 29 
neyed from Mithkah, and pitched in 
Hashmonah. And they journeyed from 30 
Hashmonah, and pitched in Moseroth. 
And they journeyed from Moseroth, and 31 
pitched in Bene-jaakan. And they jour- 32 
neyed from Bene-jaakan, and pitched in 
Hor-haggidgad. And they journeyed 33 
from Hor-haggidgad, and pitched in 
Jotbathah. And they journeyed from 34 
Jotbathah, and pitched in Abronah. And 35 
they journeyed from Abronah, and 
pitched in Ehdon-geber. And they jour- 36 
neyed from Ezion-geber, and pitched in 
the wilderness of Zin (the same is 
Kadesh). And they journeyed from 37 
Kadesh, and pitched in mount Hor, in 
the edge of the land of Edom. And Aa- 3 8 
ron the priest went up into mount Hor 
at the commandment of the Lord, and 
died there, in the fortieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fifth month, on 
the first day of the month. And Aaron 39 
was an hundred and twenty and three 
years old when he died in mount Hor. 

And the Canaanite, the king of Arad, 40 
which dwelt in the South in the land of 
Canaan, heard of the coming of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. And they journeyed from 41 
mount Hor, and pitched in Zalmonah.

43 and pitched in Punon. And they jour¬ 
neyed from Punon, and pitched in O- 

44 both. And they journeyed from Oboth,

46 Iyim, and pitched in Dibon-gad. And 
they journeyed from Dibon-gad, and 

47 pitched in Almon-diblathaim. And they 
journeyed from Almon-diblathaim, and 
pitched in the mountains of Abarim, 

48 before Nebo. And they journeyed from 
the mountains of Abarim, and pitched 
in the plains of Moab by the Jordan at 

49 Jericho. And they pitched by Jordan, 
from Beth-jeshimoth even unto Abcl- 
shittim in the plains of Moab. 

50 And the Lord spake unto Moses in 
the plains of Moab by the Jordan at 

51 Jericho, saying. Speak unto the children 
of Israel, and say unto them. When ye 
pass over Jordan into the land of Canaan, 

52 then ye shall drive out all the inhabit¬ 
ants of the land from before you, and 
destroy all their figured stones, and de¬ 
stroy all their molten images, and de- 

53 molish all their high places: and ye shall 
take possession of the land, and dwell 
therein: for unto you have I given the 

54 land to possess it. And ye shall inherit 
the land by lot according to your fami¬ 
lies; to the more ye shall give the more 
inheritance, and to the fewer thou shalt 
give the less inheritance: wheresoever 
the lot falleth to any man, that shall be 
his; according to the tribes of your 

55 fathers shall ye inherit. But if ye will 
not drive out the inhabitants of the land 
from before you; then shall those which 
ye let remain of them be as pricks in 
your eyes, and as thorns in your sides, 
and they shall vex you in the land where- 

56 in ye dwell. And it shall come to pass, 
that as I thought to do unto them, so 
will I do unto you. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, Command the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land of Canaan, (this is 
the land that shall fall unto you for 
an inheritance, even the land of Canaan 

I Or, for a border 
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according to the borders thereof,) then 3 
your south quarter shall be from the 
wilderness of Zin along by the side of 
Edom, and your south border shall be 
from the end of the Salt Sea eastward: 
and your border shall turn about south- 4 
ward of the ascent of Akrabbim, and 
pass along to Zin: and the goings out 
thereof shall be southward of Kadesh- 
barnea; and it shall go forth to Hazar- 
addar, and pass along to Azmon: and 5 
the border shall turn about from Azmon 
unto the brook of Egypt, and the goings 
out thereof shall be at the sea. And for 6 
the western border, ye shall have the 
great sea J and the border thereof: this 
shall be your west border. And this 7 
shall be your north border: from the 
great sea yc shall mark out for you 
mount Hor: from mount Hor ye shall 8 
mark out unto the entering in of Hamath; 
and the goings out of the border shall 
be at Zedad: and the border shall go 9 
forth to Ziphron, and the goings out 
thereof shall be at Hazar-enan: this shall 
be your north border. And ye shall 10 
mark out your east border from Hazar- 
enan to Shepham: and the border shall u 
go down from Shepham to Riblah, on 
the east side of Ain; and the border shall 
go down, and shall reach unto the 2 side 
of the sea of Chinnereth eastward: and 12 
the border shall go down to Jordan, and 
the goings out thereof shall be at the 
Salt Sea: this shall be your land accord¬ 
ing to the borders thereof round about. 
And Moses commanded the children of 13 
Israel, saying, This is the land which ye 
shall inherit by lot, which the Lord hath 
commanded to give unto the nine tribes, 
and to the half tribe: for the tribe of the 14 
children of Reuben according to their 
fathers’ houses, and the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Gad according to their fathers* 
houses, have received, and the half tribe 
of Manassehhavc received, their inherit¬ 
ance: the two tribes and the half tribe 15 
have received their inheritance beyond 
the Jordan at Jericho eastward, tow r ard 
the sunrising. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 16 

2 Hcb. shoulder. 
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17 ing, These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you 
for inheritance: Eleazar the priest, and 

18 Joshua the son of Nun. And ye shall 
take one prince of every tribe, to divide 

19 the land for inheritance. And these are 
the names of the men: of the tribe of 
Judah, Caleb the son of Jephunneh. 

20 And of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon, Shemuel the son of Ammihud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad the son 

22 of Chislon. And of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Dan a prince, Bukki the son of 

23 Jogli. Of the children of Joseph: of the 
tribe of the children of Manasseh a 

24 prince, Hanniel the son of Ephod: and 
of the tribe of the children of Ephraim 
a prince, Kcmuel the son of Shiphtan. 

25 And of the tribe of the children of 
Zebulun a prince, Elizaphan the son of 

26 Parnacli. And of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Issachar a prince, Paltiel the son 

27 of Azzan. And of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Asher a prince, Ahihud the son 

28 of Shelomi. And of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Naphtali a prince, Pedahel the 

29 son of Ammihud. These are they whom 
the Lord commanded to divide the in¬ 
heritance unto the children of Israel in 
the land of Canaan. 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by the Jor- 

2 dan at Jericho, saying. Command the 
children of Israel, that they give unto 
die Levitcs of the inheritance of their 
possession cities to dwell in; and 1 suburbs 
for the cities round about them shall ye 

3 give unto the Levitcs. And die cities 
shall they have to dwell in; and their 
suburbs shall be for their cattle, and for 
their substance, and for all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cidcs, which ye 
shall give unto the Levitcs, shall be from 
the wall of the city and outward a thou- 

5 sand cubits round about. And ye shall 
measure without the city for the east 
side two thousand cubits, and for the 
south side two thousand cubits, and for 
the west side two thousand cubits, and 
for the north side two thousand cubits, 
the city being in the midst. This shall 

1 Or, pasture lands 


be to them the suburbs of the cities. 
And the cities which ye shall give unto 6 
the Levites, they shall be the six cidcs 
of refuge, which ye shall give for the 
manslayer to flee thither: and beside 
them ye shall give forty and two cities. 

All the cities which ye shall give to the 7 
Levites shall be forty and eight cides: 
them shall ye give with their suburbs. 
And concerning the cides which ye shall 8 
give of the possession of the children 
of Israel, from the many ye shall take 
many; and from the few ye shall take 
few: every one according to his inherit¬ 
ance which he inheriteth shall give of 
his cities unto the Levites. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 9 
ing. Speak unto the children of Israel, 10 
and say unto them. When ye pass over 
Jordan into die land of Canaan, then yc 11 
shall appoint you cities to be cities of 
refuge for you; that the manslayer which 
killeth any person 2 unwitdngly may flee 
thither. And die cities shall be unto 12 
you for refuge from the avenger; that 
the manslayer die not, until he stand 
before the congregation for judgement. 
And the cities which ye shall give shall 13 
be for you six cities of refuge. Ye shall 14 
give dirce cities beyond Jordan, and 
three cidcs shall ye give in the land of 
Canaan; they shall be cides of refuge. 
For the children of Israel, and for the 15 
stranger and for the sojourner among 
diem, shall these six cities be for refuge; 
that every one that killedi any person 
2 unwittingly may flee thither. But if he 16 
smote him with an instrument of iron, 
so that he died, he is a manslayer: die 
manslayer shall surely be put to death. 
And if he smote him with a stone in the 17 
hand, whereby a man may die, and he 
died, he is a manslayer: die manslayer 
shall surely be put to death. Or if he 18 
smote him with a weapon of wood in the 
hand, whereby a man may die, and he 
died, he is a manslayer: the manslayer 
shall surely be put to death. The aven- 19 
ger of blood shall himself put the man¬ 
slayer to death: when he meeteth him, 
he shall put him to death. And if he 20 

2 Or, through error 
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thrust him of hatreds or hurled at him* 

21 lying in wait, so that he died; or in 
enmity smote him with his hand, that he 
died: he that smote him shall surely be 
put to death; he is a manslayer: the 
avenger of blood shall put the manslayer 

22 to death, when he meeteth him. But if 
he thrust him suddenly without enmity, 
or hurled upon him any thing without 

23 lying in wait, or with any stone, whereby 
a man may die, seeing him not, and cast 
it upon him, so that he died, and he was 
not his enemy, neither sought his harm: 

24 then the congregation shall judge be¬ 
tween the smiter and the avenger of 
blood according to these judgements: 

25 and the congregation shall deliver the 
manslayer out of the hand of the avenger 
of blood, and the congregation shall re¬ 
store him to his city of refuge, whither 
he was fled: and he shall dwell therein 
until the death of the high priest, which 

26 was anointed with the holy oil. But if 
the manslayer shall at any time go be¬ 
yond the border of his city of refuge, 

2.7 whither he fleeth; and the avenger 
of blood find him without the border of 
his city of refuge, and the avenger of 
blood slay the manslayer; x he shall not 

28 be guilty of blood: because he should 
have remained in his city of refuge until 
the death of the high priest: but after 
the death of the high priest the man- 
slayer shall return into the land of his 

29 possession. And these things shall be 
for a statute of judgement unto you 
throughout your generations in all your 

30 dwellings. Whoso killeth any person, 
the manslayer shall be slain at the mouth 
of witnesses: but one witness shall not 
testify against any person that he die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no ransom for 
the life of a manslayer, which is guilty 
of death: but he shall surely be put to 

32 death. And ye shall take no ransom for 
him that is fled to his city of refuge, that 
he should come again to dwell in the 

33 land, until the death of the priest. So 
ye shall not pollute the land wherein ye 
are: for blood, it polluteth the land: 
and no expiation can be made for the 
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land for the blood that is shed therein, 
but by the blood of him that shed it. 
And thou shalt not detile the land which 34 
ye inhabit, in the midst of which I dwell: 
for I the Lord dwell in the midst of the 
children of Israel. 

AND the heads of the fathers* 
houses of the family of the chil¬ 
dren of Gilead, the son of Machir, the 
son of Alanasseh, of the families of the 
sons of Joseph, came near, and spake 
before Moses, and before the princes, 
the heads of the fathers’ houses of the 
children of Israel: and they said. The 2 
Lord commanded my lord to give 
the land for inheritance by lot to the 
children of Israel: and my lord was com¬ 
manded by the Lord to give the inherit¬ 
ance of Zelophehad our brother unto 
his daughters. And if they be married 3 
to any of the sons of the other tribes of 
the children of Israel, then shall their 
inheritance be taken away from the in¬ 
heritance of our fathers, and shall be 
added to the inheritance of the tribe 
whereunto they shall belong: so shall it 
be taken away from the lot of our in¬ 
heritance. And when the jubile of the 4 
children of Israel shall be, then shall 
their inheritance be added unto the in¬ 
heritance of the tribe whereunto they 
shall belong: so shall their inheritance 
be taken away from the inheritance of 
the tribe of our fathers. And Moses 5 
commanded the children of Israel ac¬ 
cording to the w r ord of the Lord, saying. 
The tribe of the sons of Joseph speaketh 
right. This is the thing which the Lord 6 
doth command concerning the daugh¬ 
ters of Zelophehad, saying, Let them 
marry to whom they think best; only to 
the family of the tribe of their father 
shall they marry. So shall no inherit- 7 
ance of the children of Israel remove 
from tribe to tribe: for the children of 
Israel shall cleave every one to the in¬ 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. And 8 
every daughter, that possesseth an in¬ 
heritance in any tribe of the children of 
Israel, shall be wife unto one of the 
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family of the tribe of her father, that the 
children of Israel may possess every 
9 man the inheritance of his fathers. So 
shall no inheritance remove from one 
tribe to another tribe; for the tribes of 
the children of Israel shall cleave every 

10 one to his own inheritance. Even as the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did the 

11 daughters of Zelophehad: for Mahlah, 
Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and 
Noah, the daughters of Zelophehad, 


were married unto their father’s bro¬ 
thers’ sons. They were married into 12 
the families of the sons of Manasseh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance re¬ 
mained in the tribe of the family of 
their father. 

These are the commandments and 13 
the judgements, which the Lord com¬ 
manded by the hand of Moses unto the 
children of Israel in the plains of Moab 
by the Jordan at Jericho. 


THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES, COMMONLY CALLED 

DEUTERONOMY 


1 THESE be the words which Moses 
spake unto all Israel beyond Jordan 
in the wilderness, in the I Arabah over 
against 2 Suph, between Par an, and To- 
phel, and Laban, and Hazeroth, and 
2 Di-zahab. It is eleven days* journey from 
Horeb by the way of mount Seir unto 
3 Kadesh-barnca. And it came to pass in 
the fortieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that Moses 
spake unto the children of Israel, ac¬ 
cording unto all that the Lord had given 
4 him in commandment unto them; after 
he had smitten Sihon the king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt in Heshbon, and 
Og the king of Bashan, which dwelt in 
5 Ashtaroth, at Edrei: beyond Jordan in 
the land of Moab, began Moses to de- 
6 dare this law, saying. The Lord our 
God spake unto us in Horeb, saying. Ye 
have dwelt long enough in this mount- 
7 ain: turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the hill country of the Am¬ 
orites, and unto all the places nigh there¬ 
unto, in the Arabah, in the hill country, 
and in the lowland, and in the South, 
and by the sea shore, the land of the 
Canaanites, and Lebanon, as far as the 
8 great river, the river Euphrates. Behold, 
I have set the land before you: go in and 
possess the land which the Lord sware 
unto your fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 


and to Jacob, to give unto them and to 
their seed after them. And I spake unto 9 
you at that time, saying, I am not able 
to bear you myself alone: the Lord your 10 
God hath multiplied you, and, behold, 
ye are this day as the stars of heaven for 
multitude. The Lord, the God of your 11 
fathers, make you a thousand times so 
many more as ye are, and bless you, as 
he hath promised you! How can I my- 12 
self alone bear your cumbrance, and 
your burden, and your strife? Take 13 
you wise men, and understanding, and 
know^n, according to your tribes, and I 
will make them heads over you. And ye 14 
answered me, and said. The thing which 
thou hast spoken is good for us to do. 

So I took the heads of your tribes, wise 15 
men, and known, and made them heads 
over you, captains of thousands, and 
captains of hundreds, and captains of 
fifties, and captains of tens, and officers, 
according to your tribes. And I charged 16 
your judges at that time, saying. Hear 
the causes between your brethren, and 
judge righteously between a man and 
his brother, and the stranger that is with 
him. Ye shall not respect persons in 17 
judgement; ye shall hear the small and 
the great alike; ye shall not be afraid of 
the face of man; for the judgement is 
God’s: and the cause that is too hard

versions have, the Red Sea. 
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for you ye shall bring unto me, and I 

18 will hear it. And I commanded you 
at that time all the things which ye 
should do. 

19 And we journeyed from Horeb, and 
went through all that great and terrible 
wilderness which ye saw, by the way to 
the hill country of the Amorites, as the 
Lord our God commanded us; and we 

20 came to Kadesh-bamea. And I said 
unto you. Ye arc come unto the hill 
country of the Amorites, which the 

21 Lord our God giveth unto us. Behold, 
the Lord thy God hath set the land 
before thee: go up, take possession, as 
the Lord, the God of thy fathers, hath 
spoken unto thee; fear not, neither be 

22 dismayed. And ye came near unto me 
every one of you, and said. Let us send 
men before us, that they may search the 
land for us, and bring us word again of 
the way by which we must go up, and 
the cities unto which wc shall come. 

23 And the thing pleased me well: and I 
took twelve men of you, one man for 

24 every tribe: and they turned and went 
up into the mountain, and came unto 
the valley of Eshcol, and spied it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the land in 
their hands, and brought it down unto 
us, and brought us word again, and said. 
It is a good land which the Lord out 

26 God giveth unto us. Yet ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 

27 mandment of the Lord your God: and 
ye murmured in your tents, and said. 
Because the Lord hated us, he hath 
brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of the 

28 Amorites, to destroy us. Whither are 
we going up? our brethren have made 
our heart to melt, saying. The people is 
greater and taller than we; the cities are 
great and fenced up to heaven; and 
moreover we have seen the sons of the 

29 Anakim there. Then I said unto you, 
Dread not, neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God who goeth before 
you, he shall fight for you, according to 
all that he did for you in Egypt before 

31 your eyes; and in the wilderness, where 

I Or t for all this thing 


thou hast seen how that the Lord thy 
God bare thee, as a man doth bear his 
son, in all the way that ye went, until ye 
came unto this place. Yet ! in this thing 32 
ye did not believe the Lord your God, 
who went before you in the way, to seek 33 
you out a place to pitch your tents in, 
in fire by night, to shew you by what 
way ye should go, and in the cloud by 
day. And the Lord heard the voice of 34 
your words, and was wroth, and sw r are, 
saying, Surely there shall not one of 35 
these men of this evil generation see the 
good land, which I sware to give unto 
your fathers, save Caleb the son of 36 
Jephunneh, he shall see it; and to him 
will I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children: because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. Also 37 
the Lord was angry with me for your 
sakes, saying, Thou also shalt not go in 
thither: Joshua the son of Nun, which 38 
standeth before thee, he shall go in 
thither: encourage thou him; for he 
shall cause Israel to inherit it. More- 39 
over your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, and your children, 
which this day have no knowledge of 
good or evil, they shall go in thither, 
and unto them will I give it, and they 
shall possess it. But as for you, turn 40 
you, and take your journey into the wil¬ 
derness by the way to the Red Sea. 
Then ye answered and said unto me, 41 
We have sinned against the Lord, we 
will go up and fight, according to all that 
the Lord our God commanded us. And 
ye girded on every man his weapons of 
war, and 2 werc forward to go up into the 
mountain. And the Lord said unto me, 42 
Say unto them. Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be smit¬ 
ten before your enemies. So I spake 43 
unto you, and ye hearkened not; but ye 
rebelled against the commandment of 
the Lord, and were presumptuous, and 
went up into the mountain. And the 44 
Amorites, which dwelt in that mount¬ 
ain, came out against you, and chased 
you, as bees do, and beat you down 
in Seir, even unto Hormah. And ye 45 
2 Or, deemed it a light thing 
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returned and wept before the Lord; but 
the Lord hearkened not to your voice, 

46 nor gave ear unto you. So ye abode in 
Kadesh many days, according unto the 
days that ye abode there. 

THEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by the 
way to the Red Sea, as the Lord spake 
unto me: and we compassed mount Scir 

2 many days. And the Lord spake unto 

3 me, saying. Ye have compassed this 
mountain long enough: turn you north- 

4 ward. And command thou the people, 
saying. Ye are to pass through the border 
of your brethren the children of Esau, 
which dwell in Seir; and they shall be 
afraid of you: take ye good heed unto 

5 yourselves therefore: contend not with 
them; for I will not give you of their 
land, no, not so much as for the sole of 
the foot to tread on: because I have 
given mount Seir unto Esau for a pos- 

6 session. Ye shall purchase food of them 
for money, that ye may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, that 

7 ye may drink. For the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee in all the work of 
thy hand: he hath known thy walking 
through this great wilderness: these 
forty years the Lord thy God hath been 

8 with thee; thou hast lacked nothing. So 
we passed by from our brethren the chil¬ 
dren of Esau, which dwell in Seir, from 
the way of the Arabah from Elath and 
from Ezion-geber. 

And we turned and passed by the way 

9 of the wilderness of Moab. And the 
Lord said unto me. Vex not Moab, 
neither contend with them in battle: for 
I will not give thee of his land for a 
possession; because I have given Ar un¬ 
to the children of Lot for a possession. 

10 (The Emim dwelt therein aforetime, a 
people great, and many, and tall, as the 

11 Anakim: these also are accounted Re- 
phaim, as the Anakim; but the Moabites 

12 call them Emim. The Horites also dwelt 
in Seir aforetime, but the children of 
Esau succeeded them; and they de¬ 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did unto 
the land of his possession, which the 
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Lord gave unto them.) Now rise up, 13 
and get you over the brook Zered. And 
we went over the brook Zered. And the 14 
days in which we came from Kadesh- 
barnea, until we were come over the 
brook Zered, were thirty and eight years; 
until all the generation of the men of 
war were consumed from the midst of 
the camp, as the Lord sware unto them. 
Moreover the hand of the Lord was 15 
against them, to destroy them from the 
midst of the camp, until they were con¬ 
sumed. 

So it came to pass, when all the men 16 
of war were consumed and dead from 
among the people, that the Lord spake 17 
unto me, saying. Thou art this day to 18 
pass over Ar, the border of Moab: and 19 
when thou comest nigh over against the 
children of Ammon, vex them not, nor 
contend with them: for I will not give 
thee of the land of the children of Am¬ 
mon for a possession: because I have 
given it unto the children of Lot for a 
possession. (That also is accounted a 20 
land of Rephaim: Rephaim dwelt there¬ 
in aforetime; but the Ammonites call 
them Zamzummim; a people great, and 21 
many, and tall, as the Anakim; but the 
Lord destroyed them before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in their 
stead: as he did for the children of Esau, 22 
which dwell in Seir, when he destroyed 
the Horites from before them; and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their stead 
even unto this day: and the Awim 23 
wiiich dwelt in villages as far as Gaza, 
the Caphtorim, which came forth out 
of Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt 
in their stead.) Rise ye up, take your 24 
journey, and pass over the valley of 
Amon: behold, I have given into thine 
hand Sihon the Amorite, king of Hesh- 
bon, and his land: begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. This 25 
day will I begin to put the dread of thee 
and the fear of thee upon the peoples 
that are under the whole heaven, who 
shall hear the report of thee, and shall 
tremble, and be in anguish because of 
thee. 

And I sent messengers out of the 26 
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wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon with words of peace* 

27 saying* Let me pass through thy land: 
I will go ‘along by the high way* I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor to 

28 the left. Thou shalt sell me food for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink: only 

29 let me pass through on my feet; as the 
children of Esau which dwell in Seir, 
and the Moabites which dwell in Ar* did 
unto me; until I shall pass over Jordan 
into the land which the Lord our God 

30 giveth us. But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him: for the 
Lord thy God hardened his spirit* and 
made his heart ^obstinate, that he might 
deliver him into thy hand* as at this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me* Behold, I 
have begun to deliver up Sihon and his 
land before thee: begin to possess, that 

32 thou mayest inherit his land. Then 
Sihon came out against us* he and all his 

33 people, unto battle at Jahaz. And the 
Lord our God delivered him up before 
us; and we smote him, and his 3 sons, 

34 and all his people. And we took all his 
cities at that time, and ^utterly destroyed 
every inhabited city, with the women 
and the little ones; we left none remain- 

35 ing: only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourselves, with the spoil of the 

36 cities which we had taken. From Aroer, 
which is on the edge of the valley of 
Araon, and from the city that is in the 
valley, even unto Gilead, there was not 
a city too high for us: the Lord our God 

37 delivered up all before us: only to the 
land of the children of Ammon thou 
earnest not near; all the side of the river 
Jabbok, and the cities of the hill country, 
and wheresoever the Lord our God for¬ 
bad us. 

THEN we turned, and went up the 
way to Bashan: and Og the king of 
Bashan came out against us, he and all 
2 his people, unto battle at Edrei. And the 
Lord said unto me. Fear him not: for I 
have delivered him, and all his people. 
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and his land, into thy hand; and thou 
shalt do unto him as thou didst unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, which dwelt 
at Heshbon. So the Lord our God de- 3 
livered into our hand Og also, the king 
of Bashan, and all his people: and we 
smote him until none was left to him 
remaining. And we took all his cities at 4 
that time; there was not a city which we 
took not from them; threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan. All these were cities 5 
fenced with high walls, gates, and bars; 
beside the 6 unwalled towns a great many. 
Amd we 4 utterly destroyed them, as we 6 
did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying every inhabited city, with 
the women and the little ones. But all 7 
the cattle, and the spoil of the cities, we 
took for a prey unto ourselves. And we 8 
took the land at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Amorites 
that were beyond Jordan, from the val¬ 
ley of Amon unto mount Flermon; 

(which Hermon the Zidonians call Sirion, 9 
and the Amorites call it Senir;) all the 10 
cities of the 7 plain, and all Gilead, and 
all Bashan, unto Salccah and Edrei, 
cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan. 
(For only Og king of Bashan remained 11 
of the remnant of the Rephaim; behold, 
his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is 
it not in Rabbah of the children of Am¬ 
mon? nine cubits was the length thereof, 
and four cubits the breadth of it, after 
the cubit of a man.) And this land we 12 
took in possession at that time: from 
Aroer, which is by the valley of Arnon, 
and half the hill country of Gilead, and 
the cities thereof, gave I unto the Reu- 
benites and to the Gadites: and the rest 13 
of Gilead, and all Bashan, the kingdom 
of Og, gave I unto the half tribe of 
Manasseh; 8 all the region of Argob, 
9 cven all Bashan. (The same is called 
the land of Rephaim. Jair the son of 14 
Manasseh took all the region of Argob, 
unto the border of the Geshurites and 
the Maacathites; and called them, even

He is thy praise, and he is 21 
thy God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. Thy fathers went down 22 
into Egypt with threescore and ten per¬ 
sons; and now the Lord thy God hath 
made thee as the stars of heaven for 
multitude. 

THEREFORE thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God, and keep his 
charge, and his statutes, and his judge¬ 
ments, and his commandments, alway. 
And know ye this day: for I speak not 2 
with your children which have not 
known, and which have not seen the 
Chastisement of the Lord your God, 
his greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, and his signs, and his 3 
works, which he did in the midst of 
Egypt unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, 
and unto all his land; and what he did 4 
unto the army of Egypt, unto their 
horses, and to their chariots; how he 
made the water of the Red Sea to over¬ 
flow them as they pursued after you, 
and how the Lord hath destroyed them 
unto this day; and what he did unto you 5 
in the wilderness, until ye came unto 
this place; and what he did unto Dathan 6 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the son 
of Reuben; how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and 
every living thing that followed them, 
in the midst of all Israel: but your eyes 7 
have seen all the great work of the Lord 
which he did. Therefore shall ye keep 8 
all the commandment which I command 
thee this day, that ye may be strong, and 
go in and possess the land, whither ye 
go over to possess it; and that ye may 9 
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prolong your days upon the land, which 
the Lord swarc unto your fathers to 
give unto them and to their seed, a land 

10 flowing with milk and honey. For the 
land, whither thou goest in to possess it, 
is not as the land of Egypt, from whence 
ye came out, where thou sowedst thy 
seed, and wateredst it with thy foot, as 

11 a garden of herbs: but the land, whither 
ye go over to possess it, is a land of hills 
and valleys, and drinketh water of the 

12 rain of heaven: a land which the Lord 
thy God x carcth for; the eyes of the 
Lord thy God are always upon it, from 
the beginning of the year even unto the 
end of the year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if ye shall 
hearken diligently unto my command¬ 
ments which I command you this day, 
to love the Lord your God, and to serve 
him with all your heart and with all your 

14 soul, that I will give the rain of your 
land in its season, the former rain and 
the latter rain, that thou mayest gather 
in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will give grass in thy fields for thy 
cattle, and thou shalt eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, lest your heart 
be deceived, and ye turn aside, and 

17 serve other gods, and worship them; and 
the anger of the Lord be kindled against 
you, and he shut up the heaven, that 
there be no rain, and that the land yield 
not her fruit; and ye perish quickly from 
off the good land which the Lord giveth 

18 you. Therefore shall ye lay up these my 
w r ords in your heart and in your soul; 
and ye shall bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, and they shall be for front- 

19 lets between your eyes. And ye shall 
teach them your children, talking of 
them, when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, and 
w T hen thou liest down, and when thou 

20 risest up. And thou shalt write them 
upon the door posts of thine house, and 

21 upon thy gates: that your days may be 
multiplied, and the days of your chil¬ 
dren, upon the land which the Lord 
sware unto your fathers to give them, 
as the days of the heavens above the 
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earth. For if ye shall diligently keep all 22 
this commandment which I command 
you, to do it; to love the Lord your God, 
to walk in all his ways, and to cleave 
unto him; then wall the Lord drive out 23 
all these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess nations greater and 
mightier than yourselves. Every place 24 
whereon the sole of your foot shall tread 
shall be yours: from the wilderness, and 
Lebanon, from the river, the river Eu¬ 
phrates, even unto the 2 hinder sea shall 
be your border. There shall no man be 25 
able to stand before you: the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the 
dread of you upon all the land that ye 
shall tread upon, as he hath spoken unto 
you. 

Behold, I set before you this day a 26 
blessing and a curse; the blessing, if ye 27 
shall hearken unto the commandments 
of the Lord your God, which I com¬ 
mand you this day: and the curse, if ye 28 
shall not hearken unto the command¬ 
ments of the Lord your God, but turn 
aside out of the way which I command 
you this day, to go after other gods, 
which ye have not known. 

And it shall come to pass, when the 29 
Lord thy God shall bring thee into the 
land whither thou goest to possess it, 
that thou shalt set the blessing upon 
mount Gerizim, and the curse upon 
mount Ebal. Are they not beyond Jor- 30 
dan, behind the w T ay of the going dow r n 
of the sun, in the land of the Canaanites 
which dwell in the Arabah, over against 
Gilgal, beside the 3 oaks of Alorch? For 31 
ye are to pass over Jordan to go in to 
possess the land which the Lord your 
God giveth you, and ye shall possess it, 
and dwell therein. And ye shall observe 32 
to do all the statutes and the judgements 
which I set before you this day. 

THESE are the statutes and the 
judgements, which ye shall ob¬ 
serve to do in the land which the Lord, 
the God of thy fathers, hath given thee 
to possess it, all the days that ye live 
upon the earth. Ye shall surely destroy 2 
all the places, wherein the nations which 
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ye shall possess served their gods, upon 
the high mountains, and upon the hills, 

3 and under every green tree: and ye shall 
break down their altars, and dash in 
pieces their x pillars, and bum their 
Asherim with fire; and ye shall hew 
down the graven images of their gods; 
and ye shall destroy their name out of 

4 that place. Ye shall not do so unto the 

5 Lord your God. But unto the place 
which the Lord your God shall choose 
out of all your tribes to put his name 
there, even unto his habitation shall ye 

6 seek, and thither thou shalt come: and 
thither ye shall bring your burnt offer¬ 
ings, and your sacrifices, and your tithes, 
and the heave offering of your hand, and 
your vows, and your freewill offerings, 
and the firstlings of your herd and of 

7 your flock: and there ye shall cat before 
the Lord your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, ye and 
your households, wherein the Lord thy 

8 God hath blessed thee. Ye shall not do 
after all the things that we do here this 
day, every man whatsoever is right in 

9 his own eyes: for ye are not as yet come 
to the rest and to the inheritance, which 

10 the Lord thy God giveth thee. But 
when ye go over Jordan, and dwell in 
the land which the Lord your God 
causeth you to inherit, and he giveth you 
rest from all your enemies round about, 

11 so that ye dwell in safety; then it shall 
come to pass that the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose to cause his 
name to dwell there, thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, your 
tithes, and the heave offering of your 
hand, and all your choice vows which 

12 ye vow unto the Lord: and ye shall 
rejoice before the Lord your God, ye, 
and your sons, and your daughters, and 
your menservants, and your maidserv¬ 
ants, and the Levite that is within your 
gates, forasmuch as he hath no portion 

13 nor inheritance with you. Take heed 
to thyself that thou offer not thy burnt 
offerings in every place that thou seest: 

14 but in the place which the Lord shall 
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choose in one of thy tribes, there thou 
shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and there 
thou shalt do all that I command thee. 
Notwithstanding thou mayest kill and 15 
eat flesh within all thy gates, after all the 
desire of thy soul, according to the bless¬ 
ing of the Lord thy God which he hath 
given thee: the unclean and the clean 
may eat thereof, as of the gazelle, and 
as of the hart. Only ye shall not eat the 16 
blood; thou shalt pour it out upon the 
earth as water. Thou mayest not eat 17 
within thy gates the tithe of thy com, 
or of thy wine, or of thine oil, or the 
firstlings of thy herd or of thy flock, nor 
any of thy vows which thou vowest, 
nor thy freewill offerings, nor the heave 
offering of thine hand: but thou shalt 18 
eat them before the Lord thy God in the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and thy 
maidservant, and the Levite that is with¬ 
in thy gates: and thou shalt rejoice be¬ 
fore the Lord thy God in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto. Take heed to 19 
thyself that thou forsake not the Levite 
as long as thou livest upon thy land. 

When the Lord thy God shall enlarge 20 
thy border, as he hath promised thee, 
and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, be¬ 
cause thy soul desireth to eat flesh; thou 
mayest eat flesh, after all the desire of 
thy soul. If the place which the Lord 21 
thy God shall choose to put his name 
there be too far from thee, then thou 
shalt kill of thy herd and of thy flock, 
which the Lord hath given thee, as I 
have commanded thee, and thou shalt 
eat within thy gates, after all the desire 
of thy soul. Even as the gazelle and as 22 
the hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat there¬ 
of: the unclean and the clean shall eat 
thereof alike. Only be sure that thou 23 
eat not the blood: for the blood is the 
life; and thou shalt not eat the life with 
the flesh. Thou shalt not eat it; thou 24 
shalt pour it out upon the earth as water. 
Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go well 25 
with thee, and with thy children after 
thee, when thou shalt do that which is 
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26 right in the eyes of the Lord. Only 
thy holy things which thou hast, and thy 
vows, thou shalt take, and go unto the 

27 place which the Lord shall choose: and 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, the 
flesh and the blood, upon the altar of 
the Lord thy God: and the blood of thy 
sacrifices shall be poured out upon the 
altar of the Lord thy God, and thou 

2?? shalt eat the flesh. Observe and hear all 
these words which I command thee, that 
it may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee for ever, when thou 
docst that which is good and right in the 
eyes of the Lord thy God. 

29 When the Lord thy God shall cut off 
the nations from before thee, whither 
thou goest in to possess them, and thou 
possessest them, and dwellest in their 

30 land; take heed to thyself that thou be 
not ensnared J to follow them, after that 
they be destroyed from before thee; and 
that thou inquire not after their gods, 
saying. How do these nations serve their 

31 gods? 2 evcn so will I do likewise. Thou 
shalt not do so unto the Lord thy God: 
for every abomination to the Lord, 
which he hateth, have they done unto 
their gods; for even their sons and their 
daughters do they burn in the fire to 
their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command you, 
that shall ye observe to do: thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from it. 

IF there arise in the midst of thee 
a prophet, or a dreamer of dreams, 

2 and he give thee a sign or a wonder, and 
the sign or the wonder come to pass, 
whereof he spake unto thee, saying, Let 
us go after other gods, which thou hast 

3 not known, and let us serve them; thou 
shalt not hearken unto the words of that 
prophet, or unto that dreamer of dreams: 
for the Lord your God proveth you, to 
know whether ye love the Lord your 
God with all your heart and with all 

4 your soul. Ye shall walk after the Lord 
your God, and fear him, and keep his 
commandments, and obey his voice, and 
ye shall serve him, and cleave unto him. 


And that prophet, or that dreamer of 5 
dreams, shall be put to death; because 
he hath spoken Rebellion against the 
Lord your God, which brought you out 
of the land of Egypt, and redeemed thee 
out of the house of bondage, to draw 
thee aside out of the way which the Lord 
thy God commanded thee to walk in. 

So shalt thou put away the evil from the 
midst of thee. 

If thy brother, the son of thy mother, 6 
or thy son, or thy daughter, or the wife 
of thy bosom, or thy friend, which is as 
thine own soul, entice thee secretly, say¬ 
ing, Let us go and serve other gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou, nor 
thy fathers; of the gods of the peoples 7 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the one 
end of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth; thou shalt not consent unto 8 
him, nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: 
but thou shalt surely kill him; thine 9 
hand shall be first upon him to put him 
to death, and afterwards the hand of all 
the people. And thou shalt stone him 10 
with stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to draw thee away from the Lord 
thy God, which brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of bond¬ 
age. And all Israel shall hear, and fear, 11 
and shall do no more any such wicked¬ 
ness as this is in the midst of thee. 

If thou shalt hear tell Concerning one 12 
of thy cities, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee to dwell there, saying, Cer- 13 
tain 5 base fellows are gone out from the 
midst of thee, and have drawn away the 
inhabitants of their city, saying. Let us 
go and serve other gods, which ye have 
not known; then shalt thou inquire, and 14 
make search, and ask diligently; and, 
behold, if it be truth, and the thing cer¬ 
tain, that such abomination is wrought 
in the midst of thee; thou shalt surely 15 
smite the inhabitants of that city with 
the edge of the sword, destroying it 
utterly, and all that is therein and the

16 sword. And thou shalt gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the street 
thereof, and shalt burn with fire the city, 
and all the spoil thereof ^very whit, 
unto the Lord thy God: and it shall be

17 again. And there shall cleave nought of 
the devoted tiling to thine hand: that the 
Lord may turn from the fierceness of his 
anger, and shew thee mercy, and have 
compassion upon thee, and multiply 
thee, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers; 

18 when thou shalt hearken to the voice of 
the Lord thy God, to keep all his com¬ 
mandments which I command thee this 
day, to do that which is right in the eyes 
of the Lord thy God. 

YE are the children of the Lord 
your God: ye shall not cut your¬ 
selves, nor make any baldness between 

2 your eyes for the dead. For thou art an 
holy people unto the Lord thy God, and 
the Lord hath chosen thee to be a pecu¬ 
liar people unto himself, 3 above all peo¬ 
ples that are upon the face of the earth. 

3 Thou shalt not eat any abominable 

4 thing. These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 

5 the hart, and the gazelle, and the roe¬ 
buck, and the wild goat, and the pygarg, 

6 and the antelope, and the chamois. And 
every beast that parteth the hoof, and 
hath the hoof cloven in two, and 4 chewcth 
the cud, among the beasts, that ye shall 

7 eat. Nevertheless these ye shall not cat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that have the hoof cloven: the camel, and 
the hare, and the coney, because they 
chew the cud but part not the hoof, they 

8 arc unclean unto you: and the swine, 
because he parteth the hoof but cheweth 
not the cud, he is unclean unto you: of 
their flesh ye shall not eat, and their car¬ 
cases ye shall not touch. 

9 These ye shall eat of all that are in the 
waters: whatsoever hath fins and scales 

10 shall yc eat: and whatsoever hath not 
fins and scales ye shall not eat; it is un¬ 
clean unto you. 

11 Of all clean birds ye may eat.

Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in its mother’s milk. 

Thou shalt surely tithe all the increase 22 
of thy seed, that which cometh forth of 
the field year by year. And thou shalt eat 23 
before the Lord thy God, in the place 
which he shall choose to cause his name 
to dwell there, the tithe of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
firstlings of thy herd and of thy flock; 
that thou mayest learn to fear the Lord 
thy God always. And if the way be too 24 
long for thee, so that thou art not able 
to carry it, because the place is too far 
from thee, which the Lord thy God shall 
choose to set his name there, when the 
Lord thy God shall bless thee: then 25 
shalt thou turn it into money, and bind 
up the money in thine hand, and shalt 
go unto the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose: and thou shalt bestow 26 
the money for whatsoever thy soul 
desireth, for oxen, or for sheep, or for 
wine, or for strong drink, or for whatso¬ 
ever thy soul asketh of thee: and thou 
shalt eat there before the Lord thy God, 
and thou shalt rejoice, thou and thine 
household: and the Levite that is within 27 
thy gates, thou shalt not forsake him; 
for he hath no portion nor inheritance 
with thee.

“I gj AT the end of every seven years 

2 -*■ ^ thou shalt make a release. And 
this is the manner of the release: every 
creditor shall release that which he hath 
lent unto his neighbour; he shall not 
exact it of his neighbour and his brother; 
because the Lord’s release hath been 

3 proclaimed. Of a foreigner thou mayest 
exact it: but whatsoever of thine is with 
thy brother thine hand shall Release. 

4 Howbeit there shall be no poor with 
thee; (for the Lord will surely bless thee 
in the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance to possess 

5 it;) if only thou diligently hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to ob¬ 
serve to do all this commandment which 

6 I command thee this day. For the Lord 
thy God will bless thee, as he promised 
thee: and thou shalt lend unto many 
nations, but thou shalt not borrow; and 
thou shalt rule over many nations, but 
they shall not rule over thee. 

7 If there be w r ith thee a poor man, one 
of thy brethren, within any of thy gates 
in thy land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy poor 

8 brother: but thou shalt surely open 
thine hand unto him, and shalt surely 
lend him sufficient for his need in that 

9 which he wanteth. Beware that there be 
not a base thought in thine heart, saying. 
The seventh year, the year of release, is 
at hand; and thine eye be evil against 
thy poor brother, and thou give him 
nought; and he cry unto the Lord 
against thee, and it be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and thine 
heart shall not be grieved when thou 
givest unto him: because that for this 

I Or, release: save when there &c. 


thing the Lord thy God shall bless thee 
in all thy work, and in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto. For the poor 11 
shall never cease out of the land: there¬ 
fore I command thee, saying. Thou shalt 
surely open thine hand unto thy brother, 
to thy needy, and to thy poor, in thy 
land. 

If thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an 12 
Hebrew woman, be sold unto thee, and 
serve thee six years; then in the seventh 
year thou shalt let him go free from thee. 
And when thou lettest him go free from 13 
thee, thou shalt not let him go empty: 
thou shalt furnish him liberally out of 14 
thy flock, and out of thy threshing-floor, 
and out of thy winepress: as the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee thou shalt 
give unto him. And thou shalt remem- 15 
ber that thou wast a bondman in the 
land of Egypt, and the Lord thy God 
redeemed thee: therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. And it shall be, 16 
if he say unto thee, I will not go out from 
thee; because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee; 
then thou shalt take an awl, and thrust 17 
it through his ear unto the door, and he 
shall be thy Servant for ever. And also 
unto thy 3 maidservant thou shalt do like¬ 
wise. It shall not seem hard unto thee, 18 
when thou lettest him go free from thee; 
for to the double of the hire of an hire¬ 
ling hath he served thee six years: and 
the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all 
that thou doest. 

All the firstling males that are bom 19 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lord thy God: thou 
shalt do no w r ork with the firstling of 
thine ox, nor shear the firstling of thy 
flock. Thou shalt cat it before the Lord 20 
thy God year by year in the place which 
the Lord shall choose, thou and thy 
household. And if it have any blemish, 21 
as if it he lame or blind, any ill blemish 
whatsoever, thou shalt not sacrifice it 
unto the Lord thy God. Thou shalt eat 22 
it within thy gates: the unclean and the 
clean shall cat it alike, as the gazelle, and 
as the hart. Only thou shalt not eat the 23 
2 Or, bondman 3 Or, bondwoman 
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blood thereof; thou shalt pour it out 
upon the ground as water. 

OBSERVE the month of Abib, 
and keep the passover unto the 
Lord thy God: for in the month of Abib 
the Lord thy God brought thee forth 

2 out of Egypt by night. And thou shalt 
sacrifice the passover unto the Lord 
thy God, of the flock and the herd, in 
the place which the Lord shall choose 

3 to cause his name to dwell there. Thou 
shalt eat no leavened bread with it; seven 
days shalt thou eat unleavened bread 
therewith, even the bread of affliction; 
for thou earnest forth out of the land of 
Egypt in haste: that thou mayest re¬ 
member the day when thou earnest forth 
out of the land of Egypt all the days of 

4 thy life. And there shall be no leaven 
seen with thee in all thy borders seven 
days; neither shall any of the flesh, which 
thou sacrificest the first day at even, re- 

5 main all night until the morning. Thou 
mayest not sacrifice the passover within 
any of thy gates, which the Lord thy 

6 God giveth thee: but at the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose to cause 
his name to dwell in, there thou shalt 
sacrifice the passover at even, at the 
going down of the sun, at the season that 

7 thou earnest forth out of Egypt. And 
thou shalt Toast and cat it in the place 
which the Lord thy God shall choose: 
and thou shalt turn in the morning, and 

8 go unto thy tents. Six days thou shalt 
eat unleavened bread: and on the seventh 
day shall be a solemn assembly to the 
Lord thy God; thou shalt do no work 
therein . 

9 Seven weeks shalt thou number unto 
thee: from the time thou beginnest to 
put the sickle to the standing corn shalt 

10 thou begin to number seven weeks. And 
thou shalt keep the feast of weeks unto 
the Lord thy God Tvith a tribute of a 
freewill offering of thine hand, which 
thou shalt give, according as the Lord 

11 thy God blesseth thee: and thou shalt 
rejoice before the Lord thy God, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 


16, 21 

manservant, and thy maidservant, and 
the Levite that is within thy gates, and 
the stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are in the midst of thee, in 
the place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell there. 
And thou shalt remember that thou wast 12 
a bondman in Egypt: and thou shalt ob¬ 
serve and do these statutes. 

Thou shalt keep the feast of 3 taber- 13 
nacles seven days, after that thou hast 
gathered in from thy threshing-floor and 
from thy winepress: and thou shalt re- 14 
joice in thy feast, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Levite, and the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. Seven 15 
days shalt thou keep a feast unto the 
Lord thy God in the place which the 
Lord shall choose: because the Lord 
thy God shall bless thee in all thine 
increase, and in all the work of thine 
hands, and thou shalt be altogether joy¬ 
ful. Three times in a year shall all thy 16 
males appear before the Lord thy God 
in the place which he shall choose; in 
the feast of unleavened bread, and in the 
feast of weeks, and in the feast of taber¬ 
nacles: and they shall not appear before 
the Lord empty: every man 4 shall give 17 
as he is able, according to the blessing of 
the Lord thy God which he hath given 
thee. 

Judges and officers shalt thou make 18 
thee in all thy gates, which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, according to thy tribes: 
and they shall judge the people with 
righteous judgement. Thou shalt not 19 
wrest judgement; thou shalt not respect 
persons: neither shalt thou take a gift; 
for a gift doth blind the eyes of the wise, 
and pervert the 5 words of the righteous. 
6 That which is altogether just shalt thou 20 
follow, that thou mayest live, and inherit 
the land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee. 

Thou shalt not plant thee an Asherah 21 
of any kind of tree beside the altar of the 
Lord thy God, which thou shalt make 
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22 thee. Neither shalt thou set thee up a 
pillar; which the Lord thy God hateth. 
THOU shalt not sacrifice unto 
the Lord thy God an ox, or a 
sheep, wherein is a blemish, or any evil¬ 
favouredness : for that is an abomination 
unto the Lord thy God. 

2 If there be found in the midst of thee, 
within any of thy gates which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, man or woman, 
that doeth that which is evil in the sight 
of the Lord thy God, in transgressing 

3 his covenant, and hath gone and served 
other gods, and worshipped them, or 
the sun, or the moon, or any of the 
host of heaven, which I have not com- 

4 manded; and it be told thee, and thou 
hast heard of it, then shalt thou inquire 
diligently, and, behold, if it be true, and 
the thing certain, that such abomination 

5 is wrought in Israel; then shalt thou bring 
forth that man or that woman, which 
have done this evil thing, unto thy gates, 
even the man or the woman; and thou 
shalt stone them with stones, that they 

6 die. At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is to die be 
put to death; at the mouth of one witness 

7 he shall not be put to death. The hand 
of the witnesses shall be first upon him 
to put him to death, and afterward the 
hand of all the people. So thou shalt put 
away the evil from the midst of thee. 

8 If there arise a matter too hard for 
thee in judgement, between blood and 
blood, between plea and plea, and be¬ 
tween stroke and stroke, being matters 
of controversy within thy gates: then 
shalt thou arise, and get thee up unto 
the place which the Lord thy God shall 

9 choose; and thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the judge 
that shall be in those days: and thou 
shalt inquire; and they shall shew thee 

10 the sentence of judgement: and thou 
shalt do according to the tenor of the 
sentence, which they shall shew thee 
from that place which the Lord shall 
choose; and thou shalt observe to do 
according to all that they shall teach 

11 thee: according to the tenor of the law 

I Or, obelisk 


which they shall teach thee, and accord¬ 
ing to the judgement which they shall 
tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not 
turn aside from the sentence which they 
shall shew thee, to the right hand, nor 
to the left. And the man that doeth pre- 12 
sumptuously, in not hearkening unto 
the priest that standeth to minister there 
before the Lord thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die: and thou 
shalt put away the evil from Israel. And 13 
all the people shall hear, and fear, and 
do no more presumptuously. 

When thou art come unto the land 14 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell 
therein; and shalt say, I will set a king 
over me, like as all the nations that are 
round about me; thou shalt in any wise 15 
set him king over thee, whom the Lord 
thy God shall choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king over 
thee: thou mayest not put a foreigner 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 
Only he shall not multiply horses to 16 
himself, nor cause the people to return 
to Egypt, to the end that he should 
multiply horses: forasmuch as the Lord 
hath said unto you. Ye shall henceforth 
return no more that way. Neither shall 17 
he multiply wives to himself, that his 
heart turn not away: neither shall he 
greatly multiply to himself silver and 
gold. And it shall be, when he sitteth 18 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that he 
shall write him a copy of this law in a 
book, out of that which is before the 
priests the Levites: and it shall be with 19 
him, and he shall read therein all the 
days of his life: that he may learn to fear 
the Lord his God, to keep all the words 
of this law and these statutes, to do 
them: that his heart be not lifted up 20 
above his brethren, and that he turn not 
aside from the commandment, to the 
right hand, or to the left: to the end that 
he may prolong his days in his kingdom, 
he and his children, in the midst of Israel. 
THE priests the Levites, 2 even all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
portion nor inheritance with Israel: they 

2 Or, and 
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shall eat the offerings of the Lord made 

2 by fire, and his inheritance. And they 
shall have no inheritance among their 
brethren: the Lord is their inheritance, 

3 as he hath spoken unto them. And this 
shall be the priests’ due from the people, 
from them that offer a sacrifice, whether 
it be ox or sheep, that they shall give 
unto the priest the shoulder, and the 

4 two cheeks, and the maw. The firstfruits 
of thy com, of thy wine, and of thine oil, 
and the first of the fleece of thy sheep, 

5 shalt thou give him. For the Lord thy 
God hath chosen him out of all thy 
tribes, to stand to minister in the name 
of the Lord, him and his sons for ever. 

6 And if a Levitc come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourneth, and come with all the desire 
of his soul unto the place wliich the 

7 Lord shall choose; then he shall minister 
in the name of the Lord his God, as all 
his brethren the Levites do, which stand 

8 there before the Lord. They shall have 
like portions to eat, beside that which 
cometh of the sale of his patrimony. 

9 When thou art come into the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 

10 abominations of those nations. There 
shall not be found with thee any one that 
maketh his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire, one that useth divina¬ 
tion, one that practiseth augury, or an 

11 enchanter, or a sorcerer, or a charmer, 
or a consulter with a familiar spirit, or 

12 a wizard, or a necromancer. For who¬ 
soever doeth these things is an abomina¬ 
tion unto the Lord : and because of these 
abominations the Lord thy God doth 

13 drive them out from before thee. Thou 
shalt be perfect with the Lord thy God. 

14 For these nations, wliich thou shalt 
possess, hearken unto them that practise 
augury, and unto diviners: but a3 for 
thee, the Lord thy God hath not suffered 

15 thee so to do. The Lord thy God will 
raise up unto thee a prophet from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, like unto 

16 me; unto him ye shall hearken; accord¬ 
ing to all that thou desiredst of the Lord 

z Hcb. iron* 


thy God in Horeb in the day of the 
assembly, saying. Let me not hear again 
the voice of the Lord my God, neither 
let me see this great fire any more, that 

1 die not. And the Lord said unto me, 17 
They have well said that which they 
have spoken. I will raise them up a 18 
prophet from among their brethren, like 
unto thee; and I will put my words in 
his mouth, and he shall speak unto them 
all that I shall command him. And it 19 
shall come to pass, that whosoever will 
not hearken unto my words which he 
shall speak in my name, I will require 

it of him. But the prophet, which shall 20 
speak a word presumptuously in my 
name, which I have not commanded 
him to speak, or that shall speak in the 
name of other gods, that same prophet 
shall die. And if thou say in thine heart, 21 
How shall we know the word which the 
Lord hath not spoken? When a prophet 22 
speaketh in the name of the Lord, if the 
tiling follow not, nor come to pass, that 
is the tiling which the Lord hath not 
spoken: the prophet hath spoken it pre¬ 
sumptuously, thou shalt not be afraid 
of him. 

WHEN the Lord thy God shall 
cut off the nations, whose land the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, and thou 
succeedest them, and dwellest in their 
cities, and in their houses; thou shalt 2 
separate three cities for thee in the midst 
of thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee to possess it. Thou shalt 3 
prepare thee the way, and divide the 
borders of thy land, which the Lord thy 
God causeth thee to inherit, into three 
parts, that every manslayer may flee 
thither. And this is the case of the man- 4 
slayer, which shall flee thither and live: 
whoso killeth his neighbour unawares, 
and hated him not in time past; as 5 
when a man goeth into the forest with 
his neighbour to hew wood, and his 
hand fetchcth a stroke with the axe to 
cut down the tree, and the x head slippeth 
from *the helve, and lighteth upon his 
neighbour, that he die; he shall flee un¬ 
to one of these cities and live: lest the 6 

2 Or, the tree 
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avenger of blood pursue the manslayer, 
while his heart is hot, and overtake him, 
because the way is long, and smite him 
mortally; whereas he was not worthy of 
death, inasmuch as he hated him not in 

7 time past. Wherefore I command thee, 
saying. Thou shalt separate three cities 

8 for thee. And if the Lord thy God 
enlarge thy border, as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers, and give thee all the 
land which he promised to give unto thy 

9 fathers; if thou shalt keep all this com¬ 
mandment to do it, which I command 
thee this day, to love the Lord thy God, 
and to walk ever in his ways; then shalt 
thou add three cities more for thee, be- 

10 side these three: that innocent blood be 
not shed m the midst of thy land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance, and so blood be upon thee. 

11 But if any man hate his neighbour, and 
lie in wait for him, and rise up against 
him, and smite him mortally that he 
die; and he flee into one of these cities: 

12 then the elders of his city shall send and 
fetch him thence, and deliver him into 
the hand of the avenger of blood, that he 

13 may die. Thine eye shall not pity him, 
but thou shalt put away 2 the innocent 
blood from Israel, that it may go well 
with thee. 

14 Thou shalt not remove thy neigh¬ 
bour’s landmark, which they of old time 
have set, in thine inheritance which thou 
shalt inherit, in the land that the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

15 One witness shall not rise up against 
a man for any iniquity, or for any sin, in 
any sin that he sinneth: at the mouth of 
two witnesses, or at the mouth of three 
witnesses, shall a matter be established. 

16 If an unrighteous witness rise up against 
any man to testify against him of 3 wrong 

17 doing; then both the men, between 
whom the controversy is, shall stand be¬ 
fore the Lord, before the priests and the 

18 judges which shall be in those days; and 
the judges shall make diligent inquisi¬ 
tion: and, behold, if the witness be a 
false witness, and hath testified falsely 

Z Or, the blood of an innocent man 
3 Or, rebellion 
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against his brother; then shall ye do 19 
unto him, as he had thought to do unto 
his brother: so shalt thou put away the 
evil from the midst of thee. And those 20 
which remain shall hear, and fear, and 
shall henceforth commit no more any 
such evil in the midst of thee. And 21 
thine eye shall not pity; life shall go for 
life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot. 

WHEN thou goest forth to battle 
against thine enemies, and secst 
horses, and chariots, and a people more 
than thou, thou shalt not be afraid of 
them: for the Lord thy God is with 
thcc, which brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt. And it shall be, when ye 2 
draw nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak unto the 
people, and shall say unto them. Hear, 3 
O Israel, ye draw nigh this day unto 
battle against your enemies: let not your 
heart faint; fear not, nor tremble, neither 
be ye affrighted at them: for the Lord 4 
your God is he that goeth with you, to 
fight for you against your enemies, to save 
you. And the officers shall speak unto 5 
the people, saying. What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him go and return 
to his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man dedicate it. And what man 6 
is there that hath planted a vineyard, 
and hath not used the fruit thereof? let 
liim go and return unto his house, lest 
he die in the battle, and another man use 
the fruit thereof. And what man is there 7 
that hath betrothed a wife, and hath not 
taken her? let him go and return unto 
his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. And the officers 8 
shall speak further unto the people, and 
they shall say, W T hat man is there that 
is fearful and fainthearted? let him go 
and return unto his house, lest his breth¬ 
ren’s heart melt as his heart. And it shall 9 
be, when the officers have made an end 
of speaking unto the people, that they 
shall appoint captains of hosts at the 
head of the people. 

2 Or, the blood of the innocent 
Sec ch. 13. 5. 
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TO When thou drawest nigh unto a city to 
fight against it, then proclaim peace unto 

11 it. And it shall be, if it make thee answer 
of peace, and open unto thee, then it 
shall be, that all the people that is found 
therein shall become tributary unto 

12 thee, and shall serve thee. And if it 
will make no peace with thee, but will 
make war against thee, then thou shalt 

13 besiege it: and when the Lord thy God 
delivereth it into thine hand, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge 

14 of the sword: but the women, and the 
little ones, and the cattle, and all that is 
in the city, even all the spoil thereof, 
shalt thou take for a prey unto thyself; 
and thou shalt eat the spoil of thine 
enemies, which the Lord thy God hath 

15 given thee. Thus shalt thou do unto all 
the cities which are very far off from 
thee, which are not of the cities of these 

16 nations. But of the cities of these peo¬ 
ples, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save 

17 alive nothing that breatheth: but thou 
shalt 2 utterly destroy them; the Hittite, 
and the Amoritc, the Canaanite, and the 
Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusitc; 
as the Lord thy God hath commanded 

18 thee: that they teach you not to do after 
all their abominations, which they have 
done unto their gods; so should ye sin 
against the Lord your God. 

19 When thou shalt besiege a city a long 
time, in making war against it to take it, 
thou shalt not destroy the trees thereof 
by wielding an axe against them; for 
thou maycst eat of them, and thou shalt 
not cut them down; for is the tree of the 
field man, that it should be besieged of 

20 thee? Only the trees which thou know- 
est that they be not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, until it 
fall. 

IF one be found slain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the field, and 
it be not known who hath smitten him: 

2 then thy elders and thy judges shall come 

1 Or, subject to taskwork 
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forth, and they shall measure unto the 
cities which are round about him that is 
slain: and it shall be, that the city which 3 
is nearest unto the slain man, even the 
elders of that city shall take an heifer of 
the herd, which hath not been wrought 
with, and which hath not drawn in the 
yoke; and the elders of that city shall 4 
bring down the heifer unto a valley with 
running water, which is neither plowed 
nor sown, and shall break the heifer’s 
neck there in the valley: and the priests 5 
the sons of Levi shall come near; for 
them the Lord thy God hath chosen to 
minister unto him, and to bless in the 
name of the Lord; and according to 
their word shall every controversy and 
every stroke be: and all the elders of 6 
that city, who are nearest unto the slain 
man, shall wash their hands over the 
heifer whose neck was broken in the 
valley: and they shall answer and say, 7 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen it. Forgive, 8 
O Lord, thy people Israel, whom thou 
hast redeemed, and suffer not innocent 
blood to remain in the midst of thy peo¬ 
ple Israel. And the blood shall be for¬ 
given them. So shalt thou put away the 9 
innocent blood from the midst of thee, 
when thou shalt do that which is right 
in the eyes of the Lord. 

When thou goest forth to battle against 10 
thine enemies, and the Lord thy God 
delivereth them into thine hands, and 
thou earnest them away captive, and 11 
seest among the captives a beautiful 
woman, and thou hast a desire unto her, 
and wouldest take her to thee to wife; 
then thou shalt bring her home to thine 12 
house; and she shall shave her head, and 
pare her nails; and she shall put the rai- 13 
ment of her captivity from off her, and 
shall remain in thine house, and bewail 
her father and her mother a full month: 
and after that thou shalt go in unto her, 
and be her husband, and she shall be thy 
wife. And it shall be, if thou have no 14 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her go 
whither she will; but thou shalt not sell 
her at all for money, thou shalt not deal 

2 Hcb. devote.

DEUTERONOMY 22, 16 

And so shalt thou do with his ass; and 3 


21, 14 

with her *as a slave, because thou hast 
humbled her. 

15 If a man have two wives, the one be¬ 
loved, and the other hated, and they 
have borne him children, both the be¬ 
loved and the hated; and if the firstborn 

16 son be hers that was hated; then it shall 
be, in the day that he causeth his sons to 
inherit that which he hath, that he may 
not make the son of the beloved the first¬ 
born 2 before the son of the hated, which 

17 is the firstborn: but he shall acknow¬ 
ledge the firstborn, the son of the hated, 
by giving him a double portion of all that 
he hath: for he is the beginning of his 
strength; the right of the firstborn is his. 

18 If a man have a stubborn and rebel¬ 
lious son, which will not obey the voice 
of his father, or the voice of his mother, 
and though they chasten him, will not 

19 hearken unto them: then shall his father 
and his mother lay hold on him, and 
bring him out unto the elders of his city, 

20 and unto the gate of his place; and they 
shall say unto the elders of his city. This 
our son is stubborn and rebellious, he 
will not obey our voice; he is a riotous 

21 liver, and a drunkard. And all die men 
of his city shall stone him with stones, 
that he die: so shalt thou put away the 
evil from the midst of thee; and all Israel 
shall hear, and fear. 

22 And if a man have committed a sin 
worthy of death, and he be put to deadi, 

23 and thou hang him on a tree; liis body 
shall not remain all night upon the tree, 
but thou shalt surely bury him the same 
day; for he that is hanged is 3 accursed 
of God; that thou defile not thy land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance. 

THOU shalt not see thy brother’s 
ox or his sheep go astray, and hide 
thyself from them: thou shalt surely 
2 bring them again unto thy brother. And 
if thy brother be not nigh unto thee, or 
if thou know him not, then thou shalt 
bring it home to thine house, and it shall 
be with thee until thy brother seek after 
it, and thou shalt restore it to him again. 


so shalt thou do with his garment; and 
so shalt thou do with every lost thing of 
thy brother’s, which he hath lost, and 
thou hast found: thou mayest not hide 
thyself. 

Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ass 4 
or his ox fallen down by the way, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

A woman shall not wear that which 5 
pertaineth unto a man, neither shall a 
man put on a woman’s garment: for 
whosoever doeth these things is an abo¬ 
mination unto the Lord thy God. 

If a bird’s nest chance to be before 6 
thee in the way, in any tree or on the 
ground, with young ones or eggs, and 
the dam sitting upon the young, or upon 
the eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young: thou shalt in any wise 7 
let the dam go, but the young thou may¬ 
est take unto thyself; that it may be well 
with thee, and that thou mayest prolong 
thy days. 

When thou buildest a new house, then 8 
thou shalt make a battlement for thy roof, 
that thou bring not blood upon thine 
house, if any man fall from thence. Thou 9 
shalt not sow thy vineyard with two kinds 
of seed: lest the 4 whoIe fruit be 'forfeited, 
the seed which thou hast sown, and the 
increase of the vineyard. 

Thou shalt not plow with an ox and 10 
an ass together. Thou shalt not wear an 
mingled stuff, wool and linen together. 

Thou shalt make thee 6 fringes upon 12 
the four borders of thy vesture, where¬ 
with thou coverest thyself. 

If any man take a wife, and go in un- 13 
to her, and hate her, and lay shameful 14 
things to her charge, and bring up an 
evil name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I came nigh to her, I 
found not in her the tokens of virginity: 
then shall the father of the damsel, and 15 
her mother, take and bring forth the 
tokens of the damsel’s virginity unto 
the elders of the city in the gate: and the 16 
damsel’s father shall say unto the elders. 
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I gave my daughter unto this man to 

17 wile, and he hateth her; and, lo, he hath 
laid shameful things to her charge , say¬ 
ing, I found not in thy daughter the 
tokens of virginity; and yet these are the 
tokens of my daughter’s virginity. And 
they shall spread the garment before the 

18 elders of the city. And the elders of that 
city shall take the man and chastise him; 

19 and they shall amerce him in an hundred 
shekels of silver, and give them unto the 
father of the damsel, because he hath 
brought up an evil name upon a virgin 
of Israel: and she shall be his wife; he 

20 may not put her away all his days. But 
if this thing be true, that the tokens of 
virginity were not found in the damsel: 

21 then they shall bring out the damsel to 
the door of her father’s house, and the 
men of her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she hath 
wrought folly in Israel, to play the harlot 
in her father’s house: so shalt thou put 
away the evil from the midst of thee. 

22 If a man be found lying with a woman 
married to an husband, then they shall 
both of them die, the man that lay with 
the woman, and the woman: so shalt 
thou put away the evil from Israel. 

23 If there be a damsel that is a virgin 
betrothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

24 then ye shall bring them both out unto 
the gate of that city, and ye shall stone 
them with stones that they die; the 
damsel, because she cried not, being in 
the city; and the man, because he hath 
humbled his neighbour’s wife: so thou 
shalt put away the evil from the midst of 
thee. 

25 But if the man find the damsel that is 
betrothed in the field, and the man force 
her, and lie with her; then the man only 

26 that lay with her shall die: but unto the 
damsel thou shalt do nothing; there is 
in the damsel no sin worthy of death: for 
as when a man riseth against his neigh¬ 
bour, and slayeth him, even so is this 

27 matter: for he found her in the field; the 
betrothed damsel cried, and there was 
none to save her. 


23* 12 

If a man find a damsel that is a virgin, 28 
which is not betrothed, and lay hold on 
her, and lie with her, and they be found; 
then the man that lay with her shall give 29 
unto the damsel’s father fifty shekels of 
silver, and she shall be his wife, because 
he hath humbled her; he may not put 
her away all his days. 

A man shall not take his father’s wife, 30 
and shall not uncover his father’s skirt. 

HE that is wounded in the stones, 
or hath his privy member cut off, 
shall not enter into the assembly of the 
Lord. 

A bastard shall not enter into the 2 
assembly of the Lord ; even to the tenth 
generation shall none of his enter into 
the assembly of the Lord. 

An Ammonite or a Moabite shall not 3 
enter into the assembly of the Lord ; even 
to the tenth generation shall none be¬ 
longing to them enter into the assembly 
of the Lord for ever: because they met 4 
you not with bread and with water in the 
way, when ye came forth out of Egypt; 
and because they hired against thee Ba¬ 
laam the son of Beor from Pethor of 
Mesopotamia, to curse thee. Neverthe- 5 
less the Lord thy God would not hearken 
unto Balaam; but the Lord thy God 
turned the curse into a blessing unto 
thee, because the Lord thy God loved 
thee. Thou shalt not seek their peace 6 
nor their prosperity all thy days for ever. 

Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite; for 7 
he is thy brother: thou shalt not abhor an 
Egyptian; because thou wast a stranger 
in his land. The children of the third 8 
generation that are born unto them shall 
enter into the assembly of the Lord. 

When thou goest forth in camp against 9 
thine enemies, then thou shalt keep thee 
from every evil thing. If there be among 10 
you any man, that is not clean by reason 
of that which chanceth him by night, 
then shall he go abroad out of the camp, 
he shall not come within the camp: but 11 
it shall be, when evening cometh on, he 
shall bathe himself in water: and when 
the sun is down, he shall come within 
the camp. Thou shalt have a place also 12 
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without the camp* whither thou shalt go 

13 forth abroad: and thou shalt have a 
‘paddle among thy weapons: and it shall 
be* when thou sittcst down abroad, thou 
shalt dig therewith* and shalt turn back 
and cover that which cometh from thee: 

14 for the Lord thy God walketh in the 
midst of thy camp* to deliver thee* and 
to give up thine enemies before thee; 
therefore shall thy camp be holy: that he 
see no 2 unclean thing in thee* and turn 
away from thee. 

15 Tho u shalt not deliver unto his master 
a servant which is escaped from his 

16 master unto thee: he shall dwell with 
thee* in the midst of thee, in the place 
which he shall choose within one of thy 
gates* where it iiketh him best: thou shalt 
not oppress him. 

17 There shall be no 3 harlot of the daugh¬ 
ters of Israel* neither shall there be a 

18 4 sodomite of the sons of Israel. Thou 
shalt not bring the hire of a whore* or 
tiie wages of a dog, into the house of the 
Lord thy God for any vow: for even 
both these are an abomination unto the 
Lord thy God. 

19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy 
brother; usury of money* usury of vict¬ 
uals, usury of any thing that is lent upon 

20 usury: unto a foreigner thou mayest lend 
upon usury; but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: that the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto* in the land 
whither thou goest in to possess it. 

21 When thou shalt vow a vow unto the 
Lord thy God* thou shalt not be slack to 
pay it: for the Lord thy God will surely 
require it of thee; and it would be sin in 

22 thee. But if thou shalt forbear to vow* it 

23 shall be no sin in thee. That which is gone 
out of thy lips thou shalt observe and do; 
according as thou hast vowed unto the 
Lord thy God, a freewill offering* which 
thou hast promised with thy mouth. 

24 When thou comest into thy neigh¬ 
bour’s vineyard, then thou mayest eat 
grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; but 
thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. 
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When thou comest into thy neigh- 25 
bour’s standing corn* then thou mayest 
pluck the ears with thine hand; but thou 
shalt not move a sickle unto thy neigh¬ 
bour’s standing corn. 

WHEN a man taketh a wife* and 
marrieth her* then it shall be* if 
she find no favour in his eyes* because he 
hath found some unseemly thing in her* 
that he shall write her a bill of divorce¬ 
ment* and give it in her hand, and send 
her out of his house. And when she is 2 
departed out of his house, she may go 
and be another man’s wife. And if the 3 
latter husband hate her* and write her a 
bill of divorcement* and give it in her 
hand* and send her out of his house; or 
if the latter husband die* which took her 
to be his wife; her former husband* 4 
which sent her away* may not take her 
again to be lis wife* after that she is de¬ 
filed ; for that is abomination before the 
Lord : and thou shalt not cause the land 
to sin* which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance. 

When a man taketh a new wife, he 5 
shall not go out in the host* neither shall 
he be charged with any business: he shall 
be free at home one year* and shall cheer 
his wife which he hath taken. No man 6 
shall take the mill or the upper millstone 
to pledge: for he taketh a man's life to 
pledge. 

If a man be found stealing any of his 7 
brethren of the children of Israel, and 
he deal with him 5 as a slave* or sell him; 
then that thief shall die: so shalt thou 
put away the evil from the midst of thee. 

Take heed in the plague of leprosy* 8 
that thou observe diligently* and do 
according to all that the priests the Le- 
vites shall teach you: as I commanded 
them, so ye shall observe to do. Re- 9 
member what the Lord thy God did un¬ 
to Miriam* by the way as ye came forth 
out of Egypt. 

When thou dost lend thy neighbour 10 
any manner of loan, thou shalt not go 
into his house to fetch his pledge. Thou 11 
shalt stand without* and the man to 
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whom thou dost lend shall bring forth wicked man be worthy to be beaten, that 


12 the pledge without unto thee. And if 
he be a poor man, thou shalt not sleep 

13 with his pledge: thou shalt surely restore 
to him the pledge when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in his garment, 
and bless thee: and it shall be righteous¬ 
ness unto thee before the Lord thy God. 

14 Thou shalt not oppress an hired serv¬ 
ant that is poor and needy, whether he 
be of thy brethren, or of thy strangers 

15 that are in thy land within thy gates: in 
his day thou shalt give him his hire, 
neither shall the sun go down upon it; 
for he is poor, and setteth his heart upon 
it: lest he cry against.thee unto the Lord, 
and it be sin unto thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to death 
for the children, neither shall the chil¬ 
dren be put to death for the fathers: 
every man shall be put to death for his 
own sin. 

17 Thou shalt not wrest the judgement 
of the stranger, nor of the fatherless; nor 

18 take the widow’s raiment to pledge: but 
thou shalt remember that thou wast a 
bondman in Egypt, and the Lord thy 
God redeemed thee thence: therefore I 
command thee to do this thing. 

19 When thou reapest thine harvest in 
thy field, and hast forgot a sheaf in the 
field, thou shalt not go again to fetch it: 
it shall be for the stranger, for the father¬ 
less, and for the widow: that the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all the work of 
thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs again: 
it shall be for the stranger, for the father- 

21 less, and for the widow. When thou 
gatherest the grapes of thy vineyard, thou 
shalt not glean it after thee: it shall be 
for the stranger, for the fatherless, and 

22 for the widow. And thou shalt remem¬ 
ber that thou wast a bondman in the land 
of Egypt: therefore I command thee to 
do this thing. 

IF there be a controversy between 
men, and they come unto judge¬ 
ment, and the judges judge them; then 
they shall justify the righteous, and con- 

2 demn the wicked; and it shall be, if the 


the judge shall cause him to lie down, 
and to be beaten before his face, accord¬ 
ing to his wickedness, by number. Forty 3 
stripes he may give him, he shall not ex¬ 
ceed: lest, if he should exceed, and beat 
him above these with many stripes, then 
thy brother should seem vile unto thee. 

Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when he 4 
treadeth out the corn . 

If brethren dwell together, and one of 5 
them die, and have no son, the wife of 
the dead shall not marry without unto a 
stranger: her husband’s brother shall go 
in unto her, and take her to him to wife, 
and perform the duty of an husband’s 
brother unto her. And it shall be, that 6 
the firstborn which she bearcth shall suc¬ 
ceed in the name of his brother which is 
dead, that his name be not blotted out of 
Israel. And if the man like not to take 7 
his brother’s wife, then his brother’s 
wife shall go up to the gate unto the 
elders, and say. My husband’s brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his brother a 
name in Israel, he will not perform the 
duty of an husband’s brother unto me. 
Then the elders of his city shall call him, 8 
and speak unto him: and if he stand, and 
say, I like not to take her; then shall his 9 
brother’s wife come unto him in the pre¬ 
sence of the elders, and loose his shoe 
from off his foot, and spit in his face; and 
she shall answer and say. So shall it be 
done unto the man that doth not build 
up his brother’s house. And his name 10 
shall be called in Israel, The house of 
him that hath his shoe loosed. 

When men strive together one with 11 
another, and the wife of the one draweth 
near for to deliver her husband out of 
the hand of him that smiteth him, and 
putteth forth her hand, and taketh him 
by the secrets: then thou shalt cut off 12 
her hand, thine eye shall have no pity. 

Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers 13 
weights, a great and a small. Thou shalt 14 
not have in thine house divers measures, 
a great and a small. A perfect and just 15 
weight shalt thou have; a perfect and 
just measure shalt thou have: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which 
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16 the Lord thy God giveth thee. For all 
that do such things, even all that do un¬ 
righteously, are an abomination unto 
the Lord thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee by the way as ye came forth out of 

18 Egypt; how he met thee by the way, and 
smote the hindmost of thee, all that were 
feeble behind thee, when thou wast 
faint and weary; and he feared not God. 

19 Therefore it shall be, when the Lord 
thy God hath given thee rest from all 
thine enemies round about, in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance to possess it, that thou 
shalt blot out the remembrance of Am¬ 
alek from under heaven; thou shalt not 
lorget. 

AND it shall be, when thou art 
come in unto the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an inherit¬ 
ance, and possessest it, and dwellcst 

2 therein; that thou shalt take of the first of 
all the fruit of the ground, which thou 
shalt bring in from thy land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee; and thou 
shalt put it in a basket, and shalt go unto 
the place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell there. 

3 And thou shalt come unto the priest that 
shall be in those days, and say unto him, 
I profess this day unto the Lord thy 
God, that I am come unto the land which 
the Lord sware unto our fathers for to 

4 give us. And the priest shall take the 
basket out of thine hand, and set it down 
before the altar of the Lord thy God. 

5 And thou shalt answer and say before 
the Lord thy God, A 'Syrian 2 ready to 
perish was my father, and he went down 
into Egypt, and sojourned there, few in 
number; and he became there a nation, 

6 great, mighty, and populous: and the 
Egyptians evil entreated us, and afflicted 

7 us, and laid upon us hard bondage: and 
we cried unto the Lord, the God of our 
fathers, and the Lord heard our voice, 
and saw our affliction, and our toil, and 

8 our oppression: and the Lord brought 
us forth out of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and with an outstretched arm, and 

z Heb. Arameatu 
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with great terribleness, and with signs, 
and with wonders: and he hath brought 9 
us into this place, and hath given us this 
land, a land flowing with milk and honey. 
And now, behold, I have brought the first 1 o 
of the fruit of the ground, which thou, 

O Lord, hast given me. And thou shalt 
set it down before the Lord thy God, 
and worship before the Lord thy God: 
and thou shalt rejoice in all the good 11 
which the Lord thy God hath given unto 
thee, and unto thine house, thou, and 
the Levite, and the stranger that is in 
the midst of thee. 

When thou hast made an end of tith- 12 
ing all the tithe of thine increase in the 
third year, which is the year of tithing, 
then thou shalt give it unto the Levite, 
to the stranger, to the fatherless, and to 
the widow, that they may eat within 
thy gates, and be filled; and thou shalt 13 
say before the Lord thy God, I have put 
away the hallowed things out of mine 
house, and also have given them unto 
the Levite, and unto the stranger, to the 
fatherless, and to the widow, according 
to all thy commandment which thou 
hast commanded me: I have not trans¬ 
gressed any of thy commandments, 
neither have I forgotten them: I have 14 
not eaten thereof in my mourning, 
neither have I put away thereof, being 
unclean, nor given thereof for the dead: 

I have hearkened to the voice of the 
Lord my God, I have done according to 
all that thou hast commanded me. Look 15 
down from thy holy habitation, from 
heaven, and bless thy people Israel, and 
the ground which thou hast given us, as 
thou swarest unto our fathers, a land 
flowing with milk and honey. 

This day the Lord thy God com- 16 
mandeth thee to do these statutes and 
judgements: thou shalt therefore keep 
and do them with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. Thou hast avouched 17 
the Lord this day to be thy God, and 
that thou shouldest walk in his ways, and 
keep his statutes, and his command¬ 
ments, and his judgements, and hearken 
unto his voice: and the Lord hath 18 

Or, tvandtring Or, lost 
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avouched thee this day to be a peculiar 
people unto himself, as he hath promised 
thee, and that thou shouldest keep all 

19 his commandments; and to make thee 
high above all nations which he hath 
made, ’in praise, and in name, and in 
honour; and that thou mayest be an holy 
people unto the Lord thy God, as he 
hath spoken. 

AND Moses and the elders of 
Israel commanded the people, 
saying. Keep all the commandment 

2 which I command you this day. And it 
shall be on the day when ye shall pass 
over Jordan unto the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, that thou 
shalt set thee up great stones, and plaister 

3 them with plaister: and thou shalt write 
upon them all the words of this law, 
when thou art passed over; that thou 
mayest go in unto the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, a land flow¬ 
ing with milk and honey, as the Lord, 
the God of thy fathers, hath promised 

4 thee. And it shall be when ye are passed 
over Jordan, that ye shall set up these 
stones, which I command you this day, 
in mount Ebal, and thou shalt plaister 

5 them with plaister. And there shalt thou 
build an altar unto the Lord thy God, 
an altar of stones: thou shalt lift up no 

6 iron tool upon them. Thou shalt build 
the altar of the Lord thy God of 2 un- 
hewn stones: and thou shalt offer burnt 
offerings thereon unto the Lord thy 

7 God: and thou shalt sacrifice peace offer¬ 
ings, and shalt eat there; and thou shalt 

8 rejoice before the Lord thy God. And 
thou shalt write upon the stones all the 
words of this law very plainly. 

9 And Moses and the priests the Levites 
spake unto all Israel, saying, Keep 
silence, and hearken, O Israel; this day 
thou art become the people of the Lord 

10 thy God. Thou shalt therefore obey the 
voice of the Lord thy God, and do his 
commandments and his statutes, which 
I command thee this day. 

11 And Moses charged the people the 

12 same day, saying, These shall stand up¬ 


on mount Gcrizim to bless the people, 
when ye are passed over Jordan; Sim¬ 
eon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issachar, 
and Joseph, and Benjamin: and these 13 
shall stand upon mount Ebal for the 
curse; Reuben, Gad, and Asher, and 
Zcbulun, Dan, and Naphtali. And the 14 
Levites shall answer, and say unto all the 
men of Israel with a loud voice. 

Cursed be the man that maketh a 15 
graven or molten image, an abomination 
unto the Lord, the work of the hands 
of the craftsman, and setteth it up in 
secret. And all the people shall answer 
and say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that setteth light by his 16 
father or his mother. And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that removeth his neigh- 17 
hour’s landmark. And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that maketh the blind 18 
to wander out of the way. And all the 
people shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that wxesteth the judge- 19 
ment of the stranger, fatherless, and 
widow. And all the people shall say. 
Amen. 

Cursed be he that licth with his 20 
father’s wife; because he hath uncovered 
his father’s skirt. And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that lieth with any man- 21 
ner of beast. And all the people shall 
say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that lieth with his sister, 22 
the daughter of his father, or the daugh¬ 
ter of his mother. And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that lieth with his 23 
mother in law. And all the people shall 
say, Amen. 

Cursed be he that smiteth his neigh- 24 
bour in secret. And all the people shall 
say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that taketh reward to 25 
slay an innocent person. And all the 
people shall say. Amen. 

Cursed be he that confirmeth not the 26 
words of this law to do them. And all 
the people shall say. Amen.

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AND it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to observe 
to do all his commandments which I

And all the peoples of 
the earth shall see that thou art called by 
the name of the Lord; and they shall be 

11 afraid of thee. And the Lord shall make 
tlice plenteous for good, in the fruit of 
thy body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lord swarc unto thy 

12 fathers to give thee. The Lord shall 
open unto thee his good treasure the 
heaven to give the rain of thy land in its 
season, and to bless all the work of thine 
hand: and thou shalt lend unto many 

13 nations, and thou shalt not borrow. And 
the Lord shall make thee the head, and 
not the tail; and thou shalt be above 
only, and thou shalt not be beneath; if 
thou shalt hearken unto the command¬ 
ments of the Lord thy God, which I d

command thee this day, to observe and 
to do them ; and shalt not turn aside from 14 
any of the words which I command 
you this day, to the right hand, or to 
the left, to go after other gods to serve 
them. 

But it shall come to pass, if thou wilt 15 
not hearken unto the voice of the Lord 
thy God, to observe to do all his com¬ 
mandments and his statutes which 1 
command thee this day; that all these 
curses shall come upon thee, and over¬ 
take thee. Cursed shalt thou be in the 16 
city, and cursed shalt thou be in the 
field. Cursed shall be thy basket and 17 
thy kneadingtrough. Cursed shall be the 18 
fruit of thy body, and the fruit of thy 
ground, the increase of thy kine, and the 
young of thy flock. Cursed shalt thou 19 
be when thou comest in, and cursed 
shalt thou be when thou goest out. The 20 
Lord shall send upon thee cursing, dis¬ 
comfiture, and rebuke, in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto for to do, until 
thou be destroyed, and until thou perish 
quickly; because of the evil of thy doings, 
whereby thou hast forsaken me. The 21 
Lord shall make the pestilence cleave 
unto thee, until he have consumed thee 
from off the land, whither thou goest in 
to possess it. The Lord shall smite thee 22 
with consumption, and with fever, and 
with inflammation, and with fiery heat, 
and with 2 the sword, and with blasting, 
and with mildew; and they shall pursue 
thee until thou perish. And thy heaven 23 
that is over thy head shall be brass, and 
the earth that is under thee shall be iron. 
The Lord shall make the rain of thy 24 
land powder and dust: from heaven shall 
it come down upon thee, until thou be 
destroyed. The Lord shall cause thee 25 
to be smitten before thine enemies: thou 
shalt go out one way against them, and 
shalt flee seven ways before them: and 
thou shalt be 3 tossed to and fro among 
all the kingdoms of the earth. And thy 26 
carcase shall be meat unto all fowls of 
the air, and unto the beasts of the earth, 
and there shall be none to fray them 
-away. The Lord shall smite thee with 27 

lent versions, drought 3 Or, a terror unto 
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land, and gave it for an inheritance unto 
the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and 
9 to the half* tribe of the Manassitcs. Keep 
therefore the words of this covenant, and 
do them, that ye may prosper in all that 
ye do. 

10 Ye stand this day all of you before the 
Lord your God; your heads, your tribes, 
your elders, and your officers, even all 

11 the men of Israel, your little ones, your 
wives, and thy stranger that is in the 
midst of thy camps, from the hewer of 
thy wood unto the drawer of thy water: 

12 that thou shouldest enter into the cove¬ 
nant of the Loud thy God, and into his 
oath, which the Lord thy God maketh 

13 with thee this day: that he may establish 
thee this day unto himself for a people, 
and that he may be unto thee a God, as 
he spake unto thee, and as he sware unto 
thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 

14 Jacob. Neither with you only do I make 

15 this covenant and this oath; but with him 
that standeth here with us this day be¬ 
fore the Lord our God, and also with 
him that is not here with us this day: 

16 (for ye know how we dwelt in the land of 
Egypt; and how w T e came through the 
midst of the nations through which ye 

17 passed; and ye have seen their abomina¬ 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, 
silver and gold, which were among 

18 them:) lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day from 
the Lord our God, to go to serve the 
gods of those nations; lest there should 
be among you a root that bcareth 2 gall 

19 and wormwood; and it come to pass, 
when he hearcth the words of this 3 curse, 
that he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in the 
stubbornness of mine heart, 4 to destroy 

20 the moist with the dry: the Lord will 
not pardon him, but then the anger of 
the Lord and his jealousy shall smoke 
against that man, and all the curse that 
is written in this book shall lie upon him, 
and the Lord shall blot out his name 

21 from under heaven. And the Lord shall 
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separate him unto evil out of all the 
tribes of Israel, according to all the curses 
of the covenant that is written in this 
book of the law. And the generation to 22 
come, your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the foreigner that shall 
come from a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, and 
the sicknesses wherewith the Lord hath 
made it sick; and that the whole land 23 
thereof is brimstone, and salt, and a 
burning, that it is not sown, nor beareth, 
nor any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zeboiim, which the Lord 
overthrew in his anger, and in his wrath: 
even all the nations shall say. Wherefore 24 
hath the Lord done thus unto this land? 
what meaneth the heat of this great 
anger? Then men shall say. Because 25 
they forsook the covenant of the Lord, 
the God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt; and w'ent and 26 
served other gods, and worshipped them, 
gods whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not 5 given unto them: therefore the 27 
anger of the Lord w r as kindled against 
this land, to bring upon it all the curse 
that is written in this book: and the Lord 28 
rooted them out of their land in anger, 
and in wrath, and in great indignation, 
and cast them into another land, as at 
this day. The secret tilings belong unto 29 
the Lord our God: but the things that 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all the 
words of this law. 

AND it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, which I 
have set before thee, and thou slialt call 
them to mind among all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
thee, and shalt return unto the Lord thy 2 
God, and shalt obey his voice according 
to all that I command thee this day, thou 
and thy children, with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul; that then the Lord 3 
thy God will 6 tum thy captivity, and 
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have compassion upon thee, and will re¬ 
turn and gather thee from all the peoples, 
whither the Lord thy God hath scattered 

4 tlicc. If any of thine outcasts be in the 
uttermost parts of heaven, from thence 
will the Lord thy God gather thee, and 

5 from thence will he fetch thee: and the 
Lord thy God will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, and 
thou shalt possess it; and he will do 
thee good, and multiply thee above thy 

6 fathers. And the Lord thy God will cir¬ 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart of thy 
seed, to love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, that 

7 thou mayest live. And the Lord thy 
God will put all these curses upon thine 
enemies, and on them that hate thee, 

8 which persecuted thee. And thou shalt 
return and obey the voice of the Lord, 
and do all his commandments which I 

9 command thee this day. And the Lord 
thy God will make thee plenteous in all 
the work of thine hand, in the fruit of 
thy body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy ground, for good: 
for the Lord will again rejoice over thee 
for good, as he rejoiced over thy fathers: 

10 if thou shalt obey the voice of the Lord 
thy God, to keep his commandments 
and his statutes which are written in this 
book of the law; if thou turn unto the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 For this commandment which I com¬ 
mand thee this day, it is not too 1 hard 

12 for thee, neither is it far off. It is not in 
heaven, that thou shouldest say. Who 
shall go up for us to heaven, and bring it 
unto us, and make us to hear it, that we 

13 may do it? Neither is it beyond the sea, 
that thou shouldest say. Who shall go 
over the sea for us, and bring it unto us, 
and make us to hear it, that we may do 

14 it? But the word is very nigh unto thee, 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart, that thou 
mayest do it. 

35 See, I have set before thee this day 

16 life and good, and death and evil; in that 
I command thee this day to love the 
Lord thy God, to walk in his ways, 

1 Or, wonderful 
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and to keep his commandments and his 
statutes and his judgements, that thou 
mayest live and multiply, and that the 
Lord thy God may bless thee in the land 
whither thou gocst in to possess it. But 17 
if thine heart turn away, and thou wilt 
not hear, but shalt be drawn away, and 
worship other gods, and serve them; I 18 
denounce unto you this day, that ye shall 
surely perish; ye shall not prolong your 
days upon the land, whither thou passest 
over Jordan to go in to possess it. I call 19 
heaven and earth to witness against you 
this day, that I have set before thee life 
and death, the blessing and the curse: 
therefore choose life, that thou mayest 
live, thou and thy seed: to love the Lord 20 
thy God, to obey his voice, and to cleave 
unto him: for 2 he is thy life, and the 
length of thy days: that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which the Lord sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to give them. 

AND Moses went and spake these 
words unto all Israel. And he said 2 
unto them, I am an hundred and twenty 
years old this day; I can no more go out 
and come in: and the Lord hath said 
unto me. Thou shalt not go over this 
Jordan. The Lord thy God, he will go 3 
over before thee; he will destroy these 
nations from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he shall go 
over before thee, as the Lord hath 
spoken. And the Lord shall do unto 4 
them as he did to Sihon and to Og, the 
kings of the Amorites, and unto their 
land; whom he destroyed. And the Lord 5 
shall deliver them up before you, and ye 
shall do unto them according unto all the 
commandment which I have commanded 
you. Be strong and of a good courage, 6 
fear not, nor be affrighted at them: for the 
Lord thy God, he it is that doth go with 
thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee. And Moses called unto Joshua, 7 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good courage: 
for thou shalt go with this people into the 
land which the Lord hath sworn unto 
their fathers to give them; and thou shalt 
2 Or, that 
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8 cause them to inherit it. And the Lord, 
he it is that doth go before thee; he will 
be with thee, he will not fail thee, neither 
forsake thee: fear not, neither be dis¬ 
mayed. 

9 And Moses wrote this law, and de¬ 
livered it unto the priests the sons of 
Levi, which bare the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord, and unto all the elders of 

10 Israel. And Moses commanded them, 
saying. At the end of every seven years, 
in the set time of the year of release, in 

11 the feast of tabernacles, when all Israel 
is come to appear before the Lord thy 
God in the place which he shall choose, 
thou shalt read this law before all Israel 

12 in their hearing. Assemble the people, 
the men and the women and the little 
ones, and thy stranger that is within thy 
gates, that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the Lord your God, 
and observe to do all the words of this 

13 law; and that their children, which have 
not known, may hear, and learn to fear 
the Lord your God, as long as ye live in 
the land whither ye go over Jordan to 
possess it. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, Be¬ 
hold, thy days approach that thou must 
die: call Joshua, and present yourselves 
in the tent of meeting, that I may give 
him a charge. And Moses and Joshua 
went, and presented themselves in the 

15 tent of meeting. And the Lord appeared 
in the Tent in a pillar of cloud: and the 
pillar of cloud stood *over the door of the 

16 Tent. And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy fathers; 
and this people will rise up, and go a 
whoring after the strange gods of the 
land, whither they go to be among them, 
and will forsake me, and break my co¬ 
venant which I have made with them. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled against 
them in that day, and I will forsake them, 
and I will hide my face from them, and 
they shall be devoured, and many evils 
and troubles shall come upon them; so 
that they will say in that day, Are not 
these evils come upon us because our 

18 God is not among us? And I will surely 
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hide my face in that day for all the evil 
which they shall have wrought, in that 
they are turned unto other gods. Now 19 
therefore write ye this song for you, and 
teach thou it the children of Israel: put 
it in their mouths, that this song may be 
a witness for me against the children of 
Israel. For when I shall have brought 20 
them into the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, flowing with milk and 
honey; and they shall have eaten and 
filled themselves, and waxen fat; then 
will they turn unto other gods, and serve 
them, and despise me, and break my 
covenant. And it shall come to pass, 21 
when many evils and troubles are come 
upon them, that this song shall testify 
before them as a witness; for it shall not 
be forgotten out of the mouths of their 
seed: for I know their imagination which 
they go about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land which I 
sware. So Moses wrote this song the 22 
same day, and taught it the children of 
Israel. And he gave Joshua the son of 23 
Nun a charge, and said. Be strong and of 
a good courage: for thou shalt bring the 
children of Israel into the land which I 
sware unto them: and I will be with thee. 

And it came to pass, when Moses had 24 
made an end of writing the words of this 
law in a book, until they were finished, 
that Moses commanded the Levites, 25 
which bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, saying, Take this book of the law, 26 
and put it by the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that it 
may be there for a witness against thee. 

For I know thy rebellion, and thy stiff 27 
neck: behold, while I am yet alive with 
you this day, ye have been rebellious 
against the Lord; and how much more 
after my death? Assemble unto me all 28 
the elders of your tribes, and your 
officers, that I may speak these words in 
their ears, and call heaven and earth to 
witness against them. For I know that 29 
after my death ye will utterly corrupt 
yourselves, and turn aside from the way 
which I have commanded you; and evil 
will befall you in the latter days; because 
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ye will do that which is evil in the sight 
of the Lord, to provoke him to anger 
through the work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of all the 
assembly of Israel the words of this song, 
until they were finished. 

GIVE ear, ye heavens, and I will 
speak; 

And let the earth hear the words of 
my mouth: 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain. 
My speech shall distil as the dew; 

As the small rain upon the tender 

grass. 

And as the showers upon the herb: 

3 For I will proclaim the name of the 

Lord: 

Ascribe ye greatness unto our God. 

4 The Rock, his work is perfect; 

For all his ways are judgement: 

A God of faithfulness and without 
iniquity. 

Just and right is he. 

5 They have ‘dealt corruptly with him, 

they are not his children, 2 it is their 
blemish; 

They are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 

6 Do ye thus requite the Lord, 

O foolish people and unwise? 

Is not he thy father that hath 3 bought 
thee? 

He hath made thee, and established 
thee. 

7 Remember the days of old. 

Consider the years of many genera¬ 
tions: 

Ask thy father, and he will shew thee; 
Thine elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High gave to the 

nations their inheritance, 

When he separated the children of 
men, 

He set the bounds of the peoples 
According to the number of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

9 For the Lord’s portion is his people; 
Jacob is the lot of his inheritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land. 

And in the waste howling wilderness; 
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He compassed him about, he cared 
for him. 

He kept him as the apple of his eye: 

As an eagle that stirreth up her nest, 11 
That fluttereth over her young, 

4 He spread abroad his wings, he took 
them, 

He bare them on his pinions: 

The Lord alone did lead him, 12 

And there was no strange god with 
him. 

He made him ride on the high places 13 
of the earth. 

And he did eat the increase of the 
field; 

And he made him to suck honey out 
of the rock. 

And oil out of the flinty rock; 

Butter of kinc, and milk of sheep, 14 
With fat of lambs. 

And rams of the breed of Bashan, and 
goats. 

With the fat of kidneys of wheat; 

And of the blood of the grape thou 
drankest wine. 

But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked: 15 
Thou art waxen fat, thou art grown 
thick, thou art become sleek: 

Then he forsook God which made him. 
And lightly esteemed the Rock of his 
salvation. 

They moved him to jealousy with 16 
strange gods , 

With abominations provoked they 
him to anger. 

They sacrificed unto demons, which 17 
were no God, 

To gods whom they knew not. 

To new gods that came up of late. 

Whom your fathers dreaded not. 

Of the Rock that 5 begat thee thou art 18 
unmindful. 

And hast forgotten God that gave 
thee birth. 

And the Lord saw it, and abhorred 19 
them , 

Because of the provocation of his sons 
and his daughters. 

And he said, I will hide my face from 20 
them. 
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I will see what their end shall be: 

For they are a very froward genera¬ 
tion. 

Children in whom is no faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy with 

that which is not God; 

They have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities: 

And I will move them to jealousy with 
those which are not a people; 

I will provoke them to anger with a 
foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
And burneth unto the lowest *pit. 
And devoureth the earth with her in¬ 
crease. 

And setteth on fire die foundations of 
the mountains. 

23 I w r ill heap mischiefs upon them; 

1 will spend mine arrow’s upon them: 

24 They shall be wasted with hunger, and 

devoured with "burning heat 
And bitter destruction; 

And the teeth of beasts W’ill I send 
upon them. 

With the poison of crawling diings of 
the dust. 

25 Without shall the sword bereave. 

And in die chambers terror; 

It shall destroy both young man and 
virgin. 

The suckling with the man of gray 
hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them afar, 

1 would make the remembrance of 
diem to cease from among men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the provoca¬ 

tion of the enemy. 

Lest their adversaries should mis¬ 
deem. 

Lest they should say. Our hand is 
exalted. 

And the Lord hath not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of counsel. 
And there is no understanding in 

them. 

29 Oh that diey were wise, that they 

understood this. 

That they would consider their latter 
end! 
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How should one chase a thousand, 30 
And two put ten thousand to flight. 
Except their Rock had sold them. 

And the Lord had delivered them up? 

For their rock is not as our Rock, 31 
Even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

For their vine is of the vine of Sodom, 32 
And of the fields of Gomorrah: 

Their grapes are grapes of gall. 

Their clusters are bitter: 

Their wine is the poison of dragons, 33 
And the cruel venom of asps. 

Is not this laid up in store with me, 34 
Sealed up 3 among my treasures? 
Vengeance is mine, and recompence, 35 
At the time when their foot shall slide: 

For the day of their calamity is at hand. 
And the things that are to come upon 
them shall make haste. 

For the Lord shall judge his people, 36 
And repent himself for his servants; 
When he seeth that their power is 
gone. 

And there is none remaining , shut up 
or left at large. 

And he shall say. Where are their 37 
gods. 

The rock in which they trusted; 

Which did eat the fat of their sacri- 38 
fices. 

And drank the wine of their drink 
offering ? 

Let them rise up and help you. 

Let them be your protection. 

See now that I, even I, am he, 39 

And there is no god with me: 

1 kill, and I make alive; 

I have wounded, and I heal: 

And there is none that can deliver out 
of my hand. 

For I lift up my hand to heaven, 40 
And say. As I live for ever. 

If I whet 5 my glittering sword, 41 
And mine hand take hold on judge¬ 
ment; 

I will render vengeance to mine ad¬ 
versaries. 

And will recompense them that hate 
me. 
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42 I will make mine arrows drunk with 

blood. 

And my sword shall devour flesh; 

With the blood of the slain and the 
captives, 

Trom 2 the head of the leaders of the 
enemy. 

43 3 Rejoice, O 4 ye nations, with his 

people: 

For he will avenge the blood of his 
servants. 

And will render vengeance to his ad¬ 
versaries. 

And will make expiation for his land, 
for his people. 

44 And Moses came and spake all the 
words of this song in the ears of the 
people, he, and Hoshea the son of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of speaking 

46 all these words to all Israel: and he said 
unto them. Set your heart unto all the 
words which I testify unto you this day; 
which ye shall command your children, 
to observe to do all the words of this lav;. 

47 For it is no vain tiling for you; because 
it is your life, and through this thing ye 
shall prolong your days upon the land, 
whither yc go over Jordan to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Moses that 

49 selfsame day, saying. Get thee up into 
this mountain of Abarim, unto mount 
Nebo, which is in the land of Moab, that 
is over against Jericho; and behold the 
land of Canaan, which I give unto the 

50 children of Israel for a possession: and 
die in the mount whither thou gocst 
up, and be gathered unto thy people; 
as Aaron thy brother died in mount 
llor, and was gathered unto his people: 

51 because ye trespassed against me in 
the midst of the children of Israel at the 
waters of Meribah of Kadesh, in the 
wilderness of Zin; because ye sanctified 
me not in the midst of the children of 

52 Israel. For thou shalt see the land be¬ 
fore thee; but thou shalt not go thither 
into the land which I give the children 
of Israel. 
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AND this is the blessing, where¬ 
with Moses the man of God 
blessed the children of Israel before his 
death. And he said, 2 

The Lord came from Sinai, 

And rose from Seir unto them; 

He shined forth from mount Paran, 
And he came from the ten thousands 
of 'holy ones: 

At his right hand 6 was a fiery law unto 
them. 

Yea, he loveth the ’peoples; 3 

All 8 his saints are in thy hand: 

And they sat down at thy feet; 

Every one 9 shall receive of thy words. 
Moses commanded us a law, 4 

An inheritance for the assembly of 
Jacob. 

And I0 he was king in Jeshurun, 5 
When the heads of the people were 
gathered. 

All the tribes of Israel together. 

Let Reuben live, and not die; 6 
11 Yet let his men be few. 

And this is the hlessmg of Judah: 7 
and he said. 

Hear, Lord, the voice of Judah, 

And bring him in unto his people: 

11 With his hands he contended I3 for 
himself; 

And thou shalt be an help against his 
adversaries. 

And of Levi he said, 8 

Thy Thummim and thy Urim are 
with 14 thy godly one. 

Whom thou didst prove at Massah, 

With whom thou didst strive at the 
waters of Meribah; 

Who said of his father, and of his 9 
mother, I have not seen him; 
Neither did he acknowledge his breth¬ 
ren. 

Nor knew he his own children: 

For they have observed thy word. 

And keep thy covenant. 

They shall teach Jacob thy judge- 10 
ments, 

And Israel thy law: 
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They shall put incense before thee. 
And whole burnt offering upon thine 
altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, his substance. 

And accept the work of his hands: 
Smite through the loins of them that 
rise up against him. 

And of them that hate him, that they 
rise not again. 

12 Of Benjamin he said. 

The beloved of the Lord shall dwell 
in safety by him; 

He covercth him all the day long, 
And he dwelleth between his shoulders. 

13 And of Joseph he said. 

Blessed of the Lord be his land; 

For the precious things of heaven, for 

the dew. 

And for the deep that couchcth be¬ 
neath, 

14 And for the precious things of the 

fruits of the sun, 

And for the precious things of the 
growth of the moons, 

15 And for the chief things of the ancient 

mountains. 

And for the precious things of the 
everlasting hills, 

16 And for the precious tilings of the 

earth and the fulness thereof, 
And the good will of him that dwelt 
in the bush: 

Let the blessing come upon the head of 
Joseph, 

And upon the crown of the head of 
him 2 that was separate from his 
brethren. 

17 3 Thc firstling of his bullock, majesty 

is his; 

And his horns are the horns of the 
wild-ox: 

With them he shall 4 push the peoples 
all of them, even the ends of the 
earth: 

And they are the ten thousands of 
Ephraim, 

And they are the thousands of Ma- 
nasseh. 

18 And of Zebulun he said, 
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Rejoice, Zebulun, in thy going out; 

And, Issachar, in thy tents. 

They shall call the peoples unto the 19 
mountain; 

There shall they offer sacrifices of 
righteousness: 

For they shall suck the abundance of 
the seas. 

And the hidden treasures of the sand. 

And of Gad he said, 20 

Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad: 

He dwelleth as a lioness. 

And teareth the arm, yea, the crown 
of the head. 

And he -^provided the first part for 21 
himself. 

For there was 6 the lawgiver’s portion 
reserved; 

And he came 7 zvith the heads of the 
people. 

He executed the justice of the Lord, 
And his judgements with Israel. 

And of Dan he said, 22 

Dan is a lion’s whelp. 

That leapeth forth from Bashan. 

And of Naphtali he said, 23 

O Naphtali, satisfied with favour. 

And full with the blessing of the Lord : 
Possess thou the 8 west and the south. 

.And of Asher he said, 24 

Blessed be Asher °with children; 

Let him be acceptable unto his breth¬ 
ren. 

And let him dip his foot in oil. 

Thy 10 bars shall be iron and brass; 25 
And as thy days, so shall thy “strength 
be. 

There is none like unto God, O Je- 26 
shurun. 

Who rideth upon the heaven for thy 
help. 

And in his excellency on the skies. 

The eternal God is thy dwelling place, 27 
And underneath are the everlasting 
arms: 

And he thrust out the enemy from 
before thee. 

And said, Destroy. 

And Israel dwelleth in safety, 28

And thine enemies shall 1 submit 
themselves unto thee; 

And thou shalt tread upon their high 
places. 

AND Moses went up from the 
plains of Moab unto mount Nebo, 
to the top of Pisgah, that is over against 
Jericho. And the Lord shewed him all 

2 the land of Gilead, unto Dan; and all 
Naphtali, and the land of Ephraim and 
Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, un- 

3 to the 2 hinder sea; and the South, and 
the Plain of the valley of Jericho the city 

4 of palm trees, unto Zoar. And the Lord 
said unto him. This is the land which I 
sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, saying, I will give it unto 
thy seed: I have caused thee to see it 


with thine eyes, but thou shalt not go 
over thither. So Moses the servant of 5 
the Lord died there in the land of Moab, 
according to the word of the Lord. And 6

of Moab over against Beth-peor: but no 
man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this 
day. And Moses was an hundred and 7 
twenty years old when he died: his eye 
was not dim, nor his natural force abated. 
And the children of Israel wept for Mo- 8 
ses in the plains of Moab thirty days: so 
the days of weeping in the mourning for 
Moses were ended. And Joshua the son 9 
of Nun was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Moses had laid his hands upon him: 
and the children of Israel hearkened unto 
him, and did as the Lord commanded 
Moses. And there hath not arisen a 10 
prophet since in Israel like unto Moses, 
whom the Lord knew face to face; in all 11 
the signs and the wonders, which the 
Lord sent him to do in the land of Egypt, 
to Pharaoh, and to all his servants, and 
to all his land; and in all the mighty hand, 12 
and in all the great terror, which Moses 
wrought in the sight of all Israel.

1 NOW it came to pass after the death 
of Moses the servant of the Lord, 
that the Lord spake unto Joshua the son 
2 of Nun, Moses’ minister, saying, Moses 
my servant is dead; now therefore arise, 
go over this Jordan, thou, and all this 
people, unto the land which I do give to 
them, even to the children of Israel.

Your wives, your 
little ones, and your cattle, shall abide 
in the land which Moses gave you be¬ 
yond Jordan; but ye shall pass over be¬ 
fore your brethren armed, all the mighty 

15 men of valour, and shall help them ; until 
the Lord have given your brethren rest, 
as he hath given you, and they also have 
possessed the land which the Lord your 
God giveth them: then ye shall return 
unto the land of your possession, and 
possess it, which Moses the servant of 
the Lord gave you beyond Jordan to- 

16 ward the sunrising. And they answered 
Joshua, saying, All that thou hast 
commanded us we will do, and whithcr- 

17 soever thou sendcst us we will go. Ac¬ 
cording as we hearkened unto Moses in 
all things, so will we hearken unto thee: 
only the Lord thy God be with thee, as 

18 he was with Moses. Whosoever he be 
that shall rebel against thy command¬ 
ment, and shall not hearken unto thy 
words in all that thou commandest him, 
he shall be put to death: only be strong 
and of a good courage. 

AND Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men as spies 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, and 
Jericho. And they went, and came into 
the house of an harlot whose name was

Rahab, and lay there. And it was told 2 
the king of Jericho, saying, Behold, there 
came men in hither to-night of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel to search out the land. 
And the king of Jericho sent unto Rahab, 3 
saying, Bring forth the men that arc 
come to thee, which are entered into 
thine house: for they be come to search 
out all the land. And the woman took 4 
the two men, and hid them; and she 
said, Yea, the men came unto me, but 
I wist not whence they were: and it came 5 
to pass about the time of the shutting of 
the gate, when it was dark, that the men 
went out: whither the men went I wot 
not: pursue after them quickly; for ye 
shall overtake them. But she had brought 6 
them up to the roof, and hid them with 
the stalks of flax, which she had laid in 
order upon the roof. And the men pur- 7 
sued after them the way to Jordan unto 
the fords: and as soon as they which 
pursued after them were gone out, they 
shut the gate. And before they were 8 
laid down, she came up unto them upon 
the roof; and she said unto the men, I 9 
know that the Lord hath given you the 
land, and that your terror is fallen upon 
us, and that all the inhabitants of the 
land melt away before you. For we have 10 
heard how the Lord dried up the water 
of the Red Sea before you, when ye came 
out of Egypt; and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amoritcs, that were 
beyond Jordan, unto Sihon and to Og, 
whom ye utterly destroyed. And as soon 11 
as we had heard it, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more spirit 
in any man, because of you: for the I^ord 
your God, he is God in heaven above, 
and on earth beneath. Now therefore, 12 
I pray you, swear unto me by the Lord, 
since I have dealt kindly with you, that 
ye also will deal kindly with my father’s 
house, and give me a true token: and 13 
that ye will save alive my father, and my 
mother, and my brethren, and my sisters, 
and all that they have, and will deliver 
our lives from death. And the men said 14 
unto her, Our life 2 for yours, if ye utter 
not this our business; and it shall be, 
Heb. instead of you to die .

we will deal kindly and truly with thee.

And Joshua said, 10 
Hereby ye shall know that the living 
God is among you, and that he wdll with¬ 
out fail drive out from before you the 
Canaanite, and the Hittite, and the Hi- 
vite, and the Perizzite, and the Girga- 
shite, and the Amorite, and the Jebusite. 
Behold, the ark of the covenant of the 11 
Lord of all the earth passeth over before 
you into Jordan. Now therefore take 12 
you twelve men out of the tribes of Is¬ 
rael, for every tribe a man. And it shall 13 
come to pass, when the soles of the feet 
of the priests that bear the ark of the 
Lord, the Lord of all the earth, shall 
rest in the waters of Jordan, that the 
waters of Jordan shall be cut off, even 
the waters that come down from above; 
and they shall stand in one heap. And 14

16 banks all the time of harvest,) that the 
waters which came down from above 
stood* and rose up in one heap* a great 
way T off* at Adam, the city that is beside 
Zarethan: and those that went down to¬ 
ward the sea of the Arabah* even the 
Salt Sea* were wholly cut off: and the 
people passed over right against Jericho.

them over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them down 
there. And Joshua set up twelve stones 9 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which bare 
the ark of the covenant stood: and they 
are there, unto this day. For the priests 10 
which bare the ark stood in the midst of 
Jordan, until every thing was finished 
that the Lord commanded Joshua to 
speak unto the people, according to all 
that Moses commanded Joshua: and the 
people hasted and passed over. And it 11 
came to pass, when all the people were 
clean passed over, that the ark of the 
Lord passed over, and the priests* in the 
presence of the people.

NOW it came to pass, when 
Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had Utterly destroyed it; as he had done 
to Jericho and her king, so he had done 
to Ai and her king; and how the in¬ 
habitants of Gibcon had made peace 

2 with Israel, and were among them; that 
they feared greatly, because Gibeon was 
a great city, as one of the royal cities, 
and because it was greater than Ai, and

fore Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem sent 
unto Hoham king of Ilcbron, and unto 
Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto Japhia 
king of Lachish, and unto Debir king of 

4 Eglon, saying. Come up unto me, and 
help me, and let us smite Gibeon: for it 
hath made peace with Joshua and with 

5 the children of Israel. Therefore the 
five kings of the Amorites, the king of 
Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king 
of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king 
of Eglon, gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their hosts, 
and encamped against Gibeon, and made 

6 war against it. And the men of Gibeon 
sent unto Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, 
saying. Slack not thy hand from thy 
servants; come up to us quickly, and 
save us, and help us: for all the kings of 
the Amorites that dwell in the hill coun- 

7 try are gathered together against us. So 
Joshua went up from Gilgal, he, and all 
the people of war with him, and all the 

8 mighty men of valour. And the Lord 
said unto Joshua, Fear them not: for I 
have delivered them into thine hands; 
there shall not a man of them stand be- 

9 fore thee. Joshua therefore came upon 
them suddenly; for he went up from

Gilgal all the night. And the Lord io 
discomfited them before Israel, and he 
slew them with a great slaughter at 
Gibcon, and chased them by the way of 
the ascent of Bcth-horon, and smote 
them to Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 
And it came to pass, as they fled from 11 
before Israel, while they were in the 
going down of Beth-horon, that the 
Lord cast down great stones from hea¬ 
ven upon them unto Azekah, and they 
died: they were more which died with 
the hailstones than they whom the chil¬ 
dren of Israel slew with the sword. 

Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the 12 
day when the Lord delivered up the 
Amorites before the children of Israel; 
and he said in the sight of Israel, 

Sun, 2 stand thou still upon Gibcon; 

And thou, Moon, in the valley of 
Aijalon. 

And the sun stood still, and the moon 13 
stayed, 

Until the nation had avenged them¬ 
selves of their enemies. 

Is not this written in the book of 3 Jashar? 
And the sun stayed in the midst of hea¬ 
ven, and hasted not to go down about a 
whole day. And there was no day like 14 
that before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: for 
the Lord fought for Israel. 

And Joshua returned, and all Israel 15 
with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 

And these five kings fled, and hid 16 
themselves in the cave at Makkedah. 
And it was told Joshua, saying. The five 17 
kings are found, hidden in the cave at 
Makkedah. And Joshua said. Roll great 18 
stones unto the mouth of the cave, and 
set men by it for to keep them: but stay 19 
not ye; pursue after your enemies, and 
smite the hindmost of them; suffer them 
not to enter into their cities: for the 
Lord your God hath delivered them 
into your hand. And it came to pass, 2c 
when Joshua and the children of Israel 
had made an end of slaying them with 
a very great slaughter, till they were con¬ 
sumed, and the remnant which remained 
of them had entered into the fenced

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21 cities, that all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Alakkedah in peace: 
none r moved his tongue against any of 

22 the children of Israel. Then said Joshua, 
Open the mouth of the cave, and bring 
forth those five kings unto me out of 

23 the cave. And they did so, and brought 
forth those five kings unt o liim out of the 
cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king 

24 of Lachish, the king of Eglon. And it 
came to pass, when they brought forth 
those kings unto Joshua, that Joshua 
called for all the men of Israel, arid said 
unto the chiefs of the men of war which 
went with him, Come near, put your 
feet upon the necks of these kings. And 
they came near, and put their feet upon 

25 the necks of them. And Joshua said unto 
them, Fear not, nor be dismayed; be 
strong and of good courage: for thus 
shall the Lord do to all your enemies 

26 against whom ye fight. And afterward 
Joshua smote them, and put them to 
death, and hanged them on five trees: 
and they were hanging upon the trees 

27 until the evening. And it came to pass 
at the time of the going down of the sun, 
that Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off the trees, and cast them 
into the cave wherein they had liidden 
themselves, and laid great stones on the 
mouth of the cave, unto this very day. 

28 And Joshua took Alakkedah on that 
day, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and the king thereof; he 'utterly 
destroyed them and all the souls that 
were therein, he left none remaining: 
and he did to the king of Makkcdah as 
he had done unto the king of Jericho. 

29 And Joshua passed from Alakkedah, 
and all Israel with him, unto Libnah, and 

30 fought against Libnah: and the Lord 
delivered it also, and the king thereof, 
into the hand of Israel; and he smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein; he left none re¬ 
maining in it; and he did unto the king 
thereof as he had done unto the king of 
Jericho. 

31 And Joshua passed from Libnah, and

all Israel with him, unto Lachish, and 
encamped against it, and fought against 
it: and the Lord delivered Lachish into 32 
the hand of Israel, and he took it on the 
second day, and smote it with the edge 
of the sword, and all the souls that were 
therein, according to all that he had 
done to Libnah. 

Then Koram king of Gezcr came up 33 
to help Lachish; and Joshua smote him 
and his people, until he had left him 
none remaining. 

And Joshua passed from Lachish, and 34 
all Israel with him, unto Eglon; and they 
encamped against it, and fought against 
it; and they took it on that day, and 35 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein he 'utterly 
destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to Lachish. 

And Joshua went up from Eglon, and 36 
all Israel with him, unto Hebron; and 
they fought against it: and they took it, 37 
and smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and the king thereof, and all the cities 
thereof, and all the souls that were there¬ 
in ; he left none remaining, according to 
all that he had done to Eglon; but he 
'utterly destroyed it, and all the souls 
that were therein. 

And Joshua returned, and all Israel 38 
with him, to Debir; and fought against 
it: and he took it, and the king thereof, 39 
and all the cities thereof; and they smote 
them with the edge of the sword, and 
^utterly destroj'ed all the souls that were 
therein; he left none remaining: as he 
had done to Hebron, so he did to Debir, 
and to the king thereof; as he had done 
also to Libnah, and to the king thereof. 

So Joshua smote all the land, the hill 40 
country, and the South, and the lowland, 
and the slopes, and all their kings; he 
left none remaining: but he 'utterly de¬ 
stroyed all that breathed, as the Lord, 
the God of Israel, commanded. And 41 
Joshua smote them from Kadesh-barnca 
even unto Gaza, and all the country of 
Goshen, even unto Gibeon. And all 42 
these kings and their land did Joshua 
take at one time, because the Lord, the 

2 Hcb. devoted . 
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43 God of Israel, fought for Israel. And 
Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, 
unto the camp to Gilgal. 

AND it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor heard thereof, that 
he sent to Jobab king of Madon, and to 
the king of Shimron, and to the king of 

2 Achshaph, and to the kings that were on 
the north, in the hill country, and in the 
Arabah south of Chinneroth, and in the 
lowland, and in J the heights of Dor on 

3 the west, to the Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and the Amoritc, and 
the Hittite, and the Perizzitc, and the 
Jebusite in the hill country, and the 
Hivitc under Hermon in the land of 

4 Mizpah. And they went out, they and 
all their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that is upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and 

5 chariots very many. And all these kings 
met together; and they came and pitched 
together at the writers of Alerom, to fight 

6 with Israel. And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Be not afraid because of them.: 
for to-morrow at this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel: thou 
shnlt hough their horses, and burn their 

7 chariots with fire. So Joshua came, and 
all the people of war with him, against 
them by the waters of Alerom suddenly, 

8 and fell upon them. And the Lord de¬ 
livered them into the hand of Israel, and 
they smote them, and chased them unto 
great Zidon, and unto Alisrephoth- 
maim, and unto the valley of Mizpeh 
eastward; and they smote them, until 

9 they left them none remaining. And 
Joshua did unto them as the Lord bade 
him: he houghed their horses, and burnt 
their chariots with fire. 

10 And Joshua turned back at that time, 
and took Hazor, and smote the king 
thereof with the sword: for Hazor be¬ 
foretime was the head of all those king- 

11 doms. And they smote all the souls that 
were therein with the edge of the sword, 
2 utterly destroying them: there was none 
left that breathed: and he burnt Hazor 

12 with fire. And all the cities of those 


kings, and all the kings of them, did 
Joshua take, and he smote them with the 
edge of the sword, and 3 utterly destroyed 
them; as Aloses the servant of the Lord 
commanded. But as for the cities that 13 
stood on their mounds, Israel burned 
none of them, save Hazor only; that did 
Joshua burn. And all the spoil of these 14 
cities, and the cattle, the children of Is¬ 
rael took for a prey unto themselves; 
but every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any that breathed. 

As the Lord commanded Aloses his 15 
servant, so did Aloses command Joshua: 
and so did Joshua; 4 he left nothing un¬ 
done of all that the Lord commanded 
Aloses. 

So Joshua took all that land, the hill 16 
country, and all the South, and all the 
land of Goshen, and the lowland, and 
the Arabah, and the hill country of 
Israel, and the lowland of the same; 
from 5 mount Halak, that goeth up to 17 
Seir, even unto Baal-gad in the valley of 
Lebanon under mount Hermon: and all 
their kings he took, and smote them, and 
put them to death. Joshua made war a 18 
long time with all those kings. There 19 
was not a city that made peace with the 
children of Israel, save the Ilivitcs the 
inhabitants of Gibeon: they took all in 
battle. For it was of the Lord to 6 hardcn 20 
their hearts, to come against Israel in 
battle, that he might ’utterly destroy 
them, that they 8 might have no favour, 
but that he might destroy them, as the 
Lord commanded Aloses. 

And Joshua came at that time, and cut 21 
off the Anakim from the hill country, 
from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, 
and from all the hill country of Judah, 
and from all the hill country of Israel: 
Joshua 3 utterly destroyed them with 
their cities. There was none of the 22 
Anakim left in the land of the children 
of Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, did some remain. So Joshua 23 
took the whole land, according to all that 
the Lord spake unto Aloses; and Joshua

tribes. And the land had rest from war. 
NOW these are the kings of the 
land, whom the children of Israel 
smote, and possessed their land beyond 
Jordan toward the sunrising, from the 
valley of Arnon unto mount Hermon, 

2 and all the Arabah eastward: Sihon king 
of the Amorites, who dwelt in Heshbon, 
and ruled from Arocr, which is on the 
edge of the valley of Arnon, and the city 
that is in the middle of the valley, and 
half Gilead, even unto the river Jabbok, 
the border of the children of Ammon; 

3 and the Arabah unto the sea of Chin- 
neroth, eastward, and unto the sea of 
the Arabah, even the Salt Sea, eastward, 
the way to Beth-jeshimoth; and on the 

4 south, under the slopes of Pisgali: and 
the border of Og king of Bashan, of 
the remnant of the Rcphaim, who dwelt 

5 at Ashtaroth and at Edrci, and ruled 
in mount Hermon, and in Salecah, and 
in all Bashan, unto the border of the 
Geshuritcs and the Maacathitcs, and 
half Gilead, the border of Sihon king 

6 of Heshbon. Moses the servant of the 
Lord and the children of Israel smote 
them: and Moses the servant of the Lord 
gave it for a possession unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh. 

7 And these are the kings of the land 
whom Joshua and the children of Israel 
smote beyond Jordan westward, from 
Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon even 
unto mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir;

And Joshua wrote these words in the 26 
book of the law of God; and he took 
a great stone, and set it up there under 
the oak that was 2 by the sanctuary of 
the Lord. And Joshua said unto all the 27 
people, Behold, this stone shall be a wit¬ 
ness against us; for it hath heard all the 
words of the Lord which he spake unto 
us: it shall be therefore a witness against 
you, lest ye deny your God. So Joshua 28 
sent the people away, every man unto his 
inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, 29 
that Joshua the son of Nun, the servant 
of the Lord, died, being an hundred and 
ten years old. And they buried him in 30 
the border of his inheritance in Tim- 
nath-scrah, which is in the hill country of 
Ephraim, on the north of the mountain 
of Gaash. And Israel served the Lord 31 
all the days of Joshua, and all the days of 
the elders that outlived Joshua, and had 
known all the work of the Lord, that he 
had wrought for Israel. And the bones 32 
of Joseph, which the children of Israel 
brought up out of Egypt, buried they in 
Shechem, in the parcel of ground which 
Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor the 
father of Shechem for an hundred pieces 
of money: and they became the inherit¬ 
ance of the children of Joseph. And 33 
Eleazar the son of Aaron died; and they 
buried him in 3 the hill of Phinehas his 
son, which was given him in the hill 
country of Ephraim.

AND after Abimelech there arose 
to save Israel Tola the son of 
Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of Issa- 
cliar ; and he dwelt in Shamir in the hill 

2 country of Ephraim. And he judged 
Israel twenty and three years, and died, 
and was buried in Shamir. 

3 And after him arose Jair, the Gilead¬ 
ite; and he judged Israel twenty and two 

4 years. And he had thirty sons that rode 
on thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Tlawoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land of 

5 Gilead. And Jair died, and was buried 
in Kamon. 

6 And the children of Israel again did 
that which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and served the Baalim, and the 
Ashtaroth, and the gods of “Syria, and 
the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moah, 
and the gods of the children of Ammon, 
and the gods of the Philistines; and they 
forsook the Lord, and served him not.

The Zidonians 12 
also, and the Amalekites, and the 3 Ma- 
onites, did oppress you; and ye cried 
unto me, and I saved you out of their 
hand. Yet ye have forsaken me, and 13 
served other gods: wherefore I will save 
you no more. Go and cry unto the gods 14 
which ye have chosen; let them save you 
in the time of your distress. And the 15 
children of Israel said unto the Lord, 

We have sinned: do thou unto us what¬ 
soever seemeth good unto thee; only de¬ 
liver us, w t c pray thee, this day. And they 16 
put away the strange gods from among 
them, and served the Lord: and his soul 
was grieved for the misery of Israel. 

Then the children of Ammon were ga- 17 
thcred together, and encamped in Gilead. 
And the children of Israel assembled 
themselves together, and encamped in 
Mizpah. And the people, the princes of 18 
Gilead, said one to another, W’hat man is 
he that will begin to fight against the 
children of Ammon? he shall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 

NOW' Jephthah the Gileadite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he 
was the son of an harlot: and Gilead 
begat Jephthah. And Gilead's wife bare 2 
him sons; and when his wife’s sons grew 
up, they drave out Jephthah, and said 
unto him. Thou shalt not inherit in our 
father’s house; for thou art the son of 
another woman. Then Jephthah fied 3 
from his brethren, and dwelt, in the land 
of Tob: and there were gathered vain 
fellows to Jephthah, and they went out 
with him. 

And it came to pass after a while, that 4 
the children of Ammon made war against 
I srael. And it was so, that when the chil- 5 
dren of Ammon made war against Israel, 
the elders of Gilead went to fetch Jeph¬ 
thah out of the land of Tob: and they 6 
said unto Jephthah, Come and be our 
chief, that we may fight with the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon. And Jephthah said 7

elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, 
Therefore are we turned again to thee 
now, that thou mayest go with us, and 
fight with the children of Ammon, and 
thou shalt be our head over all the 

9 inhabitants of Gilead. And Jephthah 
said unto the elders of Gilead, If ye 
bring me home again to fight with the 
children of Ammon, and the Lord de¬ 
liver them before me, shall I be your 

10 head? And the ciders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, The Lord shall be Hvit- 
ness between us; surely according to thy 

11 word so will we do. Then Jephthah 
went with the ciders of Gilead, and the 
people made him head and chief over 
them: and Jephthah spake all his words 
before the Lord in Mizpah. 

12 And Jephthah sent messengers unto 
the king of the children of Ammon, say¬ 
ing, What hast thou to do with me, that 
thou art come unto me to fight against 

13 my land? And the king of the children 
of Ammon answered unto the messen¬ 
gers of Jephthah, Because Israel took 
away my land, when he came up out of 
Egypt, from Arnon even unto Jabbok, 
and unto Jordan: now therefore restore 

14 those lands again peaceably. And Jeph¬ 
thah sent messengers again unto the king 

15 of the children of Ammon: and he said 
unto him. Thus saith Jephthah: Israel 
took not away the land of Moab, nor 

16 the land of the children of Ammon: but 
when they came up from Egypt, and 
Israel walked through the wilderness 
unto the Red Sea, and came to Kadesh; 

17 then Israel sent messengers unto the 
king of Edom, saying. Let me, I pray 
thee, pass through thy land: but the 
king of Edom hearkened not. And in 
like manner he sent unto the king of 
Moab: but he would not: and Israel 

18 abode in Kadesh. Then he walked 
through the wilderness, and compassed 
the land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by the east side of the land of 

I Heb. hearer . 


Moab, and they pitched on the other 
side of Arnon; but they came not within 
the border of Moab, for Arnon was the 
border of Moab. And Israel sent mes- 19 
sengers unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
the king of Heshbon; and Israel said 
unto him, Let us pass, we pray thee, 
through thy land unto my place. But 2a 
Sihon trusted not Israel to pass through 
his border: but Sihon gathered all his 
people together, and pitched in Jahaz, 
and fought against Israel. And the Lord, 21 
the God of Israel, delivered Sihon and 
all his people into the hand of Israel, and 
they smote them: so Israel possessed all 
the land of the Amorites, the inhabit¬ 
ants of that country. And they possessed 22 
all the border of the Amorites, from 
Arnon even unto Jabbok, and from the 
wilderness even unto Jordan. So now 23 
the Lord, the God of Israel, hath dis¬ 
possessed the Amorites from before his 
people Israel, and shouldest thou possess 
them ? Wilt not thou possess that which 24 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to possess? 

So whomsoever the Lord our God hath 
dispossessed from before us, them will 
we possess. And now art thou any thing 25 
better than Baiak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab? did he ever strive against 
Israel, or did he ever fight against them? 
While Israel dwelt in Heshbon and her 26 
2 towns, and in Aroer and her howns, 
and in all the cities that are along by the 
side of Arnon, three hundred years; 
wherefore did ye not recover them with¬ 
in that time ? I therefore have not sinned 27 
against thee, but thou doest me wrong 
to war against me: the Lord, the Judge, 
be judge this day between the children 
of Israel and the children of Ammon. 
Howbeit the king of the children of 28 
Ammon hearkened not unto the w r ords 
of Jephthah which he sent him. 

Then the spirit of the Lord came 29 
upon Jephthah, and he passed over Gil¬ 
ead and Manasseh, and passed over 
Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of 
Gilead he passed over unto the children 
of Ammon. And Jephthah vowed a vow 30 
unto the Lord, and said. If thou wilt 

2 Heb. daughters . 
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indeed deliver the children of Ammon 

31 into mine hand, then it shall be, that 
Whatsoever cometh forth of the doors 
of my house to meet me, when I return 
in peace from the children of Ammon, it 
shall be the Lord’s, and I will offer it up 

32 for a burnt offering. So Jephthah passed 
over unto the children of Ammon to fight 
against them; and the Lord delivered 

33 them into his hand. And he smote them 
from Aroer until thou come to Minnith, 
even twenty cities, and unto 2 Abcl-chcra- 
mim, with a very great slaughter. So the 
children of Ammon were subdued before 
the children of Israel. 

34 And Jephthah came to Mizpah unto 
his house, and, behold, his daughter 
came out to meet him with timbrels and 
with dances: and she was his only child; 
beside her he had neither son nor daugh- 

35 ter. And it came to pass, when he saw 
her, that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of them 
that trouble me: for I have opened my 
mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go 

36 back. And she said unto him, My father, 
thou hast opened thy mouth unto the 
Lord; do unto me according to that 
which hath proceeded out of thy mouth; 
forasmuch as the Lord hath taken ven¬ 
geance for thee of thine enemies, even 

37 of the children of Amnion. And she said 
unto her father. Let this thing be done 
for me: let me alone two months, that 
I may depart and go down upon the 
mountains, and bewail my virginity, I 

38 and my companions. And he said. Go. 
And he sent her away for two months: 
and she departed, she and her com¬ 
panions, and bewailed her virginity upon 

39 the mountains. And it came to pass at 
the end of two months, that she returned 
unto her father, who did with her ac¬ 
cording to his vow which he had vowed: 
and she had not known man. And it was 

40 3 a custom in Israel, that the daughters 
of Israel went yearly to 4 celcbrate the 
daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite four 
days in a year.

AND the men of Ephraim were 
gathered together, and passed 
5 northward; and they said unto Jeph¬ 
thah, Wherefore passedst thou over to 
fight against the children of Ammon, 
and didst not call us to go with thee? 
we will burn thine house upon thee with 
fire. And Jephthah said unto them, I 2 
and my people were at great strife with 
the children of Ammon; and when I 
called you, ye saved me not out of their 
hand.

Then Jephthah gathered together all 4 
the men of Gilead, and fought with E- 
phraim: and the men of Gilead smote 
Ephraim, because they said. Ye are fugi¬ 
tives of Ephraim, ye Gileadites, in the 
midst of Ephraim, and in the midst of 
Manasseh. And the Gileadites took the 5 
fords of Jordan 6 against the Ephraimites: 
and it was so, that when any of the fugi¬ 
tives of Ephraim said. Let me go over, 
the men of Gilead said unto him. Art thou 
an Ephraimite? If he said. Nay; then 6 
said they unto him. Say now Shibboleth; 
and he said Sibboleth; for he could not 
frame to pronounce it right; then they 
laid hold on him, and slew him at the 
fords of Jordan: and there fell at that 
time of Ephraim forty and two thousand. 

And Jephthah judged Israel six years. 7 
Then died Jephthah the Gileadite, and 
was buried in one of the cities of Gilead. 

And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehem 8 
judged Israel. And he had thirty sons, 9 
and thirty daughters he sent abroad, and 
thirty daughters he brought in from 
abroad for his sons. And he judged 
Israel seven years. And Ibzan died, and 10 
was buried at Beth-lehem. 

And after him Elon the Zebulunite 11 
judged Israel; and he judged Israel ten 
years. And Elon the Zebulunite died, 12 
and was buried in Aijalon in the land of 
Zebulun.

BUT it came to pass after a while, 
in the time of wheat harvest, that 
Samson visited his wife wiLh a kid; and 
he said, I will go in to my wife into the 
chamber.

2 fer him to go in. And her father said, I 
verily thought that thou hadst utterly

11 Then three thousand men of Judah went 
down to the cleft of the rock of Etam, 
and said to Samson, Knowest thou not 


what then is this that thou hast done 
unto us? And he said imto them, As 
they did unto me, so have I done unto 
them. And they said unto him. We are 12 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines. And Samson said unto them. 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall upon 
me yourselves. And they spake unto 13 
him, saying. No; but we will bind thee 
fast, and deliver thee into their hand: 
but surely we will not kill thee. And 
they bound him with two new ropes, 
and brought him up from the rock. 
When he came unto Lchi, the Philistines 14 
shouted as they met him: and the spirit 
of the Lord came mightily upon him, 
and the ropes that were upon his arms 
became as flax that w T as burnt with fire, 
and his bands 4 droppcd from off his 
hands. And he found a new jawbone of 15 
an ass, and put forth his hand, and took 
it, and smote a thousand men therewith. 
And Samson said, 16 

With the jawbone of an ass, 5 heaps 
upon heaps. 

With the jawbone of an ass have I 
smitten a thousand men. 

And it came to pass, when he had made 17 
an end of speaking, that he cast away the 
jawbone out of his hand; and 6 that place 
was called 7 Ramath-lehi. And he was 18 
sore athirst, and called on the Lord, and 
said. Thou hast given this great de¬ 
liverance by the hand of thy servant: and 
now shall I die for thirst, and fall into 
the hand of the uncircumcised. But 19 
God clave the hollow place that is in 
8 Lehi, and there came water thereout; 
and when he had drunk, his spirit came 
again, and he revived: wherefore 9 the 
name thereof was called 10 En-hakkore, 
which is in Lehi, unto this day. And he 20 
judged Israel in the days of the Philis¬ 
tines twenty years. 

AND Samson went to Gaza, and 
saw there an harlot, and went in 
unto her. And it was told the Gazites, 2

And Delilah 
said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, 
wherein thy great strength lieth, and 
wherewith thou mightest be bound to 

7 afflict thee. And Samson said unto her, 
If they bind me with seven 4 green withes 
that were never dried, then shall I be¬ 
come weak, and be as another man. 

8 7 'hen the lords of the Philistines brought 
up to her seven 4 green withes which had 
not been dried, and she bound him with 

9 them. Now she had liers in wait abiding 
in the inner chamber. And she said unto 
him. The Philistines be upon thee, Sam¬ 
son. And he brake the withes, as a 
string of tow is broken when it 5 toucheth 
the fire. So his strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, Behold, 
thou hast mocked me, and told me lies: 
now tell me, I pray thee, wherewith thou 

11 mightest be bound. And he said unto 
her. If they only bind me with new 
ropes wherewith no work hath been 
done, then shall I become weak, and be 

12 as another man. So Delilah took new 
ropes, and bound him therewith, and 
said unto him. The Philistines be upon 
thee, Samson. And the liers in wait were

And he 
brake them from off his arms like a 
thread. And Delilah said unto Samson, 13 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and told 
me lies: tell me wherewith thou mightest 
be bound. And he said unto her. If thou 
weavest the seven locks of my head with 
the web. And she fastened it with the 14 
pin, and said unto him. The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and plucked away the 
pin of the beam, and the web. And she 15 
said unto him. How canst thou say, I 
love thee, when thine heart is not with 
me? thou hast mocked me these three 
times, and hast not told me wherein 
thy great strength lieth. And it came 16 
to pass, when she pressed him daily with 
her words, and urged him, that his soul 
was vexed unto death. And he told her 17 
all his heart, and said unto her. There 
hath not come a razor upon mine head; 
for I have been a Nazirite unto God 
from my mother’s womb: if I be shaven, 
then my strength will go from me, and 
I shall become w r eak, and be like any 
other man. And when Delilah saw that 18 
he had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines, saying. Come up this once, for 6 he 
hath told me all his heart. Then the 
lords of the Philistines came up unto 
her, and brought the money in their 
hand. And she made him sleep upon 17 
her knees; and she called for 7 a man, 
and shaved off the seven locks of his 
head; and she began to afflict him, and 
his strength went from him. And she 20 
said, The Philistines be upon thee, Sam¬ 
son. And he aw T oke out of his sleep, and 
said, I will go out as at other times, and 
shake myself. But he wrist not that the 
Lord was departed from him. And the 21 
Philistines laid hold on him, and put out 
his eyes; and they brought him down to 
Gaza, and bound him with fetters of 
brass; and he did grind in the prison 
house. Howbeit the hair of his head 22 
began to grow again after he was shaven.

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23 And the lords of the Philistines ga¬ 
thered them together for to offer a great 
sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to 
rejoice: for they said, Our god hath

And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they said, 
Our god hath delivered into our hand 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, which hath slain many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their hearts 
were merry, that they said. Call for 
Samson, that he may make us sport. 
And they called for Samson out of the 
prison house; and he made sport before 
them: and they set him between the 

26 pillars. And Samson said unto the lad 
that held him by the hand. Suffer me 
that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house resteth, that I may lean upon 

27 them. Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and there were 
upon the roof about three thousand men 
and women, that beheld while Samson 

28 made sport. And Samson called unto 
the Lord, and said, O Lord God, re¬ 
member me, 1 pray thee, and strengthen 
me, I pray thee, only this once, O God, 
that I may *be at once avenged of the 

29 Philistines for my two eyes. And Sam¬ 
son took hold of the two middle pillars 
upon which the house rested, and leaned 
upon them, the one with his right hand, 

30 and the other with his left. And Samson 
said. Let me die with the Philistines. 
And he bow r ed himself with all his 
might; and the house fell upon the lords, 
and upon all the people that were there¬ 
in. So the dead which he slew at his 
death were more than they which he 

31 slew in his life. Then his brethren and 
all the house of his father came down, 
and took him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol 
in the buryingplace of Manoah liis fa¬ 
ther. And he judged Israel twenty years. 

AND there was a man of the hill 
country of Ephraim, whose name 

2 was Micah. And he said unto his mo¬ 


ther, The eleven hundred pieces of silver 
that were taken from thee, about which 
thou didst utter 2 a curse, and didst also 
speak it in mine ears, behold, the silver 
is with me; I took it. And his mother 
said. Blessed be my son of the Lord. 
And he restored the eleven hundred 3 
pieces of silver to his mother, and Ills 
mother said, I verily Medicate the silver 
unto tiie Lord from my hand for my 
son, to make a graven image and a mol¬ 
ten image: now therefore I will restore 
it unto thee. And wiien he restored the 4 
money unto his mother, his mother took 
two hundred pieces of silver, and gave 
them to the founder, who made thereof 
a graven image and a molten image: and 
it was in the house of Micah. And the 5 
man Micah had an house of 4 gods, and 
he made an ephod, and teraphim, and 
-^consecrated one of his sons, who be¬ 
came his priest. In those days there was 6 
no lung in Israel: every man did that 
which was right in his own eyes. 

And there was a young man out of 7 
Beth-lehem-judah, of the family of Ju¬ 
dah, who was a Levitc, and he sojourned 
there. And the man departed out of 8 
the city, out of Beth-lehem-judah, to 
sojourn where he could find a place : and 
he came to the hill country of Ephraim 
to the house of Micah, as he journeyed. 
And Micah said unto him. Whence 9 
comest thou? And he said unto him, I 
am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, and 
I go to sojourn where I may find a place . 
And Micah said unto him, Dw r cll with 10 
me, and be unto me a father and a priest, 
and I will give tliec ten pieces of silver 
by the year, and a suit of apparel, and 
thy victuals. So the Levite went in. 
And the Levite was content to dwell n 
with the man; and the young man was 
unto him as one of his sons. And Micah 12 
consecrated the Levite, and the young 
man became his priest, and was in the 
house of Micah. Then said Micah, 13 
Now know I that the Lord will do 
me good, seeing I have a Levite to my 
priest.

IN those days there was no king 
in Israel: and in those days the 
tribe of the Danites sought them an in¬ 
heritance to dwell in; for unto that day 
their inheritance had not fallen unto 

2 them among the tribes of Israel. And 
the children of Dan sent of their family 
five men from their whole number, men 
of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, 
to spy out the land, and to search it; and 
they said unto them. Go, search the 
land: and they came to the hill country 
of Ephraim, unto the house of Micah, 

3 and lodged there. When they were by 
the house of Micah, they knew the voice 
of the young man the Lcvite: and they 
turned aside thither, and said unto him, 
Who brought thee hither? and what 
doest thou in this place? and what hast 

4 thou here? And he said unto them. 
Thus and thus hath Micah dealt with 
me, and he hath hired me, and I am 

5 become his priest. And they said unto 
liim, Ask counsel, we pray thee, of God, 
that we may know whether our way 

6 which we go shall be prosperous. And 
the priest said unto them. Go in peace: 
before the Lord is your way wherein 
ye go. 

7 Then the five men departed, and came 
to Laish, and saw the people that were 
therein, how they dwelt in security, after 
the manner of the Zidonians, quiet and 
secure; for there was none in the land, 
possessing Authority, That might put 
them to shame in any thing, and they 
were far from the Zidonians, and had no 

8 dealings with any man. And they came 
unto their brethren to Zorah and Esh- 
taol: and their brethren said unto them, 

9 What say ye? And they said, Arise, and 
let us go up against them: for we have 
seen the land, and, behold, it is very 
good: and arc ye still? be not slothful to 
go and to enter in to possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come unto a people 
secure, and the land is large: for God 
hath given it into your hand; a place 
where there is no want of any thing that 
is in the earth. 

11 And there set forth from thence of the I

family of the Danites, out of Zorah and 
out of Eshtaol, six hundred men girt 
with weapons of war. And they went 12 
up, and encamped in Kiriath-jearim, in 
J udah: wherefore they called that place 
Mahaneh-dan, unto this day: behold, 
it is behind Kiriath-jearim. And they 13 
passed thence unto the bill country of 
Ephraim, and came unto the house of 
Alicah. Then answered the five men 14 
that went to spy out the country of Laish, 
and said unto their brethren. Do ye 
know that there is in these houses an 
ephod, and tcraphim, and a graven im¬ 
age, and a molten image? now therefore 
consider what ye have to do. And they 15 
turned aside thither, and came to the 
house of the young man the Levitc, even 
unto the house of Micah, and asked him 
of his welfare. And the six hundred men 16 
girt with their weapons of war, who were 
of the children of Dan, stood by the 
entering of the gate. And the five men 17 
that went to spy out the land went up, 
and came in thitlicr, and took the graven 
image, and the ephod, and the tcraphim, 
and the molten image: and the priest 
stood by the entering of the gate with 
the six hundred men girt with weapons 
of war. And when these went into 18 
Alkali's house, and fetched the graven 
image, the ephod, and the teraphim, and 
the molten image, the priest said unto 
them. What do ye? And they said unto 19 
him, Hold thy peace, lay thine hand 
upon thy mouth, and go with us, and be 
to us a father and a priest: is it better for 
thee to be priest unto the house of one 
man, or to be priest unto a tribe and a 
family in Israel? And the priest’s heart 20 
was glad, and he took the ephod, and 
the tcraphim, and the graven image, and 
went in the midst of the people. So 21 
they turned and departed, and put the 
little ones and the cattle and the goods 
before them. When they were a good 22 
way from the house of Alicah, the men 
that were in the houses near to Micah’s 
house were gathered together, and over¬ 
took the children of Dan. And they cried 23 
unto the children of Dan. And they

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turned their faces, and said unto Micah, 
What aileth thee, 'that thou comest with 

24 such a company? And he said, Ye have 
taken away my gods which I made, and 
the priest, and are gone away, and what

And 
the cliildren of Dan went their way: and 
when Micah saw that they were too

27 unto his house. And they took that 
which Micah had made, and the priest 
which he had, and came unto Laish, 
unto a people quiet and secure, and 
smote them with the edge of the sword; 

28 and they burnt the city with fire. And 
there was no deliverer, because it was 
far from Zidon, and they had no deal¬ 
ings with any man; and it was in the 
valley that lieth by Beth-rehob. And 
they built the city, and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the city 
Dan, after the name of Dan their father, 
who was born unto Israel: howbeit the 
name of the city was Laish at the first. 

30 And the children of Dan set up for 
themselves the graven image: and Jona¬ 
than, the son of Gershom, the son of 
3 Moscs, he and his sons were priests to 
the tribe of the Danites until the day of 

31 the captivity of the land. So they set 
them up Micah’s graven image which 
he made, all the time that the house of 
God was in Shiloh. 

AND it came to pass in those 
days, when there was no king in 
Israel, that there was a certain Levite 
sojourning on the farther side of the hill 
country of Ephraim, who took to him 
a concubine out of Bcth-lehem-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the harlot 
against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem- 
judah, and was there the space of four 

3 months. And her husband arose, and 


went after her, to speak 4 kindly unto her, 
to bring 5 her again, having his servant 
with him, and a couple of asses: and she 
brought him into her father’s house: and 
when the father of the damsel saw him, 
he rejoiced to meet him.

And it came to pass on the fourth 5 
day, that they arose early in the morn¬ 
ing, and he rose up to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said unto his son in law. 
Comfort thine heart with a morsel of 
bread, and afterward ye shall go your 
way. So they sat down, and did eat and 6 
drink, both of them together: and the 
damsel’s father said unto the man. Be 
content, I pray thee, and tarry all night, 
and let tliine heart be merry. And the 7 
man rose up to depart; but his father in 
law urged him, and he lodged there 
again. And he arose early in the morn- 8 
ing on the fifth day to depart; and the 
damsel’s father said. Comfort thine heart, 

I pray thee, and tarry ye until the day 
dcclineth; and they did eat, both of 
them. And when the man rose up to 9 
depart, he, and his concubine, and his 
servant, his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, said unto him. Behold, now the 
day draweth toward evening, I pray you 
tarry all night: behold, the day groweth 
to an end, lodge here, that thine heart 
may be merry; and to-morrow get you 
early on your way, that thou mayest go 
6 home. But the man would not tarry 10 
that night, but he rose up and departed, 
and came over against Jebus (the same 
is Jerusalem): and there were with him 
a couple of asses saddled; his concubine 
also was with him. When they were by u 
Jebus, the day was far spent; and the 
servant said unto his master. Come, I 
pray thee, and let us turn aside into this 
city of the Jebusites, and lodge in it. 
And his master said unto him. We will 12 
not turn aside into the city of a stranger, 
’that is not of the children of Israel; but

And the men of Israel went out to battle 20 
against Benjamin; and the men of Israel 
set the battle in array against them at 
Gibeah. And the children of Benjamin 21 
came forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed 
down to the ground of the Israelites on 
that day twenty and two thousand men. 
And the people, the men of Israel, cn- 22 
couraged themselves, and set the battle 
again in array in the place where they set 
themselves in array the first day. (And 23 
the children of Israel went up and wept 
before the Lord until even; and they 
asked of the Lord, saying. Shall I again 
draw nigh to battle against the children 
of Benjamin my brother? And the Lord 
said. Go up against him.) 

And the children of Israel came near 24 
against the children of Benjamin the 
second day.

But the children of Israel said. Let us 
flee, and draw them away from the city 

33 unto the high ways. And all the men of 
Israel rose up out of their place, and set 
themselves in array at Baal-tamar: and 
the liers in wait of Israel brake forth out 
of their place, even out of hMaareh-gcba. 

34 And there came over against Gibeah ten 
thousand chosen men out of all Israel, 
and the battle was sore: but they knew 

35 not that evil was -close upon them. And 
the Lord smote Benjamin before Israel: 
and the children of Israel destroyed of 
Benjamin that day twenty and five thou¬ 
sand and an hundred men: all these 
drew the sword. 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw that 
they were smitten: for the men of Israel 
gave place to Benjamin, because they 
trusted unto the liers in wait which they 

37 had set against Gibeah. And the hers 
in wait hasted, and rushed upon Gibeah; 
and the liers in wait drew themselves 
along, and smote all the city with the 

38 edge of the sword. Now the appointed 
sign between the men of Israel and the 
liers in wait was, that they should make 
a great cloud of smoke rise up out of the 

39 city. 3 And the men of Israel turned in 
the battle, and Benjamin began to smite 
and lull of the men of Israel about thirty

persons: for they said. Surely they are 
smitten down before us, as in the first 
battle. But when the cloud began to 40 
arise up out of the city in a pillar of 
smoke, the Benjamites looked behind 
them, and, behold, the whole of the city 
went up in smoke to heaven. And the 41 
men of Israel turned, and the men of 
Benjamin were amazed: for they saw 
that evil was o)me upon them. There- 42 
fore they turned their backs before the 
men of Israel unto the way of the wilder¬ 
ness; but the battle followed hard after 
them; and 4 they which came out of 
the cities destroyed them in the midst 
thereof. They inclosed the Benjamites 43 
round about, and chased them, and s trode 
them down °at their resting place, as 
far as over against Gibeah toward the 
sunrising. And there fell of Benjamin 44 
eighteen thousand men; all these were 
men of valour. And they turned and lied 4 5 
toward the wilderness unto the rock of 
Rimmon: and they gleaned of them in 
the high ways live thousand men; and 
followed hard after them unto Gidom, 
and smote of them two thousand men. 

So that all which fell that day of Ben- 46 
jamin were twenty and five thousand 
men that drew the sword; all these zvere 
men of valour. But six hundred men 47 
turned and fled toward the wilderness 
unto the rock of Rimmon, and abode in 
the rock of Rimmon four months. And 4 8 
the men of Israel turned again upon the 
cliildren of Benjamin, and smote them 
with the edge of the sword, both 7 the 
entire city, and the cattle, and all that 
they found: moreover all the cities 
which they found they set on fire. 

NOW the men of Israel had 
sworn in Mizpah, saying. There 
shall not any of us give his daughter unto 
Benjamin to wife. And the people came 2 
to Beth-el, and sat there till even before 
God, and lifted up their voices, and 
wept sore. And they said, O Lord, the 3 
God of Israel, why is this come to pass 
in Israel, that there should be to-day one

pass on the morrow, that the people rose 
early, and built there an altar, and of¬ 
fered burnt offerings and peace offer- 

5 ings. And the children of Israel said, 
Who is there among all the tribes of 
Israel that came not up in the assembly 
unto the Lord? For they had made a 
great oath concerning him that came not 
up unto the Lord to Mizpah, saying, 

6 He shall surely be put to death. And the 
children of Israel repented them for 
Benjamin their brother, and said. There 
is one tribe cut off from Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for them that 
remain, seeing we have sworn by the 
Lord that we will not give them of 

8 our daughters to wives? And they 
said. What one is there of the tribes of 
Israel that came not up unto the Lord 
to Mizpah? And, behold, there came 
none to the camp from Jabesh-gilcad to 

9 the assembly. For when the people were 
numbered, behold, there were none of 
the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither twelve 
thousand men of the valiantcst, and com¬ 
manded them, saying. Go and smite the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead with the 
edge of the sword, with the women and 

11 the little ones. And this is the thing that 
ye shall do; ye shall utterly destroy 
every male, and every woman that hath

Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards; and see, and, 21 
behold, if the daughters of Shiloh come 
out to dance in the dances, then come 
ye out of the vineyards, and catch you 
every man his wife of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Benjamin. 
And it shall be, when their fathers or 22 
their brethren come to 2 complain unto 
us, that we will say unto them. Grant 
them 3 graciously unto us: because we 
took not for each man of them his wife 
in battle: neither did ye give them unto 
them; else would ye now be guilty. And 23 
the children of Benjamin did so, and 
took them wives, according to their 
number, of them that danced, whom 
they carried off: and they went and re¬ 
turned unto their inheritance, and built 
the cities, and dwelt in them. And the 24 
children of Israel departed thence at that 
time, every man to his tribe and to his 
family, and they went out from thence 
every man to his inheritance. In those 25 
days there was no king in Israel: every 
man did that which was right in his own 
eyes.

BOOK OF RUTH 


1 AND it came to pass in the days 
when the judges judged, that there 
was a famine in the land. And a certain 
man of Beth-lehem-judah went to so¬ 
journ in die 1 country of Moab, he, and 
2 his wile, and his two sons.

14 all the days of Samuel. And the cities manner of the king that shall reign over 

which the Philistines had taken from you: he will take your sons, and appoint 

Israel were restored to Israel, from them unto him, Tor his chariots, and 

Ekron even unto Gath; and the border to be his horsemen; and they shall run 

Z Or, direct 2 Heb. voice. 3 That is, The stone of help. 4 Or, over his chariots , 

and over his horses 
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12 before his chariots: and he will appoint 
them unto him for captains of thousands, 
and captains of fifties; and he will set 
some to plow his ground, and to reap his 
harvest, and to make his instruments of 
war, and the instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters to be 
Confectionaries, and to be cooks, and to 

14 be bakers. And he will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your oiiveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them to 

15 his servants. And he will take the tenth 
of your seed, and of your vineyards, and 
give to his Officers, and to his servants. 

16 And he will take your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and your goodliest 
^young men, and your asses, and put 

17 them to his work. He will take the tenth 
of your flocks: and ye shall be his serv- 

18 ants. And ye shall cry out in that day 
because of your king which ye shall have 
chosen you; and the Lord will not an- 

19 swer you in that day. But the people 
refused to hearken unto the voice of 
Samuel; and they said. Nay; but we will 

20 have a king over us; that we also may 
be like all the nations; and that our king 
may judge us, and go out before us, and 

21 fight our battles. And Samuel heard all 
the words of the people, and he re¬ 
hearsed them in the ears of the Lord. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, Hearken 
unto their voice, and make them a king. 
And Samuel said unto the men of Israel, 
Go ye every man unto his city. 

NOW there was a man of Benjamin, 
whose name was Kish, the son of 
Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Beco- 
rath, the son of Aphiah, the son of a 
Benjamite, a mighty man of 4 valour. 

2 And he had a son, whose name was Saul, 
a 5 young man and a goodly: and there 
was not among the children of Israel a 
goodlier person than he: from his should¬ 
ers and upward he was higher than any 

3 of the people. And the asses of Kish 
Saul’s father were lost. And Kish said 
to Saul his son. Take now one of the 
servants with thee, and arise, go seek the 

4 asses. And he passed through the hill 


14 

country of Ephraim, and passed through 
the land of Shalishah, but they found 
them not: then they passed through the 
land of Shaalim, and there they were 
not: and he passed through the land of 
the Benjamites, but they found them 
not. When they were come to the land 5 
of Zuph, Saul said to his servant that 
was with him. Come and let us return; 
lest my father leave caring for the asses, 
and take thought for us. And lie said 6 
unto him. Behold now, there is in this 
city a man of God, and he is a man 
that is held in honour; all that he saith 
cometh surely to pass: now let us go 
thither; peradventure he can tell us con¬ 
cerning our journey w T hereon we go. 
Then said Saul to his servant, But, be- 7 
hold, if wc go, what shall we bring the 
man ? for the bread is spent in our ves¬ 
sels, and there is not a present to bring 
to the man of God: what have we? And 8 
the servant answered Saul again, and 
said. Behold, I have in my hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver: that will 
I give to the man of God, to tell us our 
way. (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 9 
went to inquire of God, thus he said. 
Come and let us go to the seer: for he 
that is now called a Prophet was before- 
time called a Seer.) Then said Saul to 10 
his servant. Well said; come, let us go. 

So they went unto the city where the 
man of God was. As they went up the 11 
ascent to the city, they found young 
maidens going out to draw water, and 
said unto them. Is the seer here? And 12 
they answered them, and said. He is; 
behold, he is before thee: make haste 
now, for he is come to-day into the city; 
for the people have a sacrifice to-day in 
the high place: as soon as ye be come 13 
into the city, ye shall straightway find 
him, before he go up to the high place 
to eat: for the people will not eat until 
he come, because he doth bless the sacri¬ 
fice; and afterwards they eat that be 
bidden. Now therefore get you up; for 
at this time ye shall find him. And they 14 
went up to the city; and as they came

within the city, behold, Samuel came 
out against them, for to go up to the 
high place. 

15 Now the Lord had Revealed unto 
Samuel a day before Saul came, saying, 

16 To-morrow about this time I will send 
thee a man out of the land of Benjamin, 
and thou shalt anoint him to be 2 prince 
over my people Israel, and he shall save 
my people out of the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines : for I have looked upon my people, 

17 because their cry is come unto me. And 
when Samuel saw Saul, the Lord 3 said 
unto him, Behold the man 4 of whom I 
spake to thee! this same shall have 

18 authority over my people. Then Saul 
drew near to Samuel in the gate, and 
said. Tell me, I pray thee, where the 

19 seer’s house is. And Samuel answered 
Saul, and said, I am the seer; go up 
before me unto the high place, for ye 
shall cat with me to-day: and in the 
morning I will let thee go, and will tell 

20 thee all that is in thine heart. And as for 
thine asses that were lost three days 
ago, set not thy mind on them; for they 
are found. And Tor whom is all that is 
desirable in Israel? Is it not for thee, 

21 and for all thy father’s house? And 
Saul answered and said. Am not I a 
Benjamite, of the smallest of the tribes 
of Israel? and my family the least of all 
the families of the Tribe of Benjamin? 
wherefore then speakest thou to me after 

22 this manner? And Samuel took Saul 
and his servant, and brought them into 
the guest-chamber, and made them sit 
in the chiefest place among them that 
were bidden, which were about thirty 

23 persons. And Samuel said unto the 
cook. Bring the portion which I gave 
thee, of which I said unto thee, Set it 

24 by thee. And the cook took up the 
Thigh, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul. And Samuel said, 
Behold that which hath been reserved! 
set it before thee and eat; because unto 
the appointed time hath it been kept for 
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thee, 8 for I said, I have invited the peo¬ 
ple. So Saul did eat with Samuel that 
day. And when they were come down 25 
from the high place into the city, 9 hc 
communed with Saul upon the house¬ 
top. And they arose early: and it came 26 
to pass about the spring of the day, that 
Samuel called to Saul on the housetop, 
saying. Up, that I may send thee away. 
And Saul arose, and they went out both 
of them, he and Samuel, abroad. As 27 
they were going down at the end of the 
city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid the serv¬ 
ant pass on before us, (and he passed 
on,) but stand thou still at this time, that 

I may cause thee to hear the word of 
God. Then Samuel took the 1 
vial of oil, and poured it upon his 

head, and kissed him, and said. Is it not 
that the Lord hath anointed thee to be 
prince over his inheritance? When thou 2 
art departed from me to-day, then thou 
shalt find two men by Rachel’s sepulchre, 
in the border of Benjamin at Zelzah; and 
they will say unto thee. The asses wdiich 
thou wentest to seek arc found: and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the asses, 
and taketh thought for you, saying, What 
shall I do for my son? Then shalt thou 3 
go on forward from thence, and thou 
shalt come to the I0 oak of Tabor, and 
there shall meet thee there three men 
going up to God to Beth-el, one carrying 
three kids, and another carrying three 
loaves of bread, and another carrying a 

II bottle of wine: and they will salute thee, 4 
and give thee two loaves of bread; which 
thou shalt receive of their hand. After 5 
that thou shalt come to I2 thc hill of God, 
where is the garrison of the Philistines: 
and it shall come to pass, when thou art 
come thither to the city, that thou shalt 
meet a band of prophets coming down 
from the high place with a psaltery, and 

a timbrel, and a pipe, and a harp, before 
them; and they shall be prophesying: 
and the spirit of the Lord will come 6 
mightily upon thee, and thou shalt 
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prophesy with them, and shalt be turned 

7 into another man. And r let it be, when 
these signs arc come unto thee, 2 that thou 
do as occasion serve thee; for God is with 

8 thee. And thou shait go down before me 
to Gilgal; and, behold, I will come down 
unto thee, to oiler burnt offerings, and 
to sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: 
seven days shalt thou tarry, till 1 come 
unto thee, and shew thee what thou shalt 

9 do. And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, God 
3 gavc him another heart: and all those 
signs came to pass that day. 

ro And when they came thither to 4 the 
hill, behold, a band of prophets met him; 
and the spirit of God came mightily 
upon him, and he prophesied among 

11 them. And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw’ that, behold, 
he prophesied with the prophets, then 
the people said one to another, What is 
this that is come unto the son of Kish? 

12 Is Saul also among the prophets? And 
one of the same place answered and said. 
And who is their father? Therefore it 
became a proverb. Is Saul also among 

13 the prophets? And when he had made 
an end of prophesying, he came to the 
high place. 

14 And Saul’s uncle said unto him and 
to his servant. Whither went ye? And 
he said, To seek the asses: and when we 
saw that they were not found, we came 

15 to Samuel. And Saul’s uncle said, Tell 
me, 1 pray thee, what Samuel said unto 

16 you. And Saul said unto his uncle, He 
told us plainly that the asses were found. 
But concerning the matter of the king¬ 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 

17 And Samuel called the people to- 

18 gethcr unto the Lord to Mizpah; and 
he said unto the children of Israel, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of Israel, I 
brought up Israel out of Egypt, and I 
delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all the 
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kingdoms that oppressed you: but ye 19 
have this day rejected your God, who 
himself saveth you out of all your 
calamities and your distresses; and ye 
have said unto him. Nay, but set a king 
over us. Now’ therefore present your¬ 
selves before the Lord by your tribes, 
and by your thousands. So Samuel 20 
brought all the tribes of Israel near, and 
the tribe of Benjamin was taken. And 21 
he brought the tribe of Benjamin near 
by their families, and the family of the 
Alatrites w’as taken 5 : and Saul the son 
of Kish was taken; but when they sought 
him, he could not be found. Therefore 22 
they asked of the Lord further, * Is there 
yet a man to come hither? And the 
Lord answered, Behold, he hath hid 
himself among the stuff. And they ran 23 
and fetched him thence; and when he 
stood among the people, he was higher 
than any of the people from his should¬ 
ers and upward. And Samuel said to 24 
all the people, See ye him whom the 
Lord hath chosen, that there is none 
iike him among all the people? And all 
the people shouted, and said, 7 God save 
the king. 

Then Samuel told the people the 25 
manner of the kingdom, and wTotc it in 
*a book, and laid it up before the Lord. 
And Samuel sent all the people away, 
every man to his house. And Saul also 26 
went to his house to Gibeah; and there 
went with him the 9 host, whose hearts 
God had touched. But certain I0 sons of 27 
“Belial said. How shall this man save 
us ? And they despised him, and brought 
him no present. ,2 But he held his peace. 
THEN Nahash the Ammonite 
came up, and encamped against 
Jahesh-gilead: and all the men of Jabesh 
said unto Nahash, Make a covenant with 
us, and we will serve thee. And Nahash 2 
the Ammonite said unto them. On this 
condition will I make it with you, that 
all your right eyes be put out; and I will 
lay it for a reproach upon all Israel. 
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3 And the elders of Jabcsh said unto him. 
Give us seven days’ respite, that we may 
send messengers unto all the borders of 
Israel: and then, if there be none to save 

4 us, we will come out to thee. Then came 
the messengers to Gibeah of Saul, and 
spake these words in the ears of the 
people: and all the people lifted up their 

5 voice, and wept. And, behold, Saul 
came following the oxen out of the field; 
and Saul said, What aileth the people 
that they weep? And they told him the 

6 words of the men of Jabcsh. And the 
spirit of God came mightily upon Saul 
when he heard those words, and his 

7 anger was kindled greatly. And he took 
a yoke of oxen, and cur them in pieces, 
and sent them throughout all the bor¬ 
ders of Israel by the hand of messengers, 
saying, Whosoever comoth not forth 
after Saul and after Samuel, so shall it 
be done unto his oxen. And *thc dread 
of the Lord fell on the people, and they 

8 came out as one man. And he numbered 
them in Bezek; and the children of Israel 
were three hundred thousand, and the 

9 men of Judah thirty thousand. And 
they said unto the messengers that came, 
Thus shall ye say unto the men of 
Jabcsh-gilead, To-morrow, by the time 
the sun is hot, ye shall have deliverance. 
And the messengers came and told the 
men of Jabesh; and they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said, To¬ 
morrow we will come out unto you, and 
ye shall do with us all that seemeth good 

11 unto you. And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three com¬ 
panies; and they came into the midst of 
the camp in the morning watch, and 
smote the Ammonites until the heat of 
the day: and it came to pass, that they 
which remained were scattered, so that 

12 two of them were not left together. And 
the people said unto Samuel, Who is he 
that said. Shall Saul reign over us? bring 
the men, that we may put them to death. 

13 And Saul said. There shall not a man 
be put to death this day: for to-day the 
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Lord hath wrought ^deliverance in 
Israel. 

Then said Samuel to the people. Come 14 
and let us go to Gilgal, and renew the 
kingdom there. And all the people went 15 
to Gilgal; and there they made Saul 
king before the Lord in Gilgal; and 
there they sacrificed sacrifices of peace 
offerings before the Lord; and there 
Saul and all the men of Israel rejoiced 
greatly. 

AND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in ail that ye said unto me, 
and have made a king over you. And 2 
now, behold, the king walkcth before 
you: and I am old and grayheaded; and, 
behold, my sons are with you: and I 
have walked before you from my youth 
unto this day. Here I am: witness 3 
against me before the Lord, and before 
his anointed: whose ox have I taken? or 
whose ass have I taken? or whom have 
I defrauded? whom have I oppressed? 
or of whose hand have I taken a ^ransom 
4 to blind mine eyes therewith? and I 
will restore it you. And they said. Thou 4 
hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, 
neither hast thou taken aught of any 
man’s hand. And he said unto them, 5 
The Lord is witness against you, and 
his anointed is witness this day, that yc 
have not found aught in my hand. And 
they said, He is witness. And Samuel 6 
said unto the people. It is the Lord that 
Appointed Moses and Aaron, and that 
brought your fathers up out of the land 
of Egypt. Now therefore stand still, that 7 
I may plead with you before the Lord 
concerning all the righteous acts of the 
Lord, which he did to you and to your 
fathers. When Jacob was come into 8 
Egypt, and your fathers cried unto the 
Lord, then the Lord sent Moses and 
Aaron, who brought forth your fathers 
out of Egypt, and made them to dwell 
in this place. But they forgat the Lord 9 
their God, and he sold them into the 
hand of Si sera, captain of the host of 
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Hazor, and into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines, and into the hand of the king of 
Moab, and they fought against them. 

io And they cried unto the Lord, and 
said. We have sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lord, and have served 
the Baalim and the Ashtaroth: but now 
deliver us out of the hand of our ene- 

i r mies, and we will serve thee And the 
Lord sent Jcrubbaal, and r Bedan, and 
Jephthah, and Samuel, and delivered 
you out of the hand of your enemies on 
every side, and ye dwelled in safety. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash the king 
of the children of Ammon came against 
you, ye said unto me. Nay, but a king 
shall reign over us: when the Lord your 

13 God was your king. Now therefore be¬ 
hold the king whom ye have chosen, and 
whom ye have asked for: and, behold, 

14 the Lord hath set a king over you. If 
ye will fear the Lord, and serve him, 
and hearken unto his voice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the Lord, 
2 and both ye and also the king that 
reigneth over you be followers of the 

15 Lord your God, well : but if ye will not 
hearken unto the voice of the Lord, but 
rebel against the commandment of the 
Lord, then shall the hand of the Lord 
be against you, 3 as it was against your 

16 fathers. Now therefore stand still and 
see this great thing, which the Lord will 

17 do before your eyes. Is it not wheat har¬ 
vest to-day? I will call unto the Lord, 
that he may send thunder and rain; and 
ye shall know and see that your wicked¬ 
ness is great, which ye have done in the 
sight of the Lord, in asking you a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord; and 
the Lord sent thunder and rain that day: 
and all the people greatly feared the 

19 Lord and Samuel. And all the people 
said unto Samuel, Pray for thy servants 
unto the Lord thy God, that we die not; 
for we have added unto all our sins this 

20 evil, to ask us a king. And Samuel said 
unto the people. Fear not: ye have in¬ 
deed done all this evil: yet turn not aside 
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from following the Lord, but serve the 
Lord with all your heart; 4 and turn ye 21 
not aside: for then should ye go after vain 
things which cannot profit nor deliver, 
for they are vain. For the Lord will not 22 
forsake his people for his great name’s 
sake: because it hath pleased the Lord 
to make you a people unto himself. 
Moreover as for me, God forbid that I 23 
should sin against the Lord in ceasing to 
pray for you: but I will instruct you in 
the good and the right way. Only fear 24 
the Lord, and serve him in truth with 
all your heart: for consider how great 
things he hath done for you. But if ye 25 
shall still do wickedly, ye shall be con¬ 
sumed, both ye and your king. 

SAUL was I s thirty] years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned two years over Israel. And Saul 2 
chose him three thousand men of Israel; 
whereof two thousand were with Saul 
in Michmash and in the mount of Beth¬ 
el, and a thousand were with Jonathan 
in Gibeah of Benjamin: and the rest of 
the people he sent every man to his tent. 
And Jonathan smote the garrison of the 3 
Philistines that was in Geba, and the 
Philistines heard of it. And Saul blew 
the trumpet throughout all the land, 
saying. Let the Hebrews hear. And all 4 
Israel heard say that Saul had smitten 
the garrison of the Philistines, and that 
Israel also was had in abomination with 
the Philistines. And the people were 
gathered together after Saul to Gilgal. 

And the Philistines assembled them- 5 
selves together to fight with Israel, 
thirty thousand chariots, and six thou¬ 
sand horsemen, and people as the sand 
which is on the sea shore in multitude: 
and they came up, and pitched in Mich¬ 
mash, eastward of Beth-aven. When the 6 
men of Israel saw that they were in a 
strait, (for the people were distressed,) 
then the people did hide themselves in 
caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and 
in 6 holds, and in 7 pits. Now some of the 7 
Hebrews had gone over Jordan to the 
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land of Gad and Gilead; but as for Saul, 
he was yet in Gilgal, and all the people 
followed him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven days, according 
to the set time that Samuel had ap¬ 
pointed : but Samuel came not to Gilgal; 
and the people were scattered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither the burnt 
offering to me, and the peace offerings. 

10 And he offered the burnt offering. And 
it came to pass that, as soon as he had 
made an end of offering the burnt offer¬ 
ing, behold, Samuel came; and Saul went 
out to meet him, that he might 1 salute 

11 him. And Samuel said. What hast thou 
done? And Saul said. Because I saw 
that the people were scattered from me, 
and that thou earnest not within the 
days appointed, and that the Philistines 
assembled themselves together at Mich- 

12 mash; therefore said I, Now will the 
Philistines come down upon me to Gil¬ 
gal, and I have not intreated the favour 
of the Lord : I forced myself therefore, 

13 and offered the burnt offering. And 
Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast done 
foolishly: thou hast not kept the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord thy God, which 
he commanded thee: for now would the 
Lord have established thy kingdom up- 

14 on Israel for ever. But now thy king¬ 
dom shall not continue: the Lord hath 
sought him a man after his own heart, 
and the Lord hath appointed him to be 
prince over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the Lord com¬ 
manded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six hun- 

16 dred men. And Saul, and Jonathan his 
son, and the people that were present 
with them, abode in Geba of Benjamin: 
but the Philistines encamped in Mich- 

17 mash. And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Philistines in three com¬ 
panies: one company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the 

18 land of Shual: and another company 

x Or, bless 
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turned the way to Beth-horon: and an¬ 
other company turned the way of the 
border that looketh down upon the val¬ 
ley of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 

Now there was no smith found 19 
throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said. Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears: but all the 20 
Israelites went down to the Philistines, 
to sharpen every man his share, and his 
coulter, and his axe, and his mattock; 
2 yet they had a file for the mattocks, and 21 
for the coulters, and for the forks, and 
for the axes; and to set the goads. So it 22 
came to pass in the day of battle, that 
there was neither sword nor spear found 
in the hand of any of the people that 
were with Saul and Jonathan: but with 
Saul and with Jonathan his son was 
there found. And the garrison of the 23 
Philistines went out unto the pass of 
Michmash. 

NOW it fell upon a day, that 
Jonathan the son of Saul said unto 
the young man that bare his armour. 
Come and let us go over to the Philis¬ 
tines' garrison, that is on yonder side. 
But he told not his father. And Saul 2 
abode in the uttermost part of Gibeah 
under the pomegranate tree which is in 
Migron: and the people that were with 
him were about six hundred men; and 3 
Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, Ichabod’s 
brother, the son of Phinehas, the son of 
Eli, the priest of the Lord in Shiloh, 
wearing an ephod. And the people knew 
not that Jonathan was gone. And be- 4 
tween the passes, by which Jonathan 
sought to go over unto the Philistines* 
garrison, there was a rocky crag on the 
one side, and a rocky crag on the other 
side: and the name of the one was Bozez, 
and the name of the other Seneh. The 5 
one crag rose up on the north in front 
of Michmash, and the other on the south 
in front of Geba. And Jonathan said to 6 
the young man that bare his armour. 
Come and let us go over unto the garri¬ 
son of these uncircumcised: it may be 
that the Lord will work for us: for there 
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is no restraint to the Lord to save by 

7 many or by few. And his armourbearer 
said unto him, Do all that is in thine 
heart: turn thee, behold I am with thee 

8 according to thy heart. Then said Jona¬ 
than, Behold, we will pass over unto the 
men, and we will discover ourselves unto 

9 them. If they say thus unto us. Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will stand 
still in our place, and will not go up unto 

10 them. But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us; then we will go up: for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our hand: 

11 and this shall be the sign unto us. And 
both of them discovered themselves unto 
the garrison of the Philistines: and the 
Philistines said. Behold, the Hebrews 
come forth out of the holes where they 

12 had hid themselves. And the men of 
the garrison answered Jonathan and his 
armourbearer, and said. Come up to 
us, and we will shew you a thing. And 
Jonathan said unto his armourbearer, 
Come up after me: for the Lord hath 
delivered them into the hand of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon his 
hands and upon his feet, and his armour- 
bearer after him: and they fell before 
Jonathan; and his armourbearer slew 

14 them after him. And that first slaughter, 
which Jonathan and his armourbearer 
made, was about twenty men, within as 
it were J half a furrow’s length in an acre 

15 of land. And there was a trembling in 
the camp, in the field, and among all the 
people; the garrison, and the spoilers, 
they also trembled: and the earth quaked; 
so there was 2 an exceeding great trem- 

16 bling. And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, be¬ 
hold, the multitude melted away, and 
they went hither and thither. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people that 
were with him. Number now, and see 
who is gone from us. And when they 
had numbered, behold, Jonathan and 

18 his armourbearer were not there. And 
Saul said unto Ahijah, 3 Bring hither the 
ark of God. For the ark of God was 


14, 30 

there at that time 4 with the children of 
Israel. And it came to pass, while Saul 19 
talked unto the priest, that the tumult 
that was in the camp of the Philistines 
went on and increased: and Saul said 
unto the priest. Withdraw thine hand. 
And Saul and all the people that were 20 
with him were gathered together, and 
came to the battle: and, behold, every 
man’s sword was against his fellow, and 
there was a very great discomfiture. Now 21 
the Hebrews that were with the Philis¬ 
tines as beforetime, which went up with 
them s into the camp '■from the country 
round about; even they also turned to be 
with the Israelites that were with Saul 
and Jonathan. Likewise all the men of 22 
Israel which had hid themselves in the 
hill country of Ephraim, when they 
heard that the Philistines fled, even they 
also followed hard after them in the 
battle. So the Lord saved Israel that 23 
day: and the battle passed over by Bcth- 
aven. And the men of Israel were ais- 24 
tressed that day: but Saul adjured the 
people, saying. Cursed be the man that 
catcth any food until it be evening, and 
I be avenged on mine enemies. So none 
of the people tasted food. And all 7 the 25 
people came into the forest; and there 
was honey upon the ground. And when 26 
the people were come unto the forest, 
behold, 8 the honey dropped: but no man 
put his hand to his mouth; for the people 
feared the oath. But Jonathan heard not 27 
when his father charged the people with 
the oath: wherefore he put forth the end 
of the rod that was in his hand, and 
dipped it in the honeycomb, and put his 
hand to his mouth; and his eyes were 
enlightened. Then answered one of the 28 
people, and said. Thy father straitly 
charged the people with an oath, saying. 
Cursed be the man that eateth food this 
day. And the people were faint. Then 29 
said Jonathan, My father hath troubled 
the land: see, I pray you, how mine eyes 
have been enlightened, because I tasted 
a little of this honey. How much more, 30

ephod. For he wore the ephod at that time before Israel, 
round about 6 The Sept, has, they also turned to be &c. 
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if haply the people had eaten freely to¬ 
day of the spoil of their enemies which 
they found ? Tor now hath there been no 
great slaughter among the Philistines. 

31 And they smote of the Philistines that 
day from Michmash to Aijalon: and the 

32 people were very faint. And the people 
flew upon the spoil, and took sheep, and 
oxen, and calves, and slew them on the 
ground: and the people did eat them 

33 with the blood. Then they told Saul, 
saying. Behold, the people sin against 
the Lord, in that they eat with the 
blood. And he said, Ye have dealt 
treacherously: roll a great stone unto me 

34 this day. And Saul said. Disperse your¬ 
selves among the people, and say unto 
them. Bring me hither every man his ox, 
and every man his sheep, and slay them 
here, and eat; and sin not against the 
Lord in eating with the blood. And all 
the people brought every man his ox 
with him that night, and slew them 

35 there. And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord: the same was the first altar that 
he built unto the Lord. 

36 And Saul said. Let us go down after 
the Philistines by night, and spoil them 
until the morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them. And they said, 
Do whatsoever seemeth good unto thee. 
Then said the priest. Let us draw near 

37 hither unto God. And Saul asked coun¬ 
sel of God, Shall I go down after the 
Philistines? wilt thou deliver them into 
the hand of Israel ? But he answered him 

38 not that day. And Saul said, Draw nigh 
hither, all ye 2 chiefs of the people: and 
know and see wherein this sin hath been 

39 this day. For, as the Lord liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it be in Jonathan 
my son, he shall surely die. But there 
was not a man among all the people that 

40 answered him. Then said he unto all 
Israel, Be ye on one side, and I and 
Jonathan my son will be on the other 
side. And the people said unto Saul, Do 

41 what seemeth good unto thee. There¬ 
fore Saul said unto the Lord, the God 


52 

of Israel, 3 Shew the right. And Jona¬ 
than and Saul were taken by lot’, but 
the people escaped. And Saul said. Cast 42 
lots between me and Jonathan my son. 
And Jonathan was taken. Then Saul 43 
said to Jonathan, Tell me what thou hast 
done. And Jonathan told him, and said, 

I did certainly taste a little honey with 
the end of the rod that was in mine 
hand; and, lo, I must die. And Saul 44 
said, God do so and more also: for thou 
shalt surely die, Jonathan. And the peo- 45 
pic said unto Saul, Shall Jonathan die, 
who hath wrought this great salvation 
in Israel? God forbid: as the Lord liv¬ 
eth, there shall not one hair of his head 
fall to the ground; for he hath wrought 
with God this day. So the people Res¬ 
cued Jonathan, that he died not. Then 46 
Saul went up from following the Philis¬ 
tines: and the Philistines went to their 
own place. 

Now when Saul had taken the king- 47 
dom over Israel, he fought against all his 
enemies on every side, against Moab, 
and against the children of Ammon, and 
against Edom, and against the kings of 
Zobah, and against the Philistines: and 
whithersoever he turned himself, 5 he 
vexed them . And he did valiantly, and 48 
smote the Amalekites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, 49 
and Ishvi, and Alalchi-shua: and the 
names of his two daughters were these; 
the name of the firstborn Merab, and 
the name of the younger Michal: and the 50 
name of Saul’s wife was Ahinoam the 
daughter of Ahimaaz: and the name of 
the captain of his host was Abner the 
son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. 6 And Kish was 51 
the father of Saul; and Ner the father 
of Abner was the son of Abiel. 

And there was sore war against the 52 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any mighty man, or 
any valiant man, he 7 took him unto 


him.

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AND Samuel said unto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to be 
king over his people, over Israel: now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice 

2 of the words of the Lord. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I x have marked that 
which Amalek did to Israel, how he set 
himself against him in the way, when he 

3 came up out of Egypt. Now go and 
smite Amalek, and 2 utterly destroy all 
that they have, and spare them not; but 
slay both man and woman, infant and 
suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul summoned the people, and 
numbered them in Telaim, two hundred 
thousand footmen, and ten thousand 

5 men of Judah. And Saul came to the 
city of Amalek, and flaid wait in the 

6 valley. And Saul said unto the Kenitcs, 
Go, depart, get you down from among 
the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them: for ye shewed kindness to all the 
children of Israel, when they came up 
out of Egypt. So the Kenitcs departed 

7 from among the Amalekites. And Saul 
smote the Amalekites, from Havilah as 
thou goest to Shur, that is before Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of the Amal¬ 
ekites alive, and utterly destroyed all the 

9 people with the edge of the sword. But 
Saul and the people spared Agag, and 
the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, 
and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and 
all that was good, and would not 2 utterly 
destroy them: but every thing that was 
vile and refuse, that they destroyed 
utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Lord unto 

11 Samuel, saying, It repenteth me that I 
have set up Saul to be king: for he is 
turned back from following me, and hath 
not performed my commandments. And 
Samuel was wroth; and he cried unto 

12 the Lord all night. And Samuel rose 
early to meet Saul in the morning; and 
it was told Samuel, saying, Saul came to 
Carmel, and, behold, he set him up a 
4 monument, and is gone about, and 
passed on, and gone down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul: and Saul said 
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unto him. Blessed be thou of the Lord: 

I have performed the commandment 
of the Lord. And Samuel said. What 14 
meaneth then this bleating of the sheep 
in mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear? And Saul said. They have 15 
brought them from the Amalekites: for 
the people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God; and the rest we have 
5 uttcrly destroyed. Then Samuel said 16 
unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee what 
the Lord hath said to me this night. 
And he said unto him. Say on. And 17 
Samuel said, 6 Though thou wast little 
in tliine own sight, wast thou not made 
the head of the tribes of Israel? And the 
Lord anointed thee king over Israel; and 18 
the Lord sent thee on a journey, and 
said, Go and utterly destroy the sinners 
the Amalekites, and fight against them 
until they be consumed. Wherefore then 19 
didst thou not obey the voice of the 
Lord, but didst fly upon the spoil, and 
didst that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lord ? And Saul said unto Samuel, 20 
Yea, I have obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, and have gone the way which the 
Lord sent me, and have brought Agag 
the king of Amalek, and have s utterly 
destroyed the Amalekites. But the peo- 21 
pie took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the 
chief of the devoted things, to sacrifice 
unto the Lord thy God in Gilgal. And 22 
Samuel said. Hath the Lord as great 
delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices, 
as in obeying the voice of the Lord? 
Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, 
and to hearken than the fat of rams. For 23 
rebellion is as the sin of 7 witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as idolatry and tera- 
phim. Because thou hast rejected the 
word of the Lord, he hath also rejected 
thee from being king. And Saul said 24 
unto Samuel, I have sinned: for I have 
transgressed the commandment of the 
Lord, and thy words: because I feared 
the people, and obeyed their voice. Now 25 
therefore, I pray thee, pardon my sin, 
and turn again with me, that I may

26 worship the Lord. And Samuel said un¬ 
to Saul, I will not return with thee: for 
thou hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
and the Lord hath rejected thee from 

27 being king over Israel. And as Samuel 
turned about to go away, he laid hold 
upon the skirt of his robe, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him. The Lord 
hath rent the kingdom of Israel from 
thee this day, and hath given it to a 
neighbour of thine, that is belter than 

29 thou. And also the 1 Strength of Israel 
will not lie nor repent: for he is not a 

30 man, that he should repent. Then he 
said, I have sinned: yet honour me now, 
I pray thee, before the elders of my peo¬ 
ple, and before Israel, and turn again 
with me, that I may worship the Lord 

31 thy God. So Samuel turned again after 
Saul; and Saul worshipped the Lord. 

32 Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither 
to me Agag the king of the Amalckitcs. 
And Agag came unto him 2 delicatcly. 
And Agag said. Surely the bitterness of 

33 death is past. And Samuel said, As thy 
sword hath made women childless, so 
shall thy mother be childless among 
women. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Ramah; and 
Saul went up to his house to Gibeah 

35 of Saul. And Samuel came no more to 
sec Saul until the day of his death; 3 for 
Samuel mourned for Saul: and the Lord 
repented that he had made Saul king 
over Israel. 

AND the Lord said unto Samuel, 
How long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him from 
being king over Israel? fill thine horn 
with oil, and go, I will send thee to Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite: for I have provided 

2 me a king among his sons. And Samuel 
said. How can I go? if Saul hear it, he 
will kill me. And the Lord said. Take 
an heifer with thee, and say, I am come 

3 to sacrifice to the Lord. And call Jesse 
to the sacrifice, and I will shew thee 
what thou shalt do: and thou shall anoint 
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unto me him whom I name unto thee. 
And Samuel did that which the Lord 4 
spake, and came to Beth-lehem. And 
the elders of the city came to meet him 
trembling, and said, Comest thou peace¬ 
ably? And he said. Peaceably: I am 5 
come to sacrifice unto the Lord : sanctify 
yourselves, and come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and 
his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. 
And it came to pass, when they were 6 
come, that he looked on 4 Eliab, and said. 
Surely the Lord's anointed is before 
him. But the Lord said unto Samuel, 7 
Look not on his countenance, or on the 
height of bis stature; because I have re¬ 
jected him: for the Lord seeth not as 
man seeth; for man looketh on the out¬ 
ward appearance, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart. Then Jesse called Abina- 8 
dab, and made him pass before SamueL 
And he said, Neither hath the Lord 
chosen this. Then Jesse made 5 Sham- 9 
mah to pass by. And he said. Neither 
hath the Lord chosen this. And Jesse 10 
made seven of his sons to pass before 
Samuel. And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
The Lord hath not chosen these. And 11 
Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy 
children ? And he said. There remaineth 
yet the youngest, and, behold, he keep- 
eth the sheep. And Samuel said unto 
Jesse, Send and fetch him: for we will 
not sit 6 down till he come hither. And 12 
he sent, and brought him in. Now he 
was ruddy, and withal 7 of a beautiful 
countenance, and goodly to look upon. 
And the Lord said. Arise, anoint him: 
for this is he. Then Samuel took the 13 
horn of oil, and anointed him in the 
midst of liis brethren: and the spirit of 
the Lord came mightily upon David 
from that day forward. So Samuel rose 
up, and went to Ramah. 

Now the spirit of the Lord had de- 14 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit from 
the Lord troubled him. And Saul’s 15 
servants said unto him. Behold now, an 
evil spirit from God troubleth thee. Let 16 
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our lord now command thy servants, head, and he was clad with a coat of 


which arc before thee, to seek out a man 
who is a cunning player on the harp: 
and it shall come to pass, when the evil 
spirit from God is upon thee, that he 
shall play with his hand, and thou shalt 

17 be well. And Saul said unto his servants. 
Provide me now a man that can play 

IS well, and bring him to me. Then an¬ 
swered one of the young men, and said, 
Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse the 
Beth-lehemite, that is cunning in play¬ 
ing, and a mighty man of valour, and a 
man of war, and 1 prudent in a spccch, 
and a comely person, and the Lord is 

19 with him. Wherefore Saul sent mes¬ 
sengers unto Jesse, and said. Send me 
David thy son, which is with the sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden with bread, 
and a :{ bottle of wine, and a kid, and sent 

21 them by David his son unto Saul. And 
David came to Saul, and stood before 
him: and he loved him greatly; and he 

22 became his armourbearer. And Saul 
sent to Jesse, saying. Let David, I pray 
thee, stand before me; for he hath found 

23 favour in my sight. And it came to pass, 
when the evil spirit from God was upon 
Saul, that David took the harp, and 
played with his hand: so Saul was re¬ 
freshed, and was well, and the evil spirit 
departed from him. 

NOW the Philistines gathered to¬ 
gether their armies to battle, and 
they were gathered together at Socoh, 
which belongeth to Judah, and pitched 
between Socoh and Azekah, in Ephes- 

2 dammim. And Saul and the men of Is¬ 
rael were gathered together, and pitched 
in the vale of 4 Elah, and set the battle 

3 in array against the Philistines. And the 
Philistines stood on the mountain on the 
one side, and Israel stood on the mount¬ 
ain on the other side: and there was a 

4 valley between them. And there went 
out a champion out of the camp of the 
Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, 
whose height was six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass upon his 


mail; and the weight of the coat was live 
thousand shekels of brass. And he had 6 
greaves of brass upon his legs, and a 
5 javelin of brass between his shoulders. 
And the 6 staff of his spear was like a 7 
weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and 
his shield-bearer went before him. And 8 
he stood and cried unto the 7 armics of 
Israel, and said unto them. Why arc ye 
come out to set your battle in array? am 
not I a Pliilistine, and ye servants to 
Saul? choose you a man for you, and 
let him come down to me. If he be able 9 
to fight with me, and kill me, then will 
wc be your servants: but if I prevail 
against him, and kill him, then shall ye 
be our servants, and serve us. And the 10 
Philistine said, I 8 defy the armies of 
Israel this day; give me a man, that we 
may fight together. And when Saul 11 
and all Israel heard those words of the 
Philistine, they were dismayed, and 
greatly afraid. 

9 Now David was the son of that 12 
Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, whose 
name was Jesse; and he had eight sons: 
and the man w r as an old man in the days 
of Saul, stricken in years among men. 
And the three eldest sons of Jesse had 13 
gone after Saul to the battle: and the 
names of his three sons that went to the 
battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and the third Sham- 
mah. And David was the youngest: and 14 
the three eldest followed Saul. Now 15 
David went to and fro from Saul to feed 
his father’s sheep at Beth-lehem. And 16 
the Philistine drew near morning and 
evening, and presented himself forty 
days. 

And Jesse said unto David his son, 17 
Take now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched com, and these ten loaves, 
and carry them quickly to the camp to 
thy brethren; and bring these ten cheeses 18 
unto the captain of their thousand, and 
look how thy brethren fare, and take 
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19 their pledge. Now Saul, and they, and 
all the men of Israel, *were in the vale 
of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 And David rose up early in the morning, 
and left the sheep with a keeper, and 
took, and went, as Jesse had commanded 
him; and he came to the 2 place of the 
wagons, as the host which was going 
forth to the 3 fight shouted for the battle. 

21 And Israel and the Philistines put the 

22 battle in array, army against army. And 
David left his baggage in the hand of the 
keeper of the baggage, and ran to the 
army, and came and saluted his breth- 

23 ren. And as he talked with them, behold, 
there came up the champion, the Philis¬ 
tine of Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the ranks of the Philistines, and spake 
according to the same words: and David 

24 heard them. And all the men of Israel, 
when they saw the man, fled from him, 

25 and were sore afraid. And the men of 
Israel said. Have ye seen this man that 
is come up? surely to 4 defy Israel is he 
come up: and it shall be, that the man 
who killeth him, the king will enrich 
him with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s house 

26 free in Israel. And David spake to the 
men that stood by him, saying, What 
shall be done to the man that killeth this 
Philistine, and taketh away the reproach 
from Israel? for who is this uncircum¬ 
cised Philistine, that he should 4 defy the 

27 armies of the living God? And the peo¬ 
ple answered him after this manner, say¬ 
ing, So shall it be done to the man that 

28 killeth him. And Eliab his eldest bro¬ 
ther heard when he spake unto the men; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said. Why art thou come 
down? and with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the wilderness? I 
know thy pride, and the naughtiness of 
thine heart; for thou art come down that 

29 thou miglitest see the battle. And David 
said. What have I now done? 5 Is there 

30 not a cause? And he turned away from 
him toward another, and spake after the 
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same manner: and the people answered 
him again after the former manner. And 31 
when the words were heard which David 
spake, they rehearsed them before Saul; 
and he sent for him. And David said to 32 
Saul, Let no man’s heart fail 6 becausc of 
him; thy servant will go and fight with 
this Philistine. And Saul said to David, 33 
Thou art not able to go against tins 
Philistine to fight with him: for thou art 
but a youth, and he a man of war from 
his youth. And David said unto Saul, 34 
Thy servant kept his father’s sheep; 7 and 
when there came a lion, or a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock, I went out 35 
after him, and smote him, and delivered 
it out of his mouth: and when he arose 
against me, I caught him by his beard, 
and smote him, and slew him. Thy 36 
servant smote both the lion and the bear: 
and this uncircumciscd Philistine shall 
be as one of them, seeing he hath 8 defied 
the armies of the living God. And David 37 
said, The Lord that delivered me out 
of the paw of the lion, and out of the 
paw of the bear, he will deliver me out 
of the hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord 
shall be with thee. And Saul clad David 38 
with his apparel, and he put an helmet 
of brass upon his head, and he clad him 
with a coat of mail. And David girded 39 
his sword upon his apparel, and he 
assayed to go; for he had not proved it. 
And David said unto Saul, I cannot go 
with these; for I have not proved them. 
And David put them off him. And he 40 
took his staff in his hand, and chose him 
five smooth stones out of the 9 brook, 
and put them in the shepherd’s bag 
which he had, even in his scrip; and his 
sling was in his hand: and he drew near 
to the Philistine. And the Philistine 41 
came on and drew near unto David; and 
the man that bare the shield went before 
him. And when the Philistine looked 42 
about, and saw David, he disdained 
him: for he was but a youth, and ruddy, 
and withal of a fair countenance. And 43 
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the Philistine said unto David, Am I a 
dog, that thou comest to me with staves? 
And the Philistine cursed David by his 

44 gods. And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fov/ls of the air, and to the 

45 beasts of the field. Then said David to 
the Philistine, Thou comest to me with 
a sword, and with a spear, and with a 
javelin: but I come to thee in the name 
of the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, which thou hast 1 defied. 

46 This day will the Lord deliver thee into 
mine hand; and I will smite thee, and 
take thine head from off thee; and I will 
give the carcases of the host of the Philis¬ 
tines this day unto the fowls of the air, 
and to the w T ild beasts of the earth; that 
all the earth may know that there is a 

47 God in Israel: and that all this assembly 
may know that the Lord saveth not with 
sword and spear: for the battle is the 
Lord’s, and he will give you into our 

48 hand. And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew nigh 
to meet David, that David hastened, and 
ran toward the army to meet the Philis- 

49 tine. And David put his hand in his bag, 
and took thence a stone, and slang it, 
and smote the Philistine in his forehead; 
and the stone sank into his forehead, and 

50 he fell upon his face to the earth. So 
David prevailed over the Philistine with 
a sling and with a stone, and smote the 
Philistine, and slew him; but there was 

51 no sword in the hand of David. Then 
David ran, and stood over the Philistine, 
and took his sword, and drew it out of 
the sheath thereof, and slew him, and 
cut off his head therewith. And when 
the Philistines saw that their 2 champion 

52 was dead, they fled. And the men of 
Israel and of Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursued the Philistines, until thou 
comest to 3 Gai, and to the gates of Ekron. 
And the wounded of the Philistines fell 
down by the way to 4 Shaaraim, even 

53 unto Gath, and unto Ekron. And the 
children of Israel returned from chasing 
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after the Philistines, and they spoiled 
their camp. And David took the head 54 
of the Philistine, and brought it to Jeru¬ 
salem; but he put his armour in his tent. 

And when Saul saw David go forth 55 
against the Philistine, he said unto Ab¬ 
ner, the captain of the host, Abner, 
whose son is this youth? And Abner 
said. As thy soul liveth, O king, I cannot 
tell. And the king said. Inquire thou 56 
w T hose son the stripling is. And as David 57 
returned from the slaughter of the Philis¬ 
tine, Abner took him, and brought him 
before Saul with the head of the Philis¬ 
tine in his hand. And Saul said to him, 58 
Whose son art thou, thou young man? 
And David answered, I am the son of 
thy servant Jesse the Bcth-lehcmite. 
And it came to pass, when he 1 
had made an end of speaking unto 
Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was knit 
with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him as his own soul. And Saul 2 
took him that day, and would let him 
go no more home to his father’s house. 
Then Jonathan and David made a cove- 3 
nant, because he loved him as his own 
soul. And Jonathan stripped himself of 4 
the robe that was upon him, and gave it 
to David, and his apparel, even to his 
sword, and to his bow, and to his girdle. 
And David 5 went out whithersoever Saul 5 
sent him, and 6 behaved himself wisely: 
and Saul set him over the men of war, 
and it was good in the sight of all the 
people, and also in the sight of Saul’s 
servants. 

And it came to pass as they came, 6 
when David returned from the slaughter 
of the 7 Philistine, that the women came 
out of all the cities of Israel, singing and 
dancing, to meet king Saul, with tim¬ 
brels, with joy, and with instruments of 
music.

Then 
said David to Jonathan, Who shall tell 
me if perchance thy father answer thee 

11 roughly? And Jonathan said unto Da¬ 
vid, Come and let us go out into the 
field. And they went out both of them 
into the field. 

12 And Jonathan said unto David, The 
Lord, the God of Israel, be witness; 
when I have sounded my father about 
this time to-morrow, or the third day, 
behold, if there be good toward David, 
shall I not then send unto thee, and dis- 

13 close it unto thee? The Lord do so to 
Jonathan, and more also, should it please 
my father to do thee evil, if I disclose 
it not unto thee, and send thee away, 
that thou mayest go in peace: and the 
Lord be with thee, as he hath been with 

14 my father. And thou shalt not only 
while yet I live shew me the kindness 

15 of the Lord, that I die not: but also 
thou shalt not cut off thy kindness from 
my house for ever: no, not when the 
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Lord hath cut off the enemies of David 
every one from the face of the earth. 

So Jonathan made a covenant with the 16 
house of David, sayings And the Lord 
shall require it at the hand of David’s 
enemies. And Jonathan caused David 17 
to swear again, Tor the love that he had 
to him: for he loved him as he loved his 
own soul. Then Jonathan said unto 18 
him. To-morrow is the new moon: and 
thou shalt be missed, because thy scat 
will be 4 empty. And when thou hast 19 
stayed three days, thou shalt go down 
s quickly, and come to the place where 
thou didst hide thyself °when the busi¬ 
ness was in hand, and shalt remain by 
7 the stone Hzel. And I will shoot three 20 
arrows on the side thereof, as though I 
shot at a mark. And, behold, I will send 21 
the lad, saying , Go, find the arrows. If 
I say unto the lad. Behold, the arrows 
are on this side of thee: take Them, and 
come; for there is peace to thee and 9 no 
hurt, as the Lord liveth. But if I say 22 
thus unto the boy. Behold, the arrows 
are beyond thee: go thy way; for the 
Lord hath sent thee away. And as 23 
touching the matter which thou and I 
have spoken of, behold, the Lord is be¬ 
tween thee and me for ever. 

So David hid himself in the field: and 24 
when the new moon was come, the king 
sat him down to eat meat. And the 25 
king sat upon his seat, as at other times, 
even upon the seat by the wall; and 
Jonathan stood up, and Abner sat by 
Saul’s side: but David’s place was 
empty. Nevertheless Saul spake not 26 
any thing that day: for he thought. 
Something hath befallen him, he is not 
clean; surely he is not clean. And it 27 
came to pass on the morrow after the 
new moon, which was the second day, 
that David’s place was empty: and Saul 
said unto Jonathan his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor to-day? And 28 
Jonathan answered Saul, David earnestly 
asked leave of me to go to Beth-lehem: 
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29 and he said. Let me go, I pray thee; for 
our family hath a sacrifice in the city; 
and my brother, he hath commanded 
me to be there: and now, if I have found 
favour in thine eyes, let me get away, 1 
pray thee, and see my brethren. There¬ 
fore he is not come unto the king’s table, 

30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled against 
Jonathan, and he said unto him, Thou 
son of a perverse rebellious woman, do 
not I know that thou hast chosen the son 
of Jesse to thine own shame, and unto 
the shame of thy mother’s nakedness? 

31 For as long as the son of Jesse liveth 
upon the ground, thou shalt not be 
stablishcd, nor thy kingdom. Where¬ 
fore now send and fetch him unto me, 

32 for he ^hall surely die. And Jonathan 
answered Saul his father, and said unto 
him. Wherefore should he be put to 

33 death? what hath he done? And Saul 
cast his spear at him to smite him: 
whereby Jonathan knew that it was 
determined of his father to put David 

34 to death. So Jonathan arose from die 
table in fierce anger, and did eat no meat 
the second day of the month: for he was 
grieved for David, because his father 
had done him shame. 

35 And it came to pass in the morning, 
that Jonathan went out into the field 2 at 
the time appointed widi David, and a 

36 little lad with him. And he said unto his 
lad. Run, find now the arrows which I 
shoot. And as the lad ran, he shot an 

37 arrow 3 beyond him. And when the lad 
was come to the place of the arrow 
which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan cried 
after the lad, and said, Is not the arrow 

38 beyond thee? And Jonathan cried after 
the lad. Make speed, haste, stay not. 
And Jonathan’s lad gathered up the 

39 arrows, and came to his master. But 
the lad knew not any thing: only Jona- 

40 than and David knew the matter. And 
Jonathan gave his weapons unto his lad, 
and said unto him. Go, carry them to the 

41 city. And as soon as the lad was gone, 
David arose 4 out of a place toward the 
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South, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself three times: and they 
kissed one another, and wept one w T ith 
another, until David exceeded. And 42 
Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, 
forasmuch as we have sworn both of us 
in the name of the Lord, saying. The 
Lord shall be between me and thee, and 
between my seed and thy seed, for ever. 
And he arose and departed: and Jona¬ 
than went into the city. 

THEN came David to Nob to 
Ahimelcch the priest: and Ahim- 
clcch came to meet David trembling, 
and said unto him. Why art thou alone, 
and no man with thee? And David said 2 
unto Ahimelech the priest. The king 
hath commanded me a business, and 
hath said unto me, Let no man know 
any tiling of the business whereabout I 
send thee, and what I have commanded 
thee: and I have appointed the young 
men to such and such a place. Now 3 
therefore what is under thine hand? give 
me five loaves of bread in mine hand, or 
whatsoever there is present. And the 4 
priest answered David, and said. There 
is no common bread under mine hand, 
but there is holy bread; if only the 
young men have kept themselves from 
women. And David answered the priest, 5 
and said unto him. Of a truth women 
have been kept from us about these three 
days; when I came out, the vessels of 
the young men were holy, s though it was 
but a common journey; how much more 
then to-day shall their vessels be holy? 

So the priest gave him holy bread: for 6 
there was no bread there but the shew- 
bread, that was taken from before the 
Lord, to put hot bread in the day when 
it was taken away. Now a certain man 7 
of the servants of Saul was there that 
day, detained before the Lord; and 
his name was Doeg the Edomite, the 
°chiefest of the herdmen that belonged 
to Saul. And David said unto Ahim- 8 
elech. And is there not here under thine 
hand spear or sword? for I have neither 
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brought my sword nor my weapons with 
me, because the king’s business required 

9 haste. And the priest said. The sword 
of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou 
slewest in the vale of J EIah, behold, it 
is here wrapped in a cloth behind the 
ephod: if thou wilt take that, take it: for 
there is no other save that here. And 
David said, There is none like that, give 
it me. 

10 And David arose, and fled that day 
for fear of Saul, and went to Achish 

11 the king of Gath. And the servants of 
Achish said unto him. Is not this David 
the king of the land? did they not 
sing one to another of him in dances, 
saying, 

Saul hath slain his thousands, 

And David his ten thousands? 

12 And David laid up these words in his 
heart, and was sore afraid of Achish the 

13 king of Gath. And he changed his be¬ 
haviour before them, and feigned him¬ 
self mad in their hands, and 2 scrabbled 
on the doors of the gate, and let his 

14 spittle fall down upon his beard. Then 
said Achish unto his servants, Lo, ye see 
the man is mad: wherefore then have ye 

15 brought him to me? Do I lack mad 
men, that ye have brought this fellow 
to play the mad man in my presence? 
shall this fellow come into my house? 

DAVID therefore departed 
thence, and escaped to the cave 
of Adullam: and when his brethren and 
all his father’s house heard it, they went 

2 down thither to him. And every one 
that was in distress, and every one that 
was in debt, and every one that was 
^discontented, gathered themselves unto 
him; and he became captain over them: 
and there W’cre with him about four 
hundred men. 

3 And David went thence to Mizpeh of 
Moab: and he said unto the king of 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, I 
pray thee, come forth, and be with you, 
till I know what God will do for me. 

4 And he brought them before the king 
of Moab: and they dwelt with him all 
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the while that David was in the hold. 
And the prophet Gad said unto David, 5 
Abide not in the hold; depart, and get 
thee into the land of Judah. Then 
David departed, and came into the forest 
of Hereth. 

And Saul heard that David was dis- 6 
covered, and the men that were with 
him: now Saul was sitting in Gibeah, 
under the tamarisk tree 4 in Ramah, with 
his spear in his hand, and all his servants 
were standing about him. And Saul 7 
said unto his servants that stood about 
him, Hear now, ye Benjamites; will the 
son of Jesse give every one of you fields 
and vineyards, will he make you all cap¬ 
tains of thousands and captains of hun¬ 
dreds; that all of you have conspired 8 
against me, and 5 thcre is none that dis- 
closeth to me when my son maketh a 
league with the son of Jesse, and there 
is none of you that is sorry for me, or 
discloseth unto me that my son hath 
stirred up my servant against me, to lie 
in wait, as at this day? Then answered 9 
Doeg the Edomite, which 6 stood by the 
servants of Saul, and said, I saw the son 
of Jesse coming to Nob, to Ahimclech 
the son of Ahitub. And he inquired of 10 
the Lord for him, and gave him victuals, 
and gave him the sword of Goliath the 
Philistine. Then the king sent to call n 
Ahimelech the priest, the son of Ahitub, 
and all his father’s house, the priests that 
were in Nob: and they came all of them 
to the king. And Saul said. Hear now, 12 
thou son of Ahitub. And he answered. 
Here I am, my lord. And Saul said unto 13 
him, Why have ye conspired against me, 
thou and the son of Jesse, in that thou 
hast given him bread, and a sword, and 
hast inquired of God for him, that he 
should rise against me, to lie in wait, as 
at this day? Then Ahimelech answered 14 
the king, and said. And who among all 
thy servants is so faithful as David, 
which is the king’s son in law, and is 
taken into thy council, and is honour¬ 
able in thine house? Have I to-day 15 
begun to inquire of God for him? be it 
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far from me: let not the king impute 
any thing unto his servant, nor to all 
the house of my father: for thy servant 
knoweth nothing of all this, less or more. 

16 And the king said. Thou shalt surely die, 
Ahimdcch, thou, and all thy father’s 

17 house. And the king said unto the 
J guard that stood about him. Turn, and 
slay the priests of the Lord, because 
their hand also is with David, and be¬ 
cause they knew that he fled, and did not 
disclose it to me. But the servants of the 
king would not put forth their hand to 

18 fall upon the priests of the Lord. And 
the king said to Doeg, Turn thou, and 
fall upon the priests. And Doeg the 
Edomite turned, and he fell upon the 
priests, and lie slew on that day four¬ 
score and five persons that did wear a 

19 linen ephod. And Nob, the city of the 
priests, smote he with the edge of the 
sword, both men and women, children 
and sucklings, and oxen and asses and 

20 sheep, with the edge of the sword. And 
one of the sons of Ahimelech the son of 
Ahitub, named Abiathar, escaped, and 

21 fled after David. And Abiathar told 
David that Saul had slain the Lord’s 

22 priests. And David said unto Abiathar, 
I knew on that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would surely 
tell Saul: I have occasioned the death of 
all the persons of thy father’s house. 

23 Abide thou with me, fear not; for he 
that seeketh my life seeketh thy life: for 
with me thou shalt be in safeguard. 

AND they told David, saying. 
Behold, the Philistines arc fight¬ 
ing against Keilah, and they rob the 

2 threshing-floors. Therefore David in¬ 
quired of the Lord, saying. Shall I go 
and smite these Philistines? And the 
Lord said unto David, Go, and smite 

3 the Philistines, and save Keilah. And 
David’s men said unto him. Behold, we 
be afraid here in Judah: how much more 
then if we go to Keilah against the 

4 armies of the Philistines? Then David 
inquired of the Lord yet again. And the 
Lord answered him and said, Arise, go 
down to Keilah; for I will deliver the 

I Heb. runners. 
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Philistines into thine hand. And David 5 
and liis men went to Keilah, and fought 
with the Philistines, and brought away 
their cattle, and slew them with a great 
slaughter.

Then Saul took three thousand 2 
chosen men out of all Israel, and went 
to seek David and his men upon the 
rocks of the wild goats. And he came to 3 
the sheepcotes by the way, where was a 
cave; and Saul went in to cover his feet. 
Now David and his men were ’abiding 
in the innermost parts of the cave. And 4 
the men of David said unto him. Behold, 
the day of which the Lord said unto 
thee, Behold, I will deliver thine enemy 
into thine hand, and thou shalt do to 
him as it shall seem good unto thee. 
Then David arose, and cut off the skirt 
of Saul’s robe privily. And it came to 5 
pass afterward, that David’s heart smote 
him, because he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 
And he said unto his men. The Lord 6 
forbid that I should do this thing unto 
my lord, the Lord’s anointed, to put 
forth mine hand against him, seeing 
he is the Lord’s anointed. So David 7 
checked his men with these words, and 
suffered them not to rise against Saul. 
And Saul rose up out of the cave, and 
went on his way. David also arose 8 
afterward, and went out of the cave, and 
cried after Saul, saying. My lord the 
king. And when Saul looked behind him, 
David bowed with his face to the earth, 
and did obeisance. And David said to 9 
Saul, Wherefore hearkenest thou to 
men’s words, saying, Behold, David 
seeketh thy hurt? Behold, this day 10 
thine eyes have seen how that the Lord 
had delivered thee to-day into mine hand 
in the cave: and some bade me kill thee: 
but mine eye spared thee; and I said, I 
will not put forth mine hand against my 
lord; for he is the Lord’s anointed. 
Moreover, my father, see, yea, see the 11 
skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in that 
I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and killed 
thee not, know thou and see that there 
is neither evil nor transgression in mine 
hand, and I have not sinned against 
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thee* though thou r huntest after my 

12 soul to take it. The Lord judge between 
me and thee* and the Lord avenge me 
of thee: but mine hand shall not be up- 

13 on thee. As saith the proverb of the 
ancients. Out of the wicked cometh 
forth wickedness: but mine hand shall 

14 not be upon thee. After whom is the 
king of Israel come out? after whom 
dost thou pursue? after a dead dog, after 

15 a flea. The Lord therefore be judge, 
and give sentence between me and thee, 
and see, and plead my cause, and ‘de- 

16 liver me out of thine hand. And it came 
to pass, when David had made an end 
of speaking these words unto Saul, that 
Saul said. Is this thy voice, my son 
David? And Saul lifted up his voice, 

17 and wept. And he said to David* Thou 
art more righteous than I: for thou hast 
rendered unto me good, whereas I have 

18 rendered unto thee evil. And thou hast 
declared this day how that thou hast 
dealt well with me: forasmuch as when 
the Lord had delivered me up into 

X9 thine hand, thou killedst me not. For 
if a man find his enemy, will he let him 
go well away? wherefore the Lord re¬ 
ward thee good for that thou hast done 

20 unto me this day. And now, behold, I 
know that thou shalt surely be king, and 
that the kingdom of Israel shall be 

21 established in thine hand. Swear now 
therefore unto me by the Lord, that 
thou wilt not cut off my seed after me, 
and that thou wilt not destroy my name 

22 out of my father’s house. And David 
sware unto Saul. And Saul went home; 
but David and his men gat them up 
unto the hold. 

AND Samuel died; and all Israel 
gathered themselves together, and 
lamented him, and buried him in his 
house at Ramah. And David arose, and 
went down to the wilderness of Paran. 

2 And there was a man in Maon, whose 
possessions were in Carmel; and the 
man was very great, and he had three 
thousand sheep, and a thousand goats: 
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and he was shearing his sheep in Carmel. 
Now the name of the man was Nabal; 3 
and the name of his wife Abigail: and 
the woman was of good understanding, 
and of a beautiful countenance: but the 
man was churlish and evil in his doings; 
and he was of the house of Caleb. And 4 
David heard in the wilderness that Nabal 
did shear his sheep. And David sent ten 5 
young men, and David said unto the 
young men. Get you up to Carmel, and 
go to Nabal, and greet him in my name: 
and 4 thus shall ye say 5 to him that liveth 6 
in prosperity , Peace be both unto thee, 
and peace be to thine house, and peace 
be unto all that thou hast. And now I 7 
have heard that thou hast shearers: thy 
shepherds have now been with us, and 
we 6 did them no hurt, neither was there 
aught missing unto them, all the while 
they were in Carmel. Ask thy young 8 
men, and they will tell thee: wherefore 
let the young men find favour in thine 
eyes; for we come in a good day: give, 

I pray thee, whatsoever cometh to thine 
hand, unto thy servants, and to thy son 
David. And when David’s young men 9 
came, they spake to Nabal according to 
all those words in the name of David, 
and 7 ceased. And Nabal answered Da- 10 
vid’s servants, and said. Who is David? 
and who is the son of Jesse? there be 
many servants now a days that break 
away every man from his master. Shall 11 
I then take my bread, and my water, and 
my 8 flesh that I have killed for my 
shearers, and give it unto men of whom 
I know not whence they be? So David’s 12 
young men turned on their way, and 
went back, and came and told him ac¬ 
cording to all these words. And David 13 
said unto his men. Gird ye on every man 
his sword. And they girded on every 
man his sword; and David also girded 
on his sword: and there went up after 
David about four hundred men; and 
two hundred abode by the stuff. But 14 
one of the young men told Abigail, 
Nabal’s wife, saying. Behold, David sent 
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messengers out of the wilderness to 
‘salute our master; and he 2 flcw upon 

15 them. But the men were very good unto 
us, and we were not ‘hurt, neither missed 
we any thing, as long as we were conver¬ 
sant with them, when we were in the 

16 fields: they were a wall unto us both by 
night and by day, all the while we were 

17 with them keeping the sheep. Now 
therefore know and consider what thou 
wilt do; for evil is determined against 
our master, and against all his house: 
for he is such a 4 son of 5 Belial, that one 

18 cannot speak to him. Then Abigail made 
haste, and took two hundred loaves, and 
two 6 bottles of wine, and five sheep 
ready dressed, and five measures of 
parched corn, and an hundred clusters 
of raisins, and two hundred cakes of 

19 figs, and laid them on asses. And she 
said unto her young men, Go on before 
me; behold, I come after you. But she 

20 told not her husband Nabal. And it was 
so, as she rode on her ass, and came down 
by the covert of the mountain, that, be¬ 
hold, David and his men came down 

21 against her; and she met them. Now 
David had said. Surely in vain have I 
kept all that this fellow hath in the wil¬ 
derness, so that nothing was missed of 
all that pertained unto him: and he hath 

22 returned me evil for good. God do so 
7 unto the enemies of David, and more 
also, if' I leave of all that pertain to 
him by the morning light 8 so much as 

23 one man cliild. And when Abigail saw 
David, she hasted, and lighted off her 
ass, and fell before David on her face, 

24 and bowed herself to the ground. And 
she fell at his feet, and said, Upon me, 
my lord, upon me be the iniquity: and 
let thine handmaid, I pray thee, speak 
in thine cars, and hear thou the words 

25 of thine handmaid. Let not my lord, I 
pray thee, regard this hnan of s Belial, 
even Nabal: for as his name is, so is he; 
°Nabal is his name, and folly is with 
him: but I thine handmaid saw not the 
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young men of my lord, whom thou 
didst send. Now therefore, my lord, as 26 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
seeing the Lord hath withholden thee 
°from bloodguiltiness, and from 1 ‘aveng¬ 
ing thyself with thine own hand, now 
therefore let thine enemies, and them 
that seek evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 
And now this ‘^present which thy servant 27 
hath brought unto my lord, let it be 
given unto the young men that follow 
my lord. Forgive, I pray thee, the tres- 28 
pass of thine handmaid: for the Lord 
will certainly make my lord a sure house, 
because my lord fighteth the battles of 
the Lord; and evil shall not be found in 
thee all thy days. And though man be 29 
risen up to pursue thee, and to seek thy 
soul, yet the soul of my lord shall be 
bound in the bundle of 13 life with the 
Lord thy God; and the souls of thine 
enemies, them shall he sling out, as from 
the hollow of a sling. And it shall come 30 
to pass, when the Lord shall have done 
to my lord according to all the good that 
he hath spoken concerning thee, and 
shall have appointed thee prince over 
Israel; that this shall be no 14 grief unto 31 
thee, nor offence of heart unto my lord, 
15 either that thou hast shed blood cause¬ 
less, or that my lord hath avenged him¬ 
self: and when the Lord shall have dealt 
well with my lord, then remember thine 
handmaid. And David said to Abigail, 32 
Blessed be the Lord, the God of Israel, 
which sent thee this day to meet me: 
and blessed be thy I0 wisdom, and blessed 33 
be thou, which hast kept me this day 
from bloodguiltiness, and from avenging 
myself with mine owm hand. For in 34 
very deed, as the Lord, the God of 
Israel, liveth, which hath withholden 
me from hurting thee, except thou hadst 
hasted and come to meet me, surely 
there had not been left unto Nabal by 
the morning light so much as one man 
child. So David received of her hand 35 
that which she had brought him: and 
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he said unto her. Go up in peace to 
thine house; see, I have hearkened to 
thy voice, and have accepted thy person. 

36 And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, 
he held a feast in his house, like the feast 
of a king; and Nabal’s heart was merry 
within him, for he was very drunken: 
wherefore she told him nothing, less or 

37 more, until the morning light. And it 
came to pass in the morning, when the 
wine was gone out of Nabal, that his 
wife told him these things, and his heart 
died within him, and he became as a 

38 stone. And it came to pass about ten 
days after, that the Lord smote Nabal, 

39 that he died. And when David heard 
that Nabal was dead, he said. Blessed be 
the Lord, that hath pleaded the cause 
of my reproach from the hand of Nabal, 
and hath kept back his servant from 
evil: and the evil-doing of Nabal hath 
the Lord returned upon his own head. 
And David sent and spake concerning 

40 Abigail, to take her to him to wife. And 
when the servants of David were come 
to Abigail to Carmel, they spake unto 
her, saying, David hath sent us unto 

41 thee, to take thee to him to wife. And 
she arose, and bowed herself with her 
face to the earth, and said. Behold, thine 
handmaid is a servant to wash the feet 

42 of the servants of my lord. And Abigail 
hasted, and arose, and rode upon an ass, 
with five damsels of hers that followed 
her; and she went after the messengers 

43 of David, and became his wife. David 
also took Ahinoam of Jezreel; and they 

44 became both of them his wives. Now 
Saul had given Michal his daughter, 
David’s wife, to Talti the son of Laish, 
which was of Gallim. 

AND the Ziphites came unto Saul 
to Gibeah, saying. Doth not David 
hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, 

2 which is before *the desert? Then Saul 
arose, and went down to the wilderness 
of Ziph, having three thousand chosen 
men of Israel with him, to seek David 

3 in the wilderness of Ziph. And Saul 
pitched in the hill of Hachilah, which is 
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before *the desert, by the way. But 
David abode in the wilderness, and he 
saw that Saul came after him into the 
wilderness. David therefore sent out 4 
spies, and understood that Saul was 
come 3 of a certainty. And David arose, 5 
and came to the place where Saul had 
pitched: and David beheld the place 
where Saul lay, and Abner the son of 
Ner, the captain of his host: and Saul 
lay within the 4 place of the wagons, and 
the people pitched round about him. 
Then answered David and said to Alii- 6 
melech the Hittite, and to Abishai the 
son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, saying. 
Who will go down with me to Saul to 
the camp ? And Abishai said, I will go 
down with thee. So David and Abishai 7 
came to the people by night: and, be¬ 
hold, Saul lay sleeping within the 4 place 
of the wagons, with his spear stuck in 
the ground at his head: and Abner and 
the people lay round about him. Then 8 
said Abishai to David, God hath de¬ 
livered up thine enemy into thine hand 
this day: now therefore let me smite 
him, I pray thee, with the spear to the 
earth at one stroke, and I will not smite 
him the second time. And David said 9 
to Abishai, Destroy him not: for who 
can put forth his hand against the 
Lord’s anointed, and be guiltless? And 10 
David said. As the Lord liveth, the 
Lord shall smite him; 5 or his day shall 
come to die; or he shall go down into 
battle, and perish. The Lord forbid 11 
that I should put forth mine hand against 
the Lord’s anointed: but now take, I 
pray thee, the spear that is at his head, 
and the cruse of water, and let us go. 

So David took the spear and the cruse 12 
of water from Saul’s head; and they gat 
them away, and no man saw it, nor knew 
it, neither did any awake: for they were 
all asleep; because a deep sleep from the 
Lord was fallen upon them. Then 13 
David went over to the other side, and 
stood on the top of the mountain afar 
off; a great space being between them: 
and David cried to the people, and to 14 
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Abner the son of Ner, saying, Answcrest 
thou not, Abner ? Then Abner answered 
and said. Who art thou that criest to the 

15 king? And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man? and who is like 
to thee in Israel? wherefore then hast 
thou not kept watch over thy lord the 
king? for there came one of the people 

16 in to destroy the king thy lord. This 
tiling is not good that thou hast done. 
As the Lord liveth, ye are 1 worthy to 
die, because ye have not kept watch over 
your lord, the Lord’s anointed. And 
now, see, where the king’s spear is, and 
the cruse of water that was at his head. 

17 And Saul knew David’s voice, and said. 
Is this thy voice, my son David? And 
David said. It is my voice, my lord, 

18 O king. And he said. Wherefore doth 
my lord pursue after his servant? for 
what have I done? or what evil is in 

19 mine hand? Now therefore, I pray thee, 
let my lord the king hear the words 
of his servant. If it be the Lord that 
hath stirred thee up against me, let him 
2 acccpt an offering: but if it be the chil¬ 
dren of men, cursed be they before the 
Lord; for they have driven me out this 
day that I should 3 not cleave unto the 
inheritance of the Lord, saying. Go, 

20 serve other gods. Now therefore, let not 
my blood fall to the earth away from the 
presence of the Lord: for the king of 
Israel is come out to seek 4 a flea, as 
when one doth hunt a partridge in the 

21 mountains. Then said Saul, I have 
sinned: return, my son David: for I will 
no more do thee harm, because my life 
was precious in thine eyes this day: be¬ 
hold, I have played the fool, and have 

22 erred exceedingly. And David answered 
and said. Behold 5 the spear, O king! let 
then one of the young men come over 

23 and fetch it. And the Lord shall render 
to every man his righteousness and his 
faithfulness: forasmuch as the Lord de¬ 
livered thee into my hand to-day, and 
I would not put forth mine hand against 

24 the Lord’s anointed. And, behold, as 
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thy life was much set by this day in mine 
eyes, so let my life be much set by in the 
eyes of the Lord, and let him deliver me 
out of all tribulation. Then Saul said to 25 
David, Blessed be thou, my son David: 
thou shall both do mightily, and shalt 
surely prevail. So David went his way, 
and Saul returned to his place. 

AND David said in his heart, I 
shall now perish one day by the 
hand of Saul: there is nothing better for 
me than that I should escape into the 
land of the Philistines; and Saul shall 
despair of me, to seek me any more in 
all the borders of Israel: so shall 1 
escape out of his hand. And David 2 
arose, and passed over, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, unto 
Achish the son of Maoch, king of Gath. 
And David dwelt with Achish at Gath, 3 
he and his men, every man with his 
household, even David with his two 
wives, Ahinoam the Jczreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. 
And it was told Saul that David was fled 4 
to Gath: and he sought no more again 
for him. 

And David said unto Achish, If now 5 
I have found grace in thine eyes, let 
them give me a place in one of the cities 
in the ^country, that I may dwell there: 
for why should thy servant dwell in the 
royal city with thee? Then Achish gave 6 
him Ziklag that day: wherefore Ziklag 
pertaincth unto the kings of Judah unto 
this day. 

And the number of the days that Da- 7 
vid dwelt in the 6 country of the Phil¬ 
istines was a full year and four months. 
And David and his men went up, and 8 
made a raid upon the Geshurites, and 
the 7 Girzites, and the Amalekites: for 
those natiom were the inhabitants of the 
land, “which were of old, as thou goest to 
Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. And 9 
David smote the land, and saved neither 
man nor woman alive, and took away the 
sheep, and the oxen, and the asses, and 
the camels, and the apparel; and he 
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10 returned, and came to Achish. And 
Achish said, Whither have ye made a 
raid to-day ? And David said. Against the 
South of Judah, and against the South of 
the Jerahmeclites, and against the South 

11 of the Kenitcs. And David saved neither 
man nor woman alive, to bring them to 
Gath, saying, Lest they should tell on us, 
saying. So did David, and so hath been 
his manner all the while he hath dwelt 

12 in the 2 country of the Philistines. And 
Achish believed David, saying, He hath 
made his people Israel utterly to abhor 
him; therefore he shall be my servant for 
ever. 

AND it came to pass in those 
days, that the Philistines gathered 
their Uiosts together for warfare, to fight 
with Israel. And Achish said unto Da¬ 
vid, Know thou assuredly, that thou 
shalt go out with me in the host, thou 

2 and thy men. And David said to A- 
chish. Therefore thou shalt know what 
thy servant will do. And Achish said 
to David, Therefore will I make thee 
keeper of mine head for ever. 

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel 
had lamented him, and buried him in 
Ramah, even in his own city. And Saul 
had put away those that had familiar 
spirits, and the wizards, out of the land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered themselves 
together, and came and pitched in 
Shunem: and Saul gathered all Israel 
together, and they pitched in Gilboa. 

5 And when Saul saw the host of the 
Philistines, he was afraid, and his heart 

6 trembled greatly. And when Saul in¬ 
quired of the Lord, the Lord answered 
him not, neither by dreams, nor by 

7 Urim, nor by prophets. Then said 
Saul unto his servants. Seek me a wo¬ 
man that hath a familiar spirit, that I 
may go to her, and inquire of her. And 
his servants said to him. Behold, there 
is a woman that hath a familiar spirit 

8 at En-dor. And Saul disguised himself, 
and put on other raiment, and went, he 
and two men with him, and they came 


28, 19 

to the woman by night: and he said. 
Divine unto me, I pray thee, by the 
familiar spirit, and bring me up whom¬ 
soever I shall name unto thee. And the 9 
woman said unto him. Behold, thou 
knowest what Saul hath done, how he 
hath cut off those that have familiar 
spirits, and the wizards, out of the land: 
wherefore then layest thou a snare for 
my life, to cause me to die? And Saul io 
sware to her by the Lord, saying. As 
the Lord liveth, there shall no punish¬ 
ment happen to thee for this thing. 
Then said the woman. Whom shall In 
bring up unto thee? And he said. Bring 
me up Samuel. And when the woman 12 
saw Samuel, she cried with a loud voice: 
and the woman spake to Saul, saying. 
Why hast thou deceived me? for thou 
art Saul. And the king said unto her, 13 
Be not afraid: for what scest thou ? And 
the woman said unto Saul, I see 5 a god 
coming up out of the earth. And he 14 
said unto her. What form is he of? And 
she said, An old man cometh up; and he 
is covered with a robe. And Saul per¬ 
ceived that it was Samuel, and he bowed 
with his face to the ground, and did 
obeisance. And Samuel said to Saul, 15 
Why hast thou disquieted me, to bring 
me up? And Saul answered, I am sore 
distressed; for the Philistines make war 
against me, and God is departed from 
me, and answereth me no more, neither 
by prophets, nor by dreams: therefore 
I have called thee, that thou mayest 
make known unto me what I shall do. 
And Samuel said, Wherefore then dost 16 
thou ask of me, seeing the Lord is de¬ 
parted from thee, and c is become thine 
adversary? And the Lord hath 7 wrought 17 
for himself, as he spake by me: and the 
Lord hath rent the kingdom out of 
thine hand, and given it to thy neigh¬ 
bour, even to David. Because thou 18 
obeyedst not the voice of the Lord, and 
didst not execute his fierce wrath upon 
Amalek, therefore hath the Lord done 
this thing unto thee this day. Moreover 19 
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the Lord will deliver Israel also with 
thee into the hand of the Philistines: and 
to-morrow shalt thou and thy sons be 
with me: the Lord shall deliver the host 
of Israel also into the hand of the Phil- 

20 istines. Then Saul fell straightway his 
full length upon the earth, and was sore 
afraid, because of the words of Samuel: 
and there was no strength in him; for 
he had eaten no bread all the day, nor 

21 all the night. And the woman came 
unto Saul, and saw that he was sore 
troubled, and said unto him. Behold, 
thine handmaid hath hearkened unto 
thy voice, and 1 have put my life in 
my hand, and have hearkened unto 
thy words which thou spakest unto 

22 me. Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken 
thou also unto the voice of thine hand¬ 
maid, and let me set a morsel of bread 
before thee; and eat, that thou mayest 
have strength, when thou goest on thy 

23 way. But he refused, and said, I will 
not eat. But his servants, together with 
the woman, constrained him; and he 
hearkened unto their voice. So he arose 
from the earth, and sat upon the bed. 

24 And the woman had a fatted calf in the 
house; and she hasted, and killed it; and 
she took flour, and kneaded it, and did 

25 bake unleavened bread thereof: and she 
brought it before Saul, and before his 
servants; and they did eat. Then they 
rose up, and went away that night. 

NOW the Philistines gathered 
together all their hosts to Aphek: 
and the Israelites pitched by the fount- 

2 ain which is in Jezreel. And the lords 
of the Philistines passed on by hundreds, 
and by thousands: and David and his 
men passed on in the rearward with 

3 Achish. Then said the princes of the 
Philistines, What do these Hebrews 
here ? And Achish said unto the princes 
of the Philistines, Is not this David, the 
servant of Saul the king of Israel, which 
hath been with me these days or these 
years, and I have found no fault in him 
since he fell away unto me unto this day? 

4 But the princes of the Philistines were 
wroth with him; and the princes of the 
Philistines said unto him, Make the man 
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return, that he may go back to his place 
where thou hast appointed him, and let 
him not go down with us to battle, lest 
in the battle he become an adversary to 
us: for wherewith should this fellow re¬ 
concile himself unto his lord? should it 
not be with the heads of these men? Is 5 
not this David, of whom they sang one 
to another in dances, saying, 

Saul hath slain his thousands. 

And David his ten thousands? 

Then Achish called David, and said unto 6 
him. As the Lord liveth, thou hast been 
upright, and thy going out and thy com¬ 
ing in with me in the host is good in my 
sight: for 1 have not found evil in thee 
since the day of thy coming unto me 
unto this day: nevertheless the lords 
favour thee not. Wherefore now return, 7 
and go in peace, that thou displease not 
the lords of the Philistines. And David 8 
said unto Achish, But what have I done? 
and what hast thou found in thy servant 
so long as I have been before thee unto 
this day, that I may not go and fight 
against the enemies of my lord the king? 
And Achish answered and said to David, 9 
I know that thou art good in my sight, 
as an angel of God: notwithstanding the 
princes of the Philistines have said, He 
shall not go up with us to the battle. 
Wherefore now rise up early in the 10 
morning with the servants of thy lord 
that are come with thee: and as soon as 
ye be up early in the morning, and have 
light, depart. So David rose up early, he 11 
and his men, to depart in tire morning, to 
return into the land of the Philistines. 
And the Philistines went up to Jezreel. 
AND it came to pass, when David 
and his men were come to Ziklag 
on the third day, that the Amalekites 
had made a raid upon the South, and 
upon Ziklag, and had smitten Ziklag, 
and burned it with fire; and had taken 2 
captive the women and all that were 
therein, both small and great: they slew 
not any, but carried them olf, and went 
their way. And when David and his 3 
men came to the city, behold, it was 
burned with fire; and their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, were 
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4 taken captives. Then David and the 
people that were with him lifted up their 
voice and wept, until they had no more 

5 power to weep. And David’s two wives 
were taken captives, Ahinoam the Jez- 
reelitess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal 

6 the Carmelite. And David was greatly 
distressed; for the people spake of 
stoning him, because the soul of all the 
people was grieved, every man for his 
sons and for his daughters: but David 
strengthened himself in the Lord his 
God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the priest, 
the son of Ahimelech, I pray thee, bring 
me hither tU nod. And Abiathar 
brought dicr the ephod to David. 

8 And David inquired of the Lord, say¬ 
ing, *If I pursue after this troop, shall I 
overtake them? And he answered him. 
Pursue: for thou shalt surely overtake 
them , and shalt without fail recover all. 

9 So David went, he and the six hundred 
men that were with him, and came to the 
brook Besor, where those that were left

and four hundred men: for two hundred 
stayed behind, which were so faint that 
they could not go over the brook Besor:

And when 7 
the men of Israel that were on the other 
side of the valley, and they that were 
beyond Jordan, saw that the men of 
Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons 
were dead, they forsook the cities, and 
fled; and the Philistines came and dwelt 
in them. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, 8 
when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his three 
sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And they 9 
cut off his head, and stripped off his 
armour, and sent into the land of the 
Philistines round about, to carry the 
tidings unto the house of their idols, and 
to the people. And they put his armour 10 
in the house of the Ashtaroth: and they 
fastened his body to the wall of Beth- 
shan. And when the inhabitants of 11 
Jabesh-gilead heard concerning him that 
which the Philistines had done to Saul, 
all the valiant men arose, and went all 12 
night, and took the body of Saul and 
the bodies of his sons from the wall of 
Beth-shan; and they came to Jabesh, and 
burnt them there.

And hast thou not there 35 
with thee Zadok and Abiathar the 
priests? therefore it shall be, that what 
thing soever thou shalt hear out of the 
king’s house, thou shalt tell it to Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests. Behold, they 36 
have there with them their two sons, 
Ahimaaz Zadok’s son, and Jonathan 
Abiathar’s son; and by them ye shall 
send unto me every thing that ye shall 
hear. So Hushai David's friend came 37 
into the city; and Absalom came into 
Jerusalem. 

AND when David was a little 
past the top of the ascent , behold, 
Ziba the servant of Mephiboshcth met 
him, with a couple of asses saddled, and 
upon them two hundred loaves of bread, 
and an hundred clusters of raisins, and 
an hundred of summer fruits, and a 
4 bottle of wine. And the king said unto 2 
Ziba, What meanest thou by these? And 
Ziba said. The asses be for the king’s 
household to ride on; and the bread and 
summer fruit for the young men to eat; 
and the wine, that such as be faint in 
the wilderness may drink. And the king 3 
said. And where is thy master’s son? 
And Ziba said unto the king. Behold, he 
abideth at Jerusalem: for he said. To¬ 
day shall the house of Israel restore me 
the kingdom of my father. Then said 4 
the king to Ziba, Behold, thine is all that 
pertaineth unto Mephiboshcth. And 
Ziba said, I do obeisance; let me find 
favour in thy sight, my lord, O king. 

And when king David came to Bahu- 5 
rim, behold, there came out thence a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shimei, the son of 
Gera: he came out, and cursed still as he 
came. And he cast stones at David, and 6 
at all the servants of king David: and all 
the people and all the mighty men were 
on his right hand and on his left. And 7 
thus said Shimei when he cursed. Be¬ 
gone, begone, thou man of blood, and 
man of s Belial: the Lord hath returned 8 
upon thee all the blood of the house of 
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Saul, in whose stead thou hast reigned; 
and the Lord hath delivered the king¬ 
dom into the hand of Absalom thy son: 
and, behold, thou art taken in thine 
own mischief, because thou art a man 
9 of blood. Then said Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah unto the king. Why should this 
dead dog curse my lord the king? let me 
go over, I pray thee, and take off Iris 

10 head. And the king said. What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? be¬ 
cause he curseth, and because the Lord 
hath said unto him. Curse David; who 
then shall say. Wherefore hast thou done 

11 so? And David said to Abishai, and to 
all his servants. Behold, my son, which 
came forth of my bowels, seeketh my

And the counsel of Ahitho- 23 
phel, which he counselled in those days, 
was as if a man inquired at the 6 oracle of 
God: so was all the counsel of Ahitho¬ 
phel both with David and with Absalom. 
MOREOVER Ahithophel said 
unto Absalom, Let me now choose 
out twelve thousand men, and I will 
arise and pursue after David this night: 
and I will come upon him while he is 2 
weary and weak handed, and will make 
him afraid: and all the people that are 
with him shall flee; and I will smite the 
king only: and I will bring back all the 3 
people unto thee: the man whom thou 
seckest is as if all returned: so all the 
people shall be in peace. And the saying 4 
pleased Absalom well, and all the elders 
of Israel. 

Then said Absalom, Call now 7 Hushai 5 
the Archite also, and let us hear likewise 
what he sailh. And when Hushai was 6 
come to Absalom, Absalom spake unto 
him, saying, Ahithophel hath spoken 
after this manner: shall we do after his 
saying? if not, speak thou. And Hushai 7 
said unto Absalom, The counsel that 
Ahithophel hath given this time is not 
good. Hushai said moreover. Thou 8 
knowest thy father and his men, that 
they be mighty men, and they be 7 chafed 
in their minds, as a bear robbed of her 
whelps in the held: and thy father is a 
man of w ? ar, and will not lodge with the 
people. Behold, he is laid now r in some 9 
pit, or in some other place: and it will 
come to pass, ‘‘when some of them be 
fallen at the first, that whosoever heareth 
it will say. There is a slaughter among 
the people that follow Absalom. And 10 
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even he that is valiant, whose heart is as 
the heart of a lion, shall utterly melt: for 
all Israel knoweth that thy father is a 
mighty man, and they which be with him 

11 are valiant men. But I counsel that all 
Israel be gathered together unto thee, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the sand 
that is by the sea for multitude; and x that 
thou go to battle in thine own person. 

12 So shall we come upon him in some place 
where he shall be found, and we will 
light upon him as the dew falleth on the 
ground: and of him and of all the men 
that are with him we will not leave so 

13 much as one. Moreover, if he “be gotten 
into a city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that city, and we will draw it into the 
river, until there be not one small stone 

14 found there. And Absalom and all the 
men of Israel said. The counsel of Hushai 
the Archite is better than the counsel of 
Ahithophel. For the Lord had ordained 
to defeat the good counsel of Ahithophel, 
to the intent that the Lord might bring 
evil upon Absalom. 

15 Then said Hushai unto Zadok and to 
Abiathar the priests, Thus and thus did 
Ahithophel counsel Absalom and the eld¬ 
ers of Israel; and thus and thus have I 

16 counselled. Now therefore send quickly, 
and tell David, saying. Lodge not this 
night 3 at the fords of the wilderness, 
but in any wise pass over; lest the king 
be swallowed up, and all the people that 

17 are with him. 4 Now Jonathan and Ahi¬ 
maaz stayed by En-rogel; and a maid¬ 
servant used to go and tell them; and 
they went and told king David: for they 
might not be seen to come into the city. 

18 But a lad saw them, and told Absalom: 
and they went both of them away quickly, 
and came to the house of a man in Ba- 
hurim, who had a well in his court; and 

19 they went down thither. And the wo¬ 
man took and spread the covering over 
the well’s mouth, and strewed bruised 
corn thereon; and nothing was known. 

20 And Absalom’s servants came to the wo¬ 
man to the house; and they said. Where 
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are Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And the 
woman said unto them. They be gone 
over the brook of water. And when they 
had sought and could not find them, 
they returned to Jerusalem. And it came 21 
to pass, after they were departed, that 
they came up out of the well, and went 
and told king David; and they said unto 
David, Arise ye, and pass quickly over 
the water: for thus hath Ahithophel 
counselled against you. Then David 22 
arose, and all the people that were with 
him, and they passed over Jordan: by 
the morning light there lacked not one of 
them that was not gone over Jordan. And 23 
when Ahithophel saw that his counsel 
was not followed, he saddled his ass, and 
arose, and gat him home, unto his city, 
and set his house in order, and hanged 
himself; and he died, and was buried in 
the sepulchre of his father. 

Then David came to Mahanaim. And 24 
Absalom passed over Jordan, he and all 
the men of Israel with him. And Ab- 25 
salom set Amasa over the host instead of 
Joab. Now Amasa was the son of a man, 
whose name was 5 Ithra the Israelite, that 
went in to °Abigal the daughter of Na- 
hash, sister to Zeruiah Joab’s mother. 
And Israel and Absalom pitched in the 26 
land of Gilead. 

And it came to pass, when David was 27 
come to Mahanaim, that Shobi the son 
of Nahash of Rabbah of the children of 
Ammon, and Machir the son of Am- 
miel of Lo-debar, and Barzillai the Gile¬ 
adite of Rogelim, brought beds, and 28 
basons, and earthen vessels, and wheat, 
and barley, and meal, and parched corn, 
and beans, and lentils, and parched 
pulse , and honey, and butter, and sheep, 29 
and cheese of kine, for David, and for 
the people that were with him, to eat: for 
they said. The people is hungry, and 
weary, and thirsty, in the wilderness. 

AND David numbered the people 
that were with him, and set cap¬ 
tains of thousands and captains of hun¬ 
dreds over them. And David sent forth 2 
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the people, a third part under the hand of 
Joab, and a third part under the hand of 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s bro¬ 
ther, and a third part under the hand of 
Ittai the Gittite. And the king said unto 
the people, I will surely go forth with 

3 you myself also. But the people said. 
Thou shalt not go forth: for if we flee 
away, they will not care for us; neither if 
half of us die, will they care for us: J but 
thou art worth ten thousand of us: there¬ 
fore now it is better that thou be ready 

4 to succour us out of the city. And the 
king said unto them. What seemeth you 
best I will do. And the king stood by 
the gate side, and all the people went 

5 out by hundreds and by thousands. And 
the king commanded Joab and Abishai 
and Ittai, saying. Deal gently for my sake 
with the young man, even with Absalom. 
And all the people heard when the king 
gave all the captains charge concerning 

6 Absalom. So the people went out into 
the field against Israel: and the battle 

7 was in the forest of Ephraim. And the 
people of Israel were smitten there be¬ 
fore the servants of David, and there was 
a great slaughter there that day of twenty 

8 thousand men. For the battle was there 
spread over the face of all the country: 
and the forest devoured more people that 

9 day than the sword devoured. And Ab¬ 
salom chanced to meet the servants of 
David. And Absalom rode upon his 
mule, and the mule went under the thick 
boughs of a great 2 oak, and his head 
caught hold of the oak, and he was taken 
up between the heaven and the earth; 
and the mule that was under him went 

10 on. And a certain man saw it, and told 
Joab, and said. Behold, I saw Absalom 

11 hanging in an oak. And Joab said unto 
the man that told him. And, behold, 
thou sawest it, and why didst thou not 
smite him there to the ground? and I 
would have given thee ten pieces of silver, 

12 and a girdle. And the man said unto 
Joab, Though I should receive a thou¬ 
sand pieces of silver in mine hand, yet 
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would I not put forth mine hand against 
the king’s son: for in our hearing the 
king charged thee and Abishai and Ittai, 
saying, 3 Beware that none touch the 
young man Absalom. Otherwise if I had 13 
dealt falsely against 4 his life, (and there 
is no matter hid from the king,) then 
thou thyself 5 wouldest have stood aloof. 
Then said Joab, I may not tarry thus 14 
with thee. And he took three 6 darts in 
Ills hand, and thrust them through the 
heart of Absalom, while he w r as yet alive 
in the midst of the oak. And ten young 15 
men that bare Joab’s armour compassed 
about and smote Absalom, and slew him. 
And Joab blew the trumpet, and the 16 
people returned from pursuing after 
Israel: for Joab 7 held back the people. 
And they took Absalom, and cast him 17 
into the great pit in the forest, and raised 
over him a very great heap of stones: 
and all Israel fled every one to his tent. 
Now Absalom in his life time had taken 18 
and reared up for himself the pillar, 
which is in the king’s dale: for he said, 

I have no son to keep my name in re¬ 
membrance : and he called the pillar after 
his own name: and it is called Absa¬ 
lom’s monument, unto this day. 

Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok, 19 
Let me now run, and bear the king 
tidings, how that the Lord hath 8 avenged 
him of his enemies. And Joab said unto 20 
him. Thou shalt not be the bearer of tid¬ 
ings this day, but thou shalt bear tidings 
another day: but this day thou shalt bear 
no tidings, because the king’s son is dead. 
Then said Joab to the Cushite, Go tell 21 
the king what thou hast seen. And the 
Cusliite bowed himself unto Joab, and 
ran. Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok 22 
yet again to Joab. But come what may, let 
me, I pray thee, also run after the Cushite. 
And Joab said. Wherefore wilt thou run, 
my son, seeing that thou 9 wilt have no 
reward for the tidings? But come what 23 
may, said he, I will run. And he said unto 
him, Run. Then Ahimaaz ran by the way 
of the Plain, and overran the Cushite. 
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24 Now David sat between the two gates: 
and the watchman went up to the roof of 
the gate unto the wall* and lifted up liis 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, a man 

25 running alone. And the watchman cried, 
and told the king. And the king said, If 
he be alone, there is tidings in his mouth. 

26 And he came apace, and drew near. And 
the watchman saw another man running: 
and the watchman called unto the porter, 
and said, Behold, another man running 
alone. And the king said. He also bring- 

27 cth tidings. And the watchman said. 
Me thinketh the running of the fore¬ 
most is like the running of Ahimaaz the 
son of Zadok. And the king said, He 
is a good man, and comcth w r ith good 

28 tidings. And Ahimaaz called, and said 
unto the king, *A 11 is well. And he 
bowed himself before the king with his 
face to the earth, and said. Blessed be 
the Lord thy God, which hath delivered 
up the men that lifted up their hand 

29 against my lord the king. And the king 
said, 2 Is it well with the young man Ab¬ 
salom? And Ahimaaz answered. When 
Joab sent the king’s servant, 3 cven me 
thy servant, I saw a great tumult, but I 

30 knew not what it was. And the king 
said. Turn aside, and stand here. And 

31 he turned aside, and stood still. And, 
behold, the Cushite came ; and the Cush¬ 
ite said. Tidings for my lord the king: 
for the Lord hath avenged thee this day 
of all them that rose up against thee. 

32 And the king said unto the Cushite, Is it 
well with the young man Absalom? And 
the Cushite answered. The enemies of 
my lord the king, and all that rise up 
against thee to do thee hurt, be as that 

33 young man is. And the king was much 
moved, and went up to the chamber over 
the gate, and wept: and as he went, thus 
he said, O my son Absalom, my son, my 
son Absalom! would God I had died for 
thee, O Absalom, my son, my son! 

AND it was told Joab, Behold, 
the king weepeth and mourneth 

2 for Absalom. And the Victory that day 
was turned into mourning unto all the 
people: for the people heard say that 
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day. The king grieveth for his son. And 3 
the people gat them by stealth that day 
into the city, as people that are ashamed 
steal away when they flee in battle. And 4 
the king covered his face, and the king 
cried with a loud voice, O my son Absa¬ 
lom, O Absalom, my son, my son! And 5 
Joab came into the house to the king, 
and said. Thou hast shamed this day the 
faces of all thy servants, which this day 
have saved thy life, and the lives of thy 
sons and of thy daughters, and the lives 
of thy wives, and the lives of thy concu¬ 
bines j in that thou lovest them that hate 6 
thee, and hatest them that love thee. 
For thou hast declared this day, that 
princes and servants are nought unto 
thee: for this day I perceive, that if 
Absalom had lived, and all we had died 
this day, then it had pleased thee well. 
Now therefore arise, go forth, and speak 7 
comfortably unto thy servants: for I 
swear by the Lord, if thou go not forth, 
there will not tarry a man with thee this 
night: and that will be worse unto thee 
than ail the evil that hath befallen thee 
from thy youth until now. Then the 8 
king arose, and sat in the gate. And they 
told unto all the people, saying. Behold, 
the king doth sit in the gate: and all the 
people came before the king. 

Now Israel had fled every man to his 
tent. And all the people were at strife 9 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, say¬ 
ing, The king delivered us out of the 
hand of our enemies, and he saved us out 
of the hand of the Philistines; and now 
he is fled out of the land from Absalom. 
And Absalom, whom we anointed over 10 
us, is dead in battle. Now therefore why 
speak ye not a word of bringing the king 
back? 

And king David sent to Zadok and to 11 
Abiathar the priests, saying. Speak unto 
the elders of Judah, saying. Why are ye 
the last to bring the king back to his 
house? seeing the speech of all Israel is 
come to the king, to bring him to his 
house. Ye are my brethren, ye arc my 12 
bone and my flesh: wherefore then are 
ye the last to bring back the king? And 13 
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say ye to Amasa, Art thou not my bone neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed his 

and my flesh? God do so to me, and beard, nor washed his clothes, from the 

more also, if thou be not captain of the day the king departed until the day he 

host before me continually in the room came home in peace.

40 So the king went over to Gilgal, and 
Chimham went over with him: and all 
the people of Judah brought the lung 
over, and also half the people of Israel. 

41 And, behold, all the men of Israel came 
to the king, and said unto the king. Why 
have our brethren the men of Judah 
stolen thee away, and brought the king, 
and his household, over Jordan, and all 

42 David’s men with him? And all the 
men of Judah answered the men of Is¬ 
rael, Because the king is near of kin to 
us: wherefore then be ye angry for this 
matter? have we eaten at all of the king’s 

43 cost? or hath he given us any gift? And 
the men of Israel answered the men of 
Judah, and said. We have ten parts in 
the king, and we have also more right in 
David than ye: why then did ye despise 
us, 2 that our advice should not be first 
had in bringing back our king? And the 
words of the men of Judah were fiercer 
than the words of the men of Israel. 

AND there happened to be there 
a man of J BeiiaI, whose name was 
Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Benjamite: 
and he blew the trumpet, and said, We 
have no portion in David, neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: every 
2 man to his tents, O Israel. So all the 
men of Israel went up from following 
David, and followed Sheba the son of 
Bichri: but the men of Judah clave unto 
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their king, from Jordan even to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

And David came to his house at Jeru- 3 
salem; and the king took the ten women 
his concubines, whom he had left to 
keep the house, and put them in ward, 
and provided them with sustenance, but 
went not in unto them. So they were 
shut up unto the day of their death, 
4 living in widowhood. 

Then said the king to Amasa, Call me 4 
the men of Judah together within three 
days, and be thou here present. So 5 
Amasa went to call the men of Judah 
together: but he tarried longer than the 
set time which he had appointed him. 
And David said to Abishai, Now shall 6 
Sheba the son of Bichri do us more 
harm than did Absalom: take thou thy 
lord’s servants, and pursue after him, 
lest he get him fenced cities, and escape 
out of our sight. And there went out 7 
after him Joab’s men, and the Chereth- 
ites and the Pelcthitcs, and all the mighty 
men: and they went out of Jerusalem, 
to pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 
When they were at the great stone which 8 
is in Gibeon, Amasa came to meet them. 
And Joab was girded with his apparel of 
war that he had put on, and thereon was 
a girdle with a sword fastened upon his 
loins in the sheath thereof; and as he 
went forth it fell out. And Joab said to 9 
Amasa, Is it well with thee, my brother? 
And Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
his right hand to kiss him. But Amasa 10 
took no heed to the sword that was in 
Joab’s hand: so he smote him therewith 
in the belly, and shed out his bowels to 
the ground, and struck him not again; 
and he died. And Joab and Abishai his 
brother pursued after Sheba the son of 
Bichri. And there stood by him one of 11 
Joab’s young men, and said. He that 
favoureth Joab, and he that is for David, 
let him follow Joab. And Amasa lay 12 
wallowing in his blood in the midst of 
the high way. And when the man saw 
that all the people stood still, he carried 
Amasa out of the high way into the field. 
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and cast a garment over him, when he 
saw that every one that came by him 

13 stood still. When he was removed out 
of the high way, all the people went on 
after Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son 

14 of Bichri. And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to Beth- 
maacah, and all the Berites: and they 
were gathered together, and went also 

15 after him. And they came and besieged 
him in Abel of Bcth-maacah, and they 
cast up a mount against the city, and it 
stood against the rampart: and all the 
people that were with Joab Mattered the 

16 wall, to throw it down. Then cried a 
wise woman out of the city. Hear, hear; 
say, I pray you, unto Joab, Come near 

17 hither, that I may speak with thee. And 
he came near unto her; and the woman 
said. Art thou Joab? And he answered, 
I am. Then she said unto him. Hear the 
words of thine handmaid. And he an- 

18 swered, I do hear. Then she spake, say¬ 
ing, They were wont to speak in old 
time, saying. They shall surely ask coun¬ 
sel at Abel: and so they ended the matter. 

19 I am of them that are peaceable and 
faithful in Israel: thou seekest to destroy 
a city and a mother in Israel: why wilt 
thou swallow up the inheritance of the 

20 Lord? And Joab answered and said. 
Far be it, far be it from me, that I should 

21 swallow up or destroy. The matter is 
not so: but a man of the hill country of 
Ephraim, Sheba the son of Bichri by 
name, hath lifted up his hand against 
the king, even against David: deliver 
him only, and I will depart from the 
city. And the woman said unto Joab, 
Behold, his head shall be thrown to thee 

22 over the wall. Then the woman went 
unto all the people in her wisdom. And 
they cut off the head of Sheba the son 
of Bichri, and threw it out to Joab. And 
he blew the trumpet, and they were 
dispersed from the city, every man to 
his tent. And Joab returned to Jeru¬ 
salem unto the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the host of 
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Israel: and Bcnaiah the son of Jchoiada 
was over the -Cherethites and over the 
Pelcthitcs: and Adoram was over the 24 
Tribute: and Jehoshaphat the son of 
Ahilud was the Recorder: and Shcva 25 
was 5 scribe: and Zadok and Abiathar 
were priests: and Ira also the Jairite was 26 
6 priest unto David. 

AND there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year; and David sought the face of 
the Lord. And the Lord said, It is for 
Saul, and for his bloody house, because 
he put to death the Gibeonites. And the 2 
king called the Gibeonites, and said unto 
them; (now the Gibeonites were not of 
the children of Israel, but of the remnant 
of the Amorites; and the children of 
Israel had sworn unto them: and Saul 
sought to slay them in his zeal for the 
children of Israel and Judah:) and David 3 
said unto the Gibeonites, What shall I 
do for you? and wherewith shall I make 
atonement, that ye may bless the in¬ 
heritance of the Lord? And the Gibeon- 4 
ites said unto him. It is no matter of 
silver or gold between us and Saul, or 
his house; ’neither is it for us to put any 
man to death in Israel. And he said, 
What ye shall say, that will I do for you. 
And they said unto the king. The man 5 
that consumed us, and that devised 
against us, 8 that we should be destroyed 
from remaining in any of the borders of 
Israel, let seven men of his sons be dc- 6 
livered unto us, and we will hang them 
up unto the Lord in Gibeah of Saul, the 
chosen of the Lord. And the king said, 

I will give them. But the king spared 7 
Mcphibosheth, the son of Jonathan the 
son of Saul, because of the Lord’s oath 
that was between them, between David 
and Jonathan the son of Saul. But the 8 
king took the two sons of Rizpah the 
daughter of Aiah, whom she bare unto 
Saul, Armoni and Mcphibosheth; and 
the five sons of 9 Michal the daughter of 
Saul, whom she bare to Adriel the son

Gibeonites, and they hanged them in 
the mountain before the Lord, and they 
fell all seven together: and they were 
put to death in the days of harvest, in 
the first days, at the beginning of barley 

10 harvest. And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it for 
her upon the rock, from the beginning 
of harvest until water was poured upon 
them from heaven; and she suffered 
neither the birds of the air to rest on 
them by day, nor the beasts of the field 

11 by night. And it was told David what 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, the eoncu- 

12 bine of Saul, had done. And David went 
and took the bones of Saul and the bones 
of Jonathan his son from the men of 
Jabesh-gilcad, which had stolen them 
from the ‘street of Beth-shan, where the 
Philistines had hanged them, in the day 
that the Philistines slew Saul in Gilboa: 

13 and he brought up from thence the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jonathan 
his son; and they gathered the bones of 

14 them that were hanged. And they buried 
the bones of Saul and Jonathan his son 
in the country of Benjamin in Zela, in 
the sepulchre of Kish his father: and 
they performed all that the king com¬ 
manded. And after that God was in- 
treated for the land. 

: 5 And the Philistines had war again with 
Israel; and David went down, and his 
servants with him, and fought against 
the Philistines: and David waxed faint. 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of the sons 
of the 2 giant, the weight of whose spear 
was three hundred shekels of brass in 
weight, he being girded with 3 a new 
sword, thought to have slain David. 

17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah suc¬ 
coured him, and smote the Philistine, 
and killed him. Then the men of David 
sware unto him, saying. Thou shalt go 
no more out with us to battle, that thou 
quench not the lamp of Israel. 

And it came to pass after this, that 
there was again war with the Philistines 
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at 4 Gob: then Sibbecai the Hushathite 
slew 5 Saph, which was of the sons of the 
2 giant. And there was again war with 19 
the Philistines at Gob; and Elhanan the 
son of Jaare-oregim the Beth-lehemite 
slew °Goliath the Gittite, the staff of 
whose spear was like a weaver’s beam. 
And there was again war at Gath, where 20 
was a man of great stature, that had on 
every hand six lingers, and on every 
foot six toes, four and twenty in num¬ 
ber; and he also was born to the “giant. 
And when he 7 defied Israel, Jonathan 21 
the son of 8 Shimei David’s brother slew 
him. These four were born to the “giant 22 
in Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 
AND David spake unto the Lord 
the words of this song in the day 
that the Lord delivered him out of the 
hand of all his enemies, and out of the 
hand of Saul: and he said, 2 

The Lord is my rock, and my fortress, 
and my deliverer, even mine; 

T he God of my rock, in him will I trust; 3 

My shield, and the horn of my salva¬ 
tion, my high tower, and my refuge; 

My saviour, thou savest me from 
violence. 

I will call upon the Lord, who is 4 
worthy to be praised: 

So shall I be saved from mine enemies. 

For the waves of death compassed me, 5 

The floods of Q ungodlinoss made me 
afraid. 

The cords of Slicol were round about 6 
me: 

The snares of death came upon me. 

In my distress 1 called upon the Lord, 7 

Yea, I called unto my God: 

And lie heard my voice out of his 
temple. 

And my cry came into his ears. 

Then the earth shook and trembled, 8 

The foundations of heaven moved 

And were shaken, because he was 
wroth. 

There went up a smoke 10 out of his 9 
nostrils. 
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And fire out of his mouth devoured: 
Coals were kindled by it. 

10 He bowed the heavens also, and came 

down; 

And thick darkness was under his 
feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and did 

fly: 

Yea, he was seen upon the wings of 
the wind. 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 

round about him. 

Gathering of waters, thick clouds of 
the skies. 

13 At the brightness before him 
Coals of lire were kindled. 

14 r l'he Lord thundered from heaven. 
And the Most High uttered his voice. 

15 And he sent out arrows, and scattered 

them; 

Lightning, and discomfited them. 

16 Then the channels of the sea appeared. 
The foundations of the world were 

laid bare. 

By the rebuke of the Lord, 

At the blast of the breath of his 
nostrils. 

17 He sent from on high, he took me; 
fie drew me out of hnany waters; 

18 He delivered me from my strong 

enemy. 

From them that hated me; for they 
were too mighty for me. 

19 They carne upon me in the day of my 

calamity : 

But the Lord was my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into a large 

place: 

lie delivered me, because he de¬ 
lighted in me. 

21 The Lord rewarded me according to 

my righteousness: 

According to the cleanness of my 
hands hath he recompensed me. 

22 For I have kept the ways of the Lord, 
And have not wickedly departed from 

my God. 

23 For all his judgements were before 

me: 
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And as for his statutes, I did not de¬ 
part from them. 

I was also perfect toward him, 24 

And 1 kept myself from mine iniquity. 
Therefore hath the Lord recoin- 25 
pensed me according to my right¬ 
eousness ; 

According to my cleanness in his eye¬ 
sight. 

With the merciful thou wilt shew thy- 26 
self merciful. 

With the perfect man thou wilt shew 
thyself perfect; 

With the pure thou wilt shew thyself 27 
pure; 

And with the perverse thou wilt shew 
thyself 2 froward. 

And the afflicted people thou wilt save: 2 8 
But thine eyes are upon the haughty, 
3 that thou mayest bring them down. 
For thou art my lamp, O Lord: 29 

And the Lord will lighten my darkness. 
For by thee I run fijpon a troop: 30 

By my God do I leap over a wall. 

As for God, his way is perfect: 31 

The word of the Lord is tried; 

He is a shield unto all them that trust 
in him. 

For who is God, save the Lord? 32 
And who is a rock, save our God? 

God is my strong fortress: 33 

And he 5 guideth the perfect in his way. 

He maketh *'his feet like hinds' feet: 34 
And scttetli me upon my high places. 

He teacheth my hands to war; 35 

So that mine arms do bend a bow cf 
brass. 

Thou hast also given me the shield of 36 
thy salvation: 

And thy 7 gentleness hath made me 
great. 

Thou hast enlarged my steps under 37 
me. 

And my K fcet have not slipped. 

I have pursued mine enemies, and 38 
destroyed them; 

Neither did I turn again till they were 
consumed. 

And I have consumed them, and 39 
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smitten them through, that they 
cannot arise: 

Yea, they are fallen under my feet. 

40 For thou hast girded me with strength 

unto the battle: 

Thou hast Subdued under me those 
that rose up against me. 

41 Thou hast also made mine enemies 

turn their backs unto me. 

That I might cut off them that hate 
me. 

42 They looked, but there was none to 

save; 

Even unto the Lord, but he answered 
them not. 

43 Then did I beat them small as the 

dust of the earth, 

I did stamp them as the mire of the 
streets, and did spread them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me from the 

strivings of my people; 

Thou 2 hast kept me to be the head of 
the nations: 

A people whom I have not known 
shall serve me. 

45 The strangers shall 3 submit them¬ 

selves unto me: 

As soon as they hear of me, they shall 
obey me. 

46 The strangers shall fade away. 

And shall 4 come trembling out of 
their close places. 

47 The Lord liveth; and blessed be my 

rock; 

And exalted be the God of the rock 
of my salvation: 

48 Even the God that executeth ven¬ 

geance for me. 

And bringeth down peoples under me, 

49 And that bringeth me forth from 

mine enemies: 

Yea, thou liftest me up above them 
that rise up against me: 

Thou delivcrest me from the violent 
man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks unto 

thee, O Lord, among the nations. 
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And will sing praises unto thy name. 

5 Great 6 deliverance giveth he to his 51 
king: 

And sheweth lovingkindness to his 
anointed. 

To David and to his seed for ever¬ 
more. 

NOW these be the last words of 
David. 

David the son of Jesse saith, 

And the man who was raised on high 
saith. 

The anointed of the God of Jacob, 

And 7 the sweet psalmist of Israel: 

The spirit of the Lord spake 8 by me, 2 
And his word was upon my tongue. 

The God of Israel said, 3 

The Rock of Israel spake to me: 

9 One that ruleth over men ^right¬ 
eously. 

That ruleth in the fear of God, 

He shall be as the light of the morning, 4 
when the sun riseth, 

A morning without clouds; 

When the tender grass springeth out 
of the earth. 

Through clear shining after rain. 
“Verily my house is not so with God; 5 
Yet he hath made with me an ever¬ 
lasting covenant. 

Ordered in all things, and sure: 

For it is all my salvation, and all my 
desire. 

Although he maketh it not to grow. 

But “the ungodly shall be all of them 6 
as thorns to be thrust away. 

For they cannot be taken with the 
hand: 

But the man that toucheth them 7 
Must be “armed with iron and the 
staff of a spear; 

And they shall be utterly burned with 
fire in their place. 

These be the names of the mighty 8 
men whom David had: I4 Josheb-basshe- 
beth a Tahchemonite, chief of the cap- 
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tains; the same was Adino the Eznite, 
against eight hundred slain at one time. 

9 And after him was Eleazar the son of 
Dodai the son of an Ahohite, one of the 
three mighty men with David, when 
they defied the Philistines that were 
there gathered together to battle, and 

10 the men of Israel ’were gone away: he 
arose, and smote the Philistines until 
his hand was weary, and his hand clave 
unto the sword: and the Lord wrought 
a great ^victory that day; and the people 

11 returned after him only to spoil. And 
after him was Shammah the son of Agee 
a Hararitc. And the Philistines were 
gathered together ’into a troop, where 
was a plot of ground full of lentils; and 

12 the people fled from the Philistines. But 
he stood in the midst of the plot, and 
defended it, and slew the Philistines: 
and the Lord wrought a great "victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief went down, 
and came to David in the harvest time 
unto the cave of Adullam; and the troop 
of the Philistines were encamped in the 

14 valley of Rephaim. And David was then 
in the hold, and the garrison of the 

15 Philistines was then in Beth-lehem. And 
David longed, and said. Oh that one 
would give me water to drink of the well 
of Beth-lehem, w r hich is by the gate! 

16 And the three mighty men brake through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Beth-lehem, that 
was by the gate, and took it, and brought 
it to David: but he would not drink 
thereof, but poured it out unto the Lord. 

17 And he said. Be it far from me, O Lord, 
that I should do this: shall I drink the 
blood of the men that went 4 in jeopardy 
of their lives? therefore he w r ould not 
drink it. These things did the three 

18 mighty men. And Abishai, the brother 
of Joab, the son of Zeruiah, was chief 
of the three. And he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred 5 and slew them, 

19 and had a name among the three. Was 
he not most honourable of the three? 
therefore he was made their captain: 


howbeit he attained not unto the first 
three. And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 20 
the son of 6 a valiant man of Kabzeel, 
who had done mighty deeds, he slew the 
two sons of Ariel of Moab: he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit 
in time of snow: and he slew an Egyp- 21 
tian, a goodly man: and the Egyptian 
had a spear in his hand; but he w T cnt 
down to him with a staff, and plucked 
the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, 
and slew him with his own spear. These 22 
tilings did Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
and had a name among the three mighty 
men. Pic was more honourable than the 23 
thirty, but he attained not to the first 
three. And David set him over his 
7 guard. 

Asahel the brother of Joab was one of 24 
the thirty; Elhanan the son of Dodo of 
Beth-lehem; Shammah the Harodite, 25 
Elika the Harodite; Hclez the Paltite, 26 
Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite; 
Abiezer die Anathothitc, Mebunnai the 27 
Hushathite; Zalmon the Ahohite, Ala- 28 
liarai the Netophathitc; Heleb the son 29 
of Baanah the Netophathitc, Ittai the 
son of Ribai of Gibeah of the children 
of Benjamin; Benaiah a Pirathonite, Hid- 30 
dai of the brooks of Gaash; Abi-albon 31 
the Arbathite, Azmavedi die Barhumite; 
Elialiba the Shaalbonite, the sons of 32 
Jashen, Jonathan; Shammah the Harar- 33 
ite, Ahiam the son of Sharar the Ararite; 
Eiiphelet the son of Ahasbai, the son 34 
of the Maacathite, Eliam the son of Ahi- 
thophel die Gilonite; 8 Hczro the Car- 35 
mchte, Paarai the Arbite; Igal the son 36 
of Nathan of Zobah, Bani the Gadite; 
Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Beero- 37 
thite, y armourbearers to Joab die son of 
Zeruiah; Ira the Ithrite, Garcb the Ith- 38 
rite; Uriah the Hittite: thirty and seven 39 
in all. 

AND again the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel, and he 
moved David against them, sajnng. Go, 
number Israel and Judah. And the king 2 
said to Joab the captain of the host.

Not¬ 
withstanding the king’s word prevailed 
against Joab, and against the captains 
of the host. And Joab and the captains of 
the host went out from the presence of 
the king, to number the people of Israel. 

5 And they passed over Jordan, and 
pitched in Arocr, on the right side of the 
city that is in the middle of the valley 

6 *of Gad, and unto Jazcr: then they came 
to Gilead, and to the land of Tahtim- 
hodshi; and they came to Dan-jaan, and 

7 round about to Zidon, and came to the 
strong hold of Tyre, and to all the cities 
of the Hivites, and of the Canaanites: 
and they went out to the south of Judah, 

8 at Beer-sheba. So when they had gone 
to and fro through all the land, they 
came to Jerusalem at the end of nine 

9 months and twenty days. And Joab 
gave up the sum of the numbering of 
the people unto the king: and there were 
in Israel eight hundred thousand valiant 
men that drew the sword; and the men 
of Judah were five hundred thousand 
men. 

10 And David’s heart smote him after 
that he had numbered the people. And 
David said unto the Lord, I have 
sinned greatly in that I have done: but 
now, O Lord, put away, I beseech thee, 
the iniquity of thy servant; for I have 

11 done very foolishly. And when David 
rose up in the morning, the word of the 
Lord came unto the prophet Gad, Da- 

12 vid’s seer, saying. Go and speak unto 
David, Thus saith the Lord, I 2 offer 
thee three things; choose thee one of 

13 them, that I may do it unto thee. So 
Gad came to David, and told him, and 
said unto him. Shall seven years of 
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famine come unto thee in thy land? or 
wilt thou flee three months before thy 
foes while they puisue thee? or shall 
there be three days’ pestilence in thy 
land? now advise thee, and consider 
what answer I shall return to him that 
sent me. And David said unto Gad, I 14 
am in a great strait: let us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord ; for his mercies are 
3 great: and let me not fall into the hand 
of man. So the Lord sent a pestilence 15 
upon Israel from the morning even to 
the time appointed: and there died of 
the people from Dan even to Beer-sheba 
seventy thousand men. And when the 16 
angel stretched out his hand toward 
Jerusalem to destroy it, the Lord re¬ 
pented him of the evil, and said to the 
angel that destroyed the people, It is 
enough; now stay thine hand. And the 
angel of the Lord was by the threshing- 
floor of 4 Araunah the Jcbusitc. And 17 
David spake unto the Lord when he 
saw the angel that smote the people, and 
said, Lo, I have sinned, and I have done 
perversely: but these sheep, what have 
they done? let thine hand, I pray thee, 
be against me, and against my father’s 
house. 

And Gad came that day to David, and 18 
said unto him. Go up, rear an altar unto 
the Lord in the threshing-floor of Arau- 
nah the Jebusite. And David went up 19 
according to the saying of Gad, as the 
Lord commanded. And Araunah looked 20 
forth, and saw the king and his servants 
5 coming on toward him: and Araunah 
went out, and bowed hirnself before the 
king with his face to the ground.

All these were of 
costly stones, even of hewn stone, Ac¬ 
cording to measure, sawed with saws, 
within and without, even from the 
foundation unto the coping, and so on 

10 the outside unto the great court. And 
the foundation was of costly stones, even 
great stones, stones of ten cubits, and 

11 stones of eight cubits. And above were 
costly stones, even hewn stone, accord- 

12 ing to measure, and cedar wood. And 
the great court round about had three 
rows of hewn stone, and a row of cedar 
beams; 2 like as the inner courr of the 
house of the Lord, and the porch of the 
house. 

13 And king Solomon sent and fetched 

14 Hiram out of 'Pyre. He was the son of 
a widow woman of the tribe of Naphtali, 
and Ills father was a man of Tyre, a 
worker in brass; and he was filled with 
wisdom and understanding and cunning, 
to work all works in brass. And he came 
to king Solomon, and wrought all his 

15 work. For he fashioned the two pillars 
of brass, 3 of eighteen cubits high apiece: 
and a line of twelve cubits compassed 

16 4 either of them about. And he made two 
chapiters of molten brass, to set upon 
the tops of the pillars: the height of the 
one chapiter was live cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was five 

17 cubits. There were nets of checker 
work, and wreaths of chain work, for 
the chapiters which were upon the top 
of the pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 

18 and seven for the other chapiter. So he 
made the pillars; and there were two 
rows round about upon the one network, 
to cover the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the 5 pillars: and so did he for 

19 trie other chapiter. And the chapiters 
that were upon the top of the pillars in 
the porch were of lily work, four cubits. 

20 And there were chapiters above also 
upon the two pillars, close by the belly 
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which was beside the network: and the 
pomegranates were two hundred, in 
rows round about upon the other chapi¬ 
ter. And he set up the pillars at the 21 
porch of the temple: and he set up the 
right pillar, and called the name thereof 
°Jachin: and he set up the left pillar, and 
called the name thereof 7 Boaz. And 22 
upon the top of the pillars was lily work: 
so was the work of the pillars finished. 
And he made the molten sea of ten 23 
cubits from brim to brim, round in com¬ 
pass, and the height thereof was five 
cubits: and a line of thirty cubits com¬ 
passed it round about. Arid under the 24 
brim of it round about there were knops 
which did compass it, Tor ten cubits, 
compassing the sea round about: the 
knops were in two rows, cast when it was 
cast. It stood upon twelve oxen, three 25 
looking toward the north, and three look¬ 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking to¬ 
ward the cast: and the sea was set upon 
them above, and all their hinder parts 
were inward. And it was an handbreadth 26 
thick; and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a cup, like the flower of 
a lily: it held two thousand baths. And he 27 
made the ten bases of brass; four cubits 
was the length of one base, and four 
cubits the breadth thereof, and three 
cubits the height of it. And the work 28 
of the bases was on this manner: they 
had 9 borders; I0 and there were borders 
between the ledges: and on the borders 29 
that were between the ledges were 
lions, oxen, and cherubim; and upon 
the ledges n thcre was a pedestal above: 
and beneath the lions and oxen were 
wreaths of hanging work. And every 30 
base had four brasen wheels, and axles 
of brass: and the four feet thereof had 
12 undersetters: beneath the laver were 
the undersetters molten, with wreaths at 
the side of each. And the mouth of it 31 
within the chapiter and above was a 
cubit: and the mouth thereof was round

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after the work of a pedestal, a cubit and 
an half: and also upon the mouth of it 
were gravings, and their borders were 

32 foursquare., not round. And the four 
wheels were underneath the borders; 
and the axletrces of the wheels were in 
the base: and the height of a wheel was 

33 a cubit and half a cubit. And the work 
of the wheels was like the work of a 
chariot wheel: their axletrces, and their 
felloes, and their spokes, and their naves, 

34 were all molten. And there were four 
undersetters at the four corners of each 
base: the undersetters thereof were of 

35 the base itself. And in the top of the 
base was there a round compass of half 
a cubit high: and on the top of the base 
the 1 stays thereof and the borders there- 

36 of were of the same. And on the plates 
of the stays thereof, and on the borders 
thereof, he graved cherubim, Hons, and 
palm trees, according to the space of 

37 each, with wreaths round about. After 
this manner he made the ten bases: all 
of them had one casting, one measure, 

38 and one form. And he made ten lavers 
of brass: one laver contained forty baths: 
and every laver was four cubits: and 
upon every one of the ten bases one 

39 laver. And he set the bases, five on the 
right 2 side of the house, and live on the 
left side of the house: and he set the sea 
on the right side of the house eastward, 

40 toward the south. And 3 Hiram made the 
ffavers, and the shovels, and the basons. 
So Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he wrought for king Solomon 

41 in the house of the Lord : the two pillars, 
and the two bowls of the chapiters that 
were on the top of the pillars; and the 
two networks to cover the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 

42 the pillars; and the four hundred pome¬ 
granates for the two networks; two rows 
of pomegranates for each network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 

43 were 5 upon the pillars; and the ten 
bases, and the ten lavers on the bases; 

44 and the one sea, and the twelve oxen 
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under the sea; and the pots, and the 45 
shovels, and the basons: even all °these 
vessels, which Hiram made for king 
Solomon, in the house of the Lord, were 
of burnished brass. In the Plain of 46 
Jordan did the lung cast them, in the 
clay ground between Succoth and Zare- 
than. And Solomon left all the vessels 47 
unweighedy because they were exceeding 
many: the weight of the brass 7 could not 
be found out. And Solomon made all 48 
the vessels that were in the house of the 
Lord: the golden altar, and the table 
whereupon the shewbread was, of gold; 
and the candlesticks, five on the right 49 
side, and five on the left, before the 
oracle, of pure gold; and the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs, of gold ; 
and the cups, and the snuffers, and the 50 
basons, and the spoons, and the firepans, 
of pure gold; and the hinges, both for 
the doors of the inner house, the most 
holy place, and for the doors of the 
house, to wit, of the temple, of gold. 
Thus all the work that king Solomon 51 
wrought in the house of the Lord was 
finished. And Solomon brought in the 
things which David his father had dedi¬ 
cated, even the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, and put them in the trea¬ 
suries of the house of the Lord. 

THEN Solomon assembled the eld¬ 
ers of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the princes of the fathers’ 
houses of the children of Israel, unto 
king Solomon in Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord out 
of the city of David, which is Zion. 
And all the men of Israel assembled 2 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
feast, in the month Ethanim, which is 
the seventh month. And all the elders 3 
of Israel came, and the priests took up 
the ark. And they brought up the ark 4 
of the Lord, and the tent of meeting, 
and all the holy vessels that w r ere in the 
Tent; even these did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. And king Solomon 5 
and all the congregation of Israel, that

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were assembled unto him, were with 
him before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen, that could not be told nor num- 

6 bered for multitude. And the priests 
brought in the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord unto its place, into the oracle of 
the house, to the most holy place, even 

7 under the wings of the cherubim. For 
the cherubim spread forth their wings 
over the place of the ark, and the cheru¬ 
bim covered the ark and the staves there- 

8 of above. And x the staves were so long 
that the ends of the staves were seen 
from the holy place before the oracle; 
but they were not seen without: and 

9 there they are, unto this day. There was 
nothing in the ark save the two tables of 
stone which Moses put there at Horeb, 
*when the Lord made a covenant with 
the children of Israel, when they came 

10 out of the land of Egypt. And it came 
to pass, when the priests were come out 
of the holy place, that the cloud filled 

11 the house of the Lord, so that the priests 
could not stand to minister by reason of 
the cloud: for the glory of the Lord filled 
the house of the Lord. 

12 Then spake Solomon, The Lord hath 
said that he would dwell in the thick 

13 darkness. I have surely built thee an 
house of habitation, a place for thee to 

14 dwell in for ever. And the king turned 
his face about, and blessed all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel: and all the congrega- 

15 tion of Israel stood. And he said. Blessed 
be the Lord, the God of Israel, which 
spake with his mouth unto David my 
father, and hath with his hand fulfilled 

16 it, saying, Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, I 
chose no city out of all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house, that my name 
might be there; but I chose David to be 

17 over my people Israel. Now it was in 
the heart of David my father to build an 
house for the name of the Lord, the God 

18 of Israel. But the Lord said unto David 
my father. Whereas it was in thine heart 
to build an house for my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart: 
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nevertheless thou shalt not build the 19 
house; but thy son that shall come forth 
out of thy loins, he shall build the house 
for my name. And the Lord hath estab- 20 
lished his word that he spake; for I am 
risen up in the room of David my fa¬ 
ther, and sit on the throne of Israel, as 
the Lord promised, and have built the 
house for the name of the Lord, the God 
of Israel. And there have I set a place 21 
for the ark, wherein is the covenant of 
the Lord, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out of 
the land of Egypt. 

And Solomon stood before the altar 22 
of the Lord in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands toward heaven: and he said, 23 
O Lord, the God of Israel, there is no 
God like thee, in heaven above, or on 
earth beneath; who keepest covenant 
and mercy 3 with thy servants, that walk 
before thee with all their heart: who hast 24 
kept with thy servant David my father 
that which thou didst promise him: yea, 
thou spakest with thy mouth, and hast 
fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this 
day. Now therefore, O Lord, the God 25 
of Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast pro¬ 
mised him, saying, 4 There shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit on the 
throne of Israel; if only thy children 
take heed to their way, to walk before 
me as thou hast walked before me. Now 26 
therefore, O God of Israel, let thy word, 

I pray thee, be verified, which thou 
spakest unto thy servant David my fa¬ 
ther. But will God in very deed dwell 27 
on the earth? behold, heaven and the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain thee; 
how much less this house that I have 
builded! Yet have thou respect unto the 28 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, O Lord my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer which thy 
servant praycth before thee this day: 
that thine eyes may be open toward this 29 
house night and day, even toward the 
place whereof thou hast said. My name

J If a man sin 
against his neighbour, and an oath be 
laid upon him to cause him to swear, and 
he come and swear before thine altar in 

32 this house: then hear thou in heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, con¬ 
demning the wicked, to bring his way 
upon his own head; and justifying the 
righteous, to give him according to his 

33 righteousness. When thy people Israel 
be smitten down before the enemy, be¬ 
cause they have sinned against thee; if 
they turn again to thee, and confess thy 
name, and pray and make supplication 

34 unto thee in this house: then hear thou 
in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again unto 
the land which thou gavest unto their 

35 fathers. When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy name, and 
turn from their sin, “when thou Most 

36 afflict them: then hear thou in heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, 2 when thou teachest 
them the good way wherein they should 
walk; and send rain upon thy land, which 
thou hast given to thy people for an in- 

37 heritance. If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, if there be blasting 
or mildew, locust or caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their 
4 cities; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 

38 sickness there be; what prayer and sup¬ 
plication soever be made by any man, or 
by all thy people Israel, which shall 
know every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands toward 

39 this house: then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, and 
render unto every man according to all 
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his ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou, even thou only, knowest the hearts 
of all the children of men;) that they 40 
may fear thee all the days that they live 
in the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. Moreover concerning the stran- 41 
ger, that is not of thy people Israel, when 
he shall come out of a far country for 
thy name’s sake; (for they shall hear of 42 
thy great name, and of thy mighty hand, 
and of thy stretched out arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this house; 
hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, 43 
and do according to all that the stranger 
calleth to thee for; that all the peoples of 
the earth may know thy name, to fear 
thee, as doth thy people Israel, and that 
they may know that 5 this house which I 
have built is called by thy name. If thy 44 
people go out to battle against their 
enemy, by whatsoever way thou slialt 
send them, and they pray unto the Lord 
toward the city which thou hast chosen, 
and toward the house which I have built 
for thy name: then hear thou in heaven 45 
their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their 6 cause. If they sin against 46 
thee, (for there is no man that sinneth 
not,) and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that 7 they 
carry them away captive unto the land of 
the enemy, far olf or near; yet if they 47 
shall bethink themselves in the land 
whither they are carried captive, and 
turn again, and make supplication unto 
thee in the land of them that carried 
them captive, saying. We have sinned, 
and have done perversely, we have dealt 
wickedly; if they return unto thee with 48 
all their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their enemies, which carried 
them captive, and pray unto thee toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name: then hear thou their prayer and 49

11 Lord and the king’s house, (now Hiram 
the king of Tyre had furnished Solomon 
with cedar trees and fir trees, and with 
gold, according to all his desire,) that 
then king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 

12 cities in the land of Galilee. And Hiram 
came out from Tyre to see the cities 
which Solomon had given him; and they 

13 pleased him not. And he said, What 
cities arc these which thou hast given 
me, my brother? And 2 he called them 

14 the land of Cabul, unto this day. And 
Hiram sent to the king sixscore talents 
of gold. 

15 And this is the 3 rcason of the levy 
which king Solomon raised; for to build 
the house of the Lord, and his own 
house, and Millo, and the wall of Jeru¬ 
salem, and Ilazor, and Mcgiddo, and 

16 Gezer. Pharaoh king of Egypt had gone 
up, and taken Gezer, and burnt it with 
fire, and slain the Canaanites that dwelt 
in the city, and given it for a portion 

17 unto his daughter, Solomon’s wife. And

Solomon built Gezer, and Bcth-horon 
the nether, and Baalath, and 4 Tamar in 18 
the wilderness, in the land, and all the 2Q 
store cities that Solomon had, and the 
cities for his chariots, and the cities for 
his horsemen, and that which Solomon 
desired to build for his pleasure in Jeru¬ 
salem, and in Lebanon, and in all the 
land of his dominion. As for all the 20 
people that were left of the Amorites, 
the Hittitcs, the Perizzitcs, the Hivitcs, 
and the Jebusites, which w^ere not of 
the children of Israel; their children 2 T 
that w’ere left after them in the land, 
whom the children of Israel were not 
able utterly to destroy, of them did Sol¬ 
omon raise a levy of bondservants, unto 
this day. But of the children of Israel 22 
did Solomon make no bondservants: but 
they were the men of war, and his serv¬ 
ants, and his princes, and his captains, 
and rulers of his chariots and of his 
horsemen. These were the chief officers 23 
that were over Solomon’s w'ork, live 
hundred and fifty, which bare rule over 
the people that wrought in the work. 
But Pharaoh’s daughter came up out of 24 
the city of David unto her house which 
Solomon had built for her: then did he 
build Millo. And three times in a year 2 5 
did Solomon offer burnt offerings and 
peace offerings upon the altar which he 
built unto the Lord, burning incense 
therewith, upon the altar that was before 
the Lord. So he finished the house. 

And king Solomon made a navy of 26 
ships in Ezion-gcber, which is beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red Sea, in 
the land of Edom. And Hiram sent in 27 
the navy his servants, shipmen that had 
knowledge of the sea, with the servants 
of Solomon. And they came to Ophir, 2 Z 
and fetched from thence gold, four hun¬ 
dred and twenty talents, and brought it 
to king Solomon. 

AND when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord, she 
came to prove him with hard questions.

Howbeit I believed not the 
words, until I came, and mine eyes had 
seen it: and, behold, the half was not 
told me: 4 thy wisdom and prosperity 
exceedcth the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are these thy 
servants, which stand continually before 

9 thee, and that hear thy wisdom. Blessed 
be the Lord thy God, which delighted 
in thee, to set thee on the throne of 
Israel: because the Lord loved Israel 
for ever, therefore made he thee king, 

10 to do judgement and justice. And she 
gave the king an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold, and of spices very great 
store, and precious stones: there came 
no more such abundance of spices as 
these which the queen of Sheba gave to 

11 king Solomon. And the navy also of 
Hiram, that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great plenty of 

12 5 almug trees and precious stones. And 
the king made of the almug trees 6 pillars 
for the house of the Lord, and for the 
king’s house, harps also and psalteries 
for the singers: there came no such al¬ 
mug trees, nor were seen, unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave to the queen of 
Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, beside that 7 which Solomon gave 
her of his royal bounty. So she turned. 
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and went to her own land, she and her 

servants. 

Now t the weight of gold that came to 14 
Solomon in one year was six hundred 
threescore and six talents of gold, beside 15 
that which the chapmen brought , and 
the traffic of the merchants, and of all 
the kings of the mingled people, and of 
the governors of the country. And king 16 
Solomon made two hundred targets of 
beaten gold: six hundred shekels of gold 
went to one target. And he made three 17 
hundred shields of beaten gold; three 
l 'pound of gold went to one shield: and 
the king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. Moreover the king 18 
made a great throne of ivory, and over¬ 
laid it with the finest gold. There were 19 
six steps to the throne, and the top of 
the throne was round behind: and there 
were 9 stays on either side by the place 
of the seat, and two lions standing beside 
the stays. And twelve lions stood there 20 
on the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps: there was not the like made 
in any kingdom. And all king Solomon’s 21 
drinking vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of Leb¬ 
anon w r ere of pure gold: none were of 
silver; it was nothing accounted of in 
the days of Solomon. For the king had 22 
at sea a navy of Tarshish with the navy 
of Hiram: once every three years came 
the navy of Tarshish, bringing gold, and 
silver, ivory, and apes, and peacocks. So 23 
king Solomon exceeded all the kings of 
the earth in riches and in wisdom. And 24 
all the earth sought the presence of Sol¬ 
omon, to hear his wisdom, which God 
had put in his heart. And they brought 25 
every man his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and raiment, and 
armour, and spices, horses, and mules, 
a rate year by year. And Solomon ga- 2 6 
thered together chariots and horsemen: 
and he had a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen, 
which he bestowed in the chariot cities, 
and with the king at Jerusalem. And the 27

29 And it came to pass at that time, when 
Jeroboam went out of Jerusalem, that 
the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite found 
him in the way; now Ahijah had clad 
himself with a new garment; and they

he said to Jeroboam, Take thee ten 
pieces: for thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, Behold, I will rend the king¬

32 will give ten tribes to thee: (but he shall 
have one tribe, for my servant David’s 
sake, and for Jerusalem’s sake, the city 
which I have chosen out of all the tribes 

33 of Israel:) because that they have for¬ 
saken me, and have worshipped Ash- 
toreth the goddess of die Zidonians, 
Chcmosh the god of Moab, and Milcom 
the god of the children of Ammon; and 
they have not walked in my ways, to do 
that which is right in mine eyes, and to 
keep my statutes and my judgements, as

And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto 38 
all that I command thee, and wilt walk 
in my ways, and do that which is right 
in mine eyes, to keep my statutes and 
my commandments, as David my serv¬ 
ant did; that I will be with thee, and 
will build thee a sure house, as I built 
for David, and will give Israel unto thee. 
And I will for this afflict the seed of Da- 39 
vid, but not for ever. Solomon sought 40 
therefore to kill Jeroboam: but Jero¬ 
boam arose, and fled into Egypt, unto 
Shishak king of Egypt, and was in Egypt 
imtil the death of Solomon. 

Now the rest of the 5 acts of Solomon, 41 
and all that he did, and his wisdom, are 
they not written in the book of the acts 
of Solomon? And the time that Solo- 42 
mon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
was forty years. And Solomon slept 43 
with his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David his father: and Rehoboam 
his son reigned in his stead. 

AND Rehoboam went to She- 
chem: for all Israel were come to 
Shechcm to make him king. And it came 2 
to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Ncbat 
heard of it, (for he was yet in Egypt, 
whither he had fled from the presence of 
king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in 
Egypt, and they sent and called him;) 3 
that Jeroboam and all the congregation 
of Israel came, and spake unto Reho¬ 
boam, saying. Thy father made our yoke 4 
grievous: now therefore make thou the 
grievous service of thy father, and his

Rut 
he forsook the counsel of the old men 
which they had given him, and took 
counsel with the young men that were 
grown up w T ith him, that stood before 

9 him. And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye, that we may return 
answer to this people, who have spoken 
to me, saying. Make the yoke that thy 

10 father did put upon us lighter? And the 
young men that were grown up with 
him spake unto him, saying, Thus shalt 
thou say unto this people that spake un¬ 
to thee, saying, Thy father made our 
yoke heavy, but make thou it lighter un¬ 
to us; thus shalt thou speak unto them, 
My little finger is thicker than my father’s 

11 loins. And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will add to 
your yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with scor- 

12 pions. So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rchoboam the tliird day, as the 
king bade, saying. Come to me again 

13 the third day. And the king answered the 
people roughly, and forsook the counsel 
of the old men which they had given 

14 him; and spake to them after the counsel 
of the young men, saying. My father 
made your yoke heavy, but I will add to 
your yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with scor- 

15 pions. So the king hearkened not unto 
the people; for it was a thing brought 
about of the Lord, that he might estab¬ 
lish his word, which the Lord spake by 
the hand of Ahijah the Shilonite to Jero- 

j 6 boam the son of Nebat. And when all 
Israel saw that the king hearkened not 
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unto them, the people answered the king, 
saying. What portion have we in David? 
neither have wc inheritance in the son of 
Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now sec to 
thine own house, David. So Israel de¬ 
parted unto their tents. But as for the 17 
children of Israel which dwelt in the 
cities of J udah, Rehoboam reigned over 
them. Then lung Rehoboam sent A dor- 18 
am, who was over the levy; and all Israel 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 
And king Rehoboam made speed to get 
him up to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

So Israel rebelled against the house of 19 
David, unto this day. And it came to 20 
pass, when all Israel heard that Jero¬ 
boam was returned, that they sent and 
called him unto the congregation, and 
made him king over all Israel: there was 
none that followed the house of David, 
but the tribe of Judah only. 

And when Rchoboam was come to 2,e 
Jerusalem, he assembled all the house of 
J udah, and the tribe of Benjamin, an hun¬ 
dred and fourscore thousand chosen men, 
which were warriors, to fight against the 
house of Israel, to bring the kingdom 
again to Rchoboam the son of Solomon. 
But the word of God came unto Shem- 22 
aiah the man of God, saying. Speak 23 
unto Rchoboam the son of Solomon, 
king of Judah, and unto all the house of 
Judah and Benjamin, and to the rest of 
the people, saying. Thus saith die Lord, 24 
Ye shall not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren die children of Israel: return 
every man to his house; for this thing is 
of me. So they hearkened unto the word 
of the Lord, and returned and went dieir 
way, according to the word of the Lord, 

Then Jeroboam built Shechcm in the 25 
hill country of Ephraim, and dwelt there¬ 
in; and he went out from thence, and 
built Pcnuel. And Jeroboam said in his 26 
heart, Now shall the kingdom return to 
the house of David: if this people go up 27 
to offer sacrifices in the house of the 
Loud at Jerusalem, then shall the heart 
of this people turn again unto their lord, 
even unto Rehoboam king of Judah; and 
they shall kill me, and return to Reho¬ 
boam king of Judah. Whereupon the 28 
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king took counsel, and made two calves 
of gold; and he said unto them, x It is too 
much for you to go up to Jerusalem; be¬ 
hold thy gods, O Israel, which brought 

29 thee up out of the land of Egypt. And 
he set the one in Beth-el, and the other 

30 put he in Dan. And this thing became 
a sin: for the people went to worship be- 

31 fore 2 the one, even unto Dan. And he 
made houses of high places, and made 
priests from among all the people, which 

32 were not of the sons of Levi. And Jero¬ 
boam ordained a feast in the eighth 
month, on the fifteenth day of the month, 
like unto the feast that is in Judah, and 
he 3 wcnt up unto the altar; so did he in 
Beth-el, Sacrificing unto the calves that 
he had made: and he placed in Beth-el 
the priests of the high places which he 

33 had made. And he 3 went up unto the 
altar which he had made in Beth-el on 
the fifteenth day in the eighth month, 
even in the month which he had devised 
5 of his own heart: and he ordained a 
feast for the children of Israel, and 3 went 
up unto the altar, to bum incense. 

AND, behold, there came a man 
of God out of Judah by the word 
of the Lord unto Beth-el: and Jeroboam 
was standing by the altar to bum m- 

2 cense. And he cried against the altar by 
the word of the Lord, and said, O altar, 
altar, thus saith the Lord: Behold, a 
child shall be born unto the house of 
David, Josiah by name; and upon thee 
shall he sacrifice the priests of the high 
places that bum incense upon thee, and 
men’s bones shall they burn upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, saying. 
This is the sign which the Lord hath 
spoken: Behold, the altar shall be rent, 
and the ashes that are upon it shall be 

4 poured out. And it came to pass, when 
the king heard the saying of the man of 
God, which he cried against the altar in 
Beth-el, that Jeroboam put forth his 
hand from the altar, saying, Lay hold on 
him. And his hand, which he put forth 
against him, dried up, so that he could 
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not draw it back again to him. The altar 5 
also was rent, and the ashes poured out 
from the altar, according to the sign 
which the man of God had given by the 
word of the Lord. And the king an- 6 
swered and said unto the man of God, 
Intreat now the favour of the Lord thy 
God, and pray for me, that my hand 
may be restored me again. And the man 
of God intreated the Lord, and the 
king’s hand w r as restored him again, and 
became as it w'as before. And the king 7 
said unto the man of God, Come home 
with me, and refresh thyself, and I will 
give thee a reward.

Then 22 
king Asa made a proclamation unto all 
Judah; none was exempted: and they 
carried away the stones of Ramah, and 
the timber thereof, wherewith Baasha 
had builded; and king Asa built there¬ 
with Gcba of Benjamin, and Mizpah.

And it came to 12 
pass, when Ben-hadad heard this mes¬ 
sage, as he was drinking, he and the 
kings, in the 5 pavilions, that he said un¬ 
to his servants, 6 Set yourselves in array . 
And they set themselves in array against 
the city. And, behold, a prophet came 13 
near unto Ahab king of Israel, and said. 
Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou seen all 
this great multitude? behold, I will de¬ 
liver it into thine hand this day; and 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord. 
And Ahab said. By whom ? And he said, 14

17 him. And the young men of the princes 
of the provinces went out first; and Ben- 
hadad sent out, and they told him, say¬ 
ing, There are men come out from 

18 Samaria. And he said, Whether they 
be come out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 

19 take them alive. So these went out of 
the city, the young men of the princes 
of the provinces, and the army which 

20 followed them. And they slew' every one 
his man; and the Syrians fled, and Israel 
pursued them: and Ben-hadad the king 
of Syria escaped 4 on an horse with horse- 

21 men. And the king of Israel went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, and 
slew the Syrians with a great slaughter. 

22 And the prophet came near to the king 
of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and sec 
what thou doest: for at the return of the 
year the king of Syria will come up 
against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of Syria 
said unto him. Their god is a god of the 
hills; therefore they were stronger than 
we: but let us fight against them in the 
plain, and surely we shall be stronger 

24 than they. And do this thing; take the 
kings away, every man out of his place, 

25 and put 5 captains in their room: and 
number thee an army, like the army that 
thou hast lost, horse for horse, and 
chariot for chariot: and we will fight 
against them in the plain, and surely we 
shall be stronger than they. And he 
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hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 
And it came to pass at the return of the 26 
year, that Ben-hadad mustered the Syr¬ 
ians, and went up to Aphek, to fight 
against Israel. And the children of Israel 27 
were mustered, and were victualled, and 
went against them: and the children of 
Israel encamped before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians filled 
the country. And 6 a man of God came 28 
near and spake unto the king of Israel, 
and said. Thus saith the Lord, Because 
the Syrians have said.

And he laid 
him down upon his bed, and turned 
away his face, and would eat no bread. 
But Jezebel his wife came to him, and 5 
said unto liim, Why is thy spirit so sad, 
that thou eatest no bread? And he said 6 
unto her. Because I spake unto Naboth 
the Jezreelite, and said unto him. Give 
me thy vineyard for money; or else, if it 
please thee, I will give thee another vine¬ 
yard for it: and he answered, I will not 
give thee my vineyard. And Jezebel his 7 
wife said unto him. Dost thou now go¬ 
vern the kingdom of Israel? arise, and 
eat bread, and let thine heart be merry: 

I will give thee the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite. So she wrote betters in 8 
Ahab’s name, and sealed them with his 
seal, and sent the letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his city, 
and that dwelt with Naboth. And she 9 
wrote in the letters, saying. Proclaim a 
last, and set Naboth 2 on high among the 
people: and set two men, sons of ^Belial, 10 
before him, and let them bear witness 
against him, saying. Thou didst 4 curse 
God and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he die.

And the two men, sons of 13 
Belial, came in and sat before him: and 
the men of Belial bare witness against 
him, even against Naboth, in the pre¬ 
sence of the people, saying, Naboth did 
4 curse God and the king. Then they 
carried him forth out of the city, and 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 
That is, worthlessness . 4 Or, renounce 
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14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Na- 

15 both is stoned, and is dead. And it came 
to pass, when Jezebel heard that Naboth 
was stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel 
said to Ahab, Arise, take possession of 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for money: 

16 for Naboth is not alive, but dead. And 
it came to pass, when Ahab heard that 
Naboth was dead, that Ahab rose up to 
go down to the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite, to take possession of it.

And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee: because

Behold, 
I will bring evil upon thee, and will 
utterly sweep thee away, and will cut off 
from Ahab every man child, and him 
that is shut up and him that is left at 

22 large in Israel: and I will make thine 
house like the house of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, and like the house of 
Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the pro¬ 
vocation wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, and hast made Israel to 

23 sin. And of Jezebel also spake the Lord, 
saying. The dogs shall eat Jezebel *by 

24 the rampart of Jczreel. Him that dieth 
of Ahab in the city the dogs shall eat; 
and him that dieth in the field shall the 

25 fowls of the air eat. (But there was none 
like unto Ahab, which did sell himself 
to do that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lord, whom Jezebel his wife stirred 

26 up. And he did very abominably in 
following idols, according to all that the 
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Amorites did, whom the Lord cast out 
before the children of Israel.) And it 27 
came to pass, when Ahab heard those 
words, that he rent his clothes, and put 
sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and 
lay in sackcloth, and went softly.

And Je- 50 
hoshaphat slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in the city 
of David his father: and Jehoram his son 
reigned in his stead. 

Ahaziah the son of Ahab began to 51 
reign over Israel in Samaria in the seven¬ 
teenth year of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, and he reigned two years over 
Israel. And he did that which was evil 52 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked in 
the way of his father, and in the way of 
his mother, and in the way of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, 2 wherein he made 
Israel to sin. And he served Baal, and 53 
worshipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Lord, the God of Israel, according 
to all that his father had done.

For the Lord 6 
had made the host of the Syrians to hear 
a noise of chariots, and a noise of horses, 
even the noise of a great host: and they 
said one to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings of the 
Hittites, and the kings of the Egyptians, 
to come upon us. Wherefore they arose 7 
and fled in the twilight, and left their 
tents, and their horses, and their asses, 
even the camp as it was, and fled for 
their life. And when these lepers came 8 
to the outermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thence silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid it; 
and they came back, and entered into 
another tent, and carried thence also, 
and went and hid it. Then they said one 9 
to another. We do not well: this day is 
a day of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace: if we tarry till the morning light, 
4 punishmcnt w r ill overtake us: now there¬ 
fore come, let us go and tell the king’s 
household. So they came and called 10 
unto the 5 porter of the city: and they 
told them, saying. We came to the camp 
of the Syrians, and, behold, there was 
no man there, neither voice of man, but 
the horses tied, and the asses tied, and the 
tents as they were. And 6 he called the 11 
porters; and they told it to the king’s 
household within.

I will now shew you what the Syrians 
have done to us.

And one of his servants answered 
and said. Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain, which are 
left *in the city, (behold, they are as all 
the multitude of Israel that are left in it; 
behold, they are as all the multitude of 
Israel that are consumed:) and let us 

14 send and see. They took therefore two 
chariots with horses; and the king sent 
after the host of the Syrians, saying, Go

Jordan: and, lo, all the way was full of 
garments and vessels, which the Syrians 
had cast away in their haste. And the 
messengers returned, and told the king. 

16 And the people went out, and spoiled the 
camp of the Syrians. So a measure, of 
fine flour was sold for a shekel, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel, accord-

gate: and the people trode upon him in 
the gate, and he died as the man of God 
had said, who spake when the king came 

18 down to him. And it came to pass, as 
the man of God had spoken to the king,

And 
the dogs shall cat Jezebel in the portion 
of Jczreel, and there shall be none to bury 
her. And he opened the door, and fled. 

11 Then Jehu came forth to the servants of 
his lord: and one said unto him. Is all 
well? wherefore came this mad fellow to 
thee? And he said unto them, Ye know 

12 the man and what his talk was. And 
they said. It is false; tell us now. And 
he said. Thus and thus spake he to me, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord, I have an- 

13 ointed thee king over Israel. Then they 
hasted, and took every man his garment, 
and put it under him *on the top of 
the stairs, and blew the trumpet, say- 

14 ing, Jehu is king. So Jehu the son of Jc- 
hoshaphat the son of Nimshi conspired 
against Joram. (Now Joram kept Ra- 
moth-gilcad, he and all Israel, because of 

15 Hazael king of Syria: but king 2 Joram 
was returned to be healed in Jezrecl of 
the wounds which the Syrians had given 
him, when he fought with Hazael king of 
Syria.) And Jehu said. If this be your 
mind, then let none escape and go forth 
out of the city, to go to tell it in Jezreel. 

16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and went to 
Je2recl; for Joram lay there. And Aha- 
ziah king of Judah was come down to see 

17 Joram. Now the watchman stood on the 
tower in Jezreel, and he spied the com¬ 
pany of Jehu as he came, and said, I see 
a company. And Joram said, Take an 
horseman, and send to meet them, and

one on horseback to meet him, and said. 
Thus saith the king. Is it peace? And 
Jehu said.

19 Then he sent out a second on horseback, 
which came to them, and said. Thus saith 
the king, Is it peace? And Jehu an¬ 
swered, What hast thou to do with peace ? 
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turn thee behind me. And the watch- 20 
man told, saying. He came even unto 
them, and cometh not again: and the 
driving is like the driving of Jehu the 
son of Nimshi; for he driveth furiously. 
And Joram said, 4 Make ready. And they 21 
made ready his chariot. And Joram king 
of Israel and Ahaziah king of Judah went 
out, each in his chariot, and they went 
out to meet Jehu, and found him in the 
portion of Naboth the Jezreelite. And 22 
it came to pass, when Joram saw Jehu, 
that he said, Is it peace, Jehu? And he 
answered, What peace, so long as the 
whoredoms of thy mother Jezebel and 
her witchcrafts are so many? And Jor- 23 
am turned his hands, and fled, and said 
to Ahaziah, There is treachery, O Aha¬ 
ziah. And Jehu 5 drew his bow with his 24 
full strength, and smote Joram between 
his arms, and the arrow went out at his 
heart, and he sunk down in his chariot. 
Then said Jehu to Bidkar his captain, 25 
Take up, and cast him in the portion of 
the field of Naboth the Jezreelite: for 
remember how that, when I and thou 
rode together after Ahab his father, the 
Lord °laid this burden upon him; Surely 26 
I have seen yesterday the blood of Na¬ 
both, and the blood of his sons, saith the 
Lord; and I will requite thee in this 
7 plat, saith the Lord. Now therefore 
take and cast him into the plat of ground, 
according to the word of the Lord. But 27 
when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw 
this, he fled by the way of the garden 
house. And Jehu followed after him, 
and said, Smite him also in the chariot: 
and they smote him at the ascent of Gur, 
which is by Ibleam. And he fled to 
Megiddo, and died there. And his serv- 28 
ants carried him in a chariot to Jeru¬ 
salem, and buried him in his sepulchre 
with his fathers in the city of David. 

And in the eleventh year of Joram the 29 
son of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign over 
Judah. 

And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, 30 
Jezebel heard of it; and she painted her 
eyes, and tired her head, and looked out 
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31 at the window. And as Jehu entered in 
at the gate, she said, I Is it peace, thou 

32 Zimri, thv master's murderer? And he 
lifted up his face to the window, and 
said. Who is on my side? who? And 
there looked out to him two or three 

33 eunuchs. And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and some of her 
blood was sprinkled on the wall, and on 
the horses: and be trode her under foot. 

34 And when he was come in, he did cat 
and drink; and he said. See now to this 
cursed woman, and bury ber: for she is 

-35 a king’s daughter. And they went to 
bury her: hut they found no more of her 
than the skull, and the feet, and the 

36 palms of her hands. Wherefore they 
came again, and told him. And he said, 
This is the word of the Lord, which he 
spake by his servant Elijah the Tislibite, 
saying. In the portion of Jezrecl shall the 

37 dogs eat the liesh of Jezebel: and the car¬ 
case of Jezebel shall be as dung upon 
the face of the field in the portion of Jcz- 
reel; so that they shall not say. This is 
Jezebel. 

NOW Aliab had seventy sons in 
Samaria. And Jcliu wrote letters, 
and sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of 
Jezrcel, even the elders, and unto them 
that brought up the sons of Ahab, saying, 

2 And now as soon as this letter cometh to 
you, seeing your master’s sons are with 
you, and there are with you chariots and 
horses, a fenced city also, and armour; 

3 look ye out the best and meetest of your 
master’s sons, and set him on his lather’s 
throne, and fight for your master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, and 
said. Behold, the two kings stood not 
before him: how then shall we stand? 

5 And he that was over the household, and 
he that was over the city, the elders also, 
and they that brought up the children , sent 
to Jehu, saying. We are thy servants, and 
will do all that thou shalt bid us; v/e will 
not make any man king: do thou that 

6 which is good in thine eyes. T hen he 
wrote a letter the second time to them, 
saying. If ye be on my side, and if ye will 
hearken unto my voice, take ye the heads 


of the men your master’s sons, and come 
to me to Jezrecl by to-morrow this time. 
Now the king’s sons, being seventy per¬ 
sons, were with the great men of the 
city, which brought them up. And it 7 
came to pass, when the letter came to 
them, that they took the king’s sons, and 
slew them, even seventy persons, and 
put their heads in baskets, and sent them 
unto him to Jezrecl. And there came a 8 
messenger, and told him, saying. They 
have brought the heads of the king’s 
sons. And he said, Lay ye them in two 
heaps at the entering in of the gate until 
the morning. And it came to pass in the 9 
morning, that he went out, and stood, 
and said to all the people. Ye be right¬ 
eous: behold, 1 conspired against my 
master, and slew him: but who smote ail 
these? Know now that there shall fall 10 
unto the earth nothing of the word of 
the Lord, which the Lord spake con¬ 
cerning the house of Ahab: for the Lord 
hath done that which he spake by his 
servant Elijah. So Jehu smote all that Ik 
remained of the house of Aliab in Jez¬ 
recl, and all his great men, and his fa¬ 
miliar friends, and his priests, until he 
left him none remaining. And he arose 12 
and departed, and went to Samaria. And 
as he was at the Shearing house of the 
shepherds in the way, Jehu met with the 13 
brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, and 
said. Who are yc? And they answered. 

We are the brethren of Ahaziah: and we 
go down to salute the children of the 
king and the children of the queen. And 14 
he said, Take them alive. And they took 
them alive, and slew them at the 5 pit of 
the ^shearing house, even two and forty 
men; neither left he any of them. 

And when he was departed thence, he 15 
lighted on Jchonadab the son of Rcchab 
coming to meet him: and he saluted him, 
and said to him. Is thine heart right, as 
my heart is with thy heart ? And J ehon- 
adab answered. It is. If it be, give me 
thine hand. And he gave him his hand; 
and he took him up to him into the 
chariot. And he said, Come with me, 16 
and see my zeal for the Lord. So they

19 him much. Now therefore call unto me 
nil the prophets of Baal, all his worship¬ 
pers, and all his priests; let none be 
wanting: for I have a great sacrifice to do 
to Baal; whosoever shall be wanting, he 
shall not live. But Jehu did it in subtilty, 
to the intent that he might destroy the 

20 worshippers of Baal. And Jehu said. 
Sanctify a solemn assembly for Baal. 

21 And they proclaimed it. And Jehu sent 
through all Israel: and all the worship¬ 
pers of Baal came, so that there was not 
a man left that came not. And they came 
into the house of Baal; and the house of 
Baal was tilled from one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was over the 
vestry. Bring forth vestments for all the 
worshippers of Baal. And he brought 

23 them forth vestments. And Jehu went, 
and Jehonadab the son of Rcchab, into 
the house of Baal; and he said unto the 
worshippers of Baal, Search, and look 
that there be here with you none of the 
servants of the Lord, but the worship- 

2.4 pers of Baal only. And they went in to 
offer sacrifices and burnt offerings. Now 
Jehu had appointed him fourscore men 
without, and said, If any of the men 
whom I bring into your hands' escape, 
he that letterh him go, his life shall be for 

25 the life of him. And it came to pass, as 
soon as he had made an end of offering 
the burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
1 guard and to the captains. Go in, and 
slay them; let none come forth. And 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sw'ord; and the guard and the captains 
cast them out, and went to the city of the 

26 house of Baal. And they brought forth 
the 2 piilars that were in the house of 

27 Baal, and burned them. And they brake 
down the pillar of Baal, and brake down 

I Heb. runners. 2 Or, obelisks 
5 Or, who were 
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the house of Baal, and made it a draught 
house, unto this day. Thus Jehu de- 2S 
stroyed Baal out of Israel. Howbeit 29 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, therewith he made Israel to sin, 
Jehu departed not from after them, to 
wit, the golden calves that were in Beth¬ 
el, and that w r crc in Dan. And the Lord 30 
said unto Jehu, Because thou hast 4 donc 
well in executing that which is right in 
mine eyes, and hast done unto the house 
of Ahab according to all that was in mine 
heart, thy sons of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel. But 31 
J ehu took no heed to walk in the law of 
j the Lord, the God of Israel, with all his 
heart: he departed not from the sins of 
Jeroboam, wherewith he made Israel to 
sin. 

In those days the Lord began to cut 32 
Israel short: and Hazacl smote them in 
all the coasts of Israel; from Jordan easr- 33 
ward, all the land of Gilead, the Gadites, 
and the Reubenites, and the Manassites, 
from Aroer, which is by the valley of 
Arnon, even Gilead and Bashan. Now 34 
the rest of the acts ol Jehu, and all that 
he did, and all his might, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? And Jehu slept with 35 
liis fathers: and they buried him in Sa¬ 
maria. And Jehoahaz his son reigned in 
his stead. And the time that Jehu reigned 36 
over Israel in Samaria was twenty and 
eight years. 

NOW when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
seed royal.

the money that it comcth into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of the Lord, 

5 let the priests take it to them, every man 
from his acquaintance: and they shall 
repair the breaches of the house, where- 

6 soever any breach shall be found. But it 
was so, that in the three and twentieth 
year of king Jehoash the priests had not 

7 repaired the breaches of the house. Then 
king Jehoash called for Jehoiada the 
priest, and for the other priests, and said 
unto them. Why repair ye not the 
breaches of the house? now therefore 
take no more money from your acquaint¬ 
ance, but deliver it for the breaches of 

8 the house. And the priests consented 
that they should take no more money 
from the people, neither repair the 

9 breaches of the house. But Jehoiada tire 
priest took a chest, and bored a hole in 
the lid of it, and set it beside the altar, 
on the right side as one cometh into the 
house of the Lord : and the priests that 
kept the 2 door put therein all the money 
that was brought into the house of the 

10 Lord. And it was so, when they saw 
that there was much money in the chest, 
that the king’s 3 scribe and the high priest 
came up, and they 4 put up in bags 
and told the money that w T as found in 

11 the house of the Lord. And they gave 
the money that was weighed out into the 
hands of them that did the work, that 
had the oversight of the house of the 
Lord: and they s paid it out to the car¬ 
penters and the builders, that wrought 

12 upon the house of the Lord, and to the 
masons and the hewers of stone, and for 
buying timber and hewn stone to repair 
the breaches of the house of the Lord, 
and for all that 6 was laid out for the house 

13 to repair it. But there were not made for 
the house of the Lord cups of silver, 
snuffers, basons, trumpets, any vessels 
of gold, or vessels of silver, of the money 
that was brought into the house of the 

14 Lord: for they gave that to them that 
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did the work, and repaired therewith 
the house of the Lord. Moreover they 15 
reckoned not with the men, into whose 
hand they delivered the money to give to 
them that did the work: for they dealt 
f aithfully. The money for the guilt offer- 16 
ings, and the money for the sin offerings, 
was not brought into the house of the 
Lord: it was the priests’. 

Then Hazael king of Syria went up, 17 
and fought against Gath, and took it: 
and Hazael set his face to go up to Jeru¬ 
salem. And Jehoash king of Judah took 18 
all the hallowed things that Jehoshaphat, 
and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his fathers, 
kings of Judah, had dedicated, and his 
own hallowed tilings, and all the gold 
that was found in the treasures of the 
house of the Lord, and of the king’s 
house, and sent it to Hazael king of 
Syria: and lie went away from Jerusalem. 
Now the rest of the acts of Joash, and all 19 
that he did, are they not w r ritten in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? And his servants arose, and made 20 
a conspiracy, and smote Joash at the 
house of Millo, on the way that goeth 
down to Silla. For Jozacar the son of 21 
Shimeath, and Jehozabad the son of 
Shomer, his servants, smote him, and 
he died; and they buried him with his 
fathers in the city of David: and Amaziah 
his son reigned in his stead. 

IN the three and twentieth year 
of Joash the son of Ahaziah, king 
of Judah, Jehoahaz the son of Jehu be¬ 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned seventeen years. And he did that 2 
which was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
and followed the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, wherewith he made Israel 
to sin; he departed not therefrom. And 3 
the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against Israel, and he delivered them in¬ 
to the hand of Hazael king of Syria, and 
into the hand of Bcn-hadad the son 
of Hazael, ’continually. And Jehoahaz 4 
besought the Lord, and the Lord 
hearkened unto him: for he saw the 
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7 Heb. all the days,

oppression of Israel, how that the king 

5 of Syria oppressed them. (And the Lord 
gave Israel a saviour, so that they went 
out from under the hand of the Syrians: 
and the children of Israel dwelt in their 

6 tents, as beforetime. Nevertheless they 
departed not from the sins of the house 
of Jeroboam, wherewith he made Israel 
to sin, but 1 walked therein: and there 
remained the Asherah also in Samaria.) 

7 For he left not to Jehoahaz of the people 
save fifty horsemen, and ten chariots, 
and ten thousand footmen; for the king 
of Syria destroyed them, and made them 

8 like the dust rin threshing. Now the rest 
of the acts of Jehoahaz, and all that he 
did, and his might, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 

9 of Israel? And Jehoahaz slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him in Samaria: 
and Joash his son reigned in his stead. 

10 In the thirty and seventh year of Joash 
king of Judah began Jehoasli the son of 
Jehoahaz to reign over Israel in Samaria, 

11 and reigned sixteen years. And he did 
that which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord; he departed not from all the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Ncbat, where¬ 
with he made Israel to sin: but he walked 

12 therein. Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
ash, and all that he did, and his might 
wherewith he fought against Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of 

13 Israel ? And Joash slept with his fathers; 
and Jeroboam sat upon his throne: and 
Joash was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel. 

14 Now Elisha was fallen sick of his sick¬ 
ness whereof he died: and Joash the king 
of Israel came down unto him, and wept 
over J him, and said. My father, my 
father, the 4 chariots of Israel and the 

15 horsemen thereof! And Elisha said unto 
him. Take bow and arrows: and he took 

16 unto him bow and arrov/s. And he said 
to the king of Israel, Put thine hand upon 
the bow: and he put his hand upon it. 
And Elisha laid his hands upon the king’s 

17 hands. And he said. Open the window 
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eastward: and he opened it. Then Elisha 
said. Shoot: and he shot. And he said. 
The Lord’s arrow' of 5 victory, even the 
arrow of s victory °ovcr Syria: for thou 
shalt smite the Syrians in Aphek, till 
thou have consumed them. And he said, 18 
lake the arrow's: and lie took them. 
And he said unto the king of Israel, 
Smite upon the ground: and he smote 
thrice, and stayed. And the man of God 19 
was wroth with him, and said. Thou 
shouldest have smitten live or six times; 
then hadst thou smitten Syria till thou 
hadst consumed it: whereas now thou 
shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

And Elisha died, and they buried him. 20 
Now the bands of the Moabites invaded 
the land at the coming in of the year. 
And it came to pass, as they were bury- 21 
ing a man, that, behold, they spied a 
band; and they cast the man into the 
sepulchre of Elisha: and 7 as soon as the 
man touched the bones of Elisha, he re¬ 
vived, and stood up on his feet. 

And Hazael king of Syria oppressed 22 
Israel all the days of Jehoahaz. But the 23 
Lord w'as gracious unto them, and had 
compassion on them, and had respect 
unto them, because of his covenant with 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and would 
not destroy them, neither cast he them 
from his presence 8 as yet. And Hazael 24 
king of Syria died; and Bcn-hadad his 
son reigned in his stead. And Jehoash 25 
the son of Jehoahaz took again out of the 
hand of Ben-hadad the son of Hazael the 
cities which he had taken out of the hand 
of Jehoahaz his father by war. Three 
times did Joash smite him, and re¬ 
covered the cities of Israel. 

IN the second year of Joash son 
of Joahaz king of Israel began 
Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah 
to reign. He w r as twenty and five years 2 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in Jeru¬ 
salem: and his mother's name was Je- 
hoaddin of Jerusalem. And he did that 3 
which was right in the eyes of the Lord, 
yet not like David his father: he did 
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according to all that Joash his father had 

4 done. Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away: the people stiil sacrificed 
and burnt incense in the high places. 

5 And it earne to pass, as soon as the king¬ 
dom was established in his hand, that 
he slew his servants which had slain the 

6 king his father: but the children of the 
murderers he put not to death: accord¬ 
ing to that which is wiitten in the book 
of the law of Moses, as the Lord com¬ 
manded, saying, The fathers shall not be 
put to death for the children, nor the 
chib Iren be put to death for the fathers; 
but every man shall die for his own sin. 

7 He slew of Ldom in the Valley of Salt 
ten thousand, and took r Sela by war, 
and called the name of it Joktheel, unto 
this day. 

3 Then Amaziah sent messengers to Je~ 
hoash, the son of Jehoahaz son of Jehu, 
king of Israel, saying, Come, let us look 

9 one another in the face. And Jehoash 
the king of Israel sent to Amaziah king 
of Judah, saying. The ‘thistle that was 
in Lebanon sent to the cedar that was 
in Lebanon, saying. Give thy daughter 
to my son to wife: and there passed by 
a wild beast that was in Lebanon, and 

xo trode down the thistle. Thou hast in¬ 
deed smitten Ldom, and thine heart hath 
lifted thee up: glory thereof, and abide 
at home; for why shouldest thou ^meddle 
to thy hurt, that thou sliouldcst fall, even 

11 thou, and Judah with thee? But Am¬ 
aziah would not hear. So Jehoash king 
of Israel went up; and he and Amaziah 
king of Judah looked one another in the 
lace at Beth-shemesh, which belongcth 

12 to Judah. And Judah was put to the 
worse before Israel; and they lied every 

13 man to his tent. And Jehoash king of 
Israel took Amaziah king of Judah, the 
son of Jehoash the son of Ahaziah, at 
Beth-shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the comer 

14 gate, four hundred cubits. And he took 
all the gold and silver, and all the vessels 
that were found in the house of the 
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Lord, and in the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned to 
Samaria. Now the rest of the acts of Jc- 15 
hoash which he did, and his might, and 
how he fought with Amaziah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 
And Jehoash slept with his fathers, and 16 
was buried in Samaria with the kings of 
Israel; and Jeroboam his son reigned in 
his stead. 

And Amaziah the son of Joash king of 17 
Judah lived after the death of Jehoash 
son of Jehoahaz king of Israel fifteen 
years. Now the rest of the acts of Am- 18 
aziah, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
And they made a conspiracy against him 7.5 
in J crusalcm; and he lied to Lachish: but 
they sent after him to Lachish, and slew 
him there. And they brought him upon 20 
horses: and he was buried at Jerusalem 
with his fathers in the city of David. 
And all the people of Judah took 4 Aza- 2T 
riah, who was sixteen years old, and 
made him king in the room of his lather 
Amaziah. He built Elath, and restored 22 
it to Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

In the fifteenth year of Amaziah the 23 
son of Joash king of Judah Jeroboam the 
son of Joash king of Israel began to reign 
in Samaria, and reigned forty and one 
years. And he did that which was evil in 24 
the sight of the Lord : he departed not 
from all the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, wherewith he made Israel to sin. 

He restored the border of Israel from 25 
the entering in of Hamath unto the sea 
of the Arabali, according to the word of 
the Lord, the God of Israel, which he 
spake by the hand of his servant Jonah 
the son of Amittai, the prophet, which 
was of Gath-hepher. For the Lord saw 26 
the affliction of Israel, that it was very 
bitter: for there was none shut up nor 
left at large, neither was there any helper 
for Israel. And the Lord said not that 27 
he would blot out the name of Israel 
from under heaven: but he saved them 
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by the hand of Jeroboam the son of Joash. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, 
and all that he did, and his might, how 
he warred, and how he recovered Da¬ 
mascus, and Hamath, which had be - 
lotigcd to Judah, for Israel, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 

29 the kings of Israel? And Jeroboam slept 
with his fathers, even with the kings of 
Israel; and Zechariah his son reigned in 
his stead. 

IN the twenty and seventh year 
of Jeroboam king of Israel began 
1 Azariah son of Amaziah king of Judah 

2 to reign. Sixteen years old was he when 
he began to reign; and he reigned two 
and fifty years in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Jecoliah of Jerusa- 

3 lem. And he did that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord, according to all 

4 that his father Amaziah had done. How- 
beit the high places were not taken away: 
the people still sacrificed and burnt in- 

5 cense in the high places. And the Lord 
smote the king, so that he was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt in a 
Several house. And Jotham the king’s 
son was over the household, judging the 

6 people of the land. Now the rest of the 
acts of Azariah, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chron- 

7 ides of the kings of Judah? And Azariah 
slept with his fathers; and they buried 
him with his fathers in the city of David: 
and Jotham his son reigned in his stead. 

8 In the thirty and eighth year of Az¬ 
ariah king of J udah did Zechariah the son 
of Jeroboam reign over Israel in Samaria 

9 six months. And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, as liis fa¬ 
thers had done: he departed not from 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 

10 wherewith he made Israel to sin. And 
Shallum the son of Jabesh conspired 
against him, and smote him before the 
people, and slew him, and reigned in his 

11 stead. Now the rest of the acts of Zech¬ 
ariah, behold, they are written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 

12 Israel. This was the word of the Lord 
which he spake unto Jehu, saying. Thy 
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sons to the fourth generation shall sit 
upon the throne of Israel. And so it 
came to pass. 

Shallum the son of Jabesh began to 13 
reign in the nine and thirtieth year of 
Uzziah king of Judah; and he reigned 
the space of a month in Samaria. And 14 
Menahem the son of Gadi went up from 
Tirzah, and came to Samaria, and smote 
Shallum the son of Jabesh in Samaria, 
and slew him, and reigned in his stead. 
Now the rest of the acts of Shallum, and 15 
his conspiracy which he made, behold, 
they are written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel. Then Mena- 16 
hem smote Tiphsah, and all that were 
therein, and the borders thereof, from 
Tirzah: because they opened not to him, 
therefore he smote it; and all the women 
therein that were with cliild he ripped 
up. 

In the nine and thirtieth year of Az- 17 
ariah king of J udah began Menahem the 
son of Gadi to reign over Israel, and 
reigned ten years in Samaria. And he did 18 
that which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord : he departed not all his days from 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
wherewith he made Israel to sin. There 19 
came against the land Pul the king of 
Assyria; and Alenahcm gave Pul a thou¬ 
sand talents of silver, that his hand might 
be with him to confirm the kingdom in 
his hand. And Menahem exacted the 20 
money of Israel, even of all the mighty 
men of wealth, of each man fifty shekels 
of silver, to give to the king of Assyria. 

So the king of Assyria turned back, and 
stayed not there in the land. Now the 21 
rest of the acts of Menahem, and all that 
he did, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 
And Menahem slept with his fathers; 22 
and Pekahiah his son reigned in his stead. 

In the fiftieth year of Azariah king of 23 
Judah Pekahiah the son of Menahem be¬ 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned two years. And he did that which 24 
was evil in the sight of the Lord: he de¬ 
parted not from the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, wherewith he made Israel 
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2 5 to sin. And Pekah the son of Remaliah, 
his captain, conspired against him, and 
smote him in Samaria, in the 1 castle of 
the king’s house, with Argob and Arich; 
and with him were fifty men of the Gile¬ 
adites : and he slew him, and reigned in 

26 his stead. Now the rest of the acts of 
Pekahiah, and all that he did, behold, 
they are written in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel. 

27 In the two and fiftieth year of Azariali 
king of Judah Pekah the son of Remaliah 
began to reign over Israel in Samaria, 

28 and reigned twenty years. And he did 
that which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord : he departed not from the sins of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, wherewith 

29 he made Israel to sin. In the days of 
Pekah king of Israel came Tiglath-pile- 
ser king of Assyria, and took Ijon, and 
Abel-beth-maacah, and Janoah, and Ke- 
desh, and Hazor, and Gilead, and Gal¬ 
ilee, all the land of Naphtali; and he 

30 carried them captive to Assyria. And 
Hoshca the son of Elah made a con¬ 
spiracy against Pekah the son of Rema¬ 
liah, and smote him, and slew him, and 
reigned in his stead, in the twentieth 

31 year of Jotham the son of Uzziah. Now 
the rest of the acts of Pekah, and all that 
he did, behold, they are written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel. 

32 In the second year of Pekah the son of 
Remaliah king of Israel began Jotham 
the son of Uzziah king of Judah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was he when 
he began to reign; and he reigned six¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem: and his mother’s 
name was Jerusha the daughter of Za- 

34 dok. And he did that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord: he did according 
to all that his father Uzziah had done. 

35 Howbcit the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burned incense in the high places. He 
built the upper gate of the house of the 

36 Lord. Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
tham, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 

37 the kings of Judah? In those days the 

I Or, palace 2 Heb. Eloth. 
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Lord began to send against Judah Rezin 
the king of Syria, and Pekah the son of 
Remaliah. And Jotham slept with his 38 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David his father: and Ahaz 
his son reigned in his stead. 

IN the seventeenth year of Pekah 
the son of Remaliah Ahaz the son 
of Jotham king of Judah began to reign. 

Twenty years old was Ahaz when he be- 2 
gan to reign; and he reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem: and he did not that 
which was right in the eyes of the Lord 
his God, like David his father. But he 3 
walked in the way of the kings of Israel, 
yea, and made his son to pass through 
the fire, according to the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Israel. And 4 
he sacrificed and burnt incense in the 
high places, and on the hills, and under 
every green tree. Then Rezin king of 5 
Syria and Pekah son of Remaliah king of 
Israel came up to Jerusalem to war: and 
they besieged Ahaz, but could not over¬ 
come him. At that time Rezin king of 6 
Syria recovered Elath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from 2 Elath: and the 3 Syrians 
came to Elath, and dwelt there, unto this 
day. So Ahaz sent messengers to Tig- 7 
lath-pileser lung of Assyria, saying, I am 
thy servant and thy son: come up, and 
save me out of the hand of the king of 
Syria, and out of the hand of the king of 
Israel, which rise up against me. And 8 
Ahaz took the silver and gold that was 
found in the house of the Lord, and in 
the treasures of the king’s house, and 
sent it for a present to the king of Assyria. 
And the king of Assyria hearkened unto 9 
him: and the king of Assyria went up 
against Damascus, and took it, and car¬ 
ried the people of it captive to Kir, and 
slew Rezin. And king Ahaz went to 10 
Damascus to meet Tiglath-pileser king 
of Assyria, and saw the altar that was at 
Damascus: and king Ahaz sent to Uri- 
jah the priest the fashion of the altar, and 
the pattern of it, according to all the 
workmanship thereof. And Urijah the u 
priest built an altar: according to all 
According to another reading, Edomites. 
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that king Ahaz had sent from Damascus, 
so did Urijah the priest make it against 

12 king Ahaz came from Damascus. And 
when the king was come from Damas¬ 
cus, the king saw the altar: and the king 
drew near unto the altar, and 1 offered 

13 thereon. And he burnt his burnt offer¬ 
ing and his meal offering, and poured his 
drink offering, and sprinkled the blood 
of 2 his peace offerings, upon the altar. 

14 And the brasen altar, which was before 
the Lord, he brought from the forefront 
of the house, from between his altar and 
the house of the Lord, and put it on the 

15 north side of his altar. And king Ahaz 
commanded Urijah the priest, saying. 
Upon the great altar burn the morning 
burnt offering, and the evening meal 
offering, and the king’s burnt offering, 
and his meal offering, with the burnt 
offering of all the people of the land, and 
their meal offering, and their drink offer¬ 
ings; and sprinkle upon it all the blood 
of the burnt offering, and all the blood of 
the sacrifice: but the brasen altar shall 

16 be for me to inquire by. Thus did Uri¬ 
jah the priest, according to all that king 

17 Ahaz commanded. And king Ahaz cut 
off the ^borders of the bases, and removed 
the laver from off them; and took down 
the sea from off the brasen oxen that 
were under it, and put it upon a pave- 

18 ment of stone. And the 4 covered way for 
the sabbath that they had built in the 
house, and the king’s entry without, 
turned he 5 unto the house of the Lord, 

19 because of the king of Assyria. Now the 
rest of the acts of Ahaz which he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chron- 

20 icles of the kings of Judah? And Ahaz 
slept with his fathers, and was buried 
w T ith his fathers in the city of David: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his stead. 

IN the twelfth year of Ahaz king 
of Judah began Hoshea the son of 
Elah to reign in Samaria over Israel, and 

2 reigned nine years. And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
yet not as the kings of Israel that were 

3 before him. Against him came up Shal- 
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maneser king of Assyria; and Hoshea 
became his servant, and brought him 
presents. And the king of Assyria found 4 
conspiracy in Hoshea; for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
offered no present to the king of Assyria, 
as he had done year by year: therefore 
the king of Assyria shut him up, and 
bound him in prison. Then the king of 5 
Assyria came up throughout all the land, 
and went up to Samaria, and besieged it 
three years. In the ninth year of I loshea, 6 
the king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away unto Assyria, and 
placed them in Halali, and in I labor, on 
the river of Gozan, and in the cities of 
the Medcs. And it was so, because the 7 
children of Israel had sinned against the 
Lord their God, which brought them up 
out of the land of Egypt from under the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had 
feared other gods, and walked in the 8 
statutes of the nations, whom the Lord 
cast out from before the children of Is¬ 
rael, and of the kings of Israel, which 
they 6 made. And the children of Israel 9 
did secretly things that were not right 
against the Lord their God, and they 
built them high places in all their cities, 
from the tower of the watchmen to the 
fenced city. And they set them up 7 pil- 10 
lars and Asherim upon every high hill, 
and under every green tree: and there 11 
they burnt incense in all the high places, 
as did the nations whom the Lord car¬ 
ried away before them; and wrought 
wicked things to provoke the Lord to 
anger: and they served idols, whereof 12 
the Lord had said unto them, Yc shall 
not do this thing. Yet the Lord testified 13 
unto Israel, and unto Judah, by the hand 
of every prophet, and of every seer, say¬ 
ing, Turn ye from your evil ways, and 
keep my commandments and my sta¬ 
tutes, according to all the law which I 
commanded your fathers, and which I 
sent to you by the hand of my servants 
the prophets. Notwithstanding they 14 
would not hear, but hardened their neck, 
like to the neck of their fathers* who 

3 Or* panels 
7 Or , obelisks 
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15 believed not in the Lord their God. And 
they rejected his statutes, and his cove¬ 
nant that he made wilh their fathers, 
and his testimonies which he testified 
unto them; and they followed vanity, 
and became vain, and zoo it after the na¬ 
tions that were round about them, con¬ 
cerning whom the Lord had charged 
them that they should not do like them. 

16 And they forsook all the commandments 
of the Lord their God, and made them 
molten images, even two calves, and 
made an Asherah, and worshipped all 

17 the host of heaven, and served Baal. And 
they caused their sons and their daugh¬ 
ters to pass through the fire, and used 
divination and enchantments, and sold 
themselves to do that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, to provoke him to 

18 anger. Therefore the Lord was very 
angry with Israel, and removed them out 
of his sight: there was none left but the 

19 tribe of Judah only. Also Judah kept not 
the commandments of the Lord their 
God, but walked in the statutes of Israel 

20 which they 'made. And the Lord re¬ 
jected all the seed of Israel, and afflicted 
them, and delivered them into the hand 
of spoilers, until he had cast them out of 

21 his sight. For he rent Israel from the 
house of David; and they made Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat king: and Jero¬ 
boam 2 drave Israel from following the 
Lord, and made them sin a great sin. 

22 And the children of Israel walked in ail 
the sins of Jeroboam which he did; they 

23 departed not from them; until the Lord 
removed Israel out of his sight, as he 
spake by the hand of all his servants the 
prophets. So Israel was carried away 
out of their own land to Assyria, unto 
this day. 

24 And the king of Assyria brought men 
from Babylon, and from Cuthah, and 
from Awa, and from Hamath and Se- 
pharvaim, and placed them in the cities 
of Samaria instead of the children of Is¬ 
rael: and they possessed Samaria, and 

25 dwelt in the cities thereof. And so it was, 
at the beginning of their dwelling there, 
that they feared not the Lord : therefore 
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the Lord sent lions among them, wliicli 
killed some of them. Wherefore they 26 
spake to the king of Assyria, saying, The 
nations which thou hast carried away, 
and placed in the cities of Samaria, know 
not the manner of the God of the land: 
therefore he hath sent lions among them, 
and, behold, they slay them, because 
they know not the manner of the God of 
the land. Then the king of Assyria com- 27 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of the 
priests whom ye brought from thence; 
and let them go and dwell there, and let 
him teach them the manner of the God 
of the land. So one of the priests whom 28 
they had carried away from Samaria 
came and dwelt in Bcth-el, and taught 
them how they should fear the Lord. 
Howbcit every nation made gods of their 29 
own, and put them in the houses of the 
high places which the Samaritans had 
made, every nation in their cities where¬ 
in they dwelt. And the men of Babylon 3G 
made Succoth-benoth, and the men of 
Cuth made Nergal, and the men of 
Hamath made Ashima, and the A wiles 31 
made Nibhaz and Tartak, and the Se- 
pharvites burnt their children in the fire 
to Adrammelcch and Anammeiecli, the 
3 gods of Sepharvaim. So they feared the 32 
Lord, and made unto them from among 
themselves priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the houses 
of the high places. They feared the 33 
Lord, and served their own gods, after 
the manner of the nations from among 
whom they had been carried away. Un- 34 
to this day they do after the former man¬ 
ners : they fear not the Lord, neither do 
they after their statutes, or after their 
ordinances, or after the law or after the 
commandment which the Lord com¬ 
manded the children of Jacob, whom he 
named Israel; with whom the Lord had 35 
made a covenant, and charged them, 
saying, Ye shall not fear other gods, nor 
bow yourselves to them, nor serve them, 
nor sacrifice to them: but the Lord, who 36 
brought you up out of the land of Egypt 
with great power and with a stretched 
out arm, him shall ye fear, and unto him

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shall yc bow yourselves, and to him shall 

37 yc sacrifice: and the statutes and the or¬ 
dinances, and the law and the command¬ 
ment, which he wrote for you, ye shall 
observe to do for evermore; and ye shall 

38 not fear other gods: and the covenant 
that I have made with you ye shall not 
forget; neither shall ye fear other gods: 

39 but the Lord your God shall ye fear; 
and he shall deliver you out of the hand 

40 of all your enemies. Howbeit they did 
not hearken, but they did after their for- 

41 mcr manner. So these nations feared the 
Lord, and served their graven images; 
their children likewise, and their chil¬ 
dren’s children, as did their fathers, so 
do they unto this day. 

NOW it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king of 
Israel, that Hezckiah the son of Ahaz 

2 king of Judah began to reign. Twenty 
and five years old was he when he began 
to reign; and he reigned twenty and nine 
years in Jerusalem: and his mother’s 
name was Abi the daughter of Zechariah. 

3 And he did that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lord, according to all that 

4 David his father had done. He removed 
the high places, and brake the pillars, and 
cut down the Ashcrah: and he brake in 
pieces the brasen serpent that Moses had 
made; for unto those days the children 
of Israel did burn incense to it; and 'he 

5 called it 2 Nchushtan. He trusted in the 
Lord, the God of Israel; so that after 
him was none like him among all the 
kings of J udah, nor among them that were 

6 before him. For he clave to the Lord, 
he departed not from following him, 
but kept his commandments, which 

7 the Lord commanded Moses. And the 
Lord was with him; whithersoever he 
went forth he prospered: and he rebelled 
against the king of Assyria, and served 

8 him not. He smote the Philistines unto 
Gaza and the borders thereof, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

9 And it came to pass in the fourth year 
of king Hczekiah, which was the seventh 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king of Israel, 


that Shalmaneser king of Assyria came 
up against Samaria, and besieged it. And 10 
at the end of three years they took it: 
even in the sixth year of Hezekiah, which 
was the ninth year of Hoshea king of 
Israel, Samaria was taken. And the king 11 
of Assyria carried Israel away unto As¬ 
syria, and put them in Halah, and in 
Habor, on the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes: because they obeyed 12 
not the voice of the Lord their God, but 
transgressed his covenant, even all that 
Moses the servant of the Lord com¬ 
manded, and would not hear it, nor do it. 

Now in the fourteenth year of king 13 
Hezckiah did 3 Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria come up against all the fenced cities 
of Judah, and took them. And Hezekiah 14 
king of Judah sent to the king of Assyria 
to Lachish, saying, I have offended; re¬ 
turn from me: that which thou puttest 
on me will I bear. And the king of As¬ 
syria appointed unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah three hundred talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold. And Hezckiah 15 
gave him all the silver that was found in 
the house of the Lord, and in the trea¬ 
sures of the king’s house. At that time 16 
did Hezekiah cut off the gold from the 
doors of the temple of the Lord, and 
from the 4 pillars which Hezekiah king of 
Judah had overlaid, and gave it to the 
king of Assyria. And the king of Assyria 17 
sent 5 Tartan and 5 Rab-saris and 5 Rab- 
shakeh from Lachish to king Hezckiah 
with a great army unto Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they came 
and stood by the conduit of the upper 
pool, which is in the high way of the 
fuller’s field. And when they had called 18 
to the king, there came out to them Elia- 
kim the son of Hilkiah, which was over 
the household, and Shebnah the 6 scribe, 
and Joah the son of Asaph the ’recorder. 
And Rabshakeh said unto them. Say yc 19 
now to Hezekiah, Thus saith the great 
king, the king of Assyria, What con¬ 
fidence is this wherein thou trustest? 
Thou sayest, but they are but 8 vain 20

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words, There is counsel and strength for 
the war. Now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou hast rebelled against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon the 
staff of this bruised reed, even upon 
Egypt; whereon if a man lean, it will go 
into his hand, and pierce it: so is Phar¬ 
aoh king of Egypt unto all that trust on 

22 him. But if ye say unto me. We trust in 
the Lord our God: is not that he whose 
high places and whose altars Hezekiah 
hath taken away, and hath said to Judah 
and to Jerusalem, Ye shall worship be- 

23 fore this altar in Jerusalem? Now there¬ 
fore, I pray thee, *give pledges to my 
master the king of Assyria, and I will 
give thee two thousand horses, if thou be 
able on thy part to set riders upon them. 

24 Ilow then canst thou turn away the face 
of one captain of the least of my master’s 
servants, and put thy trust on Egypt for 

25 chariots and for horsemen? Am I now 
come up without the Lord against this 
place to destroy it? The Lord said unto 
me. Go up against this land, and destroy 

26 it. Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, 
and Shcbnah, and Joah, unto Rabsha- 
keh. Speak, I pray thee, to thy servants 
in the 2 Syrian language; for we under¬ 
stand it: and speak not with us in the 
Jews’ language, in the ears of the people 

27 that are on the wall. But Rabshakeh said 
unto them. Hath my master sent me to 
thy master, and to thee, to speak these 
words? hath he not sent me to the men 
which sit on the wall, to cat their own 
dung, and to drink their own water with 

28 you? Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 
and spake, saying. Hear ye the word of 

29 the great king, the king of Assyria. Thus 
saith the king, Let not Hezekiah deceive 
you; for he shall not be able to deliver 

30 you out of his hand: neither let Hezekiah 
make you trust in the Lord, saying, The 
Lord will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be given into the hand of the 

31 king of Assyria. Hearken not to Heze¬ 
kiah : for thus saith the king of Assyria, 
3 Make your peace with me, and come 
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out to me; and eat ye every one of his 
vine, and every one of his fig tree, and 
drink ye every one the waters of his own 
cistern; until I come and take you away 32 
to a land like your own land, a land of 
corn and wine, a land of bread and vine¬ 
yards, a land of oil olive and of honey, 
that ye may live, and not die: and hearken 
not unto Hezekiah, when he persuadeth 
you, saying, The Lord will deliver us. 
Hath any of the gods of the nations ever 33 
delivered his land out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria? Where are the gods of 34 
Hamath, and of Arpad? where are the 
gods of Scpharvaim, of Hena, and Ivvah? 
have they delivered Samaria out of my 
hand? Who are they among all the gods 35 
of the countries, that have delivered their 
country out of my hand, that the Lord 
should deliver Jerusalem out of my 
hand? But the people held their peace, 36 
and answered him not a word: for the 
king’s commandment was, saying. An¬ 
swer him not. Then came Eliakim the 37 
son of Hilkiah, which was over the house¬ 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah 
the son of Asaph the recorder, to Heze¬ 
kiah with their clothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rabshakeh. 

AND it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent his 
clothes, and covered himself with sack¬ 
cloth, and went into the house of the 
Lord. And he sent Eliakim, which was 2 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz. And they said 3 
unto him. Thus saith Hezekiah, This 
day is a day of trouble, and of rebuke, 
and of contumely: for the children are 
come to the birth, and there is not 
strength to bring forth. It may be the 4 
Lord thy God will hear all the words of 
Rabshakeh, 4 whom the king of Assyria 
his master hath sent to reproach the liv¬ 
ing God, and will rebuke the words 
which the Lord thy God hath heard: 
wherefore lift up thy prayer for the rem¬ 
nant that is left. So the servants of king 5

6 Hezekiah came to Isaiah. And Isaiah 
said unto them. Thus shall ye say to 
your master, Thus saith the Toko, Be 
not afraid of the words that thou hast 
heard, wherewith the servants of the 
king of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I wall put a spirit in him, and he 
shall hear a rumour, and shall return to 
his own land; and I will cause him to fall 
by the sword in his own land. 

8 So Rabshakch returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against Lib- 
nah: for he had heard that he was de- 

9 parted from Lachish. And when he 
heard say of Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, 
Behold, he is come out to fight against 
thee: he sent messengers again unto 

10 Hezekiah, saying. Thus shall ye speak to 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not 
thy God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be given 

11 into the hand of the king of Assyria. Be¬ 
hold, thou hast heard what the kings 
of Assyria have done to all lands, by 
destroying them utterly: and shalt thou 

12 be delivered? Have the gods of the na¬ 
tions delivered them, which my fathers 
have destroyed, Gozan, and Iiaran, and 
Rezeph, and the children of Eden which 

13 were in Telassar? Where is the king of 
Hamath, and the king of Arpad, and the 
king of the city of Scpharvaim, of Hena, 

14 and Ivvah? And Hezekiah received the 
letter from the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and 1 Iczekiah went up unto 
the house of the Lord, and spread it be- 

15 fore the Lord. And Hezekiah prayed 
before the Lord, and said, O Lord, the 
God of Israel, that 2 sittest upon the 
cherubim, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 

16 thou hast made heaven and earth. In¬ 
cline thine ear, O Lord, and hear; open 
thine eyes, O Lord, and see; and hear 
the words of Sennacherib, wherewath he 
hath sent him to reproach the living God. 

17 Of a truth. Lord, the kings of Assyria 
have laid waste the nations and their 

18 lands, and have cast their gods into the

fire: for they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone; there¬ 
fore they have destroyed them. Now 19 
therefore, O Lord our God, save thou 
us, I beseech thee, out of his hand, that 
ail the kingdoms of the earth may know 
That thou art the Lord God, even thou 
only. 

Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to 20 
Hezekiah, saying. Thus saith the Lord, 
the God of Israel, Whereas thou hast 
prayed to me against Sennacherib king 
of Assyria, I have heard thee. 'Ellis is 21 
the word that the Lord hath spoken 
concerning fiim: The virgin daughter of 
Zion hath despised thee and laughed 
thee to scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head ‘‘at thee. Whom 22 
hast thou reproached and blasphemed? 
and against w r hom hast thou exalted thy 
voice and lifted up thine eyes on high? 
even against the Holy One of Israel. By 23 
thy messengers thou hast reproached the 
Lord, and hast said. With the 5 multitude 
of my chariots am I come up to the 
height of the mountains, to the inner¬ 
most parts of Lebanon; and I will cut 
down the tall cedars thereof, and the 
choice 'lir trees thereof: and I will enter 
into his farthest lodging place, the forest 
of his fruitful field. 1 have digged and 24 
drunk strange waters, and with the sole 
of my feet will 1 dry up all the rivers of 
7 Egypt. Hast thou not heard how' 1 have 25 
done it long ago, and formed it of an¬ 
cient times? now have I brought it to 
pass, that thou shouldcst be to lay waste 
fenced cities into ruinous heaps. There- 26 
fore their inhabitants were of small 
power, they were dismayed and con¬ 
founded; they were as the grass of the 
field, and as the green herb, as the grass 
on the housetops, and as corn blasted 
before it be grown up. But I know thy 27 
sitting down, and thy going out, and thy 
coming in, and thy raging against me. 
Because of thy raging against me, and 28 
for that 8 thinc arrogancy is come up into 
mine ears, therefore will I put my hook

29 which thou earnest. And this shall be 
the sign unto thee: yc shall eat this year 
that which groweth of itself, and in the 
second year that which springeth of 
the same; and in the third year sow 
ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and 

30 eat the fruit thereof. And ‘the remnant 
that is escaped of the house of Judah 
shall again take root downward, and bear 

31 fruit upward. For out of Jerusalem shall 
go forth a remnant, and out of mount 
Zion they that shall escape: the zeal of 

32 “the Lord shall perform this. There¬ 
fore thus saith the Lord concerning the 
king of Assyria, He shall not come unto 
this city, nor shoot an arrow there, nei¬ 
ther shall he come before it with shield, 

33 nor cast a mount against it. By the way 
that he came, by the same shall he re¬ 
turn, and he shall not come unto this 

34 city, saith the Lord. For I will defend 
this city to save it:, for mine own sake, 
and for my servant David’s sake. 

35 And it came to pass that night, that 
the angel of the Lord went forth, and 
smote in the camp of the Assyrians an 
hundred fourscore and five thousand: 
and when men arose early in the morn¬ 
ing, behold, they were all dead corpses. 

36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria departed, 
and went and returned, and dwelt at 

37 Nineveh. And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch his 
god, that 3 Adrammelech and Sharczer 
smote him with the sword: and they 
escaped into the land of Ararat. And 
lisar-haddon his son reigned in his stead. 

IN those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the pro¬ 
phet the son of Amoz came to him, and 
said unto him, Thus saith the Lord, Set 
thine house in order; for thou shalt die, 

2 and not live. Then he turned his face 
to the wall, and prayed unto the Lord, 

3 saying. Remember now, O Lord, I be- 


20, 13 

seech thee, how I have walked before 
thee in truth and with a perfect heart, 
and have done that wdiich is good in thy 
sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. And it 4 
came to pass, afore Isaiah was gone 4 out 
into 5 thc middle part of the city, that the 
word of the Loro came to him, saying. 
Turn again, and say to Hezekiah the 5 
‘-'prince of my people. Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy father, I 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy 
tears: behold, I will heal thee: on the 
third day thou shalt go up unto the 
house of the Lord. And I will add unto 6 
thy days fifteen years; and I will deliver 
thee and this city out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria; and 1 will defend this 
city for mine own sake, and for my serv¬ 
ant David’s sake. And Isaiah said. Take 7 
a cake of figs. And they took and laid 
it on the boil, and he recovered. And 8 
Ilezekiah said unto Isaiah, What shall be 
the sign that the Lord w r ill heal me. and 
that I shall go up unto the house of the 
Lord the third day? And Isaiah said, 9 
This shall be the sign unto thee from 
the Lord, that the Lord will do the 
tiling that he hath spoken: 7 shall the 
shadow go forward ter. 8 steps, or go back 
ten steps? And Hezekiah answered. It 10 
is a light thing for the shadow to decline 
ten steps: nay, but let the shadow re¬ 
turn backward ten steps. And Isaiali the 11 
prophet cried unto the Lord: and he 
brought the shadow ten steps backward, 
by which it had gone down on the 9 dial 
of Aliaz. 

At that time I0 Berodach-baladan the 12 
son of Baladan, king of Babylon, sent 
letters and a present unto Hezekiah: for 
he had heard that Hezekiah had been 
sick. And Hezekiah hearkened unto 13 
them, and shewed them all the house of 
his “precious things, the silver, and the 
gold, and the spices, and the precious 
oil, and “the house of his “armour, and 
all that was found in his treasures: there 
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was nothing in his house, nor in all his 
dominion, that Hezekiah shewed them 

14 not. Then came Isaiah the prophet tmto 
king Hezekiah, and said unto him. What 
said these men? and from whence came 
they unto thee? And Hezekiah said, 
They are come from a far country, even 

15 from Babylon. And he said, What have 
they seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered. All that is in mine house have 
they seen: there is nothing among my 
treasures that I have not shewed them. 

16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, Hear the 

17 word of the Lord. Behold, the days 
come, that all that is in thine house, and 
that which thy fathers have laid up in 
store unto this day, shall be carried to 
Babylon: nothing shall be left, saith the 

18 Lord. And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, shall 
they take away; and they shall be eunuchs 
in the palace of the king of Babylon. 

19 Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, Good 
is the word of the Lord which thou hast 
spoken. He said moreover. Is it not so, 
if peace and truth shall be in my days ? 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and 
all his might, and how he made the pool, 
and the conduit, and brought water into 
the city, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

21 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers: and 
Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 

MANAS SEH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned five and fifty years in Jeru¬ 
salem : and his mother’s name was Heph- 

2 zi-bah. And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, after the 
abominations of the heathen, whom the 
Lord cast out before the children of 

3 Israel. For he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
destroyed; and he reared up altars for 
Baal, and made an Asherah, as did Ahab 
king of Israel, and worshipped all the 

4 host of heaven, and served them. And 
he built altars in the house of the Lord, 
whereof the Lord said. In Jerusalem 

5 will I put my name. And he built altars 
for all the host of heaven in the two 


21, 16 

courts of the house of the Lord. And he 6 
made his son to pass through the fire, 
and practised augury, and used enchant¬ 
ments, and 1 dealt with them that had 
familiar spirits, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. And 7 
he set the graven image of Asherah, that 
he had made, in the house of which the 
Lord said to David and to Solomon his 
son, In tills house, and in Jerusalem, 
which I have chosen out of all the tribes 
of Israel, will I put my name for ever: 
neither will I cause the feet of Israel to 8 
wander any more out of the land which 
I gave their fathers; if only they will 
observe to do according to all that I have 
commanded them, and according to all 
the law that my servant Moses com¬ 
manded them. But they hearkened not: 9 
and Manasseh seduced them to do that 
which is evil more than did the nations, 
whom the Lord destroyed before the 
children of Israel. And the Lord spake 10 
by his servants the prophets, saying. 
Because Manasseh king of Judah hath II 
done these abominations, and hath done 
wickedly above all that the Amoritcs 
did, which were before him, and hath 
made Judah also to sin with his idols: 
therefore thus saith the Lord, the God 12 
of Israel, Behold, I bring such evil upon 
Jerusalem and Judah, that whosoever 
heareth of it, both his ears shall tingle. 
And I will stretch over Jerusalem the 13 
line of Samaria, and the plummet of the 
house of Ahab: and I will wipe Jeru¬ 
salem as a man wipeth a dish, wiping it 
and turning it upside down. And I will 14 
cast off the remnant of mine inheritance, 
and deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies; and they shall become a prey 
and a spoil to all their enemies; because 15 
they have done that which is evil in my 
sight, and have provoked me to anger, 
since the day their fathers came forth 
out of Egypt, even unto this day. More- 16 
over Manasseh shed innocent blood very 
much, till he had filled Jerusalem from 
one end to another; beside his sin where¬ 
with he made Judah to sin, in doing that

17 Now the rest of the acts of Manasseh, 
and all that he did, and his sin that he 
sinned, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the garden of his own 
house, in the garden of Uzza: and Amon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

19 Amon was twenty and two years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
two years in Jerusalem: and his mother’s 
name was Meshullcmcth the daughter of 

20 Haruz of Jotbah. And he did that which 
was evil in the sight of the Lord, as did 

21 Manasseh his father. And he walked in 
all the way that his father walked in, and 
served the idols that his father served, 

22 and worshipped them: and he forsook 
the Lord, the God of his fathers, and 

23 walked not in the way of the Lord. And 
the servants of Amon conspired against 
him, and put the king to death in his 

24 own house. But the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon which 
he did, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepulchre in 
the garden of Uzza: and Josiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

JOSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Jedidah the daughter 

2 of Adaiah of Bozkath. And he did that 
which was right in the eyes of the Lord, 
and walked in all the way of David his 
father, and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 

3 And it came to pass in the eighteenth 
year of king Josiah, that the king sent 
Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son of 
Meshullam, the scribe, to the house of 

4 the Lord, saying. Go up to Hilkiah the 
high priest, that he may sum the money 
which is brought into the house of the 
Lord, which the keepers of the Moor 

5 have gathered of the people: and let

them deliver it into the hand of the 
workmen that have the oversight of the 
house of the Lord : and let them give it 
to the workmen which are in the house of 
the Lord, to repair the breaches of the 
house; unto the carpenters, and to the 6 
builders, and to the masons; and for 
buying timber and hewn stone to repair 
the house. Howbeit there was no reckon- 7 
ing made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand; for they 
dealt faithfully. And Hilkiah the high 8 
priest said unto Shaphan the scribe, I 
have found the book of the law in the 
house of the Lord. And Hilkiah de¬ 
livered the book to Shaphan, and he read 
it. And Shaphan the scribe came to the 9 
king, and brought the king word again, 
and said. Thy servants have 2 emptied 
out the money that was found in the 
house, and have delivered it into the 
hand of the workmen that have the over¬ 
sight of the house of the Lord. And 10 
Shaphan the scribe told the king, saying, 
Hilkiah the priest hath delivered me a 
book. And Shaphan read it before the 
king. And it came to pass, when the 11 
king had heard the words of the book of 
the law, that he rent his clothes. And 12 
the king commanded Hilkiah the priest, 
and Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and 
Achbor the son of Micaiah, and Shaphan 
the scribe, and Asaiah the king’s servant, 
saying. Go ye, inquire of the Lord for 13 
me, and for the people, and for all Judah, 
concerning the words of this book that 
is found: for great is the wrath of the 
Lord that is kindled against us, because 
our fathers have not hearkened unto the 
words of this book, to do according unto 
all that which is 3 written concerning us. 

So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, and 14 
Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asaiah, went 
unto Huldah the prophetess, the wife of 
Shallum the son of Tikvah, the son of 
Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe; (now 
she dwelt in Jerusalem in the 4 second 
quarter;) and they communed with her. 
And she said unto them. Thus saith the 15 
Lord, the God of Israel: Tell ye the man 
that sent you unto me, Thus saith the 16 
3 Or, enjoined us 4 Heb. Mishneh. 
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Lord, Behold, I will bring evil upon this 
place, and upon the inhabitants thereof, 
even all the words of the book which the 

17 king of Judah hath read: because they 
have forsaken me, and have burned in¬ 
cense unto other gods, that they might 
provoke me to anger with all the work of 
their hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and it shall 

IS not be quenched. But unto the king of 
Judah, who sent you to inquire of the 
Lord, thus shall ye say to him, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of Israel: As 
touching the words which thou hast 

19 heard, because thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before the 
Lord, when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the in¬ 
habitants thereof, that they should be¬ 
come *a desolation and a curse, and hast 
rent thy clothes, and wept before me; I 
also have heard thee, saith the Lord. 

20 Therefore, behold, I will gather thee to 
thy fathers, and thou shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in peace, neither shall thine 
eyes see all the evil which I will bring 
upon this place. And they brought the 
king word again. 

AND the king sent, and they 
gathered unto him all the elders of 

2 Judah and of Jerusalem. And the king 
went up to the house of the Lord, and 
all the men of Judah and all the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem with him, and the 
priests, and the prophets, and all the 
people, both small and great: and he 
read in their ears all the words of the 
book of the covenant which was found 

3 in the house of the Lord. And the king 
stood 2 by the pillar, and made a cove¬ 
nant before the Lord, to walk after the 
Lord, and to keep his commandments, 
and Ills testimonies, and his statutes, 
with all his heart, and all his soul, to 3 con¬ 
firm the words of this covenant that 
were written in this book: and all the 

4 people stood to the covenant. And the 
king commanded Hilkiah the high priest, 
and the priests of the second order, and 


the keepers of the Moor, to bring forth 
out of the temple of the Lord all the 
vessels that were made for Baal, and for 
the Asherah, and for all the host of hea¬ 
ven: and he burned them without Jeru¬ 
salem in the fields of Kidron, and carried 
the ashes of them unto Beth-el. And he 5 
put down the ^idolatrous priests, whom 
the kings of Judah had ordained to burn 
incense in the high places in the cities of 
Judah, and in the places round about 
Jerusalem; them also that burned in¬ 
cense unto Baal, to the sun, and to the 
moon, and to the °planets, and to ail the 
host of heaven. And he brought out the 6 
Asherah from the house of the Lord, 
without Jerusalem, unto the brook Ki¬ 
dron, and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped it small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves of 
the ’common people. And he brake 7 
down the houses of the sodomites, that 
were in the house of the Lord, where 
the women wove ^hangings for the Ash¬ 
erah. And he brought all the priests out 8 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places wmere the priests had burned 
incense, from Geba to Bccr-sheba; and 
he brake down the high places of the 
gates that were at the entering in of the 
gate of Joshua the governor of the city, 
which were on a man’s left hand at the 
gate of the city. Nevertheless the priests 9 
of the high places came not up to the 
altar of the Lord in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat unleavened bread among their 
brethren. And he defiled Topheth, 10 
which is in the valley of the Mkildren of 
Hinnom, that no man might make his 
son or his daughter to pass through the 
fire to Molech. And he took aw'ay the 11 
horses that the kings of Judah had given 
to the sun, at the entering in of the house 
of the Lord, by the chamber of Nathan- 
melech the chamberlain, which was in 
the precincts; and he burned the chariots 
of the sun with fire. And the altars that 12 
were on the roof of the upper chamber 
of Ahaz, which the kings of Judah had

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made, and the altars which Manasseh 
had made in the two courts of the house 
of die Lord, did the king break down, 
and 'beat them down from thence, and 
cast the dust of them into the brook 

13 Kidron. And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of “corruption, 
which Solomon the king of Israel had 
builded for Ashtoreth the abomination 
of the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the 
abomination of Aloab, and for Milcom 
the abomination of the children of Am- 

14 mon, did the king defile. And he brake 
in pieces the 3 pillars, and cut down the 
Asherim, and tilled their places with the 

15 bones of men. Aloreovcr the altar that 
was at Bcth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat., who made 
Israel to sin, had made, even that altar 
and the high place he brake dowm; and 
he burned the high place and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the Ash- 

16 erah. And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in 
the mount; and he sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burned 
them upon the altar, and defiled it, ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Lord "which 
the man of God proclaimed, who pro- 

17 claimed these things. Then he said. 
What monument is that w T hich I see? 

And the men of the city told him. It is 
the sepulchre of the man of God, which 
came from Judah, and proclaimed these 
things that thou hast done against the 

18 altar of Bctli-el. And he said. Let him 
be; let no man move his bones. So they 
let his bones alone, with the bones of the 

19 prophet that came out of Samaria. And 
all the houses also of the high places that 
were in the cities of Samaria, which the 
kings of Israel had made to provoke the 
Lord to anger, Josiah took away, and 
did to them according to all the acts that 

20 he had done in Beth-cl. And he 4 slew all 
the priests of the high places that were 
there, upon the altars, and burned men’s 
bones upon them; and he returned to 
Jerusalem.

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And the king commanded all the peo- 21 
pic, saying, Keep the passover unto the 
Lord your God, as it is written in this 
book of the covenant. Surely there was 22 
not kept such a passover from the days 
of the judges that judged Israel, 5 nor in 
ail the days of the kings of Israel, nor of 
the kings of Judah; but in the eighteenth 23 
year of king Josiah was this passover 
kept to the Lord in Jerusalem. More- 24 
over them that had familiar spirits, and 
the wizards, and the tcraphim, and the 
idols, and all the abominations that w r ere 
spied in the land of Judah and in Jeru¬ 
salem, did Josiah put aw r ay, that he might 
‘’confirm the words of the law 7 w r hich w 7 crc 
written in the book that Hilkiah die 
priest found in the house of the Lord. 
And like unto him w r as there no king be- 25 
fore him, that turned to the Lord with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, and 
with all his might, according to all the 
law r of Aloses; neither alter him arose 
there any like him. Notwithstanding the 26 
Lord turned not from the fierceness of 
his great wrath, wherewith his anger w'as 
kindled against Judah, because of all the 
provocations that Alanasseh had pro¬ 
voked him withal. And the Lord said, 27 
1 will remove J udah also out of my sight, 
as I have removed Israel, and I will cast 
off this city w'hich I have chosen, even 
Jerusalem, and the house of wiiich I said, 
Aly name shall be there. Now the rest of 28 
the acts of Josiah, and all that he did, are 
dicy not w r ritten in the book of the chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah? In his days 29 
Pharaoh--necoh king of Egypt went up 
against the king of Assyria to the river 
Euphrates: and king Josiah w'ent against 
him; and he slew him at Alegiddo, wiien 
he had seen him. And his servants carried 30 
him in a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the peo¬ 
ple of the land took Jchoahaz the son of 
Josiah, and anointed him, and made him 
king in his father’s stead. 

Jehoahaz was twenty and three years 31 
old when he began to reign; and he

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reigned three months in Jerusalem: and 
his mother’s name was Hamutal the 

32 daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, according to all that his 

33 fathers had done. And Pharaoh-necoh 
put him in bands at Riblah in the land of 
Hamath, *that he might not reign in 
Jerusalem; and put the land to a 2 tribute 
of an hundred talents of silver, and a 

34 talent of gold. And Pharaoh-necoh made 
Eliakim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah his father, and changed 
his name to Jchoiakim: but he took Jeho- 
ahaz away; and he came to Egypt, and 

35 died there. And Jehoiakim gave the sil¬ 
ver and the gold to Pharaoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money accord¬ 
ing to the commandment of Pharaoh: he 
exacted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one accord¬ 
ing to Ills taxation, to give it unto Phar¬ 
aoh-necoh. 

36 Jehoiakim w r as twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 
his mother’s name was Zebidah the 

37 daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, according to all that his 

fathers had done. In his days 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon came up, and Jehoiakim became his 
servant three years: then he turned and 

2 rebelled against him. And the Lord sent 
against him bands of the Chaldeans, and 
bands of the Syrians, and bands of the 
Aloabites, and bands of the children of 
Ammon, and sent them against Judah to 
destroy it, according to the word of the 
Lord, which he spake by the hand of his 

3 servants the prophets. Surely at the 
commandment of the Lord came this 
upon Judah, to remove them out of his 
sight, for the sins of Manasseh, accord- 

4 ing to all that he did; and also for the 
innocent blood that he shed; for he filled 
Jerusalem with innocent blood: and the 

5 Lord would not pardon. Now the rest 
of the acts of Jehoiakim, and all that he 
did, are they not written in the book of 
x According to another reading, when he reigned. 
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the chronicles of the kings of Judah? So 6 
Jehoiakim slept with his fathers: and Je- 
hoiachin his son reigned in his stead. 
And the king of Egypt came not again 7 
any more out of his land: for the king of 
Babylon had taken, from the brook of 
Egypt unto the river Euphrates, all that 
pertained to the king of Egypt. 

Jehoiachin was eighteen years old 8 
w r hen he began to reign; and he reigned 
in Jerusalem three months: and his 
mother’s name was Nehushta the daugh¬ 
ter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. And he 9 
did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lord, according to all that his father 
had done. At that time the servants of 10 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
up to Jerusalem, and the city was be¬ 
sieged. And Nebuchadnezzar king of 11 
Babylon came unto the city, while his 
servants were besieging it; and Jehoi- 12 
achin the king of Judah went out to the 
king of Babylon, he, and his mother, and 
his servants, and his princes, and his 
Officers: and the king of Babylon took 
him in the eighth year of his reign. And 13 
he carried out thence all the treasures of 
the house of the Lord, and the treasures 
of die king’s house, and cut in pieces all 
the vessels of gold which Solomon king 
of Israel had made in the temple of the 
Lord, as the Lord had said. And he 14 
carried away all Jerusalem, and all the 
princes, and all the mighty men of val¬ 
our, even ten thousand captives, and all 
the craftsmen and the smiths; none re¬ 
mained, save the poorest sort of the peo¬ 
ple of the land. And he carried away 15 
Jehoiachin to Babylon; and the king’s 
mother, and the king’s wives, and his 
Officers, and the 4 chief men of the land, 
carried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. And all the men of might, 16 
even seven thousand, and the craftsmen 
and the smiths a thousand, all of them 
strong and apt for war, even them the 
king of Babylon brought captive to Baby¬ 
lon. And the king of Babylon made Mat- 17 
taniah his father’s brother king in his 
stead, and changed his name to Zede- 
kiah.

18 Zcdekiah was twenty and one years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 
his mother’s name was ^iamutal the 

19 daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, according to all that Je- 

20 hoiakim had done. For through the 
anger of the Lord did it come to pass in 
Jerusalem and Judah, until he had cast 
them out from his presence: and Zcdc- 
kiah rebelled against the king of Babylon. 

And it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
came, he and all his army, against Jeru¬ 
salem, and encamped against it; and 

2 they built forts against it round about. So 
the city was besieged unto the eleventh 

3 year of king Zcdekiah. On the ninth day 
of the fourth month the famine was sore 
in the city, so that there was no bread 

4 for the people of the land. Then a 
breach was made in the city, and all the 
men of war fled by night by the way of 
the gate between the two walls, which 
was by the king’s garden: (now the Chal¬ 
deans were against the city round about:) 
and the king went by the way of the 

5 Arabah. But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook him 
in the plains of Jericho: and all his army 

6 was scattered from him. Then they took 
the king, and carried him up unto the 
king of Babylon to Riblah; and they 

7 2 gave judgement upon him. And they 
slew the sons of Zcdekiah before his 
eyes, and put out the eyes of Zedekiah, 
and bound him in fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

8 Now in the fifth month, on the seventh 
day of the month, which was the nine¬ 
teenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon, came Nebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard, a servant of the 

9 king of Babylon, unto Jerusalem: and he 
burnt the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house; and all the houses of Jeru¬ 
salem, even every great house, burnt he

with fire. And all the army of the Chal- u 
deans, that were with the captain of the 
guard, brake down the walls of Jeru¬ 
salem round about. And the residue of 11 
the people that were left in the city, and 
those that fell away, that fell to the king 
of Babylon, and the residue of the multi¬ 
tude, did Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard carry away captive. But the cap- 12 
tain of the guard left of the poorest of 
the land to be vinedressers and hus¬ 
bandmen. And the pillars of brass that 13 
were in the house of the Lord, and the 
bases and the brasen sea that were in the 
house of the Lord, did the Chaldeans 
break in pieces, and carried the brass of 
them to Babylon. And the pots, and the 14 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the spoons, 
and all the vessels of brass wherewith 
they ministered, took they away. And 15 
the firepans, and the basons; that which 
was of gold, in gold, and that which was 
of silver, in silver, the captain of the 
guard took away. The two pillars, the 16 
one sea, and the bases, which Solomon 
had made for the house of the Lord ; the 
brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. The height of the one pillar was 17 
eighteen cubits, and a chapiter of brass 
was upon it: and the height of the chapi¬ 
ter w r as three cubits; with network and 
pomegranates upon the chapiter round 
about, all of brass: and like unto these 
had the second pillar with network. And 18 
the captain of the guard took Seraiah the 
chief priest, and Zcphaniah the second 
priest, and the three keepers of the 3 door: 
and out of the city he took an 4 officer 19 
that was set over the men of war; and 
five men of them that saw the king’s face, 
wiiich were found in the city; and the 
5 scribe, the captain of the host, which 
mustered the people of the land; and 
threescore men of the people of the land, 
that were found in the city. And Nebu- 20 
zaradan the captain of the guard took 
them, and brought them to the king of 
Babylon to Riblah. And the king of 21 
Babylon smote them, and put them to 
death at Riblah in the land of Hamath.

So Judah was carried away captive out 

22 of his land. And as for the people that 
were left in the land of Judah * whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had 
left, even over them he made Gcdaliah 
the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
governor. 

23 Now when all the captains of the 
forces, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Gcdaliah 
governor, they came to Gcdaliah to Miz- 
pah, even Ishmnel the son of Ncthaniah, 
and Johanan the son of Kareah, and 
Scraiah the son of Tanhumcth the Neto- 
phathite, and Jaazaniah the son of the 

24 Maacathite, they and their men. And 
Gcdaliah sware to them and to their men, 
and said unto them. Fear not because of 
the servants of the Chaldeans: dwell in 
the land, and serve the king of Babylon, 

25 and it shall be well with you. But it 
came to pass in the seventh month, that 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, the son of 
Elishama, of the seed royal, came, and 


ten men with him, and smote Gcdaliah, 
that he died, and the Jews and the Chal¬ 
deans that were with him at Mizpah. 
And all the people, both small and great, 26 
and the captains of the forces, arose, and 
came to Egypt: for they were afraid of 
the Chaldeans. 

And it came to pass in the seven and 27 
thirtieth year of the captivity of Je- 
hoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, on the seven and twentieth day 
of the month, that Evil-mcrodach king 
of Babylon, in the year that he began to 
reign, did lift up the head of Jchoiachin 
king of J udah out of prison; and he spake 28 
kindly to him, and set his throne above 
the throne of the kings that were with 
him in Babylon. And he changed his 29 
prison garments, and did eat bread be¬ 
fore him continually all the days of his 
life. And for his allowance, there was a 30 
continual allowance given him of the 
king, every day a portion, all the days of 
his life.

And David waxed greater and 
greater; for the Lord of hosts was with 
him. 

10 Now these are the chief of the mighty 
men whom David had, who 2 shewed 
themselves strong with him in his king¬ 
dom, together with all Israel, to make 
him king, according to the word of the 

11 Lord concerning Israel. And this is the 
number of the mighty men whom David 
had: Jashobeam, the son of a Hachmon- 
ite, the chief of the 3 thirty; he lifted up 
his spear against three hundred 4 and 

12 slew them at one time. And after him 
was Eleazar the son of Dodo, the Aho- 
hite, who was one of the three mighty 

13 men. He was with David at 5 Pas-dam- 
mim, and there the Philistines were 
gathered together to battle, where was 
a plot of ground full of barley; and the 
people fled from before the Philistines. 

14 And they stood in the midst of the plot, 
and defended it, and slew the Philistines; 
and the Lord saved them by a great 

15 6 victory. And three of the thirty chief 
went dov/n to the rock to David, into the 
cave of Adullam; and the host of the 
Philistines were encamped in the valley 

16 of Rephaim. And David was then in 
the hold, and the garrison of the Phil- 

17 istines was then in Beth-lehem. And 
David longed, and said. Oh that one 
would give me water to drink of the well 
of Beth-lehem, which is by the gate! 

18 And the three brake through the host of 
the Philistines, and drew water out of 
the well of Beth-lehem, that was by the 
gate, and took it, and brought it to 
David: but David would not drink 
thereof, but poured it out unto the 

19 Lord, and said. My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this: shall I drink the 
blood of these men 7 that have put their 
lives in jeopardy? for with the jeopardy 
of their lives they brought it. Therefore 
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he would not drink it. These things did 
the three mighty men. And 8 Abishai, the 20 
brother of Joab, he was chief of the 
three: for he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred 4 and slew them, and had 
a name among the three. 9 0f the three, 21 
he was more honourable than the two, 
and was made their captain: howbeit he 
attained not to the first three. Benaiah 22 
the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant 
man of Kabzeel, who had done mighty 
deeds, he slew the two sons of Ariel of 
Moab: he went down also and slew a 
lion in the midst of a pit in time of 
snow. And he slew an Egyptian, a man 23 
of great stature, five cubits high; and in 
the Egyptian’s hand was a spear like a 
weaver’s beam; and he went down to 
him with a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the Egyptian’s hand, and slew 
him with his own spear. These things 24 
did Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and 
had a name among the three mighty 
men. Behold, he was more honourable 25 
than the thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three: and David set him over his 
U, guard. 

Also the mighty men of the armies; 26 
Asahel the brother of Joab, Elhanan the 
son of Dodo of Beth-lehem; 11 Shammoth 27 
the Harorite, Helez the I2 PeIonite; Ira 28 
the son of Ikkesh the Tekoitc, Abiezer the 
Anathothite; I3 Sibbecai the Hushathite, 29 
14 Ilai the Ahohite; Maharai the Neto- 30 
phathite, I5 Heled the son of Baanah the 
Netophathite; Ithai the son of Ribai 31 
of Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 
Benaiah the Pirathonite; l6 Hurai of the 32 
brooks of Gaash, I7 Abiel the Arbathite; 
Azmaveth the Baharumite, Eliahba the 33 
Shaalbonite; the sons of l8 Hashcm the 34 
Gizonite, Jonathan the son of Shage 
the Hararite; Ahiam the son of 19 Sacar 35 
the Hararite, 20 Eliphal the son of Ur; He- 36 
pher the Mecherathite, Ahijah the Pelo- 
nite; Hezro the Carmelite, 2I Naarai the 37 
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38 son of Ezbai; Joel the brother of Nathan, 

39 Mibhar the son of Hagri; Zelek the 
Ammonite, Naharai the Berothite, the 
armourbearer of Joab the son of Zeruiah; 

^ j Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite; Uriah 
the Hittite, Zabad the son of Ahlai; 

42 Adina the son of Shiza the Reubenite, 
a chief of the Reubenites, and thirty 

43 with him; Hanan the son of Maacah, 

44 and Joshaphat the Mithnite; Uzzia the 
Ashterathite, Shama and Jeiel the sons 

45 of Hotham the Aroerite; Jcdiael the son 
of Shimri, and Joha his brother, the 

46 Tizite; Eliel the Mahavite, and Jeribai, 
and Joshaviah, the sons of Elnaam, and 

47 Ithmah the Moabite; Eliel, and Obed, 
and Jaasiel the Mezobaite. 

NOW these are they that came 
to David to Ziklag, 1 while he yet 
kept himself close because of Saul the 
son of Kish: and they were among the 

2 mighty men, his helpers in war. They 
2 werc armed with bows, and could use 
both the right hand and the left in 
slinging stones and in shooting arrows 
from the bow; they were of Saul’s breth- 

3 ren of Benjamin. The chief was Ahiezer, 
then Joash, the sons of Shemaah the 
Gibeathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the 
sons of Azmaveth; and Beracah, and 

4 Jehu the Anathothitc; and Ishmaiah the 
Gibeonite, a mighty man among the 
thirty, and over the thirty; and Jeremiah, 
and Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Jozabad 

5 the Gederathite; Eluzai, and Jerimoth, 
and Bealiah, and Shcmariah, and Sheph- 

6 atiah the Haruphitc; Elkanah, and Is- 
shiah, and Azarel, and Joezer, and 

7 Jashobeam, the Korahites; and Joelah, 
and Zebadiah, the sons of Jeroham of 

8 Gedor. And of the Gadites there separ¬ 
ated themselves unto David to the hold 
in the wilderness, mighty men of valour, 
men trained for war, that could handle 
shield and spear; whose faces were like 
the faces of Hons, and they were as swift 

9 as the roes upon the mountains; Ezer 
the chief, Obadiah the second, Eliab 

10 the third; Mishmannah the fourth, 

11 Jeremiah the fifth; Attai the sixth, Eliel 
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the seventh; Johanan the eighth, Elza- 12 
bad the ninth; Jeremiah the tenth, 13 
Machbannai the eleventh. These of the 14 
sons of Gad were captains of the host: 
he that was least was 3 equal to an hun¬ 
dred, and the greatest 3 to a thousand. 
These are they that went over Jordan 15 
in the first month, when it had overflown 
all its banks; and they put to flight all 
them of the valleys, both toward the 
east, and toward the west. And there 16 
came of the children of Benjamin and 
Judah to the hold unto David. And 17 
David went out to meet them, and 
answered and said unto them. If ye be 
come peaceably unto me to help me, 
mine heart shall be knit unto you: but 
if ye be come to betray me to mine ad¬ 
versaries, seeing there is no 4 wrong in 
mine hands, the God of our fathers look 
thereon, and rebuke it. Then the spirit 18 
s came upon Amasai, who w T as chief of 
the 6 thirty, and he said , Thine are we, 
David, and on thy side, thou son of 
Jesse: peace, peace be unto thee, and 
peace be to thine helpers; for thy God 
hclpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them captains of the 
band. Of Manasseh also there fell away 19 
some to David, when he came with the 
Philistines against Saul to battle, but 
they helped them not: for the lords of 
the Philistines upon advisement sent 
him away, saying. He will fall away to his 
master Saul to the jeopardy of our heads. 

As he went to Ziklag, there fell to him 20 
of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jozabad, and 
Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, and 
Elihu, and Zillethai, captains of thou¬ 
sands that were of Manasseh. And they 21 
helped David against the band of rovers: 
for they were all mighty men of valour, 
and were captains in the host. For from 22 
day to day there came to David to help 
him, until it was a great host, like the 
host of God. 

And these are the numbers of the 23 
heads of them that were armed for war, 
which came to David to Hebron, to turn 
the kingdom of Saul to him, according 
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24 to the word of the Lord. The children 
of Judah that bare shield and spear were 
six thousand and eight hundred, armed 

25 for war. Of the children of Simeon, 
mighty men of valour for the war, seven 

26 thousand and one hundred. Of the chil¬ 
dren of Levi four thousand and six hun- 

27 dred. And Jehoiada was the leader of 
the house of Aaron, and with him were 

28 three thousand and seven hundred; and 
Zadok, a young man mighty of valour, 
and of Ills father’s house twenty and two 

29 captains. And of the children of Ben¬ 
jamin, the brethren of Saul, three thou¬ 
sand: for hitherto the greatest part of 
them had *kept their allegiance to the 

30 house of Saul. And of the children of 
Ephraim twenty thousand and eight 
hundred, mighty men of valour, famous 

31 men in their fathers’ houses. And of the 
half tribe of Alanassch eighteen thou¬ 
sand, which were expressed by name, to 

32 come and make David lung. And of the 
children of Issachar, men that had un¬ 
derstanding of the times, to know what 
Israel ought to do; the heads of them 
were two hundred; and all their brethren 

33 were at their commandment. Of Zebu- 
lun, such as were able to go out in the j 
host, that could set the battle in array, 
with all manner of instruments of war, 
fifty thousand; and that could order the 
battle array, and ivere not of double 

34 heart. And of Naphtali a thousand cap¬ 
tains, and with them with shield and 

35 spear thirty and seven thousand. And 
of the Danitcs that could set the battle 
in array, twenty and eight thousand and 

36 six hundred. And of Asher, such as 
were able to go out in the host, that 
could set the battle in array, forty thou- 

37 sand. And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and 
of the half tribe of Manasseh, with all 
manner of instruments of war for the 
battle, an hundred and twenty thousand. 

38 All these, being men of war, that could 
order the battle array, came with a per¬ 
fect heart to Hebron, to make David 
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king over all Israel: and all the rest also 
of Israel were of one heart to make 
David king. And they were there with 39 
David dirce days, eating and drinking: 
for their brethren had made preparation 
for them. Moreover they that were nigh 40 
unto them, even as far as Issachar and 
Zebulun and Naphtali, brought bread 
on asses, and on camels, and on mules, 
and on oxen, victual of meal, cakes of 
figs, and clusters of raisins, and wine, 
and oil, and oxen, and sheep in abund¬ 
ance: for there was joy in Israel. 

AND David consulted with the 
captains of thousands and of hun¬ 
dreds, even with every leader. And 2 
David said unto all the assembly of 
Israel, If it seem good unto you, and if 
it be of the Lord our God, let us send 
abroad every where unto our brethren 
that are left in all the 2 land of Israel, 
3 with whom the priests and Levitcs are 
in their cities that have 4 suburbs, that 
they may gather themselves unto us: 
and let us bring again the ark of our God 3 
to us: for w r e sought not unto it in the 
days of Saul. And all the assembly said 4 
that they would do so: for the thing wras 
right in the eyes of all the people. So 5 
David assembled all Israel together, 
from Shihor the brook of Egypt even 
unto the entering in of Hamath, to bring 
the ark of God from Kiriath-jearim. 
And David went up, and all Israel, to 6 
Baalah, that is, to Kiriath-jearim, which 
belonged to Judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God, the Lord that 
5 sitteth upon the cherubim, 6 which is 
called by the Name. And they carried 7 
the ark of God upon a new cart, and 
brought it out of the house of Abinadab: 
and Uzza and Ahio dravc the cart. And 8 
David and all Israel played before God 
with all their might: even with songs, 
and with harps, and with psalteries, and 
with timbrels, and with cymbals, and 
with trumpets. And when they came 9 
unto the threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza 
put forth his hand to hold the ark; for 
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10 the oxen Stumbled. And the anger of 
the Lord was kindled against Uzza, and 
he smote him, because he put forth his 
hand to the ark: and there he died before 

11 God. And David was displeased, be¬ 
cause the Lord had broken forth upon 
Uzza: and he called that place 2 Pcrez- 

12 uzza, unto this day. And David was 
afraid of God that day, saying. How 
shall I bring the ark of God home to 

13 me ? So David removed not the ark unto 
him into the city of David, but carried 
it aside into the house of Obed-edom 

14 the Gittite. And the ark of God re¬ 
mained with the family of Obcd-cdom 
in his house three months: and the Lord 
blessed the house of Obed-edom, and 
all that he had. 

AND Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and cedar 
trees, and masons, and carpenters, to 

2 build him an house. And David per¬ 
ceived that the Lord had established 
him king over Israel, for his kingdom 
was exalted on high, for his people 
Israel’s sake. 

3 And David took more wives at Jeru¬ 
salem: and David begat more sons and 

4 daughters. And these are the names of 
the children which he had in Jerusalem; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and 

5 Solomon; and Ibhar, and Elishua, and 

6 Elpclet; and Nogah, and Nepheg, and 

7 Japliia; and Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphelet. 

8 And when the Philistines heard that 
David was anointed king over all Israel, 
all the Philistines went up to seek David: 
and David heard of it, and went out 

9 3 against them. Now the Philistines had 
come and made a raid in the valley of 

10 Rcphaim. And David inquired of God, 
saying, Shall 1 go up against the Philis¬ 
tines? and wilt thou deliver them into 
mine hand? And the Lord said unto 
him. Go up; for I will deliver them into 

11 thine hand. So they came up to Baal- 
perazim, and David smote them there; 
and David said, God hath + brokcn mine 
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enemies by mine hand, like the breach 
of waters. Therefore they called the 
name of that place s Baal-pcrazim. And 12 
they left their gods there; and David 
gave commandment, and they were 
burned with fire. And the Philistines 13 
yet again made a raid in the valley. And 14 
David inquired again of God; and God 
said unto him. Thou shalt not go up 
after them: turn away from them, and 
come upon them over against the 6 mul- 
berry trees. And it shall be, when thou 15 
hcarest the sound of marching in the 
tops of the mulberry trees, that then 
thou shalt go out to battle: for God is 
gone out before thee to smite the host 
of the Philistines. And David did as 16 
God commanded him: and they smote 
the host of the Philistines from 7 Gibeon 
even to Gczer. And the fame of David 17 
went out into all lands; and the Lord 
brought the fear of him upon all nations. 
AND David made him houses in 
the city of David; and he pre¬ 
pared a place for the ark of God, and 
pitched for it a tent. Then David said, 2 
None ought to carry the ark of God but 
the Levites: for them hath the Lord 
chosen to carry the ark of God, and to 
minister unto him for ever. And David 3 
assembled all Israel at Jerusalem, to 
bring up the ark of the Lord unto its 
place, which he had prepared for it. 
And David gathered together the sons 4 
of Aaron, and the Levites: of the sons 5 
of Kohath; Uriel the chief, and his 
brethren an hundred and twenty: of the 6 
sons of Mcrari; Asaiah the chief, and 
his brethren two hundred and twenty: 
of the sons of Gcrshorn; Joel the chief, 7 
and his brethren an hundred and thirty: 
of the sons of Elizaphan; Shemaiah the 8 
chief, and his brethren two hundred: of 9 
the sons of Hebron; Eliel the chief, and 
his brethren fourscore: of the sons of 10 
Uzziel; Amminadab the chief, and his 
brethren an hundred and twelve. And 11 
David called for Zadok and Abiathar the 
priests, and for the Levites, for Uriel, 
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Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, 

12 and Amminadab, and said unto them, 

Ye are the heads of the fathers’ houses of 
the Levites: sanctify yourselves, both ye 
and your brethren, that ye may bring up 
the ark of the Lord, the God of Israel, 
unto the place that I have prepared for 

13 it. For because ye hare it not at the first, 
the Lord our God made a breach upon 
us, for that we sought him not according 

14 to the ordinance. So the priests and the 
Levites sanctified themselves to bring 
up the ark of the Lord, the God of 

15 Israel. And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their shoulders 
with the staves thereon, as Moses com¬ 
manded according to the word of the 

16 Lord. And David spake to the chief 
of the Levites to appoint their brethren 
the singers, with instruments of music, 
psalteries and harps and cymbals, sound¬ 
ing aloud and lifting up the voice with 

17 joy. So the Levites appointed Heman 
the son of Joel; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of the 
sons of Mcrari their brethren, Ethan the 

18 son of Kushaiah; and with them their 
brethren of the second degree, Zech- 
ariah, Ben, and Jaaziel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehiel, and Unni, Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Maaseiah, and Mattithiah, 
and Eliphelehu, and Mikneiah, and 
Obed-edom, and Jeicl, the doorkeepers. 

19 So the singers, Heman, Asaph, and 
Ethan, were appointed , with cymbals of 

20 brass to sound aloud; and Zechariah, 
and Aziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and 
Benaiah, with psalteries set to Alamoth; 

21 and Mattithiah, and Eliphelehu, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, 
and Azaziah, with harps set to the 

22 Sheminith, to lead. And Chenaniah, 
chief of the Levites, was over x the song: 
he instructed about x the song, because 

23 he was skilful. And Berechiah and 
Elkanah were doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and Joshaphat, and 
Nethanel, and Amasai, and Zechariah, 
and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the priests, 
did blow with the trumpets before the 

I Or, the carrying of the ark Heb. the lifting up. 
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ark of God: and Obed-edom and Jehiah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. So David, 25 
and the elders of Israel, and the captains 
over thousands, went to bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord out of 
the house of Obed-edom with joy: and 26 
it came to pass, when God helped the 
Levites that bare the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord, that they sacrificed seven 
bullocks and seven rams. And David 27 
was clothed with a robe of fine linen, and 
all the Levites that bare the ark, and the 
singers, and Chenaniah the master of 
r the song with the singers: and David 
had upon him an ephod of linen. Thus 28 
all Israel brought up the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord with shouting, and 
with sound of the cornet, and with trum¬ 
pets, and with cymbals, sounding aloud 
with psalteries and harps. And it came 29 
to pass, as the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord came to the city of David, that 
Michal the daughter of Saul looked out 
at the window, and saw king David 
dancing and playing; and she despised 
him in her heart. And they 1 
brought in the ark of God, and 
set it in the midst of the tent that David 
had pitched for it: and they offered 
burnt offerings and peace offerings be¬ 
fore God. And when David had made 2 
an end of offering the burnt offering and 
the peace offerings, he blessed the peo¬ 
ple in the name of the Lord. And he 3 
dealt to every one of Israel, both man 
and woman, to every one a loaf of bread, 
and a portion 2 of fleshy and a cake of 
raisins. 

And he appointed certain of the Le- 4 
vites to minister before the ark of the 
Lord, and to celebrate and to thank and 
praise the Lord, the God of Israel: 
Asaph the chief, and second to him 5 
Zechariah, 3 Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, 
with psalteries and with harps; and 
Asaph with cymbals, sounding aloud; 
and Benaiah and Jahaziel the priests 6 
with trumpets continually, before the 
ark of the covenant of God. 

2 Or, of wine 3 In ch. 15.18, Jaaziel. 
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7 Then on that day did David 1 first 
ordain to give thanks unto the Lord, by 
the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 

8 O give thanks unto the Lord, call 

upon his name; 

Make known his doings among the 
peoples. 

9 Sing unto him, sing praises unto him; 
2 Talk ye of all his marvellous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name: 

Let the heart of them rejoice that seek 
the Lord. 

11 Seek ye the Lord and his strength; 
Seek his face evermore. 

12 Remember his marvellous works that 

he hath done; 

His wonders, and the judgements of 
his mouth; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, 

Ye children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God: 

His judgements are in all the earth. 

15 Remember his covenant for ever, 

The word which he commanded to a 

thousand generations; 

16 The covenant which he made with 

Abraham, 

And his oath unto Isaac; 

17 And confirmed the same unto Jacob 

for a statute. 

To Israel for an everlasting covenant: 

18 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land 

of Canaan, 

The 3 lot of your inheritance: 

19 When ye were but a few men in 

number; 

Yea, very few, and sojourners in it; 

20 And they went about from nation to 

nation. 

And from one kingdom to another 
people. 

21 He suffered no man to do them wrong; 
Yea, he reproved kings for their sakes; 

22 Saying , Touch not mine anointed 

ones. 

And do my prophets no harm. 

23 Sing unto the Lord, all the earth; 
Shew forth his salvation from day to 

day. 

24 Declare his glory among the nations, 
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His marvellous works among all the 
peoples. 

For great is the Lord, and highly to 25 
be praised: 

He also is to be feared above all gods. 

For all the gods of the peoples are 26 
4 idols: 

But the Lord made the heavens. 

Honour and majesty are before him: 27 

Strength and gladness are in his 
place. 

Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds of 28 
the peoples. 

Give unto the Lord glory and 
strength. 

Give unto the Lord the glory due 29 
unto his name: 

Bring an offering, and come before 
him: 

Worship the Lord s in the beauty of 
holiness. 

Tremble before him, all the earth: 30 

The world also is stablishcd that it 
cannot be moved. 

Let the heavens be glad, and let the 31 
earth rejoice; 

And let them say among the nations. 
The Lord reigneth. 

Let the sea roar, and the fulness 32 
thereof; 

Let the field exult, and all that is 
therein; 

Then shall the trees of the wood sing 33 
for joy before the Lord, 

For he cometh to judge the earth. 

O give thanks unto the Lord; for he 34 
is good: 

For his mercy endureth for ever. 

And say ye. Save us, O God of our 35 
salvation, 

And gather us together and deliver us 
from the nations. 

To give thanks unto thy holy name. 

And to triumph in thy praise. 

Blessed be the Lord, the God ol 36 
Israel, 

From everlasting even to everlasting. 
And all the people said. Amen, and 
praised the Lord. 

So he left there, before the ark of the 37 
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covenant of the Lord, Asaph and his 
brethren, to minister before the ark 
continually, as every day's work re- 

38 quired: and Obed-edom with their 
brethren, threescore and eight; Obed- 
edom also the son of Jeduthun and 

39 Hosah to be doorkeepers: and Zadok 
the priest, and liis brethren the priests, 
before the tabernacle of the Lord in the 

40 high place that was at Gibeon, to offer 
burnt offerings unto the Lord upon the 
altar of burnt offering continually morn¬ 
ing and evening, even according to all 
that is written in the law of the Lord, 

41 which he commanded unto Israel; and 
with them Heman and Jeduthun, and 
the rest that were chosen, who were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to give thanks to the 
Lord, because his mercy endureth for 

42 ever; and with them Heman and Jedu¬ 
thun with trumpets and cymbals for 
those that should sound aloud, and with 
instruments for the songs of God: and 
the sons of Jeduthun to be at the gate. 

43 And all the people departed every man 
to his house: and David returned to 
bless his house. 

AND it came to pass, when David 
dwelt in his house, that David 
said to Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell 
in an house of cedar, but the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord dwelleth under 

2 curtains. And Nathan said unto David, 
Do all that is in thine heart; for God is 

3 with thee. And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of God came to 

4 Nathan, saying. Go and tell David my 
servant. Thus saith the Lord, Thou 
shalt not build me an house to dwell in: 

5 for I have not dwelt in an house since 
the day that I brought up Israel, unto 
this day; but x have gone from tent to 
tent, and from one tabernacle to another. 

6 In all places wherein J have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word with any of the 
judges of Israel, whom I commanded to 
feed my people, saying. Why have ye 

7 not built me an house of cedar? Now 
therefore thus shalt thou say unto my 
servant David, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, I took thee from the 2 sheepcote, 

I Heb. have been. 2 Or, pasture 


from following the sheep, that thou 
shouldest be 3 prince over my people 
Israel: and I have been with thee 8 
whithersoever thou wentest, and have 
cut off all thine enemies from before 
thee; and I will make thee a name, like 
unto the name of the great ones that are 
in the earth. And I will appoint a place 9 
for my people Israel, and will plant them, 
that they may dwell in their own place, 
and be moved no more; neither shall the 
children of wickedness waste them any 
more, as at the first, and as from the 10 
day that I commanded judges to be over 
my people Israel; and I 4 will subdue all 
thine enemies. Moreover I tell tlice that 
the Lord will build thee an house. And 11 
it shall come to pass, when thy days be 
fulfilled that thou must go to be with 
thy fathers, that I will set up thy seed 
after thee, which shall be of thy sons; 
and I will establish his kingdom. lie 12 
shall build me an house, and I will 
establish his throne for ever. I will be 13 
his father, and he shall be my son: and 
1 will not take my mercy away from him, 
as I took it from him that was before 
thee: but I will settle him in mine house 14 
and in my kingdom for ever: and his 
throne shall be established for ever. 
According to all these words, and accord- 15 
ing to all this vision, so did Nathan 
speak unto David. 

Then David the king went in, and sat 16 
before the Lord; and he said. Who am 
I, O Lord God, and what is my house, 
that thou hast brought me thus far? 
And this was a small thing in thine eyes, 17 
O God; but thou hast spoken of thy 
servant’s house for a great while to come, 
and hast regarded me according to the 
estate of a man of high degree, O Lord 
G od. What can David say yet more unto 18 
thee concerning the honour which is 
done to thy servant? for thou knowest 
thy servant. O Lord, for thy servant’s 19 
sake, and according to thine own heart, 
hast thou wrought all this greatness, to 
make known all these great things. O 20 
Lord, there is none like thee, neither is 
there any God beside thee, according to 
3 Or, leader 4 Or, have subdued 
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all that we have heard with our ears. 

21 1 And what one nation in the earth is like 
thy people Israel, whom God went to 
redeem unto himself for a people, to 
make thee a name by great and terrible 
things, in driving out nations from be¬ 
fore thy people, which thou redeemedst 

22 out of Egypt? For thy people Israel 
didst thou make thine own people for 
ever; and thou. Lord, becamest their 

23 God. And now, O Lord, let the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, be 
established for ever, and do as thou hast 

24 spoken. 2 And let thy name be estab¬ 
lished and magnified for ever, saying. 
The Lord of hosts is the God of Israel, 
even a God to Israel: and the house of 
David thy servant is established before 

25 thee. For thou, O my God, hast re¬ 
vealed to thy servant that thou wilt build 
him an house: therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray before thee. 

26 And now, O Lord, thou art God, and 
hast promised this good thing unto thy 

27 servant: and now it hath pleased thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that it 
may continue for ever before thee: for 
thou, O Lord, hast blessed, and it is 
blessed for ever. 

AND after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, 
and subdued them, and took Gath and 
her towns out of the hand of the Philis- 

2 tines. And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became servants to David, and 

3 brought presents. And David smote 
Hadarezer king of Zobah 3 unto Hamath, 
as he went to stablish his dominion by 

4 the river Euphrates. And David took 
from him a thousand chariots, and seven 
thousand horsemen, and twenty thou¬ 
sand footmen: and David houghed all 
the chariot horses, but reserved of them 

5 for an hundred chariots. And when *the 
Syrians of 5 Damascus came to succour 
Hadarezer king of Zobah, David smote 
of Rhe Syrians two and twenty thousand 

6 men. Then David put garrisons in 4 Syria 


of 5 Damascus; and 4 the Syrians became 
servants to David, and brought presents. 
And the Lord 6 gave victory to David 
whithersoever he went. And David took 7 
the shields of gold that were on the serv¬ 
ants of Hadarezer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. And from Tibhath and from 8 
Cun, cities of Hadarezer, David took 
very much brass, wherewith Solomon 
made the brasen sea, and the pillars, and 
the vessels of brass. And when Tou 9 
king of Hamath heard that David had 
smitten all the host of Hadarezer king 
of Zobah, he sent Hadoram his son to 10 
king David, to salute him, and to bless 
him, because he had fought against 
Hadarezer and smitten him; for Hada¬ 
rezer had wars with Tou; and he had 
with him all manner of vessels of gold 
and silver and brass. These also did 11 
king David dedicate unto the Lord, 
with the silver and the gold that he 
carried away from all the nations; from 
Edom, and from Moab, and from the 
children of Ammon, and from the 
Philistines, and from Amalek. Alore- 12 
over 7 Abishai the son of Zeruiah smote 
of the Edomites in the Valley of Salt 
eighteen thousand. And he put garri- 13 
sons in Edom; and all the Edomites be¬ 
came servants to David. And the Lord 
(, gave victory to David whithersoever he 
went. 

And David reigned over all Israel; 14 
and he executed judgement and justice 
unto all his people. And Joab the son 15 
of Zeruiah was over the host; and Je- 
hoshaphat the son of Ahilud was Re¬ 
corder. And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 16 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were priests; and Shavsha was ^scribe; 
and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was 17 
over the Chercthites and the Pelethites; 
and the sons of David were chief about 
the king. 

AND it came to pass after this, 
that Nahash the king of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon died, and his son 
reigned in his stead. And David said, 2

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I will shew kindness unto Hanun the 
son of Nahash, because his father shewed 
kindness to me. So David sent messen¬ 
gers to comfort him concerning his fa¬ 
ther. And David’s servants came into 
the land of the children of Ammon to 

3 Hanun, to comfort him. But the princes 
of the children of Ammon said to 
Hanun, Thinkest thou that David doth 
honour thy father, that he hath sent 
comforters unto thee? are not his serv¬ 
ants come unto thee for to search, and 
to overthrow, and to spy out the land? 

4 So Hanun took David’s servants, and 
shaved them, and cut off their garments 
in the middle, even to their buttocks, 

5 and sent them away. Then there went 
certain, and told David how the men 
were served. And he sent to meet them; 
for the men were greatly ashamed. And 
the king said. Tarry at Jericho until 
your beards be grown, and then return. 

6 And when the children of Ammon saw 
that they had made themselves odious 
to David, Hanun and the children of 
Ammon sent a thousand talents of silver 
to hire them chariots and horsemen out 
of Mesopotamia, and out of Aram- 

7 maacah, and out of Zobah. So they 
hired them thirty and two thousand 
chariots, and the king of Maacah and 
his people; who came and pitched be¬ 
fore Medeba. And the children of Am¬ 
mon gathered themselves together from 

8 their cities, and came to battle. And 
when David heard of it, he sent Joab, 

9 and all the host of the mighty men. And 
the children of Ammon came out, and 
put the battle in array at the gate of the 
city: and the kings that were come were 

10 by themselves in the field. Now when 
Joab saw that x the battle was set against 
him before and behind, he chose of all 
the choice men of Israel, and put them 

11 in array against the Syrians. And the 
rest of the people he committed into the 
hand of 2 Abishai his brother, and they 
put themselves in array against the chil- 

12 dren of Ammon. And he said. If the 
Syrians be too strong for me, then thou 
shalt help me: but if the children of 
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Ammon be too strong for thee, then I 
will help thee. Be of good courage, and 13 
let us play the men for our people, and 
for the cities of our God: and the Lord 
do that which seemeth him good. So 14 
Joab and the people that were with him 
drew nigh before the Syrians unto the 
battle; and they fled before him. And 15 
when the children of Ammon saw that 
the Syrians were fled, they likewise fled 
before Abishai his brother, and entered 
into the city. Then Joab came to Jeru¬ 
salem. And when the Syrians saw that 16 
they were put to the worse before Israel, 
they sent messengers, and drew forth 
the Syrians that were beyond the River, 
with Shophach the captain of the host 
of Hadarezer at their head. And it was 17 
told David; and he gathered all Israel 
together, and passed over Jordan, and 
came upon them, and set the battle in 
array against them. So when David had 
put the battle in array against the 
Syrians, they fought with him. And the 18 
Syrians fled before Israel; and David 
slew' of the Syrians the men of seven 
thousand chariots, and forty thousand 
footmen, and killed Shophach the cap¬ 
tain of the host. And when the servants 19 
of Hadarezer saw that they were put to 
the worse before Israel, they made peace 
with David, and served him: neither 
would the Syrians help the children of 
Ammon any more. 

AND it came to pass, at the time 
of the return of the year, at the 
time when kings go out to battle , that 
Joab led forth the power of the army, 
and wasted the country of the children 
of Ammon, and came and besieged Rab- 
bah. But David tarried at Jerusalem. 
And Joab smote Rabbah, and overthrew 
it. And David took the crown of 3 their 2 
king from off his head, and found it to 
weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it; and it was set upon 
David’s head: and he brought forth the 
spoil of the city, exceeding much. And 3 
he brought forth the people that were 
therein, and cut them with saws, and 
with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
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And thus did David unto all the cities 
of the children of Ammon. And David 
and all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

4 And it came to pass after this, that 
there arose war at ^ezer with the Phil¬ 
istines: then Sibbecai the Hushathite 
slew Sippai, of the sons of the 2 giant: 

5 and they were subdued. And there was 
again war with the Philistines; and Elha- 
nan the son of Jair slew Lahmi the bro¬ 
ther of Goliath the Gittite, the staff of 
whose spear was like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And there was again war at Gath, where 
was a man of great stature, whose fingers 
and toes were four and twenty, six on 
each hand , and six on each foot ; and he 

7 also was born unto the 3 giant. And 
when he 4 defied Israel, Jonathan the son 
of Shimea David’s brother slew him. 

8 These were bom unto the 3 giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 

AND 5 Satan stood up against Is¬ 
rael, and moved David to number 

2 Israel. And David said to Joab and to 
the princes of the people. Go, number 
Israel from Beer-sheba even to Dan; 
and bring me word, that I may know the 

3 sum of them. And Joab said. The Lord 
make his people an hundred times so 
many more as they be: but, my lord the 
king, arc they not all my lord's servants ? 
why doth my lord require this thing? 
why will he be a cause of guilt unto 

4 Israel? Nevertheless the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab. Wherefore Joab 
departed, and went throughout all Is- 

5 rael, and came to Jerusalem. And Joab 
gave up the sum of the numbering of 
the people unto David. And all they of 
Israel were a thousand thousand and an 
hundred thousand men that drew sword: 
and Judah was four hundred threescore 
and ten thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he not 
among them: for the king’s word was 

7 abominable to Joab. And God was dis¬ 
pleased with this thing; therefore he 

8 smote Israel. And David said unto God, 
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I have sinned greatly, in that I have 
done this thing: but now, put away, I 
beseech thee, the iniquity of thy serv¬ 
ant; for I have done very foolishly. And 9 
the Lord spake unto Gad, David’s seer, 
saying. Go and speak unto David, say- 10 
ing. Thus saith the Lord, I 6 offer thee 
three things; choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it unto thee. So Gad came 11 
to David, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Take which thou wilt; either 12 
three years of famine; or three months 
to be consumed before thy foes, while 
that the sword of thine enemies over- 
taketh thee; or else three days the sword 
of the Lord, ’even pestilence in the land, 
and the angel of the Lord destroying 
throughout all the coasts of Israel. Now 
therefore consider what answer I shall 
return to him that sent me. And David 13 
said unto Gad, I am in a great strait: let 
me fall now into the hand of the Lord; 
for very 8 great are his mercies: and let 
me not fall into the hand of man. So the 14 
Lord sent a pestilence upon Israel: and 
there fell of Israel seventy thousand 
men. And God sent an angel unto Jeru- 15 
salem to destroy it: and as he was about 
to destroy, the Lord beheld, and he re¬ 
pented him of the evil, and said to the 
destroying angel. It is enough; now stay 
thine hand. And the angel of the Lord 
stood by the threshing-floor of ’Oman 
the Jebusite. And David lifted up his 16 
?yes, and saw the angel of the Lord 
stand between the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
stretched out over Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders, clothed in sack¬ 
cloth, fell upon their faces. And David 17 
said unto God, Is it not I that com¬ 
manded the people to be numbered? 
even I it is that have sinned and done 
very wickedly; but these sheep, what 
have they done? let thine hand, I pray 
thee, O Lord my God, be against me, 
and against my father’s house; but not 
against thy people, that they should be 
plagued. Then the angel of the Lord 18 
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commanded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and rear an altar 
unto the Lord in the threshing-floor of 

19 Oman the Jcbusite. And David went 
up at the saying of Gad, which he spake 

20 in the name of the Lord. And Oman 
turned back, and saw the angel; and his 
four sons that were with him hid them¬ 
selves. Now Oman was threshing wheat. 

21 And as David came to Oman, Oman 
looked and saw David, and went out of 
the threshing-floor, and bowed himself 
to David with his face to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Give me the 
place of this threshing-floor, that I may 
build thereon an altar unto the Lord: 
for the full price shalt thou give it me: 
that the plague may be stayed from the 

23 people. And Oman said unto David, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the king 
do that which is good in his eyes: lo, I 
give thee the oxen for burnt offerings, 
and the threshing instruments for wood, 
and the wheat for the meal offering; I 

24 give it all. And king David said to 
Oman, Nay; but I will verily buy it for 
the full price: for I will not take that 
which is thine for the Lord, nor offer a 

25 burnt ofFering without cost. So David 
gave to Oman for the place six hundred 

26 shekels of gold by weight. And David 
built there an altar unto the Lord, and 
offered burnt offerings and peace offer¬ 
ings, and called upon the Lord; and he 
answered him from heaven by fire upon 

27 the altar of burnt offering. And the Lord 
commanded the angel; and he put up his 
sword again into the sheath thereof. 

28 At that time, when David saw that the 
Lord had answered him in the thresh¬ 
ing-floor of Oman the Jebusite, then 

29 he sacrificed there. For the tabernacle of 
the Lord, which Moses made in the 
wilderness, and the altar of burnt offer¬ 
ing, were at that time in the high place at 

30 Gibeon. But David could not go before 
it to inquire of God: tor he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of the 

Lord. Then David said. This 
is the house of the Lord God, and 
this is the altar of burnt offering for Israel. 
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And David commanded to gather to- 2 
gether the strangers that were in the 
land of Israel; and he set masons to hew 
wrought stones to build the house of 
God. And David prepared iron in 3 
abundance for the nails for the doors 
of the gates, and for the couplings; and 
brass in abundance without weight; and 4 
cedar trees without number: for the 
Zidonians and they of Tyre brought 
cedar trees in abundance to David. And 5 
David said, Solomon my son is young 
and tender, and the house that is to be 
builded for the Lord must be exceeding 
magnificat, of fame and of glory through¬ 
out all countries: I will therefore make 
preparation for it. So David prepared 
abundantly before his death. 

Then he called for Solomon his son, 6 
and charged him to build an house for 
the Lord, the God of Israel. And David 7 
said to Solomon *his son, As for me, it 
was in my heart to build an house unto 
the name of the Lord my God. But the 8 
word of the Lord came to me, saying. 
Thou hast shed blood abundantly, and 
hast made great wars: thou shalt not 
build an house unto my name, because 
thou hast shed much blood upon the 
earth in my sight: behold, a son shall be 9 
born to thee, who shall be a man of rest; 
and I will give him rest from all his 
enemies round about: for his name shall 
be ^Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days: he ig 
shall build an house for my name; and 
he shall be my son, and I will be his 
father; and I will establish the throne 
of his kingdom over Israel for ever. 
Now, my son, the Lord be with thee; n 
and prosper thou, and build the house 
of the Lord thy God, as he hath spoken 
concerning thee. Only the Lord give 12 
thee discretion and understanding, and 
give thee charge concerning Israel; that 
so thou mayest keep the law of the Lord 
thy God. Then shalt thou prosper, if 13 
thou observe to do the statutes and the 
judgements which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel: be strong, 
and of good courage; fear not, neither 
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14 be dismayed. Now, behold, in my 
“affliction I have prepared for the house 
of the Lord an hundred thousand talents 
of gold, and a thousand thousand talents 
of silver; and of brass and iron without 
weight; for it is in abundance: timber 
also and stone have I prepared; and thou 

15 mayest add thereto. Moreover there 
are workmen with thee in abundance, 
hewers and workers of stone and timber, 
and all men that are cunning in any 

16 manner of work; of the gold, the silver, 
and the brass, and the iron, there is no 
number; arise and be doing, and the 

17 Lord be with thee. David also com¬ 
manded all the princes of Israel to help 

18 Solomon his son, saying , Is not the Lord 
your God with you? and hath he not 
given you rest on every side? for he hath 
delivered the inhabitants of the land 
into mine hand; and the land is subdued 
before the Lord, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your soul to 
seek after the Lord your God; arise 
therefore, and build ye the sanctuary 
of the Lord God, to bring the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, and the 
holy vessels of God, into the house 
that is to be built to the name of the 
Lord. 

NOW David was old and full of 
days; and he made Solomon his 

2 son king over Israel. And he gathered 
together all the princes of Israel, with 

3 the priests and the Levites. And the 
Levites were numbered from thirty years 
old and upward: and their number by 
their polls, man by man, was thirty and 

4 eight thousand. Of these, twenty and 
four thousand were to oversee the work 
of the house of the Lord ; and six thou- 

5 sand were officers and judges: and four 
thousand were doorkeepers; and four 
thousand praised the Lord with the 
instruments which I made, said David , 

6 to praise therewith. And David divided 
them into 2 courses according to the sons 
of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

7 Of the Gershonites; 3 Ladan and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Ladan; Jehiel the chief, and 
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Zetham, and Joel, three. The sons of 9 
Shimei; Shelomoth, and Haziel, and 
Haran, three. These were the heads of 
the fathers* houses of Ladan. And the 10 
sons of Shimei; Jahath, 4 2 ina, and Jeush, 
and Bcriah. These four were the sons 
of Shimei. And Jahath was the chief, 11 
and Zizah the second: but Jeush and 
Beriah had not many sons; therefore 
they became a fathers’ house in one 
reckoning. The sons of Kohath; Am- 12 
ram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uz/.iel, four. 
The sons of Amram; Aaron and Moses: 13 
and Aaron was separated, 5 that he should 
sanctify the most holy things, he and liis 
sons, for ever, to burn incense before 
the Lord, to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name, lor ever. But as for 14 
Moses the man of God, his sons were 
named among the tribe of Levi. The 15 
sons of Moses; Gcrshom and Eliezer. 
The sons of Gershom; 6 Shebuel the 16 
chief. And the sons of Eliezer were, 17 
Rehabiah the chief. And Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of Reha¬ 
biah were very many. The sons of Izhar; 18 
7 Shelomith the chief. The sons of He- i£ 
bron; Jeriah the chief, Amariah the 
second, Jahaziel the third, and Jeka- 
meam the fourth. The sons of Uzziel; 20 
Micah the chief, and Isshiah the second. 
The sons of Merari; Mahli and Alushi. 21 
The sons of Mahli; Eleazar and Kish. 
And Eleazar died, and had no sons, but 22 
daughters only: and their brethren the 
sons of Kish took them to wife* The 23 
sons of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, and 
Jeremoth, three. These were the sons 24 
of Levi after their fathers’ houses, even 
the heads of the fathers* houses of those 
of them that were counted, in the num¬ 
ber of names by their polls, who did the 
work for the service of the house of the 
Lord, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward. For David said. The Lord, the 25 
God of Israel, hath given rest unto his 
people; and he dwelleth in Jerusalem 
for ever: and also the Levites shall no 26 
more have need to carry the tabernacle 
and all the vessels of it for the service 
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27 thereof. For *by the last words of David 
the sons of Levi were numbered, from 

28 twenty years old and upward. For 2 their 
office was to wait on the sons of Aaron 
for the service of the house of the Lord, 
in the courts, and in the chambers, and 
in the purifying of all holy things, even 
the work of the service of the house of 

29 God; for the shewbread also, and for the 
fine flour for a meal offering, whether of 
unleavened wafers, or of that which is 
baked in the pan, or of that which is 
soaked, and for all manner of measure 

30 and size; and to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and likewise 

31 at even; and to offer all burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord, in the sabbaths, in 
the new moons, and on the set feasts, 
in number according to the ordinance 
concerning them, continually before 

32 the Lord : and that they should keep the 
charge of the tent of meeting, and the 
charge of the holy place, and the charge 
of the sons of Aaron their brethren, for 
the service of the house of the Lord. 

AND the courses of the sons of 
Aaron were these . The sons of 
Aaron; Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and 

2 Ithamar. But Nadab and Abihu died 
before their father, and had no children : 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar executed 

3 the priest’s office. 3 And David with 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and Ahime- 
lech of the sons of Ithamar, divided 
them according to their ordering in 

4 their service. And there were more chief 
men found of the sons of Eleazar than 
of the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided: of the sons of Eleazar 
there were sixteen, heads of fathers’ 
houses; and of the sons of Ithamar, ac¬ 
cording to their fathers’ houses, eight. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one sort 
with another; for there were princes of 
the sanctuary, and princes of God, both 
of the sons of Eleazar, and of the sons 

6 of Ithamar. And Shemaiah the son of 
Nethanel the scribe, who was of the 
Levites, wrote them in the presence of 
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the king, and the princes, and Zadok the 
priest, and Ahimelech the son of Abia- 
thar, and the heads of the fathers’ houses 
of the priests and of the Levites: one 
fathers’ house being taken for Eleazar, 
and 4 one taken for Ithamar. Now the 7 
first lot came forth to Jehoiarib, the 
second to Jedaiah; the third to Harim, 8 
the fourth to Seorim; the fifth to Mai- 9 
chijah, the sixth to Mijamin; the seventh 10 
to Hakkoz, the eighth to Abijah; the 11 
ninth to Jeshua, the tenth to Shccaniah; 
the eleventh to Eliashib, the twelfth to 12 
Jakim; the thirteenth to Huppah, the 13 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab; the fifteenth 14 
to Bilgah, the sixteenth to Immer; the 15 
seventeenth to Hezir, the eighteenth to 
Happizzez; the nineteenth to Pethahiah, 16 
the twentieth to Jehezkel; the one and 17 
twentieth to Jachin, the two and twen¬ 
tieth to Gamul; the three and twentieth 18 
to Delaiah, the four and twentieth to 
Maaziah. This was the ordering of them 19 
in their service, to come into the house 
of the Lord according to the ordinance 
given unto them by the hand of Aaron 
their father, as the Lord, the God of 
Israel, had commanded him. 

And of the rest of the sons of Levi: 20 
of the sons of Amram, 5 Shubael; of the 
sons of Shubael,Jehdeiah. OfRehabiah: 21 
of the sons of Rehabiah, Isshiah the 
chief. Of the Izharites, 6 Shelomoth; of 22 
the sons of Shelomoth, Jahath. And the 23 
sons of Hebron; Jeriah the chief , Amariah 
the second, Jahaziel the third, Jeka- 
meam the fourth. The sons of Uzziel, 24 
Micah; of the sons of Micah, Shamir. 
The brother of Micah, Isshiah: of the 25 
sons of Isshiah, Zechariah. The sons 26 
of Merari; Mahli and Mushi: the sons 
of Jaaziah; Beno. The sons of Merari; of 27 
Jaaziah, Beno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, 
and Ibri. Of Mahli; Eleazar, who had 28 
no sons. Of Kish; the sons of Kish, 29 
Jerahmeel. And the sons of Mushi; 30 
Mahli, and Eder, and Jerimoth. These 
were the sons of the Levites after their 
fathers’ houses. These likewise cast lots 31 
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even as their brethren the sons of Aaron 
in the presence of David the king, and 
Zadok, and Ahimelech, and the heads of 
the fathers* houses of the priests and of 
the Levites; the fathers* houses of the 
chief even as those of his younger 
brother. 

MOREOVER David and the cap¬ 
tains of the host separated for the 
service certain of the sons of Asaph, and 
of Heman, and of Jcduthun, who should 
prophesy with harps, with psalteries, 
and with cymbals: and the number of 
them that did the work according to 

2 their service was: of the sons of Asaph; 
Zaccur, and Joseph, and Nethaniah, and 
^sharclah, the sons of Asaph; under 
the hand of Asaph, who prophesied 

3 2 aftcr the order of the king. Of Jedu- 
thun: the sons of Jeduthun; Gedaliah, 
and 3 Zeri, and Jeshaiah, Hashabiah, and 
Mattithiah, 4 six; under the hands of 
their father Jeduthun with the harp, 
who prophesied in giving thanks and 

4 praising the Lord. Of Heman: the sons 
of Heman; Bukkiah, Mattaniah, 5 Uzziel, 
6 Shebuel, and Jcrimoth, Hananiah, Ha- 
nani, Eliathah, Giddalti, and Romamti- 
ezer, Joshbekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, 

5 Mahazioth: all these were the sons of 
Heman the king’s seer in the words of 
God, to lift up the horn. And God gave 
to Heman fourteen sons and three daugh- 

6 ters. All these were under the hands of 
their father for song in the house of 
the Lord, with cymbals, psalteries, and 
harps, for the service of the house of 
God; 7 Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman 

7 being under the order of the king. And 
the number of them, with their brethren 
that were instructed in singing unto the 
Lord, even all that were skilful, was two 

8 hundred fourscore and eight. And they 
cast lots 8 for their charges, all alike, as 
well the small as the great, the teacher 

9 as the scholar. Now the first lot came 
forth for Asaph to Joseph: the second 
to Gedaliah; he and his brethren and 

io sons were twelve: the third to Zaccur, 


his sons and his brethren, twelve: the 11 
fourth to Izri, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: the fifth to Nethaniah, his sons 12 
and his brethren, twelve: the sixth to 13 
Bukkiah, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: the seventh to Jesharelah, his 14 
sons and his brethren, twelve: the eighth 15 
to Jeshaiah, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: the ninth to Mattaniah, his sons 16 
and his brethren, twelve: the tenth to 17 
Shimci, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: the eleventh to Azarel, his sons 18 
and his brethren, twelve: the twelfth to 19 
Hashabiah, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: for the thirteenth, Shubael, his 20 
sons and his brethren, twelve: for the 21 
fourteenth, Mattithiah, his sons and his 
brethren, twelve: for the fifteenth to 22 
Jeremoth, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: for the sixteenth to Hananiah, 23 
his sons and his brethren, twelve: for 24 
the seventeenth to Joshbekashah, his 
sons and his brethren, twelve: for the 25 
eighteenth to Hanani, his sons and his 
brethren, twelve: for the nineteenth to 26 
Mallothi, his sons and his brethren, 
twelve: for the twentieth to Eliathah, his 27 
sons and his brethren, twelve: for the 28 
one and twentieth to Hothir, his sons 
and his brethren, twelve: for the two 29 
and twentieth to Giddalti, his sons and 
his brethren, twelve: for the three 30 
and twentieth to Mahazioth, his sons 
and his brethren, twelve: for the four and 31 
twentieth to Romamti-ezer, his sons and 
his brethren, twelve. 

FOR the courses of the door¬ 
keepers: of the Korahites; 9 Me- 
shelemiah the son of Kore, of the sons 
of ,0 Asaph. And Meshelemiah had 2 
sons; Zcchariah the firstborn, Jediael 
the second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel 
the fourth; Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the 3 
sixth, Eliehoenai the seventh. And 4 
Obed-edom had sons; Shemaiah the 
firstborn, Jehozabad the second, Joah 
the third, and Sacar the fourth, and 
Nethanel the fifth; Ammiel the sixth, 5 
Issachar the seventh, Peullethai the

Also unto 
Shemaiah his son were sons born, that 
ruled over the house of their father: for 

7 they were mighty men of valour. The 
sons of Shemaiah; Othni, and Rephael, 
and Obed, Elzabad, whose brethren 
were valiant men, Elihu, and Semachiah. 

8 All these were of the sons of Obed-edom: 
they and their sons and their brethren, 
able men in strength for the service; 

9 threescore and two of Obed-edom. And 
Meshelemiah had sons and brethren, 

10 valiant men, eighteen. Also Hosah, of 
the children of Merari, had sons; Shimri 
the chief, (for though he was not the 
firstborn, yet his father made him chief;) 

11 Hilkiah the second, Tebaliah the third, 
Zechariah the fourth: all the sons and 

12 brethren of Hosah were thirteen. Of 
these were the courses of the door¬ 
keepers, even of the chief men, having 
'charges like as their brethren, to minis- 

13 ter in the house of the Lord. And they 
cast lots, as well the small as the great, 
according to their fathers’ houses, for 

14 every gate. And the lot eastward fell to 
2 Shelcmiah. Then for Zechariah his 
son, a discreet counsellor, they cast lots; 

15 and his lot came out northward. To 
Obed-edom southward; and to his sons 

16 the storehouse. To Shuppim and Hosah 
westward, by the gate of 3 Shallecheth, 
at the causeway that goeth up, ward 

17 against ward. Eastward were six Le- 
vites, northward four a day, southward 
four a day, and for the storehouse two 

18 and two. For 4 Parbar westward, four at 

19 the causeway, and two at 4 Parbar. These 
were the courses of the doorkeepers; of 
the sons of the Korahites, and of the 
sons of Merari. 

20 5 And of the Levites, Ahijah was over 
the treasuries of the house of God, and 
over the treasuries of the 6 dedicated 

21 things. The sons of 7 Ladan; the sons 
of the Gcrshonites belonging to Ladan, 
the heads of the fathers’ houses belong¬ 
ing to Ladan the Gershonite; 8 Jehieli. 

22 The sons of Jehieli; Zetham, and Joel 
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his brother, over the treasuries of the 
house of the Lord. Of the Amramites, 23 
of the Izharites, of the Hebronites, of the 
Uzzielites: and Shebuel the son of Ger- 24 
shorn, the son of Moses, was ruler over 
the treasuries. And his brethren; of 25 
Eliezcr came Rchabiah his son, and 
Jeshaiah his son, and Joram his son, and 
Zichri his son, and Shelomoth his son. 
This Shelomoth and liis brethren were 26 
over all the treasuries of the dedicated 
things, which David the king, and the 
heads of the fathers’ houses , the captains 
over thousands and hundreds, and the 
captains of the host, had dedicated. 
y Out of the spoil won in battles did they 27 
dedicate to repair the house of the Lord. 
And all that Samuel the seer, and Saul 28 
the son of Kish, and Abner the son of 
Ner, and Joab the son of Zeruiah, had 
dedicated; whosoever had dedicated any 
tiling, it was under the hand of IO Shclo- 
moth, and of his brethren. Of the Izhar- 29 
ites, Chcnaniah and his sons were for 
the outward business over Israel, for 
officers and judges. Of the Hebronites, 30 
Hashabiah and his brethren, men of va¬ 
lour, a thousand and seven hundred, had 
the oversight of Israel beyond Jordan 
westward; for all the business of the 
Lord, and for the service of the king. 

Of the Hebronites was Jerijah the chief, 31 
even of the Hebronites, according to 
their generations by fathers* houses. In 
the fortieth year of the reign of David 
they were sought for, and there were 
found among them mighty men of va¬ 
lour at Jazer of Gilead. And his breth- 32 
ren, men of valour, were two thousand 
and seven hundred, heads of fathers’ 
housesy whom king David made over¬ 
seers over the Reubenites, and the Gad- 
ites, and the half tribe of the Manassites, 
for every matter pertaining to God, and 
for the affairs of the king. 

NOW the children of Israel after 
their number, to wit, the heads of 
fathers’ houses and the captains of thou¬ 
sands and of hundreds, and their officers

month by month throughout ail the 
months of the year, of every course were 

2 twenty and four thousand. Over the 
first course for the first month was Jash- 
obeam the son of Zabdiel: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

3 He luas of the children of Perez, the cliief 
of all the captains of the host for the first 

4 month. And over the course of the 
second month was Dodai the Ahohite, 
and his course; and Mikloth the ruler: 
and in his course were twenty and four 

5 thousand. The third captain of the host 
for the third month was Bcnaiah, the 
son of Jehoiada the x priest, cliief: and 
in his course were twenty and four thou- 

6 sand. This is that Benaiah, who was the 
mighty man of the thirty* and over the 
thirty: and of his course was Ammizabad 

7 his son. The fourth captain for the 
fourth month was Asahel the brother of 
Joab, and Zebadiah his son after him: 
and in liis course were twenty and four 

8 thousand. The fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Shamhuth the Izrahite: and 
in his course were twenty and four tliou- 

9 sand. The sixth captain for the sixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkesh the 
Tekoite: and in his course were twenty 

10 and four thousand. The seventh captain 
for the seventh month was Helez the 
Pelonite, of the children of Ephraim: 
and in his course were twenty and four 

11 thousand. The eighth captain for the 
eighth month was Sibbecai the Husha- 
thite, of the Zerahites: and in liis course 

12 were twenty and four thousand. The 
ninth captain for the ninth month was 
Abiezer the Anathothite, of the Ben- 
jamites: and in his course were twenty 

13 and four thousand. The tenth captain 
for the tenth month was Maharai the 
Netophathite, of the Zerahites: and in 
his course were twenty and four thou- 

14 sand. The eleventh captain for the 
eleventh month was Benaiah the Pira- 
thonite, of the children of Ephraim: and 
in his course were twenty and four thou- 

15 sand. The twelfth captain for the twelfth

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month was 2 Heldai the Netophathite, of 
Othniel: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

Furthermore over the tribes of Israel: 16 
of the Reubcnites was Eliezer the son of 
Zicliri the ruler: of the Simeonites, 
Shephatiah the son of Maacah: of Levi, 17 
Hashabiah the son of Kemuel: of Aaron, 
Zadok: ot Judah, 3 Elihu, one of the 18 
brethren of David: of Issachar, Omri 
the son of Michael: of Zebulun, Ish- 19 
maiah the son of Obadiah: of Naphtali, 
Jercmoth the son of Azriel: of the chil- 20 
dren of Ephraim, Hoshea the son of 
Azaziah: of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
Joel the son of Pedaiah: of the half tribe 
of Manasseh in Gilead, Iddo the son of 
Zechariah: of Benjamin, Jaasiel the son 
of Abner: of Dan, Azarel the son of 22 
Jeroham. These were the captains of 
the tribes of Israel But David took not 23 
the number of them from twenty years 
old and under: because the Lord had 
said he would increase Israel like to the 
stars of heaven. Joab the son of Zeruiah 24 
began to number, but finished not; and 
there came wrath for this upon Israel; 
neither was the number put into the 
account in the chronicles of king David. 

And over the king’s treasuries was 25 
Azmavetli the son of Adiel: and over the 
treasuries in the fields, in the cities, and 
in the villages, and in the castles, was 
Jonathan the son of Uzziah: and over 26 
them that did the work of the field for 
tillage ot the ground was Ezri the son 
of Chelub: and over the vineyards was 27 
Shimci the Ramathite: and over the in¬ 
crease ot the vineyards for the wine 
cellars was Zabdi the Shiphmite: and 
over the olive trees and the sycomore 
trees that were in the lowland was Baal- 
hanan the Gederite: and over the cellars 
of oil was Joash: and over the herds that 29 
fed in Sharon was Shitrai the Sharonite: 
and over the herds that were in the val¬ 
leys was Shaphat the son of Adlai: and 30 
over the camels was Obil the Ishmaelite: 
and over the asses was Jehdeiah the 
Meronothite: and over the flocks was 31 
Jaziz the Hagrite. All these were the 
2 In ch. 11.

AND David assembled all the 
princes of Israel, the princes of 
the tribes, and the captains of the com¬ 
panies that served the king by course, 
and the captains of thousands, and the 
captains of hundreds, and the rulers 
over all the substance and possessions 
of the king and of his sons, with the 
Officers, and the mighty men, even all 
the mighty men of valour, unto Jeru- 

2 salem. Then David the king stood up 
upon his feet, and said. Hear me, my 
brethren, and my people: as for me, it 
was in mine heart to build an house of 
rest for the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, and for the footstool of our God; 
and I had made ready for the building. 

3 But God said unto me. Thou shalt not 
build an house for my name, because 
thou art a man of war, and hast shed 

4 blood. Howbeit the Lord, the God of 
Israel, chose me out of all the house of 
my father to be king over Israel for ever: 
for he hath chosen Judah to be prince; 
and in the house of Judah, the house of 
my father; and among the sons of my 
father he took pleasure in me to make 

5 me king over all Israel: and of all my 
sons, (for the Lord hath given me many 
sons,) he hath chosen Solomon my son

Then David gave to Solomon his son 11 
the pattern of the porch of the temple , 
and of the houses thereof, and of the 
treasuries thereof, and of the upper 
rooms thereof, and of the inner cham¬ 
bers thereof, and of the place of the 
mercy-seat: and the pattern of all that 12 
he had 6 by the spirit, for the courts of 
the house of the Lord, and for all the 
chambers round about, for the treasuries 
of the house of God, and for the trea¬ 
suries of the dedicated things: also for 13 
the courses of the priests and the Le- 
vites, and for all the work of the service 
of the house of the Lord, and for all 
the vessels of service in the house of the 
Lord: of gold by weight for the vessels 14 
of gold, for all vessels of every kind of 
service; of silver for all the vessels of 
silver by weight, for all vessels of every 
kind of service: by weight also for the 15 
candlesticks of gold, and for the lamps 
thereof, of gold, by weight for every 
candlestick and for the lamps thereof: 
and for the candlesticks of silver, silver 
by weight for every candlestick and for 
the lamps thereof, according to the use 
of every candlestick: and the gold by 16 
weight for the tables of shewbread, for 
every table; and silver for the tables of 
silver: and the fleshhooks, and the 17 
basons, and the cups, of pure gold: and

And the porch 4 
that was before the house , the length of 
it, according to the breadth of the house, 
was twenty cubits, and the height an 
hundred and twenty: and he overlaid it 
within with pure gold. And the greater 5 
house he cieled with 7 fir tree, which he 
overlaid with fine gold, and wrought 
thereon palm trees and chains. And he 6 
garnished the house with precious stones 
for beauty: and the gold was gold of 
Parvaim. He overlaid also the house, 7 
the beams, the thresholds, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, with 
gold; and graved cherubim on the walls. 
And he made the most holy house; the 8 
length thereof, according to the breadth 
of the house, was twenty cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he 
overlaid it with fine gold, amounting to 
six hundred talents. And the weight of 9 
the nails was fifty shekels of gold. And 
he overlaid the upper chambers with 
gold. And in the most holy house he 10 
made two cherubim of image work; and 
they overlaid them with gold. And the 11 
wings of the cherubim were twenty 
cubits long: the wing of the one cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of 
the house; and the other wing was like¬ 
wise five cubits, reaching to the wing of 
the other cherub. And the wing of the 12 
other cherub was five cubits, reaching 
to the wall of the house: and the other 
wing was five cubits also , joining to the 
wing of the other cherub. The wings of 13 
these cherubim spread themselves forth 
twenty cubits: and they stood on their 
feet, and their faces were 8 toward the 
house. And he made the veil of blue, 14 
and purple, and crimson, and fine linen, 
and wrought cherubim thereon.

And he made 
chains in the oracle, and put them on the 
tops of the pillars; and he made an hun¬ 
dred pomegranates, and put them on the 

17 chains. And he set up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left; and called the 
name of that on the right hand J Jachin, 
and the name of that on the left 2 Boaz. 

Moreover he made an altar of brass, 
twenty cubits the length thereof, and 
twenty cubits the breadth thereof, and 

2 ten cubits the height thereof. Also he 
made the molten sea of ten cubits from 
brim to brim, round in compass, and 
the height thereof was five cubits; and a 
line of thirty cubits compassed it round 

3 about. And under it was the simili¬ 
tude of 3 oxen, which did compass it 
round about, Tor ten cubits, compass¬ 
ing the sea round about. The 3 oxen were 

4 in two rows, cast when it was cast. It 
stood upon twelve oxen, three looking 
toward the north, and three looking to¬ 
ward the west, and three looking toward 
the south, and three looking toward the 
east: and the sea was set upon them 
above, and all their hinder parts were 

5 inward. And it was an handbreadth 
thick; and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a cup, like the flower of 
a lily; it received and held three thou- 

6 sand baths. He made also ten lavers, 
and put five on the right hand, and five 
on the left, to wash in them; such things 
as belonged to the burnt offering they 
washed in them: but the sea was for the 

7 priests to wash in. And he made the ten 
candlesticks of gold according to the 
ordinance concerning them; and he set 
them in the temple, five on the right 

8 hand, and five on the left. He made also 
ten tables, and placed them in the 
temple, five on the right side, and five 
on the left. And he made an hundred 

9 basons of gold. Furthermore he made 
the court of the priests, and the great 


court, and doors for the court,.and over¬ 
laid the doors of them with brass. And 10 
he set the sea on the right side of the 
house eastward, toward the south. And II 
Huram made the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons. So Huram made an end 
of doing the work that he wrought for 
king Solomon in the house of God: the 12 
two pillars, and the bowls, and the two 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars; and the two networks to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that were 
on the top of the pillars; and the four 13 
hundred pomegranates for the two net¬ 
works; two rows of pomegranates for 
each network, to cover the two bowls of 
the chapiters that were 5 upon the pillars. 

He made also the bases, and the lavers 14 
made he upon the bases; one sea, and 15 
the twelve oxen under it. The pots also, 16 
and the shovels, and the fleshhooks, and 
all the vessels thereof, did Huram his 
father make for king Solomon for the 
house of the Lord of bright brass. In 17 
the Plain of Jordan did the king cast 
them, in the clay ground between Suc- 
coth and Zeredah. Thus Solomon made 18 
all these vessels in great abundance: for 
the weight of the brass 6 could not be 
found out. And Solomon made all the 19 
vessels that were in the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon was the shewbread; and the 20 
candlesticks with their lamps, that they 
should bum according to the ordinance 
before the oracle, of pure gold; and the 21 
flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, 
of gold, and that perfect gold; and the 22 
snuffers, and the basons, and the spoons, 
and the firepans, of pine gold: and as for 
the entry of the house, the inner doors 
thereof for the most holy place, and the 
doors of the house, to wit , of the temple, 
were of gold. Thus all the work that 1 
Solomon wrought for the house of 
the Lord was finished. And Solomon 
brought in the things that David his fa¬ 
ther had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and all the vessels, and put them 
in the treasuries of the house of God.

For the Levites left their 14 
suburbs and their possession, and came 
to Judah and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam 
and his sons cast them off, that they 
should not execute the priest’s office 
unto the Lord: and he appointed him 15 
priests for the high places, and for the 
Te-goats, and for the calves which he 
had made. And after them, out of all 16 
the tribes of Israel, such as set their 
hearts to seek the Lord, the God of 
Israel, came to Jerusalem to sacrifice 
unto the Lord, the God of their fathers. 

So they strengthened the kingdom of 17 
Judah, and made Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon strong, three years: for they 
walked three years in the way of David 
and Solomon. And Rehoboam took him 18 
a wife, Mahalath the daughter of Jeri- 
moth the son of David, x and of Abihail 
the daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; 
and she bare him sons; Jeush, and 19 
Shemariah, and Zaham. And after her 20 
he took 3 Maacah the daughter of Absa¬ 
lom; and she bare him Abijah, and 
Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. And 21

he was minded to make him king. And 23 
he dealt wisely, and dispersed of all his 
sons throughout all the lands of Judah 
3 In ch. 13.

9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; he 
took all away: he took away also the 
shields of gold which Solomon had 

10 made. And king Rehoboam made in 
their stead shields of brass, and com¬ 
mitted them to the hands of the captains 
of the 3 guard, that kept the door of the 

11 king’s house. And it was so, that as oft 
as the king entered into the house of the 
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Lord, the guard came and bare them, 
and brought them back into the guard 
chamber. And when he humbled him- 12 
self, the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him alto¬ 
gether: and moreover in Judah there 
were good things found. So king Re- 13 
hoboam strengthened himself in Jeru¬ 
salem, and reigned: for Rehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen years 
in Jerusalem, the city which the Lord 
had chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there: and his mother’s 
name was Naamah the Ammonitess. 
And he did that which was evil, because 14 
he set not his heart to seek the Lord. 
Now the acts of Rehoboam, first and 15 
last, are they not written in the 4 histories 
of Shemaiah the prophet and of Iddo 
the seer, 5 after the manner of genea¬ 
logies? And there were wars between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam continually. 
And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, 16 
and was buried in the city of David: and 
Abijah his son reigned in his stead. 

IN the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. Three years reigned he in 2 
Jerusalem: and his mother’s name was 
Micaiah the daughter of Uriel of Gibcah. 
And there was war between Abijah and 
Jeroboam. And Abijah joined battle 3 
with an army of valiant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men: and 
Jeroboam set the battle in array against 
him with eight hundred thousand chosen 
men, who were mighty men of valour. 
And Abijah stood up upon mount Zem- 4 
araim, which is in the hill country of 
Ephraim, and said.

3 Now for °long seasons Israel hath been 
without the true God, and without a 

4 teaching priest, and without law: but 
when in their distress they turned unto 
the Lord, the God of Israel, and sought 

5 him, he was found of them. And in 
those times there was no peace to him 
that went out, nor to him that came in, 
but great vexations were upon all the 

6 inhabitants of the lands. And they were 
broken in pieces, nation against nation, 
and city against city: for God did vex 

7 them with all adversity. But be ye 
strong, and let not your hands be slack: 

8 for your work shall be rewarded. And 
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when Asa heard these words, 7 and the 
prophecy of Oded the prophet, he took 
courage, and put away the abomina¬ 
tions out of all the land of Judah and 
Benjamin, and out of the cities which 
he had taken from the hill country 
of Ephraim ; and he renewed the altar of 
the Lord, that was before the porch of 
the Lord. And he gathered all Judah 9 
and Benjamin, and them that sojourned 
with them out of Ephraim and Manas- 
seh, and out of Simeon: for they fell to 
him out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God was 
with him. So they gathered themselves 10 
together at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 
And they sacrificed unto the Lord in 11 
that day, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. And they entered into 12 
the covenant to seek the Lord, the God 
of their fathers, with all their heart and 
with all their soul; and that whosoever 13 
would not seek the Lord, the God of 
Israel, should be put to death, whether 
small or great, whether man or woman. 
And they sware unto the Lord with a 14 
loud voice, and with shouting, and with 
trumpets, and with cornets. And all 15 
Judah rejoiced at the oath: for they had 
sworn with all their heart, and sought 
him with their whole desire; and he was 
found of them: and the Lord gave them 
rest round about. And also Maacah the 16 
mother of Asa the king, he removed her 
from being 8 queen, because she had 
made an abominable image 9 for an 
Asherah; and Asa cut down her image, 
and made dust of it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kidron. But the high places were 17 
not taken away out of Israel: neverthe¬ 
less the heart of Asa was perfect all his 
days. And he brought into the house of 18 
God the things that his father had dedi¬ 
cated, and that he himself had dedicated, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. And there 19 
was no more war unto the five and 
thirtieth year of the reign of Asa.

2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold 
out of the treasures of the house of the 
Lord and of the king’s house, and sent 
to Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt 

3 at Damascus, saying, z There is a league 
between me and thee, as there was be¬ 
tween my father and thy father: behold, 
I have sent thee silver and gold; go, 
break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of his armies 
against the cities of Israel; and they 
smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-maim, 
and all the 3 store cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when Baasha heard 
thereof, that he left off building of Ra- 

6 mah, and let his work cease. Then Asa 
the king took all Judah; and they carried 
away the stones of Ramah, and the 
timber thereof, wherewith Baasha had 
builded; and he built therewith Gcba 

7 and Mizpah. And at that time Hanani 
the seer came to Asa king of Judah, and 
said unto him. Because thou hast relied 
on the king of Syria, and hast not relied 
on the Lord thy God, therefore is the 
host of the king of Syria escaped out of 

8 thine hand. Were not the Ethiopians 
and the Lubim a huge host, with cha¬ 
riots and horsemen exceeding many ? 
yet, because thou didst rely on the Lord, 

9 he delivered them into thine hand. For 
the eyes of the Lord run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth, to shew 
himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose heart is perfect toward him. 
Herein thou hast done foolishly; for 
from henceforth thou shalt have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, and 
put him in the 4 prison house; for he 
was in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the 

11 people the same time. And, behold, the 
acts of Asa, first and last, lo, they are 
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written in the book of the kings of Judah 
and Israel. And in the thirty and ninth 12 
year of his reign Asa was diseased in his 
feet; his disease was exceeding great: 
yet in his disease he sought not to the 
Lord, but to the physicians. And Asa 13 
slept with his fathers, and died in the 
one and fortieth year of his reign. And 14 
they buried him in his own sepulchres, 
which he had hewn out for himself in 
the city of David, and laid him in the 
bed which was filled with sweet odours 
and divers kinds of spices prepared b} 7 
the apothecaries’ art: and they made a 
very great burning for him. 

AND Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. And he placed 2 
forces in all the fenced cities of Judah, 
and set garrisons in the land of Judah, 
and in the cities of Ephraim, which Asa 
his father had taken. And the Lord was 3 
with Jehoshaphat, because he walked in 
the first ways of his father David, and 
sought not unto the Baalim; but sought 4 
to the God of his father, and walked in 
his commandments, and not after the 
doings of Israel. Therefore the Lord 5 
stablished the kingdom in his hand; and 
all Judah brought to Jehoshaphat pre¬ 
sents ; and he had riches and honour in 
abundance. And his heart was lifted up 6 
in the ways of the Lord: and further¬ 
more he took away the high places and 
the Asherim out of Judah. Also in the 7 
third year of his reign he sent his princes, 
even Ben-hail, and Obadiah, and Zecha- 
riah, and Nethanel, and Micaiah, to 
teach in the cities of Judah; and with 8 
them the Levites, even Shemaiah, and 
Netlianiah, and Zebadiah, and Asahel, 
and Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, and 
Adonijah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adoni- 
jah, the Levites; and with them Eli- 
shama and Jehoram, the priests. And 9 
they taught in Judah, having the book 
of the law of the Lord with them; and 
they went about throughout all the 
cities of Judah, and taught among the 
people. And 5 the fear of the Lord fell 10 
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upon all the kingdoms of the lands that 
were round about Judah, so that they 
11 made no war against Jehoshaphat. And 
some of the Philistines brought Jehosh¬ 
aphat presents, and silver for tribute; 
the Arabians also brought him flocks, 
seven thousand and seven hundred 
rams, and seven thousand and seven 

* 2 hundred he-goats. And Jehoshaphat 

waxed great exceedingly; and he built 
i 3 in Judah castles and cities of store. And 
he had many works in the cities of Judah; 
and men of war, mighty men of valour, 
£4 in Jerusalem. And this was the number¬ 
ing of them according to their fathers’ 
houses: of Judah, the captains of thou¬ 
sands ; Adnah the captain, and with him 
mighty men of valour three hundred 

* s thousand: and next to him Jchohanan 

the captain, and with him two hundred 
*6 and fourscore thousand; and next to 
him Amasiah the son of Zichri, who 
willingly offered himself unto the Lord; 
and with him two hundred thousand 
x 7 mighty men of valour: and of Benjamin; 
Eliada a mighty man of valour, and with 
him two hundred thousand armed with 
i.8 bow and shield: and next to him Jeho- 
zabad, and with him an hundred and 
fourscore thousand ready prepared for 
19 war. These were they that waited on 
the king, beside those whom the king 
put in the fenced cities throughout all 
Judah. 

NOW Jehoshaphat had riches 
and honour in abundance; and 

2 he joined affinity with Ahab. And after 
certain years he went down to Ahab to 
Samaria. And Ahab killed sheep and 
oxen for him in abundance, and for the 
people that were with him, and moved 
him to go up with him to Ramoth-gilead. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto Je¬ 
hoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou go 
with me to Ramoth-gilead? And he 
answered him, I am as thou art, and my 
people as thy people; and we zvill be with 

4 thee in the war. And Jehoshaphat said 
unto the king of Israel, Inquire, I pray 
thee, at the word of the Lord to-day. 

5 Then the king of Israel gathered the 
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prophets together, four hundred men, 
and said unto them. Shall we go to 
Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I for¬ 
bear? And they said. Go up; for God 
shall deliver it into the hand of the king. 
But Jehoshaphat said. Is there not here 6 
besides a prophet of the Lord, that we 
might inquire of him? And the king of 7 
Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, There is 
yet one man by whom we may inquire 
of the Lord: but I hate him; for he 
never prophesicth good concerning me, 
but always evil: the same is Micaiah the 
son of Imla. And Jehoshaphat said. Let 
not the lung say so. Then the king of 8 
Israel called an Officer, and said. Fetch 
quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. Now 9 
the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah sat each on his throne, 
arrayed in their robes, and they sat in 
2 an open place at the entrance of the 
gate of Samaria; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. And Zcdekiah ic 
the son of Chenaanah made him horns 
of iron, and said. Thus saith the Lord, 
With these shalt thou push the Syrians, 
until they be consumed. And all the ti 
prophets prophesied so, saying. Go up 
to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper: for the 
Lord shall deliver it into the hand of the 
king. And the messenger that went to 1 / 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying. Be¬ 
hold, the words of the prophets declare 
good to the king with one mouth: let thy 
word therefore, I pray thee, be like one 
of theirs, and speak thou good. And 13 
Micaiah said, As the Lord liveth, what 
my God saith, that will I speak. And 14 
when he was come to the king, the king 
said unto him, 3 Micaiah, shall we go 
to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I 
forbear? And he said. Go ye up, and 
prosper; and they shall be delivered into 
your hand. And the king said to him, 15 
How many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou speak unto me nothing but the 
truth in the name of the Lord? And he 16 
said, I saw all Israel scattered upon the 
mountains, as sheep that have no shep¬ 
herd: and the Lord said. These have 
no master; let them return every man 


1 Or, eunuch 2 Heb. a threshing-floor . 3 Heb. Micah. 
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17 to his house in peace. And the king of 
Israel said to Jehoshaphat, Did I not 
tell thee that lie would not prophesy 

18 good concerning me, but evil? And he 
said, Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lord: I saw the Lord sitting upon his 
throne, and all the host of heaven stand¬ 
ing on his right hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lord said. Who shall 1 entice 
Ahab king of Israel, that he may go up 
and fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one 
spake saying after this manner, and 

20 another saying after that manner. And 
there came forth 2 a spirit, and stood be¬ 
fore the Lord, and said, I will entice 
him. And the Lord said unto him, 

21 Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and will be a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all his prophets. And he said, 
Thou shalt entice him, and shalt prevail 

22 also: go forth, and do so. Now there¬ 
fore, behold, the Lord hath put a lying 
spirit in the mouth of these thy prophets; 
and the Lord hath spoken evil conccrn- 

23 ing thee. Then Zedckiah the son of 
Chenaanah came near, and smote Mi- 
caiah upon the cheek, and said. Which 
way went the spirit of the Lord from 

24 me to speak unto thee? And Micaiah 
said. Behold, thou shalt see on that day, 
when thou shalt go hnto an inner cham- 

25 ber to hide thyself. And the king of 
Israel said. Take ye Micaiah, and carry 
him back unto Amon the governor of 
the city, and to Joash the king’s son; 

26 and say, Thus saith the king. Put this 
fellow in the prison, and feed him with 
bread of affliction and with water of 

27 affliction, until I return in peace. And 
Micaiah said. If thou return at all in 
peace, the Lord hath not spoken by me. 
And he said, Hear, ye peoples, all of you. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah went up to Ramoth- 

29 gilead. And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, and 
go into the battle; but put thou on thy 
robes. So the king of Israel disguised 
himself; and they went into the battle. 
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Now the king of Syria had commanded 30 
the captains of his chariots, saying, Fight 
neither with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Israel. And it came to 31 
pass, when the captains of the chariots 
saw Jehoshaphat, that they said. It is the 
king of Israel. Therefore they turned 
about to fight against him: but Jehosha¬ 
phat cried out, and the Lord helped 
him; and God moved them to depart 
from him. And it came to pass, when 32 
the captains of the chariots saw that it 
was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him. And a 33 
certain man drew his bow 4 at a venture, 
and smote the king of Israel between The 
joints of the harness: wherefore he said 
to the driver of the chariot. Turn thine 
hand, and carry me out of the host; 
for 1 am sore wounded. And the battle 34 
increased that day: howbeit the king of 
Israel stayed himself up in his chariot 
against the Syrians until the even: and 
about the time of the going down of the 
sun he died. 

AND Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. And Jehu the son 2 
of Hanani the seer went out to meet him, 
and said to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldcst 
thou help the wicked, and love them 
that hate the Lord? for this tiling wrath 
is upon thee from before the Lord. 
Nevertheless there arc good things found 3 
in thee, in that thou hast put away the 
Asherorh out of the land, and hast set 
thine heart to seek God. 

And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: 4 
and he went out again among the people 
from Beer-sheba to the hill country of 
Ephraim, and brought them back unto 
the Lord, the God of their fathers. And 5 
he set judges in the land throughout all 
the fenced cities of Judah, city by city, 
and said to the judges. Consider what ye 6 
do: for ye judge not for man, but for the 
Lord ; and he is with you 6 in the judge¬ 
ment. Now therefore let the fear of the 7 
Lord be upon you; take heed and do it: 
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for there is no iniquity with the Lord our 
God, nor respect of persons, nor taking 

8 of gifts. Moreover in Jerusalem did 
Jehoshaphat set of the Lcvites and the 
priests, and of the heads of the fathers’ 
houses of Israel, for the judgement of the 
Lord, and for controversies. And they 

9 returned to Jerusalem. And he charged 
them, saying. Thus shall ye do in the 
fear of the Lord, faithfully, and with a 

30 perfect heart. And whensoever any con¬ 
troversy shall come to you from your 
brethren that dwell in their cities, be¬ 
tween blood and blood, between law 
and commandment, statutes and judge¬ 
ments, ye shall warn them, that they be 
not guilty towards the Lord, and so 
wrath come upon you and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall not be 

31 guilty. And, behold, Amariah the chief 
priest is over you in all matters of the 
Lord; and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, 
the ruler of the house of Judah, in all 
the king’s matters: also the Lcvites shall 
be officers before you. *Dcal courage¬ 
ously, and the Lord be with the good. 

AND it came to pass after this, 
that the children of Moab, and 
the children of Ammon, and with them 
some of the 2 Ammonites, came against 

2 Jehoshaphat to battle. Then there came 
some that told Jehoshaphat, saying. 
There comcth a great multitude against 
thee from beyond the sea from Syria; 
and, behold, they be in Hazazon-tamar 

3 (the same is En-gcdi). And Jehoshaphat 
feared, and set himself to seek unto the 
Lord ; and he proclaimed a fast through- 

4 out all Judah. And Judah gathered 
themselves together, to seek help of the 
Lord: even out of all the cities of Judah 

5 they came to seek the Lord. And Je¬ 
hoshaphat stood in the congregation of 
Judah and Jerusalem, in the house of 

6 the Lord, before the new court; and he 
said, O Lord, the God of our fathers, 
art not thou God in heaven? and art not 
thou ruler over all the kingdoms of the 
nations? and in thine hand is power and 
might, so that none is able to withstand 
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thee. Didst not thou, O our God, drive 7 
out the inhabitants of this land before 
thy people Israel, and gavest it to the 
seed of Abraham thy friend for ever? 
And they dwelt therein, and have built 8 
thee a sanctuary therein for thy name, 
saying. If evil come upon us, 3 the sword, 9 
judgement, or pestilence, or famine, we 
will stand before this house, and before 
thee, (for thy name is in this house,) and 
cry unto thee in our affliction, and thou 
wilt hear and save. And now, behold, 10 
the children of Ammon and Moab and 
mount Seir, whom thou wouldest not let 
Israel invade, when they came out of the 
land of Egypt, but they turned aside 
from them, and destroyed them not; 
behold, how they reward us, to come to 11 
cast us out of thy possession, which thou 
hast given us to inherit. O our God, wilt 12 
thou not judge them? for we have no 
might against this great company that 
comcth against us; neither know we 
what to do: but our eyes arc upon thee. 
And all Judah stood before the Lord, 13 
with their li Ltle ones, their wives, and 
their children. Then upon Jahaziel the 14 
son of Zecliariah, the son of Benaiah, the 
son of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, the 
Levite, of the sons of Asaph, came 
the spirit of the Lord in the midst of 
the congregation; and he said. Hearken 15 
ye, all Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, and thou king Jehoshaphat: thus 
saith the Lord unto you. Fear not ye, 
neither be dismayed by reason of this 
great multitude; for the battle is not 
yours, but God’s. To-morrow go ye 16 
down against them: behold, they come 
up by the ascent of Ziz; and ye shall find 
them at the end of the valley, before the 
wilderness of Jcruel. Ye shall not need 17 
to fight in this battle: set yourselves, 
stand ye still, and see the salvation of the 
Lord with you, O Judah and Jerusalem: 
fear not, nor be dismayed: to-morrow go 
out against them; for the Lord is with 
you. And Jehoshaphat bowed his head 18 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
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fell down before the Lord, worshipping 

19 the Lord. And the Levites, of the 
children of the Kohathites and of the 
children of the Korahites, stood up to 
praise the Lord, the God of Israel, with 

20 an exceeding loud voice. And they rose 
early in the morning, and went forth 
into the wilderness of Tekoa: and as 
they went forth, Jehoshaphat stood and 
said. Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; believe in the Lord 
your God, so shall ye be established; 
believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had taken counsel with the 
people, he appointed them that should 
sing unto the Lord, and praise ’the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out 
before the army, and say. Give thanks 
unto the Lord; for his mercy endurcth 

22 for ever. And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set liers in wait 
against the children of Ammon, Moab, 
and mount Seir, which were come against 

23 Judah; and they were smitten. For the 
children of Ammon and Moab stood up 
against the inhabitants of mount Seir, 
utterly to slay and destroy them: and 
when they had made an end of the 
inhabitants of Seir, every one helped to 

24 destroy another. And when Judah came 
to the watch-tower of the wilderness, 
they looked upon the multitude; and, 
behold, they were dead bodies fallen to 
the earth, and there were none that 

25 escaped. And when Jehoshaphat and 
his people came to take the spoil of them, 
they found among them in abundance 
both riches and Mead bodies, and pre¬ 
cious jewels, which they stripped off for 
themselves, more than they could carry 
away: and they were three days in taking 

26 of the spoil, it was so much. And on the 
fourth day they assembled themselves 
in the valley of 3 Beracah; for there they 
blessed the Lord: therefore the name of 
that place was called The valley of Bera- 

27 call, unto this day. Then they returned, 
every man of Judah and Jerusalem, and 
Jehoshaphat in the forefront of them, to 
go again to Jerusalem with joy; for the 


Lord had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. And they came to Jeru- 28 
salem with psalteries and harps and 
trumpets unto the house of the Lord. 
And the fear of God was on all the king- 29 
doms of the countries, when they heard 
that the Lord fought against the ene¬ 
mies of Israel. So the realm of Jehosha- 30 
phat was quiet: for his God gave him 
rest round about. 

And Jehoshaphat reigned over Judah: 31 
he was thirty and five years old when he 
began to reign; and he reigned twenty 
and five years in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Azubah the daugh¬ 
ter of Shilhi. And he walked in the way 32 
of Asa his father, and turned not aside 
from it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord. Howbeit the high 33 
places were not taken away; neither as 
yet had the people set their hearts unto 
the God of their fathers. Now the rest 34 
of the acts of Jehoshaphat, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the 4 history 
of Jehu the son of Hanani, 5 which is in¬ 
serted in the book of the kings of Israel. 

And after this did Jehoshaphat king 35 
of Judah join himself with Ahaziah king 
of Israel; the same did very wickedly: 
and he joined himself with him to make 36 
ships to go to Tarshish: and they made 
the ships in Ezion-geber. Then Eliezer 37 
the son of Dodavahu of Marcshah pro¬ 
phesied against Jehoshaphat, saying, Be¬ 
cause thou hast joined thyself with 
Ahaziah, the Lord hath destroyed thy 
works. And the ships were broken, that 
they were not able to go to Tarshish. 

AND Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David: and Jehor- 
am his son reigned in his stead. And he 2 
had brethren the sons of Jehoshaphat, 
Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and 
Azariah, and Michael, and Shephatiah: 
all these were the sons of Jehoshaphat 
king of Israel. And their father gave 3 
them great gifts, of silver, and of gold, 
and of precious things, with fenced cities 
in Judah: but the kingdom gave he to 
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Jehoram, because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up over 
the kingdom of his father, and had 
strengthened himself, he slew all his 
brethren with the sword, and divers also 

5 of the princes of Israel. Jehoram was 
thirty and two years old when he began 
to reign; and he reigned eight years in 

6 Jerusalem. And he walked in the way 
of the kings of Israel, as did the house 
of Ahab: for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he did that which was 

7 evil in the sight of the Lord. Howbeit 
the Lord would not destroy the house of 
David, because of the covenant that he 
had made with David, and as he promised 
to give a lamp to him and to his children 

8 alway. In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and made a 

9 king over themselves. Then Jehoram 
passed over with his captains, and all his 
chariots with him: and he rose up by 
night, and smote the Edomites which 
compassed him about, and the captains 

10 of the chariots. So Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, unto this day: 
then did Libnah revolt at the same time 
from under his hand: because he had 
forsaken the Lord, the God of his fa- 

11 thers. Moreover he made high places in 
the ‘mountains of Judah, and made the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a whoring, 

12 and 2 lcd Judah astray. And there came 
a writing to him from Elijah the prophet, 
saying, Thus saith the Loirn, the God 
of David thy father. Because thou hast 
not walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
thy father, nor in the ways of Asa king 

13 of Judah; but hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a 
whoring, like as the house of Ahab 3 did; 
and also hast slain thy brethren of thy 
father’s house, which were better than 

14 thyself: behold, the Lord will smite with 
a great 4 plague thy people, and thy chil¬ 
dren, and thy wives, and all thy sub- 

15 stance: and thou shalt have great sickness

by disease of thy bowels, until thy bowels 
fall out by reason of the sickness, 5 day 
by day. And the Lord stirred up against 16 
Jehoram the spirit of the Philistines, and 
of the Arabians which are beside the 
Ethiopians: and they came up against 17 
Judah, and brake into it, and carried 
away ail the substance that was found 
f, in the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was never a 
son left him, save 7 Jehoahaz, the young¬ 
est of his sons. And after all this the iS 
Lord smote him in his bowels with an 
incurable disease. And it came to pass, 19 
in process of time, at the end of two 
years, that his bowels fell out by reason 
of his sickness, and he died of sore di¬ 
seases. And his people made no burning 
for him, like the burning of his fathers. 
Thirty and two years old was he when 2 d 
he began to reign, and he reigned in 
Jerusalem eight years: and he departed 
without being desired; and they buried 
him in the city of David, but not in the 
sepulchres of the kings. 

AND the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem made 8 Ahaziah his young¬ 
est son lung in his stead: for the band of 
men that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So Aha- 
ziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah 
reigned. 9 Forty and two years old was 2 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem: and his 
mother’s name was Athaliah the I0 daugh- 
ter of Omri. He also walked in the ways 3 
of the house of Ahab: for his mother 
was his counsellor to do wickedly. And 4 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord, as did the house of Ahab: 
for they were his counsellors after the 
death of his father, to his destruction. 

He walked also after their counsel, and 5 
went with Jehoram the son of Ahab king 
of Israel to war against Hazael king of 
Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and the Syrians 
wounded Joram. And he returned to be 6 
healed in Jezreel “of the wounds which 
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they had given him at Ramah, when he 
fought against Hazael king of Syria. 
And 1 Azariah the son of Jehoram king 
of Judah went down to see Jehoram the 
son of Ahab in Jezreel, because he was 

7 sick. Now the ‘destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God, in that he went unto Joram: 
for when he was come, he went out with 
Jehoram against Jehu the son of Ninishi, 
whom the Lord had anointed to cut off 

8 the house of Ahab. And it came to pass, 
when Jehu was executing judgement 
upon the house of Ahab, that he found 
the princes of Judah, and the sons of 
the brethren of Ahaziah, ministering to 

9 Ahaziah, and slew them. And he sought 
Ahaziah, and they caught him, (now 
he was hiding in Samaria,) and they 
brought him to Jehu, and slew him; and 
they buried him, for they said, lie is the 
son of Jehoshaphat, who sought the 
Lord with all his heart. 3 And the house 
of Ahaziah had no pow 7 er to hold the 
kingdom. 

10 Now when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, she 
arose and destroyed all the seed royal of 

11 the house of Judah. But 4 Jehoshabeath, 
the daughter of the king, took Joash the 
son of Ahaziah, and stole him away from 
among the king’s sons that w 7 ere slain, 
and put him and his nurse in the •‘bed¬ 
chamber. So Jchoshabcath, the daugh¬ 
ter of king Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada 
the priest, (for she w r as the sister of 
Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so that 

12 she slew him not. And he was with 
them hid in the house of God six years:

This is the thing 4 
that yc shall do: a third part of you, that 
come in on the sabbath, of the priests 
and of the Levites, shall be porters of 
the Moors; and a third part shall be at 5 
the king’s house; and a third part at the 
gate of the foundation: and all the peo¬ 
ple shall be in the courts of the house of 
the Lord. But let none come into the 6 
house of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites; they 
shall come in, for they are holy: but all 
the people shall keep the watch of the 
Lord.

And 10 
he set all the people, every man with his 
weapon in his hand, from the right 7 side 
of the house to the left side of the house, 
along by the altar and the house, by the 
king round about.

And 
Amaziah took courage, and led forth his 
people, and went to the Valley of Salt, 
and smote of the children of Seir ten 
thousand. And other ten thousand did 
the children of Judah carry away alive, 
and brought them unto the top of 3 the 
rock, and cast them down from the top 
of 3 the rock, that they all were broken in 

13 pieces. But 4 the men of the army which 
Amaziah sent back, that they should not 
go with him to battle, fell upon the cities 
of Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth- 
horon, and smote of them three thou¬ 
sand, and took much spoil. 

14 Now it came to pass, after that Ama¬ 
ziah was come from the slaughter of the 
Edomites, that he brought the gods of 
the children of Seir, and set them up to 
be his gods, and bowed down himself

Wherefore the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Amaziah, and he 
sent unto him a prophet, which said 
unto him, Why hast thou sought after

Then Amaziah king of Judah took r* 
advice, and sent to Joash, the con of 
Jehoahaz the son of Jehu, king of Israel, 
saying. Come, let us look one another 
in the face. And Joash king of Israel 18 
sent to Amaziah king of Judah, saying. 
The 5 thistle that was in Lebanon sent 
to the cedar that was in Lebanon, say¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife: and there passed by a wild beast 
that was in Lebanon, and trode down 
the thistle. Thou savest, Lo, thou hast ic 
smitten Edom; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at home; 
why shouldest thou 6 meddle to thy hurt, 
that thou shouldest fall, even thou, and 
Judah with thee? But Amaziah would 20 
not hear; for it was of God, that he 
might deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies , because they had sought after 
the gods of Edom. So Joash king of 21 
Israel went up; and he and Amaziah 
king of Judah looked one another in the 
face at Beth-shemesh, which belongeth 
to Judah. And Judah was put to the 22 
worse before Israel; and they fled every 
man to his tent. And Joash king of 23 
Israel took Amaziah king of Judah, the 
son of Joash the son of Jehoahaz, at 
Beth-shemesh, and brought him to Jeru¬ 
salem, and brake down the wall of 
Jerusalem from the gate of Ephraim 
unto 7 the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. And he took ail the gold and 24 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Obed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria. 
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25 And Amaziah the son of Joash king of 
Judah lived after the death of Joash son 
of Jehoahaz king of Israel fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Amaziah, 
first and last, behold, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of the lungs of Judah 

27 and Israel? Now from the time that 
Amaziah did turn away from following 
the Lord they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem; and he lied to La- 
cliish: but they sent after him to Lachish, 

2S and slew him there. And they brought 
him upon horses, and buried him with 
his fathers in *the city of Judah. 

AND all the people of Judah took 
2 Uzziah, who was sixteen years 
old, and made him king in the room of 

2 his father Amaziah. He built Eloth, and 
restored it to Judah, after that the lung 

3 slept with his fathers. Sixteen years old 
was Uzziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned fifty and two years in Jeru¬ 
salem: and his mother’s name was Je- 

4 chiliah of Jerusalem. And he did that 
which was right in the eyes of the Loro, 
according to all that his father Amaziah 

5 had done. And he set himself to seek 
God in the days of Zechariah, who 3 had 
understanding in 4 the vision of God: 
and as long as he sought the Lord, God 

6 made him to prosper. And he went forth 
and warred against the Philistines, and 
brake down the wall of Gath, and the 
wall of Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod; 
and he built cities in the country of Ash- 

7 dod, and among the Philistines. And 
God helped him against the Philistines, 
and against the Arabians that dwelt in 

8 Gur-baal, and the Meunim. And the 
Ammonites gave gifts to Uzziah: and his 
name spread abroad even to the entering 
in of Egypt; for he waxed exceeding 

9 strong. Moreover Uzziah built towers 
in Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning of the 

10 wall, and fortified them. And he built 
towers in the wilderness, and hewed out 
many cisterns, for he had much cattle; 
in the lowland also, and in the 5 plain: 


and he had husbandmen and vinedres¬ 
sers in the mountains and in 6 the fruitful 
fields; for he loved husbandry. More- II 
over Uzziah had an army of fighting 
men, that went out to war by bands, 
according to the number of their reckon¬ 
ing made by Jeiel the scribe and Maa- 
sciah the officer, under the hand of 
Hananiah, one of the king’s captains. 
The whole number of the heads of 12 
fathers’ houses , even the mighty men of 
valour, was two thousand and six hun¬ 
dred. And under their hand was 7 a 13 
trained army, three hundred thousand 
and seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, to 
help the king against the enemy. And 14 
Uzziah prepared for them, even for 
all the host, shields, and spears, and 
helmets, and coats of mail, and bows, 
and stones for slinging. And he made in 15 
Jerusalem engines, invented by cunning 
men, to be on the lowers and upon tiie 
“battlements, to shoot arrows and great 
stones withal. And his name spread far 
abroad; for he was marvellously helped, 
till he was strong. 

But when he was strong, his heart was 16 
lifted up 9 so that he did corruptly, and 
he trespassed against the Lord his God; 
for he went into the temple of the Lord 
to burn incense upon the altar of in¬ 
cense. And Azariah the priest went in 17 
after him, and with him fourscore priests 
of the Lord, that were valiant men: and 18 
they withstood Uzziah the king, and 
said unto him. It pertaineth not unto 
thee, Uzziah, to bum incense unto the 
Lord, but to the priests the sons of 
Aaron, that are consecrated to burn 
incense: go out of the sanctuary; for 
thou hast trespassed; neither shall it be 
for thine honour from the Lord God. 
Then Uzziah was wroth; and he had a 19 
censer in his hand to burn incense; and 
while he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy I0 brake forth in his forehead be¬ 
fore the priests in the house of the Lord, 
beside the altar of incense. And Azariah 20

him out quickly from thence; yea, him¬ 
self hasted also to go out, because the 

21 Lord had smitten him. And Uzziah the 
king was a leper unto the day of his 
death, and dwelt in a Several house, 
being a leper; for he was cut off from the 
house of the Lord: and Jotham his son 
was over the king’s house, judging the 

22 people of the land. Now the rest of the 
acts of Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah 

25 the prophet, the son of Amoz, write. So 
Uzziah slept with his fathers; and they 
buried him with his fathers in the field 
of burial which belonged to the kings; 
for they said, He is a leper: and Jotham 
his son reigned in liis stead. 

JOTHAM was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned sixteen years in Jeru¬ 
salem: and his mother’s name was Je- 

2 rushah the daughter of Zadok. And he 
did that which was right in the eyes of 
the Lord, according to all that his father 
Uzziah had done: howbeit he entered 
not into the temple of the Lord. And 

3 the people did yet corruptly. He built 
the upper gate of the house of the Lord, 
and on the wall of Ophcl he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the hill coun¬ 
try of Judah, and in the forests he built 

5 castles and towers. He fought also with 
the king of the children of Ammon, and 
prevailed against them. And the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon gave him the same year 
an hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousand 2 measurcs of wheat, and ten 
thousand of barley. So much did the 
children of Ammon render unto him, 
in the second year also, and in the third. 

6 So Jotham became mighty, because he 
ordered his ways before the Lord his 

7 God. Now the rest of the acts of Jotham, 
and all his wars, and his ways, behold, 
they are written in the book of the kings 

8 of Israel and Judah. He was five and 
twenty years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

9 And Jotham slept with his fathers, and 
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they buried him in the city of David: 
and Ahaz his son reigned in his stead. 
AHAZ was twenty years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem: and he did 
not that which was right in the eyes of 
the Lord, like David his father: but he 2 
walked in the ways of the kings of Israel, 
and made also molten images for the 
Baalim. Moreover he burnt incense in 3 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burnt his children in the fire, according 
to the abominations of the heathen, 
whom the Lord cast out before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. And he sacrificed and 4 
burnt incense in the high places, and on 
the hills, and under every green tree. 
Wherefore the Lord his God delivered 5 
him into the hand of the king of Syria; 
and they smote him, and carried away 
of his a great multitude of captives, and 
brought them to Damascus. And he was 
also delivered into the hand of the king 
of Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. Lor Pekah the son of Rema- 6 
hah slew in Judah an hundred and 
twenty thousand in one day, all of them 
valiant men; because they had forsaken 
the Lord, the God of their fathers. And 7 
Zichri, a mighty man of Lphraim, slew 
Maaseiah the king’s son, and Azrikam 
the ruler of the house, and Elkanah that 
was ^next to the king. And the children 8 
of Israel carried away captive of their 
brethren two hundred thousand, women, 
sons, and daughters, and took also away 
much spoil from them, and brought the 
spoil to Samaria. But a prophet of the 9 
Lord was there, whose name was Oded: 
and he went out to meet the host that 
came to Samaria, and said unto them. 
Behold, because the Lord, the God of 
your fathers, was wroth with Judah, he 
hath delivered them into your hand, and 
ye have slain them in a rage which hath 
reached up unto heaven. And now ye 10 
purpose to keep under the children of 
Judah and Jerusalem for bondmen and 
bondwomen unto you: but are there not 
even with you trespasses of your own 
against the Lord your God? Now hear 11

13 from the war, and said unto them, Ye 
shall not bring in the captives hither: 
for ye purpose that which will bring 
upon us 'a trespass against the Lord, to 
add unto our sins and to our trespass: 
for our 'trespass is great, and there is 

14 fierce wrath against Israel. So the armed 
men left the captives and the spoil be¬ 
fore the princes and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which have been expressed 
by name rose up, and took the captives, 
and with the spoil clothed all that were 
naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them to eat and 
to drink, and anointed them, and carried 
all the feeble of them upon asses, and 
brought them to Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto their brethren: then they 
returned to Samaria. 

16 At that time did king Ahaz send unto 

17 the "kings of Assyria to help him. For 
again the Edomites had come and smit¬ 
ten Judah, and carried away 3 captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded the 
cities of the lowland, and of the South 
of Judah, and had taken Bcth-shemesh, 
and Aijalon, and Gederoth, and Soco 
with the 4 towns thereof, and Timnah 
with the howns thereof, Gimzo also and 
the 4 towns thereof: and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah low be¬ 
cause of Ahaz king of Israel; for he had 
5 dealt wantonly in Judah, and trespassed 

20 sore against the Lord. And Tilgath- 
pilneser king of Assyria came 6 unto him, 
and distressed him, but Strengthened 

21 him not. For Ahaz took away a portion 
out of the house of the Lord, and out of 
the house of the king and of the princes, 
and gave it unto the king of Assyria: but 
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it helped him not. And in the time 8 of 22 
his distress did he trespass yet more 
against the Lord, this same king Ahaz. 

For he sacrificed unto the gods of 9 Da- 23 
mascus, which smote him: and he said. 
Because the gods of the kings of Syria 
help them, therefore will I sacrifice to 
them, that they may help me. But they 
were the ruin of him, and of all Israel. 
And Ahaz gathered together the vessels 24 
of the house of God, and cut in pieces 
the vessels of the house of God, and shut 
up the doors of the house of the Lord; 
and he made him altars in every corner 
of Jerusalem. And in every several dty 25 
of Judah he made high places to burn 
incense unto other gods, and provoked 
to anger the Lord, the God of his fa¬ 
thers. Now the rest of his acts, and all 26 
his ways, first and last, behold, they are 
written in the book of the kings of Judah 
and Israel. And Ahaz slept with his 27 
fathers, and they buried him in the city, 
even in Jerusalem; for they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings of 
Israel: and Hczekiah his son reigned in 
his stead. 

FIEZEKI AH began to reign when 
he was five and twenty years old; 
and he reigned nine and twenty years in 
Jerusalem: and his mother’s name was 
Abijah the daughter of Zcchariah. And 2 
he did that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lord, according to all that David 
his father had done. He in the first year 3 
of his reign, in the first month, opened 
the doors of the house of the Lord, and 
repaired them. And he brought in the 4 
priests and the Levites, and gathered 
them together into the broad place on 
the east, and said unto them. Hear me, 5 
ye Levites; now sanctify yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord, the God 
of your fathers, and carry forth the filthi¬ 
ness out of the holy place. For our 6 
fathers have trespassed, and done that 
which was evil in the sight of the Lord 
our God, and have forsaken him, and 
have turned away their faces from the 
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habitation of the Lord, and turned their 

7 backs. Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense nor offered 
burnt offerings in the holy place unto 

8 the God of Israel. Wherefore the wrath 
of the Lord was upon Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem, and he hath delivered them to be 
bossed to and fro, to be an astonishment, 
and an hissing, as ye see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen by the 
sword, and our sons and our daughters 
and our wives are in captivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make a cove¬ 
nant with the Lord, the God of Israel, 
that his fierce anger may turn away from 

11 us. My sons, be not now negligent: for 
the Lord hath chosen you to stand be¬ 
fore him, to minister unto him, and that 
ye should be his ministers, and burn 
incense. 

12 Then the Levites arose, Mahath the 
son of Amasai, and Joel the son of 
Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites: 
and of the sons of Merari, Kish the son 
of Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehal- 
lclel: and of the Gershonites, Joah the 
son of Zimmah, and Eden the son of 

13 Joah: and of the sons of Elizaphan, 
Shimri and Jcuel: and of the sons of 

14 Asaph, Zechariah and Mattaniah: and 
of the sons of Heman, Jehuel and Shim- 
ei: and of the sons of Jeduthun, Shem- 

15 aiah and Uzziel. And they gathered 
their brethren, and sanctified them¬ 
selves, and went in, according to the 
commandment of the king by the words 
of the Lord, to cleanse the house of the 

16 Lord. And the priests went in unto the 
inner part of the house of the Lord, to 
cleanse it, and brought out all the un¬ 
cleanness that they found in the temple 
of the Lord into the court of the house 
of the Lord. And the Levites took it, 
to carry it out abroad to the brook Ki- 

17 dron. Now they began on the first day of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to 
the porch of the Lord ; and they sancti¬ 
fied the house of the Lord in eight days: 
and on the sixteenth day of the first 
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month they made an end. Then they 18 
went in to Hezekiah the king within the 
palace , and said. We have cleansed all 
the house of the Lord, and the altar of 
burnt offering, with all the vessels there¬ 
of, and the table of shewbread, with all 
the vessels thereof. Moreover all the 19 
vessels, which king Ahaz in his reign 
did cast away when he trespassed, have 
we prepared and sanctified; and, be¬ 
hold, they are before the altar of the 
Lord. 

Then Hezekiah the king arose early, 20 
and gathered the princes of the city, and 
went up to the house of the Lord. And 21 
they brought seven bullocks, and seven 
rams, and seven lambs, and seven he- 
goats, for a sin offering for the kingdom 
and for the sanctuary and for Judah. 
And he commanded the priests the sons 
of Aaron to offer them on the altar of the 
Lord. So they killed the bullocks, and 22 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar: and they killed 
the rams, and sprinkled the blood upon 
the altar: they killed also the lambs, and 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. And 23 
they brought near the he-goats for the 
sin offering before the king and the con¬ 
gregation; and they laid their hands 
upon them: and the priests killed them, 24 
and they made a sin offering with their 
blood upon the altar, to make atonement 
for all Israel: for the king commanded 
that the burnt offering and the sin offer¬ 
ing should be made for all Israel. And he 25 
set the Levites in the house of the Lord 
with cymbals, with psalteries, and with 
harps, according to the commandment 
of David, and of Gad the king’s seer, 
and Nathan the prophet: for the com¬ 
mandment was of the Lord by his pro¬ 
phets. And the Levites stood with the 26 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. And Hezekiah com- 27 
manded to offer the burnt offering upon 
the altar. And when the burnt offering 
began, the song of the Lord began also, 
and the trumpets, together with the in¬ 
struments of David king of Israel. And 28 
all the congregation worsliipped, and 

terror 
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the singers sang, and the trumpeters 
sounded; all this continued until the 

29 burnt offering was finished. And when 
they had made an end of offering, the 
king and all that were present with 
him bowed themselves and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
princes commanded the Lcvites to sing 
praises unto the Lord with the words 
of David, and of Asaph the seer. And 
they sang praises with gladness, and 
they bowed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, Now 
ye have ’consecrated yourselves unto 
the Lord, come near and bring sacri¬ 
fices and thank offerings into the house 
of the Lord. And the congregation 
brought in sacrifices and thank offerings; 
and as many as were of a willing heart 

32 brought burnt offerings. And the num¬ 
ber of the burnt offerings, which the 
congregation brought, was threescore 
and ten bullocks, an hundred rams, and 
two hundred lambs: all these were for a 

33 burnt offering to the Lord. And the 
consecrated things were six hundred 

34 oxen and three thousand sheep. But the 
priests were too few, so that they could 
not flay all the burnt offerings: where¬ 
fore their brethren the Levites did help 
them, till the work was ended, and until 
the priests had sanctified themselves: 
for the Levites were more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the 

35 priests. And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of the 
peace offerings, and with the drink offer¬ 
ings for every burnt offering. So the 
service of the house of the Lord w r as set 

36 in order. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and 
all the people, because of that which 
God had prepared for the people: for 
the thing was done suddenly. 

AND Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters also 
to Ephraim and Manasseh, that they 
should come to the house of the Lord 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover unto 

2 the Lord, the God of Israel. For the 
king had taken counsel, and his princes, 
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and all the congregation in Jerusalem, 
to keep the passover in the second month. 
For they could not keep it at that time, 3 
because the priests had not sanctified 
themselves in sufficient number, neither 
had the people gathered themselves to¬ 
gether to Jerusalem. And the thing was 4 
right in the eyes of the king and of all 
the congregation. So they established a 5 
decree to make proclamation throughout 
all Israel, from Becr-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord, the God of Israel, 
at Jerusalem: for they had not kept it fin 
great numbers in such sort as it is writ¬ 
ten. So the posts went with the letters 6 
from the king and his princes through¬ 
out all Israel and Judah, and according 
to the commandment of the king, saying. 

Ye children of Israel, turn again unto 
the Lord, the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, that he may return to the 
remnant that are escaped of you out of 
the hand of the kings of Assyria. And 7 
be not ye like your fathers, and like your 
brethren, which trespassed against the 
Lord, the God of their fathers, so that 
he gave them up 3 to desolation, as ye see. 
Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your fit- 8 
thers were; but 4 yield yourselves unto 
the Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever, and 
serve the Lord your God, that his fierce 
anger may turn away from you. For if 9 
ye turn again unto the Lord, your breth¬ 
ren and your children shall find com¬ 
passion before them that led them 
captive, and shall come again into this 
land: for the Lord your God is gracious 
and merciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return unto him. So 10 
the posts passed from city to city through 
the country of Ephraim and Manasseh, 
even unto Zebulun: but they laughed 
them to scorn, and mocked them. 
Nevertheless divers of Asher and Ma- 11 
nasseh and of Zebulun humbled them¬ 
selves, and came to Jerusalem. Also in 12 
Judah was the hand of God to give 
them one heart, to do the commandment 
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of the king and of the princes by the 

13 word of the Lord. And there assembled 
at Jerusalem much people to keep the 
feast of unleavened bread in the second 

14 month, a very great congregation. And 
they arose and took away the altars that 
were in Jerusalem, and all the J altars for 
incense took they away, and cast them 

15 into the brook Kidron. Then they killed 
the passover on the fourteenth day of the 
second month: and the priests and the 
Levitcs were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought burnt offerings 

16 into the house of the Lord. And they 
stood in their place after their order, 
according to the law of Moses the man 
of God: the priests sprinkled the blood, 
which they received of the hand of the 

17 Levites. For there were many in the 
congregation that had not sanctified 
themselves: therefore the Levites had 
the charge of killing the passovers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanctify 

18 them unto the Lord. For a multitude 
of the people, even many of Ephraim 
and Manassch, Issachar and Zcbulun, 
had not cleansed themselves, yet did 
they eat the passover otherwise than it 
is written. For Hezekiah had prayed for 
them, saying. The good Lord pardon 

19 2 every one that setteth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord, the God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according to 

20 the purification of the sanctuary. And 
the Lord hearkened to Hezekiah, and 

21 healed the people. And the children of 
Israel that were present at Jerusalem 
kept the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness: and the Le¬ 
vites and the priests praised the Lord 
day by day, singing with loud instru- 

22 ments unto the Lord. And Ilezekiah 
spake comfortably unto all the Levites 
that were well skilled in the service of the 
Lord. So they did eat throughout the 
feast for the seven days, offering sacri¬ 
fices of peace offerings, and 3 making 
confession to the Lord, the God of their 

23 fathers. And the whole congregation 
took counsel to keep other seven days: 


5 

and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. For Hezekiah king of Judah 24 
did give to the congregation for offer¬ 
ings a thousand bullocks and seven 
thousand sheep; and the princes gave 
to the congregation a thousand bullocks 
and ten thousand sheep: and a great 
number of priests sanctified themselves. 
And all the congregation of Judah, with 25 
the priests and the Levites, and all the 
congregation that came out of Israel, 
and the strangers that came out of the 
land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, 
rejoiced. So there was great joy in Jeru- 26 
salem: for since the time of Solomon the 
son of David king of Israel there was not 
the like in Jerusalem. Then the priests 27 
the Levites arose and blessed the people: 
and their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to his holy habitation, 
even unto heaven. 

NOW when all this was finished, 
all Israel that were present went 
cut to the cities of Judah, and brake in 
pieces the 4 pillars, and hewed down the 
Asherim, and brake down the high 
places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and 
Manassch, until they had destroyed 
them all. Then all the children of Israel 
returned, every man to his possession, 
into their own cities. And Hezekiah 2 
appointed the courses of the priests and 
the Levites after their courses, every 
man according to his service, both the 
priests and the Levites, for burnt offer¬ 
ings and for peace offerings, to minister, 
and to give thanks, and to praise in the 
gates of the camp of the Lord. He ap~ 3 
pointed also the king’s portion of his sub¬ 
stance for the burnt offerings, to zvit, for 
the morning and evening burnt offerings, 
and the burnt offerings for the sabbaths, 
and for the new moons, and for the set 
feasts, as it is written in the law of the 
Lord. Moreover he commanded the 4 
people that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the Levites, 
that they might 5 givc themselves to the 
law of the Lord. And as soon as the 5

10 at Jerusalem, saying. Thus saith Sen¬ 
nacherib king of Assyria, Whereon do 
ye trust, that ye abide 4 the siege in Jeru- 

11 salem? Doth not Hezekiah persuade 
you, to give you over to die by famine 
and by thirst, saying. The Lord our God 
shall deliver us out of the hand of the 

12 king of Assyria? Hath not the same 
Hezekiah taken away his high places and 
his altars, and commanded Judah and 
Jerusalem, saying. Ye shall worship be¬ 
fore one altar, and upon it shall ye bum 

13 incense? Know ye not what I and my 
fathers have done unto all the peoples of 
the lands ? Were the gods of the nations 
of the lands any ways able to deliver 

14 their land out of mine hand ? Who was 
there among all the gods of those nations 
which my fathers s utterly destroyed, 
that could deliver his people out of mine 
hand, that your God should be able to 

15 deliver you out of mine hand? Now 
therefore let not Hezekiah deceive you, 
nor persuade you on this manner, 
neither believe ye him: for no god of 
any nation or kingdom was able to de- 
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liver his people out of mine hand, and 
out of the hand of my fathers: how much 
less shall your 6 God deliver you out of 
mine hand? And his servants spake yet 16 
more against the Lord God, and against 
his servant Hezekiah. He wrote also 17 
’letters, to rail on the Lord, the God of 
Israel, and to speak against him, saying. 

As the gods of the nations of the lands, 
which have not delivered their people 
out of mine hand, so shall not the God 
of Hezekiah deliver his people out of 
mine hand. And they cried with a loud 18 
voice in the Jews’ language unto the 
people of Jerusalem that were on the 
wall, to affright them, and to trouble 
them; that they might take the city. 
And they spake of the God of Jeru- 19 
salem, as of the gods of the peoples of 
the earth, which are the work of men’s 
hands. And Hezekiah the king, and 20 
Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz, 
prayed because of this, and cried to 
heaven. And the Lord sent an angel, 21 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains, in 
the camp of the king of Assyria. So he 
returned with shame of face to his own 
land. And when he was come into the 
house of his god, they that came forth 
of his own bowels 8 slew him there with 
the sword. Thus the Lord saved Heze- 22 
kiah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the hand of Sennacherib the king 
of Assyria, and from the hand of all 
other , and guided them on every side. 
And many brought gifts unto the Lord 23 
to Jerusalem, and precious things to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he was 
exalted in the sight of all nations from 
thenceforth. 

In those days Hezekiah was sick even 24 
unto death: and he prayed unto the 
Lord ; and he spake unto him, and gave 
him a 9 sign. But Hezekiah rendered not 25 
again according to the benefit done unto 
him; for his heart was lifted up: there¬ 
fore there was wrath upon him, and 
upon Judah and Jerusalem. Notwith- 26

28 all manner of goodly vessels; store¬ 
houses also for the increase of corn and 
wine and oil; and stalls for all manner 

29 of beasts, and flocks in folds. Moreover 
he provided him cities, and possessions 
of flocks and herds in abundance: for 
God had given him very much sub- 

30 stance. This same Hezekiah also stopped 
the upper spring of the waters of Gihon, 
and brought them straight down on the 
west side of the city of David. And 
Hezekiah prospered in all his works. 

31 Howbcit in the business of the Ambassa¬ 
dors of the princes of Babylon, who sent 
unto him to inquire of the wonder that 
was done in the land, God left him, to 
try him, that he might know all that was 

32 in his heart. Now the rest of the acts 
of Hezekiah, and his good deeds, behold, 
they are written in the vision of Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz, in the 
book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 

33 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the ascent of the 
sepulchres of the sons of David: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
did him honour at his death. And Ma- 
nasseh his son reigned in his stead. 

MANAS SEH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned fifty and five years in Jeru- 

2 salem. And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, after the abomina¬ 
tions of the heathen, whom the Lord 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

3 For he built again the high places which 
Hezekiah his father had broken down; 
and he reared up altars for the Baalim, 
and made Asheroth, and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the house of the 
Lord, whereof the Lord said. In Jcru-

salem shall my name be for ever. And 5 
he built altars for all the host of heaven 
in the two courts of the house of the 
Lord. He also made his children to pass 6 
through the fire in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom: and he practised augury, 
and used enchantments, and practised 
sorcery, and dealt with them that had 
familiar spirits, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. And he 7 
set the graven image of the idol, which 
he had made, in the house of God, of 
which God said to David and to Sol¬ 
omon his son. In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen out of 
all the tribes of Israel, will 1 put my 
name for ever: neither wall I any more S 
remove the foot of Israel from off the 
land which I have appointed for your 
fathers; if only they will observe to do 
all that I have commanded them, even 
all the law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of Moses. And 9 
Manassch made Judah and the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem to err, so that they did 
evil more than did the nations, whom 
the Lord destroyed before the children 
of Israel. And the Lord spake to Ma- 10 
nassch, and to his people: but they gave 
no heed. Wherefore the Lord brought n 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, which took Manas¬ 
sch 3 in chains, and bound him with 
fetters, and carried him to Babylon. 
And when he was in distress, he be- 12 
sought the Lord his God, and humbled 
himself greatly before the God of his 
fathers. And he prayed unto him; and 13 
he was intreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again to 
Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then Ala- 
nasseh knew that the Lord he was God. 

Now after this he built an outer wall 14 
to the city of David, on the west side of 
Gihon, in the valley, even to the enter¬ 
ing in at the fish gate; and he compassed 
about Ophel, and raised it up a very 
great height: and he put 'Valiant captains 
in all the fenced cities of Judah. And he 15 
took away the strange gods, and the idol 
3 Or, t oith hooks 4 Or, captains of the army 
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out of the house of the Lord, and all the 
altars that he had built in the mount of 
the house of the Lord, and in Jeru¬ 
salem, and cast them out of the city. 

16 And he x built up the altar of the Lord, 
and offered thereon sacrifices of peace 
offerings and of thanksgiving, and com¬ 
manded Judah to serve the Lord, the 

17 God of Israel. Nevertheless the people 
did sacrifice still in the high places, but 

18 only unto the Lord their God. Now 
the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and his 
prayer unto his God, and the words of 
the seers that spake to him in the name 
of the Lord, the God of Israel, behold, 
they are written among the acts of the 

19 kings of Israel. His prayer also, and 
how God was intreated of him, and all 
his sin and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and set up 
the Asherim and the graven images, 
before he humbled himself: behold, 
they are written in the history of ~Hozai. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in his own house: and 
Amon his son reigned in his stead. 

Ainon was twenty and two years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
two years in Jerusalem. And he did that 
wliich was evil in the sight of the Lord, 
as did Manasseh his father: and Amon 
sacrificed unto all the graven images 
which Alanasseh his father had made, 

23 and served them. And he humbled not 
himself before the Lord, as Manasseh 
his father had humbled himself; but 
this same Amon trespassed more and 
more. And his servants conspired a- 
gainst him, and put him to death in his 
own house. But the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 
JOSIAH was eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned thirty and one years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And he did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lord, and walked in 
the ways of David his father, and turned 
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not aside to the right hand or to the left. 
For in the eighth year of his reign, while 3 
he w T as yet young, he began to seek after 
the God of David his father: and in the 
twelfth year he began to purge Judah 
and J erusalem from the high places, and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, 
and the molten images. And they brake 4 
down the altars of the Baalim in his pres¬ 
ence ; and the sun-images, that were on 
high above them, he hew T ed down; and 
the Asherim, and the graven images, and 
the molten images, he brake in pieces, 
and made dust of them, and strowed it 
upon the graves of them that had sacri¬ 
ficed unto them. And he burnt the 5 
bones of the priests upon their altars, 
and purged Judah and Jerusalem. And 6 
so did he in the cities of Manasseh and 
Ephraim and Simeon, even unto Naph- 
tali, 4 in their ruins round about. And 7 
he brake down the altars, and beat the 
Asherim and the graven images into 
powder, and hewed down all the sun- 
images throughout all the land of Israel, 
and returned to Jerusalem. 

Now in the eighteenth year of his 8 
reign, when he had purged the land, and 
the house, he sent Shaphan the son of 
Azaliah, and Maaseiah the governor of 
the city, and Joah the son of Joahaz the 
Recorder, to repair the house of the 
Lord his God. And they came to Hil- 9 
kiah the high priest, and delivered the 
money that was brought into the house 
of God, which the Levitcs, the keepers 
of the 6 door, had gathered of the hand 
of Manasseh and Ephraim, and of all the 
remnant of Israel, and of all Judah and 
Benjamin, 7 and of the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. And they delivered it into 10 
the hand of the workmen that had the 
oversight of the house of the Lord; and 
8 the workmen that wrought in the house 
of the Lord gave it to amend and repair 
the house; even to the carpenters and to 11 
the builders gave they it, to buy hewn 
stone, and timber for couplings, and to 
make beams for the houses which the 
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12 kings of Judah had destroyed. And the 
men did the work faithfully: and the 
overseers of them were Jahath and Oba- 
diah, the Levites, of the sons of Merari; 
and Zechariah and Meshullam, of the 
sons of the Kohathites, x to set it for¬ 
ward : and other of the Levites, all that 

13 could skill of instruments of music. Also 
they were over the bearers of burdens* 
and set forward all that did the work in 
every manner of service: and of the 
Levites there were scribes, and officers, 

14 and porters. And when they brought 
out the money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord, Hilkiah the priest 
found the book of the law of the Lord 

15 2 given by Moses. And Hilkiah answered 
and said to Shaphan the scribe, I have 
found the book of the law in the house 
of the Lord. And Hilkiah delivered the 

16 book to Shaphan. And Shaphan carried 
the book to the king, and moreover 
brought the king word again, saying. 
All that was committed to thy servants, 

17 they do it. And they have Emptied out 
the money that was found in the house 
of the Lord, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and into the 

1 3 hand of the workmen. And Shaphan 
the scribe told the king, saying, Hilkiah 
the priest hath delivered me a book. 
And Shaphan read therein before the 

19 king. And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 

20 that he rent his clothes. And the king 
commanded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan, and 4 Abdon the son of 
Micah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 

21 Asaiah the king’s servant, saying, Go 
ye, inquire of the Lord for me, and for 
them that are left in Israel and in Judah, 
concerning the words of the book that is 
found: for great is the wrath of the Lord 
that is poured out upon us, because our 
fathers have not kept the word of the 
Lord, to do according unto all that is 

22 written in this book. So Hilkiah, and 
they whom the king had commanded , 
went to Huldah the prophetess, the wife 
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of Shallum the son of 5 Tokhath, the son 
of 6 Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe; 
(now she dwelt in Jerusalem in the 
7 second quarter;) and they spake to her 
to that effect. And she said unto them, 23 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel: 
Tell ye the man that sent you unto me, 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 24 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even all the curses 
that are written in the book which they 
have read before the king of Judah: 
because they have forsaken me, and have 25 
burned incense unto other gods, that 
they might provoke me to anger with all 
the works of their hands; therefore is my 
wrath poured out upon this place, and 
it shall not be quenched. But unto the 26 
king of Judah, who sent you to inquire 
of the Lord, thus shall ye say to him. 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel: 

As touching the words which thou hast 
heard, because thine heart was lender, 27 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou hcardest his words 
against this place, and against the in¬ 
habitants thereof, and hast humbled 
thyself before me, and hast rent thy 
clothes, and wept before me; I also have 
heard thee, saith the Lord. Behold, I 28 
will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
shalt be gathered to thy grave in peace, 
neither shall thine eyes see all the evil 
that I will bring upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof. And they 
brought the king word again. 

Then the king sent and gathered to- 29 
gether all the elders of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem. And the king went up to the 30 
house of the Lord, and all the men of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and the priests, and the Levites, and all 
the people, both great and small: and 
he read in their ears all the words of the 
book of the covenant that was found in 
the house of the Lord. And the king 31 
stood in his place, and made a covenant 
before the Lord, to walk after the Lord, 
and to keep his commandments, and his 
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testimonies* and his statutes* with all his 
heart* and with all his soul, to perform 
the words of the covenant that were 

32 written in this book. And he caused all 
that were found in Jerusalem and Ben¬ 
iamin to stand to it. And the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem did according to the cove¬ 
nant of God, the God of their fathers. 

33 And Josiah took away all the abomina¬ 
tions out of all the countries that per¬ 
tained to the children of Israel, and made 
all that were found in Israel to serve* 
even to serve the Lord their God. All liis 
days they departed not from following 
the Lord, the God of their fathers. 

AND Josiah kept a passover unto 
the Lord in Jerusalem: and they 
killed the passover on the fourteenth day 

2 of the first month. And he set the 
priests in their charges, and encouraged 
them to the service of the house of the 

3 Lord. And he said unto the Levites 
that taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in the 
house which Solomon the son of David 
king of Israel did build; there shall no 
more be a burden upon your shoulders: 
now serve the Lord your God, and Ills 

4 people Israel. And prepare yourselves 
after your fathers’ houses by your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according to 

5 the writing of Solomon his son. And 
stand in the holy place according to the 
divisions of the fathers* houses of your 
brethren the children of the people* x and 
let there be for each a portion of a fathers* 

6 house of the Levites. And kill the pass- 
over* and sanctify yourselves, and pre¬ 
pare for your brethren, to do according 
to the word of the Lord by the hand of 

7 Moses. And Josiah 2 gave to the children 
of the people, of the flock, lambs and 
kids, all of them for the passover offer¬ 
ings, unto all that were present* to the 
number of thirty thousand, and three 
thousand bullocks: these were of the 

8 king’s substance. And his princes gave 
3 for a freewill offering unto the people* 
to the priests, and to the Levites. Hil- 
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kiah and Zechariah and Jehiel* the 
rulers of the house of God, gave unto 
the priests for the passover offerings two 
thousand and six hundred small cattle y 
and three hundred oxen. Conaniah also* 9 
and Shemaiah and Nethanel* his breth¬ 
ren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel and Joza- 
bad, the chiefs of the Levites, gave unto 
the Levites for the passover offerings five 
thousand small cattle * and five hundred 
oxen. So the service was prepared, and 10 
the priests stood in their place, and the 
Levites by their courses* according to 
the king’s commandment. And they 11 
killed the passover, and the priests 
sprinkled the blood , which they received 
of their hand, and the Levites flayed 
them. And they removed the burnt 12 
offerings, that they might give them 
according to the divisions of the fathers* 
houses of the children of the people, to 
offer unto the Lord, as it is written in 
the book of Moses. And so did they 
with the oxen. And they roasted the 13 
passover with fire according to the ordi¬ 
nance: and the holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and carried them quickly to all the chil¬ 
dren of the people. And afterward they 14 
prepared for themselves, and for the 
priests; because the priests the sons of 
Aaron were busied in offering the burnt 
offerings and the fat until night: there¬ 
fore the Levites prepared for them¬ 
selves, and for the priests the sons of 
Aaron. And the singers the sons of 15 
Asaph were in their place, according to 
the commandment of David* and Asaph* 
and Heman* and Jeduthun the king’s 
seer; and the porters were at every gate: 
they needed not to depart from their 
service, for their brethren the Levites 
prepared for them. So all the service of 16 
the Lord was prepared the same day, to 
keep the passover, and to offer burnt 
offerings upon the altar of the Lord* 
according to the commandment of king 
Josiah. And the children of Israel that 17 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened bread 
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18 seven days. And there was no passover 
like to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuel the prophet; neither did any 
of the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as Josiah kept, and the priests, and 
the Levites, and all Judah and Israel 
that were present, and the inhabitants of 

19 J erusalem. In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 After all this, w r hcn Josiah had pre¬ 
pared the temple, Ncco king of Bgypt 
went up to fight against Carchemish by 
Euphrates: and Josiah went out against 

21 him. But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? I come not against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war; and God ‘hath 
commanded me to make haste: forbear 
thee from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not turn his 
face from him, but disguised himself, 
that he might fight with him, and 
hearkened not unto the words of Neco, 
from the mouth of God, and came to 

23 light in the valley of Megiddo. And the 
archers shot at king Josiah; and the king 
said to his servants. Have me away; for 

24 I am sore wounded. So his servants 
took him out of the chariot, and put him 
in the second chariot that he had, and 
brought him to Jerusalem; and he died, 
and was buried in the sepulchres of his 
fathers. And all Judah and Jerusalem 

25 mourned for Josiah. And Jeremiah la¬ 
mented for Josiah: and all the singing 
men and singing women spake of Josiah 
in their lamentations, unto this day; and 
they made them an ordinance in Israel: 
and, behold, they are written in the 

26 lamentations. Now the rest of the acts 
of Josiah, and his good deeds, according 
to that which is written in the law of the 

27 Lord, and his acts, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of the kings 
of Israel and Judah. 

THEN the people of the land 
took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 
and made him king in his father’s stead 
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in Jerusalem. Joahaz was twenty and 2 
three years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned three months in Jeru¬ 
salem. And the king of Egypt deposed 3 
him at Jerusalem, and amerced the land 
in an hundred talents of silver and a 
talent of gold. And the king of Egypt 4 
made Eliakim his brother king over Judah 
and J erusalem, and changed his name to 
Jehoiakim. And Ncco took Joahaz his 
brother, and carried him to Egypt. 

Jehoiakim was twenty and five years 5 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord his God. Against him came 6 
up Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and bound him in fetters, to carry him 
to Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar also car- 7 
ried of the vessels of the house of the 
Lord to Babylon, and put them in his 
2 temple at Babylon. Now the rest of the 8 
acts of Jehoiakim, and liis abominations 
which he did, and that which was found 
3 in him, behold, they are written in the 
book of the lungs of Israel and Judah: 
and 4 Jehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

Jchoiachin was 5 eight years old when 9 
he began to reign; and he reigned three 
months and ten days in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lord. And at the return of the 10 
year king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with the goodly 
vessels of the house of the Lord, and 
made Zedekiah his brother king over 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

Zedekiah was twenty and one years n 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 12 
he did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lord his God; he humbled not him¬ 
self before Jeremiah the prophet speak¬ 
ing from the mouth of the Lord. And 13 
he also rebelled against king Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, who had made him swear by 
God: but he stiffened his neck, and 
°hardened his heart from turning unto 
the Lord, the God of Israel. Moreover 14 
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Jeconiah. In Jcr. 22. 24, Coniah. 5 In 2 Kings 24. 8, eighteen. 6 Heb. strengthened. 
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all the chiefs of the priests, and the peo¬ 
ple, trespassed very greatly after all the 
abominations of the heathen; and they 
polluted the house of the Lord which 

15 he had liallowcdin Jerusalem. And the 
Lord, the God of their fathers, sent to 
them by his messengers, rising up early 
and sending; because he had compassion 
on his people, and on his dwelling place: 

16 but they mocked the messengers of God, 
and despised his words, and scoffed at 
liis prophets, until the wrath of the Lord 
arose against his people, till there was no 

17 ‘remedy. Therefore he brought upon 
them the king of the Chaldeans, who 
slew their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had no 
compassion upon young man or maiden, 
old man or ancient: he gave them all 

18 into his hand. And all the vessels of the 
house of God, great and small, and the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 
princes; all these he brought to Babylon. 

19 And they burnt the house of God, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem, and 


burnt all the palaces thereof with fire, 
and destroyed all the goodly vessels 
thereof. And them that had escaped 20 
from the sword carried he away to Baby¬ 
lon; and they were servants to him and 
his sons until the reign of the kingdom 
of Persia: to fulfil the word of the Lord 21 
by the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land 
had enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long as 
she lay desolate she kept sabbath, to ful¬ 
fil threescore and ten years. 

Now in the first year of 2 Cyrus king 22 
of Persia, that the word of the Lord by 
the mouth of Jeremiah might be accom¬ 
plished, the Lord stirred up the spirit 
of Cyrus king of Persia, that he made a 
proclamation throughout all his king¬ 
dom, and put it also in writing, saying. 
Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All the 23 
kingdoms of the earth hath the Lord, 
the God of heaven, given me; and he 
hath charged me to build him an house 
in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who¬ 
soever there is among you of all his 
people, the Lord his God be with him, 
and let him go up.

1 NOW in the first year of 2 Cyrus king 
of Persia, that the word of the Lord 
by the mouth of Jeremiah might be ac¬ 
complished, the Lord stirred up the 
spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, that he 
made a proclamation throughout all his 
kingdom, and put it also in writing, say- 
2 ing. Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All 
the kingdoms of the earth hath the Lord, 
the God of heaven, given me; and he 
hath charged me to build him an house 
3 in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who¬ 
soever there is among you of all his peo¬ 
ple, liis God be with him, and let him 
go up to Jerusalem, which is in Judah, 
and build the house of the Lord, the 
God of Israel, 3 (he is God,) which is in 
4 Jerusalem. And whosoever is left, in 
any place where he sojourneth, let the 
men of his place help him with silver,

and with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, beside the freewill offering for 
the house of God which is in Jerusalem. 
Then rose up the heads of fathers’ houses 5 
of J udah and Benjamin, and the priests, 
and the Leviics, even all whose spirit 
God had stirred to go up to build the 
house of the Lord which is in Jerusalem. 
And all they that were round about them 6 
strengthened their hands with vessels of 
silver, with gold, with goods, and with 
beasts, and with precious tilings, beside 
all that was willingly offered. Also Cyrus 7 
the king brought forth the vessels of the 
house of the Lord, which Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar had brought forth out of Jeru¬ 
salem, and had put them in the house of 
his gods; even those did Cyrus king of 8 
Persia bring forth by the hand of Mith- 
redath the treasurer, and numbered 
3 Or, he is the Cod tehich is in Jerusalem 
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them unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of 

9 Judah. And this is the number of them: 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand char¬ 
gers of silver, nine and twenty knives; 

10 thirty bowls of gold, silver bowls of a 
second sort four hundred and ten, and 

11 other vessels a thousand. All the vessels 
of gold and of silver were five thousand 
and four hundred. All these did Shesh¬ 
bazzar bring up, when they of die 
captivity were brought up from Babylon 
unto Jerusalem.

I said unto them. Ye are holy unto the 
Lord, and the vessels are holy; and the 
silver and the gold arc a freewill offering 
unto the Lord, the God of your fathers.

Then we departed from the river of 31 
Ahava on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jerusalem: and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and he 
delivered us from the hand of the enemy 
and the lier in wait by the way.

y/S burnt offering unto the Lord. And they 
delivered the king’s commissions unto 
the king’s satraps, and to the governors 
beyond the river: and they furthered the 
people and the house of God. 

NOW when these things were done, 
the princes drew near unto me, say¬ 
ing, The people of Israel, and the priests 
and the Levites, have not separated 
themselves from the peoples of the lands, 
doing according to their abominations, 
even of the Canaanites, the Hittitcs, the 
Perizzites, the Jebusites, the Ammon¬ 
ites, the Moabites, the Egyptians, and 

2 the Amorites. For they have taken of 
their daughters for themselves and for 
their sons; so that the holy seed have 
mingled themselves with the peoples of 
the lands: yea, the hand of the princes 
and Tulers hath been 2 chief in this tres- 

3 pass. And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head and of 

4 my beard, and sat down astonied. Then 
were assembled unto me every one that 
trembled at the words of the God of 
Israel, because of the trespass of them 
of the captivity; and I sat astonied until 

5 the evening oblation. And at the evening 
oblation I arose up from my humilia¬ 
tion, even with my garment and my 
mantle rent; and I fell upon my knees, 
and spread out my hands unto the Lord 

6 my God; and I said, O my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my face to 
thee, my God: for our iniquities are 
increased over our head, and our guilti¬ 
ness is grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers we have 
been ^exceeding guilty unto this day; 
and for our iniquities have we, our kings, 
and our priests, been delivered into the 
hand of the kings of the lands, to the 
sword, to captivity, and to spoiling, and 
to confusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little moment grace hath 
been shewed from the Lord out God, 
to leave us a remnant to escape, and to 
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give us a nail in his holy place, that our 
God may lighten our eyes, and give us 
a little reviving in our bondage. For we 9 
are bondmen; yet our God hath not for¬ 
saken us in our bondage, but hath ex¬ 
tended mercy unto us in the sight of the 
kings of Persia, to give us a reviving, to 
set up the house of our God, and to re¬ 
pair the 5 ruins thereof, and to give us a 
6 wall in Judah and in Jerusalem. And 10 
now, O our God, what shall we say 
after this? for we have forsaken thy 
commandments, which thou hast com- II 
manded by thy servants the prophets, 
saying. The land, unto which ye go to 
possess it, is an unclean land through 
the uncleanness of the peoples of the 
lands, through their abominations, which 
have filled it from one end to another 
with their lilthiness. Now therefore give 12 
not your daughters unto their sons, 
neither take their daughters unto your 
sons, nor seek their peace or their pros¬ 
perity for ever: that ye may be strong, 
and eat the good of the land, and leave 
it for an inheritance to your children for 
ever. And after all that is come upon us 13 
for our evil deeds, and for our great guilt, 
seeing that thou our God hast punished 
us less than our iniquities deserve, and 
hast given us such a remnant, shall we 14 
again break thy commandments, and 
join in affinity with the peoples that 
do these abominations? wouldest not 
thou be angry with us till thou hadst 
consumed us, so that there should be no 
remnant, nor any to escape? O Lord, 15 
the God of Israel, thou art righteous; 
for we are left a remnant that is escaped, 
as it is this day: behold, we are before 
thee in our guiltiness; for none can stand 
before thee because of this.

EZRA—NEHEMIAH 


THE 

BOOK OF NEHEMIAH 


1 THE 6 words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hacaliah. 

Now it came to pass in the month 
Cliislev, in the twentieth year, as I was 
2 in Shushan the 7 palace, that Hanani, one 
of my brethren, came, he and certain 
men out of Judah; and I asked them 
concerning the Jews that had escaped, 
which were left of the captivity, and 
3 concerning Jerusalem. And they said 
unto me. The remnant that are left of 
the captivity there in the province are in 
great affliction and reproach: the wall 
of Jerusalem also is broken down, and 
the gates thereof are burned with fire. 
4 And it came to pass, when I heard these 
words, that I sat down and wept, and 
mourned certain days; and I fasted 
and prayed before the God of heaven, 
5 and said, I beseech thee, O Lord, the God 
of heaven, the great and terrible God, 
that keepeth covenant and mercy with 
them that love him and keep nis com- 
6 mandments: let thine ear now be atten¬ 
tive, and thine eyes open, that thou 
mayest hearken unto the prayer of thy 


servant, which I pray before thee at this 
time, day and night, for the children of 
Israel thy servants, while I confess the 
sins of the children of Israel, which we 
have sinned against thee: yea, I and my 
father’s house have sinned. We have 7 
dealt very corruptly against thee, and 
have not kept the commandments, nor 
the statutes, nor the judgements, which 
thou commandedst thy servant Moses. 
Remember, I beseech thee, the word 8 
that thou commandedst thy servant Mo¬ 
ses, saying. If ye trespass, I will scatter 
you abroad among the peoples: but if 9 
ye return unto me, and keep my com¬ 
mandments and do them, though your 
outcasts were in the uttermost part of 
the heaven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto the 
place that I have chosen to cause my 
name to dwell there. Now these are thy 10 
servants and thy people, whom thou 
hast redeemed by thy great power, and 
by thy strong hand. O Lord, I beseech 11 
thee, let now thine ear be attentive to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to the prayer

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of thy servants, who delight to fear thy 
name: and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy in 
the sight of this man. (Now I was cup¬ 
bearer to the king.) 

2 AND it came to mss in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of Ar- 
taxerxes the king, when wine was before 
him, that I took up the wine, and gave 
it unto the king. Now I had not been 
2 beforetime sad in his presence. And the 
king said unto me. Why is thy coun¬ 
tenance sad, seeing thou art not sick? 
this is nothing else but sorrow of heart. 
3 Then I w T as very sore afraid. And I said 
unto the king, Let the king live for ever: 
why should not my countenance be sad, 
when the city, the place of my fathers’ 
sepulchres, lieth waste, and the gates 
4 thereof are consumed with fire? Then 
the king said unto me. For what dost 
thou make request? So I prayed to the 
5 God of heaven. And I said unto the 
king. If it please the king, and if thy 
servant have found favour in thy sight, 
that thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
6 that I may build it. And the king said 
unto me, (the queen also sitting by him,) 
For how long shall thy journey be? and 
when wilt thou return ? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him a time. 
7 Moreover I said unto the king. If it 
please the king, let letters be given me 
to the governors beyond the river, that 
they may let me pass through till I come 
8 unto Judah; and a letter unto Asaph the 
keeper of the king’s x forest, that he may 
give me timber to make beams for the 
gates of the castle which appertaineth to 
the house, and for the wall of the city, 
and for the house that I shall enter into. 
And the king granted me, according to 
the good hand of my God upon me. 
9 Then I came to the governors beyond 
the river, and gave them the king’s let¬ 
ters. Now the king had sent with me 
captains of the army and horsemen. 
io And when Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
heard of it, it grieved them exceedingly,

for that there was come a man to seek 
the welfare of the children of Israel. So 11 
I came to Jerusalem, and was there three 
days. And I arose in the night, I and 12 
some few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God put into my heart 
to do for Jerusalem: neither was there 
any beast with me, save the beast that 
I rode upon. And I went out by night 13 
by the valley gate, even toward the 
dragon’s well, and to the dung gate, and 
viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates thereof 
were consumed with fire. Then I went 14 
on to the fountain gate and to the king’s 
pool: but there was no place for the 
beast that was under me to pass. Then 15 
went I up in the night by the brook, and 
viewed the wall; and I turned back, and 
entered by the valley gate, and so re¬ 
turned. And the *rulers knew not 16 
whither I went, or what I did; neither 
had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor to 
the priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
2 rulers, nor to the rest that did the work 
Then said I unto them. Ye see the evil 17 
case that we are in, how Jerusalem lieth 
waste, and the gates thereof are burned 
with fire: come and let us build up the 
wall of Jerusalem, that we be no more 
a reproach. And I told them of the hand 18 
of my God which w r as good upon me; as 
also of the king's words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said. Let us 
rise up and build. So they strengthened 
their hands for the good work. But when 19 
Sanballat the Horonite, and Tobiah the 
servant, the Ammonite, and Gcshem the 
Arabian, heard it, they laughed us to 
scorn, and despised us, and said. What 
is this thing that ye do? will ye rebel 
against the king? Then answered I 20 
them, and said unto them. The God of 
heaven, he will prosper us; therefore we 
his servants will arise and build: but ye 
have no portion, nor right, nor memorial, 
in Jerusalem. 

3 THEN Eliashib the high priest rose 
up with his brethren the priests, and 
they budded the sheep gate; they sancti¬ 
fied it, and set up the doors of it; even 
2 Or, deputies 
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unto the tower of ‘Hammeah they sancti- 

2 tied it, unto the tower of Hanancl. And 
next unto him builded the men of Jeri¬ 
cho. And next to 2 them builded Zaccur 

3 the son of Imri. And the fish gate did the 
sons of Hassenaah build; they laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the bolts thereof, and the bars 

4 thereof. And next unto them repaired 
Meremoth the son of Uriah, the son of 
Hakkoz. And next unto them repaired 
Meshullam the son of Bcrechiah, the son 
of Meshezabcl. And next unto them 

5 repaired Zadok the son of Baana. And 
next unto them the Tekoitcs repaired; 
but their nobles put not their necks to 

6 the work of their 3 lord. And hhe old 
gate repaired Joiada the son of Paseah 
and Meshullam the son of Besodeiah, 
they laid the beams thereof, and set up 
the doors thereof, and the bolts thereof, 

7 and the bars thereof. And next unto 
them repaired Melatiah the Gibeonite, 
and Jadon the Meronothite, the men of 
Gibeon, and of Mizpah, which apper¬ 
tained to the throne of the governor 

8 beyond the river. Next unto him re¬ 
paired Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, gold¬ 
smiths. And next unto him repaired 
Hananiah one of the apothecaries, and 
they ^fortified Jerusalem even unto the 

9 broad wall. And next unto them re¬ 
paired Rephaiah the son of Iiur, the 
ruler of half the district of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Jedaiah the 
son of Harumaph, even over against his 
house. And next unto liim repaired 

11 Hattush the son of Hashabneiah. Mal- 
chijah the son of Harim, and Hasshub 
the son of Pahath-moab, repaired an¬ 
other portion, and the tower of the 

12 furnaces. And next unto him repaired 
Shallum the son of Hallohesh, the ruler 
of half the district of Jerusalem, he and 

13 his daughters. The valley gate repaired 
Hanun, and the inhabitants of Zanoah; 
they built it, and set up the doors there¬ 
of, the bolts thereof, and the bars there¬ 
of, and a thousand cubits of the wall 
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unto the dung gate. And the dung gate 14 
repaired Malchijah the son of Rcchab, 
the ruler of the district of Beth-hac- 
cherem; he built it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the bolts thereof, and the bars 
thereof. And the fountain gate repaired 15 
Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, the ruler 
of the district of Mizpah; he built it, 
and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the bolts thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
7 Shelah by the lung’s garden, even unto 
the stairs that go down from the city of 
David. After him repaired Nehemiah 16 
the son of Azbuk, the ruler of half the 
district of Bcth-zur, unto the place over 
against the sepulchres of David, and 
unto the pool that was made, and unto 
the house of the mighty men. After him 17 
repaired the Levites, Rehum the son of 
Bani. Next unto him repaired Hasha- 
biah, the ruler of half the district of 
Keilah, for his district. After him re- 18 
paired their brethren, Bawai the son of 
llenadad, the ruler of half the district of 
Keilah. And next to him repaired Ezcr 19 
the son of Jcshua, the ruler of Mizpah, 
another portion, over against the going 
up to the armoury at the turning of the 
zuall. After him Baruch the son of 8 Zab- 20 
bai earnestly repaired another portion, 
from the turning of the zuall unto the 
door of the house of Eliashib the high 
priest. After him repaired Meremoth 21 
the son of Uriah the son of Hakkoz an¬ 
other portion, from the door of the house 
of Eliashib even to the end of the house 
of Eliashib. And after him repaired the 22 
priests, the men of the g Plain. After 23 
2 thcm repaired Benjamin and Hasshub 
over against their house. After "them 
repaired Azariah the son of Maaseiah 
the son of Ananiah beside his own house. 
After him repaired Binnui the son of 24 
Henadad another portion, from the 
house of Azariah unto the turning of the 
zvall 3 and unto the comer. Palal the son 25 
of Uzai repaired over against the turning 
of the wall, and xo the tower that standeth 
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out from the upper house of the king, 
which is by the court of the guard. 
After him 'Pedaiah the son of Parosh 

26 repaired . (Now the Netkinim dwelt in 
Ophel, unto the place over against the 
water gate toward the east, and the tower 

27 that standcth out.) After him the Teko- 
ites repaired another portion, over a- 
gainst the great tower that standeth out, 

28 and unto the wall of Ophel. Above the 
horse gate repaired die priests, every one 

29 over against his own house. After 2 them 
repaired Zadok the son of Immer over 
against his own house. And after him 
repaired Shemaiah the son of Shecaniah, 

30 the keeper of the cast gate. After him 
repaired Hananiah the son of Shelemiah, 
and Hanun the sixth son of Zalaph, 
another portion. After him repaired 
Meshuilam the son of Bcrechiah over 

31 against his chamber. After him repaired 
Malchijah one of the goldsmiths unto the 
house of the Nethinim, and of the mer¬ 
chants, over against the gate of Ham- 
miphkad, and to the 3 ascent of the comer. 

32 And between the 3 ascent of the corner 
and the sheep gate repaired the gold¬ 
smiths and the merchants. 

BUT it came to pass that, when 
Sanballat heard that we budded the 
wall, he was wroth, and took great in- 

2 dignation, and mocked the Jews. And 
he spake before his brethren and the 
army of Samaria, and said. What do 
these feeble Jews? 4 will they fortify 
themselves? will they sacrifice? will they 
make an end in a day? will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of rubbish, 

3 seeing they are burned? Now Tobiah 
the Ammonite was by him, and he said. 
Even that which they build, if a 5 fox go 
up, he shall break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are despised: 
and turn back their reproach upon their 
own head, and give them up to spoiling 

5 in a land of captivity: and cover not 
their iniquity, and let not their sin be 
blotted out from before thee: for they 
have provoked thee to anger before the 
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builders. So we built the wall; and all 6 
the wall was joined together unto half 
the height thereof: for the people had a 
mind to work. 

But it came to pass that, when San- 7 
ballat, and Tobiah, and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that °the repairing of the walls of 
Jerusalem went forward, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then they 
were very wroth; and they conspired all 8 
of them together to come and fight a- 
gainst Jerusalem, and to cause confusion 
therein. But wc made our prayer unto 9 
our God, and set a watch against them 
day and night, because of them. And 10 
Judah said, The strength of the bearers 
of burdens is decayed, and there is 
much rubbish; so that wc arc not able 
to build the wall. And our adversaries 11 
said. They shall not know, neither see, 
till we come into the midst of them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to cease. 
And it came to pass that, when the Jews 12 
which dwelt by them came, they said 
unto us ten times 7 from all places. Ye 
must return unto us. Therefore set I in 13 
the lowest parts of the space behind the 
wall, in the open places, I even set the 
people after their families with their 
swords, their spears, and their bows. 
And I looked, and rose up, and said unto 14 
the nobles, and to the 8 rulers, and to the 
rest of the people. Be not yc afraid of 
them: remember the Lord, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons and your daughters, 
your wives and your houses. And it 15 
came to pass, when our enemies heard 
that it was known unto us, and God had 
brought their counsel to nought, tliat 
we returned all of us to the wall, every 
one unto his work. And it came to pass 16 
from that time forth, that half of my 
servants wrought in the work, and half 
of them held the spears, the shields, 
and the bows, and the coats of mail; and 
the rulers were behind 9 all the house of 
Judah. They that builded the wall and 17

19 pet was by me. And I said unto the 
nobles, and to the x rulers and to the rest 
of the people. The work is great and 
large, and wc are separated upon the 

20 wall, one far from another: in what place 
soever ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
resort ye thither unto us; our God shall 

21 fight for us. So we wrought in the work: 
and half of them held the spears from 
the rising of the morning till the stars 

22 appeared. Likewise at the same time 
said I unto the people. Let every one 
with his servant lodge within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they may be a guard 

23 to us, and may labour in the day. So 
neither I, nor my brethren, nor my 
servants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, 2 evcry one went with his 
weapon to the water. 

THEN there arose a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 

2 their brethren the Jews. For there were 
that said. We, our sons and our daugh¬ 
ters, are many: let us get com, that we 

3 may eat and live. Some also there were 
that said. We are mortgaging our fields, 
and our vineyards, and our houses: let 

4 us get corn, because of the dearth. There 
were also that said. We have borrowed 
money for the king’s tribute upon our 

5 fields and our vineyards. Yet now our 
flesh is as the flesh of our brethren, 
our children as their children: and, lo, 
we bring into bondage our sons and our 
daughters to be servants, and some of 
our daughters are brought into bondage 
already : neither is it in our power to 
help it; for other men have our fields 

6 and our vineyards. And I was very 
angry when I heard their cry and these 

7 words. Then I consulted with myself, 
and contended with the nobles and the 
I rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact 
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usury, every one of his brother. And I 
held a great assembly against them. And 8 
I said unto them. We after our ability 
have Redeemed our brethren the Jews, 
which were sold unto the hearhen; and 
would ye even sell your brethren, and 
should they be sold unto us? Then held 
they their peace, and found never a 
word. Also I said. The thing that ye do 9 
is not good: ought ye not to walk in the 
fear of our God, because of the reproach 
of the heathen our enemies ? And I like- 10 
wise, my brethren and my servants, do 
lend them money and corn on usury. 

I pray you, let us leave off this usury. 
Restore, I pray you, to them, even this 11 
day, their fields, their vineyards, their 
oliveyards, and their houses, also the 
hundredth part of the money, and of the 
corn, the wine, and the oil, that ye exact 
of them. Then said they. We will re- 12 
store them, and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do, even as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and took an 
oath of them, that they should do ac¬ 
cording to this promise. Also I shook 13 
out my lap, and said. So God shake out 
every man from his house, and from his 
labour, that performeth not this pro¬ 
mise; even thus be he shaken out, and 
emptied. And ail the congregation said. 
Amen, and praised the Lord. And the 
people did according to this promise. 
Moreover from the time that I was 14 
appointed to be their governor in the 
land of Judah, from the twentieth year 
even unto the two and thirtieth year 
of Artaxerxes the king, that is , twelve 
years, I and my brethren have not 
eaten the bread of the governor. But 15 
the former governors that were before 
me 4 were chargeable unto the people, 
and took of them bread and wine, 5 be¬ 
side forty shekels of silver; yea, even 
their servants 6 bare rule over the people: 
but so did not I, because of the fear of 
God. Yea, also I Continued in the work 16 
of this wall, neither bought we any land: 
and all my servants were gathered thither 
unto the work. Moreover there were at 17 
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my table of the Jews and the Rulers an 
hundred and fifty men, beside those 
that came unto us from among the 

18 heathen that were round about us. Now 
that which was prepared for one day 
was one ox and six choice sheep; also 
fowls were prepared for me, and once in 
ten days store of all sorts of wine: yet 
for all this I demanded not the bread of 
the governor, because the bondage was 

19 heavy upon this people. Remember 
unto me, O my God, for good, all that 
I have done for this people. 

NOW it came to pass, when it was 
reported to Sanballat and Tobiah, 
and to Geshcm the Arabian, and unto 
the rest of our enemies, that I had 
builded the wall, and that there was no 
breach left therein; (though even unto 
that time I had not set up the doors in 

2 the gates;) that Sanballat and Geshcm 
sent unto me, saying. Come, let us meet 
together in one of the villages in the plain 
of Ono. But they thought to do me mis- 

3 chief. And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so that 
I cannot come down: why should the 
work cease, whilst I leave it, and come 

4 down to you? And they sent unto me 
four times after this sort; and I an¬ 
swered them after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant unto me 
in like manner the fifth time with an 

6 open letter in his hand; wherein was 
written. It is reported among the nations, 
and 2 Gashmu saith it, that thou and the 
Jews think to rebel; for which cause 
thou buildest the wall: and thou would- 
cst be their king, according to these 

7 words. And thou hast also appointed 
prophets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying. There is a king in Judah: and 
now shall it be reported to the king 
according to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel to- 

8 gether. Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as thou 
sayest, but thou feignest them out of 

9 thine own heart. For they all would 
have made us afraid, saying. Their hands 


shall be weakened from the work, that 
it be not done. But now, 3 0 God, 
strengthen thou my hands. 

And I went unto the house of She- 10 
maiah the son of Delaiah the son of 
Mehetabel, who was shut up; and he 
said. Let us meet together in the house 
of God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple: for they 
will come to slay thee; yea, in the night 
will they come to slay thee. And I said, 11 
Should such a man as I flee? and who is 
there, that, being such as I, 4 would go 
into the temple to save his life? I will 
not go in. And I discerned, and, lo, God 12 
had not sent him: but he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: and Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. For this 13 
cause was he hired, that I should be 
afraid, and do so, and sin, and that they 
might have matter for an evil report, 
that they might reproach me. Remem- 14 
her, O my God, Tobiah and Sanballat 
according to these their works, and also 
the prophetess Noadiah, and the rest of 
the prophets, that would have put me 
in fear. 

So the wall was finished in the twenty 15 
and fifth day of the month Elul, in fifty 
and two days. And it came to pass, 16 
when all our enemies heard thereof , that 
all the heathen that were about us 
5 feared, and were much cast down in 
their own eyes: for they perceived that 
this work was wrought of our God. 
Moreover in those days the nobles of 17 
Judah sent many letters unto Tobiah, 
and the letters of Tobiah came unto 
them. For there were many in Judah 18 
sworn unto him, because he was the son 
in law of Shecaniah the son of Arah;

And we cast lots, 
the priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, according to our 
fathers’ houses, at times appointed, year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the

35 law: and to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit of 
all manner of trees, year by year, unto

of our sons, and of our cattle, as it is 
written in the law, and the firstlings of 
our herds and of our flocks, to bring to 
the house of our God, unto the priests 
that minister in the house of our God:

2 God for ever ; because they met not the 
children of Israel with bread and with 
water, but hired Balaam against them, 
to curse them: howbeit our God turned 

3 the curse into a blessing. And it came 
to pass, when they had heard the law, 
that they separated from Israel all the 
mixed multitude. 

4 Now before this, Eliashib the priest, 
who was appointed over the ’chambers 
of the house of our God, being allied 

5 unto Tobiah, had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meal offerings, the frankincense, 
and the vessels, and the tithes of the 
com, the wine, and the oil, which were 
given by commandment to the Levites, 
and the singers, and the porters; and the 

6 heave offerings for the priests. But in 
all this time I was not at Jerusalem: for 
in the two and thirtieth year of Arta- 
xerxes king of Babylon I went unto the 
king, and after certain days asked I leave 

7 of the king: and I came to Jerusalem, 
and understood of the evil that Eliashib 
had done for Tobiah, in preparing him 
a chamber in the courts of the house of 

8 God. And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 


13 , 19 

Tobiah out of tho chamber. Then I 9 
commanded, and they cleansed the 
chambers: and thither brought I again 
the vessels of the house of God, with the 
meal offerings and the frankincense. 
And I perceived that the portions of the 10 
Levites had not been given them; so 
that the Levites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to his field. 
Then contended I with the 4 rulers, and 11 
said, Why is the house of God forsaken? 
And I gathered them together, and set 
them in their place. Then brought all 12 
Judah the tithe of the corn and the wine 
and the oil unto the treasuries. And I 13 
made treasurers over the treasuries, 
Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok the 
scribe, and of the Levites, Pedaiah: and 
next to them was Hanan the son of Zac- 
cur, the son of Mattaniah: for they were 
counted faithful, and their business 
was to distribute unto their brethren. 
Remember me, O my God, concerning 14 
this, and wipe not out my 5 good deeds 
that I have done for the house of my 
God, and for the observances thereof. 

In those days saw I in Judah some 15 
treading winepresses on the sabbath, 
and bringing in 6 shcaves, and lading 
asses therewith ; as also wine, grapes, and 
figs, and all manner of burdens, which 
they brought into Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day: and I testified against them 
in the day wherein they sold victuals. 
There dwelt men of Tyre also therein, 16 
which brought in fish, and all manner 
of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, and in Jerusalem. 
Then I contended with the nobles of 17 
Judah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? Did not your fathers thus, 18 
and did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city? yet ye 
bring more wrath upon Israel by pro¬ 
faning the sabbath. And it came to pass 19 
that, when the gates of Jerusalem began 
to be dark before the sabbath, I com¬ 
manded that the doors should be shut, 
and commanded that they should not be

Then I testi¬ 
fied against them, and said unto them, 
Why lodge ye *about the wall? if ye do 
so again, I will lay hands on you. From

And I commanded the 
Levites that they should purify them¬ 
selves, and that they should come and 
keep the gates, to sanctify the sabbath 
day. Remember unto me, O my God, 
this also, and spare me according to the 
greatness of thy mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I the Jews 
that 2 had married women of Ashdod, of 

24 Ammon, and of Moab: and their chil¬ 
dren spake half in the speech of Ashdod, 
and could not speak in the Jews’ lan¬ 
guage, but according to the language 

25 of each people. And I contended with 
them, and ’cursed them, and smote cer¬ 
tain of them, and plucked off their hair. 


and made them swear by God, saying , 

Ye shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters for 
your sons, or for yourselves. Did not 26 
Solomon king of Israel sin by these 
things? yet among many nations was 
there no king like him, and he was be¬ 
loved of his God, and God made him 
king over all Israel: nevertheless even 
him did strange women cause to sin. 
Shall we then hearken unto you to do 27 
all this great evil, to trespass against our 
God in marrying strange women? And 28 
one of the sons of Joiada, the son of 
Eliashib the high priest, was son in law 
to Sanballat the Horonite: therefore I 
chased him from me. Remember them, 29 
O my God, ^because they have defiled 
the priesthood, and the covenant of the 
priesthood, and of the Levites. Thus 30 
cleansed I them from 5 all strangers, and 
appointed wards for the priests and for 
the Levites, every one in his work; and 31 
for die wood offering, at times appointed, 
and for the firstfruits. Remember me, 

O my God, for good. 


THE 

BOOK OF ESTHER 


1 NOW it came to pass in the days of ] 
6 Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasuerus which 
reigned, from India even unto Ethiopia, 
over an hundred and seven and twenty 
2 provinces:) that in those days, when 
the king Ahasuerus sat on the throne of 
his kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
3 ’palace, in the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and his 
servants; the power of Persia and Media, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 

4 being before him: when he shewed die 
riches of his glorious kingdom and the 
honour of his excellent majesty many 
days, even an hundred and fourscore 
5 days. And when these days were ful- I 


filled, the king made a feast unto all the 
people that were present in Shushan the 
palace, both great and small, seven days, 
in the court of the garden of the king’s 
palace; there zvere hangings of ®whitc 6 
cloth , of 9 green, and of blue, fastened 
with cords of fine linen and purple to 
silver rings and pillars of marble: the 
couches were of gold and silver, upon a 
pavement 10 of red, and white, and yellow, 
and black marble. And they gave them 7 
drink in vessels of gold, (the vessels 
being diverse one from another,) and 
royal wine in abundance, according to 
the 1 bounty of the king. And the drink- 8 
ing was according to the law; none could

to all the officers of his house, that they 
should do according to every man’s 
9 pleasure. Also Vashti the queen made 
a feast for the women in the royal house 

10 which belonged to king Ahasuerus. On 
the seventh day, when the heart of the 
king was merry with wine, he com¬ 
manded Mchuman, Biztha, Harbona, 
Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and Car- 
cas, the seven Chamberlains that minis¬ 
tered in the presence of Ahasuerus the 

11 king, to bring Vashti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew 
the peoples and the princes her beauty: 

12 for she was fair to look on. But the 
queen Vashti refused to come at the 
king’s commandment by the chamber¬ 
lains : therefore was the king very wroth, 

13 and his anger burned in him. Then the 
king said to the wise men, which knew 
the times, (for so was the king’s manner 
toward all that knew law and judgement; 

14 and the next unto him was Carshena, 
Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, Mercs, 
Marsena, and Memucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Alodia, which saw 
the king’s face, and sat first in the king- 

15 dom:) What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not done the bidding of the king 

16 Ahasuerus by the chamberlains? And 
Memucan answered before the king and 
the princes, Vashti the queen hath not 
done wrong to the king only, but also to 
all the princes, and to all the peoples 
that are in all the provinces of the king 

17 Ahasuerus. For this deed of the queen 
shall come abroad unto all women, to 
make their husbands contemptible in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported, 
The king Ahasuerus commanded Vashti 
the queen to be brought in before him, 

18 but she came not. And this day shall 
the princesses of Persia and Media 
which have heard of the deed of the 
queen 2 say the like unto all the king’s 
princes. So shall there arise 3 much con- 

19 tempt and wrath. If it please the king,

let there go forth a royal commandment 
from him, and let it be written among 
the laws of the Persians and the Medes, 
4 that it be not altered, that Vashti come 
no more before king Ahasuerus; and let 
the king give her royal estate 5 unto 
another that is better than she. And 20 
when the king’s decree which he shall 
make shall be published throughout all 
his kingdom, (for it is great,) all the 
wives shall give to their husbands hon¬ 
our, both to great and small. And the 21 
saying pleased the king and the princes; 
and the king did according to the word 
of Memucan: for he sent letters into all 22 
the king’s provinces, into every pro¬ 
vince according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in his 
own house, and should publish it ac¬ 
cording to the language of his people. 
AFTER these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahasuerus was paci¬ 
fied, he remembered Vashti, and what 
she had done, and what was decreed 
against her. Then said the king’s serv- 2 
ants that ministered unto him. Let there 
be fair young virgins sought for the 
king: and let the king appoint officers 3 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, that 
they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shushan the palace, 
to the house of the women, unto the 
custody of 6 Hegai the king’s chamber- 
lain, keeper of the women; and let their 
things for purification be given them: 
and let the maiden which pleaseth the 4 
king be queen instead of Vashti. And 
the thing pleased the king; and he did so. 

There was a certain Jew in Shushan 5 
the palace, whose name was Mordecai, 
the son of Jair, the son of Shimei, the 
son of Kish, a Benjamite; who had been 6 
carried away from Jerusalem with the 
captives which had been carried away 
with 7 Jeconiah king of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon 
had carried away.

Wherefore they 
called these days Purim, after the name 
of Pur. Therefore because of all the 
words of this letter, and of that which 
they had seen concerning this matter, 
and that which had come unto them, 

27 the Jews ordained, and took upon them, 
and upon their seed, and upon all such 
as joined themselves unto them, so as 
it should not fail, that they would keep 
these two days according to the writing 
thereof, and according to the appointed 

28 time thereof, every year; and that these 
days should be remembered and kept 


throughout every generation, every fam¬ 
ily, every province, and every city; and 
that these days of Purim should not fail 
from among the Jews, nor the memorial 
of them perish from their seed. Then 29 
Esther the queen, the daughter of Abi- 
hail, and Mordecai the Jew, wrote with 
all Authority to confirm this second 
letter of Purim. And he sent letters un- 30 
to all the Jews, to the hundred twenty 
and seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, with words of peace and 
truth, to confirm these days of Purim 31 
in their appointed times, according as 
Mordecai the Jew and Esther the queen 
had enjoined them, and as they had 
ordained for themselves and for their 
seed, in the matter of the fastings and 
their cry. And the commandment of 32 
Esther confirmed these matters of Pu¬ 
rim; and it was written in the book. 

AND the king Ahasuerus laid a 
tribute upon the land, and upon 
the isles of the sea. And all the acts of 2 
his power and of his might, and the full 
account of the greatness of Alordecai, 
whercunto the king advanced him, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Media and 
Persia? For Mordecai the Jew was next 3 
unto king Ahasuerus, and great among 
the Jews, and accepted of the multitude 
of his brethren; seeking the good of his 
people, and speaking peace to all his seed.

And the Lord 10 
turned the captivity of Job, when he 
prayed for his friends: and the Lord 
gave Job twice as much as he had before. 
Then came there unto him all his breth- 11 
ren, and all his sisters, and all they that 
had been of his acquaintance before, and 
did eat bread with him in his house: and 
they bemoaned him, and comforted him 
concerning all the evil that the Lord had 
brought upon him: every man also gave 
him a 4 piece of money, and every one 
a ring of gold. So the Lord blessed the 12 
latter end of Job more than his begin¬ 
ning: and he had fourteen thousand 
sheep, and six thousand camels, and a 
thousand yoke of oxen, and a thousand 
she-asses. He had also seven sons and 13 
three daughters. And he called the name 14 
of the first, Jemimah; and the name of 
the second, Keziah; and the name of the 
third, Kcren-happuch. Auid in all the 15 
land were no women found so fair as the 
daughters of Job: and their father gave 
them inheritance among their brethren. 
And after this Job lived an hundred and 16 
forty years, and saw his sons, and his 
sons’ sons, even four generations.

1 THE words of 9 thc Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher; 
3 vanity of vanities, all is vanity. What 
profit hath man of all his labour wherein 
4 he laboureth under the sun? One genera¬ 
tion goeth, and another generation com- 
5 eth; and the earth abideth for ever. The 
sun also ariseth, and the sun goeth down, 
and hasteth to his place where he ariseth. 

1 Heb. spoil. 

6 Or, cushions 
10 Or, torrents 


The wind goeth toward the south, and 6 
turneth about unto the north; it tumeth 
about continually in its course, and the 
wind retumeth again to its circuits. All 7 
the I0 rivers run into the sea, yet the sea 
is not full; unto the place whither the 
rivers go, thither they go again. 11 All 8 
things are full of weariness; man can¬ 
not utter it: the eye is not satisfied with 
seeing, nor the ear filled with hearing.

There is no remem¬ 
brance of the former generations ; neither 
shall there be any remembrance of the 
latter generations that arc to come, among 
those that shall come after. 

12 I the Preacher was king over Israel in 

13 Jerusalem. And I applied my heart to 
seek and to search out by wisdom con¬ 
cerning all that is done under heaven: it 
is a sore travail that God hath given to 
the sons of men to be exercised there- 

14 with. I have seen all the works that 
are done under the sun; and, behold, 
all is vanity and *a striving after wind. 

15 That which is crooked cannot be made 
straight: and ^that which is wanting can- 

16 not be numbered. I communed with 
mine own heart, saying, Lo, I have got¬ 
ten me great wisdom 3 above all that 
were before me 4 in Jerusalem: yea, my 
heart 5 hath had great experience of wis- 

17 dom and knowledge. And I applied 
my heart to know wisdom, and to know 
madness and folly: I perceived that this 

18 also was a striving after wind. For in 
much wisdom is much grief: and he 
that incrcaseth knowledge incrcaseth 
sorrow. 

I SAID in mine heart. Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth; there¬ 
fore enjoy 7 pleasure: and, behold, this 

2 also was vanity. I said of laughter. It is 

3 mad: and of mirth. What doeth it? I 
searched in mine heart how to cheer my 
flesh with wine, mine heart yet “guiding 
me with wisdom, and how to lay hold on 
folly, till I might see what it was good 
for the sons of men that they should do 
under the heaven 9 all the days of their 

4 life. I made me great works; I budded 

5 me houses; I planted me vineyards; I

made me gardens and parks, and I 
planted trees in them of all kinds of 
fruit: I made me pools of water, to water 6 
therefrom the forest where trees were 
reared: I bought menservants and maid- 7 
ens, and had servants born in my house; 
also I had great possessions of herds and 
flocks, above all that were before me in 
Jerusalem: I gathered me also silver and 8 
gold, and the peculiar treasure of kings 
and of the provinces: I gat me men 
singers and women singers, and the de¬ 
lights of the sons of men, I0 concubines 
very many. So I was great, and in- 9 
creased more than all that were before 
me in Jerusalem: also my wisdom “re¬ 
mained with me. And whatsoever mine 10 
eyes desired I kept not from them: I 
withheld not my heart from any joy, for 
my heart rejoiced because of all my la¬ 
bour ; and this was my portion from all 
my labour. Then I looked on all the 11 
works that my hands had wrought, and 
on the labour that I had laboured to do: 
and, behold, all was vanity and a striving 
after wind, and there was no profit under 
the sun. 

And I turned myself to behold wis- 12 
dom, and madness and folly: for what 
can the man do that cometh “after the 
king? even that which hath been already 
done. Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 13 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 
The wise man’s eyes are in his head, and 14 
the fool walketh in darkness: and yet I 
perceived that one event happeneth to 
them all. Then said I in my heart. As it 15 
happeneth to the fool, so will it happen 
even to me; and why was I then more 
wise? Then I said in my heart, that this 
also was vanity. For of the wise man, 16 
even as of the fool, there is no remem¬ 
brance for ever; seeing that in the days 
to come all will have been already for¬ 
gotten. And how doth the wise man die 
even as the fool! So I hated life; because 17 
the work that is wrought under the sun

And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet shall 
he have rule over all my labour wherein 
I have laboured, and wherein I have 
shewed wisdom under the sun. This 

20 also is vanity. Therefore I turned about 
to cause my heart to despair concerning 
all the labour wherein I had laboured 

21 under the sun. For there is a man whose 
labour is with wisdom, and with know¬ 
ledge, and with ‘skilfulness; yet to a man 
that hath not laboured therein shall he 
2 leave it for his portion. This also is 

22 vanity and a great evil. For what hath a 
man of all his labour, and of the 'striving 
of his heart, wherein he laboureth under 

23 the sun? For all his days are but sor¬ 
rows, and his travail is grief; yea, even 
in the night his heart taketh no rest. 
This also is vanity. 

24 There is nothing better for a man than 
that he should eat and drink, and make 
his soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it is from the hand of 

25 God. For who can eat, or who can 4 ha ve 

26 enjoyment, 5 more than I? For to the 
man that pleaseth him God giveth wis¬ 
dom, and knowledge, and joy: but to the 
sinner he giveth travail, to gather and to 
heap up, that he may give to him that 
pleaseth God. This also is vanity and a 
striving after w T ind. 

TO every thing there is a season, and 
a time to every ^purpose under the 

2 heaven: a time to be born, and a time 
to die; a time to plant, and a time to 

3 pluck up that which is planted; a time 
to kill, and a time to heal; a time to break 

4 down, and a time to build up; a time 
to weep, and a time to laugh; a time to 

5 mourn, and a time to dance; a time to 
cast away stones, and a time to gather 
stones together; a time to embrace, and } 


a time to refrain from embracing; a time 6 
to seek, and a time to lose; a time to keep, 
and a time to cast away; a time to rend, 7 
and a time to sew; a time to keep silence, 
and a time to speak; a time to love, and 8 
a time to hate; a time for war, and a time 
for peace. What profit hath he that 9 
worketh in that wherein he laboureth? 

I have seen the travail which God hath 10 
j given to the sons of men to be exercised 
| therewith. He hath made every thing ir 
j beautiful in its time: also he hath set 7 the 
world in their heart, yet so that man can¬ 
not find out the work that God hath 
done from the beginning even to the end. 

I know that there is nothing better for 12 
them, than to rejoice, and s to do good 
so long as they live. And also that every 13 
man should eat and drink, and enjoy 
good in all Lis labour, is the gift of God. 

I know that, whatsoever God Joeth, it 14 
shall be for ever: nothing can be put to 
it, nor any thing taken from it: and God 
hath done it, that men should fear before 
him. 9 That which is hath been already; 15 
and that which is to be hath already 
been: and God seeketli again that which 
is I0 passed away. 

And moreover I saw under the sun, 16 
in the place of judgement, that wicked¬ 
ness was there; and in the place of right¬ 
eousness, that wickedness was there. I 17 
said in mine heart, God shall judge the 
righteous and the wicked: for there is a 
time there for every 6 purposc and for 
every work. n I said in mine heart. It is 18 
because of the sons of men, that God 
may prove them, and that they may see 
that they themselves are but as beasts. 

For u that which befalleth the sons of men 19 
befalleth beasts; even one thing befalleth 
them: as the one dieth, so dieth the 
other; yea, they have all one 13 breath; 
and man hath no preeminence above the 
beasts: for all is vanity. All go unto one 20 
place; all are of the dust, and all turn to 
dust again. Who knoweth the spirit ,4 of 21

A THEN I returned and saw all the 
oppressions that are done under the 
sun: and behold, the tears of such as 
were oppressed, and they had no com¬ 
forter,* and on the side of their oppres¬ 
sors there was power, but they had no 

2 comforter. Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more titan the 

3 living which arc yet alive; yea, 3 better 
them them both did 1 esteem him which 
hath not yet been, who hath not seen the 
evil work that is done under the sun. 

4 Then I saw all labour and every 3 skil- 
ful work, that Tor this a man is envied 
ol his neighbour. This also is vanity and 

5 a striving after wind. The fool foldeth 
his hands together, and eateth his own 

6 flesh. Better is an handful 5 with quiet¬ 
ness, than two handfuls 5 vvith labour and 
striving after wind. 

7 Then I returned and saw vanity under 

8 the sun. There is one that is alone, and 
he hath not a second; yea, he hath neither 
son nor brother; yet is there no end of 
all his labour, neither are Iris eyes satis¬ 
fied with riches. For whom then, saith 
he y do I labour, and deprive my soul of 
good? This also is vanity, yea, it is a 

9 sore travail. Two are better than one; 
because they have a good reward for 

10 their labour. For if they fall, the one 
will lift up his fellow: but woe to him 
that is alone when he falleth, and hath 

11 not another to lift him up. Again, if two 
lie together, then they have warmth: but 

12 how can one be warm alone} And if a 
man prevail against him that is alone, 
two shall withstand him; and a three¬ 
fold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 Better is a poor and wise youth than 


an old and foolish king, who knoweth 
not how to receive admonition any more. 
For out of prison he came forth to be 14 
king; 6 yea, even in his kingdom he was 
born poor. 1 saw all the living which 15 
walk under the sun, that they were with 
the youth, the second, that stood up in 
his stead. ’There was no end of all the 16 
people, even of all them over whom he 
was: yet they that come after shall not 
rejoice in him. Surely this also is vanity 
and a striving after wind. 

5 KEEP thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God; for to draw nigh 
to hear is better than to give the sacrifice 
of fools: for they know not that they do 
evil. Be not rash with thy mouth, and 2 
let not thine heart be hasty to utter 8 any 
thing before God; for God is in heaven, 
and thou upon earth: therefore let thy 
words be few. For a dream cometh with 3 
a multitude of °bu$iness; and a fool’s 
voice with a multitude of words. When 4 
thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not 
to pay it; for he hath no pleasure in 
fools: pay that which thou vowest. Bet- 5 
ter is it that thou shouldest not vow, 
than that thou shouldest vow and not 
pay. Suiter not thy mouth to cause thy 6 
flesh to sin; neither say thou before the 
10 angel, that it was an error: wherefore 
should God be angry at thy voice, and 
destroy the work of thine hands? 11 For 7 
thus it cometh io pass through tite multi¬ 
tude of dreams and vanities and many 
words: but fear thou God.

17 with his eyes:) then I beheld all the 
work of God, that man cannot find out 
the work that is done under the sun: 
because however much a man labour to 
seek it out, yet he shall not find it; yea 
moreover, though a wise man think to 
know it, yet shall he not be able to find 

it. For all this I laid to my heart, 
even to explore all this; that the 
righteous, and the wise, and their works, 
are in the hand of God: whether it be 
love or hatred, man knoweth it not; all

Go thy way, eat thy bread with joy, 7 
and drink thy wine with a merry heart; 
for God hath already accepted thy works.

A wise man’s heart is 
at his right hand; but a fool’s heart at his 

3 left. Yea also, when the fool walketh by

4 fool. If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place; for 

5 Shielding allaveth great offences. There 
is an evil which I have seen under the 
sun, as it were an error which proceedcth 

6 from the ruler: folly is set in great 
’dignity, and the rich sit in low r place. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, and 
princes walking as servants upon the

into it; and whoso breaketh through a

THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET 

ISAIAH 


1 THE vision of Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, which he saw concerning 
Judah and Jerusalem, in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah. 

2 Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O 
earth, for the Lord hadi spoken: I have 
^nourished and brought up children, and 
3 they have rebelled against me. The ox 
knowedi his owner, and the ass his mas¬ 
ter’s crib: but Israel doth not know, my 
4 people doth not consider. Ah sinful na¬ 
tion, a people laden with iniquity, a seed 
of evil-doers, children that deal cor¬ 
ruptly : they have forsaken the Lord, they 
have despised the Holy One of Israel, 
they are estranged and gone backward. 
5 5 Why will ye be still stricken, that ye 
revolt more and more? 6 the whole head 
6 is sick, and 6 the whole heart faint. From 
the sole of the foot even unto the head 
there is no soundness in it; but wounds, 
and bruises, and 7 festering sores: they 
have not been closed, neither bound up, 
7 neither mollified with oil. Your country 
is desolate; your cities are burned with 
fire; your land, strangers devour it in 
your presence, and it is desolate, 8 as over- 
8 thrown by strangers. And the daughter 
of Zion is left as a booth in a vineyard, 
as a lodge in a garden of cucumbers, as a 


besieged city. Except the Lord of hosts 9 
had left unto us a very small remnant, we 
should have been as Sodom, w T e should 
have been like unto Gomorrah. 

Hear the word of the Lord, ye ^rulers 10 
of Sodom; give ear unto the l0 law of our 
God, ye people of Gomorrah. To what 11 
purpose is the multitude of your sacri¬ 
fices unto me? saith the Lord: I am full 
of the burnt offerings of rams, and the 
fat of fed beasts; and I delight not in the 
blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he- 
goats. When ye come 11 to appear before 12 
me, who hath required this at your hand, 
to trample my courts? Bring no more 13 
Iz vain oblations; incense is an abomina¬ 
tion unto me; new moon and sabbath, 
the calling of assemblies,— I3 I cannot 
away with iniquity and the solemn meet¬ 
ing. Your new moons and your ap- 14 
pointed feasts my soul hateth: they are 
a I4 trouble unto me; I am weary to bear 
them. And when ye spread forth your 15 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from you: 
yea, when ye make many prayers, I will 
not hear: your hands are full of blood. 
Wash you, make you clean; put away j 6 
the evil of your doings from before mine 
eyes; cease to do evil: learn to do well; 17 
seek judgement, X5 relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the widow.

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, the Mighty One of Israel, Ah, 
I will ease me of mine adversaries, and 

25 avenge me of mine enemies: and I will 
Hum my hand upon thee, and 2 througlily 
purge away thy dross, and will take away 

26 ali thy Hin: and I will restore thy judges 
as at the first, and thy counsellors as at 
the beginning: afterward thou shalt be 
called The city of righteousness, the 

27 faithful city. Zion shall be redeemed 
with judgement, and Hier converts with 

28 righteousness. But the destruction of 
the transgressors and the sinners shall 
be together, and they that forsake the 

29 Lord shall be consumed. For they shall 
be ashamed of the 6 oaks which ye have 
desired, and ye shall be confounded for 

30 the gardens that ye have chosen. For ye 
shall be as 7 an oak whose leaf fadeth, 

31 and as a garden that hath no water. And 
the strong shall be as tow, and his work 
as a spark; and they shall both burn to¬ 
gether, and none shall quench them. 

2 THE word that Isaiah the son of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the latter 
days, that the mountain of the Lord’s 


the mountains, and shall be exalted 
above the hills; and all nations shall flow 
unto it. And many peoples shall go and 3 
say. Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths:

O house of Jacob, come ye, and let us 5 
walk in the light of the Lord. For thou 6 
hast forsaken thy people the house of 
Jacob, because they be filled with cus¬ 
toms from the cast, and are soothsayers 
like the Philistines, and they strike hands 
with the children of strangers. Their 7 
land also is full of silver and gold, neither 
is there any end of their treasures; their 
land also is full of horses, neither is there 
any end of their chariots. Their land 8 
also is full of idols; they worship the 
work of their own hands, that which 
their own fingers have made. And the 9 
mean man 12 is bowed down, and the great 
man IJ is brought low: therefore forgive 
them not. Enter into the rock, and hide 10 
thee in the dust, from before the terror 
of the Lord, and from the glory of his 
majesty. The lofty looks of man shall be 11 
brought low, and the haughtiness of men 
shall be bowed down, and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. For 12 
u there shall be a day of the Lord of hosts 
upon all that is proud and haughty, and 
upon all that is lifted up; and it shall be 
brought low: and upon all the cedars of 13 
Lebanon, that are high and lifted up,

Lord will enter into judgement with the 
elders of Iris people, and the princes 
thereof: It is ye that have eaten up the 
vineyard; the spoil of the poor is in your 
houses: what mean ye that yc crush my 15 
people, and grind the face of the poor? 
saith the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

Moreover the Lord said. Because the 16 
daughters of Zion are haughty, and walk 
with stretched forth necks and wanton 
eyes, walking and mincing as they go, 
and making a tinkling with their feet: 
therefore the Lord will smite with a scab 17 
the crown of the head of the daughters 
of Zion, and the Lord will lay bare their 
secret parts. In that day the Lord will 18 
take away the bravery of their anklets, 
and the "cauls, and the crescents; the 19 
pendants, and the I0 bracelets, and the 
mufflers; the headtires, and the ankle 20 
chains, and the sashes, and the perfume 
boxes, and the amulets; the rings, and 21 
the nose jewels; the festival robes, and 22 
the mantles, and the shawls, and the 
satchels; the hand mirrors, and the fine 23 
linen, and the turbans, and the veils. 
And it shall come to pass, that instead 24 
of sweet spices there shall be rottenness; 
and instead of a girdle a rope; and instead 
of well set hair baldness; and instead 
of a stomacher a girding of sackcloth:

And seven 
women shall take hold of one man in 
that day, saying, We will cat our own 
bread, and wear our own apparel: only 
let us be called by thy name; take thou 
away our reproach. 

2 In that day shall the •‘’branch of the 
Lord be beautiful and glorious, and the 
fruit of the ’land shall be -'excellent and 
comely for them that are escaped of ls- 

3 rael. And it shall come to pass, that he 
that is left in Zion, and he that remain- 
eth in Jerusalem, shall be called holy, 
even every one that is written 6 among 

4 the living in Jerusalem: when the Lord 
shall have washed away the filth of the 
daughters of Zion, and shall have purged 
the blood of Jerusalem from the midst 
thereof, by the 7 spirit of judgement, and 

5 by the Spirit of burning. And the Lord 
will create over The whole habitation of 
mount Zion, and over her assemblies, a 
cloud and smoke by day, and the shining 
of a flaming fire by night: for over all the 

6 glory shall be spread a canopy. And there 
shall be a pavilion for a shadow in the 
day-tune from the heat, and for a refuge 
and for a covert from storm and from 
rain. 

5 LET me sing Tor my wcllbcloved 
a song of my beloved touching his 
vineyard. My well beloved had a vine- 
2 yard in u, a very fruitful hill: and he 1 ’made 
a trench about it, and gathered out 
the stones thereof, and planted it with 
the choicest vine, and built a tower in the 
midst of it, and also hewed out a u winc- 
press therein: and he looked that it 
should bring forth grapes, and it brought 
3 forth wild grapes. And now, O inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem and men of Judah, 
judge, I pray you, betwixt me and my 
4 vineyard. What could have been done

more to my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it? wherefore, when I looked 
that it should bring forth grapes, brought 
it forth wild grapes? And now go to; I 5 
will tell you what I will do to my vine¬ 
yard : I will take away the hedge thereof, 
and it shall be u eaten up; I will break 
down the fence thereof, and it shall be 
trodden down: and I will lay it waste; 6 
it shall not be pruned nor hoed; but 
there shall come up briers and thorns: 

I will also command the clouds that they 
rain no rain upon it. For the vineyard 7 
of the Lord of hosts is the house of Is¬ 
rael, and the men of Judah 14 his pleasant 
plant: and he looked for judgement, but 
behold 1 Oppression; for righteousness, 
but behold a cry. 

Woe unto them that join house to 8 
house, that lay field to field, till there be 
no room, and ye be made to dwell alone 
in the midst of the land! In mine ears 9 
saith the Lord of hosts, Of a truth many 
houses shall be desolate, even great and 
fair, without inhabitant. For ten acres 10 
of vineyard shall yield one bath, and a 
homer of seed shall yield but an ephah. 

Woe unto them that rise up early in 11 
the morning, that they may follow strong 
drink; that tarry late into the night, till 
wine inflame them! And the harp and 12 
the lute, the tabret and the pipe, and 
wine, are in their feasts: but they re¬ 
gard not the work of the Lord, neither 
have they considered the operation of his 
hands. Therefore my people are gone 13 
into captivity, for lack of knowledge: 
and ’Their honourable men are famished, 
and their multitude are parched with 
thirst. Therefore 17 hell hath enlarged her 14 
desire, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their l8 pomp, and he that 
rcjoiceth among them, descend into it. 
And the mean man is bowed down, and 15 
the great, man is humbled, and the eyes 
of the lofty arc humbled: but the Lord i 6 
of hosts is exalted in judgement, and

20 Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil; that put darkness for 
light , and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in their 
own eyes, and prudent in their own 
sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 

23 mingle strong drink: which justify the 
wicked for a reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from liirn! 

24 Therefore as the tongue of fire devoureth 
the stubble, and as the dry grass sinketh 
down in the flame, so their root shall be 
as rottenness, and their blossom shall go 
up as dust: because they have rejected 
the 2 law of the Lord of hosts, and de¬ 
spised the word of the Holy One of I srael. 

25 Therefore is the anger of the Lord 
kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, 
and hath smitten them, and the hills did 
tremble, and their carcases were as re¬ 
fuse in the midst of the streets. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, but his 

26 hand is stretched out still. And he will 
lift up an ensign to the nations from far, 
and will hiss for 3 them from the end of 
the earth: and, behold, 4 they shall come 

27 with speed swiftly: none shall be weary 
nor stumble among them; none shall

Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord 
of hosts: 3 the w T hole earth is full of his 
glory. And the foundations of the thres- 4 
holds were moved at the voice of him 
that cried, and the house was filled with 
smoke. Then said I, Woe is me! for I 5 
am undone; because I am a man of un¬ 
clean lips, and I dwell in the midst of a 
people of unclean lips: for mine eyes 
have seen the King, the Lord of hosts. 
Then flew one of the seraphim unto me, 6 
having a 9 Iive coal in his hand, which he 
had taken with the tongs from off the 
altar: and he touched my mouth with it, 7 
and said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; 
and thine iniquity is taken away, and thy 
sin “°purged. And I heard the voice of 8 
the Lord, saying. Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us? Then I said. 
Here am I; send me. And he said. Go, 9 
and tell this people. Hear yc 1 “indeed, but 
understand not; and see ye “indeed, but 
perceive not. Make the heart of this 10 
people fat, and make their cars heavy, 
and shut their eyes; lest they see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
“^understand with their heart, and turn 
again, and be healed. Then said I, Lord, 11 
how long ? And he answered, Until cities 
be waste without inhabitant, and houses

And it shall come to pass in that day, 20 
that the remnant of Israel, and they that 
are escaped of the house of Jacob, shall 
no more again stay upon him that smote 
them ; but shall stay upon the Lord, the 
Holy One of Israel, in truth. 7 A rem- 21 
nant shall return, even the remnant of 
Jacob, unto the mighty God. For though 22 
8 thy people Israel be as the sand of the 
sea, only a remnant y of them shall return: 
a consumption is determined, overflow¬ 
ing with righteousness. For a consum- 23 
mation, and that determined, shall the 
Lord, the Lord of hosts, make in the 
midst of all the 10 earth. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord, the 24 
Ix)RD of hosts, O my people that dweil- 
est in Zion, be not afraid of XI the As¬ 
syrian: though he smite thee with the 
rod, and lift up his staff against thee, 
after the manner of Egypt. For yet a 25 
very little while, and the indignation 
shall be accomplished, and I2 mine anger, 
in their destruction. And the Lord of 26 
hosts shall stir up against him a scourge, 
as in the slaughter of Midian at the rock 
of Orcb: and I3 his rod shall be over the 
sea, and he shall lift it up after the man¬ 
ner of Egypt. And it shall come to pass 27 
in that day, that his burden shall depart 
from off thy shoulder, and his yoke from 
off thy neck, and the yoke shall be de¬ 
stroyed I4 because of I5 the anointing. 

He is come to Aiath, he is passed 28 
through Migron; at Michmash he layeth 
up his baggage: they are gone over the 29 
pass; l0 they have taken up their lodg¬ 
ing at Geba: Ramah trembleth; Gibeah 
of Saul is fled. Cry aloud with thy 30 
voice, O daughter of Gallim! hearken, O 
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I Heb. to make them a treading down. 2 Or, reached 3 Hcb. visit upon. 4 Or, the 
inhabitants 5 Or, instead of 6 Or, as when a sick man pineth away 7 Hcb. shear jashub. 
See ch. 7. 3. 8 Or, thy people , O Israel 9 Heb. in it. 10 Or, land 11 Heb. 

Asshur* 12 Or, mine anger shall be to their &c. 13 Or, as his rod was over the sea t so shall 

he &c, 14 Or, by reason of fatness 13 Heb. oil. 16 Or, Geba is our lodging t they cxy 
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31 Laishah! x 0 thou poor Anathoth! Mad- 
menah is a fugitive; the inhabitants of 

32 Gebim 2 gather themselves to flee. This 
very day shall he halt at Nob: he shaketh 
his hand at the mount of the 3 daughter 
of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lord of hosts, 
shall lop the boughs with terror: and the 
high ones of stature shall be hewn down, 

34 and the lofty shall be brought low. And 
he shall cut down the thickets of the 
forest with iron, and Lebanon shall fall 
by a mighty one. 

AND there shall come forth a 
shoot out of the stock of Jesse, 
and a branch out of his roots shall bear 

2 fruit: and the spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, the spirit of counsel and 
might, the spirit of knowledge and of 

3 the fear of the Lord; and 4 his 5 delight 
shall be in the fear of the Lord : and he 
shall not judge after the sight of his eyes, 
neither (, reprove after the hearing of liis 

4 ears: but with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with equity 
for the meek of the ’earth: and he shall 
smite the ’earth with the rod of his 
mouth, and with the breath of liis lips 

5 shall he slay the wicked. And righteous¬ 
ness shall be the girdle of his loins, and 

6 faithfulness the girdle of his reins. And 
the wolf shall dwell with the lamb, and 
the leopard shall lie down with the kid; 
and the calf and the young lion and the 
fading together; and a little child shall 

7 lead them. And the cow and the bear 
shall feed; their young ones shall lie 
down together: and the lion shall eat 

8 straw like the ox. And the sucking child 
shall play on the hole of the asp, and the 
weaned child shall put his hand on the 

9 ^basilisk’s den. They shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my holy mountain: for 
the earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that day, 


that the root of Jesse, which standeth for 
an ensign of the peoples, unto him shall 
the nations seek; and his resting place 
shall be ^glorious. 

And it shall come to pass in that day, 11 
that the Lord 10 shall set liis hand again 
the second time to “recover the remnant 
of his people, which shall remain, from 
Assyria, and from Egypt, and from Path- 
ros, and from Cush, and from Elam, and 
from Shinar, and from Hamath, and 
from the “islands of the sea. And he 12 
shall set up an ensign for the nations, 
and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed of 
Judah from the four corners of the 
earth. The envy also of Ephraim shall 13 
depart, and they that vex “Judah shall 
be cut off: Ephraim shall not envy 
Judah, and Judah shall not vex Ephraim, 
And they shall fly down upon the shoul- 14 
der of the Philistines on the west; to¬ 
gether shall they spoil the children of the 
cast: they shall put forth their hand upon 
Edom and Moab; and the children of 
Ammon shall obey them. And the Lord 15 
shall “utterly destroy the tongue of the 
Egyptian sea; and with his “scorching 
wind shall he shake his hand over the 
River, and shall smite it into seven 
streams, and cause men to march over 
dryshod. And there shall be an high 16 
way for the remnant of his people, which 
shall remain, from Assyria; like as there 
was for Israel in the day that he came up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

AND in that day thou shalt say, 

I will give thanks unto thee, O 
Lord; for though thou wast angry with 
me, l6 thine anger is turned away, and 
thou comfortest me. Behold, God is my 2 
salvation; I will trust, and will not be 
afraid: for “the Lord jehovah is my 
strength and song; and he is become my 
salvation. Therefore with joy shall ye 3 
draw water out of the wells of salvation. 
And in that day shall ye say, Give thanks 4 
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unto the Lord, J cail upon his name, 
declare his doings among the peoples, 
make mention that his name is exalted, 

5 Sing unto the Lord; for he hath done 
Excellent things: 3 let this be known in 

6 all the earth. Cry aloud and shout, thou 
inhabitant of Zion: for great is the Holy 
One of Israel in the midst of thee. 

THE 5 burden of Babylon, which 
Isaiah the son of Amoz did see. 

2 Set ye up an ensign upon the bare 
mountain, lift up the voice unto them, 
wave the hand, that they may go into 

3 the gates of the nobles. I have com¬ 
manded my consecrated ones, yea, I 
have called my mighty men for mine 
anger, even °my proudly exulting ones. 

4 The noise of a multitude in the mount¬ 
ains, like as of a gieat people! the noise 
of a tumult of the kingdoms of the 
nations gathered together! the Lord of 
hosts mustcreth the host for the battle. 

5 They come from a far country, from the 
uttermost part of heaven, even the Lord, 
and the weapons of his indignation, to 

6 destroy the whole land. Howl ye; for 
the day of the Lord is at hand; as 
destruction from 7 the Almighty shall 

7 it come. Therefore shall all hands be 
feeble, and every heart of man shall 

8 melt: and they shall be dismayed; fl pangs 
and sorrows shall take hold of them ; they 
shall be in pain as a woman in travail: 
they shall be amazed one at another; 

9 their faces shall be faces of flame. Be¬ 
hold, the day of the Lord comcth, cruel, 
with wrath and fierce anger; to make the 
land a desolation, and to destroy the 

10 sinners thereof out of it. For the stars 
of heaven and the constellations thereof 
shall not give their light: the sun shall 
be darkened in his going forth, and the 
moon shall not cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will punish the world for their 
evil, and the wicked for their iniquity; 
and I will cause the arrogancy of the 
proud to cease, and will lay low the 

12 haughtiness of the terrible. I will make 
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a man more rare than fine gold, even a 
man than the pure gold of Ophir. There- 13 
fore I will make the heavens to tremble, 
and the earth shall be shaken out of her 
place, in the wrath of the Lord of hosts, 
and in the day of his fierce anger. And 14 
it shall come to pass, that as the chased 
f> roe, and as sheep thatnomangathereth, 
they shall turn every man to his own 
people, and shall flee every man to his 
own land. Every one that is found shall 15 
be thrust through; and every one that 
is '"taken shall fall by the sword. Their 16 
infants also shall be dashed in pieces 
before their eyes; their houses shall be 
spoiled, and their wives ravished. Be- 17 
hold, I will stir up the Mcdes against 
them, which shall not regard silver, and 
as for gold, they shall not delight in it. 
And their bows shall dash the young 18 
men in pieces; and they shall have no 
pity on the fruit of the womb; their eye 
shall not spare children. And Babylon, 19 
the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of the 
Chaldeans’ pride, shall be as when God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. It 20 
shall never be inhabited, neither shall it 
be dwelt in from generation to genera¬ 
tion: neither shall the Arabian pitch tent 
there; neither shall shepherds make their 
flocks to lie down there. But wild beasts 21 
of the desert shall lie there; and their 
houses shall be full of doleful creatures; 
and ostriches shall dwell there, and 
“satyrs shall dance there. And “wolves 22 
shall 13 cry in their castles, and jackals in 
the pleasant palaces: and her time is 
near to come, and her days shall not be 
prolonged. For the Lord will 1 
have compassion on Jacob, and 
will yet choose Israel, and set them in 
their own land: and the stranger shall 
join himself with them, and they shall 
cleave to the house of Jacob. And the 2 
peoples shall take them, and bring them 
to their place: and the house of Israel 
shall possess them in the land of the 
Lord for servants and for handmaids: 
and they shall take them captive, whose 
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I Or, proclaim his name 2 Or. gloriously 3 Or, this is made known 4 Heb. inhabitress. 
5 Or, oracla concerning 6 Or, them that exult in my majesty 7 Heb. Shaddai. Sec Gen. 

17. i. 8 Or, they shall take hold of pangs and sorrows 9 Or, gazelle IO Or, joined 

thereunto 11 Or, hc~goats 12 Heb. howling creatures, 13 Or, answer 
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captives they were; and they shall rule 
over their oppressors. 

3 And it shall come to pass in the day 
that the Lord shall give thee rest from 
thy sorrow, and from thy trouble, and 
from the hard service wherein thou wast 

4 made to serve, that thou shalt take up 
this parable against the king of Babylon, 
and say. How hath the oppressor ceased! 

5 the x golden city ceased! The Lord hath 
broken the staff of the wicked, the sceptre 

6 of the rulers; "that smote the peoples in 
wrath with a continual stroke, that ruled 
the nations in anger, with a persecution 

7 that none restrained. The whole earth 
is at rest, and is quiet: they break forth 

8 into singing. Yea, the fir trees rejoice at 
thee, and the cedars of Lebanon, sayitig. 
Since thou art laid down, no feller is 

9 come up against us. 3 Hell from beneath 
is moved for thee to meet thcc at thy 
coming: it stirrcih up + the dead for thee, 
even ail the 5 chief ones of the earth; it 
hath raised up from their thrones all the 

10 kings of the nations. All they shall 
answer and say unto thcc. Art thou also 
become weak as we? art thou become 

11 like unto us? Thy pomp is brought 
down to 3 hcll, and the noise of thy viols: 
the worm is spread under thee, and 

12 worms cover thee. How art thou fallen 
from heaven, O day star, son of the 
morning! how art thou cut down to the 
ground, which didst lay low the nations! 

13 And thou saidst in thine heart, I will 
ascend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God; and I will 
sit upon the mount of congregation, in 

14 the uttermost parts of the north: I w*ill 
ascend above the heights of the clouds; 

15 I will be like the Most High. Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to 3 hcll, to the 

16 uttermost parts of the pit. They that 
sec thee shall narrowly look upon thee, 
they shall consider thee, saying , Is this 
the man that made the earth to tremble, 

17 that did shake kingdoms; that made the 
world as a w-ilderness, and overthrew 
the cities thereof; that let not loose his 
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prisoners to their home? All the kings 18 
of the nations, all of them, sleep in glory, 
every one in his own house. But thou 19 
art cast forth away from thy sepulchre 
like an abominable branch, 6 clothed with 
the slain, that arc thrust through with 
the sword, that go down to the stones of 
the pit; as a carcase trodden under foot. 
Thou shalt not be joined with them in 20 
burial, because thou hast destroyed thy 
land, thou hast slain thy people; the 
seed of evil-doers shall not be named for 
ever. Prepare ye ’slaughter for his chil- 21 
dren for the iniquity of their fathers; 
that they rise not up, and possess the 
earth, and fill the face of the world with 
cities. And I will rise up against them, 22 
saith the Lord of hosts, and cut off from 
Babylon name and remnant, and son and 
son’s son, saith the Lord. I will also 23 
make it a possession for the porcupine, 
and pools of w*ater: and I will sweep it 
with the besom of destruction, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

The Lord of hosts hath sw^om, saying, 24 
Surely as I have thought, so shall it come 
to pass; and as I have purposed, so shall 
it stand: that I will break the Assyrian 25 
in my land, and upon my mountains 
tread liim under foot: then shall his yoke 
depart from off them, and his burden 
depart from off their shoulder. This is 26 
the purpose that is purposed upon the 
whole earth: and this is the hand that is 
stretched out upon ail the nations. For 27 
the Lord of hosts hath purposed, and 
who shall disannul it? and his hand is 
stretched out, and who shall turn it back? 

In the year that king Ahaz died was 28 
this p burden. 

Rejoice not, O Philistia, all of thee, 29 
because the rod that smote thee is bro¬ 
ken: for out of the serpent’s root shall 
come forth a ‘■’basilisk, and his fruit shall 
be a fiery flying serpent. And the first- 30 
born of the poor shall feed, and the 
needy shall lie down in safety: and I will 
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kill thy root with famine, and thy rem- 

31 nant shall be slain. Howl, O gate; cry, 
O city; thou art melted away, O Philistia, 
all of thee; for there cometh a smoke out 
of the north, and *none standeth aloof 

32 at his appointed times. What then shall 
one answer the messengers of the na¬ 
tion? That the Lord hath founded Zion, 
and in her shall the afflicted of his peo¬ 
ple take refuge. 

THE 2 burden of Moab. 

For 3 in a night Ar of Moab is 
laid waste, and brought to nought; lor 3 in 
a night Kir of Moab is laid waste, and 

2 brought to nought. 4 He is gone up to 
5 Bayith, and to Dibon, to the high places, 
to weep: Moab howlcth 6 over Ncbo, and 
6 over Medeba: on all their heads is 

3 baldness, every beard is cut off. In their 
streets they gird themselves with sack¬ 
cloth: on their housetops, and in their 
broad places, every one howleth, wcep- 

4 ing abundantly. And Heshbon cricth 
out, and Elealch; their voice is heard 
even unto Jahaz: therefore the armed 
men of Moab cry aloud; his soul trem- 

5 bleth within him. My heart crieth out 
for Moab; her 7 nobles flee unto Zoar, 
*to Eglath-shelishiyah: for by the ascent 
of Luhith with weeping they go up; for 
in the way of Horonaim they raise up a 

6 cry of destruction. For the waters of 
Nimrim shall be Mesolate: for the grass 
is withered away, the tender grass faileth, 

7 there is no green thing. Therefore the 
abundance they have gotten, and that 
which they have laid up, shall they carry 

8 away 10 to the brook of the willows. For 
the cry is gone round about the borders 
of Moab; the howling thereof unto Eg- 
laim, and the howling thereof unto Beer- 

9 elim. For the waters of Dimon are full 
of blood: for I will bring yet more upon 
Dimon, a lion upon him that escapeth 
of Moab, and upon the remnant of the 
land. 
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SEND ye the lambs for the ruler 
of the land from IX Sela lz which ts 
toward the wilderness, unto the mount 
of the daughter of Zion. For it shall be 2 
that, as wandering birds, as a scattered 
nest, so shall the daughters of Moab be 
at the fords of Arnon. Give counsel, 3 
execute judgement; make thy shadow 
as the night in the midst of the noonday: 
hide the outcasts; bewray not the wan¬ 
derer. IJ Let mine outcasts dwell with 4 
thee; as for Moab, be thou a covert to 
him from the face of the spoiler: for I4 thc 
extortioner is brought to nought, spoil¬ 
ing ceaseth, ls the oppressors are con¬ 
sumed out of the land. And a throne 5 
shall be established in mercy, and one 
shall sit thereon in truth, in the tent of 
David; judging, and seeking judgement, 
and swift to do righteousness. 

We have heard of ihe pride of Moab, 6 
that he is very proud; even of his arro- 
gancy, and his pride, and his wrath; his 
boastings are nought. Therefore shall 7 
Moab howl for Moab, every one shall 
howl: for the lf 'raisin-cakes of Kir-har- 
eseth shall ye mourn, utterly stricken. 
For the fields of Heshbon languish, and 8 
the vine of Sibmah; I7 the lords of the 
nations have broken down the choice 
plants thereof; they reached even unto 
Jazer, they wandered into the wilder¬ 
ness; her branches were spread abroad, 
they passed over the sea. Therefore I 9 
will weep with the w'eeping of Jazer for 
the vine of Sibmah: I will water thee 
with my tears, O Heshbon, and Elealeh: 
for upon thy summer fruits and upon 
thy harvest the battle shout is fallen. 
And gladness is taken away, and joy out 10 
of the fruitful field; and in the vineyards 
there shall be no singing, neither joyful 
noise: no treader shall tread out wine in 
the presses; I have made the vintage 
shout to cease. Wherefore my bowels 11 
sound like an harp for Moab, and mine 
inward parts for Kir-hcres. And it shall 12 
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come to pass, when Moab presenteth 
himself', when he wearieth himself upon 
the high place, and shall come to his 
sanctuary to pray, that he shall not pre¬ 
vail. 

13 This is the word that the Lord spake 

14 concerning Moab in time past. But now 
the Lord hath spoken, saying, Within 
three years, as the years of an hireling, 
and the glory of Moab shall be brought 
into contempt, with all his great multi¬ 
tude; and the remnant shall be very 
small and of no account. 

THE *burden of Damascus. 
Behold, Damascus is taken away 
from being a city, and it shall be a ruin- 

2 ous heap. The cities of Aroer arc for¬ 
saken: they shall be for flocks, which 
shall lie down, and none shall make them 

3 afraid. The fortress also shall cease 
from Ephraim, and the kingdom 2 from 
Damascus, and the remnant of Syria; 
they shall be as the glory of the children 
of Israel, saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 And it shall come to pass in that day, 
that the glory of Jacob shall be made 
thin, and the fatness of his flesh shall 

5 wax lean. And it shall be as when the 
harvestman gatheretli the standing com, 
and his arm reapeth the cars; yea, it 
shall be as when one gleaneth ears in the 

6 valley of Rephaim. Yet there shall be 
left therein gleanings, as the 3 shaking of 
an olive tree, two or three berries in the 
top of the uppermost bough, four or five 
in the outmost branches of a fruitful 
tree, saith the Lord, the God of Israel. 

7 In that day shall a man look unto his 
Maker, and his eyes shall have respect 

8 to the Holy One of Israel. And he shall 
not look to the altars, the work of his 
hands, neither shall he have respect to 
that which his fingers have made, either 

9 the Ashcrim, or the sun-images. In that 
day shall his strong cities be as the for¬ 
saken places 4 in the wood and on the 


mountain top, which were forsaken from 
before the children of Israel: and it shall 
be a desolation. For thou hast forgotten 10 
the God of thy salvation, and hast not 
been mindful of the rock of thy Strength; 
therefore thou plantest 6 pleasant plants, 
and settest it with 7 strange slips: in the 11 
day of thy planting thou hedgest it in, 
and in the morning thou makest thy 
seed to blossom: but the harvest 8 fieeth 
away in the day of grief and of desperate 
sorrow. 

All, the °uproar of many peoples, 12 
which roar like the roaring of the seas; 
and the rushing of nations, that rush like 
the rushing of mighty waters! The na- 13 
tions shall rush like the rushing of many 
waters: but he shall rebuke I0 them, and 
"they shall flee far off, and shall be 
chased as the chaff of the mountains 
before the wind, and like the whirling 
dust before the storm. At eventide be- 14 
hold terror; and before the morning 
"they are not. This is the portion of 
them that spoil us, and the lot of them 
that rob us. 

AH, the land I3 of the rustling of 
wings, which is beyond the rivers 
of "Ethiopia: that sendeth ambassadors 2 
by the sea, 15 even in vessels of papyrus 
upon the waters, saying , Go, ye swift 
messengers, to a nation "tall and smooth, 
to a people terrible from their beginning 
onward; a nation "that meteth out and 
treadeth dow r n, whose land the rivers 
18 divide! All ye inhabitants of the world, 3 
and ye dwellers on the earth, when an 
ensign is lifted up on the mountains, see 
ye; and when the trumpet is blown, hear 
ye. For thus hath the Lord said unto 4 
me, I will be still, and I will behold in 
my dwelling place; "like clear heat in 
sunshine, like a cloud of dew in the heat 
of harvest. For afore the harvest, when 5 
the blossom is over, and the flower be- 
comcth a ripening grape, he shall cut off 
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the sprigs with pruninghooks, and the 
spreading branches shall he take away 

6 and cut down. They shall be left to¬ 
gether unto the ravenous birds of the 
mountains, and to the beasts of the 
earth: ami the ravenous birds shall sum¬ 
mer upon them, and all the beasts of the 

7 earth shall winter upon them. In that 
time shall a present be brought unto the 
Lord of hosts of a people tall and smooth, 
and from a people terrible from their 
beginning onward; a nation that meteth 
out and treadeth down, whose land the 
rivers divide, to the place of the name 
of the Lord of hosts, the mount Zion. 

THE burden of Egypt. 

Behold, tiie Lord rideth upon a 
swift cloud, and cometh unto Egypt: and 
the idols of Egypt shall be moved at his 
presence, and the heart of Egypt shall 

2 melt in the midst of it. And I will ^stir up 
the Egyptians against the Egyptians: and 
they shall fight every one against his 
brother, and every one against his neigh¬ 
bour; city against city, and kingdom a- 

3 gainst kingdom. And the spirit of Egypt 
shall be made void in the midst of it; 
and I will 3 destroy the counsel thereof: 
and they shall seek unto the idols, and 
to the 4 charmers, and to them that have 

4 familiar spirits, and to the wizards. And 
I will 5 give over the Egyptians into the 
hand of a cruel lord; and a fierce king 
shall rule over them, saith the Lord, the 

5 Lord of hosts. And the waters shall fail 
from the sea, and the river shall be 

6 wasted and become dry. And the rivers 
shall stink; the Streams of 7 Egypt shall 
be minished and dried up: the reeds and 

7 flags shall wither away. The meadows 
by the Nile, by the brink of the Nile, 
and all that is sown by the Nile, shall 
become dry, be driven away, and be no 

8 more. The fishers also shall lament, and 
all they that cast angle into the Nile shall 
fnoum, and they that spread nets upon 

9 the waters shall languish. Moreover 
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they that work in combed flax, and they 
that weave 8 white cloth, shall be a- 
shamed. And her 9 pillars shall be bro- io 
ken in pieces, all they 10 that work for hire 
shall be grieved in soul. The princes of 11 
Zoan are utterly foolish; the counsel of 
the wisest counsellors of Pharaoh is be¬ 
come brutish: how say ye unto Pharaoh, 

I am the son of the wise, the son of 
ancient kings? Where then are thy wise 12 
men? and let them tell thee now; and 
let them know what the Lord of hosts 
hath purposed concerning Egypt. The 13 
princes of Zoan are become fools, the 
princes of "Noph are deceived; they 
have caused Egypt to go astray, that are 
the corner stone of her tribes. The Lord i 4 
hath mingled a spirit of perverseness in 
the midst of her: and they have caused 
Egypt to go astray in every work there¬ 
of, as a drunken man l2 staggcrcth in his 
vomit. Neither shall there be for Egypt 15 
any work, which head or tail, palm- 
branch or rush, may do. 

In that day shall Egypt be like unto 16 
women: and it shall tremble and fear 
because of the shaking of the hand of 
the Lord of hosts, which he shaketh over 
it. And the land of Judah shall become 17 
a terror unto Egypt, 1 ’every one to whom 
mention is made thereof shall be afraid, 
because of the purpose of the Lord of 
hosts, which he purposeth against it. 

In that day there shall be five cities in 18 
the land of Egypt that speak the language 
of Canaan, and swear to the Lord of 
hosts; one shall be called The city of 
“destruction. 

In that day shall there be an altar to 19 
the Lord in the midst of the land of 
Egypt, and a pillar at the border thereof 
to the Lord. And it shall be for a sign 20 
and for a witness unto the Lord of hosts 
in the land of Egypt: for they shall cry 
unto the Lord because of the oppres¬ 
sors, and he shall send them a saviour, 
and I5 a defender, and he shall deliver 
them. And the Lord shall ,6 be known to 21 
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Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know the 
Lord in that day; yea, they shall wor¬ 
ship with sacrifice and oblation, and 
shall vow a vow unto the Lord, and shall 

22 perform it. And the Lord shall smite 
Egypt, smiting and healing; and they 
shall return unto the Lord, and he shall 
be intreated of them, and shall heal 
them. 

23 In that day shall there be a high way 
out of Egypt to Assyria, and the As¬ 
syrian shall come into Egypt, and the 
Egyptian into Assyria; and the Egyp¬ 
tians shall worship with the Assyrians. 

24 In that day shall Israel be the third 
with Egypt and with Assyria, a blessing 

25 in the midst of the earth: for that the 
Lord of hosts hath blessed them, saying. 
Blessed be Egypt my people, and Assyria 
the work of my hands, and Israel mine 
inheritance. 

IN the year that ’Tartan came

stammering 4 Or, scr feasts 5 Or, but in the place . . . streams there shall go &c. 6 Hcb. 

devoted. 7 Or, moulder away 8 Heb. devoting, or, ban. 9 Or, bittern 10 Heb. stones. 

II Or, As for her nobles , none shall be there to proclaim the kingdom 12 Heb. howling creatures . 

13 Or, he-goat 14 Hcb. Lilith. 
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by line: they shall possess it for ever, 
from generation to generation shall they 
dwell therein. 

THE wilderness and the Solitary 
place shall be glad; and the desert 
shall rejoice, and blossom as the 2 rose. 

2 It shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice 
even with joy and singing; the glory of 
Lebanon shall be given unto it, the 
excellency of Carmel and Sharon: they 
shall see the glory of the Lord, the 
excellency of our God. 

3 Strengthen ye the weak hands, and 

4 confirm the 'feeble knees. Say to them 
that are of a Tearful heart, Be strong, 
fear not: 5 behold, your God will come 
with vengeance, zvith the recompence of 

5 God; he will come and save you. Then 
the eyes of the blind shall be opened, 
and the ears of the deaf shall be un- 

6 stopped. Then shall the lame man leap 
as an hart, and the tongue of the dumb 
shall sing: for in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and streams in the 

7 desert. And the 6 glowing sand shall be¬ 
come a pool, and the thirsty ground 
springs of water: in the habitation of 
jackals, where they lay, shall be 7 grass 

8 with reeds and rushes. And an high way 
shall be there, and a way, and it shall be 
called The w r ay of holiness; the unclean 
shall not pass over it; 8 but it shall be for 
those: the wayfaring men, yea fools, 

9 shall not err therein . No lion shall be 
there, nor shall any ravenous beast go up 
thereon, they shall not be found there; 

io but the redeemed shall walk there : and 
the ransomed of the Lord shall return, 
and come with singing unto Zion; and 
everlasting joy shall be upon their heads: 
they shall obtain gladness and joy, and 
sorrow and sighing shall flee away. 

NOW it came to pass in the four¬ 
teen ill year of king Hezekiah, 
that ^Sennacherib king of Assyria came 
up against all the fenced cities of Judah, 
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and took them. And the king of Assyria 2 
sent 10 Rabshakeh from Lachish to Jeru¬ 
salem unto king Hezekiah with a great 
army. And he stood by the conduit of 
the upper pool in the high way of the 
fuller's field. Then came forth unto him 3 
Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
1 'scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the 
I2 recordcr. And Rabshakeh said unto 4 
them. Say yc now to Hezekiah, Thus 
saith the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? I say, thy counsel and strength 5 
for the war are but vain words: now on 
whom dost thou trust, that thou hast 
rebelled against me? Behold, tho.4 trust- 6 
cst upon the staff of this bruised reed, 
even upon Egypt; whereon if a man lean, 
it wall go into Iris hand, and pierce it: so 
is Pharaoh king of Egypt to all that trust 
on him. But if thou say unto me. We 7 
trust in the Lord our God: is not that 
he, whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath said 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Yc shall wor¬ 
ship before this altar? Now therefore, I 8 
pray thee, 13 give pledges to my master the 
king of Assyria, and I will give thee two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on thy 
part to set riders upon them. How then 9 
canst thou turn aw T ay the face of one cap¬ 
tain of the least of my master’s servants, 
and put thy trust on Egypt for chariots 
and for horsemen? And am I now come 10 
up without the Lord against this land 
to destroy it? The Lord said unto me. 

Go up against this land, and destroy it. 
Then said Eliakim and Shebna and Joah 11 
unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto thy servants in the I4 Syrian lan¬ 
guage ; for we understand it: and speak 
not to us in the Jews* language, in the 
ears of the people that are on the w r all. 
But Rabshakeh said. Hath my master 12 
sent me to thy master, and to thee, to 
speak these words? hath he not sent me 
to the men that sit upon the wall, to eat

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their own dung, and to drink their own said unto him, Thus saith Hezekiah, 


13 water with you ? Then Rabshakeh stood, 
and cried with a loud voice in the Jews* 
language, and said, Hear ye the words 
of the great king, the king of Assyria. 

14 Thus saith the king. Let not Hezekiah 
deceive you; for he shall not be able to 

15 deliver you: neither let Hezekiah make 
you trust in the Lord, saying. The Lord 
will surely deliver us; this city shall not 
be given into the hand of the king of 

16 Assyria. Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus saith the king of Assyria, r Make 
your peace with me, and come out to 
me; and eat ye every one of Ills vine, and 
every one of his fig tree, and drink ye 
every one the waters of his own cistern: 

17 until I come and take you away to a land 
like your own land, a land of corn and 
wine, a land of bread and vineyards. 

18 Beware lest Hezekiah persuade you, say¬ 
ing, The Lord will deliver us. Hath any 
of the gods of the nations delivered his 
land out of the hand of the king of 

19 Assyria? Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arpad? where are the gods of Se- 
pharvaim? and have they delivered Sa- 

20 maria out of my hand? Who are they 
among all the gods of these countries, 
that have delivered their country out of 
my hand, that the Lord should deliver 

21 Jerusalem out of my hand? But they 
held their peace, and answered him not 
a word: for the king’s commandment 

22 was, saying, Answer him not. Then 
came Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, that 
was over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the 
recorder, to Hezekiah with their clothes 
rent, and told him the words of Rab¬ 
shakeh. 

AND it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house of the 

2 Lord. And he sent Eliakim, who was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah the 

3 prophet the son of Amoz. And they 


This day is a day of trouble, and of re¬ 
buke, and of contumely: for the children 
are come to the birth, and there is not 
strength to bring forth. It may be the 4 
Lord thy God will hear the words of 
Rabshakeh, 2 whom the king of Assyria 
his master hath sent to reproach the liv¬ 
ing God, and will rebuke the words 
which the Lord thy God hath heard: 
wherefore lift up thy prayer for the rem¬ 
nant that is left. So the servants of king 5 
Hezekiah came to Isaiah. And Isaiah 6 
said unto them, Thus shall ye say to 
your master. Thus saith the Lord, Be 
not afraid of the words that thou hast 
heard, wherewith the servants of the 
king of Assyria have blasphemed me. 
Behold, I will put a spirit in him, and 7 
he shall hear a rumour, and shall return 
unto his own land; and I will cause him 
to fail by the sword in his own land. 

So Rabshakeh returned, and found 8 
the king of Assyria warring against Lib- 
nah: for he had heard that he was de¬ 
parted from Lachish. And he heard say 9 
concerning Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, 

He is come out to fight against thee. And 
when he heard it, he sent messengers to 
Hezekiah, saying. Thus shall ye speak to 10 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying. Let not 
thy God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. Be- 11 
hold, thou hast heard what the kings of 
Assyria have done to all lands, by Me- 
stroying them utterly: and shalt thou be 
delivered? Have the gods of the nations 12 
delivered them, which my fathers have 
destroyed, Gozan, and Haran, and Re- 
zeph, and the children of Eden which 
were in Telassar? Where is the king of 13 
Hamath, and the king of Arpad, and the 
king of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and 4 Iwah? And Hezekiah received the 14 
letter from the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up unto 
the house of the Lord, and spread it 
before the Lord. And Hezekiah prayed 15 
unto the Lord, saying, O Lord of hosts, 16 



X Heb. Make with me a blessing. 2 Or, wherewith the king of Assyria . . . hath sent Mm 
3 Heb. devoting them. 4 In a Kings 17. 24, Awa. 
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the God of Israel, that fittest upon the 
cherubim, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 

17 thou hast made heaven and earth. In¬ 
cline thine ear, O Lord, and hear; open 
thine eyes, O Lord, and see: and hear 
all the words of Sennacherib, which hath 

18 sent to reproach the living God. Of a 
truth, Lord, the kings of Assyria have 
laid waste all the countries, and their 

19 land, and have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone; there- 

20 fore they have destroyed them. Now 
therefore, O Lord our God, save us 
from his hand, that: all the kingdoms of 
the earth may know that thou art the 
Lord, even thou only. 

21 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel, Whereas thou 
hast prayed to me against Sennacherib 

22 king of Assyria, this is the word which 
the Lord hath spoken concerning him: 
The virgin daughter of Zion hath de¬ 
spised thee and laughed thee to scorn; 
the daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken 

23 her head 2 at thee. Whom hast thou re¬ 
proached and blasphemed? and against 
whom hast thou exalted thy voice and 
lifted up thine eyes on high? even against 

24 the Holy One of Israel. By thy servants 
hast thou reproached the Lord, and hast 
said. With the multitude of my chariots 
am I come up to the height of the mount¬ 
ains, to the innermost parts of Leba¬ 
non; and I will cut down the tall cedars 
thereof, and the choice 3 fir trees thereof: 
and I will enter into his farthest height, 

25 the forest of his fruitful field. I have 
digged and drunk water, and with the 
sole of my feet will I dry up all the rivers 

26 of 4 Egypt. Hast thou not heard how I 
have done it long ago, and formed it of 
ancient times? now have I brought it to 
pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste 

27 fenced cities into ruinous heaps. There¬ 
fore their inhabitants were of small 
power, they were dismayed and con- 
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founded; they were as the grass of the 
field, and as the green herb, as the grass 
on the housetops, and as 5 a field of com 
before it be growm up. But I know thy 28 
sitting down, and thy going out, and thy 
coming in, and thy raging against me. 
Because of thy raging against me, and 29 
for that Thine arrogancy is come up into 
mine ears, therefore will I put my hook 
in thy nose, and my bridle in thy lips, 
and I will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou earnest. And this shall be 30 
the sign unto thee: ye shall cat this year 
that which groweth of itself, and in the 
second year that which springeth of the 
same; and in the third year sow ye, and 
reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the 
fruit thereof. And The remnant that is 31 
escaped of the house of Judah shall again 
take root downward, and bear fruit up¬ 
ward. For out of Jerusalem shall go 32 
forth a remnant, and out of mount Zion 
they that shall escape: the zeal of the 
Lord of hosts shall perform this. There- 33 
fore thus saith the Lord concerning the 
king of Assyria, He shall not come unto 
this city, nor shoot an arrow there, 
neither shall he come before it with 
shield, nor cast a mount against it. By 34 
the way that he came, by the same shall 
he return, and he shall not come unto 
this city, saith the Lord. For I will 35 
defend this city to save it, for mine 
own sake, and for my servant David’s 
sake. 

And the angel of the Lord went forth, 36 
and smote in the camp of the Assyrians 
a hundred and fourscore and five thou¬ 
sand : and when men arose early in the 
morning, behold, they were all dead 
corpses. So Sennacherib king of Assyria 37 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. And it came to pass, 38 
as he was worshipping in the house of 
Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and 
Sharezcr his sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the land 
of Ararat. And Esar-haddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 
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IN those days was Hezekiah sick | 
unto death. And Isaiah the pro¬ 
phet the son of Amoz came to him, and 
said unto him. Thus saith the Lord, Set 
thine house in order; for thou shalt die, 

2 and not live. Then Hezekiah turned his 
face to the wall, and prayed unto the 

3 Lord, and said. Remember now, O 
Lord, I beseech thee, how 1 have walked 
before thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is good 
in tliy sight. And Hezekiah wept sore, 

4 Then came the word of the Lord to 

5 Isaiah, saying. Go, and say to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of David 
thy father, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tears: behold, I will add 

6 unto thy days fifteen years. And I will 
deliver thee and this city out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria: and I will defend 

7 this city. And this shall be the sign unto 
thee from the Lord, that the Lord will 

8 do rhis thing that he hath spoken: be¬ 
hold, I will cause the shadow on the 
steps, which is gone down on the Mial 
of Ahaz a with the sun, to return back¬ 
ward ten steps. So the sun returned ten 
steps 3 on the dial whereon it was gone 
down. 

9 The writing of Ilezckiah king of 
Judah, when he had been sick, and was 
recovered of his sickness. 

10 I said. In the 4 noontide of my days I 

shall go into the gates of s the grave: 

I am deprived of the residue of my 
years. 

11 I said, I shall not see 6 the Lord, even 

6 the Lord in the land of the living: 

I shall behold man no more 7 with the 
inhabitants of the world. 

12 Mine 8 age is removed, and is carried 

away from me as a shepherd’s tent: 

I have rolled up like a weaver my life; 
he will cut me off from the ''loom: 

From day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. 

13 I0 I quieted myself until morning; as a 

lion, so he breaketh all my bones: 
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From day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. 

Like a swallow or a crane, so did I 14 
chatter; 

I did mourn as a dove: mine eyes fail 
with looking upward; 

O Lord, I am oppressed, be thou my 
surety. 

What shall I say? he hath both spoken 15 
unto me, and himself hath done it: 

I shall go 11 softly all my years because 
of the bitterness of my soul. 

O Lord, by these things men live, 16 

And wholly therein is the life of my 
spirit: 

12 Wherefore recover thou me, and 
make me to live. 

Behold, it was for my peace that I 17 
had great bitterness: 

But 13 thou hast in love to my soul de¬ 
livered it from the pit of 1 'corruption; 

For thou hast cast all my sins behind 
thy back. 

For 5 the grave cannot praise thee, 18 
death cannot celebrate thee: 

They that go down into the pit cannot 
hope for thy truth. 

The living, the living, he shall praise 19 
thee, as I do this day: 

The father to the cliildrcn shall make 
known thy truth. 

The Lord is ready to save me: 20 

Therefore we will sing my songs to 
the stringed instruments 

All the days of our life in the house of 
the Lord. 

Now Isaiah had said. Let them take 21 
a cake of figs, and lay it for a plaister 
upon the boil, and he shall recover. 
Hezekiah also had said. What is the sign 22 
that I shall go up to the house of the 
Lord ? 

AT that time Merodach-baladan 
the son of Baladan, king of Bab¬ 
ylon, sent letters and a present to Heze¬ 
kiah : for he heard that he had been sick, 
and was recovered. And Hezekiah was 2 
glad of them, and shewed them the 
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house of his precious things, the silver, 
and the gold, and the spices, and the 
precious oil, and all the house of his 
2 armour, and all that was found in his 
treasures: there was nothing in his house, 
nor in all his dominion, that Hczekiah 

3 shewed them not. Then came Isaiah 
the prophet unto king Hczekiah, and 
said unto him. What said these men? 
and from whence came they unto thee? 
And Hezckiah said, They are come from 
a far country unto me, even from Bab- 

4 ylon. Then said he. What have they 
seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered. All that is in mine house have 
they seen: there is nothing among my 
treasures that I have not shewed them. 

5 Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, Hear the 

6 word of the Lord of hosts. Behold, the 
days come, that all that is in thine house, 
and that which thy fathers have laid up 
in store until tliis day, shall be carried to 
Babylon: nothing shall be left, saith the 

7 Lord. And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, shall 
they take away ; and they shall be eunuchs 
in the palace of the king of Babylon. 

8 Then said Hczekiah unto Isaiah, Good 
is the word of the Lord which thou hast 
spoken. He said moreover. For there 
shall be peace and truth in my days. 

COMFORT ye, comfort ye my 
people, saith your God. Speak ye 
Comfortably to Jerusalem, and cry unto 
her, that her ‘Svarfare is accomplished, 
that her s iniquity is pardoned; that she 
hath received of the Lord's hand double 
for all her sins. 

3 The voice of one Chat cricth, Prepare 
ye in the wilderness the way of the Lord, 
make ’straight in the desert a high way 

4 for our God. Every valley shall be ex¬ 
alted, and every mountain and hill shall 
be made low: and Che crooked shall be 
made straight, and the rough places 

5 °plain: and the glory of the Lord shall 


40, 18 

be revealed, and all flesh sliall see it to¬ 
gether : for the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it. The voice of one saying. Cry. 6 
And 10 onc said. What shall I cry? All flesh 
is grass, and all the goodliness thereof 
is as the flower of the field: the grass 7 
withcreth, the flower faderh; because 
the breath of the Lord blowcth upon 
it: surely the people is grass. The grass 8 
withereth, the flower fadeth: but the 
word of our God shall stand for ever. 

m O thou that tellest good tidings to 9 
Zion, get thee up into the high mount¬ 
ain; I2 0 thou that tellest good tidings to 
] erusalem, lift up thy voice with strength; 
lift it up, be not afraid; say unto the 
cities of Judah, Behold, your God! Be- 10 
hold, the Lord God will come as a 
mighty one, and his arm shall rule for 
him: behold, liis reward is with him, and 
his rccompence before him. He shall xi 
feed his flock like a shepherd, he shall 
gather the lambs in his arm, and carry 
them in his bosom, and shall gently lead 
those that give suck. 

Who hath measured the waters in the 12 
hollow of his hand, and meted out hea¬ 
ven with the span, and comprehended 
the dust of the earth in a measure, and 
weighed the mountains in scales, and the 
hills in a balance? Who hath “directed 13 
the spirit of the Lord, or being his coun¬ 
sellor hath taught him? With whom 14 
took he counsel, and who instructed 
him, and taught him in the path of 
judgement, and taught him knowledge, 
and shewed to him the way of under¬ 
standing? Behold, the nations are as a 15 
drop of a bucket, and are counted as the 
small dust of the balance: behold, I4 hc 
taketh up the isles as a very little tiling. 
And Lebanon is not sufficient to burn, 16 
nor the beasts thereof sufficient for a 
burnt offering. All the nations are as no- 17 
thing before him; they are counted to 
him “less than nothing, and l6 vanity. To 18 
whom then will ye liken God? or what 
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19 likeness will ye compare unto him? The 
graven image, a workman melted it> and 
the goldsmith spreadeth it over with 

20 gold, and casteth for it silver chains. He 
that is too impoverished for such an 
oblation chooscth a tree that will not 
rot; he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workman to *set up a graven image, that 

21 shall not be moved. Have ye not known? 
have ye not heard ? hath it not been told 
you from the beginning? have ye not 
Understood from the foundations of the 

22 earth? It is he that sitteth 3 upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inhabitants 
thereof are as grasshoppers; that stretch- 
eth out the heavens as 4 a curtain, and 
spreadeth them out as a tent to dwell in: 

23 that bringeth princes to nothing; he 
maketh the judges of the earth as 5 van- 

24 ity. 6 Yea, they have not been planted; 
yea, they have not been sown; yea, their 
stock hath not taken root in the earth: 
moreover he bloweth upon them, and 
they wither, and the whirlwind taketh 

25 them away as stubble. To whom then 
will ye liken me, that I should be equal 

26 to him ? saith the Holy One. Lift up your 
eyes on high, 7 and see who hath created 
these, that bringeth out their host by 
number: he calleth them all by name; by 
the greatness of his might, and for that 
he is strong in power, not one is lacking. 

27 Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and speak- 
est, O Israel, My way is hid from the 
Lord, and my judgement is passed away 

28 from my God? Hast thou not known? 
hast thou not heard? 8 the everlasting 
God, the Lord, the Creator of the ends 
of the earth, fainteth not, neither is 
weary; there is no searching of his un- 

29 derstanding. He giveth power to the 
faint; and to him that hath no might he 

30 increaseth strength. Even the youths 
shall faint and be weary, and the young 

31 men shall utterly fall: but they that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength; they shall mount up with 
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wings as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; they shall walk, and not faint. 
KEEP silence before me, O 
islands; and let the peoples re¬ 
new their strength: let them come near; 
then let them speak: let us come near 
together to judgement. Who hath raised 2 
up one from the east., 9 whom he calleth 
in righteousness to his foot? he giveth 
nations before him, and maketh him 
rule over kings; 10 he giveth them as the 
dust to his sword, as the driven stubble 
to his bow. He pursueth them, and pass- 3 
eth on safely; even by a way that he 
had not gone with his feet. Who hath 4 
wrought and done it, calling the genera¬ 
tions from the beginning? I the Lord, 
the first, and with the last, I am he. The 5 
isles saw, and feared; the ends of the 
earth trembled: they drew near, and 
came. They helped every one his neigh- 6 
hour; and every one said to his brother. 

Be of good courage. So the carpenter 7 
encouraged the goldsmith, and he that 
smootheth with the hammer him that 
smiteth the anvil, saying of the soldering, 

It is good: and he fastened it with nails, 
that it should not be moved. 

But thou, Israel, my servant, Jacob 8 
whom I have chosen, the seed of Abra¬ 
ham my friend; thou whom I have taken 9 
hold of from the ends of the earth, and 
called thee from the comers thereof, and 
said unto thee. Thou art my servant, I 
have chosen thee and not cast thee away; 
fear thou not, for I am with thee; u be not 1 o 
dismayed, for I am thy God: I will 
strengthen thee; yea, I will help thee; 
yea, I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness. Behold, all n 
they that are incensed against thee shall 
be ashamed and confounded: they that 
strive with thee shall be as nothing, and 
shall perish. Thou shalt seek them, and 12 
shaft not find them, even them that con¬ 
tend with thee: they that war against 
thee shall be as nothing, and as a thing 
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13 of nought. For I the Lord thy God will 
hold thy right hand, saying unto thee, 

14 Fear not; I will help thee. Fear not, 
thou worm Jacob, and ye men of Israel; 
I will help thee, saith the Lord, and ‘thy 

15 redeemer is the Holy One of Israel. Be¬ 
hold, I will make thee a new sharp 
threshing instrument having teeth: thou 
shalt thresh the mountains, and beat 
them small, and shalt make the hills 

16 as chaff. Thou shalt fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and the 
whirlwind shall scatter them: and thou 
shalt rejoice in the Lord, thou shalt glory 

17 in the Holy One of Israel. The poor and 
needy seek water and there is none, and 
their tongue faileth for thirst; I the Lord 
will answer them, I the God of Israel 

18 will not forsake them. I will open rivers 
on the bare heights, and fountains in 
the midst of the valleys: I will make the 
wilderness a pool of water, and the dry 

19 land springs of water. I will plant in the 
wilderness the cedar, the acacia tree, and 
the myrtle, and the 2 oil tree; I will set 
in the desert the fir tree, the 3 pine, and 

20 the 4 box tree together: that they may 
see, and know, and consider, and under¬ 
stand together, that the hand of the Lord 
hath done this, and the Holy One of 
Israel hath created it. 

21 Produce your cause, saith the Lord; 
bring forth your strong reasons, saith 

22 the King of Jacob. Let them bring them 
forth, and declare unto us what shall 
happen: declare ye the former things, 
what they be, that we may consider 
them, and know the latter end of them; 

23 or shew us things for to come. Declare 
the things that are to come hereafter, 
that wc may know that ye are gods: yea, 
do good, or do evil, that we may 5 be dis- 

24 mayed, and behold it together. Behold, 
ye are of nothing, and your work of 
nought: an abomination is he that choos- 
eth you. 

25 I have raised up one from the north, 
and he is come; from the rising of the 
sun one that calleth upon my name: and 
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he shall come upon 6 rulcrs as upon mor¬ 
tar, and as the potter treadeth clay. Who 26 
hath declared it from the beginning, that 
we may know? and beforetime, that we 
may say. He is righteous? yea, there is 
none that declareth, yea, there is none 
that sheweth, yea, there is none that 
heareth your words. I first will say unto 27 
Zion, Behold, behold them; and I will 
give to Jerusalem one that bringetli good 
tidings. And when I look, there is no 28 
man; even among them there is no 
counsellor, that, when I ask of them, 
can answer a word. 7 Behold, all of them, 29 
their works are vanity and nought: their 
molten images are wind and confusion. 
BEHOLD my servant, whom I 
uphold; my chosen, in whom my 
soul delighteth: I have put my spirit 
upon him; he shall bring forth judge¬ 
ment to the 8 Gentilcs. He shall not cry, 2 
nor lift up, nor cause his voice to be 
heard in the street. A bruised reed shall 3 
he not break, and the 9 smoking flax shall 
he not quench: he shall bring forth 
judgement in truth. He shall not 10 fail 4 
nor be “discouraged, till he have set 
judgement in the earth; and the isles 
shall wait for his law. Thus saith God 5 
the Lord, he that created the heavens, 
and stretched them forth; he that spread 
abroad the earth and that which cometh 
out of it; he that giveth breath unto the 
people upon it, and spirit to them that 
walk therein: I the Lord have called 6 
thee in righteousness, and will hold 
thine hand, and will I2 kccp thee, and give 
thee for a covenant of the people, for a 
light of the Gentiles; to open the blind 7 
eyes, to bring out the prisoners from the 
dungeon, and them that sit in darkness 
out of the prison house. I am the Lord; 8 
that is my name: and my glory will I not 
give to another, neither my praise un¬ 
to graven images. Behold, the former 9 
things are come to pass, and new things 
do I declare: before they spring forth I 
tell you of them. 

Sing unto the Lord a new song, and 10 
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his praise from the end of the earth; ye 
that go down to the sea, and all that is 
therein, the isles, and the inhabitants 

11 thereof. Let the wilderness and the cities 
thereof lift up their voice , the villages 
that Kedar doth inhabit; let the inhabit¬ 
ants of Sela sing, let them shout from 

12 the top of the mountains. Let them give 
glory unto the Lord, and declare his 

13 praise in the islands. The Lord shall 
go forth as a mighty man ; he snail stir 
up 'jealousy like a man of war: he shall 
cry, yea, he shall shout aloud; he shall 

14 do mightily against his enemies. I have 
long time holden my peace; 1 have been 
still, and refrained myself: now will I 
cry out like a travailing woman; I will 

15 "gasp and pant together. I will make 
waste mountains and hills, and dry up 
all their herbs; and I will make the 
rivers islands, and will dry up the pools. 

16 And I will bring the blind by a way that 
they know not; in paths that they know 
not will I lead them: I will make dark¬ 
ness light before them, and crooked 
places straight. These things wall I do, 

17 3 and I will not forsake them. They shall 
be turned back, they shall be greatly 
ashamed, that trust in graven images, 
that say unto molten images. Ye are our 
gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye blind, that 

19 ye may see. Who is blind, but my serv¬ 
ant? or deaf, as my messenger that I 
send? who is blind as he that is 4 at peace 
with me, and blind as the Lord’s serv- 

20 ant? Thou seest many things, but thou 
observest not; his cars are open, but he 

21 heareth not. It pleased the Lord, for 
his righteousness’ sake, to 5 magnify the 

22 law, and make it honourable. But this 
is a people robbed and spoiled; they are 
all of them snared in holes, and they are 
hid in prison houses: they are for a prey, 
and none delivereth; for a spoil, and 

23 none saith. Restore. Who is there a- 
mong you that will give ear to this? that 
will hearken and hear for the time to 

24 come? Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and

Israel to the robbers? did not the Lord? 
he against whom we have sinned, and in 
whose ways they would not walk, neither 
were they obedient unto his 6 law. There- 25 
fore he poured upon him the fury of his 
anger, and the strength of battle; and it 
set him on fire round about, yet he knew 
not; and it burned him, yet he laid it not 
10 heart. 

BUT now thus saith the Lord 
that created thee, O Jacob, and he 
that formed dice, O Israel: Fear not, for 
I have redeemed thee; I have called thee 
by thy name, thou art mine. When thou 2 
passest through the waters, I veill be 
with thee; and through the rivers, they 
shall not overflow thee: when thou walk- 
cst through the fire, thou shall not be 
burned; neither shall the flame kindle 
upon thee. For I am the Lord diy God, 3 
the Holy One of Israel, thy saviour; I 
have given Egypt as thy ransom, Ethiopia 
and Scba for thee. Since thou hast been 4 
precious in my sight, 7 and honourable, 
and I have loved dice; therefore will I 
give men for thee, and peoples for thy 
life. Fear not; for I am with thee: I wall 5 
bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west; I will say to the 6 
north. Give up; and to die south. Keep 
not back; bring my sons from far, and 
my daughters from the end of the earth; 
every one that is called by my name, and 7 
whom I have created for my glory; I 
have formed him; yea, I have made him. 
Bring forth the blind people that have 8 
eyes, and the deaf that have ears. 8 Let 9 
all the nations be gathered together, and 
let the peoples be assembled: w r ho among 
them can declare this, and shew us for¬ 
mer things? let them bring their wit¬ 
nesses, that they may be justified: g or let 
them hear, and say. It is truth. Ye are 10 
my witnesses, saith the Lord, and my 
servant whom I have chosen: that ye 
may know and believe me, and under¬ 
stand that I am he; before me there was 
no God formed, neidier shall there be 
after me. I, even I, am the Lord; and 11 
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12 beside me there is no saviour. I have 
declared, and I have saved, and I have 
shewed, and there was no strange god 
among you: therefore yc are my wit¬ 
nesses, saith the Lord, and I am God. 

13 Yea, 1 since the day was I am he; and 
there is none that can deliver out of my 
band; I will work, and who shall 2 lct it? 

14 Thus saith the Lord, your redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel: For your sake I 
have sent to Babylon, and I will bring 
down -hill of them as fugitives, even the 
Chaldeans, in the ships of their rcjoic- 

15 ing. I am the Lord, your Holy One, the 

16 Creator of Israel, your King. Thus saith 
the Lord, which maketh a way in the 
sea, and a path in the mighty waters; 

17 4 which bringeth forth the chariot and 
horse, the army and the power; they lie 
down together, they shall not rise; they 
arc extinct, they are quenched as s fiax: 

18 Remember ye not the former tilings, 

19 neither consider the things of old. Be¬ 
hold, I will do a new tiling; now shall it 
spring forth; shall yc not know it? I will 
even make a way in the wilderness, and 

20 rivers in the desert. The beasts of the 
field shall honour me, the jackals and 
the ostriches: because I give waters in 
the wilderness, and rivers in the desert, 
to give drink to my people, my chosen: 

21 the people which I formed for myself, 
6 that they might set forth my praise. 

22 Yet thou hast not called upon me, O 
Jacob; but thou hast been weary of me, 

23 O Israel. Thou hast not brought me 
the small cattle of thy burnt offerings; 
neither hast thou honoured me with thy 
sacrifices. 1 have not made thee to serve 
with ’offerings, nor wearied thee with 

24 frankincense. Thou hast bought me no 
8 sweet cane with money, neither hast 
thou 9 filled me with the fat of thy sacri¬ 
fices: but thou hast made me to serve 
with thy sins, thou hast wearied me with 

25 tldne iniquities. I, even I, am he that 
blotteth out thy transgressions for mine 
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own sake; and I will not remember thy 
sins. Put me in remembrance; let us 26 
plead together: set thou forth thy cause , 
that thou mayest be justified. Thy first 27 
father sinned, and thine ^interpreters 
have transgressed against me. There- 28 
fore I 11 will profane the 1 "princes of the 
sanctuary, and I 11 will make Jacob a 
14 curse, and Israel a reviling. Yet I 
now hear, O Jacob my servant; 
and Israel, whom I have chosen: thus 2 
saith the Lord that made thee, and 
formed thee from the womb, wdio will 
help thee: Fear not, O Jacob my servant; 
and thou, Je&hurun, whom I have chosen. 

For I will pour water upon ls him that is 3 
thirsty, and streams upon the dry ground: 

I wall pour my spirit upon thy seed, and 
my blessing upon thine offspring: and 4 
they shall spring up among the grass, as 
willows by the watercourses. One shall 5 
say, I am the Lord's; and another shall 
I6 call himself by the name of Jacob; and 
another shall 1 ’subscribe with his hand 
unto the Lord, and l8 surnamc himself by 
the name of Israel. 

Thus saith the Lord, the King of 6 
Israel, and his redeemer the Lord of 
hosts: I am the first, and I am the last; 
and beside me there is no God. 1 ’And who, 7 
as I, shall call, and shall declare it, and set 
it in order for me, since I appointed the 
ancient people? and the tilings that are 
coming, and that shall come to pass, let 
them 20 declare. Fear yc not, neither be 8 
afraid: have I not declared unto thee of 
old, and shewed it? and ye are my wit¬ 
nesses. Is there a God beside me? yea, 
there is no Rock; I know not any. They 9 
that fashion a graven image are all of 
them 21 vanity; and their delectable tilings 
shall not profit: and their own witnesses 
see not, nor know; that they may be 
ashamed. Who hath fashioned a god, or 10 
molten a graven image that is profitable 
for nothing? Behold, a2 all his fellows 11 
shall be ashamed; and the workmen. 
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they are of men: let them all be gathered 
together, let them stand up; they shall 
fear, they shall be ashamed together. 

12 The smith 1 maketh an axe, and worketh 
in the coals, and fashioneth it with ham¬ 
mers, and worketh it with his strong 
arm: yea, he is hungry, and his strength 
faileth; he drinketh no water, and is 

13 faint. The carpenter stretcheth out a 
line; he marketh it out with 2 a pencil; 
he shapeth it with planes, and he mark¬ 
eth it out with the compasses, and shap¬ 
eth it after the figure of a man, according 
to the beauty of a man, to dwell in the 

14 house. He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the holm tree and the oak, 
and strengtheneth for himself one among 
the trees of the forest: he planteth 3 a fir 

15 tree, and the rain doth nourish it. Then 
shall it be for a man to bum; and he 
taketh thereof, and warmeth himself; 
yea, he kindleth it, and baketh bread: 
yea, he maketh a god, and worshipped! 
it; he maketh it a graven image, and fall- 

16 etli down thereto. He bumeth 4 part 
thereof in the fire; with 4 part thereof he 
eateth flesh; he roasteth roast, and is 
satisfied: yea, he warmeth himself, and 
saith. Alia, I am warm, I have seen the 

17 fire: and the residue thereof he maketh 
a god, even his graven image: lie faileth 
down unto it and worshippeth, and pray- 
eth unto it, and saith. Deliver me; for 

13 thou art my god. They know not, neither 
do they consider: for he hath S shut their 
eyes, that they cannot see; and their 
hearts, that they cannot understand. 

19 And none callcth to mind, neither is 
there knowledge nor understanding to 
say, I have burned part of it in the fire; 
yea, also I have baked bread upon the 
coals thereof; I have roasted flesh and 
eaten it: and shall I make the residue 
thereof an abomination? shall I fall down 

20 to the stock of a tree? He feedeth on 
ashes: a deceived heart hath turned him 
aside, that he cannot deliver his soul, 
nor say. Is there not a lie in my right 
hand? 
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Remember these things, O Jacob; 21 
and Israel, for thou art my servant: I 
have formed thee; thou art my servant: 

O Israel, 6 thou shalt not be forgotten of 
me. I have blotted out, as a thick cloud, 22 
thy transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy 
sins: return unto me; for I have re¬ 
deemed thee. Sing, O yc heavens, for 23 
the Lord hath done it; shout, yc lower 
parts of the earth; break forth into sing¬ 
ing, ye mountains, O forest, and every 
tree therein: for the Lord hath re¬ 
deemed Jacob, and will glorify himself 
in Israel. 

Thus saith the Lord, thy redeemer, 24 
and he that formed thee from the womb: 

I am the Lord, that maketh all things; 
that stretcheth forth the heavens alone; 
that spreadeth abroad the earth; 7 who 
is with me? that frustrateth the tokens 25 
of the 8 liars, and maketh diviners mad; 
that tumeth wise men backward, and 
maketh their knowledge foolish: that 26 
confirmeth the word of his servant, and 
performeth the counsel of his messen¬ 
gers; that saith of Jerusalem, She shall 
be inhabited; and of the cities of Judah, 
They shall be built, and I will raise up 
the waste places thereof: that saith to the 27 
deep. Be dry, and I will dry up thy 
rivers: that saith of 9 Cyrus, He is my 28 
shepherd, and shall perform all my plea¬ 
sure : even saying of Jerusalem, She shall 
be built; I0 and to the temple. Thy 
foundation shall be laid. 

THUS saith the Lord to his 
anointed, to Cyrus, whose right 
hand I have holden, to subdue nations 
before him, and I will loose the loins of 
kings; to open the doors before him, and 
the gates shall not be shut; I will go 2 
before thee, and make the rugged places 
plain: I will break in pieces the doors 
of brass, and cut in sunder the bars of 
iron: and I will give thee the treasures 3 
of darkness, and hidden riches of secret 
places, that thou mayest know that I am 
the Lord, which call thee by thy name, 
even the God of Israel. For Jacob my 4 
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servant’s sake, and Israel my chosen, I 
have called thee by thy name: I have 
surnamed thee, though thou hast not 

5 known me. I am the Lord, and there is 
none else; beside me there is no God: 
I will gird thee, though thou hast not 

6 known me: that they may know from the 
rising of the sun, and from the west, that 
there is none beside me: I am the Lord, 

7 and there is none else. I form the light, 
and create darkness; I make peace, and 
create evil; I am the Lord, that docth all 
these things. 

8 Drop down, ye heavens, from above, 
and let the skies pour down righteous¬ 
ness: let the earth open, that they may 
*bring forth salvation, and let her cause 
righteousness to spring up together; I 
the Lord have created it. 

9 Woe unto him that striveth with his 
Maker! a potsherd among the potsherds 
of the earth! Shall the clay say to him 
that fashioneth it. What makest thou? 

10 or thy work. He hath no hands? Woe 
unto him that saith unto a father. What 
begettest thou? or to a woman. With 

11 what travailest thou? Thus saith the 
Lord, the Holy One of Israel, and his 
Maker: Ask me of the things that are to 
come; concerning my sons, and con¬ 
cerning the work of my hands, command 

12 ye me. I have made the earth, and 
created man upon it: I, even my hands, 
have stretched out the heavens, and all 

13 their host have I commanded. I have 
raised him up in righteousness, and I 
will make straight all his ways: he shall 
build my city, and he shall let my exiles 
go free, not for price nor reward, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 

14 Thus saith the Lord, The labour of 
Egypt, and the merchandise of Ethiopia, 
and the Sabeans, men of stature, shall 
come over unto thee, and they shall be 
thine; they shall go after thee; in chains 
they shall come over: and they shall fall 
down unto thee, they shall make sup¬ 
plication unto thee, saying, Surely God 
is in thee; and there is none else, there 
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is no God. Verily thou art a God that 15 
liidest thyself, O God of Israel, the 
vSaviour. They shall be ashamed, yea, 16 
confounded, all of them: they shall go 
into confusion together that are makers 
of idols. But Israel shall be saved by the 17 
Lord with an everlasting salvation: yc 
shall not be ashamed nor confounded 
world without end. 

For thus saith the Lord that created 13 
the heavens; he is God; that formed the 
earth and made it; he established it, he 
created it not 2 a waste, he formed it to 
be inhabited: I am the Lord; and there 
is none else. I have not spoken in secret, 19 
in a place of the land of darkness; I said 
not unto the seed of Jacob, Seek ye me 
3 in vain: I the Lord speak righteousness, 

I declare things that are right. Assemble 20 
yourselves and come; draw near to¬ 
gether, ye that are escaped of the na¬ 
tions : they have no knowledge that carry 
the wood of their graven image, and 
pray unto a god that cannot save. De- 21 
dare ye, and 4 bring it forth; yea, let 
them take counsel together: who hath 
shewed this from andent time? who 
hath dedared it of old? have not I the 
Lord? and there is no God else beside 
me; a just God and a saviour; there is 
none beside me. Look unto me, and be 22 
ye saved, all the ends of the earth: for 
I am God, and there is none else. By 23 
myself have I sworn, s the word is gone 
forth from my mouth in righteousness, 
and shall not return, that unto me every 
knee shall bow, every tongue shall swear. 
Only in the Lord, 6 shall one say 7 unto 24 
me, is righteousness and strength: even 
to him shall men come, and all they that 
were incensed against him shall be a- 
shamed. In the Lord shall all the seed 25 
of Israel be justified, and shall glory. 

BEL boweth down, Nebo stoop- 
eth; their idols are upon the 
beasts, and upon the cattle: the things 
that ye carried about are made a load, 
a burden to the weary beast. They 2 
stoop, they bow down together; they 
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could not deliver the burden, but them¬ 
selves are gone into captivity. 

3 Hearken unto me, O house of Jacob, 
and all the remnant of the house of Is¬ 
rael, which have been borne by me from 
the belly, which have been carried from 

4 the womb: and even to old age I am he, 
and even to hoar hairs will I carry you: 
I have made, and I will bear; yea, I will 

5 carry, and will deliver. To whom will 
ye liken me, and make me equal, and 

6 compare me, that we may be like ? Such 
as lavish gold out of the bag, and weigh 
silver in the balance, they hire a gold¬ 
smith, and he maketh it a god; they fall 

7 down, yea, they worship. They bear 
him upon the shoulder, they carry him, 
and set him in his place, and he stand- 
eth; from his place shall he not remove: 
yea, one shall cry unto him, yet can he not 
answer, nor save him out of his trouble. 

8 Remember this, and ’shew yourselves 
men: bring it again to mind, O ye trans- 

9 gressors. Remember the former things 
of old: Tor I am God, and there is none 
else; 1 am God, and there is none like 

10 me; declaring the end from the begin¬ 
ning, and from ancient times things that 
are not yet done; saying. My counsel 
shall stand, and I will do all my pleasure: 

11 calling a ravenous bird from the east, 
the man of 3 my counsel from a far coun¬ 
try; yea, I have spoken, I will also bring 
it to pass; I have purposed, I will also 

12 doit. Hearken unto me, ye stouthearted, 

13 that are far from righteousness: I bring 
near my righteousness, it shall not be far 
off, and my salvation shall not tarry; and 
I will ‘’place salvation in Zion for Israel 
my glory. 

COME down, and sit in the dust, 
O virgin daughter of Babylon; 
sit on the ground without a throne, O 
daughter of the Chaldeans: for thou 
shalt no more be called tender and deli- 

2 cate. Take the millstones, and grind 
meal: remove thy veil, strip off the train, 
uncover the leg, pass through the rivers. 

3 Thy nakedness shall be uncovered, yea. 
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thy shame shall be seen: I will take 
vengeance, and will 5 accept no man. 
Our redeemer, the Lord of hosts is his 4 
name, the Holy One of Israel. Sit thou 5 
silent, and get thee into darkness, O 
daughter of the Chaldeans: for thou 
shalt no more be called The lady of 
kingdoms. I was wroth with my people, 6 
I profaned mine inheritance, and gave 
them into thine hand: thou didst shew 
them no mercy; upon the aged hast thou 
very heavily laid thy yoke. And thou 7 
saidst, I shall be a lady for ever: so that 
thou didst not lay these things to thy 
heart, neither didst remember the latter 
end thereof. 

Now therefore hear this, thou that art 8 
given to pleasures, that 6 dwcllest care¬ 
lessly, that sayest in thine heart, I am, 
and there is none else beside me; I shall 
not sit as a widow, neither shall I know 
the loss of children: but these two things 9 
shall come to thee in a moment in one 
day, the loss of children, and widow¬ 
hood: in their full measure shall they 
come upon thee, ’despite of the multi¬ 
tude of thy sorceries, and the great abun¬ 
dance of thine enchantments. For thou 10 
hast trusted in thy wickedness; thou 
hast said. None seeth me; thy wisdom 
and thy knowledge, it hath perverted 
thee: and thou hast said in thine heart, 

I am, and there is none else beside me. 
Therefore shall evil come upon thee; 11 
thou shalt not know The dawning there¬ 
of: and mischief shall fall upon thee; 
thou shalt not be able to put it away: 
and desolation shall come upon thee 
suddenly, which thou knowest not. 
Stand now with thine enchantments, 12 
and with the multitude of thy sorceries, 
wherein thou hast laboured from thy 
youth; if so be thou shalt be able to pro¬ 
fit, if so be thou mayest 9 prevail. Thou 13 
art wearied in the multitude of thy coun¬ 
sels : let now the I0 astrologcrs, the star¬ 
gazers, the monthly prognosticators, 
stand up, and save thee from the things 
that shall come upon thee. Behold, they 14 
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shall be as stubble; the fire shall burn 
them; they shall not deliver themselves 
from the power of the flame: it shall not 
be a coal to warm at, nor a fire to sit 

15 before. Thus shall the things be unto 
thee wherein thou hast laboured: they 
that have trafficked with thee from thy 
youth shall wander every one to Axis 
quarter; there shall be none to save thee. 
HEAR yc this, O house of Jacob, 
which are called by the name of 
Israel, and are come forth out of the 
waters of Judah; which swear by the 
name of the Lord, and make mention of 
the God of Israel, but not in truth, nor 

2 in righteousness. For they call them¬ 
selves of the holy city, and stay them¬ 
selves upon the God of Israel; the Lord 

3 of hosts is his name. I have declared the 
former things from of old; yea, they 
went forth out of my mouth, and I 
shewed them: suddenly I did them, and 

4 they came to pass. Because I knew that 
thou art obstinate, and thy neck is an 

5 iron sinew, and thy brow brass; there¬ 
fore I have declared it to thee from of 
old; before it came to pass I shewed it 
thee: lest thou shouldcst say. Mine idol 
hath done them, and my graven image, 
and my molten image, hath commanded 

6 them. Thou hast heard it; behold all 
this; and yc, will yc not declare it? 2 I 
have shewed thee new things from this 
time, even hidden things, which thou 

7 hast not known. They are created now, 
and not from of old; and before this day 
thou heardcst them not; lest thou should- 

8 est say. Behold, I knew them. Yea, thou 
hcardest not; yea, thou knewest not; yea, 
from of old thine ear was not opened: 
for I knew that thou didst deal very 
treacherously, and wast called a trans- 

9 gressor from the womb. For my name’s 
sake will I defer mine anger, and for my 
praise will I refrain for thee, that I cut 

10 thee not off. Behold, I have refined thee, 
but not as silver; I have 3 chosen thee in 

11 the furnace of affliction. For mine own 
sake, for mine own sake, will I do it; for 
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how should my name be profaned? and 
my glory will I not give to another. 

Hearken unto me, O Jacob, and Israel 12 
my called: I am he; I am the first, I also 
am the last. Yea, mine hand hath laid 13 
the foundation of the earth, and my right 
hand hath spread out the heavens: when 
I call unto them, they stand up together. 
Assemble yourselves, all ye, and hear; 14 
which among them hath declared these 
things? 4 The Lord hath loved him: he 
shall perform his pleasure on Babylon, 
and his arm shall be on the Chaldeans. 

I, even I, have spoken; yea, I have called 15 
him: I have brought him, and he shall 
make his way prosperous. Come ye near 16 
unto me, hear ye this; from the begin¬ 
ning I have not spoken in secret; from 
the time that it was, there am I: and 
now the Lord God hath sent me, and his 
spirit. Thus saith the Lord, thy re- 17 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel: I am 
the Lord thy God, which teachcth thee 
to profit, which leadeth thee by the way 
that thou shouldest go. s Oh that thou 18 
hadst hearkened to my commandments! 
then had thy peace been as a river, and 
thy righteousness as the waves of the 
sea: thy seed also had been as the sand, 19 
and the offspring of thy bowels like 6 the 
grains thereof: his name should not be 
cut off nor destroyed from before me. 

Go ye forth of Babylon, flee ye from 20 
the Chaldeans; with a voice of singing 
declare ye, tell this, utter it even to the 
end of the earth: say ye. The Lord hath 
redeemed his servant Jacob. And they 21 
thirsted not when he led them through 
the deserts: he caused the waters to flow 
out of the rock for them: he clave the 
rock also, and the waters gushed out. 
There is no peace, saith the Lord, unto 22 
the wicked. 

LISTEN, O isles, unto me; and 
hearken, ye peoples, from far: the 
Lord hath called me from the womb; 
from the bowels of my mother hath he 
made mention of my name: and he hath 2 
made my mouth like a sharp sword, in 
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the shadow of his hand hath he hid me; 
and he hath made me a polished shaft, 

3 in his quiver hath he kept me close: and 
he said unto me. Thou art my servant; 

4 Israel, in whom I will be glorified. But 
I said, I have laboured in vain, I have 
spent my strength for nought and van¬ 
ity: yet surely my judgement is with the 
Lord, and my recompence with my God. 

5 And now saith the Lord that formed me 
from the womb to be his servant, to bring 
Jacob again to him, *and that Israel be 
gathered unto him: (for I am honour¬ 
able in the eyes of the Lord, and my 

6 God is become my strength:) yea, he 
saith. It is too light a thing that thou 
shouldest be my servant to raise up the 
tribes of Jacob, and to restore the pre¬ 
served of Israel: I will also give thee for 
a light to the Gentiles, 2 that thou mayest 
be my salvation unto the end of the 

7 earth. Thus saith the Lord, the re¬ 
deemer of Israel, and his Holy One, to 
him whom man despiseth, to him whom 
the nation abhorreth, to a servant of 
rulers: Kings shall see and arise; princes, 
and they shall worship; because of the 
Lord that is faithful, even the Holy One 

8 of Israel, who hath chosen thee. Thus 
saith the Lord, In an acceptable time 
have I answered thee, and in a day of 
salvation have I helped thee: and I will 
preserve thee, and give thee for a cove¬ 
nant of the people, to 3 raise up the land, 
to make them inherit the desolate heri- 

9 tages; saying to them that are bound. Go 
forth; to them that are in darkness. 
Shew yourselves. They shall feed in the 
ways, and on all bare heights shall be 

10 their pasture. They shall not hunger nor 
thirst; neither shall the 4 heat nor sun 
smite them: for he that hath mercy on 
them shall lead them, even by the springs 

11 of water shall he guide them. And I will 
make all my mountains a way, and my 

12 high ways shall be exalted. Lo, these 
shall come from far: and, lo, these from 
the north and from the west; and these 

13 from the land of Sinim. Sing, O hea- 
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vens; and be joyful, O earth; and break 
forth into singing, O mountains: for the 
Lord hath comforted his people, and 
will have compassion upon his afflicted. 

But Zion said, Jehovah hath forsaken 14 
me, and the Lord hath forgotten me. 
Can a woman forget her sucking child, 15 
that she should not have compassion on 
the son of her womb? yea, these may 
forget, yet will not I forget thee. Behold, 16 
I have graven thee upon the palms of my 
hands; thy walls are continually before 
me. 5 Thy children make haste; thy de- 17 
stroyers and they that made thee waste 
shall go forth of thee. Lift up thine eyes 18 
round about, and behold: all these ga¬ 
ther themselves together, and come to 
thee. As I live, saith the Lord, thou 
shalt surely clothe thee with them all as 
with an ornament, and gird thyself with 
them, like a bride. For, as for thy waste 19 
and thy desolate places and thy land that 
hath been destroyed, surely now shalt 
thou be too strait for the inhabitants, 
and they that swallowed thee up shall be 
far away. The children of thy bereave- 20 
ment shall yet say in thine ears. The 
place is too strait for me: give place to 
me that I may dwell. Then shalt thou 21 
say in thine heart. Who hath 6 begotten 
me these, seeing I have been bereaved 
of my children, and am ’solitary, an 
exile, and wandering to and fro? and 
who hath brought up these? Behold, I 
was left alone; these, where were they? 

Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I 22 
will lift up mine hand to the nations, 
and set up my ensign to the peoples: and 
they shall bring thy sons in their bosom, 
and thy daughters shall be carried upon 
their shoulders. And kings shall be thy 23 
nursing fathers, and their queens thy 
nursing mothers: they shall bow down 
to thee with their faces to the earth, and 
lick the dust of thy feet; and thou shalt 
know that I am the Lord, and they that 
wait for me shall not be ashamed. Shall 24 
the prey be taken from the mighty, or 
8 the lawful captives be delivered? But 25 
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thus saith the Lord, Even the captives 
of the mighty shall be taken away, and 
the prey of the terrible shall be de¬ 
livered: for I will contend with him that 
contendeth with thee, and I will save thy 

26 children. And I will feed them that 
oppress thee with their own flesh; and 
they shall be drunken with their own 
blood, as with sweet wine: and all flesh 
shall know that I the Lord am thy 
saviour, and thy redeemer, the Mighty 
One of Jacob. 

THUS saith the Lord, Where is 
the bill of your mother’s divorce¬ 
ment, wherewith I have put her away? 
or which of my creditors is it to whom 
I have sold you? Behold, for your ini¬ 
quities were ye sold, and for your trans¬ 
gressions was your mother put away. 

2 Wherefore, when I came, was there no 
man? when I called, was there none to 
answer? Is my hand shortened at all, 
that it cannot redeem? or have I no 
power to deliver? Behold, at my rebuke 
I dry up the sea, I make the rivers a 
wilderness: their fish stinketh, because 
there is no water, and dicth for thirst. 

3 I clothe the heavens with blackness, and 
I make sackcloth their covering. 

4 The Lord God hath given me the 
tongue of hhem that are taught, that I 
should know how *to sustain with words 
him that is weary: he wakeneth morning 
by morning, he wakeneth mine car to 

5 hear as *they that are taught. The Lord 
God hath opened mine ear, and I was 
not rebellious, neither turned away back- 

6 ward. I gave my back to the smiters, and 
my cheeks to them that plucked off the 
hair: I hid not my face from shame and 

7 spitting. For the Lord God will help 
me; therefore have I not been con¬ 
founded: therefore have I set my face 
like a flint, and I know that I shall not 

8 be ashamed. He is near that justifieth 
me; who will contend with me? let us 
stand up together: who is mine adver- 

9 sary? let him come near to me. Behold, 
the Lord God will help me; who is he 
that shall condemn me? behold, they all 
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shall wax old as a garment; the moth 
shall eat them up. 

Who is among you that feareth the 10 
Lord, that obeyeth the voice of his serv¬ 
ant? 3 he that walketh in darkness, and 
hath no light, let him trust in the name 
of the Lord, and stay upon his God. 
Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that II 
gird yourselves about with firebrands: 
walk ye in the flame of your fire, and 
among the brands that ye have kindled. 
This shall ye have of mine hand; ye 
shall lie down in sorrow. 

HEARKEN to me, ye that follow 
after righteousness, ye that seek 
the Lord : look unto the rock whence ye 
were hewn, and to the hole of the pit 
whence ye were digged. Look unto A- 2 
braham your father, and unto Sarah that 
bare you: for when he was but one I 
called him, and I blessed him, and made 
him many. For the Lord hath com- 3 
forted Zion: he hath comforted all her 
waste places, and hath made her wilder¬ 
ness like Eden, and her desert like the 
garden of the Lord; joy and gladness 
shall be found therein, thanksgiving, 
and the voice of melody. 

Attend unto me, O my people; and 4 
give ear unto me, O my nation: for a 
law shall go forth from me, and I will 
make my judgement to rest for a light of 
the peoples. My righteousness is near, 5 
my salvation is gone forth, and mine 
arms shall judge the peoples; the isles 
shall wait for me, and on mine arm shall 
they trust. Lift up your eyes to the 6 
heavens, and look upon the earth be¬ 
neath : for the heavens shall vanish away 
like smoke, and the earth shall wax old 
like a garment, and they that dwell 
therein shall die 4 in like manner: but my 
salvation shall be for ever, and my right¬ 
eousness shall not be abolished. 

Hearken unto me, ye that know right- 7 
cousness, the people in whose heart is my 
law; fear ye not the reproach of men, 
neither be ye dismayed at their revilings. 
For the moth shall eat them up like a 8 
garment, and the worm shall eat them

like wool: but my righteousness shall be 
for ever, and my salvation unto all 
generations. 

9 Awake, awake, put on strength, O arm 
of the Lord ; awake, as in the days of old, 
the generations of ancient times. Art 
thou not it that cut Rahab in pieces, that 

10 pierced the dragon? Art thou not it 
which dried up the sea, the waters of 
the great deep; that made the depths of 
the sea a way for the redeemed to pass 

11 over? And the ransomed of the Lord 
shall return, and come with singing unto 
Zion; and everlasting jcy shall be upon 
their heads: they shall obtain gladness 
and joy, and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away. 

12 I, even I, am he that comfortcth you: 
who art thou, that thou art afraid of man 
that shall die, and of the son of man 

13 which shall be made as grass; and hast 
forgotten the Lord thy Maker, that 
stretched forth the heavens, and laid the 
foundations of the earth; and fearcst 
continually all the day because of the 
fury of the oppressor, x whcn he maketh 
ready to destroy? and where is the fury 

14 of the oppressor? 2 The captive exile 
shall speedily be loosed; and he shall not 
die and go down into the pit, neither shall 

15 his bread fail. For I am the Lord thy 
God, which 3 stirrcth up the sea, that the 
waves thereof roar: the Lord of hosts is 

16 his name. And I have put my words in 
thy mouth, and have covered thee in the 
shadow of mine hand, that I may plant 
the heavens, and lay the foundations of 
the earth, and say unto Zion, Thou art 
my people. 

17 Awake, awake, stand up, O Jerusalem, 
which hast drunk at the hand of the 
Lord the cup of his fury; thou hast 
drunken the bowl of the cup of stagger- 

18 ing, and drained it. There is none to 
guide her among all the sons whom she 
hath brought forth; neither is there any 
that taketli her by the hand of all the 

19 sons that she hath brought up. These 
two things are befallen thee; who shall 
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bemoan thee? desolation and destruc¬ 
tion, and the famine and the sword; how 
shall I comfort thee? Thy sons have 20 
fainted, they lie at the top of all the 
streets, as an antelope in a net; they are 
full of the fury of the Lord, the rebuke 
of thy God. Therefore hear now tliis, 
thou afflicted, and drunken, but not with 
wine: thus saith thy Lord the Lord, and 
thy God that pleadeth the cause of his 
people, Behold, I have taken out of 
thine hand the cup of staggering, even 
the bowl of the cup of my fury; thou 
shall no more drink it again: and I will 23 
put it into the hand of them that afflict 
thee; which have said to thy soul. Bow 
down, that we may go over: and thou 
hast laid thy back as the ground, and as 
the street, to them that go over. 

AWAKE, awake, put on thy 
strength, O Zion; put on thy 
beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the 
holy city: for henceforth there shall no 
more come into thee the uncircumcised 
and the unclean. Shake thyself from the 2 
dust; arise, sit thee down, O Jerusalem: 
4 loesc thyself from the bands of thy neck, 

O captive daughter of Zion. 

For thus saith the Lord, Ye were sold 3 
for nought; and ye shall be redeemed 
without money. For thus saith the Lord 4 
God, My people went down at the first 
into Egypt to sojourn there: and the As¬ 
syrian oppressed them without cause. 
Now therefore, what do I here, saith the 5 
Lord, seeing that my people is taken 
away for nought? they that rule over 
them do howl, saith the Lord, and my 
name continually all the day is blas¬ 
phemed. Therefore my people shall 6 
know my name: therefore they shall 
know in that day that I am he that doth 
speak; behold, 5 it is I. 

How beautiful upon the mountains are 7 
the feet of him that bringeth good tid¬ 
ings, that publisheth peace, that bringeth 
good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy God 
reigneth! The voice of tliy watchmen! 8 
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they lift up the voice, together do they 
sing; for they shall see, eye to eye, x when 

9 the Lord returncth to Zion. Break forth 
into joy, sing together,, yc waste places 
of Jerusalem: for the Lord hath com¬ 
forted his people, he hath redeemed 
io Jerusalem. The Lord hath made bare 
his holy arm in the eyes of all the na¬ 
tions ; and all the ends of the earth shall 
n see the salvation of our God. Depart ye, 
depart ye, go ye out from thence, touch 
no unclean thing; go ye out of the midst 
of her; be ye clean, ye that bear the 
12 vessels of the Lord. For yc shall not go 
out in haste, neither shall ye go by flight: 
for the Lord will go before you; and the 
God of Israel will be your rearward, 
rg Behold, my servant shall *dcal wisely, 
he shall be exalted and lifted up, and 

14 shall be very high. Like as many were 
astonied at thee, (his visage was so 
marred 3 more than any man, and liis 

15 form more than the sons of men,) so 
shall he 4 sprinkle many nations; kings 
shall shut their mouths 5 at him: for that 
which had not been told them shall they 
see; and that which they had not heard 
shall they Understand. 

WHO hath believed 7 our report? 
and to whom hath the arm of the 

2 Lord been revealed? For he grew up 
before him as a tender plant, and as a 
root out of a dry ground: he hath no 
form nor comeliness; 8 and when we see 
him, there is no beauty that wc should 

3 desire him. He was despised, and 9 re~ 
jected of men; a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with I0 grief: and 1 J as one from 
whom men hide their face he was de¬ 
spised, and we esteemed him not. 

4 Surely he hath borne our Iz gricfs, and 
carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem 
him stricken, smitten of God, and af- 

5 flicted. But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
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was upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. All we like sheep have gone 6 
astray; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath 13 laid on 
him the iniquity of us all. 

He was oppressed, yet he humbled 7 
himself and opened not his mouth; as a 
lamb that is led to the slaughter, and as 
a sheep that before her shearers is dumb; 
yea, he opened not liis mouth. ,+ By op- 8 
pression and judgement he was taken 
away; ls and as for his generation, who 
among than considered that he was cut 
off out of the land of the living? for the 
transgression of my people l6 was he 
stricken. And they made liis grave with 9 
the wicked, and with the rich in his 
I7 dcath; 18 although he had done no vio¬ 
lence, neither was any deceit in his 
mouth. 

Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise him; 1 o 
he hath ,9 put him to grief: 20 when thou 
shalt make his soul 21 an offering for sin, 
he shall see his seed, he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand. 22 He shall see of the 11 
travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied: 
by liis knowledge shall my righteous 
servant 23 justify many: and he shall bear 
their iniquities. Therefore will I divide 12 
him a portion with the great, and he 
shall divide the spoil with the strong; 
because he poured out his soul unto 
death, and was numbered with the trans¬ 
gressors: yet he bare the sin of many, 
and 24 madc intercession for the trans¬ 
gressors. 

SING, O barren, thou that didst 
not bear; break forth into singing, 
and cry aloud, thou that didst not travail 
with child: for more are the children of 
the desolate than the children of the 
married wife, saith the Lord. Enlarge 2 
the place of thy tent, and let them stretch 
forth the curtains of thine habitations; 
spare not: lengthen thy cords, and 
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3 strengthen thy stakes. For thou shalt 
spread abroad on the right hand and on 
the left; and thy seed shall possess the 
nations, and make the desolate cities to 

4 be inhabited. Fear not; for thou shalt 
not be ashamed: neither be thou con¬ 
founded; for thou shalt not be put to 
shame: for thou shalt forget the shame 
of thy youth, and the reproach of thy 
widowhood shalt thou remember no 

5 more. For thy Maker is thine husband; 
the Lord of hosts is his name: and the 
Holy One of Israel is thy redeemer; the 
God of the whole earth shall he be called. 

6 For the Lord hath called thee as a wife 
forsaken and grieved in spirit, even a 
wife of youth, when she is cast off, saith 

7 thy God. For a small moment have I 
forsaken thee; but with great mercies 

8 will I gather thee. *In overflowing wrath 
I hid my face from thee for a moment; 
but with everlasting kindness will I have 
mercy on thee, saith the Lord thy re- 

9 deemer. 2 For this is as the waters of 
Noah unto me: for as I have sworn that 
the waters of Noah should no more go 
over the earth, so have I sworn that I 
would not be wroth with thee, nor re- 

io buke thee. For the mountains shall de¬ 
part, and the hills be removed; but my 
kindness shall not depart from thee, 
neither shall my covenant of peace be 
removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy 
on thee. 

n O thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, 
and not comforted, behold, I will set thy 
stones in 3 fair colours, and lay thy 

12 foundations with sapphires. And I will 
make thy pinnacles of rubies, and thy 
gates of carbuncles, and all thy border 

13 of pleasant stones. And all thy children 
shall be 5 taught of the Lord; and great 

14 shall be the peace of thy children. In 
righteousness shalt thou be established: 
6 thou shalt be far from oppression, for 
thou shalt not fear; and from terror, for 

15 it shall not come near thee. Behold, they 
may 7 gather together, but not by me: 
whosoever shall 7 gather together against 
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thee 8 shall fall because of thee. Behold, 16 
I have created the smith that bloweth 
the fire of coals, and bringeth forth a 
weapon for 9 his work; and I have created 
the waster to destroy. No weapon that is 17 
formed against thee shall prosper; and 
every tongue that shall rise against thee 
in judgement thou shalt condemn. This 
is the heritage of the servants of the 
Lord, and l0 their righteousness which is 
of me, saith the Lord. 

HO, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money; come ye, buy, and 
cat; yea, come, buy wine and milk with¬ 
out money and without price. Where- 2 
fore do ye n spcnd money for that which 
is not bread? and your I2 labour for that 
which satisficth not? hearken diligently 
unto me, and eat ye that which is good, 
and let your soul delight itself in fatness. 
Incline your ear, and come unto me; 3 
hear, and your soul shall live: and I will 
make an everlasting covenant with you, 
even the sure mercies of David. Behold, 4 
I have given him for a witness to the 
peoples, a IJ leader and commander to the 
peoples. Behold, thou shalt call a nation 5 
that thou knowest not, and a nation that 
knew not thee shall run unto thee, be¬ 
cause of the Lord thy God, and for the 
Holy One of Israel; for he hath glorified 
thee. 

Seek ye the Lord while he may be 6 
found, call ye upon him while he is near: 
let the wicked forsake his way, and the 7 
unrighteous man his thoughts: and let 
him return unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon. For my 8 
thoughts are not your thoughts, neither 
are your ways my ways, saith the Lord. 

For as the heavens are higher than the 9 
earth, so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. For as the rain cometh down io 
and the snow from heaven, and retum- 
eth not thither, but watereth the earth, 
and maketh it bring forth and bud, and 
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giveth seed to the sower and bread to 

11 the eater; so shall my word be that goeth 
forth out of my mouth: it shall not re¬ 
turn unto me void, but it shall accom¬ 
plish that which I please, and it shall 
prosper in the thing whereto I sent it. 

12 For ye shall go out with joy, and be led 
forth with peace: the mountains and the 
hills shall break forth before you into 
singing, and all the trees of the field shall 

13 clap their hands. Instead of the thorn 
shall come up the fir tree, and instead of 
the brier shall come up the myrtle tree: 
and it shall be to the Lord for a name, 
for an everlasting sign that shall not be 
cut off. 

THUS saith the Lord, Keep ye 
judgement, and do righteousness: 
for my salvation is near to come, and my 

2 righteousness to be revealed. Blessed is 
the man that doeth this, and the son of 
man that holdeth fast by it; that keepeth 
the sabbath from profaning it, and keep- 

3 eth his hand from doing any evil. Neither 
let the stranger, that hath joined himself 
to the Lord, speak, saying. The Lord 
will surely separate me from his people: 
neither let the eunuch say. Behold, 1 am 

4 a dry tree. For thus saith the Lord of 
the eunuchs that keep my sabbaths, and 
choose the things that please me, and 

5 hold fast by my covenant: Unto them 
will I give in mine house and within my 
walls a Memorial and a name 2 better 
than of sons and of daughters; I will 
give 3 them an everlasting name, that 

6 shall not be cut off. Also the strangers, 
that join themselves to the Lord, to 
minister unto him, and to love the name 
of the Lord, to be his servants, every one 
that keepeth the sabbath from profaning 
it, and holdeth fast by my covenant; 

7 even them will I bring to my holy mount¬ 
ain, and make them joyful in my house 
of prayer; their burnt offerings and their 
sacrifices shall be accepted upon mine 
altar: for mine house shall be called an 

8 house of prayer for all peoples. The 
Lord God which gathereth the out- 
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casts of Israel saith. Yet will I gather 
others to him, 4 beside his own that are 
gathered. 

All ye beasts of the field, 5 come to 9 
devour, yea :, all ye beasts in the forest. 
His watchmen are blind, they are all 10 
without knowledge; they are ail dumb 
dogs, they cannot bark; dreaming, lying 
down, loving to slumber. Yea, the dogs 11 
are greedy, they can never have enough; 
and these are shepherds that cannot 
understand: they have all turned to 
their own way, each one to his gain, 
6 from every quarter. Come ye, say they , 12 
I will fetch wine, and we will fill our¬ 
selves with strong drink; and to-morrow 
shall be as this day, a day great beyond 
measure. 

THE righteous perisheth, and no 
man layeth it to heart; and ’merci¬ 
ful men are taken away, none consider¬ 
ing that the righteous is taken away 
8 from the evil to come . He entercth into 2 
peace; they rest in their beds, each one 
that walketh 9 in his uprightness. 

But draw near hither, ye sons of the 3 
sorceress, the seed of the adulterer and 
the whore. Against whom do ye sport 4 
yourselves? against whom make ye a 
wide mouth, and draw out the tongue? 
are ye not children of transgression, a 
seed of falsehood, ye that inflame your- 5 
selves I0 among the oaks, under every 
green tree; that slay the children in the 
valleys, under the clefts of the rocks? 
Among the smooth stones of the valley 6 
is thy portion; they, they are thy lot: 
even to them hast thou poured a drink 
offering, thou hast offered "an oblation. 
Shall I be appeased for these things? 
Upon a high and lofty mountain hast 7 
thou set thy bed: thither also wentest 
thou up to offer sacrifice. And behind 8 
the doors and the posts hast thou set up 
thy memorial: for thou hast discovered 
thyself to another than me, and art gone 
up; thou hast enlarged thy bed, and made 
thee a covenant with them; thou lovedst 
their bed where thou sawest it. And 9. 
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thou wcntest to the king with ointment, 
and didst increase thy perfumes, and 
didst send tiiinc ambassadors far off, 
and didst debase thyself even unto ffiell. 

10 Thou wast wearied with the length of 
thy way; yet saidst thou not. There is no 
hope: thou didst find 2 a quickening of 
thy strength; therefore thou wast not 

11 Taint. And of whom hast thou been a- 
fraid and in fear, that thou liest, and hast 
not remembered me, nor laid it to thy 
heart? have not I held my peace even of 

12 long time, and thou fearest me not? I 
will declare thy righteousness; and as 
for tliy works, they shall not profit thee. 

1 3 When thou cricst, let 4 them which thou 
hast gathered deliver thee; but the wind 
shall take them, a breath shall carry them 
all away: but he that putteth his trust in 
me shall possess the land, and shall in- 

14 herit my holy mountain. And 5 he shail 
say. Cast ye up, cast ye up, prepare the 
way, take up the stumblingblock out of 
the way of my people. 

15 For thus saith the high and lofty One 
that inhabiteth eternity, whose name is 
Holy: I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him also that is of a contrite and 
humble spirit, to revive the spirit of the 
humble, and to revive the heart of the 

16 contrite ones. For I will not contend for 
ever, neither will I be always wroth: for 
the spirit should 6 fail before me, and the 

17 souls which I have made. For the ini¬ 
quity of his covetousness was I wroth 
and smote him, I hid my face and was

I have seen his ways, 
and will heal him: I will lead him also, 
and 8 restore comforts unto him and to 

19 his mourners. I create the fruit of the 
lips: Peace, peace, to him that is far off 
and to him that is near, saith the Lord; 

20 and I will heal him. But the wicked are 
like the troubled sea; for it cannot rest, 
and its waters cast up mire and, dirt. 

21 There is no peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked.

CRY 9 aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and declare 
unto my people their transgression, and 
to the house of Jacob their sins. Yet they 2 
seek me daily, and delight to know my 
ways: as a nation that did righteousness, 
and forsook not the l0 ordinance of their 
God, they ask of me righteous ordi¬ 
nances, they delight to draw near unto 
God. Wherefore have we fasted, say 3 
they, and thou seest not? wherefore have 
we afflicted our soul, and thou takest no 
knowledge ? Behold, in the day of your 
fast ye find your own pleasure, and “exact 
all your labours. Behold, ye fast for strife 4 
and contention, and to smite with the 
fist of wickedness: “ye fast not this day 
so as to make your voice to be heard on 
high. Is such the fast that I have chosen ? 5 
the day for a man to afflict his soul? Is it 
to bow down his head as a rush, and to 
spread sackcloth and ashes under him? 
wilt thou call this a fast, and an accept¬ 
able day to the Lord? Is not this the 6 
fast that I have chosen? to loose the 
bonds of wickedness, to undo the bands 
of the yoke, and to let the oppressed go 
free, and that ye break every yoke? Is 7 
it not to deal thy bread to the hungry, 
and that thou bring the poor that are 
cast out to thy house? when thou seest 
the naked, that thou cover him; and 
that thou hide not thyself from thine 
own flesh? Then shall thy light break 8 
forth as the morning, and thy healing 
shall spring forth speedily: and thy 
righteousness shall go before thee; the 
glory of the Lord shall be thy rearward. 
Then shalt thou call, and the Lord shall 9 
answer; thou shalt cry, and he shall say. 
Here I am. If thou take away from the 
midst of thee the yoke, the putting forth 
of the finger, and speaking wickedly; 
and if thou “draw out thy soul to the 10 
hungry,, and satisfy the afflicted soul; 
then shall thy light rise in darkness, and 
thine obscurity be as the noonday: and 11 
the Lord shall guide thee continually,

12 And they that shall be of thee shall build 
the old waste places: thou shalt raise up 
the foundations of many generations;

the breach. The restorer of paths to dwell 

13 in. If thou turn away thy foot from the 
sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on my 
holy day; and call the sabbath a delight, 
and the holy of the Lord honourable; 
and shalt honour 2 it, not doing thine 
own ways, nor finding thine own plea- 

14 sure, nor speaking thine oivti words: then 
shalt thou delight thyself in the Lord ; 
and I will make thee to ride upon the 
high places of the earth; and 1 will feed 
thee with the heritage of Jacob thy 
father: for the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it. 

BEHOLD, the Lord’s hand is 
not shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 

2 but your iniquities have separated be¬ 
tween you and your God, and your sins 
have hid his face from you, that he will 

3 not hear. For your hands are defiled 
with blood, and your fingers with ini¬ 
quity; your lips have spoken lies, your 

4 tongue muttcrcth wickedness. None 
3 sueth in righteousness, and none plead- 
eth in truth: they trust in vanity, and 
speak lies; they conceive mischief, and 

5 bring forth iniquity. They hatch basi¬ 
lisks’ eggs, and weave the spider’s web: 
he that eateth of their eggs dieth, and 
that which is crushed breaketh out into 

6 a viper. Their webs shall not become 
garments, neither shall they cover them¬ 
selves with their works: their works arc 
works of iniquity, and the act of violence 

7 is in their hands. Their feet run to evil, 
and they make haste to shed innocent 
blood: their thoughts are thoughts of 
iniquity; desolation and destruction arc 

8 in their 5 paths. The way of peace they 
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know not; and there is no 6 judgement 
in their goings: they have made them 
crooked paths; whosoever goeth there¬ 
in doth not know peace. Therefore is 9 
judgement far from us, neither doth 
righteousness overtake us: we look for 
light, but behold darkness; for bright¬ 
ness, but we walk in obscurity. We 10 
grope for the wall like the blind, yea, we 
grope as they that have no eyes: we 
stumble at noonday as in the twilight; 
7 among them that are lusty we are as 
dead men. We roar all like bears, and n 
mourn sore like doves: we look for judge¬ 
ment, but there is none; for salvation, 
but it is far off from us. For our trans- 12 
gressions are multiplied before thee, and 
our sins testify against us: for our trans¬ 
gressions are with us, and as for our 
iniquities, wc know them: in transgress- 13 
ing and denying the Lord, and turning 
away from following our God, speaking 
oppression and revolt, conceiving and 
uttering from the heart words of false¬ 
hood. And judgement is turned away 14 
backward, and righteousness standeth 
alar off: lor truth is fallen in the street, 
and uprightness cannot enter. Yea, truth 15 
is lacking; and he that departeth from 
evil maketh himself a prey: and the 
Lord saw it, and it displeased him that 
there was no judgement. And he saw j 6 
that there was no man, and wondered 
that there was s no intercessor: therefore 
his own arm brought salvation unto him; 
and his righteousness, it upheld him. 
And he put on righteousness as a breast- 17 
plate, and I0 an helmet of salvation upon 
his head; and he put on garments of ven¬ 
geance for clothing, and was clad with 
zeal as a cloke. According to their 18 
"deeds, accordingly he will repay, fury 
to his adversaries, recompence to his 
enemies; to the "islands he will repay 
recompence. So shall they fear the name 19 
of the Lord from the west, and liis glory 
from the rising of the sun : "for he shall 
come as I4 a rushing stream, which the 
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20 breath of the Lord drivcth. And a re¬ 
deemer shall come to Zion, and unto 
them that turn from transgression in 

21 Jacob, saith the Lord. And as for me, 
this is my covenant with them, saith the 
Lord : my spirit that is upon thee, and my 
words which I have put in thy mouth, 
shall not depart out of thy mouth, nor 
out of the mouth of diy seed, nor out of 
the mouth of thy seed’s seed, saith die 
Lord, from henceforth and for ever. 

ARISE, shine; for diy light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord 

2 is risen upon thee. For, behold, dark¬ 
ness shall cover the earth, and gross 
darkness the peoples: but the Lord shall 
arise upon thee, and his glory shall be 

3 seen upon thee. And nadons shall come 
to thy light, and kings to die brightness 

4 of thy rising. Lift up thine eyes round 
about, and sec: they all gather them¬ 
selves together, they come to thee: thy 
sons shall come from far, and thy 
daughters shall be Carried in the arms. 

5 Then thou shalt see and be lightened, 
and thine heart shall tremble and be 
enlarged; because the abundance of the 
sea shall be turned unto thee, the wealth 

6 of the nations shall come unto thee. The 
multitude of camels shall cover thee, the 
^dromedaries of Midian and Epliah; 
they all shall come from Sheba: they 
shall bring gold and frankincense, and 
shall proclaim the praises of the Lord. 

7 All the flocks of Kedar shall be gathered 
together unto thee, the rams of Ne- 
baioth shall minister unto thee: they 
shall come up with acceptance on mine 
altar, and I will 4 glorify 5 the house of 

8 my glory. Who are these that fly as a 
cloud, and as the doves to their win- 

9 dows ? Surely the isles shall wait for me, 
and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring 
thy sons from far, their silver and their 
gold with them, for the name of the 
Lord thy God, and for the Holy One of 
Israel, because he hath 6 glorified thee. 

10 And strangers shall build up thy walls, 
and their kings shall minister unto thee: 


for in my wrath I smote thee, but in my 
favour have I had mercy on thee. Thy 11 
gates also shall be open continually; they 
shall not be shut day nor night; that 
men may bring unto thee the wealth of 
the nations, and their kings led with 
them. For that nation and kingdom that 12 
will not serve thee shall perish; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 
The glory of Lebanon shall come unto 13 
thee, the fir tree, the pine, and the box 
tree together; to beautify the place of 
my sanctuary, and I will make the place 
of my feet glorious. And the sons of 14 
them that afflicted thee shall come bend¬ 
ing unto thee; and all they that despised 
thee shall bow themselves down at the 
soles of thy feet; and they shall call thee 
The city of the Lord, The Zion of the 
Holy One of Israel. Whereas thou hast 15 
been forsaken and hated, so that no man 
passed through thee, I will make thee an 
eternal excellency, a joy of many genera¬ 
tions. Thou shaft also suck the milk of 16 
the nations, and shalt suck the breast of 
kings: and thou shalt know that I the 
Lord am thy saviour, and thy redeemer, 
the Mighty One of Jacob. For brass I 17 
will bring gold, and for iron I will bring 
silver, and for wood brass, and for stones 
iron: I will also make thy officers peace, 
and 7 thine exactors righteousness. Vio- 18 
lence shall no more be heard in thy land, 
desolation nor destruction within thy 
borders; but thou shalt call thy walls 
Salvation, and thy gates Praise. The sun 19 
shall be no more thy light by day; neither 
for brightness shall the moon give light 
unto thee: but the Lord shall be unto 
thee an everlasting light, and thy God 
thy 8 glory. Thy sun shall no more go 20 
down, neither shall thy moon withdraw 
itself: for the Lord shall be thine ever¬ 
lasting light, and the days of thy mourn¬ 
ing shall be ended. Thy people also 21 
shall be all righteous, they shall inherit 
the land for ever; the branch of my plant¬ 
ing, the work of my hands, that I may 
be glorified.

THE spirit of the Lord God is 
upon me; because the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings unto 
the x mcek; he hath sent me to bind up 
the brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty 
to the captives, and a the opening of the 

2 prison to them that are bound; to pro¬ 
claim 3 the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and the day of vengeance of our God; 

3 to comfort all that mourn; to appoint 
unto them that mourn in Zion, to give 
unto them a garland for ashes, the oil 
of joy for mourning, the garment of 
praise for the spirit of heaviness; that 
they might be called trees of righteous¬ 
ness, the planting of the Lord, that he 

4 might be glorified. And they shall build 
the old wastes, they shall raise up the 
former desolations, and they shall repair 
the waste cities, the desolations of many 

5 generations. And strangers shall stand 
and feed your flocks, and aliens shall be 
your plowmen and your vinedressers. 

6 But ye shall be named the priests of the 
Lord: men shall call you the ministers 
of our God: ye shall eat the wealth of the 
nations, and 4 in their glory shall ye boast 

7 yourselves. For your shameyc shall have 
double; and for confusion they shall re¬ 
joice in their portion: therefore in their 
land they shall possess double: everlast-

io I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, my

6 decketh himself with a garland, and as 
a bride adometh herself with her jewels. 
For as the earth bringeth forth her bud, 11 
and as the garden causeth the things 
that are sown in it to spring forth; so 
the Lord God will cause righteousness 
and praise to spring forth before all the 
nations. 

FOR Zion’s sake will I not hold 
my peace, and for Jerusalem’s 
sake I will not rest, until her righteous¬ 
ness go forth as brightness, and her 
salvation as a lamp that burncth. And 2 
the nations shall see thy righteousness, 
and all kings thy glory: and thou shalt 
be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of the Lord shall name.

12 and his z recompence before him. And 
they shall call them The holy people. 
The redeemed of the Lord: and thou 
shalt be called Sought out, A city not 
forsaken. 

WHO is this that cometh from 
Edom, with 3 dycd garments from 
Bozrah? this that is glorious in his ap¬ 
parel, marching in the greatness of his 
strength? I that speak in righteousness, 

2 mighty to save. Wherefore art thou red 
in thine apparel, and thy garments like 

3 him that treadeth in the winefat? I have 
trodden the winepress alone; and of the 
peoples there was no man with me: yea, 
1 4 trod them in mine anger, and trampled 
them in my fury; and their 5 iifeblood 6 is 
sprinkled upon my garments, and 1 7 have 

4 stained all my raiment. For the day of 
vengeance 8 was in mine heart, and y the 

5 year of my redeemed is come. And I 
looked, and there was none to help; and 
I wondered that there was none to up¬ 
hold: therefore mine own arm brought 
salvation unto me; and my fury, it up- 

6 held me. And I0 I trod down the peoples 
in mine anger, and “made them drunk in 
my fury, and I “poured out their life¬ 
blood on the earth. 

7 I will make mention of the loving- 
kindnesses of the Lord, and the praises 
of the Lord, according to all that the 
Lord hath bestowed on us; and the 
great goodness toward the house of 
Israel, which he hath bestowed on them 
according to his mercies, and according 
to the multitude of his lovingkindnesses.

stumbled not? As the cattle that go 14 
down into the valley, the spirit of the 
Lord caused them to rest: so didst thou 
lead thy people, to make thyself a glori¬ 
ous name. Look down from heaven, and 15 
behold from the habitation of thy holi¬ 
ness and of thy glory: where is thy zeal 
and thy mighty acts? the yearning of thy 
bowels and thy compassions are re¬ 
strained toward me. For thou art our 16 
father, though Abraham knoweth us not, 
and Israel doth not acknowledge us: 
thou, O Lord, art our father; our re¬ 
deemer from everlasting is thy name. O 17 
Lord, why dost thou make us to err from 
thy ways, and hardenest our heart from 
thy fear? Return for thy servants’ sake, 
the tribes of thine inheritance. Thy holy 18 
people possessed it but a little while: 
our adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanctuary. We are become as they 19 
over whom thou never barest rule; as 
they that were not called by thy name. 

Oh that thou wouidest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouidest come 
down, that the mountains might 16 flow 
down at thy presence; as when lire 2 
kindlcth the brushwood, and the fire 
causeth the waters to boil: to make thy 
name known to thine adversaries, that 
the nations may tremble at thy presence!

25 The wolf and the lamb shall feed to¬ 
gether, and the lion shall eat straw like 
the ox: and dust shall be the serpent’s 
meat. They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain, saith the Lord. 

THUS saith the Lord, The hea¬ 
ven is my throne, and the earth is 
my footstool: what manner of house will 
ye build unto me? and what place shall 

2 be my rest? For all these tilings hath 
mine hand made, and so all these things 


came to be, saith the Lord : but to this 
man will I look, even to him that is poor 
and of a contrite spirit, and that trem- 
bleth at my word. He that killeth an ox 3

evil in mine eyes, and chose that wherein 
I delighted not. 

Hear the word of the Lord, yc that 5 
tremble at his word: Your brethren that 
hate you, that cast you out for my name’s 
sake, have said. Let the Lord be glori¬ 
fied, that we may see your joy; but they 
shall be ashamed. A voice of tumult 6 
from the city, a voice from the temple, 
a voice of the Lord that rendereth re- 
compence to his enemies. Before she 7 
travailed, she brought forth; before her 
pain came, she was delivered of a man 
child. Who hath heard such a thing? 8 
who hath seen such things ? Shall a land 
be 9 born in one day? shall a nation be 
brought forth at once? for as soon as 
Zion travailed, she brought forth her 
children.

Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and be 10 
glad for her, all ye that love her: rejoice 
for joy with her, all ye that mourn over 
her: that ye may suck and be satisfied 11 
with the breasts of her consolations; that 
ye may milk out, and be delighted with 
the abundance of her glory. For thus 12 
saith the Lord, Behold, I will extend 
peace to her like a river, and the glory of 
the nations like an overflowing stream, 
I0 and ye shall suck thereof ; ye shall be

For I know their works and 
their thoughts: Hhc time cometh, that I 
will gather all nations and tongues; and 
they shall come, and shall see my glory. 

19 And I will set a sign among them, and 
I will send such as escape of them unto 
the nations, to Tarshish, Pul and Lud, 


that draw the bow, to Tubal and Javan, 
to the isles afar off, that have not heard 
my fame, neither have seen my glory; 
and they shall declare my glory among 
the nations. And they shall bring all 20 
your brethren out of all the nations for 
an offering unto the Lord, upon horses, 
and in chariots, and in litters, and up¬ 
on mules, and upon 6 swift beasts, to 
my holy mountain Jerusalem, saith the 
Lord, as the children of Israel bring 
their offering in a clean vessel into the 
house of the Lord. And of them also 21 
will I take for priests and for Levites, 
saith the Lord. For as the new heavens 22 
and the new earth, which I will make, 
shall remain before me, saith the Lord, 
so shall your seed and your name remain. 
And it shall come to pass, that from one 23 
new moon to another, and from one sab¬ 
bath to another, shall all flesh come to 
worship before me, saith the Lord. And 24 
they shall go forth, and look upon the 
carcases of the men that have trans¬ 
gressed against me: for their worm shall 
not die, neither shall their fire be 
quenched; and they shall be an abhor¬ 
ring unto all flesh. 


THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET 

JEREMIAH 


1 THE words of Jeremiah the son of 
Hilkiah, of the priests that were in 
2 Anathoth in the land of Benjamin: to 
whom the word of the Lord came in the 
days of Josiah the son of Amon, king of 
Judah, in the thirteenth year of his reign. 
3 It came also in the days of Jehoiakim the 
son of Josiah, king of Judah, unto the end 
of the eleventh year of Zedekiah the son 
of Josiah, king of Judah; unto the carry¬ 
ing away of Jerusalem captive in the 
fifth month. 

4 Now the word of the Lord came unto 
5 me, saying. Before I formed thee in the 


belly I knew thee, and before thou earn¬ 
est forth out of the womb I sanctified 
thee; I have appointed thee a prophet 
unto the nations. Then said I, Ah, Lord 6 
God! behold, I cannot speak: for I am 
a child. But the Lord said unto me, Say 7 
not, I am a child: for 7 to whomsoever I 
shall send thee thou shalt go, and what¬ 
soever I shall command thee thou shalt 
speak. Be not afraid because of them: 8 
for I am with thee to deliver thee, saith 
the Lord. Then the Lord put forth his 9 
hand, and touched my mouth; and the 
Lord said unto me. Behold, I have put

And I will hitter my judge¬ 
ments against them touching all their 
wickedness; in that they have forsaken 
me, and have burned incense unto other 
gods, and worshipped the works of their 

17 own hands. Thou therefore gird up thy 
loins, and arise, and speak unto them all 
that I command thee: be not dismayed 
at them, lest I dismay thee before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee this day 
a defenced city, and an iron pillar, and 
brasen walls, against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the 
princes thereof, against the priests there¬ 
of, and against the people of the land. 

19 And they shall fight against thee; but 
they shall not prevail against thee: for 
I am with thee, saith the Lord, to de¬ 
liver thee*

My 20 
tent is spoiled, and all my cords are 
broken: my children are gone forth of 
me, and they are not: there is none to 
stretch forth my tent any more, and to 
set up my curtains. For the shepherds 21 
are become brutish, and have not in¬ 
quired of the Lord : therefore they have

The voice of a rumour, be¬ 
hold it comcth, and a great commotion 
out of the north country, to make the 
cities of Judah a desolation, a dwelling 

23 place of jackals. O Lord, I know that 
the way of man is not in himself: it is 
not in man that walkctli to direct his 

24 steps. O Lord, correct me, but with 
judgement; not in thine anger, lest thou 

25 2 bring me to nothing. Pour out thy fury 
upon the heathen that know thee not, 
and upon the families that call not on 
thy name: for they have devoured Jacob, 
yea, they have devoured him and con¬ 
sumed him, and have laid waste his 
habitation. 

U THE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, Hear yc 
the words of this covenant, and speak 
unto the men of Judah, and to the in- 
3 habitants of Jerusalem; and say thou 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord, the 
God of Israel: Cursed be the man that 
heareth not the words of this covenant, 
4 which I commanded your fathers in the 
day that I brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the iron furnace, 
saying, Obey my voice, and do them, 
according to ail which I command you: 
so shall yc be my people, and I will be 
5 your God: that I may establish the oath 
which I sware unto your fathers, to give 
them a land flowing with milk and 
honey, as at this day. Then answered I, 
and said, Amen, O Lord. 

6 And the Lord said unto me, Proclaim 
all these words in the cities of Judah, 
and in the streets of Jerusalem, saying. 
Hear ye the words of this covenant, and 
7 do them. For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I brought 
them up out of the land of Egypt, even 
unto this day, rising early and protest- 
8 ing, saying, Obey my voice. Yet they 
obeyed not, nor inclined their ear, but 
walked every one in the stubbornness 
of their evil heart: therefore I brought 
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upon them all the words of this cove¬ 
nant, which I commanded them to do, 
but they did them not. 

And the Lord said unto me, A con- 9 
spiracy is found among the men of 
Judah, and among the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. They are turned back to the 10 
iniquities of their forefathers, which re¬ 
fused to hear my words; and they are 
gone after other gods to serve them: the 
house of Israel and the house of Judah 
have broken my covenant which I made 
with their fathers. Therefore thus saith 21 
the Lord, Behold, I will bring evil upon 
them, which they shall not be able to 
escape; and they shall cry unto me, but 
I will not hearken unto them. Then 12 
shall the cities of Judah and the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem go and cry unto the 
gods unto whom they offer incense: but 
they shall not save them at all in the 
time of their 4 trouble. For according to 13 
the number of thy cities are thy gods, 

O Judah; and according to the number 
of the streets of Jerusalem have ye set 
up altars to the 5 shameful thing, even 
altars to burn incense unto Baal. There- 14 
fore pray not thou for this people, neither 
lift up cry nor prayer for them: for I 
will not hear them in the time that they 
cry unto me 6 for their Trouble. 

7 What hath my beloved to do in mine 15 
house, seeing she hath wrought lewd¬ 
ness with many, and the holy flesh is 
passed from thee? 8 when thou doest 
evil, then thou rejoicest. The Lord 16 
called thy name, A green olive tree, fair 
with goodly fruit: with the noise of a 
great tumult he hath kindled fire upon 
it, and the branches of it are broken. 
For the Lord of hosts, that planted thee, 17 
hath pronounced evil against thee, be¬ 
cause of the evil of the house of Israel 
and of the house of Judah, which they 
have wrought for themselves in provok¬ 
ing me to anger by offering incense unto 
Baal. 

And the Lord gave me knowledge of 18 
it, and I knew it: then thou shewedst

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19 me their doings. But I was like a gentle 
lamb that is led to the slaughter; and I 
knew not that they had devised devices 
against me, saying , Let us destroy the 
tree with the Truit thereof, and let us 
cut him off from the land of the living, 
that his name may be no more remem- 

20 bered. But, O Lord of hosts, thatjudgest 
righteously, that triest the reins and the 
heart, let me see thy vengeance on them: 
for unto thee have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord concern¬ 
ing the men of Anathoth, that seek thy 
life, saying. Thou shall not prophesy in 
the name of the Lord, that thou die not 

22 by our hand: therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts. Behold, I will 2 punish 
them: the young men shall die by the 
sword; their sons and their daughters 

23 shall die by famine; and there shall be 
no remnant unto them: for I will bring 
evil upon the men of Anathoth, 3 even 
the year of their visitation. 

RIGHTEOUS art thou, O Lord, 
when I plead with rhee: yet would 
1 4 reason the cause with thee: wherefore 
doth the way of the wicked prosper? 
wherefore are all they at ease that deal 

2 very treacherously? Thou hast planted 
them, yea, they have taken root; they 
grow, yea, they bring forth fruit: thou 
art near in their mouth, and far from 

3 their reins. But thou, O Lord, knowest 
me; thou seest me, and triest mine heart 
toward thee: pull them out like sheep 
for the slaughter, and ’prepare them for 

4 the day of slaughter. How long shall the 
land mourn, and the herbs of the whole 
country wither? for the wickedness of 
them that dv/ell therein, the beasts are 
consumed, and the birds; because they 

5 said. He shall not see our latter end. If 
thou hast run with the footmen, and 
they have wearied thee, then how const 
thou contend with horses? and though 
in a land of peace thou art secure, yet 
how wilt thou do in the 6 pride of Jordan? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the house of 
thy father, even they have dealt treacher¬ 


ously with thee; even they have cried 
aloud after thee: believe them not, 
though they speak 7 fair words unto 
thee. 

I have forsaken mine house, I have 7 
cast off mine heritage; I have given the 
dearly beloved of my soul into the hand 
of her enemies. Aline heritage is become 8 
unto me as a lion in the forest: she hath 
uttered her voice against me; therefore 
I have hated her. Is mine heritage unto 9 
me as a speckled bird of prey? are the 
birds of prey against her round about? 
go ye, assemble all the beasts of the field, 
bring them to devour. Many shepherds 10 
have destroyed my vineyard, they have 
trodden my portion under foot, they 
have made my pleasant portion a deso¬ 
late wilderness. They have made it a 11 
desolation; it mourneth unto me, being 
desolate; the whole land is made deso¬ 
late, because no man layetli it to heart. 
Spoilers are come upon all the bare 12 
heights in the wilderness: for the sword 
of the Lord devoureth from the one end 
of the land even to the other end of the 
land: no flesh hath peace. They have 13 
sown wheat, and have reaped thorns; 
they have put themselves to pain, and 
profit nothing: and 8 ye shall be ashamed 
of your fruits, because of the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord against all mine 14 
evil neighbours, that touch the inherit¬ 
ance which I have caused my people Is¬ 
rael to inherit: Behold, I will pluck them 
up from off their land, and will pluck up 
the house of Judah from among them. 
And it shall come to pass, after that I 15 
have plucked them up, I will return and 
have compassion on them; and I will 
bring them again, every man to Iris herit¬ 
age, and every man to his land. And it 16 
shall come to pass, if they will diligently 
learn the ways of my people, to swear 
by my name, As the Lord liveth; even 
as they taught my people to swear by 
Baal; then shall they be built up in the 
midst of my people. But if they will 17

THUS said the Lord unto me, 
Go, and buy thee a linen girdle, 
and put it upon thy loins, and put it not 

2 in water. So I bought a girdle accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord, and put it 

3 upon my loins. And the word of the 
Lord came unto me the second time, 

4 saying, Take the girdle that thou hast 
bought, which is upon thy loins, and 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide it there 

5 in a hole of the rock. So I went, and hid 
it by Euphrates, as the Lord commanded | 

6 me. And it came to pass after many days, 
that the Lord said unto me. Arise, go to 
Euphrates, and take the girdle from 
thence, which I commanded thee to hide 

7 there. Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it: and, behold, 
the girdle was marred, it was profitable 

8 for nothing. Then the word of the Lord 

9 came unto me, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord, After this manner will I mar the 
pride of Judah, and the great pride of 

10 Jerusalem. This evil people, which re¬ 
fuse to hear my words, which walk in 
the stubbornness of their heart, and are 
gone after other gods to serve them, and 
to worship them, shall even be as this 
girdle, which is profitable for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the loins of 
a man, so have I caused to cleave unto 
me the whole house of Israel and the 
whole house of Judah, saith the Lord; 
that they might be unto me for a people, 
and for a name, and for a praise, and for 

12a glory: but they would not hear. There¬ 
fore thou shalt speak unto them this 
word: Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel, Every 1 bottle shall be filled with 
wine: and they shall say unto thee. Do 
we not know that every x bottle shall be 

13 filled with wine? Then shalt thou say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 

I will fill all the inhabitants of this land,

even the kings that sit 2 upon David’s 
throne, and the priests, and the prophets, 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
with drunkenness. And I will dash them 14 
one against another, even the fathers and 
the sons together, saith the Lord : I will 
not pity, nor spare, nor have compas¬ 
sion, that I should not destroy them. 

Hear ye, and give ear; be not proud: 15 
for the Lord hath spoken. Give glory 16 
to the Lord your God, before 3 he cause 
darkness, and before your feet stumble 
upon the Mark mountains; and, while 
ye look for light, he turn it into 5 the 
shadow of death, and make it gross 
darkness. But if ye will not hear it, my 17 
soul shall weep in secret for your pride; 
and mine eye shall weep sore, and run 
down with tears, because the I^ord’s 
flock is taken captive. Say thou unto the 18 
king and to the queen-mother, Hlumblc 
yourselves, sit down: for your headtires 
are come down, even 7 the crown of your 
glory. The cities of the South are shut 19 
up, and there is none to open them: 
Judah is carried away captive all of it; 
it is wholly carried away captive. 

Lift up j^our eyes, and behold them 20 
that come from the north: where is the 
flock that was given thee, thy beautiful 
flock? 8 What wilt thou say, when he 21 
shall set thy friends over thee as head, 
seeing thou thyself hast instructed them 
against thee? shall not sorrows take hold 
of thee, as of a woman in travail? And 22 
if thou say in thine heart. Wherefore are 
these things come upon me? for the 
^greatness of thine iniquity are thy skirts 
discovered, and thy heels suffer violence. 
Can the Ethiopian change his skin, or 23 
the leopard his spots? then may ye also 
do good, that are 10 accustomcd to do evil. 
Therefore will I scatter them, as the 24 
stubble that passeth away, "by the wind 
of the wilderness. This is thy lot, the 25 
portion measured unto thee from me, 
saith the Lord; because thou hast for¬ 
gotten me, and trusted in falsehood. 
Therefore will I also discover thy skirts 26 
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x upon thy face, and thy shame shah ap- their cry; and when they offer burnt 


27 pear. I have seen thine abominations, 
even thine adulteries, and thy neighings, 
the lewdness of thy whoredom, on the 
hills in the field. Woe unto thee, O 
Jerusalem! thou wilt not be made clean; 
how T long shall it yet be? 

THE word of the Lord that 
came to Jeremiah concerning the 
drought. 

2 Judah mourncth, and the gates there¬ 
of languish, they sit in black upon the 
ground; and the cry of Jerusalem is gone 

3 up. And their nobles send their 2 littlc 
ones 3 to the waters: they come to the 
pits, and find no water; they return with 
their vessels empty: they are ashamed 
and confounded, and cover their heads. 

4 Because of the ground which is 4 chapt, 
for that no rain hath been in the land, 
the plowmen arc ashamed, they cover 

5 their heads. Yea, the hind also in the 
field ealveth, and fbrsaketh her young , 

6 because there is no grass. And the wild 
asses stand on the bare heights, they 
pant for air like 5 jackals; their eyes fail, 
because there is no herbage. 

7 Though our iniquities testify against 
us, work thou for thy name’s sake, O 
Lord: for our backslidings are many; 

8 we have sinned against thee. O thou 
hope of Israel, the saviour thereof in the 
time of trouble, why shouldest thou be 
as a sojourner in the land, and as a way¬ 
faring man that 6 turneth aside to tarry 

9 for a night? Why shouldest thou be as 
a man astonied, as a mighty man that 
cannot save? yet thou, O Lord, art in 
the midst of us, and we arc called by thy 
name; leave us not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord unto this people. 
Even so have they loved to wander; they 
have not refrained their feet: therefore 
the Lord doth not accept them; now 
will he remember their iniquity, and 

11 visit their sins. And the Lord said unto 
me. Pray not for this people for their 

12 good. When they fast, I will not hear 


offering and 7 oblation, I will not accept 
them: but I will consume them by the 
sword, and by the famine, and by the 
pestilence. Then said I, Ah, Lord God! 13 
behold, the prophets say unto them. Ye 
shall not see the sword, neither shall ye 
have famine; but I will give you 8 assurcd 
peace in this place. Then the Lord said 14 
unto me, The prophets prophesy lies 
in my name: I sent them not, neither 
have I commanded them, neither spake 
I unto them: they prophesy unto you a 
lying vision, and divination, and a thing 
of nought, and the deceit of their own 
heart. Therefore thus saith the Lord 15 
concerning the prophets that prophesy 
in my name, and I sent them not, yet 
they say, Sword and famine shall not be 
in this land: By sword and famine shall 
those prophets be consumed. And the 16 
people to whom they prophesy shall be 
cast out in the streets of Jerusalem be¬ 
cause of the famine and the sword; and 
they shall have none to bury them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters: for I will pour their wicked¬ 
ness upon them. And thou shalt say 17 
this word unto them. Let mine eyes run 
down with tears night and day, and let 
them not cease; for the virgin daughter 
of my people is broken with a great 
breach, with a very grievous wound. If 18 
I go forth into the field, then behold the 
slain with the sword! and if I enter into 
the city, then behold g them that are sick 
with famine! for both the prophet and 
the priest I0 go about IT in the land and 
have no knowledge. 

Hast thou utterly rejected Judah? 19 
hath thy soul loathed Zion? why hast 
thou smitten us, and there is no healing 
for us? We looked for peace, but no 
good came; and for a time of healing, 
and behold dismay! We “acknowledge, 20 
O Lord, our wickedness, and the ini¬ 
quity of our fathers: for we have sinned 
against thee. Do not “abhor mj, for thy 21 
name’s sake; do not disgrace the throne

the vanities of the heathen that can 
cause rain ? or can the heavens give show¬ 
ers ? art not thou he, O Lord our God ?

thou hast J made all these things. 

THEN said the Lord unto me. 
Though Moses and Samuel stood 
before me, yet my mind could not be 
toward this people: cast them out of my 

2 sight, and let them go forth. And it shall 
come to pass, when they say unto thee, 
Wliither shall we go forth? then thou 
shalt tell them. Thus saith the Lord: 
Such as are for death, to death; and such 
as are for the sword, to the sword; and 
such as are for the famine, to the famine; 
and such as are for captivity, to captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four ‘‘kinds, 
saith the Lord: the sword to slay, and 
the dogs to hear, and the fow ls of the 
heaven, and the beasts of the earth, to 

4 devour and to destroy. And I will cause 
them to be tossed to and fro among all 
the kingdoms of the earth, because of 
Manasseh the son of Hezekiah king of 
Judah, for that which he did in Jeru- 

5 salem. For who shall have pity upon 
thee, O Jerusalem? or who shall bemoan 
thee? or who shall turn aside to ask of 

6 thy welfare? Thou hast rejected me, 
saith the Lord, thou art gone backw T ard: 
therefore have I stretched out my hand 
against thee, and destroyed thee; I am 

7 weary with repenting. And I have 
fanned them with a fan in the gates of 
the land; I have bereaved them of chil¬ 
dren, I have destroyed my people; they 
have not returned from their ways. 

8 Their widow’s are increased to me above 
the sand of the seas: I have brought 
upon them 4 against the mother of the 
young men a spoiler at noonday: I have 
caused anguish and terrors to fall upon 

9 her suddenly. She that hath borne seven 
languisheth; she hath given up the ghost; 
her sun is gone down while it was yet 


day; she hath been ashamed and con¬ 
founded: and the residue of them will 
I deliver to the sword before their ene¬ 
mies, saith the Lord. 

Woe is me, my mother, that thou hast 10 
borne me a man of strife and a man of 
contention to the whole earth! I have 
not lent on usury, neither have men lent 
to me on usury; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. The Lord said, Verily 11 
5 I will Strengthen thee for good; verily 
7 I will cause the enemy to make sup¬ 
plication unto thee in the time of evil 
and in the time of affliction. 

8 Can one break iron, even iron from 12 
the north, and brass? Thy substance x 3 
and thy treasures will I give for a spoil 
without price, and that for all thy sins, 
even in all thy borders. And °I will I 4 
make them to pass with thine enemies 
into a land w’hich thou knowest not: for 
a fire is kindled in mine anger, which 
shall burn upon you. 

O Lord, thou know r est: remember J 5 
me, and visit me, and avenge me of my 
persecutors; take me not aw r ay in thy 
longsuffering: know r that for thy sake I 
have suffered reproach. Thy words were *6 
found, and I did eat them; and thy 
words were unto me a joy and the re¬ 
joicing of mine heart: for I am called by 
thy name, O Lord God of hosts. I sat 17 
not in the assembly of them that make 
merry, nor rejoiced: I sat alone because 
of thy hand; for thou hast filled me with 
indignation. Why is my pain perpetual, 18 
and my wound incurable, which refuseth 
to be healed? wilt thou indeed be unto 
me as a deceitful brook , as waters that 
10 fail? 

Therefore thus saith the Lord, If 19 
thou return, then will I bring thee again, 
that thou mayest stand before me; and 
if thou take forth the precious from the 
vile, thou shalt be as my mouth: they 
shall return unto thee, but thou shalt 
not return unto them. And I will make 20 
thee unto this people a fenced brasen

but they shall not prevail against thee: 
for I am with thee to save thee and to 
21 deliver thee, saith the Lord. And I will 
deliver thee out of the hand of the 
wicked, and I will redeem thee out of 
the hand of the terrible. 

THE word of the Lord came also 
unto me, saying. Thou shalt not 
take thee a wife, neither shalt thou have 

3 sons or daughters in this place. For thus 
saith the Lord concerning the sons and 
concerning the daughters that are bom 
in this place, and concerning their mo¬ 
thers that bare them, and concerning 
their fathers that begat them in this 

4 land: They shall die *of grievous deaths; 
they shall not be lamented, neither shall 
they be buried; they shall be as dung 
upon the face of the ground: and they 
shall be consumed by the sword, and by 
famine; and their carcases shall be meat 
for the fowls of heaven, and for the 

5 beasts of the earth. For thus saith the 
Lord, Enter not into the house of mourn¬ 
ing, neither go to lament, neither be¬ 
moan them: for I have taken away my 
peace from this people, saith the Lord, 
even lovingkindness and tender mercies. 

6 Both great and small shall die in this 
land: they shall not be buried, neither 
shall men lament for them, nor ait 
themselves, nor make themselves bald 

7 for them: neither shall men break bread 
for them in mourning, to comfort them 
for the dead; neither shall men give 
them the cup of consolation to drink for 

8 their father or for their mother. And 
thou shalt not go into the house of feast¬ 
ing to sit with them, to eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Behold, I will cause to 
cease out of this place, before your eyes 
and in your days, the voice of mirth and 
the voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom and the voice of the bride. 

10 And it shall come to pass, when thou 
shalt shew this people all these words, 
and they shall say unto thee. Wherefore

As the Lord liveth, that brought 
up the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt; but, As the Lord liveth, that 15 
brought up the children of Israel from 
the land of the north, and from all the 
countries whither he had driven them: 
and I will bring them again into their 
land that I gave unto their fathers. Be- 16 
hold, I will send for many fishers, saith 
the Lord, and they shall fish them; and 
afterward I will send for many hunters, 
and they shall hunt them from every 
mountain, and from every hill, and out 
of the holes of the rocks. For mine eyes 17 
are upon all their ways: they are not liid 
from my face, neither is their iniquity 
concealed from mine eyes.

There¬ 
fore, behold, I will cause them to know, 
this once will I cause them to know 
mine hand and my might; and they 
shall know that my name is Jehovah. 

THE sin of Judah is written with 
a pen of iron, and with the point 
of a diamond: it is graven upon the 
table of their heart, and upon the horns 

2 of ‘your altars; whilst their children re¬ 
member their altars and their Asherim 
by the green trees upon the liigh hills. 

3 O my mountain in the field, I will give 
thy substance and all thy treasures for 
a spoil, and thy high places, because of 

4 sin, throughout all thy borders. And 
thou, even of thyself, shalt discontinue 
from thine heritage that 1 gave thee; and 
I will cause thee to serve thine enemies 
in the land which thou knowest not: for 
ye have kindled a fire in mine anger 
which shall burn for ever. 

5 Thus saith the Lord: Cursed is the 
man that trusteth in man, and maketli 
flesh his arm, and whose heart departetli 

6 from the Lord. For he shall be like 2 the 
heath in the desert, and shall not see 
when good cometh; but shall inhabit the 
parched places in the wilderness, a salt 

7 land and not inhabited. Blessed is the 
man that trusteth in the Lord, and 

8 whose 3 hope the Lord is. For he shall 
be as a tree planted by the waters, and 
that spreadeth out his roots by the river, 
and shall not 4 fcar when heat cometh, 
but his leaf shall be green; and shall not 
be careful in the year of drought, neither 

9 shall cease from yielding fruit. The 
heart is deceitful above all things, and it 
is desperately sick: who can know it? 

10 I the Lord search the heart, I try the 
reins, even to give every man according 
to his ways, according to the fruit of his 

11 doings. As the partridge 5 that gathereth 
young which she hath not brought forth, 
so is he that getteth riches, and not by 
right; in the midst of his days 6 they shall 
leave him, and at his end he shall be a 
fool.

A glorious throne, sec on high from 12 
the beginning, is the place of our sanc¬ 
tuary. O Lord, the hope of Israel, all 13 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed; they 
that depart from me shall be written in 
the earth, because they have forsaken 
the Lord, the fountain of living waters.

Thus said the Lord unto me: Go, and 19 
stand in the gate of 9 tlie children of the 
people, whereby the kings of J udah come 
in, and by the which they go out, and 
in all the gates of Jerusalem; and say 20 
unto them. Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, ye kings of Judah, and all Judah, 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
that enter in by these gates; thus saith 21 
the Lord : Take heed I0 to yourselves, and 
bear no burden on the sabbath day, nor 
bring it in by the gates of Jerusalem; 
neither carry forth a burden out of your 22 
houses on the sabbath day, neither do 
ye any work: but hallow ye the sabbath 
day, as I commanded your fathers; but 23 
they hearkened not, neither inclined 
their ear, but made their neck stiff, that 
they might not hear, and might not re¬ 
ceive instruction. And it shall come to 24 
pass, if ye diligently hearken unto me, 
saith the Lord, to bring in no burden 
through the gates of this city on the 
sabbath day, but to hallow the sabbath 
day, to do no work therein; then shall 25

But if ye will not 
hearken unto me to hallow the sabbath 
day, and not to bear a burden and enter 
in at the gates of Jerusalem on the sab¬ 
bath day; then will I kindle a fire in the 
gates thereof, and it shall devour the 
palaces of Jerusalem, and it shall not be 
quenched. 

THE word which came to Jere¬ 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Arise, and go down to the potter’s house, 
and there I will cause thee to hear my 

3 words. Then I went down to the pot¬ 
ter’s house, and, behold, he wrought his 

4 work on the wheels. And when the ves¬ 
sel that he made of the clay was marred 
in the hand of the potter, he made it 
again another vessel, as seemed good to 
the potter to make it. 

5 Then the word of the Lord came to 

6 me, saying, O house of Israel, cannot I 
do with you as this potter? saith the 
Lord. Behold, as the clay in the pot¬ 
ter’s hand, so are ye in mine hand, O 

7 house of Israel. At what instant I shall 
speak concerning a nation, and concern¬ 
ing a kingdom, to pluck up and to break 

8 down and to destroy it; if that nation, 
concerning which I have spoken, turn 
from their evil, I will repent of the evil 

9 that I thought to do unto them. And at 
what instant I shall speak concerning a

10 build and to plant it; if it do evil in my 
sight, that it obey not my voice, then I 
will repent of the good, wherewith I 
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said I would benefit them. Now there- 11 
fore go to, speak to the men of Judah, 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord: Behold, 

I frame evil against you, and devise a 
device against you: return ye now every 
one from his evil way, and amend your 
ways and your doings. But they say, 12 
There is no hope: for we will walk after 
our own devices, and we will do every 
one after the stubbornness of his evil 
heart. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord: Ask 13 
ye now among the nations, who hath 
heard such tilings; the virgin of Israel 
hath done a very horrible thing. Shall 14 
the snow of Lebanon fail from the rock 
of the field? or shall the cold waters *that 
flow down from afar be 4 dried up? For 15 
my people hath forgotten me, they have 
burned incense to vanity ; and they have 
caused them to stumble in their ways, 
in the ancient paths, to walk in bypaths, 
in a way not cast up; to make their land 16 
an astonishment, and a perpetual hissing;

Then said they. Come, and let us 18 
devise devices against Jeremiah; for the 
law shall not perish from the priest, nor 
counsel from the wise, nor the word from 
the prophet. Come, and let us smite him 
with the tongue, and let us not give heed 
to any of his words. 

Give heed to me, O Lord, and hearken 19 
to the voice of them that contend with 
me. Shall evil be recompensed for good ? 20 
for they have digged a pit for my soul. 
Remember how I stood before thee to 
speak good for them, to turn away thy 
fury from them. Therefore deliver up 21 
their children to the famine, and give 
them over to the power of the sword;

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22 the sword in battle. Let a cry be heard 
from their houses, when thou shalt bring 
a troop suddenly upon them: for they 
have digged a pit to take me, and hid

to slay me; forgive not their iniquity, 
neither blot out their sin from thy sight:

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 15 
of Israel, Behold, I will bring upon this 
city and upon all her towns all the evil 
that I have pronounced against it; be¬ 
cause they have made their neck stiff, 
that they might not hear my words.

THE Lord shewed me, and, be¬ 
hold, two baskets of figs set be¬ 
fore the temple of the Lord ; after that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the son of 
Jehoiakim, king of J udali, and the princes 
of Judah, with the craftsmen and smiths, 
from Jerusalem, and had brought them 

2 to Babylon. One basket had very good 
figs, like the figs that are first ripe: and 
the other basket had very bad figs, which 
could not be eaten, they were so bad. 

3 Then said the Lord unto me. What seest 
thou, Jeremiah? And I said, Figs; the 
good figs, very good; and the bad, very 
bad, that cannot be eaten, they are so 

4 bad. And the word of the Lord came 

5 unto me, saying. Thus saith the Lord, 
the God of Israel; Like these good figs, 
so will I regard the captives of Judah, 
whom I have sent out of this place into 

6 the land of the Chaldeans, for good. For 
I will set mine eyes upon them for good, 
and I will bring them again to this land: 
and I will build them, and not pull them 
down; and I will plant them, and not 

7 pluck them up. And I will give them an 
heart to know me, that I am the Lord: 
and they shall be my people, and I will 


be their God: for they shall return unto 
me with their whole heart. And as the 8 
bad figs, which cannot be eaten, they are 
so bad; surely thus saith the Lord, So 
will I give up Zedekiah the king of Judah, 
and his princes, and the residue of Jeru¬ 
salem, that remain in this land, and them 
that dwell in the land of Egypt: I will 9 
even give them up to be 3 tossed to and 
fro among all the kingdoms of the earth 
for evil; to be a reproach and a proverb, 
a taunt and a curse, in all places whither 
I shall drive them. And I will send the 10 
sword, the famine, and the pestilence, 
among them, till they be consumed from 
off the land that I gave unto them and 
to their fathers. 

THE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the people of J udah 
in the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah, king of Judah; the same was 
the first year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; the which Jeremiah the pro- 2 
phet spake unto all the people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
saying: From the thirteenth year of 3 
Josiah the son of Amon, king of Judah, 
even unto this day, these three and 
twenty years, the word of the Lord hath 
come unto me, and I have spoken unto 
you, rising up early and speaking; but 
ye have not hearkened. And the Lord 4 
hath sent unto you all his servants the 
prophets, rising up early and sending 
them; but ye have not hearkened, nor 
inclined your ear to hear; saying. Return 5 
ye now every one from his evil way, and 
from the evil of your doings, and dwell 
in the land that the Lord hath given 
unto you and to your fathers, from of 
old and even for evermore: and go not 6 
after other gods to serve them, and to 
worship them, and provoke me not to 
anger with the work of your hands; and 
I will do you no hurt. Yet ye have not 7 
hearkened unto me, saith the Lord ; that 
ye might provoke me to anger with the 
work of your hands to your own hurt. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord of hosts: 8

lies of the north, saith the Lord, and / 
will send unto Nebuchadrezzar the king 
of Babylon, my servant, and will bring 
them against this land, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and against all these 
nations round about; and I will Utterly 
destroy them, and make them an aston¬ 
ishment, and an hissing, and perpetual 

10 desolations. Moreover I will 2 take from 
them the voice of mirth and the voice 
of gladness, the voice of the bridegroom 
and the voice of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light of the 

11 candle. And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 

12 Babylon seventy years. And it shall 
come to pass, when seventy years are 
accomplished, that I will punish the 
king of Babylon, and that nation, saith 
the Lord, for their iniquity, and the 
land of the Chaldeans; and I will make 

13 it 3 desolate for ever. And I will bring 
upon that land all my words which I 
have pronounced against it, even all that 
is written in this book, which Jeremiah 
hath prophesied against all the nations. 

14 For many nations and great lungs 4 shall 
serve themselves of them, even of them: 
and I will recompense them according 
to their deeds, and according to the work 
of their hands. 

15 For thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel, unto me: Take the cup of the 
wine of this fury at my hand, and cause 
all the nations, to whom I send thee, to 

16 drink it. And they shall drink, and reel 
to and fro, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the Lord’s hand, 
and made all the nations to drink, unto 

18 whom the Lord had sent me: to wit y 
Jerusalem, and the cities of Judah, and 
the kings thereof, and the princes there¬ 
of, to make them a desolation, an aston¬ 
ishment, an hissing, and a curse; as it is 

19 this day; Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his

servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; and all the mingled people, and 20 
all the kings of the land of Uz, and all 
the kings of the land of the Philistines, 
and Ashkelon, and Gaza, and Ekron, 
and the remnant of Ashdod; Edom, and 21 
Moab, and the children of Ammon; and 22 
all the kings of Tyre, and all the kings 
of Zidon, and the kings of the 5 isle which 
is beyond the sea; Dedan, and Tema, 23 
and Buz, and all that have the corners 
of their hair polled; and all the kings of 24 
Arabia, and all the kings of the mingled 
people that dwell in the wilderness; and 25 
all the kings of Zimri, and all the kings 
of Elam, and all the kings of the Medes; 
and all the kings of the north, far and 26 
near, one with another; and all the king¬ 
doms of the world, which are upon the 
face of the earth: and the king of 6 She- 
shach shall drink after them. And thou 27 
shalt say unto them. Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel: Drink 
ye, and be drunken, and spue, and fall, 
and rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send among you. And it 28 
shall be, if they refuse to take the cup at 
thine hand to drink, then shalt thou say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord of hosts: 

Ye shall surely drink. For, lo, I begin 29 
to work evil at the city which is called by 
my name, and should ye be utterly un¬ 
punished? Ye shall not be unpunished: 
for I will call for a sword upon all the 
inhabitants of the earth, saith the Lord 
of hosts. Therefore prophesy thou a- 30 
gainst them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lord shall roar from on high, 
and utter his voice from his holy habita¬ 
tion; he shall mightily roar against his 
Told; he shall give a shout, as they that 
tread the grapes , against all the inhabit¬ 
ants of the earth. A noise shall come 31 
even to the end of the earth; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the nations, he 
will plead with all flesh; as for the 
wicked, he will give them to the sword, 
saith the Lord. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts. Behold, 32 
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have served themselves or, made bondmen 5 Or, coast land 6 According to ancient tradition, 
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evil shall go forth from nation to nation, 
and a great tempest shall be raised up 
from the uttermost parts of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lord shall be at that 
day from one end of the earth even unto 
the other end of the earth: they shall 
not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon the 

34 face of the ground. Howl, ye shepherds, 
and cry; and wallow yourselves in ashes , 
ye principal of the flock: for the days of 
your slaughter are fully come, T and I 
will break you in pieces, and ye shall fall 

35 like a pleasant vessel. And 2 the shep¬ 
herds shall have no way to flee, nor the 

36 principal of the flock to escape. A voice 
of the cry of the shepherds, and the 
howling of the principal of the flock! for 
the Lord layeth waste their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable folds are brought to 
silence because of the fierce anger of the 

38 Lord. He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is become an 
astonishment because of 3 the fierceness 
of the oppressing szcord , and because of 
his fierce anger. 

IN the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king 
of Judah, came this word from the Lord, 

2 saying. Thus saith the Lord: Stand in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which come 
to worship in the Lord’s house, all the 
words that I command thee to speak 

3 unto them; keep not back a word. It 
may be they will hearken, and turn every 
man from his evil way; that I may repent 
me of the evil, which I purpose to do 
unto them because of the evil of their 

4 doings. And thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord: If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, which 

5 I have set before you, to hearken to the 
words of my servants the prophets, 
whom I send unto you, even rising up 
early and sending them, but ye have not 

6 hearkened; then will I make this house 
like Shiloh, and will make this city a 
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curse to all the nations of the earth. And 7 
the priests and the prophets and all the 
people heard Jeremiah speaking these 
words in the house of the Lord. And it 8 
came to pass, when Jeremiah had made 
an end of speaking all that the Lord had 
commanded him to speak unto all the 
people, that the priests and the prophets 
and all the people laid hold on him, say¬ 
ing, Thou shalt surely die. Why hast 9 
thou prophesied in the name of the 
Lord, saying, This house shall be like 
Shiloh, and this city shall be desolate, 
without inhabitant? And all the people 
were gathered unto Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lord. 

And when the princes of Judah 10 
heard these things, they came up from 
the king’s house unto the house of the 
Lord ; and they sat in the entry of the 
new gate of the Lord’s house. Then 11 
spake the priests and the prophets 
unto the princes and to all the people, 
saying, This man is worthy of death; 
for he hath prophesied against this city, 
as ye have heard with your ears. Then 12 
spake Jeremiah unto all the princes and 
to all the people, saying. The Lord 
sent me to prophesy against this house 
and against this city all the words that 
ye have heard. Therefore now amend 13 
your ways and your doings, and obey the 
voice of the Lord your God; and the 
Lord will repent him of the evil that he 
hath pronounced against you. But as 14 
for me, behold, I am in your hand: do 
with me as is good and right in your 
eyes. Only know ye for certain that, if 15 
ye put me to death, ye shall bring inno¬ 
cent blood upon yourselves, and upon 
this city, and upon the inhabitants there¬ 
of : for of a truth the Lord hath sent me 
unto you to speak all these words in your 
ears. Then said the princes and all the 16 
people unto the priests and to the pro¬ 
phets : This man is not worthy of death; 
for he hath spoken to us in the name of 
the Lord our God. Then rose up cer- 17 
tain of the elders of the land, and spake 
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shall perish from the shepherds , and escape from &c. 3 Or, according to some ancient authorities, 
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to all the assembly of the people, saying, 

18 1 Micaiah the Morashtite prophesied in 
the days of Hezekiah king of Judah; and 
he spake to all the people of Judah, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord of hosts: Zion 
shall be plowed as a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the mountain 
of the house as the high places of a 

19 forest. Did Hezekiah king of Judah and 
all Judah put him at all to death? did 
he not fear the Lord, and intreat the 
favour of the Lord, and the Lord re¬ 
pented him of the evil which he had pro¬ 
nounced against them? Thus should we 
commit great evil against our own souls. 

20 And there was also a man that pro¬ 
phesied in the name of the Lord, Uriah 
the son of Shemaiah of Kiriath-jearim; 
and he prophesied against this city and 
against this land according to all the 

21 words of Jeremiah: and when Jehoiakim 
the king, with all his mighty men, and 
all the princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death; but when 
Uriah heard it, he was afraid, and fled, 

22 and went into Egypt: and Jehoiakim the 
king sent men into Egypt, namely , Elna- 
than the son of Aclibor, and certain men 

23 with him, into Egypt: and they fetched 
forth Uriah out of Egypt, and brought 
him unto Jehoiakim the king; who slew 
him with the sword, and cast his dead 
body into the graves of the Common 

24 people. But the hand of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan was with Jeremiah, that they 
should not give him into the hand of the 
people to put him to death. 

IN the beginning of the reign of 
3 Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king 
of Judah, came this word unto Jeremiah 

2 from the Lord, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord to me: Make thee bands and bars, 

3 and put them upon thy neck; and send 
them to the king of Edom, and to the 
king of Moab, and to the king of the 
children of Ammon, and to the king of 
Tyre, and to the king of Zidon, by the 
hand of the messengers which come to 
Jerusalem unto Zedekiah king of Judah; 


and give them a charge unto their mas- 4 
ters, saying. Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel: Thus shall ye 
say unto your masters; I have made the 5 
earth, the man and the beast that are 
upon the face of the earth, by my great 
power and by my outstretched arm; and 
I give it unto whom it scemeth right 
unto me. And now have I given all these 6 
lands into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, my servant; and the 
beasts of the field also have 1 given him 
to serve him. And all the nations shall 7 
serve him, and his son, and his son’s son, 
until the time of his own land come: and 
then many nations and great kings shall 
serve themselves of him. And it shall 8 
come to pass, that the nation and the 
kingdom which will not serve the same 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, and 
that will not put their neck under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, that nation 
will I punish, saith the Lord, with the 
sword, and with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, until I have consumed 
them by his hand. But as for you, 9 
hearken ye not to your prophets, nor to 
your diviners, nor to your dreams, nor 
to your soothsayers, nor to your sor¬ 
cerers, which speak unto you, saying. 

Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon: 
for they prophesy a lie unto you, to re- 10 
move you far from your land; and that 
I should drive you out and ye should 
perish. But the nation that shall bring 11 
their neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, that nation will 
I let remain in their own land, saith the 
Lord; and they shall till it, and dwell 
therein. 

And I spake to Zedekiah king of Judah 12 
according to all these words, saying. 
Bring your necks under the yoke of the 
king of Babylon, and serve him and his 
people, and live. Why will ye die, thou 13 
and thy people, by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence, as the 
Lord hath spoken concerning the nation 
that will not serve die king of Babylon? 
And hearken not unto the words of the 14

have not sent them, saith the Lord, but 
they prophesy falsely in my name; that 
I might drive you out, and that ye might 
perish, ye, and the prophets that pro- 

16 phesy unto you. Also I spake to the 
priests and to all this people, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord: Hearken not to 
the words of your prophets that pro¬ 
phesy unto you, saying. Behold, the 
vessels of the Lord’s house shall now 
shortly be brought again from Babylon: 

17 for they prophesy a lie unto you. Hearken 
not unto them; serve the king of Bab¬ 
ylon, and live: wherefore should this 

18 city become a desolation? But if they be 
prophets, and if the word of the Lord 
be with them, let them now make inter¬ 
cession to the Lord of hosts, that the 
vessels which are left in the house of the 
Lord, and in the house of the king of 
Judah, and at Jerusalem, go not to Bab- 

19 ylon. For thus saith the Lord of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concerning 
the sea, and concerning the bases, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels 

20 that are left in this city, which Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon took not, 
when he carried away captive Jeconiah 
the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, 
from Jerusalem to Babylon, and all the 

21 nobles of Judah and Jerusalem; yea, thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Is¬ 
rael, concerning the vessels that are left 
in the house of the Lord, and in the 
house of the king of Judah, and at Jcru- 

22 salem: They shall be carried to Bab¬ 
ylon, and there shall they be, until the 
day that I visit them, saith the Lord; 
then will I bring them up, and restore 
them to this place. 

AND it came to pass the same 
year, in the beginning of the reign 
of Zedckiah king of Judah, in the fourth 
year, in the fifth month, that Hananiah 
the son of Azzur the prophet, which was 
of Gibeon, spake unto me in the house 
of the Lord, in the presence of the priests 

2 and of all the people, saying. Thus speak- 
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eth the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
saying, I have broken the yoke of the 
king of Babylon. Within two full years 3 
will I bring again into this place all the 
vessels of the Lord’s house, that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon took away 
from this place, and carried them to 
Babylon: and I will bring again to this 4 
place Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim, 
king of Judah, with all the captives of 
Judah, that went to Babylon, saith the 
Lord: for I will break the yoke of the 
king of Babylon. Then the prophet 5 
Jeremiah said unto the prophet Hana¬ 
niah in the presence of the priests, and 
in the presence of all the people that 
stood in the house of the Lord, even the 6 
prophet Jeremiah said. Amen: the Lord 
do so: the Lord perform thy words 
which thou hast prophesied, to bring 
again the vessels of the Lord’s house, 
and all them of the captivity, from Bab¬ 
ylon unto this place. Nevertheless hear 7 
thou now this word that I speak in thine 
ears, and in the ears of all the people: 
The prophets that have been before me 8 
and before thee of old prophesied against 
many countries, and against great king¬ 
doms, of war, and of evil, and of pesti¬ 
lence. The prophet which prophesicth 9 
of peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, then shall the prophet 
be known, *that the Lord hath truly sent 
him. Then Hananiah the prophet took 10 
the bar from off the prophet Jeremiah’s 
neck, and brake it. And Hananiah 11 
spake in the presence of all the people, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord: Even 
so will I break the yoke of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon within two full 
years from off the neck of all the nations. 
And the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 
Then the word of the Lord came unto 12 
Jeremiah, after that Hananiah the pro¬ 
phet had broken the bar from ofF the 
neck of the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 
Go, and tell Hananiah, saying, Thus 13 
saith the Lord: Thou hast broken the 
bars of wood; but thou shalt make in 
their stead bars of iron. For thus saith 14 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel: I 
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have put a yoke of iron upon the neck 
of all these nations, that they may serve 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon; and 
they shall serve him: and I have given 

15 him the beasts of the field also. Then 
said the prophet Jeremiah unto Hana- 
niah the prophet. Hear now, Hananiah; 
the Lord hath not sent thee; but thou 
makest this people to trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord, Behold, 

I will send thee away from off the face 
of the earth: this year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast spoken rebellion a- 

17 gainst the Lord. So Hananiah the pro¬ 
phet died the same year in the seventh 
month. 

NOW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet 
sent from Jerusalem unto the residue of 
the elders of the captivity, and to the 
priests, and to the prophets, and to all 
the people, whom Nebuchadnezzar had 
carried away captive from Jerusalem to 

2 Babylon: (after that Jcconiah the king, 
and the queen-mother, and the eunuchs, 
and the princes of Judah and Jerusalem, 
and the craftsmen, and the smiths, were 

3 departed from Jerusalem;) by the hand 
of Elasah the son of Shaphan, and Gc- 
mariah the son of Hilkiah, (whom Zede- 
kiah king of Judah sent unto Babylon to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon,) say- 

4 ing. Thus saitli the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all the captivity, 
whom I have caused to be carried away 
captive from Jerusalem unto Babylon: 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in them; and 
plant gardens, and eat the fruit of them; 

6 take ye wives, and beget sons and daugh¬ 
ters; and take wives for your sons, and 
give your daughters to husbands, that 
they may bear sons and daughters; and 
multiply ye there, and be not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city whither 
I have caused you to be carried away 
captive, and pray unto the Lord for it: 
for in the peace thereof shall ye have 

8 peace. For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel: Let not your prophets 
that be in the midst of you, and your 
diviners, deceive you, neither hearken ye

dreamed. For they prophesy falsely un- 9 
to you in my name: I have not sent them, 
saith the Lord. For thus saith the Lord, 10 
After seventy years be accomplished for 
Babylon, I will visit you, and perform 
my good word toward you, in causing 
you to return to this place. For I know 11 
the thoughts that I think toward you, 
saith the Lord, thoughts of peace, and 
not of evil, to give you 2 hope in your 
latter end. And ye shall call upon me, 12 
and ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. And ye shall 13 
seek me, and find me, when ye shall 
search for me with all your heart. And 14 
I will be found of you, saith the Lord, 
and I will 3 turn again your captivity, and 
I will gather you from all the nations, 
and from all the places whither I have 
driven you, saith the Lord; and I will 
bring you again unto the place whence 
I caused you to be carried away captive.

And Jeremiah said, The word of the 6

Hanamel the son of Shallum thine uncle 
shall come unto thee, saying. Buy thee 
my field that is in Anathoth: for the right 
of redemption is thine to buy it. So 8 
Hanamel mine uncle’s son came to me in 
the court of the guard according to the 
word of the Lord, and said unto me. 
Buy my field, I pray thee, that is in 
Anathoth, which is in the land of Ben¬ 
jamin: for the right of inheritance is 
thine, and the redemption is thine; buy 
it for thyself. Then I knew that this 
was the vrord of the Lord. And I bought 9 
the field that was in Anathoth of Han¬ 
amel mine uncle’s son, and weighed him 
the money, even seventeen shekels of 
silver. And I subscribed the deed, and 10 
sealed it, and called witnesses, and 
weighed him the money in the balances. 

So I took the deed of the purchase, both 11 
that which was sealed, 2 according to the 
law and custom, and that which was 
open: and I delivered the deed of the 12 
purchase unto Baruch the son of Neriah, 
the son of Mahseiah, in the presence of 
Hanamel mine uncle’s son , and in the 
presence of the witnesses that subscribed 
the deed of the purchase, before all the 
Jews that sat in the court of the guard. 
And I charged Baruch before them, say- 13 
ing. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 14 
God of Israel: Take these deeds, this 
deed of the purchase, both that which 
is sealed, and this deed which is open, 
and put them in an earthen vessel; that 
they may continue many days. For thus 15 
saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel: Houses and fields and vineyards 
shall yet again be bought in this land.

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord: Be¬ 
hold, I will give this city into the hand

Then Jeremiah 4 
called Baruch the son of Neriah; and 
Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jere¬ 
miah all the words of the Lord, which 
he had spoken unto him, upon a roll of 
a book. And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 5 
ruch, saying, I am ! sliut up; I cannot go 
into the house of the J^ord : therefore go 6 
thou, and read in the roll, which thou 
hast written from my mouth, the words 
of the Lord in the ears of the people in 
the Lord's house upon 2 thc fast day: 
and also thou shalt read them in the ears 
of all Judah that come out of their cities. 

It may be 3 they will present their sup- 7 
plication before the Lord, and will re¬ 
turn every one from his evil way: for 
great is the anger and the fury that the 
Lord hath pronounced against this peo¬ 
ple. And Baruch the son of Neriah did ac- 8 
cording to all that Jeremiah the prophet 
commanded him, reading in the book the 
words of the Lord in the Lord’s house. 

Now it came to pass in the fifth year 9 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, in the ninth month, that all the 
people in Jerusalem, and all the people 
that came from the cities of Judah unto 
Jerusalem, proclaimed a fast before the 
Lord. Then read Baruch in the book 10 
the words of Jeremiah in the house of 
the Lord, in the chamber of Gemariah 
the son of Shaphan the scribe, in the 
upper court, at the entry of the new gate 
of the Lord’s house, in the cars of all the 
people. And when Micaiah the son of 11 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words of 
the Lord, he went down into the king’s 12 
house, into the scribe’s chamber: and,

Therefore all 
the princes sent Jehudi the son of Neth- 
aniah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in 
thine hand the roll wherein thou hast 
read in the ears of the people, and come. 
So Baruch the son of Neriali took the 
roll in his hand, and came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him. Sit down now, 
and read it in our cars. So Baruch read 

16 it in their cars. Now it came to pass, 
when they had heard all the words, they 
turned in fear one toward another, and 
said unto Baruch, We will surely tell the 

17 king of all these words. And they asked 
Baruch, saying. Tell us now. How didst 
thou write all these words at his mouth? 

18 Then Baruch answered them. He pro¬ 
nounced all these words unto me with 
his mouth, and I wrote them with ink 

19 in the book. Then said the princes unto 
Baruch, Go, hide thcc, thou and Jere¬ 
miah ; and let no man know where ye be. 

20 And they went in to the king into the 
court; but they had laid up the roll in 
the chamber of Elishama the scribe; and 
they told all the words in the ears of the 

21 king. So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of the chamber 
of Elishama the scribe. And Jehudi read 
it in the ears of the king, and in the ears 
of all the princes which stood beside the 

22 king. Now the king sat in the winter 
house in the ninth month: and there was 
afire in the brasier burning before him. 

23 And it came to pass, when Jehudi had 
read three or four leaves, that the king 
cut it with the penknife, and cast it into 
the fire that was in the brasier, until all 
the roll was consumed in the fire that 

24 was in the brasier. And they were not 
afraid, nor rent their garments, neither 
the king, nor any of his servants that

Then the word of the Lord came to 27 
Jeremiah, after that the king had burned 
the roll, and the words which Baruch 
wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, saying, 
lake thee again another roll, and write 28 
in it all the former words that were in 
the first roll, which Jehoiakim the king 
of Judah hath burned. And concerning 29 
Jehoiakim king of Judah thou shalt say. 
Thus saith the Lord: Thou hast burned 
this roll, saying. Why hast thou written 
therein, saying. The king of Babylon 
shall certainly come and destroy this 
land, and shall cause to cease from 
thence man and beast? Therefore thus 30 
saith the Lord concerning Jehoiakim 
king of Judah: He shall have none to sit 
upon the throne of David: and his dead 
body shall be cast out in the day to the 
heat, and in the night to the frost. And 31 
I will punish him and his seed and 
his servants for their iniquity; and I 
will bring upon them, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and upon the 
men of Judah, all the evil that I have 
pronounced against them, but they 
hearkened not. Then took Jeremiah 32 
another roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who wrote 
therein from the mouth of Jeremiah all 
the words of the book which Jehoiakim 
king of J udah had burned in the fire: and 
there were added besides unto them 
many like words. 

AND Zedekiah the son of Josiah 
reigned as king, instead of Coniah 
the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon made king in the 
land of Judah. But neither he, nor his 2 
servants, nor the people of the land, did 
Or, the son of Hammelech 
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hearken unto the words of the Lord, 
which he spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah, and Zephaniah 
the son of Maaseiah the priest, to the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray now unto 

4 the Lord our God for us. Now Jeremiah 
came in and went out among the people: 
for they had not put him into prison. 

5 And Pharaoh’s army was come forth 
out of Egypt: and when the Chaldeans 
that besieged Jerusalem heard tidings 
of them, they brake up from Jerusalem.

And when he 
w T as in the gate of Benjamin, a captain 
of the ward was there, whose name was 
Irijah, the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Hananiah; and he laid hold on Jeremiah 
the prophet, saying. Thou fallest away 

14 to the Chaldeans. Then said Jeremiah, 
It is false; I fall not away to the Chal¬ 
deans; but he hearkened not to him: so 
Irijah laid hold on Jeremiah, and brought 

15 him to the princes. And the princes were 
wroth with Jeremiah, and smote him, 
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and put him in prison in the house of 
Jonathan the scribe; for they had made 
that the prison. When Jeremiah was 16 
come into the Mungeon house, and into 
the cells, and Jeremiah had remained 
there many days; then Zedekiah the 17 
king sent, and fetched him: and the king

serve other gods, whom they knew not, 
neither they, nor ye, nor your fathers.

14 the famine, and by the pestilence: so 
that none of the remnant of Judah, 
which are gone into the land of Egypt 
to sojourn there, shall escape or remain, 
that they should return into the land of 
Judah, to the which they ’have a desire 
to return to dwell there: for none shall 
return save such as shall escape.

21 given him that answer, saying, The 
incense that ye burned in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
ye and your fathers, your kings and your 
princes, and the people of the land, did 
not the Lord remember them, and came

We will surely per¬ 
form our vows that we have vowed, to 
burn incense to the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto her: 
establish then your vows, and perform 
your vows. Therefore hear ye the word 26 
of the Lord, all Judah that dwell in the 
land of Egypt: Behold, I have sworn by 
my great name, saith the Lord, that 
my name shall no more be named in 
the mouth of any man of Judah in all the 
land of Egypt, saying. As the Lord God 
liveth. Behold, I watch over them for 27 
evil, and not for good: and all the men 
of Judah that are in the land of Egypt 
shall be consumed by the sword and by 
the famine, until there be an end of 
them. And they that escape the sword 28 
shall return out of the land of Egypt into 
the land of Judah, few in number; and 
all the remnant of Judah, that are gone 
into the land of Egypt to sojourn there, 
shall know whose word shall stand, 
mine, or theirs. And this shall be the 29

Declare yc in Egypt, and publish in 14 
Migdol, and publish in Noph and in 
Tahpanhes: say yc. Stand forth, and 
prepare thee; for the sword hath de¬ 
voured round about thee. 3 Why are thy 15 
strong ones swept away? they stood not, 
because the Lord did 4 drive them. He 16 
made many to stumble, yea, they fell one 
upon another: and they said. Arise, and 
let us go again to our own people, and 
to the land of our nativity, from the op¬ 
pressing sword. They cried there, Phar- 17 
aoh king of Egypt is but a noise; he hath 
let the appointed time pass by. As I live, 18 
saith the King, whose name is the Lord 
of hosts, surely like Tabor among the 
mountains, and like Carmel by the sea, 
so shall he come. s O thou daughter that 19 
dwellest in Egypt, 6 fumish thyself to go 
into captivity: for Noph shall become a

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desolation, and shall be burnt up, with- 

20 out inhabitant. Egypt is a very fair 
heifer; but destruction out of the north 

21 is come, 2 it is come. Also her hired men 
in the midst of her are like calves of the 
stall; for they also arc turned back, they 
are fled away together, they did not 
stand: for the day of their calamity is 
come upon them, the time of their visita- 

22 tion. 3 The sound thereof shall go like 
the serpent; for they shall march with 
an army, and come against her with 

23 axes, as hewers of wood. They shall cut 
down her forest, saith the Lord, “^though 
it cannot be searched; because they are 
more than the locusts, and are innumer- 

24 able. The daughter of Egypt shall be 
put to shame; she shall be delivered into 

25 the hand of the people of the north. The 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, saith: 
Behold, I will punish Amon of No, and 
Pharaoh, and Egypt, with her gods, and 
her kings; even Pharaoh, and them that 

26 trust in him: and I will deliver them 
into the hand of those that seek their 
lives, and into the hand of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, and into tire 
hand of his servants: and afterwards it 
shall be inhabited, as in the days of old, 

27 saith the Lord. But fear not thou, O 
Jacob my servant, neither be dismayed, 
O Israel: for, lo, I will save thee from 
afar, and thy seed from the land of their 
captivity; and Jacob shall return, and 
shall be quiet and at ease, and none shall 

28 make him afraid. Fear not thou, O 
Jacob my servant, saith the Lord; for I 
am with thee: for I will make a full end 
of all the nations whither I have driven 
thee, but I will not make a full end of 
thee; but I will correct thee with judge¬ 
ment, and will in no wise 5 lcave thee 
unpunished. 

THE word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet concern¬ 
ing the Philistines, before that Pharaoh 
smote Gaza. 

2 Thus saith the Lord : Behold, waters 


rise up out of the north, and shall be¬ 
come an overflowing stream, and shall 
overflow the land and all that is therein, 
the city and them that dwell therein: 
and the men shall cry, and all the in¬ 
habitants of the land shall howl. At the 3 
noise of the stamping of the hoofs of his 
strong ones, at the rushing of his chariots, 
at the rumbling of his wheels, the fathers 
look not back to their children for feeble¬ 
ness of hands; because of the day that 4 
cometh to spoil all the Philistines, to cut 
off from Tyre and Zidon every helpet 
that remaineth: for the Lord will spoil 
the Philistines, the remnant of the 6 isle 
of Caphtor. Baldness is come upon 5 
Gaza; Ashkelon is brought to nought, 
the remnant of their valley: how long 
wilt thou cut thyself? O thou sword of 6 
the Lord, how long will it be ere thou be 
quiet? put up thyself into thy scabbard; 
rest, and be stilL How canst thou be 7 
quiet, seeing the Lord hath given 7 thee 
a charge ? against Ashkelon, and against 
the sea shore, there hath he appointed it. 

OF Moab. Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel: Woe 
unto Nebo! for it is laid waste; Kiria- 
thaim is put to shame, it is taken: 8 Mis- 
gab is put to shame and ^broken down. 
The praise of Moab is no more; in Hesh - 2 
bon they have devised evil against her. 
Come, and let us cut her off from being 
a nation. Thou also, O Madmen, shalt 
be brought to silence; the sword shall 
pursue thee. The sound of a cry from 3 
Horonaim, spoiling and great destruc¬ 
tion! Moab is destroyed; her little ones 4 
have caused a cry to be heard. For by 5 
the ascent of Luhith with continual 
weeping shall they go up; for in the 
going down of Horonaim they have 
heard the distress of the cry of destruc¬ 
tion. Flee, save your lives, and be like 6 
the heath in the wilderness. For, because 7 
thou hast trusted in thy works and in thy 
treasures, thou also shalt be taken: and 
Chemosh shall go forth into captivity.

And 
the spoiler shall come upon every city, 
and no city shall escape; the valley also 
shall perish, and the plain shall be dc- 

9 stroycd; as the Lord hath spoken. Give 
wings unto Moab, x that she may fly and 
get her away: and her cities shall become 
a desolation, without any to dwell therc- 

10 in. Cursed be he that doeth the work of 
the Lord Negligently, and cursed be he 
that keepeth back his sword from blood. 

11 Moab hath been at ease from his youth, 
and he hath settled on his lees, and hath 
not been emptied from vessel to vessel, 
neither hath he gone into captivity: 
therefore his taste remaineth in him, and 

12 his scent is not changed. Therefore, be¬ 
hold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will send unto him them that 
3 pour olf, and they shall 3 pour him off; 
and they shall empty his vessels, and 

13 break their 4 bottles in pieces. And Moab 
shall be ashamed of Chemosh, as the 
house of Israel was ashamed of Beth-cl 

14 their confidence. How say ye. We are 
mighty men, and valiant men for the 

15 war? Moab is laid waste, and 5 they are 
gone up into her cities, and his chosen 
young men are gone dowm to the slaugh¬ 
ter, saith the King, whose name is the 

16 Lord of hosts. The calamity of Moab 
is near to come, and his affliction hasteth 

17 fast. All ye that are round about him, 
bemoan him, and all ye that know his 
name; say. How is the strong 6 staff 

18 broken, the beautiful rod! O thou 
daughter that 7 dwellest in Dibon, come 
down from thy glory, and sit in thirst; 
for the spoiler of Moab is come up 
against thee, he hath destroyed thy 

19 strong holds. O inhabitant of Aroer, 
stand by the way, and espy: ask him that 
fleeth, and her that escapeth; say, What 

20 hath been done? Moab is put to shame; 
for it is ^broken down: howl and cry; 
tell ye it in Amon, that Moab is laid 

21 waste. And judgement is come upon the 
plain country; upon Holon, and upon 

22 Jahzah, and upon Mephaath; and upon 
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Dibon, and upon Nebo, and upon Beth- 
diblathaim; and upon Kiriathaim, and 23 
upon Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon; 
and upon Kerioth, and upon Bozrah, 24 
and upon all the cities of the land of 
Moab, far or near. The horn of Moab 25 
is cut off, and his arm is broken, saith 
the Lord. Make ye him drunken; for 26 
he magnified himself against the Lord: 
and Moab shall wallow in his vomit, and 
he also shall be in derision. For was not 27 
Israel a derision unto thee ? was he found 
among thieves? for as often as thou 
speakest of him, thou waggest the head. 

O ye inhabitants of Moab, leave the 28 
cities, and dwell in the rock; and be like 
the dove that maketh her nest in the 
sides of the hole's mouth. We have 29 
heard of the pride of Moab, that he is 
very proud; his loftiness, and his pride, 
and his arrogancy, and the haughtiness 
of his heart. I know his wrath, saith the 30 
Lord, that it is nought; his boastings 
have wrought nothing. Therefore will 31 
I howl for Moab; yea, I will cry out for 
all Moab: for the men of Kir-hercs shall 
they mourn. With more than the weep- 32 
ing of Jazer will 1 weep for thee, O vine 
of Sibmah: thy branches passed over the 
sea, they reached even to the sea of 
Jazer: upon thy summer fruits and upon 
thy vintage the spoiler is fallen. And 33 
gladness and joy is taken away, from the 
fruitful field and from the land of Moab; 
and I have caused wine to cease from 
the winepresses: none shall tread with 
shouting; the shouting shall be no shout¬ 
ing. From the cry of Heshbon even unto 34 
ElealcJi, even unto Jahaz have they ut¬ 
tered their voice, from Zoar even unto 
Horonaim, 10 to Eglath-shelishiyah: for 
the waters of Nimrim also shall become 
XI desolate. Moreover I will cause to cease 35 
in Moab, saith the Lord, him that offer- 
eth in the high place, and him that 
bumeth incense to his gods. Therefore 36 
mine heart soundeth for Moab like pipes, 
and mine heart soundeth like pipes for 
the men of Kir-heres: therefore the abun- 
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37 dance that he hath gotten is perished. For 
every head is bald, and every beard 
clipped: upon all the hands are cuttings, 

38 and upon the loins sackcloth. On all the 
housetops of Moab and in the streets 
thereof there is lamentation every where: 
for I have broken Moab like a vessel 
wherein is no pleasure, saith the Lord. 

39 How is it broken down! 1 how do they 
howl! how hath Moab turned the back 
with shame! so shall Moab become a 
derision and a dismaying to all that are 

40 round about him. For thus saith the 
Lord: Behold, he shall fly as an eagle, 
and shall spread out his wings against 

41 Moab. ~Kerioth is taken, and the strong 
holds are surprised, and the heart of the 
mighty men of Moab at that day shall 
be as the heart of a woman in her pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyed from being 
a people, because he hath magnified him- 

43 self against the Lord. Fear, and the pit, 
and the snare, are upon thee, O inhabit- 

44 ant of Moab, saith the Lord. He that 
fleeth from the fear shall fall into the pit; 
and he that getteth up out of the pit shall 
be taken in the snare: for I will bring 
upon her, even upon Moab, the year of 

45 their visitation, saith the Lord. 3 They 
that fled stand without strength under 
the shadow of Hcshbon: Tor a fire is 
gone forth out of Heshbon, and a flame 
from the midst of Sihon, and hath de¬ 
voured the corner of Moab, and the 
crown of the head of the tumultuous 

46 ones. Woe unto thee, O Moab! the 
people of Chemosh is undone: for thy 
sons are taken away captive, and thy 

47 daughters into captivity. Yet will I 
5 bring again the captivity of Moab in 
the latter days, saith the Lord. Thus 
far is the judgement of Moab. 

OF the children of Ammon. Thus 
saith the Lord: Hath Israel no 
sons? hath he no heir? why then doth 
6 Malcam 7 possess Gad, and his people 
2 dwell in the cities thereof? Therefore, 


behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will cause an alarm of war to be 
heard against Rabbah of the children of 
Ammon; and it shall become a desolate 
heap, and her daughters shall be burned 
with fire: then shall Israel ’possess them 
that did ’possess him, saith the Lord. 
Howl, O Heshbon, for Ai is spoiled; cry, 3 
ye daughters of Rabbah, gird you with 
sackcloth: lament, and run to and fro 
among the fences; for °Malcam shall go 
into captivity, his priests and his princes 
together. H Whcrefore gloriest thou in 4 
the valleys, thy flowing valley, O back¬ 
sliding daughter? that trusted in her 
treasures, saying , Who shall come unto 
me? Behold, I will bring a fear upon 5 
thee, saith the Lord, the Lord of hosts, 
from all that are round about thee; and 
ye shall be driven out every man right 
forth, and there shall be none to gather 
up him that wandereth. But afterward 6 
I will bring again the captivity of the 
children of Ammon, saith the Lord. 

Of Edom. Thus saith the Lord of 7 
hosts: Is wisdom no more in Teman? is 
counsel perished from the prudent? is 
their wisdom vanished? Flee ye, turn 8 
back, dwell deep, O inhabitants of De- 
dan; for I will bring the calamity of 
Esau upon him, the time that I shall visit 
him. If grapegathcrers came to thee, 9 
Vould they not leave some gleaning 
grapes? if thieves by night, would they 
not destroy till they had enough? But 10 
I have made Esau bare, I have uncovered 
his secret places, and he shall not be able 
to hide himself: his seed is spoiled, and 
his brethren, and his neighbours, and he 
is not. Leave thy fatherless children, In 
will preserve them alive; and let thy 
widows trust in me. For thus saith the 12 
Lord: Behold, they I0 to whom it per¬ 
tained not to drink of the cup shall as¬ 
suredly drink; and art thou he that shall 
altogether go unpunished? thou shalt 
not go unpunished, but thou shalt surely

a curse; and all the cities thereof shall be 

14 perpetual wastes. I have heard tidings 
from the Lord, and an ambassador is 
sent among the nations, saying. Gather 
yourselves together, and come against 

15 her, and rise up to the battle. For, be¬ 
hold, I have made thee small among the 

r6 nations, and despised among men. As 
for thy terribleness, the pride of thine 
heart hath deceived thee, O thou that 
dwcllest in the clefts of x the rock, that 
boldest the height of the hill: though 
thou shouldest make thy nest as high as 
the eagle, I will bring thee down from 

17 thence, saith the Lord. And Edom shall 
become an astonishment: every one that 
passeth by it shall be astonished, and 

18 shall hiss at all the plagues thereof. As 
in the overthrow of Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah and the neighbour cities thereof, 
saith the Lord, no man shall dwell there, 
neither shall any son of man sojourn 

19 therein. Behold, he shall come up like 
a lion from the 2 pride of Jordan 3 against 
the strong habitation: 4 but I will sud¬ 
denly make him run away from her; and 
whoso is chosen, him will I appoint over 
her: for who is like me? and who will 
appoint me a time ? and who is the shep- 

20 herd that will stand before me? There¬ 
fore hear ye the counsel of the Lord, 
that he hath taken against Edom; and 
his purposes, that he hath purposed 
against the inhabitants of Teman: Surely 
5 they shall drag them away, even the 
little ones of the flock; surely he shall 
make their habitation Mesolate with 

21 them. The earth trembleth at the noise 
of their fall; there is a cry, the noise 

22 whereof is heard in the Red Sea. Be¬ 
hold, he shall come up and fly as the 
eagle, and spread out his wings against 
Bozrah: and the heart of the mighty 
men of Edom at that day shall be as the 
heart of a woman in her pangs. 
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Of Damascus. Hamath is ashamed, 23 
and Arpad; for they have heard evil 
tidings, they are melted away: there is 
^sorrow on the sea; it cannot be quiet. 
Damascus is waxed feeble, she turneth 24 
herself to flee, and trembling hath seized 
on her: anguish and sorrows have taken 
hold of her, as of a woman in travail. 
How is the city of praise not forsaken, 25 
the city of my joy? Therefore her young 26 
men Shall fall in her streets, and all the 
men of war shall be brought to silence 
in that day, saith the Lord of hosts. And 27 
I will kindle a fire in the wall of Damas¬ 
cus, and it shall devour the palaces of 
Ben-lia dad. 

Of Kcdar, and of the kingdoms of 28 
Razor, w’hich Nebuchadrezzar lung of 
Babylon smote. 

Thus saith the Lord: Arise ye, go up 
to Kedar, and spoil the children of the 
east. Their tents and their flocks shall 29 
they take; they shall carry away for 
themselves their curtains, and all their 
vessels, and their camels: and they shall 
cry unto them. Terror on every side. 
Flee ye, wander far ofF, dwell deep, O ye 30 
inhabitants of Hazor, saith the Lord ; for 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon hath 
taken counsel against you, and hath con¬ 
ceived a purpose against you. Arise, get 31 
you up unto a nation that is at ease, that 
dwcllcth without care, saith the Lord; 
which have neither gates nor bars, which 
dwell alone. And their camels shall be 32 
a booty, and the multitude of their cattle 
a spoil: and I will scatter unto all winds 
them that have the corners of their hair 
polled; and I will bring their calamity 
from every side of them, saith the Lord. 
And Hazor shall be a dwelling place of 33 
jackals, a desolation for ever: no man 
shall dw r ell there, neither shall any son 
of man sojourn therein. 

The word of the Lord that came to 34 
Jeremiah the prophet concerning Elam 
in the beginning of the reign of Zedekiah 
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35 king of Judah, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts: Behold, I will break the 
bow of Elam, the chief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring the four 
winds from the four quarters of heaven, 
and will scatter them toward all those 
winds; and there shall be no nation 
whither hlie outcasts of Elam shall not 

37 come. And I will cause Elam to be dis¬ 
mayed before their enemies, and before 
them that seek their life: and 1 will bring 
evil upon them, even my fierce anger, 
saith the Lord ; and 1 will send the sword 
after them, till I have consumed them: 

38 and I will set my throne in Elam, and 
will destroy from thence king and 

39 princes, saith the Lord. But it shall 
come to pass in the latter days, that I 
will bring again the captivity of Elam, 
saith the Lord. 

THE word that the Lord spake 
concerning Babylon, concerning 
the land of the Chaldeans, by Jeremiah 
the prophet. 

2 Declare ye among the nations and 
publish, and set up a standard; publish, 
and conceal not: say, Babylon is taken, 
Bel is put to shame, Merodach is “dis¬ 
mayed; her images are put to shame, her 

3 idols are Mismaycd. For out of the north 
there comcth up a nation against her, 
which shall make her land desolate, and 
none shall dwell therein: they arc fled, 

4 they are gone, both man and beast. In 
those days, and in that time, saith the 
Lord, the children of Israel shall come, 
they and the children of Judah together; 
they shall go on their way weeping, and 

5 shall seek the Lord their God. They 
shall inquire concerning Zion with their 
faces 3 thitherward, sayings Come ye, and 
4 join yourselves to the Lord in an ever¬ 
lasting covenant that shall not be for¬ 
gotten. 

6 My people hath been lost sheep: their 
shepherds have caused them to go astray, 
they have turned them away on the 
mountains: they have gone from moun¬ 


tain to hill, they have forgotten their 
resting place. All that found them have 7 
devoured them: and their adversaries 
said. We offend not, because they have 
sinned against the Lord, the habitation 
of justice, even the Lord, the hope of 
their fathers. Flee out of the midst of S 
Babylon, and go forth out of the land of 
the Chaldeans, and be as the he-goats 
before the flocks. For, lo, I will stir up 9 
and cause to come up against Babylon an 
assembly of great nations from the north 
country: and they shall set themselves in 
| array against her; from thence she shall 
be taken: their arrows shall be as of 5 an 
expert mighty man; (, nonc shall return 
in vain. And Chaldea shall be a spoil: 10 
all that spoil her shall be satisfied, saith 
the Lord. Because ye are glad, because 11 
ye rejoice, O ye that plunder mine herit¬ 
age, because ye are wanton as an heifer 
7 that treadeth out the corn , and neigh as 
strong horses; your mother shall be sore 12 
ashamed; she that bare you shall be con¬ 
founded : behold, she shall be the hinder- 
most of the nations, a wilderness, a dry 
land, and a desert. Because of the wrath 13 
of the Lord it shall not be inhabited, 
but it shall be wholly desolate: every 
one that goeth by Babylon shall be 
astonished, and hiss at all her plagues. 

Set yourselves in array against Babylon 14 
round about, all ye that bend the bow; 
shoot at her, spare no arrows: for she 
hath sinned against the Lord. Shout 15 
against her round about; she hath Sub¬ 
mitted herself; her bulwarks are fallen, 
her walls are thrown down: for it is the 
vengeance of the Lord; take vengeance 
upon her; as she hath done, do unto her. 
Cut off the sower from Babylon, and 16 
him that handleth the sickle in the time 
of harvest: for fear of the oppressing 
sword they shall turn every one to his 
people, and they shall flee every one to 
his own land. 

Israel is a scattered sheep; the lions 17 
have driven him away: first the king of 
Assyria hath devoured him; and last this

18 broken his bones. Therefore thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Behold, 1 will punish the king of Bab¬ 
ylon and his land, as I have punished 

19 the king of Assyria. And 1 will bring 
Israel again to his pasture, and he shall 
feed on Carmel and Bashan, and his soul 
shall be satisfied upon the hills of E- 

20 phraim and in Gilead. In those days, 
and in that time, saith the Lord, the 
iniquity of Israel shall be sought for, 
and there shall be none; and the sins 
of Judah, and they shall not be found: 
for I will pardon them whom I leave as 
a remnant. 

21 Go up against the land of 2 Mer athaim, 
even against it, and against the inhabit¬ 
ants of 3 Pekod: slay and 4 utterly destroy 
after them, saith the Lord, and do ac¬ 
cording to all that I have commanded 

22 thee. A sound of battle is in the land, 

23 and of great destruction. How is the 
hammer of the whole earth cut asunder 
and broken! how is Babylon become a 

24 desolation among the nations! I have 
laid a snare for thee, and thou art also 
taken, O Babylon, and thou wast not 
aware: thou art found, and also caught, 
because thou hast striven against the 

25 Lord. The Lord hath opened his ar¬ 
moury, and hath brought forth the wea¬ 
pons of his indignation: for the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts, hath a work to do in 

26 the land of the Chaldeans. Come against 
her 5 from the utmost border, open her 
Storehouses: cast her up as heaps, and 
7 destroy her utterly: let nothing of her 

27 be left. Slay all her bullocks; let them 
go down to the slaughter: woe unto 
them! for their day is come, the time of 

28 their visitation. The voice of them that 
flee and escape out of the land of Bab¬ 
ylon, to declare in Zion the vengeance 
of the Lord our God, the vengeance of 

29 his temple. Call together *thc archers 
against Babylon, all them that bend the 
bow; camp against her round about; let 
none thereof escape: recompense her 
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according to her work; according to all 
that she hath done, do unto her: for she 
hath been proud against the Lord, 
against the Holy One of Israel. There- 30 
fore shall her young men fall in her 
streets, and all her men of war shall be 
brought to silence in that day, saith the 
Lord. Behold, I am against thee, 9 G 31 
thou proud one, saith the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts: for thy day is come, the 
time that I will visit thee. And 10 thc 32 
proud one shall stumble and fall, and 
none shall raise him up: and 1 will kindle 
a fire in his cities, and it shall devour all 
that are round about him. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts: The 33 
children of Israel and the children of 
Judah are oppressed together: and all 
that took them captives hold them fast; 
they refuse to let them go. Their re- 34 
deemer is strong; the Lord of hosts is 
his name: he shall throughly plead their 
cause, that he may give rest to the earth, 
and disquiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 

A sword is upon the Chaldeans, saith the 35 
Lord, and upon the inhabitants of Bab¬ 
ylon, and upon her princes, and upon 
her wise men. A sword is upon the 36 
"boasters, and they shall dote: a sword 
is upon her mighty men, and they shall 
be dismayed. A sword is upon their 37 
horses, and upon their chariots, and 
upon all the mingled people that are in 
the midst of her, and they shall become 
as women: a sword is upon her treasures, 
and they shall be robbed. A drought is 38 
upon her waters, and they shall be dried 
up: for it is a land of graven images, 
and they are mad upon "idols. There- 39 
fore the wild beasts of the desert with 
the "wolves shall dwell there, and the 
ostriches shall dwell therein: and it shall 
be no more inhabited for ever; neither 
shall it be dwelt in from generation to 
generation. As when God overthrew 40 
Sodom and Gomorrah and the neigh¬ 
bour cities thereof, saith the Lord; so 
shall no man dwell there, neither shall 
any son of man sojourn therein. Behold, 41 
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a people cometh from the north; and a 
great nation, and many kings shall be 
stirred up from the uttermost parts of 

42 the earth. They lay hold on bow and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no mercy; 
their voice roareth like the sea, and they 
ride upon horses; every one set in array, 
as a man to the battle, against thee, O 

43 daughter of Babylon. The king of Bab¬ 
ylon hath heard the fame of them, and 
his hands wax feeble: anguish hath taken 
hold of him, and pangs as of a woman in 

44 travail. Behold, he shall come up like a 
lion from the pride of Jordan against the 
strong habitation: but I will suddenly 
make them run away from her; and who¬ 
so is chosen, him will I appoint over her: 
for who is like me? and who will appoint 
me a time? and who is the shepherd that 

45 will stand before me? Therefore hear ye 
the counsel of the Lord, that he hath 
taken against Babylon; and his purposes, 
that he hath purposed against the land 
of the Chaldeans: Surely they shall drag 
them away, even the little ones of the 
flock; surely he shall make their habita- 

46 tion desolate with them. At the noise 
of the taking of Babylon the earth 
trcmbleth, and the cry is heard among 
the nations. 

THUS saith the Lord: Behold, 
I will raise up against Babylon, 
and against them that dwell in J Leb- 

2 kamai, a destroying wind. And I will 
send unto Babylon ^strangers, that shall 
fan her; and they shall empty her land: 
for in the day of trouble they shall be 

3 against her round about. 3 Lct not the 
archer bend his bow, and let him not 
lift himself up in his coat of mail: and 
spare ye not her young men; ^destroy ye 

4 utterly all her host. And they shall fall 
down slain in the land of the Chaldeans, 

5 and thrust through in her streets. For 
Israel is not forsaken, nor Judah, of his 
God, of the Lord of hosts; though their 
land is full of guilt against the Holy One 

6 of Israel. Flee out of the midst of Bab- 
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yion, and save every man his life; be not 
cut off in her iniquity: for it is the time 
of the Lord’s vengeance; he will render 
unto her a recompence. Babylon hath 7 
been a golden cup in the Lord’s hand, 
that made all the earth drunken: the 
nations have drunk of her wine; there¬ 
fore the nations arc mad. Babylon is 8 
suddenly fallen and destroyed: howl for 
her; take balm for her pain, if so be she 
may be healed. We would have healed 9 
Babylon, but she is not healed: forsake 
her, and let us go every one into his own 
country: for her judgement rcacheth 
unto heaven, and is lifted up even to the 
skies. The Lord hath brought forth our 10 
righteousness: come, and let us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lord our God. 
Make 5 sharp the arrows; c hold firm the 11 
’shields: the Lord hath stirred up the 
spirit of the kings of the Mcdcs; because 
his device is against Babylon, to destroy 
it: for it is the vengeance of the Lord, 
the vengeance of his temple. Set up a 12 
standard against the walls of Babylon, 
make the watch strong, set the watch¬ 
men, prepare the ambushes: for the 
Lord hath both devised and done that 
which he spake concerning the inhabit¬ 
ants of Babylon. O thou that dwellest 13 
upon many waters, abundant in trea¬ 
sures, thine end is come, the measure of 
thy “covetousness. The Lord of hosts 14 
hath sworn by himself, saying , Surely I 
will fill thee with men, as with the 
cankerworm; and they shall lift up a 
shout against thee. 

He hath made the earth by his power, 15 
he hath established the world by his 
wisdom, and by his understanding hath 
he stretched out the heavens: when he 16 
uttereth his voice, there is a tumult of 
waters in the heavens, and he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends of the 
earth; he maketh lightnings for the rain, 
and bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasuries. Every man is become brutish 17 
and is without knowledge; every gold¬ 
smith is put to shame by his graven

18 and there is no breath in them. They 
are vanity, a work of delusion: in the 
time of their visitation they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like these; 
for he is the former of all things; and 
Israel is the tribe of his inheritance: the 
Lord of hosts is his name. 

20 Thou art my battle axe and weapons 
of war: and with thee will I break in 
pieces the nations; and with thee will I 

21 destroy kingdoms; and with thee will I 
break in pieces the horse and his rider; 

22 and with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and him that rideth therein; and 
with thee will I break in pieces man and 
woman; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the old man and the youth; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 

23 young man and the maid; and with thee 
will I break in pieces the shepherd and 
his flock; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the husbandman and his yoke of 
oxen ; and with thee will I break in pieces 

24 governors and deputies. And I will 
render unto Babylon and to all the in¬ 
habitants of Chaldea all their evil that 
they have done in Zion in your sight, 
saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O destroy¬ 
ing mountain, saith the Lord, which 
destroyest all the earth: and I will stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and roll thee 
down from the rocks, and will make thee 

26 a burnt mountain. And they shall not 
take of thee a stone for a comer, nor a 
stone for foundations; but thou shalt be 

27 desolate for ever, saith the Lord. Set 
ye up a standard in the land, blow the 
trumpet among the nations, 3 prepare the 
nations against her, call together against 
her the kingdoms of Ararat, Minni, and 
Ashkenaz: appoint a marshal against 
her; cause the horses to come up as the 

28 rough cankerworm. 3 Prepare against 
her the nations, the kings of the Medes, 
the governors thereof, and all the de¬ 
puties thereof, and all the land of his 

29 dominion. And the land trembleth and 
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is in pain: for the purposes of the Lord 
against Babylon do stand, to make the 
land of Babylon a desolation, without 
inhabitant. The mighty men of Babylon 30 
have forborne to fight, they remain in 
their strong holds; their might hath 
failed; they are become as women: her 
dwelling places are set on fire; her bars 
are broken. One post shall run to meet 31 
another, and one messenger to meet an¬ 
other, to shew the king of Babylon that 
his city is taken on every quarter: and the 32 
4 passages arc surprised, and the 5 reeds 
they have burned with fire, and the men 
of war are affrighted. 

For thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 33 
God of Israel: The daughter of Babylon 
is like a threshing-floor at the time when 
it is trodden; yet a little while, and the 
time of harvest shall come for her. 
Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon 34 
hath devoured 6 me, he hath crushed 
°me, he hath made ( 'me an empty vessel, 
he hath swallowed °me up like a dragon, 
lie hath filled his maw w ith my delicates; 
he hath cast 6 me out. 7 The violence 35 
done to me and to my flesh be upon 
Babylon, shall the inhabitant of Zion 
say; and. My blood be upon the inhabit¬ 
ants of Chaldea, shall Jerusalem say. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord: Behold, 36 
I will plead thy cause, and take ven¬ 
geance for thee; and I will dry up her 
sea, and make her fountain dry. And 37 
Babylon shall become heaps, a dwelling 
place for jackals, an astonishment, and 
an hissing, without inhabitant. They 38 
shall roar together like young lions; they 
shall growl as lions’ whelps. When they 39 
are heated, I will make their feast, and 
I will make them drunken, that they 
may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, 
and not wake, saith the Lord. I will 40 
bring them down like lambs to the 
slaughter, like rams with he-goats. How 41 
is Sheshach taken! and the praise of the 
whole earth surprised! how is Babylon 
become 9 a desolation among the nations! 
The sea is come up upon Babylon: she 42 
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is covered with the x multitude of the 

43 waves thereof. Her cities are become 2 a 
desolation, a dry land, and a desert, a 
land wherein no man dwelleth, neither 

44 doth any son of man pass thereby. And 
I will 3 do judgement upon Bel in Bab¬ 
ylon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up; and the nations shall not flow to¬ 
gether any more unto him: yea, the wall 
of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst of 
her, and save yourselves every man from 

46 the fierce anger of the Lord. And let not 
your heart faint, neither fear ye for the 
rumour that shall be heard in the land; 
for a rumour shall come one year, and 
after that in another year shall come a 
rumour, and violence in the land, ruler 

47 against ruler. Therefore, behold, the 
days come, that I will do judgement 
upon the graven images of Babylon, and 
her whole land shall be ashamed; and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, and all 
that is therein, shall sing for joy over 
Babylon; for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the north, saith the Lord. 

49 4 As Babylon hath caused the slain of 
Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall fall 

50 the slain of all the 5 land. Ye that have 
escaped the sword, go ye, stand not 
still; remember the Lord from afar, and 

51 let Jerusalem come into your mind. We 
are ashamed, because we have heard 
reproach; confusion hath covered our 
faces: for strangers are come into the 

52 sanctuaries of the Lord’s house. Where¬ 
fore, behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will do judgement upon her 
graven images; and through all her land 

53 the wounded shall groan. Though Bab¬ 
ylon should mount up to heaven, and 
though she should fortify the height of 
her strength, yet from me shall spoilers 

54 come unto her, saith the Lord. The 
sound of a cry from Babylon, and of 
great destruction from the land of the 

55 Chaldeans! for the Lord spoileth Bab- 
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ylon, and destroyeth out of her the great 
voice; and their waves roar like many 
waters, the noise of their voice is uttered: 
for the spoiler is come upon her, even 56 
upon Babylon, and her mighty men are 
taken, their bows are broken in pieces: 
for the Lord is a God of recompences, 
he shall surely requite. And I will make 57 
drunk her princes and her wise men, her 
governors and her deputies, and her 
mighty men; and they shall sleep a per¬ 
petual sleep, and not wake, saith the 
King, whose name is the Lord of hosts. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts: 6 The 58 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
Overthrown, and her high gates shall 
be burned with fire; and the peoples 
shall labour for vanity, and the nations 
for the fire; and they shall be weary. 

The word which Jeremiah the prophet 59 
commanded Seraiah the son of Ncriah, 
the son of Mahseiah, when he went with 
Zedekiah the king of Judah to Babylon 
in the fourth year of his reign. Now 
Seraiah was 8 chief chamberlain. And 60 
Jeremiah wrote in °a book all the evil 
that should come upon Babylon, even 
all these words that are written concern¬ 
ing Babylon. And Jeremiah said to 61 
Seraiah, When thou comest to Babylon, 
U) then see that thou read all these words, 
and say, O Lord, thou hast spoken con- 62 
cerning this place, to cut it off, that none 
shall dwell therein, neither man nor 
beast, but that it shall be desolate for 
ever. And it shall be, when thou hast 63 
made an end of reading this book, that 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it 
into the midst of Euphrates: and thou 64 
shalt say. Thus shall Babylon sink, and 
shall not rise again because of the evil 
that I will bring 11 upon her: and they 
shall be weary. 

Thus far are the words of Jeremiah.

Her young children are gone into cap¬ 
tivity before the adversarjr.

And they are gone without strength be¬ 
fore the pursuer.

Behold, O Lord, my affliction; for the 
enemy hath magnified himself.

Concerning whom thou didot command 
that they should not enter into thy 
congregation. 

n All her people sigh, they seek bread;

See, O Lord, and behold; for I am 
become vile. 

12 Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass by? 
Behold, and see if there be any sorrow 

like unto my sorrow, which is done 
unto me, 

therewith the Lord hath afflicted me 
in the day of his fierce anger. 

13 From on high hath he sent fire into my 

bones, and it prevaileth against them: 
He hath spread a net for my feet, he 
hath turned me back; 

He hath made me desolate and faint all 
the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions is bound 

by his hand; 

They are knit together, they are come 
up upon my neck; he hath made my 
strength to Tail: 

The Lord hath delivered me into their 
hands, 5 against whom I am not able 
to stand.

Hear, I pray you, all ye peoples, and 
behold my sorrow: 

My virgins and my young men are gone 
into captivity. 

I called for my lovers, but they deceived 19 
me: 

My priests and mine elders gave up the 
ghost in the city. 

While they sought them meat to refresh 
their souls. 

Behold, O Lord; for I am in distress; 20 
my bowels are troubled; 

Mine heart is turned within me; for I 
have grievously rebelled: 

Abroad the sword bereaveth, at home 
there is as death. 

They have heard that I sigh; there is 21 
none to comfort me; 

All mine enemies have heard of my 
trouble; they are glad that thou hast 
done it: 

Thou wilt bring the day that thou hast 
proclaimed, and they shall be like 
unto me. 

Let all their wickedness come before 22 
thee; 

And do unto them, as thou hast done 
unto me for all my transgressions:

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all the 
habitations of Jacob, and hath not 
pitied; 

He hath thrown down in liis wrath the 
strong holds of the daughter of Judah; 
He hath brought them down to the 
ground: 

He hath profaned the kingdom and the 
princes thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in fierce anger 1 all the 
horn of Israel; 

He hath drawn back his right hand from 
before the enemy: 

And he hath burned up Jacob like a 
flaming fire, which devourcth round 
about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an enemy, he 
hath stood with his right hand as an 
adversary, 

And hath slain all that were pleasant to 
the eye: 

2 In the tent of the daughter of Zion he 
hath poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord is become as an enemy, he 
hath swallowed up Israel; 

He hath swallowed up ail her palaces, 
he hath destroyed his strong holds: 
And he hath multiplied in the daughter 
of Judah mourning and lamentation. 
6 And lie hath violently taken away his 
Tabernacle, as if it were of a garden; 
He hath destroyed his place of assembly: 
The Lord hath caused 4 solemn assembly 
and sabbath to be forgotten in Zion, 
And hath despised in the indignation of 
his anger the king and the priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, he hath 
abhorred his sanctuary, 

He hath given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces:

They have made a noise in the house of 
the Lord, as in the day of a solemn 
assembly. 

The Lord hath purposed to destroy the 8 
wall of the daughter of Zion; 

He hath stretched out the line, he hath 
not withdrawn his hand from de¬ 
stroying : 

But he hath made the rampart and wall 
to lament; they languish together. 

Her gates are sunk into the ground; 9 
he hath destroyed and broken her 
bars: 

Her king and her princes are among the 
nations where the law is not; 

Yea, her prophets find no vision from 
the Lord. 

The elders of the daughter of Zion sit 10 
upon the ground, they keep silence; 

They have cast up dust upon their 
heads; they have girded themselves 
with sackcloth: 

The virgins of Jerusalem hang down 
their heads to the ground. 

Aline eyes do fail with tears, my bow'ds II 
are troubled,

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THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET 


EZEKIEL 


1 NOW it came to pass in the thirtieth 
year, in the fourth month , in the fifth 
day of the month, as I was among the 
1 captives by the river Chebar, that the 
heavens were opened, and I saw visions 
2 of God. In the fifth day of the month, 
which was the fifth year of king Jehoi- 
3 achin’s captivity, the word of the Lord 
came expressly unto Ezekiel the priest, 
the son of Buzi, in the land of the Chal¬ 
deans by the river Chebar; and the hand 
4 of the Lord was there upon him. And 
I looked, and, behold, a stormy wind 
came out of the north, a great cloud, v/ith 
a fire Enfolding itself, and a brightness 
round about it, and out of the midst 
thereof J as the colour of 4 ambcr, out of 
5 the midst of the fire. And out of the 
midst thereof came the likeness of four 
living creatures. And this was their ap¬ 
pearance ; they had the likeness of a man.

7 against thee; behold, it comcth. x Thy 
doom is come unto thee, O inhabitant 
of the land: the time is come, the day is 
near; a day of tumult, and not of joyful 

8 shoudng, ^upon the mountains. Now 
will I shortly pour out my fury upon 
thee, and accomplish mine anger against 
thee, and will judge thee according to 
thy ways; and I will bring upon thee all 

9 thine abominations. And mine eye shall 
not spare, neidier will I have pity: 1 will 
bring upon thee according to thy ways, 
and thine abominations shall be in the 
midst of thee; and ye shall know that I 

10 the Lord do smite. Behold, the day, 
behold, it cometh: thy doom is gone 
forth; the rod hath blossomed, pride 

11 hath budded. Violence is risen up into 
a rod of wickedness; 3 none of them shall 
remain , nor of their multitude, nor of 
their wealth: neither shall there be 4 emin- 

12 ency among them. The time is come, 
the day draweth near: let not the buyer 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn: for wTath 

13 is upon all the multitude thereof. For 
the seller shall not return to that which 
is sold, Although they be yet alive: for 
the vision is touching the whole multi¬ 
tude thereof, 6 none shall return; neither 
shall any strengthen himself 7 in the ini- 

14 quity of his life. They have blown the 
trumpet, and have made all ready; but 
none goeth to the battle: for my wrath 

15 is upon all the multitude thereof. The 
sword is without, and the pestilence and 
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the famine within: he that is in the field 
shall die with the sword; and he that is 
in the city, famine and pestilence shall 
devour him. But they that escape of 16 
them shall escape, and shall be on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, all 
of them mourning, every one in his ini¬ 
quity. All hands shall be feeble, and all 17 
knees shall be w r eak as water. They shall 18 
also gird themselves with sackcloth, and 
horror shall cover them; and shame shall 
be upon all faces, and baldness upon all 
their heads. They shall cast their silver 19 
in the streets, and their gold shall be as 
an unclean thing; their silver and their 
gold shall not be able to deliver them in 
the day of the wrath of the Lord ; they 
shall not satisfy their souls, neither fill 
their bowels: because it hath been the 
stumblingblock of their iniquity. As for 20 
the beauty of his ornament, 8 he set it in 
majesty: but they made the images of 
their abominations and their detestable 
things ^therein: therefore have I made 
it unto them as an unclean thing. And 21 
I will give it into the hands of the stran¬ 
gers for a prey, and to the wicked of the 
earth for a spoil; and they shall profane 
it. My face will I turn also from them, 22 
and they shall profane my I0 secret place : 
and robbers shall enter into it, and pro¬ 
fane it. Make the chain: for the land is 23 
full of n bloody crimes, and the city is 
full of violence. Wherefore I will bring 24 
the worst of the heathen, and they shall 
possess their houses: I will also make the 
pride of the strong to cease; and I2 their 
holy places shall be profaned. n Dcstruc- 25 
tion comcth; and they shall seek peace, 
and there shall be none.

The king shall mourn, and 27 
the prince shall be clothed with desola¬ 
tion, and the hands of the people of the 
land shall be troubled: I will do unto

AND it came to pass in the sixth 
year, in the sixth month , in the fifth 
day of the month, as I sat in mine house, 
and the elders of Judah sat before me, 
that the hand of the Lord God fell there 

2 upon me. Then I beheld, and, lo, a 
likeness as the appearance of fire; from 
the appearance of his loins and down¬ 
ward, fire: and from his loins and up¬ 
ward, as the appearance of brightness, 

3 *as the colour of amber. And he put 
forth the form of an hand, and took me 
by a lock of mine head; and the spirit 
lifted me up between the earth and the 
heaven, and brought me in the visions 
of God to Jerusalem, to the door of the 
gate of the inner court that looketh to¬ 
ward the north; where was the seat of 
the image of jealousy, which provoketh 

4 to jealousy. And, behold, the glory of 
the God of Israel was there, according to 
the 2 appearance that I saw in the plain. 

5 Then said he unto me. Son of man, lift 
up thine eyes now the way toward the 
north. So I lifted up mine eyes the way 
toward the north, and behold northward 
of the gate of the altar this image of 

6 jealousy in the entry. And he said unto 
me. Son of man, seest thou what they 
do? even the great abominations that the 
house of Israel do commit here, 3 tliat I 
should go far off from my sanctuary? 
but 4 thou shalt again see yet other great 

7 abominations. And he brought me to 
the door of the court; and when I 

8 looked, behold a hole in the wall. Then 
said he unto me. Son of man, dig now in 
the wall: and when I had digged in the 

9 wall, behold a door. And he said unto 
me. Go in, and see the wicked abomina- 

10 tions that they do here. So I went in 
and saw; and behold every form of 
creeping things, and abominable beasts, 
and all the idols of the house of Israel, 
pourtrayed upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them seventy 
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men of the elders of the house of Israel, 
and in the midst of them stood Jaaz- 
aniah the son of Shaphan, with every 
man his censer in his hand; and the 
odour of the cloud of incense went up. 
Then said he unto me. Son of man, hast 12 
thou seen what the elders of the house of 
Israel do in the dark, every man in his 
chambers of imagery? for they say. The 
Lord seeth us not; the Lord hath for¬ 
saken the 5 earth. He said also unto me, 13 
Thou shalt again see yet other great 
abominations which they do. Then he 14 
brought me to the door of the gate of 
the Lord’s house which was toward the 
north; and behold, there sat the women 
weeping for Tammuz. Then said he un- 15 
to me. Hast thou seen this , O son of man? 
thou shalt again see yet greater abo¬ 
minations than these. And he brought 16 
me into the inner court of the Lord’s 
house, and behold, at the door of the 
temple of the Lord, between the porch 
and the altar, were about five and twenty 
men, with their backs toward the temple 
of the Lord, and their faces toward the 
east; and they worshipped the sun to¬ 
ward the east. Then he said unto me, 17 
Hast thou seen this, O son of man? Is it 
a light thing to the house of Judah that 
they commit the abominations which 
they commit here? for they have filled 
the land with violence, and have turned 
again to provoke me to anger: and, lo, 
they put the branch to their nose. There- 18 
fore will I also deal in fury: mine eye 
shall not spare, neither will I have pity: 
and though they cry in mine ears with 
a loud voice, yet will I not hear them. 
THEN he cried in mine cars with a 
loud voice, saying, 6 Cause ye them 
that have charge over the city to draw 
near, every man with his destroying 
weapon in his hand. And behold, six 2 
men came from the way of the upper 
gate, which lieth toward the north, every 
man with his Slaughter weapon in his 
hand; and one man in the midst of them 
clothed in linen, with a writer’s inkhorn 
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*by his side. And they went in, and 

3 stood beside the brasen altar. And the 
glory of the God of Israel was gone up 
from the cherub, whereupon it was, to 
the threshold of the house: and he called 
to the man clothed in linen, which had 

4 the writer’s inkhorn *by his side. And 
the Lord said unto him. Go through the 
midst of the city, through the midst of 
Jerusalem, and set a mark upon the fore¬ 
heads of the men that sigh and that cry 
for all the abominations that be done in 

5 the midst thereof. And to the others he 
said in mine hearing, Go ye through the 
city after him, and smite: let not your 

6 eye spare, neither have ye pity: slay 
2 utterly the old man, the young man 
and the maiden, and little children and 
women: but come not near any man 
upon whom is the mark; and begin at 
my sanctuary. Then they began at the 
3 ancient men which were before the 

7 house. And he said unto them. Defile 
the house, and fill the courts with the 
slain: go ye forth. And they went forth, 

8 and smote in the city. And it came to 
pass, while they were smiting, and I was 
left, that I fell upon my face, and cried, 
and said. Ah Lord God! wilt thou de¬ 
stroy all the residue of Israel in thy 
pouring out of thy fury upon Jerusalem? 

9 Then said he unto me. The iniquity of 
the house of Israel and Judah is exceed¬ 
ing great, and the land is full of blood, 
and the city full of 4 wresting of judge¬ 
ment: for they say, The Lord hath for¬ 
saken the s earth, and the Lord seeth 

10 not. And as for me also, mine eye shall 
not spare, neither will I have pity, but 
I will bring their way upon their head. 

11 And behold, the man clothed in linen, 
which had the inkhorn by his side, re¬ 
ported the matter, saying, I have done 
as thou hast commanded me. 

THEN I looked, and behold, in 
the firmament that was over the 
head of the cherubim, there appeared 
above them as it were a sapphire stone, 
as the appearance of the likeness of a \ 
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throne. And he spake unto the man 2 
clothed in linen, and said. Go in be¬ 
tween the whirling wheels , even under 
the cherub, and fill both thine hands 
with coals of fire from between the 
cherubim, and 6 scatter them over the 
city. And he went in in my sight. Now 3 
the cherubim stood on the right side 
of the house, when the man went in; and 
the cloud filled the inner court. And the 4 
glory of the Lord mounted up from the 
cherub, and stood over the threshold of 
the house; and the house was filled with 
the cloud, and the court was full of the 
brightness of the Lord’s glory. And the 5 
sound of the wings of the cherubim was 
heard even to the outer court, as the voice 
of 7 God Almighty when he speaketh. 
And it came to pass, when he command- 6 
ed the man clothed in linen, saying. 
Take fire from between the whirling 
wheels , from between the cherubim, that 
he went in, and stood beside a wheel. 
And the cherub stretched forth his hand 7 
from between the cherubim unto the 
fire that was between the cherubim, and 
took thereof ’, and put it into the hands of 
him that was clothed in linen, who took 
it and went out. And there appeared in 8 
the cherubim the form of a man’s hand 
under their wings. And I looked, and 9 
behold, four wheels beside the cheru¬ 
bim, one wheel beside one cherub, and 
another wheel beside another cherub: 
and the appearance of the wheels was 
as the colour of a 8 beryl stone. And as 10 
for their appearance, they four had one 
likeness, as if a wheel had been 9 within 
a wheel. When they went, they went 11 
10 upon their four sides: they turned not 
as they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked they followed it; they 
turned not as they went. And their 12 
whole body, and their backs, and their 
hands, and their wings, and the wheels, 
were full of eyes round about, even the 
wheels that they four had. As for the 13 
wheels, they were called in my hearing, 
the whirling wheels . And every one had 14 
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four faces: the first face was the face of 
the cherub, and the second face was the 
face of a man, and the third the face of 
a lion, and the fourth the face of an 

15 eagle. And the cherubim mounted up: 
this is the living creature that I saw by 

16 the river Chebar. And when the cheru¬ 
bim went, the wheels went beside them: 
and when the cherubim lifted up their 
wings to mount up from the earth, the 
wheels also turned not from beside them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and when 
they mounted up, these mounted up 
with them: for the spirit r of the living 

18 creature was in them. And the glory of 
the Lord went forth from over the thres¬ 
hold of the house, and stood over the 

19 cherubim. And the cherubim lifted up 
their wings, and mounted up from the 
earth in my sight when they went forth, 
and the wheels 2 beside them: and they 
stood at the door of the east gate of the 
Lord’s house; and the glory of the God 

20 of Israel was over them above. This is 
the living creature that I saw under the 
God of Israel by the river Chebar; and 

21 I knew that they were cherubim. Every 
one had four faces apiece, and every one 
four wings; and the likeness of the hands 

22 of a man was under their wings. And as 
for the likeness of their faces, they were 
the faces which I saw by the river Che¬ 
bar, their appearances and themselves; 
they went every one straight forward. 

MOREOVER the spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the east 
gate of the Lord’s house, which looketh 
eastward: and behold, at the door of the 
gate five and twenty men; and I saw in 
the midst of them Jaazaniah the son of 
Azzur, and Pelatiah the son of Benaiah, 

2 princes of the people. And he said unto 
me. Son of man, these are the men that 
devise iniquity, and that give wicked 

3 counsel in this city: which say, 3 The 
time is not near to build houses: this 
city is the caldron, and we be the flesh. 

4 Therefore prophesy against them, pro- 

5 phesy, O son of man. And the spirit of 
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the Lord fell upon me, and he said unto 
me. Speak, Thus saith the Lord: Thus 
have ye said, O house of Israel; for I 
know the things that come into your 
mind. Ye have multiplied your slain in 6 
this city, and ye have filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. Therefore thus 7 
saith the Lord God: Your slain whom 
ye have laid in the midst of it, they are 
the flesh, and this dry is the caldron: but 
*ye shall be brought forth out of the 
midst of it. Ye have feared the sword; 8 
and I will bring the sword upon you, 
saith the Lord God. And I will bring 9 
you forth out of the midst thereof, and 
deliver you into the hands of strangers, 
and will execute judgements among you. 

Ye shall fall by the sword; I will judge 10 
you in the border of Israel; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. This city 11 
shall not be your caldron, neither shall 
ye be the flesh in the midst thereof; I 
will judge you in the border of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord: 12 
for ye have not walked in my statutes, 
neither have ye executed my j udgements, 
but have done after the Ordinances of 
the nations that arc round about you. 
And it came to pass, when I prophesied, 13 
that Pelatiah the son of Benaiah died. 
Then fell I down upon my face, and 
cried with a loud voice, and said, Ah 
Lord God ! wilt thou make a full end of 
the remnant of Israel? 

And the word of the Lord came unto 14 
me, saying. Son of man, thy brethren, 15 
even thy brethren, the men of thy 6 kin- 
dred, and all the house of Israel, all of 
them, are they unto whom the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem have said. Get you far 
from the Lord ; unto us is this land given 
for a possession: therefore say. Thus 16 
saith the Lord God: Whereas I have re¬ 
moved them far off among the nations, 
and whereas I have scattered them a- 
mong the countries, 7 yet will I be to 
them a sanctuary for a little while in the 
countries where they are come. There- 17 
fore say. Thus saith the Lord God: I 
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will gather you from the peoples, and 
assemble you out of the countries where 
ye have been scattered, and I will give 

18 you the land of Israel. And they shall 
come thither, and they shall take away 
all the detestable things thereof and all 
the abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, and I 
will put a new spirit within you; and 
I will take the stony heart out of their 
flesh, and will give them an heart of flesh: 

20 that they may walk in my statutes, and 
keep mine ordinances, and do them: and 
they shall be my people, and I will be 

21 their God. But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their detest¬ 
able things and their abominations, I 
will bring their way upon their own 

22 heads, saith the Lord God. Then did 
the cherubim lift up their wings, and the 
wheels were ‘beside them; and the glory 
of the God of Israel was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went up from 
the midst of the city, and stood upon the 
mountain which is on the east side of the 

24 city. And the spirit lifted me up, and 
brought me in the vision by the spirit of 
God into Chaldea, to them of the cap¬ 
tivity. So the vision that I had seen 

25 went up from me. Then I spake unto 
them of the captivity all the things that 
the Lord had shewed me. 

THE word of the Lord also came 
unto me, saying. Son of man, 
thou dwellest in the midst of the rebel¬ 
lious house, which have eyes to see, and 
see not, which have ears to hear, and 
hear not; for they are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare 
thee stuff for ^removing, and remove by 
day in their sight; and thou shalt remove 
from thy place to another place in their 
sight: it may be they will 3 consider, 

4 though they be a rebellious house. And 
thou shalt bring forth thy stuff by day 
in their sight, as stuff for ^removing: and 
thou shalt go forth thyself at even in 
their sight, as when men go forth into 

5 exile. Dig thou through the wall in their 

6 sight, and carry out thereby. In their 
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sight shalt thou bear it upon thy shoul¬ 
der, and carry it forth in the dark; thou 
shalt cover thy face, that thou see not the 
ground: for I have set thee for a sign 
unto the house of Israel. And I did so 7 
as I was commanded: I brought forth 
my stuff by day, as stuff for removing, 
and in the even I digged through the 
wall with mine hand; I brought it forth 
in the dark, and bare it upon my shoul¬ 
der in their sight. And in the morning 8 
came the word of the Lord unto me, 
saying. Son of man, hath not the house 9 
of Israel, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee, What docst thou? Say thou unto 10 
them, Thus saith the Lord God: This 
4 burden concemeth the prince in Jeru¬ 
salem, and all the house of Israel 5 among 
whom they are. Say, I am your sign: 11 
like as I have done, so shall it be done 
unto them: they shall go into exile, into 
captivity. And the prince that is among 12 
them shall bear upon his shoulder in the 
dark, and shall go forth: they shall dig 
through the wall to carry out thereby: 
he shall cover his face, because he shall 
not see the °ground with his eyes. My 13 
net also will I spread upon him, and he 
shall be taken in my snare: and I will 
bring him to Babylon to the land of the 
Chaldeans; yet shall he not see it, though 
he shall die there. And I will scatter to- 14 
ward every wind all that are round about 
him to help him, and all his bands; and 
I will draw out the sword after them. 
And they shall know that I am the Lord, i 5 
when I shall disperse them among the 
nations, and scatter them through the 
countries. But I will leave a few men of 16 
them from the sword, from the famine, 
and from the pestilence; that they may 
declare all their abominations among 
the nations whither they come; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

Moreover the word of the Lord came 17 
to me, saying. Son of man, eat thy bread 18 
with quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness; and say 19 
unto the people of the land, Thus saith 
the Lord God concerning the inhabit- 
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ants of Jerusalem, and the lan d of Israel: 
They shall eat their bread with careful¬ 
ness, and drink their water with astonish¬ 
ment, that her land may be desolate from 
J all that is therein, because of the violence 

20 of all them that dwell therein. And the 
cities that are inhabited shall be laid 
waste, and the land shall be a desolation; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

21 And the word of the Lord came unto 

22 me, saying. Son of man, what is this 
proverb that ye have in the land of 
Israel, saying. The days are prolonged, 

23 and every vision faileth ? Tell them there¬ 
fore, Thus saith the Lord God: I will 
make this proverb to cease, and they 
shall no more use it as a proverb in 
Israel; but say unto them, The days are 
at hand, and the 2 effect of every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any vain 
vision nor flattering divination within 

25 the house of Israel. For I am the Lord; 
I will speak, and the word that I shall 
speak shall be performed; it shall be no 
more deferred: for in your days, O re¬ 
bellious house, will I speak the word, 
and will perform it, saith the Lord God. 

26 Again the word of the Lord came to 

27 me, saying, Son of man, behold, they of 
the house of Israel say. The vision that 
he sceth is for many days to come, and 
he prophesieth of times that arc far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord God : There shall none of my 
words be deferred any more, but the 
word which I shall speak shall be per¬ 
formed, saith the Lord God. 

AND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying. Son of man, pro¬ 
phesy against the prophets of Israel that 
prophesy, and say thou unto them that 
prophesy out of their own heart. Hear 

3 ye the word of the Lord; Thus saith the 
Lord God: Woe unto the foolish pro¬ 
phets, that follow their own spirit, 3 and 

4 have seen nothing! O Israel, thy pro¬ 
phets have been like foxes in the waste 

5 places. Ye have not gone up into the 
4 gaps, neither made up the fence for the 
house of Israel, to stand in the battle in 
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the day of the Lord. They have seen 6 
vanity and lying divination, that say, 
The Lord saith; and the Lord hath not 
sent them: and they 5 have made men to 
hope that the word should be confirmed. 
Have ye not seen a vain vision, and have 7 
ye not spoken a lying divination, where¬ 
as ye say, The Lord saith; albeit I have 
not spoken? 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 8 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and seen 
lies, therefore, behold, I am against you, 
saith the Lord God. And mine hand 9 
shall be against the prophets that see 
vanity, and that divine lies: they shall 
not be in the 6 council of my people, 
neither shall they be written in the 
7 writing of the house of Israel, neither 
shall they enter into the land of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord 
God. Because, even because they have 10 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; and 
there is no peace; and when one buildeth 
up 8 a wall, behold, they daub it with 
untempered mortar : say unto them which 11 
daub it with untempered mortar , that it 
shall fall: there shall be an overflowing 
shower; and ye, O great hailstones, shall 
fall; and a stormy wind shall rend it. 
Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it not 12 
be said unto you, W T here is the daubing 
wherewith ye have daubed it? There- 13 
fore thus saith the Lord God ; I will even 
rend it with a stormy wind in my fury; 
and there shall be an overflowing shower 
in mine anger, and great hailstones in 
fury to consume it. So will I break down 14 
the wall that ye have daubed with un- 
tempered mortar y and bring it down to 
the ground, so that the foundation there¬ 
of shall be discovered: and it shall fall, 
and ye shall be consumed in the midst 
thereof; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. Thus will I accomplish my fury 15 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered mortar; and 
I will say unto you. The wall is no more, 
neither they that daubed it; to wt> the 16 
prophets of Israel which prophesy con¬ 
cerning Jerusalem, and which see visions 
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of peace for her, and there is no peace, 
saith the Lord God. 

17 And thou, son of man, set thy face 
against the daughters of thy people, 
which prophesy out of their own heart; 

18 and prophesy thou against them, and 
say. Thus saith the Lord God: Woe to 
the women that sew pillows upon all 
Elbows, and make kerchiefs for the head 
of persons of every stature to hunt souls! 
2 Will ye hunt the souls of my people, 

19 and save souls alive 3 for yourselves? And 
ye have profaned me among my people 
for handfuls of barley and for pieces of 
bread, to slay the souls that should not 
die, and to save the souls alive that 
should not live, by your lying to my peo- 

20 pie that hearken unto lies. Wherefore 
thus saith the Lord God: Behold, I am 
against your pillows, 4 wherewith ye there 
hunt the souls 5 to make them fly, and I 
will tear them from your arms; and I 
will let the souls go, even the souls that 

21 ye hunt 5 to make them fly. Your ker¬ 
chiefs also will I tear, and deliver my 
people out of your hand, and they shall 
be no more in your hand to be hunted; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

22 Because with lies ye have grieved the 
heart of the righteous, whom I have not 
made sad; and strengthened the hands 
of the wicked, that he should not return 
from his wicked way, 6 and be saved 

23 alive: therefore ye shall no more see 
vanity, nor divine divinations: and I 
will deliver my people out of your hand; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

THEN came certain of the elders 
of Israel unto me, and sat before 

2 me. And the word of the Lord came 

3 unto me, saying. Son of man, these men 
have 7 takcn their idols into their heart, 
and put the stumblingblock of their ini¬ 
quity before their face: should I be in- 

4 quired of at all by them? Therefore 
speak unto them, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God: Every man 
of the house of Israel that taketh his 
idols into his heart, and putteth the 


stumblingblock of his iniquity before his 
face, and cometh to the prophet; I the 
Lord will answer him 8 thercin accord¬ 
ing to the multitude of his idols; that I 5 
may take the house of Israel in their own 
heart, because they arc all estranged 
from me through their idols. Therefore 6 
say unto the house of Israel, Thus saith 
the Lord God: Return yc, and turn 
yourselves from your idols; and turn 
away your faces from all your abomina¬ 
tions. For every one of the house of 7 
Israel, or of the strangers that sojourn 
in Israel, which separateth himself from 
me, and taketh his idols into his heart, 
and putteth the stumblingblock of his 
iniquity before his face, and cometh to 
the prophet to inquire Tor himself of 
me; I the Lord will answer him by my¬ 
self: and I will set my face against that 8 
man, and will make him an astonish¬ 
ment, for a sign and a proverb, and I 
will cut him off from die midst of my 
people; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. And if the prophet be 10 deceived 9 
and speaketh a word, I the Lord have 
deceived that prophet, and I will stretch 
out my hand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people Israel. 
And they shall bear u thcir iniquity: the 10 
iniquity of the prophet shall be even as 
the iniquity of him that secketh unto him; 
that the house of Israel may go no more 11 
astray from me, neither defile them¬ 
selves any more with all their trans¬ 
gressions ; but that they may be my peo¬ 
ple, and I may be their God, saith the 
Lord God. 

And the word of the Lord came unto 12 
me, saying. Son of man, when a land 13 
sinneth against me by committing a tres¬ 
pass, and I stretch out mine hand upon 
it, and break the staff of the bread there¬ 
of, and send famine upon it, and cut off 
from it man and beast; though these 14 
three men, Noah, Daniel, and Job, were 
in it, they should deliver but their own 
souls by their righteousness, saith the 
Lord God. If I cause noisome beasts to 15 
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pass through the land, and they 1 spoil it, 
so that it be desolate, that no man may 
pass through because of the beasts; 

16 though these three men were in it, as I 
live, saith the Lord God, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters; they 
only shall be delivered, but the land shall 

17 be desolate. Or if I bring a sword upon 
that land, and say, 2 Sword, go through 
the land; so that I cut off from it man 

18 and beast ; though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daughters, 
but they only shall be delivered them- 

19 selves. Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury upon it 
in blood, to cut off from it man and 

20 beast: though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord God, 
they shall deliver neither son nor daugh¬ 
ter; they shall but deliver their own souls 

21 by their righteousness. For thus saith 
the Lord Gon: How much more when 
I send my four sore judgements upon 
Jerusalem, the sword, and the famine, 
and the noisome beasts, and the pesti¬ 
lence, to cut off from it man and beast? 

22 Yet, behold, therein shall be left 3 a 
remnant that shall be carried forth, both 
sons and daughters: behold, they shall 
come forth unto you, and ye shall see 
their way and their doings: and ye shall 
be comforted concerning the evil that I 
have brought upon Jerusalem, even con¬ 
cerning all that I have brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you, when ye see 
their way and their doings: and ye shall 
know that I have not done 4 without 
cause all that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord God. 

AND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, Son of man, 
what is the vine tree more than any tree, 
the vine branch which S is among the 

3 trees of the forest? Shall wood be taken 
thereof to make any work? or will men 
take a pin of it to hang any vessel there- 

4 on? Behold, it is cast into the fire for 
fuel: the fire hath devoured both the 


ends of it, and the midst of it is burned; 
is it profitable for any work? Behold, 5 
when it was whole, it was 6 meet for no 
work: how much less, when the fire hath 
devoured it, and it is burned, shall it yet 
be 6 meet for any work? Therefore thus 6 
saith the Lord God: As the vine tree 
among the trees of the forest, which I 
have given to the fire for fuel, so 7 will I 
give the inhabitants of Jerusalem. And 7 
I will set my face against them; they 
8 shail go forth from the fire, but the fire 
shall devour them; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I set my face 
against them. And I will make the land 8 
desolate, because they have committed 
a trespass, saith the Lord God. 

AGAIN the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying. Son of 2 
man, cause Jerusalem to know her abo¬ 
minations, and say. Thus saith the Lord 3 
God unto Jerusalem: 9 Thy birth and 
thy nativity is of the land of the Ca- 
naanite; the Amorite was thy father, 
and thy mother was an Hittite. And as 4 
for thy nativity, in the day thou wast 
born thy navel was not cut, neither wast 
thou washed in water to cleanse thee; 
thou wast not salted at all, nor swaddled 
at all. None eye pitied thee, to do any 5 
of these unto thee, to have compassion 
upon thee; but thou wast cast out in the 
open field, for that thy person was ab¬ 
horred, in the day that thou wast bom. 
And when I passed by thee, and saw 6 
thee weltering in thy blood, I said unto 
thee. Though thou art in thy blood, live; 
yea, I said unto thee. Though thou art in 
thy blood, live. I I0 caused thee to multiply 7 
as the bud of the field, and thou didst in¬ 
crease and wax great, and thou attainedst 
to 1 Excellent ornament; thy breasts were 
fashioned, and thine hair was grown; yet 
thou wast naked and bare. Now when I 8 
passed by thee, and looked upon thee, be¬ 
hold, thy time was the time of love; and I 
spread my skirt over thee, and covered

Moreover thou hast 
taken thy sons and thy daughters, whom 
thou hast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be de¬ 
voured. Were thy whoredoms a small 

21 matter, that thou hast slain my children, 
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and delivered them up, in 5 causing them 
to pass through the fire unto them? And 22 
in all thine abominations and thy whore¬ 
doms thou hast not remembered the 
days of thy youth, when thou wast naked 
and bare, and wast weltering in thy 
blood. And it is come to pass after all 23 
thy wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord God,) that thou hast built 24 
unto dice 6 an eminent place, and hast 
made thee a lofty place in every street.

As I live, saith the Lord God, 16 
surely in the place where the king dwcll- 
eth that made him king, whose oath he 
despised, and whose covenant he brake, 
even with him in the midst of Babylon 
he shall die. Neither shall Pharaoh with 17 
his mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, when they cast 
up mounts and build forts, to cut off 
many persons. For he hath despised the 18 
oath by breaking the covenant; and be¬ 
hold, he had given his hand, and yet 
hath done all these things; he shall not 
escape. Therefore thus saith the Lord 19 
God : As I live, surely mine oath that he 
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hath despised, and my covenant that he 
hath broken, I will even bring it upon 

20 his own head. And I will spread my 
net upon him, and he shall be taken in 
my snare, and I will bring him to Bab¬ 
ylon, and will plead with him there for 
his trespass that he hath trespassed a- 

21 gainst me. And till his fugitives in all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and they 
that remain shall be scattered toward 
every wind: and ye shall know that I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

22 Thus saith the Lord God : I will also 
take of the lofty top of the cedar, and 
will set it; I will crop off from the top¬ 
most of his young twigs a tender one, 
and I will plant it upon an high mount- 

23 ain and eminent: in the mountain of 
the height of Israel will I plant it: and 
it shali bring forth boughs, and bear 
fruit, and be a goodly cedar: and under 
it shall dwell all fowl of every wing; in 
the shadow of the branches thereof shall 

24 they dwell. And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the Lord have brought 
down the high tree, have exalted the low 
tree, have dried up the green tree, and 
have made the dry tree to flourish: I the 
Lord have spoken and have done it. 

THE word of the Lord came un¬ 
to me again, saying. What mean 
ye, that ye use this proverb Concerning 
the land of Israel, saying, The fathers 
have eaten sour grapes, and the chil- 

3 dren’s teeth are set on edge? As I live, 
saith the Lord God, ye shall not have 
occasion any more to use this proverb in 

4 Israel. Behold, all souls are mine; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul of the 
son is mine: the soul that sinneth, it 
shall die. But if a man be just, and do 
Chat which is lav/ful and right, and hath 
not eaten upon the mountains, neither 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols of the 
house of Israel, neither hath defiled his 
neighbour’s wife, neither hath come near 

7 to a woman in her separation; and hath 
not wronged any, but hath restored to 
the debtor his pledge, hath spoiled none 
by violence, hath given his bread to the 


i 3 , 20 

hungry, and hath covered the naked with 
a garment; he that hath not given forth 8 
upon usury, neither hath taken any in¬ 
crease, that hath withdrawn his hand 
from iniquity, hath executed true judge¬ 
ment between man and man, hath walked 9 
in my statutes, and hath kept my judge¬ 
ments, to deal truly; he is just, lie shall 
surely live, saith the Lord God. If he 10 
beget a son that is a robber, a sliedder 
of blood, and 3 tlxat doeth any one of 
these tilings, and that doeth not any of 11 
those duties , but even hath eaten upon 
the mountains, and defiled liis neigh¬ 
bour’s wife, hath wronged the poor and 12 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, hath 
not restored the pledge, and hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols, hatli committed 
abomination, hath given forth upon 13 
usury, and hath taken increase: shall he 
then live? he shall not live: he hath done 
all these abominations: he shall surely 
4 dic; his blood shall be upon him. Now, 14 
lo, if he beget a son, that seetli all his 
father’s sins, which he hath done, and 
5 feareth, and doeth not such like, that 15 
hatli not eaten upon the mountains, 
neither hath lifted up his eyes to the 
idols of the house of Israel, hath not 
defiled liis neighbour's wife, neither 16 
hath wronged any, hath not taken aught 
to pledge, neither hath spoiled by vio¬ 
lence, but hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked 
with a garment, that hath withdrawn his 17 
hand from the poor, that hath not re¬ 
ceived usury nor increase, hath executed 
my judgements, hath walked in my sta¬ 
tutes ; he shall not die for the iniquity of 
his father, he shall surely five. As for liis 18 
father, because he cruelly oppressed, 
spoiled his brother by violence, and did 
that which is not good among his people, 
behold, he shall die 6 in his iniquity. Yet 19 
say ye. Wherefore doth not the son bear 
the iniquity of the father? When the son 
hath done that which is lawful and right, 
and hath kept all my statutes, and hath 
done them, he shall surely live. The 20 
soul that sinneth, it shall die: the son 
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shall not bear the iniquity of the father, 
neither shall the father bear the iniquity 
of the son; the righteousness of the 
righteous shall be upon him, and the 
wickedness of the wicked shall be upon 

21 him. But if the wicked turn from all his 
sins that he hath committed, and keep 
all my statutes, and do that which is law¬ 
ful and right, he shall surely live, he shall 

22 not die. None of his transgressions that 
he hath committed shall be remembered 
against him: in his righteousness that he 

23 hath done he shall live. Have I any 
pleasure in the death of the wicked? 
saith the Lord God : and not rather that 
he should return from his way, and live? 

24 But when the righteous turncth away 
f rom his righteousness, and committeth 
iniquity, and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the wicked man doeth, 
shall he live? None of his righteous deeds 
that he hath done shall be remembered: 
in his trespass that he hath trespassed, 
and in his sin that he hath sinned, in 

25 them shall he die. Yet ye say. The way 
of the Lord is not equal. Hear now, O 
house of Israel: Is not my way equal? 

26 are not your ways unequal? When the 
righteous man turneth away from his 
righteousness, and committeth iniquity, 
‘and dieth therein; 3 in his iniquity that 

27 he hath done shall he die. Again, when 
the wicked man turneth away from his 
wickedness that he hath committed, and 
doeth that which is lawful and right, he 

28 shall save his soul alive. Because he con- 
sidereth, and turneth away from all his 
transgressions that he hath committed, 
he shall surely live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The way 
of the Lord is not equal. O house of 
Israel, are not my ways equal? are not 

30 your ways unequal? Therefore I will 
judge you, O house of Israel, every one 
according to his ways, saith the Lord 
God. Return ye, and turn yourselves 
from all your transgressions; 4 so iniquity 

31 shall not be your s ruin. Cast away from 
you all your transgressions, wherein ye 
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have transgressed; and make you a new 
heart and a new spirit: for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel? For I have no 32 
pleasure in the death of him that dieth, 
saith the Lord God: wherefore turn 
yourselves, and live. 

MOREOVER, take thou up a 
lamentation for the princes of 
Israel, and say. What was thy mother? 2 
A lioness: she couched among lions, 
in the midst of the young lions she 
nourished her whelps. And she brought 3 
up one of her whelps; he became a young 
lion: and he learned to catch the prey, 
he devoured men. The nations also 4 
heard of him; he was taken in their pit: 
and they brought him with hooks unto 
the land of Egypt. Now when she saw 5 
that she had waited, and her hope was 
lost, then she took another of her whelps, 
and made him a young lion. And he 6 
went up and down among the lions, he 
became a young lion: and he learned to 
catch the prey, he devoured men. And 7 
he knew their 6 palaces, and laid waste 
their cities; and the land was desolate, 
and the fulness thereof, because of the 
noise of his roaring. Then the nations 8 
set against him on every side from the 
provinces: and they spread their net 
over him; he was taken in their pit. 
And they put him in a cage with hooks, 9 
and brought him to the king of Babylon; 
they brought him into strong holds, that 
his voice should no more be heard upon 
the mountains of Israel. 

Thy mother was like a vine, 7 in thy 10 
blood, planted by the waters: she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. And she had strong 11 
rods for the sceptres of them that bare 
rule, and 8 their stature was exalted a- 
mong the ’thick boughs, and I0 they were 
seen in 8 their height with the multitude 
of 8 their branches. But she was plucked 12 
up in fury, she was cast down to the 
ground, and the east wind dried up her 
fruit: her strong rods were broken off 
and withered; the fire consumed them. 
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13 And now she is planted in the wilder- 

14 ness, in a dry and thirsty land. And fire 
is gone out of ‘the rods of her branches, 
it hath devoured her fruit, so that there 
is in her no strong rod to be a sceptre to 
rule. This is a lamentation, and shall be 
for a lamentation. 

AND it came to pass in the 
seventh year, in the fifth month , 
the tenth day of the month, that certain 
of the elders of Israel came to inquire 

2 of the Lord, and sat before me. And 
the word of the Lord came unto me, 

3 saying. Son of man, speak unto the eld¬ 
ers of Israel, and say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God: Are ye come to 
inquire of me? As I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will not be inquired of by you. 

4 Wilt thou judge them, son of man, wilt 
thou judge them? cause them to know 

5 the abominations of their fathers; and 
say unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God: In the day when I chose Israel, 
and lifted up mine hand unto the seed 
of the house of Jacob, and made myself 
known unto them in the land of Egypt, 
when I lifted up mine hand unto them, 

6 saying, I am the Lord your God; in that 
day I lifted up mine hand unto them, to 
bring them forth out of the land of 
Egypt into a land that I had espied for 
them, flowing with milk and honey, 

7 which is the glory of all lands: and I 
said unto them. Cast ye away every man 
the abominations of his eyes, and defile 
not j'ourselves with the idols of Egypt; 

8 I am the Lord your God. But they re¬ 
belled against me, and would not hearken 
unto me; they did not every man cast 
away the abominations of their eyes, 
neither did they forsake the idols of 
Egypt : then I said I would pour out my 
fury upon them, to accomplish my anger 
against them in the midst of the land of 

9 Egypt. But I wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be profaned in 
the sight of the nations, among whom 
they were, in whose sight I made myself 
known unto them, in bringing them 

10 forth out of the land of Egypt. So I 
caused them to go forth out of the land 

1 Or, a rod, 2 Hcb. made them to know. 
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of Egypt, and brought them into the 
wilderness. And I gave them my sta- 11 
tutes, and 2 shewed them my judgements, 
which if a man do, he shall live 3 in them. 
Moreover also I gave them my sabbaths, 12 
to be a sign between me and them, that 
they might know that 4 I am the Lord 
that sanctify them. But the house of 13 
Israel rebelled against me in the wilder¬ 
ness: they walked not in my statutes, 
and they rejected my judgements, which 
if a man do, he shall live 3 in them; and 
my sabbaths they greatly profaned: then 
I said I would pour out my fury upon 
them in the wilderness, to consume 
them. But I wrought for my name’s 14 
sake, that it should not be profaned in 
the sight of the nations, in whose sight 
I brought them out. Moreover also I 15 
lifted up my hand unto them in the 
wilderness, that I would not bring them 
into the land which I had given them, 
flowing with milk and honey, which is 
the glory of all lands; because they rc- 16 
jected my judgements, and walked not 
in my statutes, and profaned my sab¬ 
baths: for their heart went after their 
idols. Nevertheless mine eye spared 17 
them from destroying them, neither did 
I make a full end of them in the wilder¬ 
ness. And I said unto their children in 18 
the wilderness. Walk ye not in the sta¬ 
tutes of your fathers, neither observe 
their judgements, nor defile yourselves 
with their idols: I am the Lord your 19 
God; walk in my statutes, and keep my 
judgements, and do them: and hallow 20 
my sabbaths; and they shall be a sign 
between me and you, that yc may know 
that I am the Lord your God. But the 21 
children rebelled against me; theywalked 
not in my statutes, neither kept my judge¬ 
ments to do them, which if a man do, he 
shall live 3 in them; they profaned my 
sabbaths: then I said I would pour out 
my fury upon them, to accomplish my 
anger against them in the wilderness. 
Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand, and 22 
wrought for my name’s sake, that it 
should not be profaned in the sight of 
the nations, in whose sight I brought 
3 Or, by 4 Or, I the Lord do tanctify them 
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23 them forth. Moreover I lifted up mine 
hand unto them in the wilderness, that I 
would scatter them among the nations, 
and disperse them through the coun- 

24 tries; because they had not executed my 
judgements, but had rejected my sta¬ 
tutes, and had profaned my sabbaths, 
and their eyes were after their fathers’ 

25 idols. Moreover also 1 gave them sta¬ 
tutes that were not good, and judgements 

26 1 wherein they should not live; and I 
polluted them in their own gifts, in that 
they ^caused to pass through the fire all 
that openeth the womb, that I might 
make them desolate, to the end that they 
might know that 1 am the Lord. 

27 Therefore, son of man, speak unto the 
house of Israel, and say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God: In this moreover 
have your fathers blasphemed me, in 
that they have committed a trespass a- 

28 gainst me. For W'hen I had brought 
them into the land, which I lifted up 
mine hand to give unto them, then they 
3 saw every high hill, and every thick 
tree, and they offered there their sacri¬ 
fices, and there they presented the pro¬ 
vocation of their offering, there also they 
made their sweet savour, and they poured 

29 out there their drink offerings. Then I 
said unto them. What meaneth the high 
place 4 whereunto ye go? So the name 
thereof is called 5 Bamah unto this day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God : Do ye pollute 
yourselves after the manner of your fa¬ 
thers? and go ye a whoring after their 

31 abominations? and when ye offer your 
gifts, when ye make your sons to pass 
through the fire, do ye pollute yourselves 
with all your idols, unto this day? and 
shall I be inquired of by you, O house of 
Israel? As I live, saith the Lord God, 

32 I will not be inquired of by you: and 
that which cometh into your mind shall 
not be at all; in that yc say. We will be 
as the nations, as the families of the 

33 countries, to serve wood and stone. As 
I live, saith the Lord God, surely with 
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a mighty hand, and with a stretched out 
arm, and with fury poured out, will I be 
lung over you: and I will bring you out 34 
from the peoples, and will gather you 
out of the countries wherein ye are scat¬ 
tered, with a mighty hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with fury poured 
out: and I will bring you into the wilder- 35 
ness of the peoples, and there will I plead 
with you face to face. Like as I pleaded 36 
with your fathers in the wilderness of the 
land of Egypt, so will I plead with you, 
saith the Lord God. And I will cause 37 
you to pass under the rod, and I will 
bring you into the bond of the covenant; 
and I will purge out from among you the 38 
rebels, and them that transgress against 
me; I will bring them forth out of the 
land where they sojourn, but they shall 
not enter into the land of Israel: and ye 
shall know that. I am the Lord. As for 39 
you, O house of Israel, thus saith the 
Lord God: Go ye, serve every one his 
idols, 6 and hereafter also, if ye will not 
hearken unto me: but my holy name 
shall ye no more profane with your gifts, 
and with your idols. For in mine holy 40 
mountain, in the mountain of the height 
of Israel, saith the Lord God, there shall 
all the house of Israel, all of them, serve 
me in the land: there will I accept them, 
and there will I require your offerings, 
and the 7 firstfruits of your 8 oblations, 
with all your holy things. 9 As a sweet 41 
savour will I accept you, w’hen I bring 
you out from the peoples, and gather 
you out of the countries wherein ye have 
been scattered; and I will be sanctified 
in you in the sight of the nations. And 42 
ye shall know that I am the Lord, when 
I shall bring you into the land of Israel, 
into the country which I lifted up mine 
hand to give unto your fathers. And 43 
there shall ye remember your ways, and 
all your doings, wherein ye have pol¬ 
luted yourselves; and ye shall loathe 
yourselves in your own sight for all your 
evils that ye have committed. And ye 44 
shall know that I am the Lord, when 
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I have wrought with you for my name’s 
sake, not according to your evil ways, 
nor according to your corrupt doings, 
O ye house of Israel, saith the Lord God. 

45 And the word of the Lord came unto 

46 me, saying, Son of man, set thy face to¬ 
ward the south, and drop thy word 
toward the south, and prophesy against 

47 the forest of the field in the South; and 
say to the forest of the South, Hear the 
word of the Lord; Thus saith the Lord 
God : Behold, I will kindle a fire in thee, 
and it shall devour every green tree in 
thee, and every dry tree: the flaming 
flame shall not be quenched, and all 
faces from the south to the north shall 

48 be burnt thereby. And all flesh shall see 
that I the Lord have kindled it: it shall 

49 not be quenched. Then said I, Ah Lord 
God! they say of me. Is he not a speaker 
of parables? 

AND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying. Son of man, set 
thy face toward Jerusalem, and drop thy 
word toward the sanctuaries, and pro- 

3 phesy against the land of Israel; and say 
to the land of Israel, Thus saith the 
Lord: Behold, I am against thee, and 
will draw forth my sword out of its 
sheath, and will cut off from thee the 

4 righteous and the wicked. Seeing then 
that I will cut off from thee the righteous 
and the wicked, therefore shall my sword 
go forth out of its sheath against all flesh 

5 from the south to the north: and all flesh 
shall know that I the Lord have drawn 
forth my sword out of its sheath; it shall 

6 not return any more. Sigh therefore, 
thou son of man; with the breaking of 
thy loins and with bitterness shalt thou 

7 sigh before their eyes. And it shall be, 
when they say unto thee. Wherefore 
sighest thou? that thou shalt say, Be¬ 
cause of the tidings, for it cometh: and 
every heart shall melt, and all hands 
shall be feeble, and every spirit shall 
Taint, and all knees shall be weak as 
water: behold, it cometh, and it shall be 
done, saith the Lord God. 


| And the word of the Lord came unto 8 
me, saying. Son of man, prophesy, and 9 
say. Thus saith the Lord: Say, A sword, 
a sword, it is sharpened, and also fur¬ 
bished : it is sharpened that it may make 10 
a slaughter; it is furbished that it may 
be as lightning: shall we then make 
mirth ? 2 the rod of my son, it contemneth 
every tree. And it is given to be fur- II 
bished, that it may be handled: the 
sword, it is sharpened, yea, it is fur¬ 
bished, to give it into the hand of the 
slayer. Cry and howl, son of man: for 12 
it is upon my people, it is upon all the 
princes of Israel: They are delivered 
over to the sword with my people: smite 
therefore upon thy thigh. For there is 13 
a trial; and 4 what if even the rod that 
contemneth shall be no more? saith the 
Lord God. Thou therefore, son of man, 14 
prophesy, and smite thine hands to¬ 
gether; and let the sword be doubled 
the third time, the sword of the deadly 
wounded: it is the sword of the great one 
that is deadly wounded, which 5 entercth 
into their chambers. I have set the 15 
6 point of the sword against all their gates, 
that their heart may melt, and their 
stumblings be multiplied: ah! it is made 
as lightning, it is pointed for slaughter. 
’Gather thee together, go to the right; 16 
set thyself in array, go to the left; 
8 whithersoever thy face is set. I will al- 17 
so smite mine hands together, and I 
will Satisfy my fury: I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

The word of the Lord came unto me 18 
again, saying. Also, thou son of man, 19 
appoint thee two ways, that the sword 
of the king of Babylon may come; they 
twain shall come forth out of one land: 
and mark out a xo place, mark it out at the 
head of the way to the city. Thou shalt 20 
appoint a way, for the sword to come to 
Rabbah of the children of Ammon, and 
to Judah in Jerusalem the defenced. For 21 
the king of Babylon stood at the parting 
of the way, at the head of the two ways, 
to use divination: he shook the arrows

the gates, to cast up mounts, to build 

23 forts. And it shall be unto them as a 
vain divination in their sight, which have 
sworn oaths unto them: but he bringeth 
iniquity to remembrance, that they may 
be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Because ye have made your iniquity to 
be remembered, in that your transgres¬ 
sions are discovered, so that in all your 
doings your sins do appear; because that 
yc are come to remembrance, ye shall be 

25 taken with the hand. And thou, O deadly 
wounded wicked one, the prince of Is¬ 
rael, whose day is come, in the time of 

26 the iniquity of the end; thus saith the 
Lord God : 3 Removc the mitre, and take 
off the crown: this shall he 4 no more the 
same: exalt that which is low, and abase 

27 that which is high. 5 I will overturn, 
overturn, overturn it: this also shall be 
no more, until he come whose right it 
is; and I will give it him . 

28 And thou, son of man, prophesy, and 
say. Thus saith the Lord God concern¬ 
ing the children of Ammon, and con¬ 
cerning their reproach; and say thou, A 
sword, a sword is drawn, for the slaugh¬ 
ter it is furbished, ho cause it to devour, 

29 that it may be as lightning: whiles they 
see vanity unto thee, whiles they divine 
lies unto thee, to lay thee upon the necks 
of the wicked that are deadly wounded, 
whose day is come, in the time of the 

30 iniquity of the end. Cause it to return 
into its sheath. In the place where thou 
wast created, in the land of 7 thy birth, 

31 will I judge thee. And I will pour out 
mine indignation upon thee; I will blow 
upon thee with the fire of my wrath: and 
I will deliver thee into the hand of brut- 

32 ish men, skilful to destroy. Thou shalt 
be for fuel to the fire; thy blood shall be 
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in the midst of the land; thou shalt be 
no more remembered: for I the Lord 
have spoken it. 

MOREOVER the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying. And 2 
thou, son of man, wilt thou judge, wilt 
thou judge the bloody city? 8 then cause 
her to know all her abominations. And 3 
thou shalt say. Thus saith the Lord God : 

A city that sheddeth blood in the midst 
of her, that her time may come, and that 
maketh idols against herself to defile her! 
Thou art become guilty in thy blood 4 
that thou hast shed, and art defiled in 
thine idols which thou hast made; and 
thou hast caused thy days to draw near, 
and art come even unto thy years: there¬ 
fore have I made thee a reproach unto 
the nations, and a mocking to all the 
countries. Those that be near, and those 5 
that be far from thee, shall mock thee, 
thou 9 infamous one and full of tumult. 
Behold, the princes of Israel, every one 6 
according to his I0 power, have been in 
thee to shed blood. In thee have they 7 
set light by father and mother; in the 
midst of thee have they dealt by oppres¬ 
sion with the stranger: in thee have they 
wronged the fatherless and the widow. 
Thou hast despised mine holy things, 8 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. Sian- 9 
derous men have been in thee to shed 
blood: and in thee they have eaten upon 
the mountains: in the midst of thee they 
have committed lewdness. In thee have 10 
they discovered their fathers’ nakedness: 
in thee have they humbled her that was 
unclean in her separation. And one hath 11 
committed abomination with his neigh¬ 
bour’s wife; and another hath lewdly 
defiled his daughter in law; and another 
in thee hath humbled his sister, his fa¬ 
ther’s daughter. In thee have they taken 12 
bribes to shed blood; thou hast taken 
usury and increase, and thou hast greed¬ 
ily gained of thy neighbours by oppres¬ 
sion, and hast forgotten me, saith the 
Lord God. Behold, therefore, I have 13 
smitten mine hand at thy dishonest gain

And I will lay my ven¬ 
geance upon Edom by the hand of my 
people Israel; and they shall do in Edom 
according to mine anger and according 
to my fury: and they shall know my 
vengeance, saith the Lord God. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God: Because 
the Philistines have dealt by revenge, 
and have taken vengeance with despite

16 mity; therefore thus saith the Lord God, 
Behold, I will stretch out mine hand 
upon the Philisdnes, and I will cut off 
the Cherethites, and destroy the rem- 

17 nant of the sea coast. And I will execute 
great vengeance upon diem with furious 
rebukes; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall lay my vengeance 
upon them. 

AND it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the first day of 
the month, that the word of the Lord

salem, Aha, she is broken that was the

And 6 
her daughters which are in the field shall 
be slain with the sword: and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. For thus 7 
saith the Lord God: Behold, I will bring 
upon Tyre Nebuchadrezzar king of Bab¬ 
ylon, king of kings, from the north, 
with horses, and with chariots, and with 
horsemen, and a company, and much 
people. He shall slay with the sword 8 
thy daughters in the field: and he shall 
make forts against thee, and cast up a 
mount against thee, and raise up the 
buckler against thee. And he shall set 9 
his battering engines against thy walls, 
and with his 3 axes he shall break down 
thy towers. By reason of the abundance 10 
of fils horses their dust shall cover thee: 
thy wails shall shake at the noise of the 
horsemen, and of the 4 wagons, and of 
the chariots, when he shall enter into thy 
gates, as men enter into a city wherein is 
made a breach. With the hoofs of his 11 
horses shall he tread down all thy streets:

Thy rowers have 
brought thee into great waters: the east 
wind hath broken thee in the heart of 

27 the seas. Thy riches, and thy wares, thy 
merchandise, thy mariners, and thy 
pilots, thy calkers, and the 4 occupiers 
of thy merchandise, and all thy men of 
war, that are in thee, 5 with all thy com¬ 
pany which is in the midst of thee, shall 
fall into the heart of the seas in the day 

28 of thy ruin. At the sound of the cry of

26 Ye stand upon your sword, ye work

27 the land ? Thus shalt thou say umo them, 
Thus saith the Lord God: As I live, 
surely they that arc in the waste places 
shall fall by the sword, and him that is 
in the open field will I give to the beasts 
to be devoured, and they that be in the 
strong holds and in the caves shall die 

28 of the pestilence. And I will make the 
land a desolation and an astonishment, 
and the pride of her power shall cease; 
and the mountains of Israel shall be deso- 

29 late, that none shall pass through. Then 
shall they know that I am the Lord, 
when I have made the land a desolation 
and an astonishment, because of all their 
abominations which they have com- 

30 mitted. And as for thee, son of man, 
the children of thy people talk of thee 
by the walls and in the doors of the 
houses, and speak one to another, every 
one to his brother, saying, Gome, I pray 
you, and hear what is the word that 

31 cometh forth from the Lord. And they 
come unto thee as the people cometh, 
and they sit before thee as my people,

And when this com- 33 
cth to pass, (behold, it cometh,) then 
shall they know that a prophet hath 
been among them.

I 3 let thee hear any more the shame of 
the heathen, neither shalt thou bear the 
reproach of die peoples anymore, neither 
shalt thou cause thy Nation to stumble 
any more, saith the Lord God. 

16 Moreover the word of the Lord came 

17 unto me, saying, Son of man, when the 
house of Israel dwelt in their own land, 
they defiled it by their way and by dieir 
doings: their way before me was as the 
uncleanness of a woman in her separa- 

18 tion. Wherefore I poured out my fury 
upon them for the blood which they had 
poured out upon the land, and because 

19 they had defiled it with their idols: and 
I scattered them among the nations, and 
they were dispersed through the coun¬ 
tries : according to their way and accord- 

20 ing to their doings I judged them. And 
when they came unto the nations, whither 
they went, they profaned my holy name; 
in that men said of them. These are the 
people of the Lord, and are gone forth 

21 out of his land. But I had pity for mine 
holy name, which the house of Israel 
had profaned among the nations, whither 

22 they went. Theref ore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord God: 4 1 
do not this for your sake, O house of 
Israel, but for mine holy name, wliich 
ye have profaned among the nations, 

23 whither ye went. And I will sanctify my 
great name, which hath been profaned 
among the nations, wliich ye have pro¬ 
faned in the midst of them; and the 
nations shall know that I am the Lord, 
saith the Lord God, when I shall be 

24 sanctified in you before 5 their eyes. For 
I will take you from among the nations, 
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and gather you out of all the countries, 
and will bring you into your own land. 
And I will sprinkle clean water upon 25 
you, and ye shall be clean: from all your 
filthiness, and from all your idols, will I 
cleanse you. A new heart also will I give 26 
you, and a new spirit will I put within 
you: and 1 will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I will give you an 
heart of flesh. And I will put my spirit 27 
within you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judge¬ 
ments, and do them. And ye shall dwell 28 
in the land that I gave to your fathers; 
and ye shall be my people, and I will be 
your God. And I will save you from all 29 
your unclcannesses: and I will call for 
the corn, and will multiply it, and lay no 
famine upon you. And I will multiply 30 
the fruit of the tree, and the increase of 
the field, that ye shall receive no more 
the reproach of famine among the na¬ 
tions. Then shall ye remember your 31 
evil ways, and your doings that were not 
good; and ye shall loathe yourselves in 
your own sight for your iniquities and 
for your abominations. Not for your 32 
sake °do I this, saith the Lord God, be 
it known unto you: be ashamed and con¬ 
founded for your ways, O house of Is¬ 
rael. Thus saith the Lord God: In the 33 
day that I cleanse you from all your 
iniquities, I will cause the cities to be 
inhabited, and the waste places shall be 
builded. And the land that was desolate 34 
shall be tilled, whereas it was a desola¬ 
tion in the sight of all that passed by. 
And they shall say. This land that was 35 
desolate is become like the garden of 
Eden; and the v/astc and desolate and 
ruined cities are fenced and inhabited. 
Then the nations that are left round 36 
about you shall know that I the Lord 
have builded the ruined places, and 
planted that which was desolate: I the 
Lord have spoken it, and I will do it. 

Thus saith the Lord God: For this 37 
moreover will I be inquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do it for them; I will 
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38 increase them with men like a flock. As 
the 1 flock for sacrifice, as the flock of Jeru¬ 
salem in her appointed feasts; so shall the 
waste cities be filled with flocks of men: 
and they shall know that I am the Lord. 
THE hand of the Lord was upon 
me, and he carried me out in the 
spirit of the Lord, and set me down in 
the midst of the valley; and it was full 

2 of bones; and he caused me to pass by 
them round about: and behold, there 
were very many 2 in the open valley; and 

3 lo, they were very dry. And he said 
unto me, Son of man, can these bones 
live? And I answered, O Lord God, 

4 thou knowest. Again he said unto me, 
Prophesy over these bones, and say unto 
them, O ye dry bones, hear the word of 

5 the Lord. Thus saith the Lord God 
unto these bones: Behold, I will cause 
3 breath to enter into you, and ye shall 

6 live. And I will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up tlcsli upon you, and 
cover you with skin, and put breath in 
you, and ye shall live; and yc shall know 

7 that 1 am the Lord. So I prophesied as 
I was commanded: and as 1 prophesied, 
there was a 4 noisc, and behold an earth¬ 
quake, and the bones came together, 

8 bone to his bone. And I beheld, and lo, 
there were sinews upon them, and flesh 
came up, and skin covered them above: 

9 but there was no breath in them. Then 
said he unto me, Prophesy unto the 
s wind, prophesy, son of man, and say 
to the 5 wind. Thus saith the Lord God: 
Come from the four winds, O 6 brcath, 
and breathe upon these slain, that they 

10 may live. So I prophesied as he com¬ 
manded me, and the breath came into 
them, and they lived, and stood up upon 
their feet, an exceeding great army. 

11 Then he said unto me. Son of man, 
these bones are the whole house of Is¬ 
rael: behold, they say. Our bones are 
dried up, and our hope is lost; we are 

12 clean cut oil. Therefore prophesy, and 
say unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God: Behold, I will open your graves, 

1 Heb. flock of holy things, 
thundering s Or, breath 
unto (or to he) the stick of Judah 
backslidings 
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and cause you to come up out of your 
graves, O my people; and I will bring 
you into the land of Israel. And ye shall 13 
know that I am the Lord, when I have 
opened your graves, and caused you to 
come up out of your graves, O my peo¬ 
ple. And I will put my 5 spirit in you, 14 
and ye shall live, and I will place you in 
your own land: and yc shall know that 
I the Lord have spoken it, and per¬ 
formed it, saith the Lord. 

The word of the Lord came again 15 
unto me, saying, And thou, son of man, 16 
take thee one stick, and write upon it, 

For Judah, and for the children of Israel 
his companions: then take another stick, 
and write upon it, For Joseph, the stick 
of Ephraim, and 7 for all the house of 
Israel his companions: and join them 17 
for thee one to another into one stick, 
that they may become one in thine hand. 
And when the children of thy people 18 
shall speak unto thee, saying, Wilt thou 
not shew us what thou meanest by 
these? say unto them. Thus saith the 19 
Lord God : Behold, I will take the stick 
of Joseph, which is in the hand of 
Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel his 
companions; and I will put them 8 \vith 
it, even with the stick of Judah, and 
make them one stick, and they shall be 
one in mine hand. And the sticks where- 20 
on thou writest shall be in thine hand 
before their eyes. And say unto them, 21 
Thus saith the Lord God: Behold, I 
will take the children of Israel from 
among the nations, whither they be 
gone, and will gather them on every 
side, and bring them into their own 
land: and I will make them one nation 22 
in the land, upon the mountains of Is¬ 
rael ; and one king shall be king to them 
all: and they shall be no more two na¬ 
tions, neither shall they be divided into 
two kingdoms any more at all: neither 23 
shall they defile themselves any more 
with their idols, nor with their detest¬ 
able things, nor with any of their trans¬ 
gressions: but I will save them 9 out of 
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all their dwelling places, wherein they 
have sinned, and will cleanse them: so 
shall they be my people, and I will be 

24 their God. And my servant David shall 
be king over them; and they all shall 
have one shepherd: they shall also walk 
in my judgements, and observe my sta- 

25 tutes, and do them. And they shall 
dwell in the land that I have given unto 
Jacob my servant, wherein your fathers 
dwelt; and they shall dwell therein, they, 
and their children, and their children’s 
children, for ever: and David my servant 

26 shall be their prince for ever. Moreover 
I will make a covenant of peace with 
them: it shall be an everlasting covenant 
with them: and I will J place them, and 
multiply them, and will set my sanctu¬ 
ary in the midst of them for evermore. 

27 My tabernacle also shall be 2 with them ; 
and I will be their God, and they shall 

28 be my people. And the nations shall 
know that 3 1 am the Lord that sanctify 
Israel, when my sanctuary shall be in 
the midst of them for evermore. 

AND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying. Son of man, set 
thy face toward Gog, of the land of 
Magog, the 4 prince of Rosh, Meshech, 
and Tubal, and prophesy against him, 

3 and say. Thus saith the Lord God : Be¬ 
hold, I am against thee, O Gog, 4 prince 

4 of Rosh, Meshech, and Tubal: and I 
will turn thee about, and put hooks into 
thy jaws, and I will bring thee forth, and 
all thine army, horses and horsemen, all 
of them clothed in full armour, a great 
company with buckler and shield, all of 

5 them handling swords: Persia, Cush, 
and Put with them; all of them with 

6 shield and helmet: Gomer, and all his 
hordes; the house of Togarmah in the 
uttermost parts of the north, and all his 
hordes: even many peoples with thee. 

7 Be thou prepared, yea, prepare thyself, 
thou, and all thy companies that are 
assembled unto thee, and be thou a 

8 s guard unto them. After many days 
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thou shalt be visited: in the latter years 
thou shalt come into the land that is 
^brought back from the sword, that is 
gathered out of many peoples, upon the 
mountains of Israel, which have been a 
continual waste: but it is brought forth 
out of the peoples, and they shall dwell 
securely, all of them. And thou shalt 9 
ascend, thou shalt come like a storm, 
thou shalt be like a cloud to cover the 
land, thou, and all thy hordes, and many 
peoples with thee. Thus saith the Lord 10 
God : It shall come to pass in that day, 
that things shall come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt devise an evil device: and 11 
thou shalt say, I will go up to 7 thc land 
of unwalled villages; I will go to them 
that are at quiet, that dwell securely, all 
of them dwelling without walls, and hav¬ 
ing neither bars nor gates: to take the 12 
spoil and to take the prey; to turn thine 
hand against the waste places that are 
nozv inhabited, and against the people 
that are gathered out of the nations, 
which have gotten cattle and goods, that 
dwell in the 8 middle of the earth. Sheba, 13 
and Dedan, and the merchants of Tar- 
shisli, with all the young lions thereof, 
shall say unto thee. Art thou come to 
take the spoil? hast thou assembled thy 
company to take the prey? to carry away 
silver and gold, to take away cattle and 
goods, to take great spoil? 

Therefore, son of man, prophesy, and 14 
say unto Gog, Thus saith the Lord God : 

In that day when my people Israel dwell- 
eth securely, shalt thou not know it? 
And thou shalt come from thy place out 15 
of the uttermost parts of the north, thou, 
and many peoples with thee, all of them 
riding upon horses, a great company and 
a mighty army: and thou shalt come up 16 
against my people Israel, as a cloud to 
cover the land; it shall come to pass in 
the latter days, that I will bring thee 
against my land, that the nations may 
know me, when I shall be sanctified in 
thee, O Gog, before their eyes. Thus 17 
saith the Lord God: Art thou he of 
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whom I spake in old time by my serv¬ 
ants the prophets of Israel, which pro¬ 
phesied in those days for many years 
that I would bring thee against them? 

18 And it shall come to pass in that day, 
when Gog shall come against the land 
of Israel, saith the Lord God, that my 
fury shall come up into my nostrils. 

19 For in my jealousy and in the fire of my 
wrath have I spoken. Surely in that day 
there shall be a great shaking in the land 

20 of Israel; so that the fishes of the sea, 
and the fowls of the heaven, and the 
beasts of the field, and all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth, and all 
the men that are upon the face of the 
earth, shall shake at my presence, and 
the mountains shall be thrown down, 
and the steep places shall fall, and every 

21 wall shall fall to the ground. And I will 
call for a sword against him unto all my 
mountains, saith the Lord God: every 
man’s sword shall be against his brother. 

22 And I will plead against him with pesti¬ 
lence and with blood; and I will rain 
upon him, and upon his hordes, and 
upon the many peoples that are with 
him, an overflowing shower, and great 

23 hailstones, fire, and brimstone. And I 
will magnify myself, and sanctify my¬ 
self, and I will make myself known in the 
eyes of many nations; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

AND thou, son of man, prophesy 
against Gog, and say. Thus saith 
the Lord God: Behold, I am against 
thee, O Gog, prince of Rosh, Meshech, 

2 and Tubal: and I will turn thee about, 
and will lead thee on, and will cause thee 
to come up from the uttermost parts of 
the north; and I will bring thee upon the 

3 mountains of Israel: and I will smite thy 
bow out of thy left hand, and will cause 
thine arrows to fall out of thy right hand. 

4 Thou shalt fall upon the mountains of 
Israel, thou, and all thy hordes, and the 
peoples that are with thee: I will give 
thee unto the ravenous birds of every 
sort, and to the beasts of the field to be 
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devoured. Thou shalt fall upon the open 5 
field: for I have spoken it, saith the Lord 
God. And I will send a fire on Magog, 6 
and on them that dwell securely in the 
2 isles: and they shall know that I am the 
Lord. And my holy name will I make 7 
known in the midst of my people Israel; 
neither will I suffer my holy name to be 
profaned any more: and the nations shall 
know that I am the Lord, the Holy One 
in Israel. Behold, it comcth, and it shall 8 
be done, saith the Lord God; this is the 
day whereof I have spoken. And they 9 
that dwell in the cities of Israel shall go 
forth, and shall make fires of the wea¬ 
pons and burn them, both the shields 
and the bucklers, the bows and the ar¬ 
rows, and the handstaves, and the spears, 
and they shall make fires of them seven 
years: so that they shall take no wood 10 
out of the field, neither cut down any 
out of the forests; for they shall make 
fires of the weapons: and they shall spoil 
those that spoiled them, and rob those 
that robbed them, saith the Lord God. 

And it shall come to pass in that day, 11 
that I will give unto Gog a place for 
burial in Israel, the valley of them that 
pass through 3 on the cast of the sea: 
and it shall stop them that pass through: 
and there shall they bury Gog and all his 
multitude: and they shall call it The val¬ 
ley of 4 Hamon-gog. And seven months 12 
shall the house of Israel be burying of 
them, that they may cleanse the land. 
Yea, all the people of the land shall bury 13 
them; and it shall be to them a renown, 
in the day that I shall be glorified, saith 
the Lord God. And they shall sever out 14 
men of continual emplojmicnt, that shall 
pass through the land to bury B them 
6 that pass through, that remain upon 
the face of the land, to cleanse it: after 
the end of seven months shall they 
search. And they that pass through the 15 
land shall pass through; and when any 
seeth a man’s bone, then shall he 7 set 
up a sign by it, till the buriers have 
buried it in the valley of Hamon-gog. 
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16 And T Hamonah shall also be the name of 
a city. Thus shall they cleanse the land. 

17 And thou, son of man, thus saith the 
Lord God : Speak unto the birds of every 
sort, and to every beast of the field, 
Assemble yourselves, and come; gather 
yourselves on every side to my sacrifice 
that I do sacrifice for you, even a great 
sacrifice upon the mountains of Israel, 
that ye may eat flesh and drink blood. 

18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, and 
drink the blood of the princes of the 
earth, of rams, of lambs, and of goats, 
of bullocks, ail of them failings of Ba- 

19 shan. And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, of 
my sacrifice which I have sacrificed for 

20 you. And ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, with mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saith 

21 the Lord God. And I will set my glory 
among the nations, and all the nations 
shall sec my judgement that I have 
executed, and my hand that I have laid 

22 upon them. So the house of Israel shall 
know that I am the Lord their God, 

23 from that day and forward. And the 
nations shall know that the house of 
Israel went into captivity for their ini¬ 
quity; because they trespassed against 
me, and 1 hid my face from them: so I 
gave them into the hand of their adver¬ 
saries, and they fell all of them by the 

24 sword. According to their unclcanness 
and according to their transgressions did 
I unto them; and I hid my face from 
them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole 
house of Israel; and I will be jealous for 

26 my holy name. And they shall bear 
their shame, and all their trespasses 
whereby they have trespassed against 
me, when they shall dwell securely in 
their land, and none shall make them 

27 afraid; when I have brought them again 
from the peoples, and gathered them out 
of their enemies’ lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations.

And they shall know that I am the Lord 28 
their God, in that I caused them to go 
into captivity among the nations, and 
have gathered them unto their own land; 
and I will leave none of them any more 
there; neither will I hide my face any 29 
more from them: for I have poured out 
my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith 
the Lord God. 

IN the five and twentieth year 
of our captivity, in the beginning 
of the year, in the tenth day of the 
month, in the fourteenth year after that 
the city was smitten, in the selfsame 
day, the hand of the Lord was upon rnc, 
and he brought me thither. In the 2 
visions of God brought he me into the 
land of Israel, and set me down upon a 
very liigh mountain, whereon was as it 
were the frame of a city on the south. 
And he brought me thither, and behold, 3 
there was a man, whose appearance was 
like the appearance of brass, with a line 
of flax in his hand, and a measuring 
reed; and he stood in the gate. And the 4 
man said unto me. Son of man, behold 
with thine eyes, and hear with thine 
cars, and set thine heart upon all that 
I shall shew thee; for to the intent that 
I might shew them unto thee art thou 
brought hither: declare all that thou 
scest to the house of Israel. 

And behold, a wall on the outside of 5 
the house round about, and in the man’s 
hand a measuring reed of six cubits 
long, of a cubit and an handbreadth 
each: so he measured the thickness of 
the building, one reed; and the height, 
one reed. Then came he unto the gate 6 
which looketh toward the east, and went 
up the steps thereof; and he measured 
the threshold of the gate, one reed 
broad: 2 and the other threshold, one 
reed broad.

And he brought me to the 
north gate: and he measured it accord- 

36 ing to these measures; the lodges thereof, 
the posts thereof, and the arches there¬ 
of; and there were windows therein 
round about: the length was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were toward the 
outer court; and palm trees were upon 
the posts thereof, on this side, and on 
that side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

38 And a chamber with the door thereof 
was by the posts at the gates; there they 

39 washed the burnt offering. And *in the 
porch of the gate were two tables on this 
side, and two tables on that side, to slay 
thereon the burnt offering and the sin 

40 offering and the guilt offering. And on 
the one side without, 2 as one goeth up 
to the entry of the gate toward the north, 
were two tables; and on the other side, 
which belonged to the porch of the gate, 

41 were two tables. Four tables were on 
this side, and four tables on that side, 
by the side of the gate; eight tables, 

42 whereupon they slew the sacrifices. And 
there were four tables for the burnt 
offering, of hewn stone, a cubit and an 
half long, and a cubit and an half broad, 
and one cubit high: whereupon they 
laid the instruments wherewith they 
slew the burnt offering and the sacrifice. 

43 And the 3 hooks, an handbreadth long, 
were fastened 4 within round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of the 

44 oblation. 5 And without the inner gate 
were chambers for the singers in the 
inner court, which was at the side of the 
north gate; and their prospect was to¬ 
ward the south: one at the side of the 
east gate having the prospect toward the 

45 north. And he said unto me, This cham¬ 
ber, whose prospect is toward the south, 
is for the priests, the keepers of the 
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charge of the house. And the chamber 46 
whose prospect is toward the north is 
for the priests, the keepers of the charge 
of the altar: these are the sons of Zadok, 
which from among the sons of Levi 
come near to the Lord to minister unto 
him. And he measured the court, an 47 
hundred cubits long, and an hundred 
cubits broad, foursquare; and the altar 
was before the house. 

Then he brought me to the porch of 48 
the house, and measured each post of 
the porch, five cubits on this side, and 
five cubits on that side: and the breadth 
of the gate was three cubits on this side, 
and three cubits on that side. The 49 
length of the porch was twenty cubits, 
and the breadth eleven cubits; 6 even 
by the steps whereby they went up to 
it: and there were pillars by the posts, 
one on this side, and another on that side. 
AND he brought me to the tem¬ 
ple, and measured the posts, six 
cubits broad on the one side, and six 
cubits broad on the other side, which 
was the breadth of the 7 tabernacle. And 2 
the breadth of the entrance was ten cu¬ 
bits; and the 8 sides of the entrance were 
five cubits on the one side, and five 
cubits on the other side: and he mea¬ 
sured the length thereof, forty cubits, 
and the breadth, twenty cubits. Then 3 
went he inward, and measured each 
post of the entrance, two cubits: and the 
entrance, six cubits; and the breadth of 
the entrance, seven cubits. And he 4 
measured the length thereof, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth, twenty cubits, 
before the temple: and he said unto me. 
This is the most holy place. Then he 5 
measured the wall of the house, six 
cubits; and the breadth of every side- 
chamber, four cubits, round about the 
house on every side. And the side- 6 
chambers were in three stories, one over 
another, and thirty in order; and they 
entered into the wall which belonged to 
the house for the side-chambers round 
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about, that they might have hold therein , 
and not have hold in the wall of the 
7 house. And *the side-chambers were 
broader as they encompassed the house 
higher and higher; for the encompassing 
of the house went higher and higher 
round about the house: therefore the 
breadth of the house continued upward; 
and so one went up from the lowest 
chamber to the highest by the middle 
3 chamber . I saw also 2 that the house had 
3 a raised basement round about: the 
foundations of the side-chambers were 
9 a full reed 4 of six great cubits. The 
thickness of the wall, which was for the 
side-chambers, on the outside, was five 
cubits: 5 and that which was left was the 
place of the side-chambers that belonged 

10 to the house. And between the cham¬ 
bers was a breadth of twenty cubits 
round about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side-chambers 
w ? ere toward the place that was left, one 
door toward the north, and another door 
toward the south: and the breadth of 
the place that was left was five cubits 

12 round about. And the building that was 
before the separate place at the side to¬ 
ward the west was seventy cubits broad; 
and the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the length 

13 thereof ninety cubits. So he measured 
the house, an hundred cubits long; 
and the separate place, and the building, 
with the walls thereof, an hundred cu- 

14 bits long; also the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the separate place to¬ 
ward the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of the 
building before the separate place which 
was at the back thereof, and the galleries 
thereof on the one side and on the other 
side, an hundred cubits; and the inner 
temple, and the porches of the court; 

16 the thresholds, and the closed windows, 
and the galleries round about on their 
three stories, over against the threshold, 
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deled with wood round about, and from 
the ground up to the windows; now the 
windows were covered; to the space 17 
above the door, even unto the inner 
house, and without, and by all the wall 
round about within and without, 6 by 
measure. And it was made with cheru- i 3 
bim and palm trees; and a palm tree was 
between cherub and cherub, and every 
cherub had two faces; so that there was 19 
the face of a man toward the palm tree 
on the one side, and the face of a young 
lion toward the palm tree on the other 
side: thus was it made through all the 
house round about. From the ground 20 
unto above the door were cherubim and 
palm trees made: 7 thu$ was the wall of 
the temple. As for the temple, the door 21 
posts w r erc squared; and as for the face 
of the sanctuary, the appearance thereof 
was “as the appearance of the temple. 
The altar was of wood, three cubits high, 22 
and the length thereof two cubits; and 
9 the corners thereof, and the I0 lcngth 
thereof, and the walls thereof, were of 
wood: and he said unto me. This is the 
table that is before the Lord. And the 23 
temple and the sanctuary had two doors. 
And the doors had two leaves apiece , 24 
two turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the other. 
And there were made on them, on the 25 
doors of the temple, cherubim and palm 
trees, like as were made upon the walls; 
and there were thick beams of wood 
“upon the face of the porch without. 
And there were closed windows and 26 
palm trees on the one side and on the 
other side, on the sides of the porch: 
thus were the side-chambers of the 
house, and the thick beams. 

THEN he brought me forth into 
the outer court, the way toward 
the north: and he brought me into the 
chamber that was over against the separ¬ 
ate place, and which was over against 
the building toward the north. Before 2

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the length of an hundred cubits was the 
north door, and the breadth was fifty 

3 cubits. Over against the twenty cubits 
which belonged to the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which be¬ 
longed to the outer court, was gallery 

4 against gallery ! in the third story. And 
before the chambers was a walk of ten 
cubits breadth inward, a way of 2 one 
cubit; and their doors were toward the 

5 north. Now the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries took away from 
these, more than from the lower and the 

6 middlemost, in the building. For they 
were in three stories, and they had not 
pillars as the pillars of the courts: there¬ 
fore the uppermost was straitened more 
than the lowest and the middlemost from 

7 the ground. And the 3 wall that was 
without by the side of the chambers, to¬ 
ward the outer court before the cham¬ 
bers, the length thereof was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that were 
in the outer court was fifty cubits: and, 
lo, before the temple were an hundred 

9 cubits. And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the cast side, as one 
goeth into them from the outer court. 

10 In the thickness of the 3 wall of the court 
toward the cast, before the separate 
place, and before the building, there 

11 were chambers. And the way before 
them was like the appearance of the way 
of the chambers which were toward the 
north; According to their length so was 
their breadth: and all their goings out 
were both according to their fashions, 

12 and according to their doors. And ac¬ 
cording to the doors of the chambers 
that were toward the south was n door 
in the head of the way, even the way 
directly before the 3 wall toward the east, 

13 as one entereth into them. Then said he 
unto me. The north chambers and the 
south chambers, which are before the 
separate place, they be the holy cham¬ 
bers, where the priests that are near unto 
the Lord shall eat the most holy things: 
there shall they lay the most holy tilings, 
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and the meal offering, and the sin offer¬ 
ing, and the guilt offering; for the place 
is holy. When the priests enter in, then 14 
shall they not go out of the holy place 
into the outer court, but there they shall 
lay their garments wherein they minis¬ 
ter; for they arc holy: and they shall put 
on other garments, and shall approach 
to that which pertaineth to the people. 

Now when he had made an end of 15 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth by the way of the gate whose 
prospect is toward the east, and mea¬ 
sured it round about. He measured on 16 
the cast 5 side with the measuring reed, 
five hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed round about. He measured on the 17 
north 5 side, five hundred reeds, with the 
measuring reed round about. He mca- 18 
sured on the south 5 side, five hundred 
reeds, with the measuring reed. He 19 
turned about to the west 5 side, and 
measured five hundred reeds with the 
measuring reed. He measured it 6 on the 20 
four sides: it had a wall round about, 
the length five hundred, and the breadth 
five hundred, to make a separation be¬ 
tween that which was holy and that 
which was common. 

AFTERWARD he brought me 
to the gate, even the gate tha* 
looketh toward the east: and behold, z 
the glory of the God of Israel came from 
the way of the cast: and his voice was 
like the sound of many waters: and the 
earth shined with his glory. And it was 3 
according to the appearance of the vision 
which I saw, even according to the vision 
that I saw when I came to destroy the 
city; and the visions were like the vision 
that I saw by the river Chebar: and I 
fell upon my face. And the glory of the 4 
Lord came into the house by the way 
of the gate whose prospect is toward 
the east. And the spirit took me up, and 5 
brought me into the inner court; and 
behold, the glory of the Lord filled the 
house. And I heard one speaking unto 6 
me out of the house; and a man stood 
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7 by me. And he said unto me. Son of 
man, this is the place of my throne, and 
the place of the soles of my feet, where 
I will dwell in the midst of the children 
of Israel for ever: anti the house of Is¬ 
rael shall no more defile my holy name, 
neither they, nor their kings, by their 
whoredom, and by the carcases of their 

8 kings 1 in their liigli places; in their set¬ 
ting of their threshold by my threshold, 
and their door post beside my door 
post, and there was but the wall between 
me and them; and they have defiled my 
holy name by their abominations which 
they have committed: wherefore I have 

9 consumed them in mine anger. Now 
let them put away their w’horedom, and 
the carcases of their kings, far from me, 
and I will dwell in the midst of them for 
ever. 

10 Thou, son of man, shew the house to 
the house of Israel, that they may be 
ashamed of their iniquities: and let them 

11 measure the ^pattern. And if they be 
ashamed of all that they have done, make 
known unto them the form of the house, 
and the fashion thereof, and the goings 
out thereof, and the comings in thereof, 
and all the forms thereof, and all the 
ordinances thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the laws thereof, and 
write it in their sight: that tiiey may 
keep the whole form thereof, and all the 

12 ordinances thereof, and do them. This 
is the law of the house: upon the top of 
the mountain the whole limit thereof 
round about shall be most holy. Be¬ 
hold, this is the law of the house. 

13 And these are the measures of the 
altar by cubits: (the cubit is a cubit and 
an handbreadth:) the ’bottom shall be 
a cubit, and the breadth a cubit, and the 
border thereof by the edge thereof round 
about a span: and this shall be the 4 base 

14 of the altar. And from the bottom s upon 
the ground to the lower ( ’settie shall be 
two cubits, and the breadth one cubit; 
and from the lesser settle to the greater 
settle shall be four cubits, and the 
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breadth a cubit. And the 7 upper altar 15 
shall be four cubits; and from the 8 ahar 
hearth and upward there shall be four 
horns. And the altar hearth shall be 16 
twelve cubits long by twelve broad, 
square in the four sides thereof. And 17 
the settle shall be fourteen cubits long 
by fourteen broad in the four sides 
thereof; and the border about it shall 
be half a cubit; and the bottom thereof 
shall be a cubit about; and the steps 
thereof shall look toward the cast. 

And he said unto me. Son of man, 18 
thus saith the Lord God: These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offer¬ 
ings thereon, and to sprinkle blood 
thereon. Thou shall give to the priests 19 
the Levitcs that be of the seed of Zadok, 
which arc near unto me, to minister unto 
me, saith the Lord God, a young bul¬ 
lock for a sin offering. And thou shall 20 
take of the blood thereof, and put it on 
the four horns of it, and on the four 
corners of the settle, and upon the bor¬ 
der round about: thus slialt thou cleanse 
it and make atonement for it. Thou shall 21 
also take the bullock of the sin offering, 
and he shall burn it in the appointed 
place of the house, without the sanc¬ 
tuary. And on the second day thou slialt 22 
offer a he-goat without blemish for a sin 
offering; and they shall cleanse the altar, 
as they did cleanse it with the bullock. 
When thou hast made an end of cleans- 23 
ing it, thou slialt offer a young bullock 
without blemish, and a ram out of the 
flock without blemish. And thou shalt 24 
bring them near before the Lord, and 
the priests shall cast salt upon them, and 
they shall offer them up for a burnt 
offering unto the Lord. Seven days 25 
shalt thou prepare every day a goat for 
a sin offering: they shall also prepare a 
young bullock, and a ram out of the 
ilock, without blemish. Seven days 26 
shall they make atonement for the altar 
and purify it; so shall they ’consecrate 
it. And when they have accomplished 27 
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the days, it shall be that upon the eighth 
day, and forward, the priests shall make 
your burnt offerings upon the altar, and 
your peace offerings; and I will accept 
you, saith the Lord God. 

THEN he brought me back the 
way of the outer gate of the sanc¬ 
tuary, which looketh toward the east; 

2 and it w r as shut. And the Lord said unto 
me. This gate shall be shut, it shall not 
be opened, neither shali any man enter 
in by it, for the Lord, the God of Israel, 
hath entered in by it; therefore it shall 

3 be shut. As for the prince, he shall sit 
therein as prince to eat bread before the 
Lord ; he shall enter by the way of the 
porch of the gate, and shall go out by 

4 the way of the same. Then he brought 
me the way of the north gate before the 
house; and I looked, and behold, the 
glory of the Lord filled the house of 

5 the Lord: and I fell upon my face. And 
the Lord said unto me. Son of man, 
*mark well, and behold with thine eyes, 
and hear with thine ears all that I say unto 
thee concerning all the ordinances of the 
house of the Lord, and all the laws 
thereof; and x mark well the entering in 
of the house, with every going forth of 

6 the sanctuary. And thou shalt say to 
the rebellious, even to the house of Is¬ 
rael, Thus saith the Lord God: O ye 
house of Israel, let it suffice you of 

7 all your abominations, in that ye have 
brought in aliens, uncircumdsed in heart 
and uncircumcised in flesh, to be in my 
sanctuary, to profane it, even my house, 
when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood, and 2 they have broken my cove¬ 
nant, 3 to add unto all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge of mine 
holy things: but ye have set keepers of 
my charge in my sanctuary for your- 

9 selves. Thus saith the Lord God, No 
alien, uncircumdsed in heart and un- 
dr cumcised in flesh, shall enter into my 
sanctuary, of any alien that is among the 

io children of Israel. But the Levites that 
went far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray from me after 


their idols; they shall bear their iniquity. 
Yet they shall be ministers in my sane- II 
tuary, having oversight at the gates of 
the house, and ministering in the house: 
they shall slay the burnt offering and the 
sacrifice for the people, and they shall 
stand before them to minister unto them. 
Because they ministered unto them be- 12 
fore their idols, and became a stumbling- 
block of iniquity unto the house of Is¬ 
rael; therefore have I lifted up mine 
hand against them, saith the Lord God, 
and they shall bear their iniquity. And 13 
they shall not come near unto me, to 
execute the office of priest unto me, nor 
to come near to any of my holy things, 
unto the things that are most holy: but 
they shall bear their shame, and their 
abominations which they have com¬ 
mitted. Yet will I make them keepers 14 
of the charge of the house, for ail the 
service thereof, and for all that shall be 
done therein. 

But the priests the Levites, the sons 15 
of Zadok, that kept the charge of my 
sanctuary when the children of Israel 
went astray from me, they shall come 
near to me to minister unto me; and 
they shall stand before me to offer unto 
me the fat and the blood, saith the Lord 
God: they shall enter into my sane- 16 
tuary, and they shall come near to my 
table, to minister unto me, and they 
shall keep my charge. And it shall be 17 
that when they enter in at the gates of 
the inner court, they shall be clothed 
with linen garments; and no wool shall 
come upon them, whiles they minister 
in the gates of the inner court, and 
Vitliin. They shall have linen tires up- 18 
on their heads, and shall have linen 
breeches upon their loins; they shall not 
gird themselves with any thing that cans - 
eth sweat. And when they go forth into 19 
the outer court, even into the outer court 
to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they minister, and lay 
them in the holy chambers, and they 
shall put on other garments, that they 
sanctify not the people with their gar-

heads* nor suffer their locks to grow 
long; they shall only poll their heads. 

21 Neither shall any priest drink wine* 
when they enter into the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their wives 
a widow* nor her that is put away: but 
they shall take virgins of the seed of the 
house of Israel* or a widow that is the 

23 widow of a priest. And they shall teach 
my people the difference between the 
holy and the common* and cause them to 
discern between the unclean and the 

24 clean. And in a controversy they shall 
stand to judge; according to my judge¬ 
ments shall they judge it: and they shall 
keep my laws and my statutes in all my 
appointed feasts; and they shall hallow 

25 my sabbaths. And they shall come at 
no dead person to defile themselves: 
but for father, or for mother, or for 
son, or for daughter, for brother, or for 
sister that hath had no husband, they 

26 may defile themselves. And after he is 
cleansed, they shall reckon unto him 

27 seven days. And in the day that he 
goeth into the sanctuary, into the inner 
court* to minister in the sanctuary, he 
shall offer his sin offering, saith the Lord 

28 God. And they shall have an inherit¬ 
ance; I am their inheritance: and ye 
shall give them no possession in Israel; 

29 I am their possession. They shall eat 
the meal offering, and the sin offering, 
and the guilt offering; and every devoted 

30 thing in Israel shall be theirs. And the 
first of all the firstfruits of every thing, 
and every Ablation of every thing, of all 
your oblations, shall be for the priests: 
ye shall also give unto the priest the first 
of your 2 dough, to cause a blessing to 

3* rest on thine house. The priests shall 
not eat of any thing that dieth of itself, 
or is tom, whether it be fowl or beast. 
MOREOVER, when ye shall di¬ 
vide by lot the land for inherit¬ 
ance* ye shall offer an oblation unto the 
Lord* 3 an holy portion of the land: the 
length shall be the length of five and 
twenty thousand reeds , and the breadth 
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shall be 4 ten thousand: it shall be holy 
in all the border thereof round about. 

Of tliis there shall be for the holy place 2 
five hundred in length by five hundred 
in breadth * square round about; and fifty 
cubits for the Suburbs thereof round 
about. And of this measure shalt thou 3 
measure, a length of five and twenty 
thousand, and a breadth of ten thou¬ 
sand: and in it shall be the sanctuary* 
which is most holy. It is an holy portion 4 
of the land; it shall be for the priests, the 
ministers of the sanctuary, which come 
near to minister unto the Lord ; and it 
shall be a place for their houses, and an 
holy place for the sanctuary. And five 5 
and twenty thousand in length, and ten 
thousand in breadth* shall be unto the 
Levites, the ministers of the house, for a 
possession unto themselves, for °twxnty 
chambers. And ye shall appoint the pos- 6 
session of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, side 
by side with the oblation of the holy 
portion: it shall be for the whole house 
of Israel. And whatsoever is for the 7 
prince shall be on the one side and on the 
other side of the holy oblation and of 
the possession of the city, in front of the 
holy oblation and in front of the posses¬ 
sion of the city, on the west side west¬ 
ward, and on the east side eastward: and 
in length answerable unto one of the 
portions, from the west border unto the 
east border.

THE 

BOOK OF DANIEL 


1 IN the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon unto Jeru- 
2 salem, and besieged it. And the Lord 
gave Jehoiakim king of Judah into his 
hand, with part of the vessels of the 
house of God; and he carried them into 
the land of Shinar to the house of his 
god: and he brought the vessels into the 
3 treasure house of his god. And the king 
spake unto Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring in certain 
of the children of Israel, even of the seed 
4 royal and of the nobles; youths in whom 
was no blemish, but well favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and cunning in 
knowledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability to stand in the 
king’s palace; and that he should teach 
them the learning and the tongue of the 
5 Chaldeans. And the king appointed for 
them a daily portion of the king’s “meat, 
and of the wine which he drank, and that 
they should be nourished three years; 
that at the end thereof they might stand 
6 before the king. Now among these were. 


of the children of Judah, Daniel, liana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah. And the 7 
prince of the eunuchs gave names unto 
them: unto Daniel he gave the name of 
Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, 0/Shad- 
rach; and to Mishael, of Meshach; and 
to Azariah, of Abed-nego. But Daniel 8 
purposed in his heart that he would not 
defile himself with the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank: therefore 
he requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. Now 9 
God made Daniel to find favour and 
compassion in the sight of the prince of 
the eunuchs. And the prince of the eu- 10 
nuchs said unto Daniel, I fear n?y lord 
the king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink: for why should he see 
your faces worse liking than the youths 
which arc of your own age? so should ye 
endanger my head with the king. Then 11 
said Daniel to 3 the steward, whom the 
prince of the eunuchs had appointed over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Aza¬ 
riah: Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 12 
ten days; and let them give us 4 pulse to

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13 eat, and water to drink. Then let our 
countenances be looked upon before thee, 
and the countenance of the youths that 
eat of the king’s meat; and as thou scest, 

14 deal with thy servants. So he hearkened 
unto them in this matter, and proved 

15 them ten days. And at the end of ten 
days their countenances appeared fairer, 
and they were fatter in flesh, than all the 
youths which did eat of the king’s meat. 

16 So x thc steward took away their meat, 
and the wine that they should drink, and 

17 gave them pulse. Now as for these four 
youths, God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: and 
Daniel had understanding in all visions 

18 and dreams. And at the end of the days 
which the king had appointed for bring¬ 
ing them in, the prince of the eunuchs 
brought them in before Nebuchadnez- 

19 zar. And the king communed with them; 
and among them all was found none like 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mi shad, and Aza- 
riah: therefore stood they before the king. 

20 And in every matter of wisdom and un¬ 
derstanding, concerning which the king 
inquired of them, he found them ten 
times better than all the magicians and 
enchanters that were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto the first 
year of king Cyrus. 

AND in the second year of the reign 
of N ebu chadnezzar N eb uch a dnezzar 
dreamed dreams; and his spirit was trou¬ 
bled, and his sleep brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call the 
magicians, and the enchanters, and the 
sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to tell 
the king his dreams. So they came in 

3 and stood before the king. And the king 
said unto them, I have dreamed a dream, 
and my spirit is troubled to know the 

4 dream. Then spake the Chaldeans to 
the king 3 in the Syrian language, 4 0 king, 
live for ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
and we will shew the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to the Chal¬ 
deans, 5 The thing is gone from me: if ye 
make not known unto me the dream and 
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the interpretation thereof, ye shall be cut 
in pieces, and your houses shall be made 
a dunghill. But if ye shew the dream 6 
and the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts and rewards and great 
honour: therefore shew me the dream 
and the interpretation thereof. They 7 
answered the second time and said. Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation. The 8 
king answered and said, I know of a 
certainty that ye would 6 gain time, be¬ 
cause ye see 7 the thing is gone from me. 
But if ye make not known unto me the 9 
dream, there is but one lav/ for you: 
for ye have prepared lying and corrupt 
words to speak before me, tili the time 
be changed: therefore tell me the dream, 
and 1 shall know that ye can shew me 
the interpretation thereof. The Chal- 10 
deans answered before the king, and said. 
There is not a man upon the earth that 
can shew the king’s matter: forasmuch 
as no king, 8 lord, nor ruler, hath asked 
such a tiling of any magician, or en¬ 
chanter, or Chaldean. And it is a rare 11 
thing that the king requiretli, and there 
is none other that can shew it before the 
king, except the gods, whose dwelling is 
not with flesh. For this cause the king 12 
was angry and very furious, and com¬ 
manded to destroy all the wise men of 
Babylon. So the decree went forth, and 13 
the wise men were to be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his companions to be 
slain. Then Daniel returned answer with 14 
counsel and prudence to Arioch the cap¬ 
tain of the king’s guard, w r hich was gone 
forth to slay the wise men of Babylon; 
he answered and said to Arioch the king’s 15 
captain. Wherefore is the decree so urgent 
from the king? Then Arioch made the 
thing known to Daniel. And Daniel went 16 
in, and desired of the king that he would 
Appoint him a time, lo and he would shew 
the king the interpretation. 

Then Daniel went to his house, and 17 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah, his companions:

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18 that they would desire mercies of the 
God of heaven concerning this secret; 
that Daniel and his companions should 
not perish with the rest of the wise men 

19 of Babylon. Then was the secret re¬ 
vealed unto Daniel in a vision of the 
night. Then Daniel blessed the God 

20 of heaven. Daniel answered and said. 
Blessed be the name of God for ever and 

21 ever: for wisdom and might are his: and 
he changeth the times and the sea¬ 
sons : he removeth kings, and setteth up 
kings: he giveth wisdom unto the wise, 
and knowledge to them that know under- 

22 standing: he revealeth the deep and se¬ 
cret things: he knoweth what is in the 
darkness, and the light dwelleth with 

23 him. I thank thee, and praise thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who hast given 
me wisdom and might, and hast now 
made known unto me what we desired 
of thee: for thou hast made known unto 

24 us the king's matter. Therefore Daniel 
went in unto Arioch, whom the king had 
appointed to destroy the wise men of 
Babylon: he went and said thus unto 
him; Destroy not the wise men of Bab¬ 
ylon: bring me in before the king, and 
I will shew unto the king the interpre¬ 
tation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel be¬ 
fore the king in haste, and said thus unto 
him, I have found a man of the children 
of the captivity of Judah, that will make 
known unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to Daniel, 
whose name was Bclteshazzar, Art thou 
able to make known unto me the dream 
which I have seen, and the interpreta- 

27 tion thereof? Daniel answered before 
the king, and said, The secret which the 
king hath demanded can neither wise 
men, enchanters, magicians, nor sooth- 

28 sayers, shew unto the king; but there is 
a God in heaven that revealeth secrets, 
and he hath made known to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the 
latter days. Thy dream, and the visions 

29 of thy head upon thy bed, are these: as 
for thee, O king, thy thoughts came into 
thy mind upon thy bed, what should 
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come to pass hereafter: and he that re¬ 
vealeth secrets hath made known to thee 
what shall come to pass. But as for me, 30 
this secret is not revealed to me for any 
wisdom that 1 have more than any living, 
but to the intent that the interpretation 
may be made known to the king, and 
that thou mayest know the thoughts of 
thy heart. Thou, O king, savvest, and 31 
behold a great image. This image, which 
was mighty, and whose brightness was 
excellent, stood before thee; and the as¬ 
pect thereof was terrible. As for this 32 
image, his head was of fine gold, his 
breast and his arms of silver, his belly 
and his thighs of brass, his legs of iron, 33 
his feet part of iron, and part of clay. 
Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out 34 
without hands, which smote the image 
upon his feet that were of iron and clay, 
and brake them in pieces. Then was the 35 
iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and 
the gold, broken in pieces together, and 
became like the chaff of the summer 
threshing-floors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found for 
them: and die stone that smote the image 
became a great fountain, and filled the 
whole earth. This is the dream; and we 36 
will tell the interpretation thereof before 
the king. Thou, O king, art king of kings, 3 7 
unto whom the God of heaven hath given 
the kingdom, the power, and the strength, 
and the glory; and wheresoever the chil- 38 
dren of men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee to 
rule over them all: thou art the head of 
gold. And after thee shall arise another 39 
kingdom inferior to thee; and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall bear 
rule over all the earth. And the fourth 40 
kingdom shall be strong as iron: for¬ 
asmuch as iron breaketh in pieces and 
subdueth all things: and as iron that 
crusheth all these, shall it break in pieces 
and crush. And whereas thou sawest the 41 
feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, and 
part of iron, it shall be a divided king¬ 
dom; but there shall be in it of the 
strength of the iron, forasmuch as thou 
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sawest the iron mixed with x miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were part of 
iron, and part of clay, so the kingdom 
shall be partly strong, and partly 2 broken. 

43 And whereas thou sawest the iron mixed 
with ^iry clay, they shall mingle them¬ 
selves 3 with the seed of men; but they 
shall not cleave one to another, even as 

44 iron doth not mingle with clay. And in 
the days of those kings shall the God of 
heaven set up a kingdom, which shall 
never be destroyed, nor shall the sove¬ 
reignty thereof be left to another people; 
but it shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for 

45 ever. Forasmuch as thou sawest that a 
stone was cut out of the mountain with¬ 
out hands, and that it brake in pieces 
the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, 
and the gold; the great God hath made 
known to the king what shall come to 
pass hereafter: and the dream is cer¬ 
tain, and the interpretation thereof sure. 

46 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon 
his face, and worshipped Daniel, and 
commanded that they should offer an 
oblation and sweet odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, and 
said. Of a truth your God is the God of 
gods, and the Lord of kings, and a re- 
vealer of secrets, seeing thou hast been 

48 able to reveal this secret. Then the king 
made Daniel great, and gave him many 
great gifts, and made him to rule over 
the whole province of Babylon, and to 
be chief governor over all the wise men 

49 of Babylon. And Daniel requested of 
the king, and he appointed Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, over the 
affairs of the province of Babylon: but 
Daniel was 4 in the gate of the king. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king 
made an image of gold, whose height 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof six cubits: he set it up in the 
plain of Dura, in the province of Bab- 
2 ylon. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
sent to gather together the satraps, the 
deputies, and the governors, the fudges, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the 6 she-

to the end of the earth. And whereas the 23 
lung saw a watcher and an holy one com¬ 
ing down from heaven, and saying, Iicw 
down the tree, and destroy it; neverthe¬ 
less leave the stump of the roots thereof 
in the eardi, even with a band of iron and 
brass, in the tender grass of the field;

31 While the word was in the king’s mouth, 
there fell a voice from heaven, saying, 
O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is 
spoken: the kingdom is departed from 

32 thee. And thou shalt be driven from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with the 
beasts of the field; thou shalt be made 
to eat grass as oxen, and seven times 
shall pass over thee; until thou know that 
the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 

33 will. The same hour was the thing ful¬ 
filled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he was 
driven from men, and did eat grass as 
oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven, till his hair was grown like 
eagles’ feathers , and his nails like birds* 

34 claws. And at the end of the days I Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto hea¬ 
ven, and mine understanding returned 
unto me, and I blessed the Most High, 
and I praised and honoured him that 
liveth for ever; for his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, and his kingdom 

35 from generation to generation: and all 
the inhabitants of the earth are reputed 
as nothing: and he doeth according to 
his will in the army of heaven, and among 
the inhabitants of the earth: and none 
can 4 stay his hand, or say unto him, What 
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doest thou? At the same time mine un- 36 
derstanding returned unto me; and for 
the glory of my kingdom, my majesty 
and brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought un¬ 
to me; and I was established in my king¬ 
dom, and excellent greatness was added 
unto me. Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 37 
and extol and honour the King of hea¬ 
ven ; for all his works are truth, and his 
ways judgement: and those that walk in 
pride he is able to abase. 

BELSHAZZAR the king made a 
great feast to a thousand of his lords, 
and drank wine before the thousand. 
Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, 2 
commanded to bring the golden and sil¬ 
ver vessels which Nebuchadnezzar his 
father had taken out of the temple which 
was in Jerusalem; that the king and his 
lords, his wives and his concubines, 
might drink therein. Then they brought 3 
the golden vessels that were taken out of 
the temple of the house of God which 
was at Jerusalem; and the king and his 
lords, his wives and his concubines, 
drank in them. They drank wine, and 4 
praised the gods of gold, and of silver, 
of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

In the same hour came forth the fingers 5 
of a man’s hand, and wrote over against 
the candlestick upon the plaistcr of the 
wall of the king’s palace; and the king 
saw the part of the hand that wrote. Then 6 
the king’s 5 countenance was changed in 
him, and his thoughts troubled him; and 
the joints of his loins were loosed, and 
his knees smote one against another. The 7 
king cried aloud to bring in the enchant¬ 
ers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers. 
The king spake and said to the wise men 
of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpretation 
thereof, shall be clothed with purple, and 
have a chain of gold about his neck, and 
shall 6 bc the third ruler in the kingdom. 
Then came in all the king’s wise men: 8 
but they could not read the writing, nor 
make known to the king the interpreta¬ 
tion. Then was king Belshazzar greatly 9 
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troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were per- 

10 plexed. Now the queen by reason of the 
words of the lung and his lords came in¬ 
to the banquet house: the queen spake 
and said, O king, live for ever; let not 
thy thoughts trouble thee, nor let thy 

11 countenance be changed: there is a man 
in thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit of 
the holy gods; and in the days of thy 
father light and understanding and wis¬ 
dom, like the wisdom of the gods, was 
found in him: and the king Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar thy father, ^ic king, I say , thy 
father, made him master of the magi¬ 
cians, enchanters, Chaldeans, and sooth- 

12 sayers; forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, in¬ 
terpreting of dreams, and shewing of 
dark sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteshazzar. Now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel brought in before 
the king. The king spake and said unto 
Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, which art 
of the children of the captivity of Judah, 
whom the king my father brought out 

14 of Judah? I have heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that 
light and understanding and excellent 

15 wisdom is found in thee. And now the 
wise men, the enchanters, have been 
brought in before me, that they should 
read this writing, and make known unto 
me the interpretation thereof: but they 
could not shew the interpretation of the 

16 thing. But I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst give interpretations, and dis¬ 
solve doubts: now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the inter¬ 
pretation thereof, thou shalt be clothed 
with purple, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt 2 be the third 

17 ruler in the kingdom. Then Daniel an¬ 
swered and said before the king, Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; nevertheless I will read the

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to him the interpretation. O thou king, 18 
the Most High God gave Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar thy father the kingdom, and great¬ 
ness, and glory, and majesty: and be- 19 
cause of the greatness that he gave him, 
all the peoples, nations, and languages 
trembled and feared before him: whom 
he would he slew, and whom he would 
he kept alive; and whom he would he 
raised up, and whom he would he put 
down. But when his heart was lifted up, 20 
and his spirit was hardened that he dealt 
proudly, he was deposed from his kingly 
throne, and they took his glory from 
him: and he was driven from the sons 21 
of men; and his heart was made like the 
beasts, and his dwelling was with the 
wild asses; he was fed with grass like 
oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven: until he knew that the Most 
High God ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and that he setteth up over it whomso¬ 
ever he will. And thou his son, O Bel- 22 
shazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, 
though thou knewest all this; but hast 23 
lifted up thyself against the Lord of hea¬ 
ven; and they have brought the vessels 
of his house before thee, and thou and 
thy lords, thy waves and thy concubines, 
have drunk wine in them; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, of 
brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see 
not, nor hear, nor know: and the God 
in whose hand thy breath is, and whose 
are all thy ways, hast thou not glori¬ 
fied : then was the part of the hand sent 24 
from before him, and tiiis writing was 
inscribed. And this is the writing that 25 
was inscribed, 3 mene, mene, tekel, 
upharsin. This is the interpretation of 26 
the thing: mene; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and brought it to an end. 
tekel ; thou art weighed in the balances, 27 
and art found wanting. 4 peres ; thy king- 2 8 
dom is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians. Then commanded Bel- 29 
shazzar, and they clothed Daniel with 
purple, and put a chain of gold about 
his neck, and made proclamation con¬ 
cerning him, that he should 2 be the third

shazzar the Chaldean king was slain. 

31 And Darias the Alede received the king¬ 
dom, being about threescore and two 
years old. 

IT pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom an hundred and twenty sa¬ 
traps, which should be throughout the 

2 whole kingdom; and over them three 
presidents, of whom Daniel was one; 
that these satraps might give account 
unto them, and that the king should have 

3 no damage. Then this Daniel was dis¬ 
tinguished above the presidents and die 
satraps, because an excellent spirit was 
in him; and the king thought to set him 

4 over the whole realm. Then the presi¬ 
dents and the satraps sought to find 
occasion against Daniel as touching die 
kingdom; but they could find none occa¬ 
sion nor fault; forasmuch as he was faith¬ 
ful, neither was there any error or fault 

5 found in him. Then said these men. We 
shall not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find it against him 

6 concerning the law of his God. Then 
diese presidents and satraps Assembled 
together to the king, and said thus unto 

7 him. King Darius, live for ever. All the 
presidents of the kingdom, the deputies 
and the satraps, the counsellors and the 
governors, have consulted togedicr 2 to 
establish a royal statute, and to make a 
strong interdict, that whosoever shall ask 
a petition of any god or man for thirty 
days, save of dice, O king, lie shall be 

$ cast into the den of lions. Now, O king, 
establish the interdict, and sign the writ¬ 
ing, that it be not changed, according 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, 

9 which 3 altereth not. Wherefore king 
Darius signed the writing and the inter- 

10 diet. And when Daniel knew diat the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house; (now his windows were open in 
his chamber toward Jerusalem;) and he 
kneeled upon his knees three times a day, 
and prayed, Mid gave thanks before his 

11 God, as he did aforetime. Then these 


men assembled together, and found 
Daniel making petition and supplication 
before his God. Then they came near, 12 
and spake before the king concerning the 
king's interdict; Hast thou not signed 
an interdict, that every man that shall 
make petition unto any god or man with¬ 
in thirty days, save unto thee, O king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions? The 
king answered and said, The thing is 
true, according to the law of the Medes 
and Persians, which 3 alteretil not. Then 13 
answered they and said before the king. 
That Daniel, which is of the children 
of the captivity of Judah, regardeth not 
thee, O king, nor the interdict that thou 
hast signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day. Then the king, when 14 
he heard these words, was sore dis¬ 
pleased, and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him: and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to rescue him. 
Then these men assembled together 15 
unto the king, and said unto the king. 
Know, O king, that it is a law of the 
Medes and Persians, that no interdict 
nor statute which the king establisheth 
may be changed. Then the king com- 16 
manded, and they brought Daniel, and 
cast him into the den of lions. Now the 
king spake and said unto Daniel, Thy 
God whom thou servest continually, he 
will deliver thee. And a stone was 17 
brought, and laid upon the mouth of the 
den; and the king sealed it with his own 
signet, and with the signet of his lords; 
4 that nothing might be changed con¬ 
cerning Daniel. Then the king went 18 
to his palace, and passed the night fast¬ 
ing : neither were "'instruments of music 
brought before him: and his sleep fled 
from him. Then the king arose very 19 
early in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. And when he 20 
came near unto the den to Daniel, he 
cried with a lamentable voice: the king 
spake and said to Daniel, O Daniel, 
servant of the living God, is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, able to

hath shut the lions’ mouths, and they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and 
also before thee, O king, have I done no 

23 hurt. Then was the king exceeding glad, 
and commanded that they should take 
Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel 
was taken up out of the den, and ro 
manner of hurt was found upon him, 

24 because he had trusted in his God. And 
the king commanded, and they brought 
those men which had accused Daniel, 
and they cast them into the den of lions, 
them, their children, and their wives; 
and the lions had the mastery of them, 
and brake all their bones in pieces, or 
ever they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto all the 
peoples, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth; Peace be multi- 

26 plied unto you. I make a decree, that 
in all the dominion of my kingdom men 
tremble and fear before the God of Dan¬ 
iel : for he is the living God, and stedfast 
for ever, and his kingdom that which 
sliall not be destroyed, and his dominion 

27 shall be even unto the end: he delivereth 
and rcscucrh, and he worketh signs and 
wonders in heaven and in earth; who 
hath delivered Daniel from the power of 

28 the lions. So this Daniel prospered in 
the reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 

IN the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon Daniel Tad a dream and 
visions of his head upon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream and told the sum of 

2 the matters. Daniel spake and said, 1 
saw in my vision by night, and, behold, 
the four winds of the heaven brake forth 

3 upon the great sen. And four great beasts 
came up from the sea, diverse one from 

4 another. The first was like a lion, and 
had eagle’s w r ings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made to stand 
upon two feet as a man, and a man’s 
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heart was given to it. And behold an- 5 
other beast, a second, like to a bear, and 
2 it was raised up on one side, and three 
ribs were in his mouth between his teeth: 
and they said thus unto it. Arise, devour 
much flesh. After this I beheld, and lo 6 
another, like a leopard, which had upon 
the back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and dominion 
was given to it. After this I saw in the 7 
night visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
terrible and powerful, and strong ex¬ 
ceedingly; and it had great iron teeth: 
it devoured and brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his feet: and 
it was diverse from all the beasts that 
were before it; and it had ten horns. 

I considered the horns, and, behold, 8 
there came up among them another horn, 
a little one, before which three of the 
first horns were plucked up by the roots: 
and, behold, in this horn were eyes like 
the eyes of a man, and a mouth speak¬ 
ing great tilings. I beheld till thrones 9 
w-ere 4 placed, and one that was ancient 
of days did sit: his raiment was white 
as snow’, and the hair of his head like 
pure wool; his throne was fiery flames, 
and the wheels thereof burning fire. A 10 
fiery stream issued and came forth from 
before him: thousand thousands minis¬ 
tered unto him, and ten thousand times 
ten thousand stood before him: the 
judgement was set, and the books w T ere 
opened.

IN the third year of Cyrus king 
of Persia a thing was revealed unto 
Daniel, whose name was called Beltcshaz- 
zar; and the thing was true, even a great 
warfare: and he understood the thing, 
and had understanding of the vision. 

2 In those days 1 Daniel was mourning 

3 three whole weeks. I ate no pleasant 
bread, neither came flesh nor wine in 
my mouth, neither did I anoint myself 
at all, till three whole weeks were ful- 

4 filled. And in the four and twentieth 
day of the first month, as I was by the 
side of the great river, which is y Hiddc- 

5 kcl, I lifted up mine eyes, and looked, 
and behold a man clothed in linen, whose 
loins were girded with pure gold of 

6 Uphaz: his body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of light¬ 
ning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, and 
his arms and his feet like in colour to 
burnished brass, and the voice of his 

7 words like the voice of a multitude. And I 
Daniel alone savr the vision: for the men 
that were with me saw not the vision; 
but a great quaking fell upon them, 

3 and they fled to hide themselves. So I 
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was left alone, and saw this great vision, 
and there remained no strength in me: 
for my comeliness was turned in me into 
corruption, and I retained no strength. 

Yet heard I the voice of his words: and 9 
when I heard the voice of his words, 
then was I fallen into a deep sleep on my 
face, with my face toward the ground. 
And, behold, a hand touched me, which 10 
I0 sct me upon my knees and upon the 
palms of my hands. And he said unto 11 
me, O Daniel, thou man greatly beloved, 
understand the words that 1 speak unto 
tbee, and stand upright; for unto thee 
am I now sent: and when he had spoken 
this word unto me, I stood trembling. 
Then said he unto me. Fear not, Daniel; 12 
for from the first day that thou didst 
set thine heart to understand, and to 
humble thyself before thy God, thy 
words were heard: and I am come for 
thy words’ sake. But the prince of the 13 
kingdom of Persia withstood me one and 
twenty days; but, lo, Michael, one of 
the chief princes, came to help me: and 
1 “remained there with the kings of Per¬ 
sia. Now I am come to make thee under- 14 
stand what shall befall thy people in the 
latter days: for the vision is yet for many 
days. And when he had spoken unto 15 
me according to these words, I set my 
face toward the ground, and was dumb. 
And, behold, one like the similitude of 16 
the sons of men touched my lips: then 
I opened my mouth, and spake and said 
unto him that stood before me, O my 
lord, by reason of the vision my sorrows 
are turned upon me, and I retain no 
strength. For how can the servant of 17 
this my lord talk with this my lord ? for 
as for me, straightway there remained no 
strength in me, neither was there breath 
left in me. Then there touched me again 18 
one like the appearance of a man, and he 
strengthened me.

But I will tell thee that which is 
inscribed in the wTiting of truth: and 
there is none that 2 holdeth with me 
3 against these, but Michael your prince. 

And as for me, in the first year of 
Darius the Mede, I stood up to 
confirm and strengthen him. 

2 And now will I shew thee the truth. Be¬ 
hold, there shall stand up yet three kings 
in Persia; and the fourth shall be far richer 
than they all: and when he is waxed 
strong through his riches, 4 hc shall stir 

3 up all against the realm of 1 Greece. And 
a mighty king shall stand up, that shall 
rule with great dominion, and do accord- 

4 ing to his will. And when he shall stand 
up, his kingdom shall be broken, and 
shall be divided toward the four winds 
of heaven; but not to Ills posterity, nor 
according to his dominion wherewith he 
ruled; for his kingdom shall be plucked 

5 up, even for others beside these. And 
the king of the south 5 shall be strong, 
and one of his princes; and he shall be 
strong above him, and have dominion; 
his dominion shall be a great dominion. 

6 And at the end of years they shall join 
themselves together; and the daughter 
of the king of the south shall come to the 
king of the north to make °an agreement: 
but she shall not retain the strength of 
her arm; neither shall he stand, nor his 
arm; but she shall be given up, and they 
that brought her, and he that begat her, 
and he that strengthened her in those 

7 times. But out of a shoot from her roots 
shall one stand up in Ills 7 placc, which 
shall come 8 unto the army, and shall 
enter into the fortress of the king of the 
north, and shall deal against them, and

And the king of the south shall be moved 11 
with choicr, and shall come forth and 
light with him, even with the king of 
the north: and he shall set forth a great 
multitude, and the multitude shall be 
given into his hand. And the multitude 12 
shall I3 be lifted up, and his heart shall be 
exalted: and he shall cast down tens of 
thousands, but he shall not prevail. And 13 
the king of the north shall return, and 
shall set forth a multitude greater than 
the former; and he shall come on at the 
end of the times, even l *of years, with a 
great army and with much substance. 
And in those times there shall many stand 14 
up against the king of the south: also the 
children of the violent among thy people 
shall lift themselves up to establish the 
vision; but they shall fall. So the king 15 
of the north shall come, and cast up a 
mount, and take Is a well fenced city: and 
the arms of the south shall not withstand, 
neither his chosen people, neither shall 
there be any strength to withstand. But 16 
he that cometh against him shall do ac¬ 
cording to his own will, and none shall 
stand before him: and he shall stand in 
the glorious land, and in his hand shall 
be destruction. And he shall set his face 17 
to come with the strength of his whole 
kingdom, ,6 and 6 upright ones with him; 
and he shall do his pleasure : and he shall 
give him the daughter of women, I7 to 
corrupt her; but I8 she shall not stand, 
neither be for him. After this shall he 18 
turn his face unto the I9 isles, and shall 
take many: but a 20 prince shall cause the

19 turn upon him. Then he shall turn his 
face toward the fortresses of his own

26 against him. Yea, they that eat of his 
4 meat shall 5 destroy him, and his army 
shall overflow: and many shall fall down 

27 slain. And as for both these kings, their 
hearts shall be to do mischief, and they 
shall speak lies at one table: but it shall 
not prosper; for yet the end shall be at 

28 the time appointed. Then shall he re¬ 
turn into his land with great substance; 
and his heart shall be against the holy 
covenant; and he shall do his pleasure , 

29 and return to his own land. At the time 
appointed he shall return, and come into 
the south; but it shall not be in the latter 
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time as it was in the former. For ships 30 
of Kittim shall come against him; there¬ 
fore he shall be grieved, and shall return, 
and have indignation against the holy 
covenant, and shall do his pleasure : he 
shall even return, and have regard unto 
them that forsake the holy covenant. 
And arms shall stand on his part, and 31 
they shall profane the sanctuary, even 
the fortress, and shall take away the con¬ 
tinual burnt offering and they shall set 
up the abomination that maketh deso¬ 
late. And such as do wickedly against 32 
the covenant shall he 6 pervcrt by flat¬ 
teries: but the people that know their 
God shall be strong, and do exploits. 
And 7 thcy that be wise among the peo- 33 
pic shall instruct many: yet they shall 
fall by the sword and by flame, by cap¬ 
tivity and by spoil, many days. Now 34 
when they shall fall, they shall be hoi pen 
with a little help: but many shall join 
themselves unto them with flatteries. 
And some of 8 them that be wise shall fall, 35 
to refine them, and to purify, and to 
make them white, even to the time of 
the end: because it is yet for the time 
appointed. And the king shall do ac- 36 
cording to his will; and he shall exalt 
himself, and magnify himself above every 
god, and shall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods: and he shall 
prosper till the indignation be accom¬ 
plished; for that which is determined 
shall be done. Neither shall he regard 37 
the gods of his fathers, nor the desire of 
women, nor regard any god: for he shall 
magnify himself above all. But in his 38 
‘place shall he honour the god of fort¬ 
resses : and a god whom his fathers knew 
not shall he honour with gold, and silver, 
and with precious stones, and pleasant 
things.

6 And as troops of 
robbers wait for a man, so the company 
of priests murder in the way toward 
Shechem: yea, they have committed 

10 lewdness. In the house of Israel I have 
seen an horrible thing: there whoredom 
is found in Ephraim, Israel is defiled. 

11 Also, O Judah, there is an harvest ap¬ 
pointed for thee, when I bring again the 
captivity of my people. 

WHEN I would heal Israel, then is 
the iniquity of Ephraim discovered, 
and the wickedness of Samaria; for they 
commit falsehood: and the thief entereth 
in, and the troop of robbers 7 spoileth 

2 without. And they consider not in their 
hearts that I remember all their wicked¬ 
ness: now have their own doings beset 
them about; they are before my face. 

3 They make the king glad with their 


wickedness, and the princes with their 
lies. They are all adulterers; they are as 4 
an oven heated by the baker; he ceaseth 
to stir the fire , from the kneading of the 
dough until it be leavened. On the day 5 
of our king the princes 8 madc ’them¬ 
selves sick with the heat of wine; he 
stretched out his hand with scorners. 
For they have ,0 made ready their heart 6 
like an oven, whiles they lie in wait: 

11 their baker sleepeth all the night; in 
the morning it burneth as a flaming fire. 
They are all hot as an oven, and devour 7 
their judges; all their kings are fallen: 
there is none among them that calleth 
unto me. Ephraim, he mixeth himself 8 
among the peoples; Ephraim is a cake 
not turned. Strangers have devoured 9 
his strength, and he knoweth it not: yea, 
gray hairs are 12 hcre and there upon him, 
and he knoweth it not. And the I3 pride 10 
of Israel doth testify to his face: yet they 
have not returned unto the Lord their 
God, nor sought him, for all this. And 11 
Ephraim is like a silly dove, without 
I4 understanding: they call unto Egypt, 
they go to Assyria. When they shall go, 12 
I will spread my net upon them; I will 
bring them down as the fowls of the 
heaven: I will chastise them, I5 as their 
congregation hath heard. Woe unto 13 
them! for they have wandered from me; 
destruction unto them! for they have 
trespassed against me: though I would 
redeem them, yet they have spoken lies 
against me. And they have not cried 14 
unto me with their heart, but they howl 
upon their beds: l6 they assemble them¬ 
selves for corn and wine, they rebel 
against me. Though I have I7 taught and 15 
strengthened their arms, yet do they 
imagine mischief against me. They re- 16 
turn, but not to him that is on high; they 
are like a deceitful bow: their princes 
shall fall by the sword for the rage of 
their tongue: this shall be their derision 
in the land of Egypt.

6 For from Israel is even this; the work¬ 
man made it, and it is no God: yea, the 
calf of Samaria shall be broken in pieces. 

7 For they sow the wind, and they shall 
reap the whirlwind: 3 hc hath no stand¬ 
ing corn; the blade shall yield no meal; 
if so be it yield, strangers shall swallow 

8 it up. Israel is swallowed up: now are 
they among the nations as a vessel where- 

9 in is no pleasure. For they are gone up 
to Assyria, like a wild ass alone by him- 

10 self: Ephraim hath hired 4 lovers. Yea, 
though they hire among the nations, 
now will I gather them; and they 5 begin 
to be minished by reason of the burden 

11 of the 6 king of princes. Because Ephraim 
hath multiplied altars to sin, altars have 

12 been unto him to sin. 7 Though I write 
for him my law in ten thousand precepts , 

13 they are counted as a strange thing. As 
for the sacrifices of mine offerings, they 
sacrifice flesh and eat it; but the Lord ac- 
cepteth them not: now will he remember 
their iniquity, and visit their sins; they 

14 shall return to Egypt. For Israel hath for¬ 
gotten his Maker, and builded 8 palaces; 
and Judah hath multiplied fenced cities: 
but I will send a fire upon his cities, and 
it shall devour the 9 castles thereof. 

9 REJOICE not, O Israel, I0 for joy, 
like the peoples; “for thou hast gone 
a whoring from thy God, thou hast 
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loved hire upon every cornfloor. The 2 
threshing-floor and the winepress shall 
not feed them, and the new wine shall 
fail her. They shall not dwell in the 3 
Lord’s land; but Ephraim shall return 
to Egypt, and they shall cat unclean food 
in Assyria. They shall not pour out 4 
wine offerings to the Lord, I2 neither shall 
they be pleasing unto him: their sacri¬ 
fices shall be unto them as the bread of 
mourners; all that eat thereof shall be 
polluted: for their bread shall be for 
their appetite; it shall not come into the 
house of the Lord. What will ye do in 5 
the day of solemn assembly, and in the 
day of the feast of the Lord? For, lo, 6 
they are gone away from destruction, yet 
Egypt shall gather them up, Memphis 
shall bury them: their pleasant things of 
silver, nettles shall possess them: thorns 
shall be in their tents. The days of 7 
visitation are come, the days of recom- 
pence are come; Israel shall know it: the 
prophet is a fool, the man that hath the 
spirit is mad, for the multitude of thine 
iniquity, and because the enmity is great. 
Ephraim 1 y was a watchman with my God: 8 
as for the prophet, a fowler’s snare is in 
all his ways, and enmity in the house of 
his God. They have deeply corrupted 9 
themselves, as in the days of Gibeah: he 
will remember their iniquity, he will visit 
their sins. I found Israel like grapes in 10 
the wilderness; I saw your fathers as 
the firstripe in the fig tree at her first 
season: but they came to Baal-peor, 
and ,4 consecrated themselves unto the 
15 shameful thing, and became abomin¬ 
able like that which they loved. As for 11 
Ephraim, their glory shall fly aw r ay like 
a bird: there shall be no birth, and none 
with child, and no conception.

Yet I taught Ephraim to 3 
go; 21 1 took them on my arms; but they 
knew not that I healed them. I drew 4 
them with cords of a man, with bands of 
love; and I was to them as they that 
take off the yoke on their jaws, and I 
laid meat before them. He shall not 5 
return into the land of Egypt; but the 
Assyrian shall be his king, because they 
refused to return. And the sword shall 6

1 THE vision of Obadiah. 

Thus saith the Lord God concerning 
Edom: We have heard tidings from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent among 
the nations, saying , Arise ye, and let us 

2 rise up against her in battle. Behold, I 
have made thee small among the nations : 

3 thou art greatly despised. The pride of 
thine heart hath deceived thee, O thou 
that dwcllest in the clefts of 3 4 the rock, 
whose habitation is high; that saith in 
his heart. Who shall bring me down to 

4 the ground? Though thou mount on 
high as the eagle, and though thy nest 
be set among the stars, I will bring thee 

5 down from thence, saith the Lord. If 

thieves came to thee, if robbers by night, 

(how art thou cut off!) would they not 


steal till they had enough? if grape- 
gatherers came to thee, would they not 
leave some gleaning grapes? How are 6 
*the things of Esau searched out! how are 
his hidden treasures sought up! All the 7 
men of thy confederacy have 5 * brought 
thee on thy way, even to the border: the 
men that were at peace ivith thee have 
deceived thee, and prevailed against thee; 

6 they that eat thy bread lay a 7 snare under 
thee: there is none understanding 8 in 
him. Shall I not in that day, saith the 8 
Lord, destroy the wise men out of Edom, 
and understanding out of the mount of 
Esau? And thy mighty men, O Teman, 9 
shall be dismayed, to die end that every 
one may be cut off from the mount of 
Esau by slaughter. For the violence done 10

But look not thou on the day of 
thy brother in 3 the day of his disaster, 
and rejoice not over the children of Judah 
in the day of their destruction; neither 
speak proudly in the day of distress. 

13 Enter not into the gate of my people in 
the day of their calamity; yea, look not 
thou on their affliction in the day of their 
calamity, neither lay ye hands on their 
substance in the day of their calamity. 

14 And stand thou not in the crossway, to 
cut off those of his that escape; and 
deliver not up those of his that remain 

15 in the day of distress. For the day of the 
Lord is near upon all the nations: as 
thou hast done, it shall be done unto 
thee; thy Mealing shall return upon thine 

16 own head. For as ye have drunk upon 
my holy mountain, so shall all the na¬ 


tions drink continually, yea, they shall 
drink, and 5 swallow down, and shall be 
as though they had not been. But in 17 
mount Zion there shall be those that 
escape, and it shall be holy; and the 
house of Jacob shall possess their pos¬ 
sessions. And the house of Jacob shall 18 
be a fire , and the house of Joseph a flame, 
and the house of Esau for stubble, and 
they shall bum among them, and devour 
them: and there shall not be any remain¬ 
ing to the house of Esau; for the Lord 
hath spoken it. And they of the South 19 
shall possess the mount of Esau; and 
they of the lowland the Philistines: and 
they shall possess the field of Ephraim, 
and the field of Samaria: and Benjamin 
shall possess Gilead. And the captivity 20 
of this 6 host of the children of Israel, 
7 which are among the Canaanites, shall 
possess even unto Zarephath; and the 
captivity of Jerusalem, which is in Se- 
pharad, shall possess the cities of the 
South. And saviours shall come up on 21 
mount Zion to judge the mount of Esau; 
and the kingdom shall be the Lord’s. 


JONAH 


1 NOW the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the son of Amittai, say- 
2 ing. Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, 
and cry against it; for their wickedness 
3 is come up before me. But Jonah rose 
up to flee unto Tarshish from the pre¬ 
sence of the Lord; and he went down 
to Joppa, and found a ship going to 
Tarshish: so he paid the fare thereof, 
and went down into it, to go with them 
unto Tarshish from the presence of the 
4 Lord. But the Lord 8 sent out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was a mighty 
tempest in the sea, so that the ship was 
5 like to be broken. Then the mariners 
were afraid, and cried every man unto 
his god; and they cast forth the wares 
that were in the ship into the sea, to 


lighten it unto them. But Jonah was 
gone down into the innermost parts of 
the ship; and he lay, and was fast asleep. 
So the shipmaster came to him, and said 6 
unto him, What meanest thou, O sleeper ? 
arise, call upon thy God, if so be that 
God will think upon us, that we perish 
not. And they said every one to his 7 
fellow. Come, and let us cast lots, that 
we may know for whose cause this evil is 
upon us. So they cast lots, and the lot 
fell upon Jonah. Then said they unto 8 
him, Tell us, we pray thee, for whose 
cause this evil is upon us; what is thine 
occupation? and whence comest thou? 
what is thy country? and of what people 
art thou? And he said unto them, I am 9 
an Hebrew; and I fear the Lord, the

13 this great tempest is upon you. Never¬ 
theless the men rowed hard to get them 
back to the land; but they could not: for 
the sea grew more and more tempestuous 

14 against them. Wherefore they cried un¬ 
to the Lord, and said. We beseech thee, 
O Lord, we beseech thee, let us not 
perish for this man’s life, and lay not 
upon us innocent blood: for thou, O 

15 Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. So 
they took up Jonah, and cast him forth 
into the sea: and the sea ceased from her 

16 raging. Then the men feared the Lord 
exceedingly; and they offered a sacrifice 

17 unto the Lord, and made vows. And the 
Lord prepared a great fish to swallow up 
Jonah; and Jonah was in the belly of the 

fish three days and three nights. Then 
Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God 

2 out of the fish’s belly. And he said, 

I called *by reason of mine affliction 
unto the Lord, 

And he answered me; 

Out of the belly of 2 hell cried I, 

And thou heardest my voice. 

3 For thou didst cast me into the depth, 

in the heart of the seas. 

And the flood was round about me; 

All thy waves and thy billows passed 
over me. 

4 And I said, I am cast out from before 

thine eyes; 

Yet I will look again toward thy holy 
temple. 

5 The waters compassed me about, even 

to the soul; 

The deep was round about me; 


The weeds were wrapped about my 
head. 

I went down to the bottoms of the 6 
mountains; 

The earth with her bars closed upon 
me for ever: 

Yet hast thou brought up my life from 
•The pit, O Lord my God. 

When my soul fainted within me, I 7 
remembered the Lord: 

And my prayer came in unto thee, 
into thine holy temple. 

They that regard lying vanities 8 

Forsake their own mercy. 

But I will sacrifice unto thee with the 9 
voice of thanksgiving; 

I will pay that which I have vowed. 

Salvation is of the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto the fish, and 10 
it vomited out Jonah upon the dry land. 
AND the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the second time, saying. 
Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, 2 
and 4 prcach unto it the preaching that 
I bid thee. So Jonah arose, and went 3 
unto Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was s an ex¬ 
ceeding great city, of three days’ journey. 
And Jonah began to enter into the city 4 
a day’s journey, and he cried, and said. 
Yet forty days, and Nineveh shall be 
overthrown. And the people of Nine- 5 
veh believed God; and they proclaimed 
a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the 
greatest of them even to the least of them. 
°And the tidings reached the king of 6 
Nineveh, and he arose from his throne, 
and laid his robe from him, and covered 
him with sackcloth, and sat in ashes. 
And he made proclamation and 7 pub- 7 
lished through Nineveh by the decree 
of the king and his nobles, saying. Let 
neither man nor beast, herd nor flock, 
taste any thing: let them not feed, nor 
drink water: but let them be covered 8 
with sackcloth, both man and beast, and 
let them cry mightily unto God: yea, 
let them turn every one from his evil 
way, and from the violence that is in 
their hands. Who knoweth whether God 9

not. But it displeased Jonah exceed¬ 
ingly, and he was angry. And he 
prayed unto the Lord, and said, I pray 
thee, O Lord, was not this my saying, 
when I was yet in my country? There¬ 
fore I T hasted to flee unto Tarshish: for 
I knew that thou art a gracious God, and 
full of compassion, slow to anger, and 
plenteous in mercy, and repentest thee 
3 of the evil. Therefore now, O Lord, 
take, I beseech thee, my life from me; 
for it is better for me to die than to live. 
And the Lord said, 2 Doest thou well to 
be angry? Then Jonah went out of the 
city, and sat on the east side of the city, 
and there made him a booth, and sat 
under it in the shadow, till he might see 
6 what would become of the city. And the 
Lord God prepared a 3 gourd, and made 
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it to come up over Jonah, that it might 
be a shadow over his head, to deliver 
him from his evil case. So Jonah was 
exceeding glad because of the gourd. 
But God prepared a worm when the 7 
morning rose the next day, and it smote 
the gourd, that it withered. And it came 8 
to pass, when the sun arose, that God 
prepared a sultry east wind; and the sun 
beat upon the head of Jonah, that he 
fainted, and requested for himself that 
he might die, and said. It is better for 
me to die than to live. And God said 9 
to Jonah, Doest thou well to be angry 
for the gourd? And he said, I do well 
to be angry even unto death. And the IO 
Lord said. Thou hast had pity on the 
gourd, for the which thou hast not la¬ 
boured, neither madest it grow; which 
came up in a night, and perished in a 
night: and should not I have pity on 11 
Nineveh, that great city; wherein are 
more than sixscore thousand persons that 
cannot discern between their right hand 
and their left hand; and also much cattle ? 
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1 THE word of the Lord that came to 
Alicah the Morashtite in the days of 
Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of 
Judah, which he saw concerning Samar¬ 
ia and Jerusalem. 

2 Hear, ye peoples, all of you; hearken, 
O earth, and 4 all that therein is: and let 
the Lord God be witness S against you, 
3 the Lord from his holy temple. For, 
behold, the Lord cometh forth out of 
his place, and will come down, and tread 
4 upon the high places of the earth. And 
the mountains shall be molten under 
him, and the valleys shall be cleft, as wax 
before the fire, as waters that are poured 
5 down a steep place. For the transgres¬ 
sion of Jacob is all this, and for the sins 
of the house of Israel. What is the trans¬ 
gression of Jacob? is it not Samaria ? and 


what are the high places of Judah? are 
they not Jerusalem? Therefore I will 6 
make Samaria as an heap of the field, 
and as the plantings of a vineyard: and 
I will pour down the stones thereof into 
the valley, and I will discover the founda¬ 
tions thereof. And all her graven images 7 
shall be beaten to pieces, and all her hires 
shall be burned with fire, and all her 
idols will I lay desolate: for of the hire 
of an harlot hath she gathered them, and 
unto the hire of an harlot shall they re¬ 
turn. For this will I wail and howl, I will 8 
go stripped and naked: I will make a 
wailing like the jackals, and a mourning 
like the ostriches. For her wounds are 9 
incurable: for it is come even unto Ju¬ 
dah; it reacheth unto the gate of my 
people, even to Jerusalem.

Therefore thus 
saith the Lord: Behold, against this 
family do I devise an evil, from which ye 
shall not remove your necks, neither shall 
ye walk haughtily; for it is an evil time.

I will surely assemble, O Jacob, all of 12 
thee; I will surely gather the remnant of 
Israel; I will put them together as the 
sheep of Bozrah: as a flock in the midst 
of their pasture, they shall make great 
noise by reason of the multitude of men. 
The breaker is gone up before them: 13 
they have broken forth and passed on to 
the gate, and are gone out thereat: and 
their king is passed on before them, and 
the Lord at the head of them. 

AND I said. Hear, I pray you, ye 
heads of Jacob, and rulers of the 
house of Israel: is it not for you to know 
judgement? who hate the good, and love 2 
the evil; who pluck off their skin from 
off them, and their flesh from off their 
bones; who also eat the flesh of my peo- 3 
pie; and they flay their skin from off 
them, and break their bones: yea, they 
chop them in pieces, as for the pot, and 
as flesh within the caldron.

And 6 
one shall say unto him. What are these 
wounds between thine 3 arms?

And whoso¬ 
ever shall not receive you, nor hear your 
words, as ye go forth out of that house 
or that city, shake off the dust of your 

15 feet. Verily I say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
and Gomorrah in the day of judgement, 
than for that city. 

16 Behold, I send you forth as sheep in 
the midst of wolves: be ye therefore wise 

17 as serpents, and 5 harmless as doves. But 
beware of men: for they will deliver you 
up to councils, and in their synagogues 

18 they will scourge you; yea and before 
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governors and kings shall ye be brought 
for my sake, for a testimony to them and 
to the Gentiles. But when they deliver 19 
you up, be not anxious how or what ye 
shall speak: for it shall be given you in 
that hour what ye shall speak. For it is 20 
not ye that speak, but the Spirit of your 
Father that speaketh in you. And bro- 21 
ther shall deliver up brother to death, 
and the father his child: and children 
shall rise up against parents, and °cause 
them to be put to death. And ye shall 22 
be hated of all men for my name’s sake: 
but he that endureth to the end, the same 
shall be saved. But when they persecute 23 
you in this city, flee into the next: for 
verily I say unto you. Ye shall not have 
gone through the cities of Israel, till the 
Son of man be come. 

A disciple is not above his hnastcr, nor 24 
a Servant above his lord. It is enough 25 
for the disciple that he be as his 7 master, 
and the Servant as his lord. If they have 
called the master of the house °Beel- 
zebub, how much more shall they call 
them of his household! Fear them not 26 
therefore: for there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed; and hid, that 
shall not be known. What I tell you in 27 
the darkness, speak ye in the fight: and 
what ye hear in the ear, proclaim upon 
the housetops. And be not afraid of them 28 
which kill the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul: but rather fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in I0 hell. 
Are not two sparrows sold for a far- 29 
thing? and not one of them shall fall on 
the ground without your Father: but 30 
the very hairs of your head are all num¬ 
bered. Fear not therefore; ye are of 31 
more value than many sparrows. Every 32 
one therefore who shall confess “me be¬ 
fore men, “him will I also confess before 
my Father which is in heaven. But who- 33 
soever shall deny me before men, him 
will I also deny before my Father which 
is in heaven. 

Think not that I came to “send peace 34 
on the earth: I came not to “sendpeace.

12 Gr. in him. 13 Gr. cast. 
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35 but a sword. For I came to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter in law against her mother in 

36 law: and a man’s foes shall be they of his 

37 own household. He that loveth father 
or mother more than me is not worthy 
of me; and he that loveth son or daugh¬ 
ter more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that doth not take his cross and 
follow after me, is not worthy of me. 

39 He that J findeth his 2 life shall lose it; 
and he that 3 loseth his 2 life for my sake 
shall find it. 

40 He that receiveth you receivcth me, 
and he that receiveth me receiveth him 

41 that sent me. He that receiveth a pro¬ 
phet in the name of a prophet shall re¬ 
ceive a prophet’s reward; and he that 
receiveth a righteous man in the name 
of a righteous man shall receive a right- 

42 eous man’s reward. And whosoever shall 
give to drink unto one of these little ones 
a cup of cold water only, in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he shall 
in no wise lose his reward. 

AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
had made an end of commanding 
his twelve disciples, he departed thence 
to teach and preach in their cities. 

2 Now when John heard in the prison 
the works of the Christ, he sent by his 

3 disciples, and said unto him, Art thou 
he that cometh, or look we for another? 

4 And Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Go your way and tell John the things 

5 which ye do hear and sec: the blind 
receive their sight, and the lame walk, 
the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf 
hear, and the dead are raised up, and 
the poor have 4 good tidings preached 

6 to them. And blessed is he, whosoever 
shall find none occasion of stumbling in 

7 me. And as these went their way, Jesus 
began to say unto the multitudes con¬ 
cerning John, What went ye out into the 
wilderness to behold? a reed shaken 

8 with the wind? But what went ye out 
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for to see? a man clothed in soft raiment ? 
Behold, they that wear soft raiment are 
in kings’ houses. 5 But wherefore went 9 
ye out? to see a prophet? Yea, I say unto 
you, and much more than a prophet. 
This is he, of whom it is written, 10 

Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face. 

Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 
Verily I say unto you. Among them that 11 
are born of women there hath not arisen 
a greater than John the Baptist: yet he 
that is 6 but little in the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven is greater than he. And from the 12 
days of John the Baptist until now the 
kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, 
and men of violence take it by force. For 13 
all the prophets and the law prophesied 
until John. And if ye are willing to re- 14 
ceive 7 /r, this is Elijah, which is to come. 

He that hath ears 8 to hear, let him hear. 15 
But whereunto shall I liken this genera- 16 
tion? It is like unto children sitting in 
the marketplaces, which call unto their 
fellows, and say. We piped unto you, 17 
and ye did not dance; we wailed, and 
yc did not 9 mourn. For John came nei- 18 
ther eating nor drinking, and they say. 

He hath a 10 devil. The Son of man 19 
came eating and drinking, and they say, 
Behold, a gluttonous man, and a wine- 
bibber, a friend of publicans and sin¬ 
ners! And wisdom lx is justified by her 
12 works. 

Then began he to upbraid the cities 20 
wherein most of his I 3 mighty works were 
done, because they repented not. Woe 21 
unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, 
Bethsaida! for if the I3 mighty works had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon which 
were done in you, they would have re¬ 
pented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. 
Howbeit I say unto you, it shall be more 22 
tolerable for Tyre and Sidon in the day 
of judgement, than for you. And thou, 23 
Capernaum, shalt thou be exalted unto 
heaven? thou shalt ,4 go down unto Hades: 
for if the I3 mighty works had been done 
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in Sodom which were done in thee, it 
would have remained until this day. 

24 Howbeit I say unto you, that it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom in 
the day of judgement, than for thee. 

25 At that season Jesus answered and 
said, I x thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that thou didst hide 
these things from the wise and under¬ 
standing, and didst reveal them unto 

26 babes: yea. Father, Tor so it was wcll- 

27 pleasing in thy sight. All things have 
been delivered unto me of my Father: 
and no one knoweth the Son, save the 
Father; neither doth any know the Fa¬ 
ther, save the Son, and he to whomso- 

28 ever the Son willetli to reveal him. Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 

29 laden, and I will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall 

30 find rest unto your souls. For my yoke 
is easy, and my burden is light. 

AT that season Jesus went on the 
sabbath day through the corn¬ 
fields ; and his disciples were an hungred, 
and began to pluck ears of corn, and to 

2 eat. But the Pharisees, when they saw 
it, said unto him. Behold, thy disciples 
do that which it is not lawful to do upon 

3 the sabbath. But he said unto them. 
Have ye not read what David did, when 
he was an hungred, and they that were 

4 with him; how he entered into the house 
of God, and 3 did eat the shewhread, 
which it was not lawful for him to eat, 
neither for them that were with him, but 

5 only for the priests? Or have ye not 
read in the law, how that on the sabbath 
day the priests in the temple profane the 

6 sabbath, and are guiltless? But I say 
unto you, that 4 one greater than the 

7 temple is here. But if ye had known 
what this meaneth, I desire mercy, and 
not sacrifice, ye would not have con- 

8 demned the guiltless. For the Son of 
man is lord of the sabbath. 

9 And he departed thence, and went 

10 into their synagogue: and behold, a man 

having a withered hand. And they asked 
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him, saying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
sabbath day? that they might accuse 
him. And he said unto them. What man 11 
shall there be of you, that shall have one 
sheep, and if this fall into a pit on the 
sabbath day, will he not lay hold on it, 
and lift it out? How much then is a man 12 
of more value than a sheep! Wherefore 
it is lawful to do good on the sabbath 
day. Then saith he to the man. Stretch 13 
forth thy hand. And he stretched it 
forth; and it was restored whole, as the 
other. But the Pharisees went out, and 14 
took counsel against him, how they might 
destroy him. And Jesus perceiving it 15 
withdrew from thence: and many fol¬ 
lowed him; and he healed them all, and 16 
charged them that they should not make 
him known: that it might be fulfilled 17 
which was spoken s by Isaiah the pro¬ 
phet, saying. 

Behold, my servant whom I have 18 
chosen; 

My beloved in whom my soul is well 
pleased: 

I will put my Spirit upon him. 

And he shall declare judgement to the 
Gentiles. 

He shall not strive, nor cry aloud; 19 

Neither shall any one hear his voice in 
the streets. 

A bruised reed shall he not break, 20 

And smoking flax shall he not quench. 

Till he send forth judgement unto 
victory. 

And in his name shall the Gentiles 21 
hope. 

Then was brought unto him 6 one 22 
possessed with a devil, blind and dumb: 
and he healed him, insomuch that the 
dumb man spake and saw. And all the 23 
multitudes were amazed, and said. Is 
this the son of David? But when the 24 
Pharisees heard it, they said. This man 
doth not cast out 7 devils, but 8 by Beel¬ 
zebub the prince of the ’devils. And 25 
knowing their thoughts he said unto 
them. Every kingdom divided against 
itself is brought to desolation; and every 
city or house divided against itself shall 
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26 not stand: and if Satan casteth out Satan, 
he is divided against himself; how then 

27 shall his kingdom stand? And if I x by 
Beelzebub cast out *devils, x by whom do 
your sons cast them out? therefore shall 

28 they be your judges. But if I J by the 
Spirit of God cast out 2 devils, then is 
the kingdom of God come upon you. 

29 Or how can one enter into the house of 
the strong man , and spoil his goods, 
except he first bind the strong man ? and 

30 then he will spoil his house. He that is 
not with me is against me; and he that 

31 gathercthnotwithmcscattereth. There¬ 
fore I say unto you, livery sin and blas¬ 
phemy shall be forgiven 3 unto men; but 
the blasphemy against the Spirit shall 

32 not be forgiven. And whosoever shall 
speak a word against the Son of man, 
it shall be forgiven him; but whosoever 
shall speak against the Holy Spirit, it 
shall not be forgiven him, neither in this 
4 world, nor in that which is to come. 

33 Either make the tree good, and its fruit 
good; or make the tree corrupt, and its 
fruit corrupt: for the tree is known by its 

34 fruit. Ye offspring of vipers, how can ye, 
being evil, speak good things? for out of 
the abundance of the heart die moudi 

35 speaketh. The good man out of his good 
treasure bringeth forth good things: and 
the evil man out of his evil treasure 

36 bringeth forth evil things. And I say 
unto you, that every idle word that men 
shall speak, they shall give account there- 

37 of in the day of judgement. For by thy 
words thou shalt be justified, and by thy 
words thou shalt be condemned. 

38 Then certain of the scribes and Phari¬ 
sees answered him, saying, 5 Master, we 

39 would see a sign from thee. But he 
answered and said unto them. An evil 
and adulterous generation seeketh after 
a sign; and there shall no sign be given 
to it but the sign of Jonah the prophet: 

40 for as Jonah was three days and three 
nights in the belly of the 6 whale; so 
shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 
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The men of Nineveh shall stand up in 4 1 
the judgement with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: for they repented at 
the preaching of Jonah; and behold, 7 a 
greater than Jonah is here. The queen 42 
of the south shall rise up in the judge¬ 
ment with this generation, and shall con¬ 
demn it: for she came from the ends of 
the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and behold, 7 a greater than Solomon is 
here. But the unclean spirit, when 8 he 43 
is gone out of the man, passeth through 
waterless places, seeking rest, and find- 
eth it not. Then 8 he saith, I will return 44 
into my house whence I came out; and 
when 8 he is come, 8 he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. Then goeth 8 he, 45 
and taketh with 9 himself seven other 
spirits more evil than 9 himsclf, and they 
enter in and dwell there: and the last 
state of that man becometh worse than 
the first. Even so shall it be also unto 
this evil generation. 

While he was yet speaking to the 46 
multitudes, behold, his mother and his 
brethren stood without, seeking to speak 
to him. 10 And one said unto him. Behold, 47 
thy mother and thy brethren stand with¬ 
out, seeking to speak to thee. But he 48 
answered and said unto him that told 
him. Who is my mother? and who are 
my brethren? And he stretched forth 49 
his hand towards his disciples, and said. 
Behold, my mother and my brethren! 
For whosoever shall do the will of my 50 
Father which is in heaven, he is my 
brother, and sister, and mother. 

ON that day went Jesus out of 
the house, and sat by the sea side. 
And there were gathered unto him great 2 
multitudes, so that he entered into a 
boat, and sat; and all the multitude stood 
on the beach. And he spake to them 3 
many things in parables, saying. Behold, 
the sower went forth to sow; and as he 4 
sowed, some seeds fell by the way side, 
and the birds came and devoured them: 
and others fell upon the rocky places, 5 
where they had not much earth: and 
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straightway they sprang up, because 

6 they had no deepness of earth: and 
when the sun was risen, they were 
scorched; and because they had no root, 

7 they withered away. And others fell 
upon the thorns; and the thorns grew 

8 up, and choked them: and others fell 
upon the good ground, and yielded fruit, 
some a hundredfold, some sixty, some 

9 thirty. He that hath ears 1 , let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said unto 
him. Why speakest thou unto them in 

11 parables? And he answered and said 
unto them. Unto you it is given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, 

12 but to them it is not given. For whoso¬ 
ever hath, to him shall be given, and he 
shall have abundance: but whosoever 
hath not, from him shall be taken away 

13 even that which he hath. Therefore 
speak I to them in parables; because 
seeing they see not, and hearing they 
hear not, neither do they understand. 

14 And unto them is fulfilled the prophecy 
of Isaiah, which saith. 

By hearing yc shall hear, and shall in 
no wise understand; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall in 
no wise perceive: 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed gross, 
And their cars arc dull of hearing. 
And their eyes they have closed; 
Lest haply they should perceive with 

their eyes. 

And hear with their ears. 

And understand with their heart. 
And should turn again, 

And I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for they see; 

17 and your ears, for they hear. For verily 
I say unto you, that many prophets and 
righteous men desired to see the things 
which ye see, and saw them not; and to 
hear the tilings which ye hear, and heard 

18 them not. Hear then ye the parable of 

19 the sower. When any one heareth the 
word of the kingdom, and understandeth 
it not, then cometh the evil one , and 
snatcheth away that which hath been 
sown in his heart. This is he that was 
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sown by the way side. And he that was 20 
sown upon the rocky places, this is he 
that heareth the word, and straightway 
with joy recciveth it; yet hath he not 21 
root in himself, but endureth for a while; 
and w r hen tribulation or persecution a- 
riseth because of the word, straightway 
he stumblcth. And he that was sown 22 
among the thorns, this is he chat heareth 
the word; and the care of the 2 world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke 
the word, and he becometh unfruitful. 
And he that was sown upon the good 23 
ground, this is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; who verily bear- 
cth fruit, and bringeth forth, some a 
hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty. 

Another parable set he before them, 24 
saying. The kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a man that sowed good seed in his 
field: but while men slept, his enemy 25 
came and sowed 3 tarcs also among the 
wheat, and went away. But when the 26 
blade sprang up, and brought forth fruit, 
then appeared the tares also. And the 27 
Servants of the householder came and 
said unto him. Sir, didst thou not sow 
good seed in thy field? whence then hath 
it tares? And he said unto them, 5 An 28 
enemy hath done this. And the Serv¬ 
ants say unto him. Wilt thou then that 
w r e go and gather them up? But he saith, 29 
Nay; lest haply while ye gather up the 
tares, ye root up the wheat with them. 

Let both grow together until the harvest: 30 
and in the time of the harvest I will say 
to the reapers. Gather up first the tares, 
and bind them in bundles to burn them: 
but gather the wheat into my barn. 

Another parable set he before them, 31 
saying. The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field: which 32 
indeed is less than all seeds; but when 
it is grown, it is greater than the herbs, 
and becometh a tree, so that the birds 
of the heaven come and lodge in the 
branches thereof. 

Another parable spake he unto them; 33 
The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
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leaven, which a woman took, and hid in 
three Measures of meal, till it was all 
leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jesus in para¬ 
bles unto the multitudes; and without 
a parable spake he nothing unto them: 

35 that it might be fulfilled which was spo¬ 
ken I 2 3 by the prophet, saying, 

I will open my mouth in parables; 

I will utter things hidden from the 
foundation 3 of the world. 

36 Then he left the multitudes, and went 
into the house: and his disciples came 
unto him, saying. Explain unto us the 

37 parable of the tares of the field. And 
he answered and said, He that soweth 

38 the good seed is the Son of man; and the 
field is the world; and the good seed, 
these are the sons of the kingdom; and 

39 the tares are the sons of the evil one; and 
the enemy that sowed them is the devil: 
and the harvest is 4 the end of the world; 

40 and the reapers are angels. As therefore 
the tares are gathered up and burned 
with fire; so shall it be in 4 the end of the 

41 world. The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out of 
liis kingdom all things that cause stumb- 

42 ling, and them that do iniquity, and shall 
cast them into the furnace of fire: there 
shall be the weeping and gnashing of 

43 teeth. Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of their 
Father. He that hath ears, let him hear. 

44 The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
treasure hidden in the field; which a 
man found, and hid; and 5 in his joy he 
goeth and selleth all that he hath, and 
buyeth that field. 

45 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is a merchant seeking 

46 goodly pearls: and having found one 
pearl of great price, he went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it. 

47 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a 6 net, that was cast into the sea, 

48 and gathered of every kind: which, when 
it was filled, they drew up on the beach; 
and they sat down, and gathered the 
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good into vessels, but the bad they cast 
away. So shall it be in 4 the end of the 49 
world: the angels shall come forth, and 
sever the wicked from among the right¬ 
eous, and shall cast them into the furnace 50 
of fire: there shall be the weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

Have ye understood all these things? 51 
They say unto him. Yea. And he said 52 
unto them, Therefore every scribe who 
hath been made a disciple to the king¬ 
dom of heaven is like unto a man that 
is a householder, which bringeth forth 
out of his treasure things new and old. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had 53 
finished these parables, he departed 
thence. And coming into his own coun- 54 
try he taught them in their synagogue, 
insomuch that they were astonished, and 
said. Whence hath this man this wisdom, 
and these 7 mighty works? Is not this 55 
the carpenter’s son? is not his mother 
called Mary? and his brethren, James, 
and Joseph, and Simon, and Judas? And 56 
his sisters, are they not all with us? 
Whence then hath this man all these 
things? And they were ^offended in 57 
him. But Jesus said unto them, A pro¬ 
phet is not "without honour, save in his 
own country, and in his own house. And 58 
he did not many 7 mighty works there 
because of their unbelief. 

AT that season Herod the tetrarch 
heard the report concerning Jesus, 
and said unto his servants. This is John 2 
the Baptist; he is risen from the dead; 
and therefore do these powers work in 
him. For Herod had laid hold on John, 3 
and bound him, and put him in prison 
for the sake of Herodias, his brother 
Philip’s wife. For John said unto him, 4 
It is not lawful for thee to have her. And 5 
when he would have put him to death, 
he feared the multitude, because they 
counted him as a prophet. But when 6 
Herod’s birthday came, the daughter 
of Herodias danced in the midst, and 
pleased Herod. Whereupon he promised 7 
with an oath to give her whatsoever she 
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8 should ask. And she, being put forward 
by her mother, saith. Give me here in 
a charger the head of John the Baptist. 

9 And the king was grieved; but for the 
sake of his oaths, and of them which sat 
at meat with him, he commanded it to 

io be given; and he sent, and beheaded 

ix John in the prison. And his head was 
brought in a charger, and given to the 
damsel: and she brought it to her mo- 

12 ther. And his disciples came, and took 
up the corpse, and buried him; and they 
went and told Jesus. 

13 Now when Jesus heard it, he withdrew 
from thence in a boat, to a desert place 
apart: and when the multitudes heard 
thereof, they followed him x on foot from 

14 the cities. And he came forth, and saw 
a great multitude, and he had compas- 

15 sion on them, and healed their sick. And 
when even was come, the disciples came 
to him, saying. The place is desert, and 
the time is already past; send the multi¬ 
tudes away, that they may go into the 

16 villages, and buy themselves food. But 
Jesus said unto them. They have no need 

17 to go away; give ye them to eat. And 
they say unto him. We have here but 

18 five loaves, and two fishes. And he said, 

19 Bring them hither to me. And he com¬ 
manded the multitudes to 2 sit down on 
the grass; and he took the five loaves, 
and the two fishes, and looking up to 
heaven, he blessed, and brake and gave 
the loaves to the disciples, and the dis- 

20 ciples to the multitudes. And they did 
all eat, and were filled: and they took up 
that which remained over of the broken 

21 pieces, twelve baskets full. And they 
that did eat were about five thousand 
men, beside women and children. 

22 And straightway he constrained the 
disciples to enter into the boat, and to 
go before him unto the other side, till 
he should send the multitudes away. 

23 And after he had sent the multitudes 
away, he went up into the mountain 
apart to pray: and when even was come, 

24 he was there alone. But the boat 3 wa$ 
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now in the midst of the sea, distressed 
by the waves; for the wind was contrary. 
And in the fourth watch of the night he 25 
came unto them, walking upon the sea. 
And when the disciples saw him walking 26 
on the sea, they were troubled, saying. 

It is an apparition; and they cried out 
for fear. But straightway Jesus spake 27 
unto them, saying. Be of good cheer; it 
is I; be not afraid. And Peter answered 28 
him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me 
come unto thee upon the waters. And 29 
he said, Come. And Peter went down 
from the boat, and walked upon the 
waters, 4 to come to Jesus. But when 30 
he saw the wind 5 , he was afraid; and 
beginning to sink, he cried out, saying. 
Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus 31 
stretched forth his hand, and took hold 
of him, and saith unto him, O thou of 
little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt? 
And when they were gone up into the 32 
boat, the wind ceased. And they that 33 
were in the boat worshipped him, say¬ 
ing, Of a truth thou art the Son of God. 

And when they had crossed over, they 34 
came to the land, unto Gennesaret. And 35 
when the men of that place knew him, 
they sent into all that region round about, 
and brought unto him all that were sick; 
and they besought him that they might 36 
only touch the border of his garment: 
and as many as touched were made whole. 
THEN there come to Jesus from 
Jerusalem Pharisees and scribes, 
saying. Why do thy disciples transgress 2 
the tradition of the elders? for they wash 
not their hands when they eat bread. 
And he answered and said unto them, 3 
Why do ye also transgress the com¬ 
mandment of God because of your tradi¬ 
tion? For God said. Honour thy father 4 
and thy mother: and. He that speaketh 
evil of father or mother, let him 6 die the 
death. But ye say. Whosoever shall say 5 
to his father or his mother, That where¬ 
with thou mightest have been profited 
by me is given to God ; he shall not hon- 6 
our his father. 7 And ye have made void 
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the x word of God because of your tradi- ing, Lord, heJp me. And he answered 2 6

And they said, Some say 
John the Baptist; some, Elijah: and 
others, Jeremiah, or one of the prophets. 

15 He saith unto them. But who say yc that 

16 I am? And Simon Peter answered and 
said. Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 

17 living God. And Jesus answered and 
said unto him. Blessed art thou, Simon 
Bar-Jonah: for flesh and blood hath not 
revealed it unto thee, but my Father 

18 which is in heaven. And I also say unto 
thee, that thou art 6 Peter, and upon this 
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7 rock I will build my church; and the 
gates of Hades shall not prevail against 
it. I will give unto thee the keys of the 19 
kingdom of heaven: and whatsoever 
thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. 
Then charged he the disciples that they 20 
should tell no man that he was the Christ. 

From that time began 8 Jesus to shew 21 
unto his disciples, how that he must go 
unto Jerusalem, and suffer many things 
of the elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and the third day be raised 
up. And Peter took him, and began to 22 
rebuke him, saying, °Be it far from thee. 
Lord: this shall never be unto thee. But 23 
he turned, and said unto Peter, Get thee 
behind me, Satan: thou art a stumbling- 
block unto me: for thou mindest not the 
things of God, but the things of men. 
Then said Jesus unto his disciples. If 24 
any man would come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. For whosoever would save 25 
his I0 life shall lose it: and whosoever shall 
lose his 10 life for my sake shall find it. 
For wliat shall a man be profited, if he 26 
shall gain the whole world, and forfeit 
his I0 life? or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his xo life? For the Son of 27 
man shall come in the glory of his 
Father with his angels; and then shall 
he render unto every man according to 
his 11 deeds. Verily I say unto you. There 28 
be some of them that stand here, which 
shall in no wise taste of death, till they 
see the Son of man coming in his king¬ 
dom. 

AND after six days Jesus taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and 
John his brother, and bringeth them up 
into a high mountain apart: and he was 2 
transfigured before them: and his face 
did shine as the sun, and his garments 
became white as the light. And behold, 3 
there appeared unto them Moses and 
Elijah talking with him. And Peter 4 
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answered, and said unto Jesus, Lord, it 
is good for us to be here: if thou wilt, I 
will make here three x tabemacles; one 
for thee, and one for Moses, and one for 

5 Elijah. While he was yet speaking, be¬ 
hold, a bright cloud overshadowed them: 
and behold, a voice out of the cloud, 
saying. This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased; hear ye him. 

6 And when the disciples heard it, they 
fell on their face, and were sore afraid. 

7 And Jesus came and touched them and 

8 said. Arise, and be not afraid. And lift¬ 
ing up their eyes, they saw no one, save 
Jesus only. 

9 And as they were coming down from 
the mountain, Jesus commanded them, 
saying. Tell the vision to no man, until 
the Son of man be risen from the dead. 

10 And his disciples asked him, saying. 
Why then say the scribes that Elijah 

11 must first come? And he answered and 
said, Elijah indeed cometh, and shall 

12 restore all things: but I say unto you, 
that Elijah is come already, and they 
knew him not, but did unto him what¬ 
soever they listed. Even so shall the Son 

13 of man also suffer of them. Then under¬ 
stood the disciples that he spake unto 
them of John the Baptist. 

14 And when they were come to the 
multitude, there came to him a man, 

15 kneeling to him, and saying. Lord, have 
mercy on my son: for he is epileptic, and 
suffereth grievously: for oft-times he 
falleth into the fire, and oft-times into 

16 the water. And I brought him to thy 
disciples, and they could not cure him. 

17 And Jesus answered and said, O faith¬ 
less and perverse generation, how long 
shall I be with you? how long shall I 
bear with you? bring him hither to me. 

18 And Jesus rebuked him; and the 2 devil 
went out from him: and the boy was 

19 cured from that hour. Then came the 
disciples to Jesus apart, and said. Why 

20 could not we cast it out? And he saith 
unto them. Because of your little faith: 
for verily I say unto you. If ye have faith 
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as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain. Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall remove; and 
nothing shall be impossible unto you. 3 

And while they 4 abodc in Galilee, 22 
Jesus said unto them, The Son of man 
shall be delivered up into the hands of 
men; and they shall kill him, and the 23 
third day he shall be raised up. And 
they were exceeding sorry. 

And when they were come to Caper- 24 
naum, they that received the 5 half-shekel 
came to Peter, and said. Doth not your 
6 master pay the 5 half-shekel? He saith, 25 
Yea. And when he came into the house, 
Jesus spake first to him, saying. What 
thinkest thou, Simon? the kings of the 
earth, from whom do they receive toll 
or tribute? from their sons, or from 
strangers? And when he said. From 26 
strangers, Jesus said unto him. There¬ 
fore the sons arc free. But, lest we cause 27 
them to stumble, go thou to the sea, and 
cast a hook, and take up the fish that 
first cometh up; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shalt find a 
’shekel: that take, and give unto them 
for me and thee. 

IN that hour came the disciples 
unto Jesus, saying. Who then is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven? And 2 
he called to him a little child, and set 
him in the midst of them, and said, 3 
Verily I say unto you. Except ye turn, 
and become as little children, ye shall 
in no wise enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. Whosoever therefore shall hum- 4 
ble himself as this little child, the same 
is the 8 greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
And whoso shall receive one such little 5 
child in my name receiveth me: but 6 
whoso shall cause one of these little ones 
which believe on me to stumble, it is 
profitable for him that 9 a great millstone 
should be hanged about his neck, and 
that he should be sunk in the depth of 
the sea. Woe unto the world because of 7 
occasions of stumbling! for it must needs 
be that the occasions come; but woe to

8 comcth! And if thy hand or thy foot 
causeth thee to stumble, cut it off, and 
cast it from thee: it is good for thee to 
enter into life maimed or halt, rather 
than having two hands or two feet to be 

9 cast into the eternal fire. And if thine 
eye causcth thee to stumble, pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee: it is good for thee 
to enter into life with one eye, rather 
than having two eyes to be cast into the 

IO x hell of fire. See that ye despise not one 
of these little ones; for I say unto you, 
that in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which is 

12 in heaven. 2 How think ye? if any man 
have a hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and go unto the mount¬ 
ains, and seek that which goeth astray? 

13 And if so be that he find it, verily I say 
unto you, he rcjoiceth over it more than 
over the ninety and nine which have 

14 not gone astray. Even so it is not 3 the 
will of 4 your Father which is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should 
perish. 

15 And if thy brother sin 5 against thee, 
go, shew him his fault between thee and 
him alone: if he hear thee, thou hast 

16 gained thy brother. But if he hear thee 
not, take with thee one or two more, that 
at the mouth of two witnesses or three 

17 every word may be established. And 
if he refuse to hear them, tell it unto 
the 6 church: and if he refuse to hear the 
6 church also, let him be unto thee as the 

18 Gentile and the publican. Verily I say 
unto you, What things soever ye shall 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: 
and what things soever ye shall loose on 

19 earth shall be loosed in heaven. Again 
I say unto you, that if two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching anything that 
they shall ask, it shall be done for them 

20 of my Father which is in heaven. For 
where two or three are gathered to-

gether in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them. 

Then came Peter, and said to him, 21 
Lord, how oft shall my brother sin a- 
gainst me, and I forgive him? until seven 
times?

’seventy times seven. Therefore is the 23 
kingdom of heaven likened unto a cer¬ 
tain king, which would make a reckon¬ 
ing with his Servants. And when he 24 
had begun to reckon, one was brought 
imto him, which owed him ten thousand 
g talcnts. But forasmuch as he had not 25 
wherewith to pay, his lord commanded 
him to be sold, and his wife, and chil¬ 
dren, and all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The I0 servant therefore fell 26 
down and worshipped him, saying. Lord, 
have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. And the lord of that 10 servant, 27 
being moved with compassion, released 
him, and forgave him the “debt. But 28 
that I0 servant went out, and found one 
of his fellow-servants, which owed him 
a hundred I2 pcncc: and he laid hold on 
him, and took him by the throat, saying. 
Pay what thou owest. So his fellow- 29 
servant fell dow r n and besought him, 
saying, Have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee. And he would not: but 30 
w r ent and cast him into prison, till he 
should pay that which was due. So 31 
when his fellow-servants saw what was 
done, they were exceeding sorry, and 
came and told unto their lord all that was 
done. Then his lord called him unto him, 32 
and saith to him. Thou wicked I0 servant, 

I forgave thee all that debt, because thou 
besoughtest me: shouldcst not thou also 33 
have had mercy on thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had mercy on thee? And his 34 
lord was wroth, and delivered him to the 
tormentors, till he should pay all that was 
due. So shall also my heavenly Father 35 
do unto you, if ye forgive not every one 
his brother from your hearts.

3 And there came unto him Pharisees, 
tempting him, and saying. Is it lawful 
for a man to put away his wife for every 

4 cause? And he answered and said, Have 
ye not read, that he which 2 made them 
from the beginning made them male and 

5 female, and said. For this cause shall a 
man leave his father and mother, and 
shall cleave to his wife; and the twain 

6 shall become one flesh? So that they are 
no more twain, but one flesh. What 
therefore God hath joined together, let 

7 not man put asunder. They say unto 
him. Why then did Moses command to 
give a bill of divorcement, and to put 

8 her away? He saith unto them, Moses 
for your hardness of heart suffered you 
to put away your wives: but from the 

9 beginning it hath not been so. And I 
say unto you. Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, 3 cxcept for fornication, and 
shall marry another, committeth adul¬ 
tery : 4 and he that marrieth her when she 

io is put away committeth adultery. The 
disciples say unto him. If the case of the 
man is so with his wife, it is not ex- 

12 pedient to marry. But he said unto 
them, All men cannot receive this say- 

12 ing, but they to whom it is given. For 
there are eunuchs, which were so born 
from their mother’s womb: and there 
arc eunuchs, which were made eunuchs 
by men: and there arc eunuchs, which 
made themselves eunuchs for the king¬ 
dom of heaven’s sake. He that is able 
to receive it, let him receive it. 

13 Then were there brought unto him 
little children, that he should lay his 
hands on them, and pray: and the clis- 

14 ciples rebuked them. But Jesus said, 
Suffer the little children, and forbid

them not, to come unto me: for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven. And he laid 15 
his hands on them, and departed thence. 

And behold, one came to him and 16 
said, 5 °Master, what good thing shall I 
do, that I may have eternal life? And he 17 
said unto him, 7 Why askest thou me 
concerning that which is good? One 
there is who is good: but if thou would- 
est enter into life, keep the command¬ 
ments. He saith unto him, Which? And 3 3 
Jesus said. Thou shalt not kill. Thou 
shalt not commit adultery. Thou shalt 
not steal, Thou shalt not bear false wit¬ 
ness, Honour thy father and thy mother: 19 
and.

The young man saith unto him, 20 
All these things have I observed: what 
lack I yet? Jesus said unto him. If thou 21 
wouldest be perfect, go, sell that thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and come, fol¬ 
low me. But when the young man heard 22 
the saying, he went away sorrowful: for 
he was one that had great possessions. 

And Jesus said unto his disciples, 23 
Verily I say imto you. It is hard for a 
rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. And again 1 say unto you. It is 24 
easier for a camel to go through a 
needle’s eye, than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. And when 25 
the disciples heard it, they were as¬ 
tonished exceedingly, saying. Who then 
can be saved? And Jesus looking upon 26 
them said to them, W 7 ith men tins is 
impossible; but with God all things are 
possible.

And pray ye that 20 
your flight be not in the winter, neither 
on a sabbath: for then shall be great 21 
tribulation, such as hath not been from 
the beginning of the world until now, 
no, nor ever shall be. And except those 22 
days had been shortened, no flesh would 
have been saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened. Then if 23 
any man shall say unto you, Lo, here is 
the Christ, or, Here; believe 8 it not. For 24 
there shall arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and shall shew great signs and 
wonders; so as to lead astray, if possible, 
even the elect. Behold, I have told you 25 
beforehand. If therefore they shall say 26 
unto you.

me not; sick, and in prison, and ye visited 
me not. Then shall they also answer, 44 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, or atliirst, or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not 
minister unto thee? Then shall he an- 45 
swer them, saying, Verily I say unto 
you. Inasmuch as ye did it not unto one 
of these least, ye did it not unto me. 
And these shall go away into eternal 46 
punishment: but the righteous into 
eternal life. 

AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished all these words, he 
said unto his disciples, Ye know that 2 
after two days the passover cometh, and 
the Son of man is delivered up to be 
crucified. Then were gathered together 3 
the chief priests, and the elders of the 
people, unto the court of the high priest, 
who was called Caiaphas; and they took 4 
counsel together that they might take 
Jesus by subtilty, and kill him. But they 5 
said. Not during the feast, lest a tumult 
arise among the people. 

3 Or, Depart from me wider a curst 
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6 Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in 

7 the house of Simon the leper, there came 
unto him a woman having x an alabaster 
cruse of exceeding precious ointment, 
and she poured it upon his head, as he 

8 sat at meat. But when the disciples saw 
it, they had indignation, saying, To what 

9 purpose is this waste? For this ointment 
might have been sold for much, and 

10 given to the poor. But Jesus perceiving 
it said unto them. Why trouble ye the 
woman? for she hath wrought a good 

11 work upon me. For ye have the poor 
always with you; but me ye have not 

12 always. For in that she 2 poured this 
ointment upon my body, she did it to 

13 prepare me for burial. Verily I say unto 
you. Wheresoever 3 this gospel shall be 
preached in the whole world, that also 
which this woman hath done shall be 
spoken of for a memorial of her. 

14 Then one of the twelve, who was 
called Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 

15 priests, and said, What are ye willing to 
give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you? And they weighed unto him thirty 

16 pieces of silver. And from that time he 
sought opportunity to deliver him unto 
them. 

17 Now on the first day of unleavened 
bread the disciples came to Jesus, say¬ 
ing, Where wilt thou that we make ready 

18 for thee to eat the passover? And he 
said. Go into the city to such a man, and 
say unto him. The 4 Master saith. My 
time is at hand; I keep the passover at 

19 thy house with my disciples. And the 
disciples did as Jesus appointed them; 

20 and they made ready the passover. Now 
when even was come, he was sitting at 

21 meat with the twelve 5 disciples; and as 
they were eating, he said. Verily I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray 

22 me. And they were exceeding sorrow¬ 
ful, and began to say unto him every 

23 one. Is it I, Lord? And he answered 
and said. He that dipped his hand with 
me in the dish, the same shall betray 

24 me. The Son of man goeth, even as it is

written of him: but woe unto that man 
through whom the Son of man is be¬ 
trayed! good were it 6 for that man if he 
had not been born. And Judas, which 25 
betrayed him, answered and said. Is it 
I, Rabbi? He saith unto him. Thou hast 
said. And as they were eating, Jesus 26 
took 7 bread, and blessed, and brake it; 
and he gave to the disciples, and said. 
Take, eat; this is my body. And he took 27 
8 a cup, and gave thanks, and gave to 
them, saying. Drink ye all of it; for this 28 
is my blood of 9 the I0 covenant, which is 
shed for many unto remission of sins. 
But I say unto you, I will not drink 29 
henceforth of this fruit of the vine, until 
that day when I drink it new with you 
in my Father’s kingdom. 

And when they had sung a hymn, they 30 
went out unto the mount of Olives. 

Then saith Jesus unto them. All ye 31 
shall be “offended in me this night: for 
it is written, I will smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep of the flock shall be scat¬ 
tered abroad. But after I am raised up, 32 
I will go before you into Galilee. But 33 
Peter answered and said unto him. If all 
shall be 1 I offended in thee, I will never be 
“offended. Jesus said unto him. Verily 34 
I say unto thee, that this night, before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
Peter saith unto him, Even if I must die 35 
with th ee,yet will I not deny thee. Like¬ 
wise also said all the disciples. 

Then cometh Jesus with them unto 36 
“a place called Gethsemane, and saith 
unto his disciples. Sit ye here, while I 
go yonder and pray. And he took with 37 
him Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, 
and began to be sorrowful and sore 
troubled. Then saith he unto them. My 38 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death: abide ye here, and watch with me. 
And he went forward a little, and fell on 39 
his face, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass 
away from me: nevertheless, not as I 
will, but as thou wilt. And he cometh 40 
unto the disciples, and findeth them

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sleeping, and saith unto Peter, What, 
could ye not watch with me one hour? 

41 ‘Watch and pray, that ye enter not into 
temptation: the spirit indeed is willing, 

42 but the flesh is weak. Again a second 
time he went away, and prayed, saying, 
O my Father, if this cannot pass away, 

43 except I drink it, thy will be done. And 
he came again and found them sleeping, 

44 for their eyes were heavy. And he left 
them again, and went away, and prayed a 
third time, saying again the same words. 

45 Then cometh he to the disciples, and 
saith unto them. Sleep on now, and take 
your rest: behold, the hour is at hand, 
and the Son of man is betrayed into the 

46 hands of sinners. Arise, let us be going: 
behold, he is at hand that betrayeth me. 

47 And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one 
of the twelve, came, and with him a 
great multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests and elders of the 

48 people. Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying. Whomsoever I shall 

49 kiss, that is he: take him. And straight¬ 
way he came to Jesus, and said. Hail, 

50 Rabbi; and 2 kissed him. And Jesus said 
unto him. Friend, do that for which thou 
art come. Then they came and laid 

51 hands on Jesus, and took him. And be¬ 
hold, one of them that were with Jesus 
stretched out his hand, and drew his 
sword, and smote the 3 servant of the 

52 high priest, and struck off his ear. Then 
saith Jesus unto him. Put up again thy 
sword into its place: for all they that 
take the sword shall perish with the 

53 sword. Or thinkest thou that I cannot 
beseech my Father, and he shall even 
now send me more than twelve legions 

54 of angels? How then should the scrip¬ 
tures be fulfilled, that thus it must be? 

5 5 In that hour said Jesus to the multitudes, 
Are ye come out as against a robber with 
swords and staves to seize me? I sat 
daily in the temple teaching, and ye took 

56 me not. But all this is come to pass, that 
the scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then all the disciples left him, 
and fled. 


73 

And they that had taken Jesus led 57 
him away to the house of Caiaphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the 
elders were gathered together. But Peter 58 
followed him afar off, unto the court of 
the high priest, and entered in, and sat 
with the officers, to see the end. Now 59 
the chief priests and the whole council 
sought false witness against Jesus, that 
they might put him to death; and they 60 
found it not, though many false wit¬ 
nesses came. But afterward came two, 
and said. This man said, I am able to 61 
destroy the 4 temple of God, and to build 
it in three days. And the high priest 62 
stood up, and said unto him, Answerest 
thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness against thee? But Jesus held his 63 
peace. And the high priest said unto 
him, I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the 
Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith unto 64 
him. Thou hast said: nevertheless I say 
unto you. Henceforth ye shall see the 
Son of man sitting at the right hand of 
power, and coming on the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high priest rent his 65 
garments, saying, He hath spoken blas¬ 
phemy: what further need have we of 
witnesses? behold, now ye have heard 
the blasphemy: what think ye? They 66 
answered and said. He is 5 worthy of 
death. Then did they spit in his face 67 
and buffet him: and some smote him 
6 w T ith the palms of their hands, saying, 68 
Prophesy unto us, thou Christ: who is 
he that struck thee? 

Now Peter was sitting without in the 69 
court: and a maid came unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thou also wast with Jesus the 
Galilean. But he denied before them 70 
all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 
And when he was gone out into the 71 
porch, another maid saw him, and saith 
unto them that were there. This man 
also was with Jesus the Nazarene. And 72 
again he denied with an oath, I know 
not the man. And after a little while 73 
they that stood by came and said to 
Peter, Of a truth thou also art one of them; 
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74 for thy speech bewrayeth thee. Then 
began he to curse and to swear, I know 
not the man. And straightway the cock 

75 crew. And Peter remembered the word 
which Jesus had said, Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And he 
went out, and wept bitterly. 

NOW when morning was come, 
all tire chief priests and the elders 
of the people took counsel against Jesus 

2 to put him to death: and they bound 
him, and led him away, and delivered 
him up to Pilate the governor. 

3 Then Judas, which betrayed him, 
when he saw that he was condemned, 
repented himself, and brought back the 
thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests 

4 and elders, saying, I have sinned in that 
I betrayed ‘innocent blood. But they 
said. What is that to us? sec thou to it. 

5 And he cast down the pieces of silver 
into the sanctuary, and departed; and 

6 he went away and hanged himself. And 
the chief priests took the pieces of silver, 
and said. It is not lawful to put them 
into the treasury, since it is the price of 

7 blood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, to 

8 bury strangers in. Wherefore that field 
was called. The field of blood, unto this 

9 day. Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken 3 by Jeremiah the prophet, say¬ 
ing, And hhey took the thirty pieces of 
silver, the price of him that was priced, 
5 whom certain of the children of Israel 

10 did price; and ^hey gave them for the 
potter’s field, as the Lord appointed 
me. 

11 Now Jesus stood before the governor: 
and the governor asked him, saying, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? And Jesus 

12 said unto him. Thou sayest. And when 
he was accused by the chief priests and 

13 elders, he answered nothing. Thensaith 
Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not how 
many things they witness against thee? 

14 And he gave him no answer, not even to 
one word: insomuch that the governor 
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marvelled greatly. Now at 7 the feast the 15 
governor was wont to release unto the 
multitude one prisoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable 16 
prisoner, called Barabbas. When there- 17 
fore they were gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them. Whom will ye that I 
release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus 
which is called Christ? For he knew 18 
that for envy they had delivered him up. 
And while he was sitting on the judge- 19 
ment-seat, his wife sent unto him, say¬ 
ing, Have thou nothing to do with that 
righteous man: for I have suffered many 
things tliis day in a dream because of 
him. Now the chief priests and the 20 
elders persuaded the multitudes that 
they should ask for Barabbas, and de¬ 
stroy Jesus. But the governor answered 21 
and said unto them. Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto you ? 
And they said, Barabbas. Pilate saith 22 
unto them, What then shall I do unto 
Jesus which is called Christ? They all 
say, Let him be crucified. And he said, 23 
Why, what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out exceedingly, saying. Let him 
be crucified. So when Pilate saw that 24 
he prevailed nothing, but rather that a 
tumult was arising, he took water, and 
washed his hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent 8 of the blood of 
this righteous man: see ye to it . And all 25 
the people answered and said. His blood 
be on us, and on our children. Then re- 26 
leased he unto them Barabbas: but Jesus 
he scourged and delivered to be crucified. 

Then the soldiers of the governor took 27 
Jesus into the y palace, and gathered unto 
him the whole xo band. And they 1 ‘stripped 28 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And they plaited a crown of thorns and 29 
put it upon liis head, and a reed in his 
right hand; and they kneeled down be¬ 
fore him, and mocked him, saying. Hail, 
King of the Jews! And they spat upon 30 
him, and took the reed and smote him 
on the head. And when they had 31 
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mocked him, they took off from him 
the robe, and put on him his garments, 
and led him away to crucify him. 

32 And as they came out, they found a 
man of Cyrene, Simon by name: him 
they Compelled to go with them , that he 

33 might bear his cross. And when they 
were come unto a place called Golgotha, 

34 that is to say. The place of a skull, they 
gave him wine to drink mingled with 
gall: and when he had tasted it, he would 

35 not drink. And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments among 

36 them, casting lots: and they sat and 

37 watched him there. And they set up 
over his head his accusation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then are there crucified with him two 
robbers, one on the right hand, and one 

39 on the left. And they that passed by 

40 railed on him, wagging their heads, and 
saying. Thou that destroyest the *temple, 
and buildest it in three days, save thy¬ 
self: if thou art the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. In like manner 
also the chief priests mocking him, with 
the scribes and elders, said. He saved 
others; 3 himsclf he cannot save. He is 
the King of Israel; let him now come 
down from the cross, and we will believe 

43 on him. He trusteth on God; let him 
deliver him now, if he desireth him: for 

44 he said, I am the Son of God. And the 
robbers also that were crucified with 
him cast upon him the same reproach. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the 4 land until the 

46 ninth hour. And about the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? that is. My 
God, my God, 5 why hast thou forsaken 

47 me? And some of them that stood there, 
when they heard it, said, This man call- 

48 eth Elijah. And straightway one of them 
ran, and took a sponge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 

49 him to drink. And the rest said. Let be; 
let us see whether Elijah cometh to save 

50 him. 6 And Jesus cried again with a loud 
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voice, and yielded up his spirit. And 51 
behold, the veil of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom; and 
the earth did quake; and the rocks were 
rent; and the tombs were opened; and 52 
many bodies of the saints that had fallen 
asleep were raised; and coming forth out 53 
of the tombs after his resurrection they 
entered into the holy city and appeared 
unto many. Now the centurion, and 54 
they that were with him watching Jesus, 
when they saw the earthquake, and the 
things that were done, feared exceed¬ 
ingly, saying. Truly this was 7 the Son of 
God. And many women were there be- 55 
holding from afar, which had followed 
Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto him: 
among whom was Mary Magdalene, and 56 
Mary the mother of James and Joses, and 
the mother of the sons of Zebedee. 

And when even was come, there came 57 
a rich man from Arimathaja, named 
Joseph, who also himself w r as Jesus’ dis¬ 
ciple : this man went to Pilate, and asked 58 
for the body of Jesus. Then Pilate com¬ 
manded it to be given up. And Joseph 59 
took the body, and wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth, and laid it in his own new 60 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock: 
and he rolled a great stone to the door 
of the tomb, and departed. And Mary 61 
Alagdalene was there, and the other 
Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre. 

Now on the morrow, which is the day 62 
after the Preparation, the chief priests 
and the Pharisees were gathered together 
unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we remember 63 
that that deceiver said, while he w T as yet 
alive. After three days I rise again. Com- 64 
mand therefore that the sepulchre be 
made sure until the third day, lest haply 
his disciples come and steal him away, 
and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: and the last error will be 
worse than the first. Pilate said unto 65 
them, 8 Yc have a guard: go your w r ay, 
9 makc it as sure as ye can. So they w'ent, 66 
and made the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, the guard being with them. 

4 Or, earth 5 Or, 
why didst thou forsake me? 6 Many ancient authorities add And another took a spear and pierced 
his side , and there came out water and blood.

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NOW late on the sabbath day, as 
it began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary to see the sepulchre. 

2 And behold, there was a great earth¬ 
quake; for an angel of the Lord de¬ 
scended from heaven, and came and 
rolled away the stone, and sat upon it. 

3 His appearance was as lightning, and 

4 his raiment white as snow: and for fear 
of him the watchers did quake, and be- 

5 came as dead men. And the angel an¬ 
swered and said unto the women, Fear 
not ye: for I know that ye seek Jesus, 

6 which hath been crucified. He is not 
here; for he is risen, even as he said. 
Come, see the place x where the Lord 

7 lay. And go quickly, and tell his dis¬ 
ciples, He is risen from the dead; and 
lo, he goeth before you into Galilee; 
there shall ye see him: lo, I have told 

8 you. And they departed quickly from 
the tomb with fear and great joy, and 

9 ran to bring his disciples word. And 
behold, Jesus met them, saying. All hail. 
And they came and took hold of his 

io feet, and worshipped him. Then saith 
Jesus unto them. Fear not: go tell my 
brethren that they depart into Galilee, 
and there shall they see me. 


Now while they were going, behold, n 
some of the guard came into the city, 
and told unto the chief priests all the 
things that were come to pass. And 12 
when they were assembled with the 
elders, and had taken counsel, they gave 
large money unto the soldiers, saying, 13 
Say ye. His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept. And if 14 
this 2 come to the governor’s ears, we 
will persuade him, and rid you of care. 

So they took the money, and did as they 15 
were taught: and this saying was spread 
abroad among the Jews, and continueth 
until this day. 

But the eleven disciples went into 16 
Galilee, unto the mountain where Jesus 
had appointed them. And when they 17 
saw him, they worshipped him : but some 
doubted. And Jesus came to them and 18 
spake unto them, saying. All authority 
hath been given unto me in heaven and 
on earth. Go ye therefore, and make 19 
disciples of all the nations, baptizing 
them into the name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost: teach- 20 
ing them to observe all things whatso¬ 
ever I commanded you: and lo, I am 
with you 3 alway, even unto 4 the end of 
the w r orld.

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 

S. MARK 


1 THE beginning of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, The Son of God. 

2 Even as it is written 6 in Isaiah the 
prophet. 

Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face. 

Who shall prepare thy way; 

3 The voice of one crying in the wilder¬ 
ness. 

Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 
Make his paths straight; 

4 John came, who baptized in the wilder¬ 


ness and preached the baptism of re¬ 
pentance unto remission of sins. And 5 
there went out unto him all the country 
of Juda:a, and all they of Jerusalem; and 
they were baptized of him in the river 
Jordan, confessing their sins. And John 6 
was clothed with camel’s hair, and had 
a leathern girdle about his loins, and did 
eat locusts and wild honey. And he 7 
preached, saying. There cometh after 
me he that is mightier than I, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not 7 worthy to

you ’'with water; but he shall baptize 
you ’with the 2 Holy Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those days, that 
Jesus came from Nazareth of Galilee, 
and was baptized of John 'in the Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out of the 
water, he saw the heavens rent asunder, 
and the Spirit as a dove descending upon 

11 him: and a voice came out of the hea¬ 
vens, Thou art my beloved Son, in thee 
I am well pleased. 

12 And straightway the Spirit driveth 

13 him forth into the wilderness. And he 
was in the wilderness forty days tempted 
of Satan; and he was with the wild 
beasts; and the angels ministered unto 
him. 

14 Now after that John was delivered 
up, Jesus came into Galilee, preaching 

15 the gospel of God, and saying. The time 
is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is 
at hand: repent ye, and believe in the 
gospel. 

16 And passing along by the sea of Gali¬ 
lee, he saw Simon and Andrew the bro¬ 
ther of Simon casting a net in the sea: 

17 for they were fishers. And Jesus said 
unto them. Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they left the nets, and 

19 followed him. And going on a little 
further, he saw James the son of Zebedce, 
and John his brother, who also were in 

20 the boat mending the nets. And straight¬ 
way he called them: and they left their 
father Zebedce in the boat with the 
hired servants, and went after him. 

21 And they go into Capernaum; and 
straightway on the sabbath day he en¬ 
tered into the synagogue and taught. 

22 And they were astonished at his teaching: 
for he taught them as having authority, 

23 and not as the scribes. And straightway 
there was in their synagogue a man with 

24 an unclean spirit; and he cried out, say¬ 
ing, What have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come to 
destroy us? I know thee who thou art, 


1, 41 

the Holy One of God. And Jesus re- 25 
buked 4 him, saying. Hold thy peace, and 
come out of him. And the unclean 26 
spirit, bearing him and crying with a 
loud voice, came out of him. And they 27 
were all amazed, insomuch that they 
questioned among themselves, saying. 
What is this? a new teaching! with 
authority he commandcth even the un¬ 
clean spirits, and they obey him. And 28 
the report of him went out straightway 
everywhere into all the region of Galilee 
round about. 

And straightway, 6 when they were 29 
come out of the synagogue, they came 
into the house of Simon and Andrew, 
with James and John. Now Simon’s 30 
wife’s mother lay sick of a fever; and 
straightway they tell him of her: and he 31 
came and took her by the hand, and 
raised her up; and the fever left her, and 
she ministered unto them. 

And at even, when the sun did set, 32 
they brought unto him all that were sick, 
and them that were ’possessed with 
devils. And all the city was gathered 33 
together at the door. And he healed 34 
many that were sick with divers diseases, 
and cast out many 8 devils; and he suf¬ 
fered not the 8 devils to speak, because 
they knew him 9 . 

And in the morning, a great while 35 
before day, he rose up and went out, and 
departed into a desert place, and there 
prayed. And Simon and they that were 36 
with him followed after him; and they 37 
found him, and say unto him. All are 
seeking thee. And he saith unto them, 38 
Let us go elsewhere into the next towns, 
that I may preach there also; for to this 
end came I forth. And he went into 39 
their synagogues throughout all Galilee, 
preaching and casting out 8 devils. 

And there cometh to him a leper, be- 40 
seeching him, xo and kneeling down to 
him, and saying unto him. If thou wilt, 
thou canst make me clean. And being 41 
moved with compassion, he stretched 
forth his hand, and touched him, and

42 clean. And straightway the leprosy de¬ 
parted from him, and he was made 

43 clean. And he Strictly charged him, and 

44 straightway sent him out, and saith unto 
him. See thou say nothing to any man: 
but go thy way, shew thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing the things 
which Moses commanded, for a tesii- 

45 mony unto them. But he went out, and 
began to publish it much, and to spread 
abroad the “matter, insomuch that 3 Jesus 
could no more openly enter into 4 a city, 
but was without in desert places: and 
they came to him from every quarter. 

AND when he entered again into 
Capernaum after some days, it was 

2 noised that he was 5 in the house. And

And straightway Jesus, perceiv¬ 
ing in his spirit that they so reasoned 
within themselves, saith unto them. Why 
reason ye these things in your hearts? 

9 Whether is easier, to say to the sick of 
the palsy. Thy sins are forgiven; or to 
say. Arise, and take up thy bed, and 

10 walk? But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath 8 power on earth to 
forgive sins (he saith to the sick of the 

n palsy), I say unto thee. Arise, take up 

12 thy bed, and go unto thy house. And he 
arose, and straightway took up the bed, 


and went forth before them all; inso¬ 
much that they w'ere all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, We never saw it 
on this fashion. 

And he went forth again by the sea 13 
side; and all the multitude resorted unto 
him, and he taught them. And as he 14 
passed by, he saw Levi the son of Al- 
, phams sitting at the place of toll, and 
I he saith unto him. Follow me. And he 
arose and followed him. And it came 15 
to pass, that he was sitting at meat in his 
house, and many ^publicans and sinners 
sat down with Jesus and his disciples: 
for there were many, and they followed 
him. And the scribes 10 of the Pharisees, 16 
when they saw that he was eating with 
the sinners and publicans, said unto his 
disciples, 1 Tie eateth 12 and drinketh with 
publicans and sinners. And when Jesus 17 
heard it, he saith unto them. They that 
are ”whole have no need of a physician, 
but they that are sick: I came not to call 
the righteous, but sinners. 

And John’s disciples and the Phari- 18 
sees w T ere fasting: and they come and say 
unto him. Why do John’s disciples and 
the disciples of the Pharisees fast, but 
thy disciples fast not? And Jesus said 19 
unto them. Can the sons of the bride- 
chamber fast, while the bridegroom is 
with them? as long as they have the 
bridegroom with them, they cannot fast. 

But the days will come, w T hen the bride- 20 
groom shall be taken away from them, 
and then will they fast in that day. No 21 
man seweth a piece of undressed cloth 
on an old garment: else that which 
should fill it up taketh from it, the new 
from the old, and a worse rent is made. 
And no man putteth new wine into old 22 
I4 wine-skins: else the wine will burst the 
skins, and the wine perisheth, and the 
skins: but they put new wine into fresh 
wine-skins. 

And it came to pass, that he was going 23 
on the sabbath day through the corn¬ 
fields; and his disciples I5 began, as they

And the 
Pharisees said unto him. Behold, why do

25 not lawful? And he said unto them. Did 
ye never read what David did, when he 
had need, and was an hungred, he, and 

26 they that were with him? How he 
entered into the house of God x when 
Abiathar was high priest, and did cat the 
shewbread, which it is not lawful to eat 
save for the priests, and gave also to 

27 them that were with him? And he said 
unto them. The sabbath was made for 

28 man, and not man for the sabbath: so 
that the Son of man is lord even of the 
sabbath. 

AND he entered again into the syna¬ 
gogue; and there was a man there 

2 which had his hand withered. And they 
watched him, whether he would heai 
him on the sabbath day; that they might 

3 accuse Iiim. And he saith unto the man 
that had his hand withered, 2 Stand forth.

10 lest they should throng him: for he had 
healed many; insomuch that as many as 
had 4 plagues 5 prcssed upon him that

3 yard. And they took him, and beat him, 

4 and sent him away empty. And again he 
sent unto them another ’servant; and 
him they wounded in the head, and 

5 handled shamefully. And he sent an¬ 
other; and him they killed: and many 
others; beating some, and killing some. 

6 He had yet one, a beloved son: he sent 
him last unto them, saying. They will 

7 reverence my son. But those husband¬ 
men said among themselves. This is the 
heir; come, let us kill him, and the in- 

8 heritancc shall be ours. And they took 
him, and killed him, and cast him forth 

9 out of the vineyard. What therefore will 
the lord of the vineyard do? he will come 
and destroy the husbandmen, and will 

10 give the vineyard unto others. Have ye 
not read even this scripture; 

The stone which the builders rejected, 

The same was made the head of the 
comer: 

11 This was from the Lord, 

And it is marvellous in our eyes? 

12 And they sought to lay hold on him; and 
they feared the multitude; for they per¬ 
ceived that he spake the parable against 
them: and they left him, and went away. 

13 And they send unto him certain of the 
Pharisees and of the Herodians, that 

14 they might catch him in talk. And when 
they were come, they say unto him, 
4 Master, we know that thou art true, and 
carest not for any one: for thou regardest 
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not the person of men, but of a truth 
teachest the way of God: Is it lawful to 
give tribute unto Caesar, or not? Shall 15 
we give, or shall we not give? But he, 
knowing their hypocrisy, said unto them. 
Why tempt ye me? bring me a s penny, 
that I may see it. And they brought it. 16 
And he saith unto them. Whose is this 
image and superscription? And they 
said unto him, Caesar’s. And Jesus said 17 
unto them. Render unto Caesar the 
tilings that are Carsar’s, and unto God 
the things that are God’s. And they 
marvelled greatly at him. 

And there come unto him Sadducces, 18 
which say that there is no resurrection; 
and they asked him, saying, 4 Master, 19 
Moses wrote unto us. If a man’s brother 
die, and leave a wife behind him, and 
leave no child, that his brother should 
take his wife, and raise up seed unto his 
brother. There were seven brethren: and 20 
the first took a wife, and dying left no 
seed; and the second took her, and died, 21 
leaving no seed behind him; and the 
third likewise: and the seven left no 22 
seed. Last of all the woman also died. 

In the resurrection whose wife shall she 23 
be of them? for the seven had her to 
wife. Jesus said unto them. Is it not for 24 
this cause that ye err, that ye know not 
the scriptures, nor the power of God? 

For when they shall rise from the dead, 25 
they neither marry, nor arc given in 
marriage; but are as angels in heaven. 

But as toucliing the dead, that they are 26 
raised; have ye not read in the book of 
Moses, in the place concerning the Bush, 
how God spake unto him, saying, I am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? He is not 27 
the God of the dead, but of the living: 
ye do greatly err. 

And one of the scribes came, and 28 
heard them questioning together, and 
knowing that he had answered them 
well, asked him. What commandment 
is the first of all? Jesus answered. The 29 
first is. Hear, O Israel; 6 The Lord our 
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30 God, the Lord is one: and thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God 1 with all thy 
heart, and Hvith all thy soul, and *with 
all thy mind, and Vith all thy strength. 

31 The second is this. Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. There is none 
other commandment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him. Of a truth, 
2 Master, thou hast well said that he is 
one; and there is none other but he: 

33 and to love him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with ail 
the strength, and to love his neighbour 
as himself, is much more than all whole 

34 burnt offerings and sacrifices. And when 
Jesus saw that he answered discreetly, 
he said unto him. Thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God. And no man after 
that durst ask him any question. 

35 And Jesus answered and said, as he 
taught in the temple. How say the scribes 
that the Christ is the son of David? 

36 David himself said in the Holy Spirit, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

Till I make thine enemies 3 the foot¬ 
stool of thy feet. 

37 David himself calleth him Lord; and 
whence is he his son? And 4 the common 
people heard him gladly. 

38 And in his teaching he said, Beware 
of the scribes, which desire to walk in 
long robes, and to have salutations in the 

39 marketplaces, and chief seats in the 
synagogues, and chief places at feasts: 

40 they which devour widows’ houses, 5 and 
for a pretence make long prayers; these 
shall receive greater condemnation. 

41 And he sat down over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the multitude 
cast 6 money into the treasury: and many 

42 that were rich cast in much. And there 
came 7 a poor widow, and she cast in two 

43 mites, which make a farthing. And he 
called unto him his disciples, and said 
unto them. Verily I say unto you. This 
poor widow cast in more than all they 

44 which are casting into the treasury: for 
they all did cast in of their superfluity; 
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but she of her want did cast in all that 
she had, even all her living. 

AND as he went forth out of the 
temple, one of his disciples saith 
unto him, ^Master, behold, what man¬ 
ner of stones and what manner of build¬ 
ings! And Jesus said unto him, Seest 2 
thou these great buildings? there shall 
not be left here one stone upon another, 
which shall not be thrown down. 

And as he sat on the mount of Olives 3 
over against the temple, Peter and James 
and John and Andrew asked him pri¬ 
vately, Tell us, when shall these things 4 
be? and what shall be the sign when these 
things are all about to be accomplished ? 
And Jesus began to say unto them. Take 5 
heed that no man lead you astray. Many 6 
shall come in my name, saying, I am he; 
and shall lead many astray. And when 7 
ye shall hear of wars and rumours of 
wars, be not troubled: these things must 
needs come to pass; but the end is not 
yet. For nation shall rise against nation, 8 
and kingdom against kingdom: there 
shall be earthquakes in divers places; 
there shall be famines: these tilings are 
the beginning of travail. 

But take ye heed to yourselves: for 9 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in synagogues shall ye be beaten; 
and before governors and kings shall ye 
stand for my sake, for a testimony unto 
them. And the gospel must first be 10 
preached unto all the nations. And 11 
when they lead you to judgement , and 
deliver you up, be not anxious before¬ 
hand what ye shall speak: but whatso¬ 
ever shall be given you in that hour, that 
speak ye: for it is not ye that speak, but 
the Holy Ghost. And brother shall de- 12 
liver up brother to death, and the father 
his child; and children shall rise up a- 
gainst parents, and 8 cause them to be 
put to death. And ye shall be hated of 13 
all men for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end, the same shall be 
saved. 

But when ye see the abomination of 14 
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desolation standing where he ought not 
(let him that readeth understand), then 
let them that are in Judaea flee unto the 

15 mountains: and let him that is on the 
housetop not go down, nor enter in, to 

16 take anything out of his house: and let 
him that is in the field not return back 

17 to take his cloke. But woe unto them 
that are with child and to them that give 

18 suck in those days! And pray ye that it 

19 be not in the winter. For those days 
shall be tribulation, such as there hath 
not been the like from the beginning of 
the creation which God created until 

20 now, and never shall be. And except the 
Lord had shortened the days, no flesh 
would have been saved: but for the 
elect’s sake, whom he chose, he short- 

21 ened the days. And then if any man 
shall say unto you, Lo, here is the Christ; 

22 or, Lo, there; believe J it not: for there 
shall arise false Christs and false pro¬ 
phets, and shall shew signs and wonders, 
that they may lead astray, if possible, the 

23 elect. But take ye heed: behold, I have 
told you all tilings beforehand. 

24 But in those days, after that tribula¬ 
tion, the sun shall be darkened, and the 

25 moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall be falling from heaven, and 
the powers that are in the heavens shall 

26 be shaken. And then shall they see the 
Son of man coming in clouds with great 

27 power and glory. And then shall he send 
forth the angels, and shall gather to¬ 
gether his elect from the four winds, 
from the uttermost part of the earth to 
the uttermost part of heaven. 

28 Now from the fig tree learn her para¬ 
ble: when her branch is now become 
tender, and putteth forth its leaves, ye 

29 know that the summer is nigh; even so 
ye also, when ye see these tilings coming 
to pass, know ye that 2 he is nigh, even at 

30 the doors. Verily I say unto you. This 
generation shall not pass away, until all 

31 these things be accomplished. Heaven 
and earth shall pass away: but my words 

32 shall not pass away. But of that day or 
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that hour knoweth no one, not even the 
angels in heaven, neither the Son, but 
the Father. Take ye heed, watch 3 and 33 
pray: for ye know not when the time is. 

It is as when a man, sojourning in an- 34 
other country, having left his house, and 
given authority to his Servants, to each 
one his work, commanded also the por¬ 
ter to watch. Watch therefore: for ye 35 
know not when the lord of the house 
cometh, whether at even, or at midnight, 
or at cockcrowing, or in the morning; 
lest coming suddenly he find you sleep- 36 
ing. And what I say unto you I say unto 37 
all. Watch. 

NOW after two days was the feast 
of the passover and the unleavened 
bread: and the chief priests and the 
scribes sought how they might take him 
with subtilty, and kill him: for they 2 
said. Not during the feast, lest haply 
there shall be a tumult of the people. 

And while he was in Bethany in the 3 
house of Simon the leper, as he sat at 
meat, there came a woman having 5 an 
alabaster cruse of ointment of Spikenard 
very costly; and she brake the cruse, and 
poured it over his head. But there were 4 
some that had indignation among them¬ 
selves, saying , To what purpose hath 
this waste of the ointment been made? 
For this ointment might have been sold 5 
for above three hundred 7 pence, and 
given to the poor. And they murmured 
against her. But Jesus said. Let her 6 
alone; why trouble ye her? she hath 
wrought a good work on me. For ye 7 
have the poor always with you, and 
whensoever ye will ye can do them good: 
but me ye have not always. She hath 8 
done what she could: she hath anointed 
my body aforehand for the burying. 
And verily I say unto you. Wheresoever 9 
the gospel shall be preached throughout 
the whole world, that also which this 
woman hath done shall be spoken of for 
a memorial of her. 

And Judas Iscariot, 8 he that was one 10 
of the twelve, went away unto the chief 
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priests, that he might deliver him unto 

11 them. And they, when they heard it, 
were glad, and promised to give him 
money. And he sought how he might 
conveniently deliver him unto them. 

12 And on the first day of unleavened 
bread, when they sacrificed the passover, 
his disciples say unto him. Where wilt 
thou that we go and make ready that 

13 thou mayest eat the passover? And he 
sendeth tw r o of his disciples, and saith 
unto them. Go into the city, and there 
shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher 

14 of water: follow him; and wheresoever 
he shall enter in, say to the goodman of 
the house. The faster saith. Where is 
my guest-chamber, where I shall eat the 

15 passover with my disciples? And he will 
himself shew you a large upper room 
furnished and ready: and there make 

16 ready for us. And the disciples went 
forth, and came into the city, and found 
as he had said unto them: and they made 
ready the passover. 

17 And when it was evening he cometh 

18 with the twelve. And as they 2 sat and 
were eating, Jesus said. Verily I say unto 
you. One of you shall betray me, even he 

19 that eateth with me. They began to be 
sorrowful, and to say unto him one by 

20 one. Is it I? And he said unto them. It is 
one of the twelve, he that dippeth with 

21 me in the dish. For the Son of man 
gocth, even as it is written of him: but 
woe unto that man through whom the 
Son of man is betrayed! good were it 
3 for that man if he had not been bom. 

22 And as they were eating, he took 
4 bread, and when he had blessed, he 
brake it, and gave to them, and said, 

23 Take ye: this is my body. And he took 
a cup, and when he had given thanks, 
he gave to them: and they all drank of 

24 it. And he said unto them. This is my 
blood of 5 the Covenant, which is shed 

25 for many. Verily I say unto you, I will 
no more drink of the fruit of the vine, 
until that day when I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. 
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And when they had sung a hymn, they 26 
w r ent out unto the mount of Olives. 

And Jesus saith unto them. All ye 27 
shall be ’offended: for it is written, I 
will smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered abroad. Howbeit, after 28 
I am raised up, I will go before you into 
Galilee. But Peter said unto him, Al- 29 
though all shall be ’offended, yet will not 
I. And Jesus saith unto him. Verily I 30 
say unto thee, that thou to-day, even this 
night, before the cock crow twice, shalt 
deny me thrice. But he spake exceeding 31 
vehemently. If I must die with thee, I 
will not deny thee. And in like manner 
also said they all. 

And they come unto 8 a place which 32 
was named Gethsemanc: and he saith 
unto his disciples. Sit ye here, while I 
pray. And he taketh with him Peter and 33 
James and John, and began to be greatly 
amazed, and sore troubled. And he saith 34 
unto them. My soul is exceeding sorrow¬ 
ful even unto death: abide ye here, and 
watch. And he went forward a little, and 35 
fell on the ground, and prayed that, if' it 
were possible, the hour might pass away 
from him. And he said, Abba, Father, 36 
all things are possible unto thee; remove 
this cup from me: howbeit not what I 
will, but what thou wilt. And he com- 37 
cth, and findeth them sleeping, and saith 
unto Peter, Simon, sleepcst thou? could- 
est thou not watch one hour? 9 Watch 38 
and pray, that ye enter not into tempta¬ 
tion: the spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak. And again he went away, 39 
and prayed, saying the same words. And 40 
again he came, and found them sleeping, 
for their eyes were very heavy; and they 
wist not what to answer him. And he 41 
cometh the third time, and saith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your rest: 
it is enough; the hour is come; behold, 
the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Arise, let us be go- 42 
ing: behold, he that betrayeth me is at 
hand. 

And straightway, while he yet spake, 43 
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testament 6 Some ancient authorities insert new. 7 Gr. caused to stumble . 8 Gr. an 
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cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and 
with him a multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests and the 

44 scribes and the elders. Now he that be¬ 
trayed him had given them a token, say¬ 
ing, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is he; 

45 take him, and lead him away safely. And 
when he was come, straightway he came 
to him, and saith. Rabbi; and 1 kissed 

46 him. And they laid hands on him, and 

47 took him. But a certain one of them 
that stood by drew his sword, and smote 
the Servant of the high priest, and struck 

48 off his ear. And Jesus answered and said 
imto them. Are ye come out, as against 
a robber, with swords and staves to seize 

49 me? I was daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not: but this 
is done that the scriptures might be ful- 

50 filled. And they all left him, and fled. 

51 And a certain young man followed 
with him, having a linen cloth cast about 
him, over his naked body : and they lay 

52 hold on him; but he left the linen cloth, 
and fled naked. 

53 And they led Jesus away to the high 
priest: and there come together with 
him all the chief priests and the elders 

54 and the scribes. And Peter had followed 
him afar off, even within, into the court 
of the high priest; and he was sitting 
with the officers, and warming himself 

55 in the light of the fire . Now die chief 
priests and the whole council sought 
witness against Jesus to put him to death; 

56 and found it not. For many bare false 
witness against him, and their witness 

57 agreed not together. And there stood up 
certain, and bare false witness against 

58 him, saying. We heard him say, I will 
destroy this 3 temple that is made with 
hands, and in three days I will build 

59 another made without hands. And not 
even so did their witness agree together. 

60 And the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answer- 
est thou nothing? what is it which these 

61 witness against thee? But he held his 
peace, and answered nothing. Again the 
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high priest asked him, and saith unto 
him. Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed? And Jesus said, I am: and ye 62 
shall see the Son of man sitting at the 
right hand of power, and coming with 
the clouds of heaven. And the high 63 
priest rent his clothes, and saith, What 
further need have we of witnesses? Ye 64 
have heard the blasphemy: what think 
ye? And they all condemned him to be 
4 worthy of death. And some began to 65 
spit on him, and to cover his face, and 
to buffet him, and to say unto him, Pro¬ 
phesy : and the officers received him with 
5 blows of their hands. 

And as Peter was beneath in the court, 66 
there cometh one of the maids of the 
high priest; and seeing Peter warming 67 
himself, she looked upon him, and saith. 
Thou also wast with the Nazarcne, even 
Jesus. But he denied, saying, 6 1 neither 68 
know, nor understand what thou sayest: 
and he went out into the 7 porch; 8 and 
the cock crew. And the maid saw him, 69 
and began again to say to them that stood 
by. This is one of them. But he again 70 
denied it. And after a little while again 
they that stood by said to Peter, Of a 
truth thou art one of them; for thou art 
a Galilacan. But he began to curse, and 71 
to swear, I know not this man of whom 
ye speak. And straightway the second 72 
time the cock crew. And Peter called 
to mind the word, how that Jesus said 
unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 9 And when 
he thought thereon, he wept. 

AND straightway in the morning 
the chief priests with the elders 
and scribes, and the whole council, held 
a consultation, and bound Jesus, and 
carried him away, and delivered him up 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him. Art 2 
thou the King of the Jews? And he an¬ 
swering saith unto him. Thou sayest. 
And the chief priests accused him of 3 
many things. And Pilate again asked 4 
him, saying, Answerest thou nothing? 
behold how many things they accuse 
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1 Gr. kissed him much. 2 Gr. bondservant. 3 Or, sanctuary 4 Gr. liable to. 5 Or, 
strokes of rods 6 Or, I neither knoto , nor understand: thou , what sayest thou ? 7 Gr. forecourt, 
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5 thee of. But Jesus no more answered 
anything; insomuch that Pilate mar¬ 
velled. 

6 Now at x the feast he used to release 
unto them one prisoner* whom they 

7 asked of him. And there was one called 
Barabbas, lying bound with them that 
had made insurrection, men who in the 
insurrection had committed murder. 

8 And the multitude went up and began 
to ask him to do as he was wont to do 

9 imto them. And Pilate answered them, 
saying. Will ye that I release unto you 

to the King of the Jews? For he perceived 
that for envy the chief priests had de- 

11 livered him up. But the chief priests 
stirred up the multitude, that he should 

12 rather release Barabbas unto them. And 
Pilate again answered and said unto 
them. What then shall I do unto him 
whom ye call the King of the Jews? 

13 And they cried out again. Crucify him. 

14 And Pilate said unto them. Why, what 
evil hath he done? But they cried out 

15 exceedingly. Crucify him. And Pilate, 
wishing to content the multitude, re¬ 
leased unto them Barabbas, and delivered 
Jesus, when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him away within 
the court, which is the 2 Prxtorium; and 

17 they call together the whole 3 band. And 
they clothe him with purple, and plait¬ 
ing a crown of thorns, they put it on 

18 him; and they began to salute him. Hail, 

19 King of the Jews! And they smote his 
head with a reed, and did spit upon him, 
and bowing their knees worshipped him. 

20 And when they had mocked him, they 
took off from him the purple, and put 
on him his garments. And they lead him 
out to crucify him. 

21 And they 4 compel one passing by, Si¬ 
mon of Cyrene, coming from the country, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus, to go 
with them , that he might bear his cross. 

22 And they bring him unto the place Gol¬ 
gotha, which is, being interpreted. The 
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place of a skull. And they offered him 23 
wine mingled with myrrh: but he re¬ 
ceived it not. And they crucify him, and 24 
part his garments among them, casting 
lots upon them, what each should take. 
And it was the third hour, and they 25 
crucified him. And the superscription 26 
of his accusation was written over, the 
king of the jews. And with him they 27 
crucify two robbers; one on his right 
hand, and one on his left. 5 And they 29 
that passed by railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Ha! thou that 
destroyest the 6 temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself, and come down 30 
from the cross. In like manner also the 31 
chief priests mocking him among them¬ 
selves with the scribes said. He saved 
others; 7 himself he cannot save. Let the 32 
Christ, the King of Israel, now come 
down from the cross, that wc may see 
and believe. And they that were cruci¬ 
fied with him reproached him. 

And when the sixth hour was come, 33 
there was darkness over the whole 8 land 
until the ninth hour. And at the ninth 34 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama sabachthani? which is, being 
interpreted, My God, my God, 9 why 
hast thou forsaken me? And some of 35 
them that stood by, when they heard it, 
said. Behold, he calleth Elijah. And one 36 
ran, and filling a sponge full of vinegar, 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, 
saying. Let be; let us see whether Elijah 
cometh to take him down. And Jesus 37 
uttered a loud voice, and gave up the 
ghost. And the veil of the 6 temple was 38 
rent in twain from the top to the bottom. 
And when the centurion, which stood 39 
by over against him, saw that he I0 so gave 
up the ghost, he said. Truly this man 
was 11 the Son of God. And there were 40 
also women beholding from afar: among 
whom were both Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James the X2 less and 
of Joses, and Salome; who, when he was 41 
in Galilee, followed him, and ministered 
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. I Or , a feast 2 Or, palace 3 Or, cohort 4 Gr. impress. 5 Many ancient authorities 
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unto him; and many other women which 
came up with him unto Jerusalem. 

42 And when even was now come, be¬ 
cause it was the Preparation, that is, 

43 the day before the sabbath, there came 
Joseph of Arimathxa, a councillor of 
honourable estate, who also himself was 
looking for the kingdom of God; and lie 
boldly went in unto Pilate, and asked for 

44 the body of Jesus. And Pilate marvelled 
if he were already dead: and calling unto 
him the centurion, he asked him whether 

45 he x had been any while dead. And when 
he learned it of the centurion, he granted 

46 the corpse to Joseph. And he bought a 
linen cloth, and talking him down, wound 
him in the linen cloth, and laid him in 
a tomb which had been hewn out of a 
rock; and he rolled a stone against the 

47 door of the tomb. And Mary Magdalene 
and Mary the mother of Joses beheld 
where he was laid. 

AND when the sabbath was past, 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James, and Salome, bought 
spices, that they might come and anoint 

2 him. And very early on the first day of 
the week, they come to the tomb when 

3 the sun was risen. And they were saying 
among themselves. Who shall roll us 
away the stone from the door of the 

4 tomb? and looking up, they see that the 
stone is rolled back: for it was exceeding 

5 great. And entering into the tomb, they 
saw a young man sitting on the right 
side, arrayed in a white robe; and they 

6 were amazed. And he saith unto them. 
Be not amazed: ye seek Jesus, the Naza- 
rene, which hath been crucified: he is 
risen; he is not here: behold, the place 

7 where they laid him! But go, tell his 
disciples and Peter, He goeth before you 
into Galilee: there shall ye see him, as 

8 he said unto you. And they went out. 


16, 20 

and fled from the tomb; for tremb¬ 
ling and astonishment had come upon 
them: and they said nothing to any one; 
for they were afraid. 


2 Now when he was risen early on the 9 
first day of the week, he appeared first 
to Mary Magdalene, from whom he had 
cast out seven 3 devils. She went and 10 
told them that had been with him, as 
they mourned and wept. And they, when 11 
they heard that he was alive, and had been 
seen of her, disbelieved. 

And after these things he was mani- 12 
fested in another form unto two of them, 
as they walked, on their way into the 
country. And they went away and told it 13 
unto the rest: neither believed they them. 

And afterward he was manifested unto 14 
the eleven themselves as they sat at meat; 
and he upbraided them with their un¬ 
belief and hardness of heart, because 
they believed not them which had seen 
him after he was risen. And he said 15 
unto them, Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to the whole creation. 

He that believeth and is baptized shall be 16 
saved; but he that disbelieveth shall 
be condemned. And these signs shall 17 
follow them that believe: in my name 
shall they cast out 3 devils; they shall 
speak with 4 new tongues; they shall take 18 
up serpents, and if they drink any deadly 
tiling, it shall in no wise hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover. 

So then the Lord Jesus, after he had 19 
spoken unto them, was received up into 
heaven, and sat down at the right hand 
of God. And they went forth, and 20 
preached everywhere, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word by 
the signs that followed. Amen. 
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some other authorities, omit from ver. 9 to the end. Some other authorities have a different ending to 
the Gospel.

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THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 

S. LUKE 


1 FORASMUCH as many have taken 
in hand to draw up a narrative con¬ 
cerning those matters which have been 
2 fulfilled among us, even as they de¬ 
livered them unto us, which from the 
beginning were eyewitnesses and min- 
3 isters of the word, it seemed good to 
me also, having traced the course of all 
things accurately from the first, to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent The- 
4 ophilus; that thou mightest know the 
certainty concerning the 2 things 3 whcrc- 
in thou wast instructed. 

5 THERE was in the days of Herod, 
king of Judaea, a certain priest named 
Zacharias, of the course of Abijah: and 
he had a wife of the daughters of Aaron, 
6 and her name was Elisabeth. And they 
were both righteous before God, walk¬ 
ing in all the commandments and ordi- 
7 nances of the Lord blameless. And they 
had no child, because that Elisabeth was 
barren, and they both were now 4 well 
stricken in years. 

8 Now it came to pass, while he exe¬ 
cuted the priest’s office before God in 
9 the order of his course, according to the 
custom of the priest’s office, his lot was 
to enter into the 5 temple of the Lord 
10 and burn incense. And the whole multi¬ 
tude of the people were praying without 
II at the hour of incense. And there ap¬ 
peared unto him an angel of the Lord 
standing on the right side of the altar of 
12 incense. And Zacharias was troubled 
when he saw him , and fear fell upon him.

8 But Simon Peter, when he saw it, fell 
down at Jesus’ knees, saying. Depart 
from me; for I am a sinful man, O Lord.

12 And it came to pass, while he was 
in one of the cities; behold, a man full 
of leprosy: and when he saw Jesus, he

Who can forgive sins, 
but God alone? But Jesus perceiving 22 
their reasonings, answered and said unto 
them, 3 What reason ye in your hearts? 
Whether is easier, to say. Thy sins are 23 
forgiven thee; or to say. Arise and walk? 
But that ye may know that the Son of 24 
man hath 4 power on earth to forgive sins 
(he said unto him that was palsied), I say 
unto thee. Arise, and take up thy couch, 
and go unto thy house. And imme- 25 
diately he rose up before them, and took 
up that whereon he lay, and departed to 
his house, glorifying God. And amaze- 26 
ment took hold on all, and they glorified 
God; and they were filled with fear, say¬ 
ing, We have seen strange tilings to-day. 

And after these things he went forth, 27 
and beheld a publican, named Levi, sit¬ 
ting at the place of toll, and said unto 
him, Follow me. And he forsook all, 28 
and rose up and followed him. And 29 
Levi made him a great feast in his house: 
and there was a great multitude of publi¬ 
cans and of others that were sitting at 
meat with them. And 5 the Pharisees and 30 
their scribes murmured against his dis¬ 
ciples, saying, Why do ye eat and drink 
with the publicans and sinners?

Jesus answering said unto them. They 
that are whole have no need of a physi¬ 
cian; but they that are sick.

10 it? And he looked round about on them 
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all, and said unto him. Stretch forth thy 
hand. And he did so: and his hand was 
restored. But they were filled with 4 mad- 11 
ness; and communed one with another 
what they might do to Jesus. 

And it came to pass in these days, that 12 
he went out into the mountain to pray; 
and he continued all night in prayer to 
God. And when it was day, he called 13 
his disciples: and he chose from them 
twelve, whom also he named apostles;

13 her. And when the Lord saw her, he 
had compassion on her, and said unto

15 thee. Arise. And he that was dead sat 
up, and began to speak. And he gave 

16 him to his mother. And fear took hold 
on all: and they glorified God, saying, 
A great prophet is arisen among us: and, 

17 God hath visited his people. And this 
report went forth concerning him in the 
whole of Judara, and all the region round 
about. 

18 And the disciples of John told him of 

19 all these things. And John calling unto 
him 5 two of his disciples sent them to 
the Lord, saying, Art thou he that com- 

20 eth, or look we for another? And when 
the men were come unto him, they said, 
John the Baptist hath sent us unto thee, 
saying. Art thou he that cometh, or look 

21 we for another? In that hour he cured 
many of diseases and 6 plagues and evil 
spirits; and on many that were blind 

22 he bestowed sight. And he answered 
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and said unto them. Go your way, and 
tell John what things ye have seen and 
heard; the blind receive their sight, the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and 
the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, the 
poor have 7 good tidings preached to them. 
And blessed is he, whosoever shall find 23 
none occasion of stumbling in me. 

And when the messengers of John 24 
were departed, he began to say unto the 
multitudes concerning John, What went 
ye out into the wilderness to behold? a 
reed shaken with the wind? But what 25 
went ye out to see? a man clothed in soft 
raiment? Behold, they which are gor¬ 
geously apparelled, and live delicately, 
are in kings’ courts. But what went ye 26 
out to see? a prophet? Yea, I say unto 
you, and much more than a prophet. 
This is he of whom it is written, 27 

Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face. 

Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 

I say unto you. Among them that are 2S 
born of women there is none greater than 
John: yet he that is 8 but little in the 
kingdom of God is greater than he. And 29 
all the people when they heard, and the 
publicans, justified God, °being baptized 
with the baptism of John. ButthePhari- 30 
sees and the lawyers rejected for them¬ 
selves the counsel of God, I0 bcing not 
baptized of him. Whercunto then shall 31 
I liken the men of this generation, and 
to what are they like ? They are like unto 32 
children that sit in the marketplace, and 
call one to another; which say. We piped 
unto you, and ye did not dance; we 
wailed, and ye did not weep. For John 33 
the Baptist is come eating no bread nor 
drinking wine; and ye say. He hath a 
"devil. The Son of man is come eating 34 
and drinking ; and ye say. Behold, a glut¬ 
tonous man, and a winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners! And wisdom 12 is 35 
justified of all her children. 

And one of the Pharisees desired him 36 
that he would eat with him. And he 
entered into the Pharisee's house, and 
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37 sat down to meat. And behold, a woman 
which was in the city, a sinner; and when 
she knew that he was sitting at meat in 
the Pharisee’s house, she brought *an 

38 alabaster cruse of ointment, and stand¬ 
ing behind at his feet, weeping, she be¬ 
gan to wet his feet with her tears, and 
wiped them with the hair of her head, 
and 2 kisscd his feet, and anointed them 

39 with the ointment. Now when the Phar¬ 
isee which had bidden him saw it, he 
spake within himself, saying. This man, 
if he were 3 a prophet, would have per¬ 
ceived who and what manner of woman 
this is which toucheth him, that she is 

40 a sinner. And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Simon, I have somewhat to say 
unto thee. And he saith, 4 Mastcr, say 

41 on. A certain lender had two debtors: 
the one owed five hundred s pencc, and 

42 tlie other fifty. When they had not 
wherewith to pay, he forgave them both. 
Which of them therefore will love him 

43 most? Simon answered and said. He, 
I suppose, to whom he forgave the most. 
And he said unto him. Thou hast rightly 

44 judged. And turning to the woman, he 
said unto Simon, Seest thou this woman? 
I entered into thine house, thou gavest 
me no water for my feet: but she hath 
wetted my feet with her tears, and wiped 

45 them with her hair. Thou gavest me no 
kiss: but she, since the time I came in, 

46 hath not ceased to 6 kiss my feet. My 
head with oil thou didst not anoint: but 
she hath anointed my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee. Her sins, 
which are many, are forgiven; for she 
loved much: but to whom little is for- 

48 given, the same loveth little. And he said 

49 unto her. Thy sins are forgiven. And 
they that sat at meat with him began to 
say 7 within themselves. Who is this that 

50 even forgiveth sins? And he said unto 
the woman. Thy faith hath saved thee; 
go in peace. 

AND it came to pass soon after¬ 
wards, that he went about through 
cities and villages, preaching and bring¬ 


ing the 8 good tidings of the kingdom 
of God, and with him the twelve, and 2 
certain women which had been healed 
of evil spirits and infirmities, Mary 
that was called Magdalene, from whom 
seven 9 devils had gone out, and Joanna 3 
the wife of Chuza Herod’s steward, 
and Susanna, and many others, which 
ministered unto xo them of their sub¬ 
stance. 

And when a great multitude came to- 4 
gether, and they of every city resorted 
unto him, he spake by a parable: The 5 
sower went forth to sow his seed: and 
as he sowed, some fell by the way side; 
and it was trodden under foot, and the 
birds of the heaven devoured it. And 6 
other fell on the rock; and as soon as it 
grew, it withered away, because it had 
no moisture. And other fell amidst the 7 
thorns; and the thorns grew with it, and 
choked it. And other fell into the good 8 
ground, and grew, and brought forth 
fruit a hundredfold. As he said these 
things, he cried. He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. 

And his disciples asked him what this 9 
parable might be. And he said. Unto 10 
you it is given to know the mysteries of 
the kingdom of God: but to the rest in 
parables; that seeing they may not see, 
and hearing they may not understand. 
Now the parable is this: The seed is the 11 
word of God. And those by the way 12 
side are they that have heard; then com- 
eth the devil, and taketh away the word 
from their heart, that they may not be¬ 
lieve and be saved. And those on the rock 13 
are they which, when they have heard, 
receive the word with joy; and these 
have no root, which for a while believe, 
and in time of temptation fall away. And 14 
that which fell among the thorns, these 
are they that have heard, and as they go 
on their way they are choked with cares 
and riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. And that 15 
in the good ground, these are such as in 
an honest and good heart, having heard 
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the word, hold it fast, and bring forth 
fruit with patience. 

16 And no man, when he hath lighted 
a lamp, covcreth it with a vessel, or put- 
teth it under a bed; but putteth it on a 
stand, that they which enter in may see 

17 the light. For nothing is hid, that shall 
not be made manifest; nor anything 
secret, that shall not be known and come 

iS to light. Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whosoever hath, to him shall 
be given; and whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken away even that which 
he hhinkcth he hath. 

19 And there came to him his mother and 
brethren, and they could not come at 

20 him for the crowd. And it was told him. 
Thy mother and thy brethren stand with- 

21 out, desiring to see thee. But he answered 
and said unto them. My mother and my 
brethren are these which hear the word 
of God, and do it. 

22 Now it came to pass on one of those 
days, that he entered into a boat, him¬ 
self and his disciples; and he said unto 
them. Let us go over unto the other side 

23 of the lake rand they launched forth. But 
as they sailed he fell asleep: and there 
came down a storm of wind on the lake; 
and they were filling with water , and 

2 4 were in jeopardy. And they came to him, 
and awoke him, saying. Master, master, 
we perish. And he awoke, and rebuked 
the wind and the raging of the water: 
and they ceased, and there was a calm. 

25 And he said unto them. Where is your 
faith? And being afraid they marvelled, 
saying one to another. Who then is this, 
that he commandeth even the winds and 
the water, and they obey him? 

26 And they arrived at the country of the 
2 Gerasenes, which is over against Gali- 

27 lee. And when he was come forth upon 
the land, there met him a certain man 
out of the city, who had 3 devils; and for 
a long time he had worn no clothes, and 
abode not in any house, but in the tombs. 

28 And when he saw Jesus, he cried out, 
and fell down before him, and with a 
loud voice said. What have I to do with 
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thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most High 
God? I beseech thee, torment me not. 
For he commanded the unclean spirit to 29 
come out from the man. For 4 oftentimes 
it had seized him: and he was kept under 
guard, and bound with chains and fet¬ 
ters ; and breaking the bands asunder, he 
was driven of the 5 devil into the deserts. 
And Jesus asked him. What is thy name? 30 
And he said. Legion; for many 3 devils 
were entered into him. And they in- 31 
treated him that he would not command 
them to depart into the abyss. Nov/ 32 
there was there a herd of many swine 
feeding on the mountain: and they in- 
treated him that he would give them 
leave to enter into them. And he gave 
them leave. And the 3 devils came out 33 
from the man, and entered into the 
swine: and the herd rushed down the 
steep into the lake, and were choked. 
And when they that fed them saw what 34 
had come to pass, they fled, and told it 
in the city and in the country. And they 35 
went out to see what had come to pass; 
and they came to Jesus, and found the 
man, from whom the 3 dcvils were gone 
out, sitting, clothed and in his right mind, 
at the feet of Jesus: and they were afraid. 
And they that saw it told them how 36 
he that was possessed with 3 devils was 
6 made whole. And all the people of the 37 
country of the Gerasenes round about 
asked him to depart from them; for they 
were holden with great fear: and he en¬ 
tered into a boat, and returned. But the 38 
man from whom the 3 devils were gone 
out prayed him that he might be with 
him: but he sent him away, saying. Re- 39 
turn to thy house, and declare how great 
things God hath done for thee. And he 
went his way, publishing throughout the 
whole city how great things Jesus had 
done for him. 

And as Jesus returned, the multitude 40 
welcomed him; for they were all waiting 
for him. And behold, there came a man 41 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the 
synagogue: and he fell down at Jesus’ 
feet, and besought him to come into his 
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42 house; for he had an only daughter, 
about twelve years of age, and she lay 
a dying. But as he went the multitudes 
thronged him. 

43 And a woman having an issue of blood 
twelve years, which *had spent all her 
living upon physicians, and could not 

44 be healed of any, came behind him, 
and touched the border of his garment: 
and immediately the issue of her blood 

45 stanched. And Jesus said. Who is it 
that touched me? And when all denied, 
Peter said, 2 and they that were with him. 
Master, the multitudes press thee and 

46 crush thee . But Jesus said. Some one 
did touch me: for I perceived that power 

47 had gone forth from me. And when the 
woman saw that she was not hid, she 
came trembling, and falling down before 
him declared in the presence of all the 
people for what cause she touched him, 
and how she was healed immediately. 

48 And he said unto her. Daughter, thy 
faith hath 3 madc thee whole; go in peace. 

49 While he yet spake, there cometh one 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s house , 
saying. Thy daughter is dead; trouble 

50 not the 4 Master. But Jesus hearing it, 
answered him. Fear not: only believe, 

51 and she shall be 5 madc whole. And when 
he came to the house, he suffered not 
any man to enter in with him, save Peter, 
and John, and James, and the father of 

52 the maiden and her mother. And all 
were weeping, and bewailing her: but he 
said. Weep not; for she is not dead, but 

53 sleepeth. And they laughed him to 

54 scorn, knowing that she was dead. But 
he, taking her by the hand, called, say- 

55 ing, Maiden, arise. And her spirit re¬ 
turned, and she rose up immediately: 
and he commanded that something be 

56 given her to eat. And her parents were 
amazed: but he charged them to tell no 
man what had been done. 

AND he called the twelve together, 
and gave them power and author¬ 
ity over all 6 devils, and to cure diseases. 

2 And he sent them forth to preach the 
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kingdom of God, and to heal 7 the sick. 
And he said unto them. Take nothing for 3 
your journey, neither staff, nor wallet, 
nor bread, nor money; neither have two 
coats. And into whatsoever house ye 4 
enter, there abide, and thence depart. 
And as many as receive you not, when 5 
ye depart from that city, shake off the 
dust from your feet for a testimony 
against them. And they departed, and 6 
went throughout the villages, preaching 
the gospel, and healing everywhere. 

Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all 7 
that was done: and he was much per¬ 
plexed, because that it was said by some, 
that John was risen from the dead; and 8 
by some, that Elijah had appeared; and 
by others, that one of the old prophets 
was risen again. And Herod said, John 9 
I beheaded: but who is this, about whom 
I hear such tilings? And he sought to 
see him. 

And the apostles, when they were re- 10 
turned, declared unto him what things 
they had done. And he took them, and 
withdrew apart to a city called Bethsaida. 
But the multitudes perceiving it followed 11 
him: and he welcomed them, and spake 
to them of the kingdom of God, and them 
that had need of healing he healed. And 12 
the day began to wear away; and the 
twelve came, and said unto him. Send 
the multitude away, that they may go in¬ 
to the villages and country round about, 
and lodge, and get victuals: for we are 
here in a desert place. But he said unto 13 
them. Give ye them to eat. And they 
said. We have no more than five loaves 
and two fishes; except we should go and 
buy food for all this people. For they 14 
were about five thousand men. And he 
said unto his disciples. Make them hit 
down in companies, about fifty each. 
And they did so, and made them all 8 sit 15 
down. And he took the five loaves and 16 
the two fishes, and looking up to heaven, 
he blessed them, and brake; and gave to 
the disciples to set before the multitude. 
And they did eat, and were all filled: 17 
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and there was taken up that which re¬ 
mained over to them of broken pieces, 
twelve baskets. 

18 And it came to pass, as he was praying 
alone, the disciples were with him: and 
he asked them, saying. Who do the 

19 multitudes say that I am? And they 
answering said, John the Baptist; but 
others say , Elijah; and others, that one 

20 of the old prophets is risen again. And 
he said unto them. But who say ye that 
I am? And Peter answering said. The 

21 Christ of God. But he charged them, 
and commanded them to tell this to no 

22 man; saying. The Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of the eld¬ 
ers and chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and the third day be raised up. 

23 And he said unto all. If any man would 
come after me, let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross daily, and follow me. 

24 For whosoever would save his x lifc shall 
lose it; but whosoever shall lose his hife 

25 for my sake, the same shall save it. For 
what is a man profited, if he gain the 
whole world, and lose or forfeit his own 

26 self? For whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall the 
Son of man be ashamed, when he cometh 
in his own glory, and the glory of the 

27 Father, and of the holy angels. But I tell 
you of a truth. There be some of them 
that stand here, which shall in no wise 
taste of death, till they see the kingdom 
of God. 

28 And it came to pass about eight days 
after these sayings, he took with him 
Peter and John and James, and went up 

29 into the mountain to pray. And as he 
was praying, the fashion of his counte¬ 
nance was altered, and his raiment be- 

30 came white and dazzling. And behold, 
there talked with him two men, which 

31 were Moses and Elijah; who appeared 
in glory, and spake of his Mecease which 
he was about to accomplish at Jerusalem. 

32 Now Peter and they that were with him 
were heavy with sleep: but 3 when they 
were fully awake, they saw his glory, and 
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the two men that stood with him. And 33 
it came to pass, as they were parting 
from him, Peter said unto Jesus, Master, 
it is good for us to be here: and let us 
make three 4 tabemacles; one for thee, 
and one for Moses, and one for Elijah: 
not knowing what he said. And while 34 
he said these things, there came a doud, 
and overshadowed them: and they feared 
as they entered into the cloud. And a 35 
voice came out of the cloud, saying. This 
is s my Son, my chosen: hear ye him. 
And when the voice 6 came, Jesus was 36 
found alone. And they held their peace, 
and told no man in those days any of the 
tilings which they had seen. 

And it came to pass, on the next day, 37 
when they were come down from the 
mountain, a great multitude met him. 
And behold, a man from the multitude 38 
cried, saying, 7 Mastcr, I beseech thee to 
look upon my son; for he is mine only 
child: and behold, a spirit taketh him, 39 
and he suddenly cricth out; and it 8 tear- 
eth him that he foameth, and it hardly 
departeth from him, bruising him sorely. 
And I besought thy disciples to cast it 40 
out; and they could not. And Jesus 41 
answered and said, O faithless and per¬ 
verse generation, how long shall I be 
with you, and bear with you? bring hither 
thy son. And as he was yet a coming, 42 
the 9 devil I0 dashed him down, and “tare 
him grievously. But Jesus rebuked the 
unclean spirit, and healed the boy, and 
gave him back to his father. And they 43 
were all astonished at the majesty of God. 

But while all were marvelling at all 
the things which he did, he said unto his 
disciples. Let these words sink into your 44 
ears: for the Son of man shall be delivered 
up into the hands of men. But they 45 
understood not this saying, and it was 
concealed from them, that they should 
not perceive it: and they were afraid to 
ask him about this saying. 

And there arose a reasoning among 46 
them, which of them should be “greatest. 

But when J esus saw the reasoning of their 47 
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heart, he took a little child, and set him 

48 by his side, and said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever shall receive this little child in my 
name receiveth me: and whosoever shall 
receive me receiveth him that sent me: 
for he that is x lcast among you all, the 
same is great. 

49 And John answered and said, Master, 
we saw one casting out 2 devils in thy 
name; and we forbade him, because he 

50 followeth not with us. But Jesus said 
unto him. Forbid him not: for he that 
is not against you is for you. 

51 And it came to pass, when the days 
3 were well-nigh come that he should be 
received up, he stedfastly set his face to 

52 go to Jerusalem, and sent messengers be¬ 
fore his face: and they went, and entered 
into a village of the Samaritans, to make 

53 ready for him. And they did not receive 
him, because his face was as though he 

54 were going to Jerusalem. And when his 
disciples James and John saw this , they 
said. Lord, wilt thou that we bid fire to 
come down from heaven, and consume 

55 them 4 ? But he turned, and rebuked 

56 them 5 . And they went to another village. 

57 And as they went in the way, a certain 
man said unto him, I will follow thee 

58 whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus 
said unto him. The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the heaven have 6 nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where to lay 

59 his head. And he said unto another. 
Follow me. But he said. Lord, suffer 

60 me first to go and bury my father. But 
he said unto him, Leave the dead to bury 
their own dead; but go thou and publish 

61 abroad the kingdom of God. And an¬ 
other also said, I will follow thee, Lord; 
but first suffer me to bid farewell to them 

62 that arc at my house. But Jesus said unto 
him. No man, having put his hand to the 
plough, and looking back, is fit for the 
kingdom of God. 

NOW after these things the Lord 
appointed seventy ’others, and 
sent them two and two before his face 
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into every city and place, whither he him¬ 
self was about to come. And he said unto 2 
them. The harvest is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few: pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he send forth 
labourers into his harvest. Go your 3 
ways: behold, I send you forth as lambs 
in the midst of wolves. Carry no purse, 4 
no wallet, no shoes: and salute no man 
on the way. And into whatsoever house 5 
ye shall 8 enter, first say, Peace be to this 
house. And if a son of peace be there, 6 
your peace shall rest upon v him: but if 
not, it shall turn to you again. And in 7 
that same house remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give: for 
the labourer is worthy of his hire. Go 
not from house to house. And into what- 8 
soever city ye enter, and they receive 
you, cat such things as are set before 
you: and heal the sick that arc therein, 9 
and say unto them. The kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. But into whatso- 10 
ever city ye shall enter, and they receive 
you not, go out into the streets thereof 
and say. Even the dust from your city, 11 
that cleaveth to our feet, we do wipe off 
against you: howbeit know this, that the 
kingdom of God is come nigh. I say 12 
unto you. It shall be more tolerable in 
that day for Sodom, than for that city. 
Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, 13 
Bethsaida! for if the I0 mighty works had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon, which were 
done in you, they would have repented 
long ago, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 
Howbeit it shall be more tolerable for 14 
Tyre and Sidon in the judgement, than 
for you. And thou, Capernaum, shalr 15 
thou be exalted unto heaven? thou shalt 
be brought down unto Hades. He that 16 
heareth you heareth me; and he that re- 
jecteth you rejecteth me; and he that 
rejecteth me rejecteth him that sent me. 

And the seventy returned with joy, 17 
saying, Lord, even the 2 devils are subject 
unto us in thy name. And he said unto 18 
them, I beheld Satan fallen as lightning 
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19 from heaven. Behold, I have given you 
authority to tread upon serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall in any wise hurt 

20 you. Howbeit in this rejoice not, that the 
spirits are subject unto you; but rejoice 
that your names are written in heaven. 

21 In that same hour he rejoiced *in the 
Holy Spirit, and said, I 2 thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou didst hide these things from the wise 
and understanding, and didst reveal them 
unto babes: yea. Father; -Tor so it was 

22 well-pleasing in thy sight. All things have 
been delivered unto me of my Father: 
and no one knoweth who the Son is, save 
the Father; and who the Father is, save 
the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 

23 willeth to reveal him. And turning to 
the disciples, he said privately. Blessed 
are the eyes which see the things that 

24 ye see: for I say unto you, that many 
prophets and kings desired to see the 
things which ye see, and saw them not; 
and to hear the things which ye hear, 
and heard them not. 

25 And behold, a certain lawyer stood up 
and tempted him, saying, 4 Master, what 

26 shall I do to inherit eternal life? And 
he said unto him. What is written in the 

27 law? how rcadest thou? And he answer¬ 
ing said. Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God 5 with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy strength, and with 
all thy mind; and thy neighbour as thy- 

28 self. And he said unto him. Thou hast 
answered right: this do, and thou shalt 

29 live. But he, desiring to justify himself, 
said unto Jesus, And who is my neigh- 

30 bour? Jesus made answer and said, A 
certain man was going down from Jeru¬ 
salem to Jericho; and he fell among rob¬ 
bers, which both stripped him and beat 
him, and departed, leaving him half dead. 

31 And by chance a certain priest was going 
down that way: and when he saw him, 

32 he passed by on the other side. And in 
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like manner a Levite also, when he came 
to the place, and saw him, passed by on 
the other side. But a certain Samaritan, 33 
as he journeyed, came where he was: 
and when he saw him, he was moved 
with compassion, and came to him, and 34 
bound up his wounds, pouring on them 
oil and wine; and he set him on his own 
beast, and brought him to an inn, and 
took care of him. And on the morrow 35 
he took out two 6 pencc, and gave them 
to the host, and said. Take care of him; 
and whatsoever thou spendest more, I, 
when I come back again, will repay thee. 
Which of these three, thinkest thou, 36 
proved neighbour unto him that fell 
among the robbers? And he said, He 37 
that shewed mercy on him. And Jesus 
said unto him. Go, and do thou likewise. 

Now as they went on their way, he 38 
entered into a certain village: and a cer¬ 
tain woman named Martha received him 
into her house. And she had a sister 39 
called Mary, which also sat at the Lord’s 
feet, and heard his word. But Martha 40 
was Numbered about much serving; and 
she came up to him, and said. Lord, dost 
thou not care that my sister did leave me 
to serve alone? bid her therefore that 
she help me. But the Lord answered 41 
and said unto her, 8 Martha, Martha, thou 
art anxious and troubled about many 
things: y but one thing is needful: for 42 
Mary hath chosen the good part, which 
shall not be taken away from her. 

AND it came to pass, as he was 
praying in a certain place, that when 
he ceased, one of his disciples said unto 
him. Lord, teach us to pray, even as 
John also taught his disciples. And he 2 
said unto them. When ye pray, say, 
,0 Father, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. 11 Give us day by day 3 
I2 our daily bread. And forgive us our 4 
sins; for we ourselves also forgive every 
one that is indebted to us. And bring 
us not into temptation. 13

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5 And he said unto them. Which of you 
shall have a friend, and shall go unto 
him at midnight, and say to him. Friend, 

6 lend me three loaves; for a friend of mine 
is come to me from a journey, and I have 

7 nothing to set before him; and he from 
within shall answer and say. Trouble me 
not: the door is now shut, and my chil¬ 
dren are with me in bed; I cannot rise 

8 and give thee? I say unto you, Though 
he will not rise and give him, because he 
is his friend, yet because of his impor¬ 
tunity he will arise and give him *as 

9 many as he needeth. And I say unto 
you. Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and 

10 it shall be opened unto you. For every 
one that asketh receiveth; and he that 
seeketh findeth; and to him that knock- 

11 eth it shall be opened. And of which of 
you that is a father shall his son ask 2 a 
loaf, and he give him a stone? or a fish, 

12 and he for a fish give him a serpent? Or 
if he shall ask an egg, will he give him 

13 a scorpion? If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your chil¬ 
dren, how much more shallyawr heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him? 

14 And he was casting out a 3 devil which 
zvas dumb. And it came to pass, when 
the Mevil was gone out, the dumb man 
spake; and the multitudes marvelled. 

15 But some of them said, 4 By Beelzebub 
the prince of the 5 devils casteth he out 

16 5 devils. And others, tempting him, sought 

17 of him a sign from heaven. But he, 
knowing their thoughts, said unto them. 
Every kingdom divided against itself 
is brought to desolation; 6 and a house 

18 divided against a house falleth. And if 
Satan also is divided against himself, 
how shall his kingdom stand? because 
ye say that I cast out 5 devils 4 by Beel- 

19 zebub. And if I 4 by Beelzebub cast out 
5 devils, by whom do your sons cast them 
out? therefore shall they be your judges. 

20 But if I by the finger of God cast out 
5 devils, then is the kingdom of God come 
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upon you. When the strong man fully 21 
armed guardeth his own court, his goods 
are in peace: but when a stronger than 22 
he shall come upon him, and overcome 
him, he taketh from him his whole 
armour wherein he trusted, and divideth 
his spoils. He that is not with me is 23 
against me; and he that gathereth not 
with me scattereth. The unclean spirit 24 
when 7 he is gone out of the man, passeth 
through waterless places, seeking rest; 
and finding none, 7 he saith, I will turn 
back unto my house whence I came out. 
And when 7 he is come, 7 he findeth it 25 
swept and garnished. Then goeth 7 he, 26 
and taketh to him seven other spirits 
more evil than 8 himself; and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last state of 
that man becometh worse than the first. 

And it came to pass, as he said these 27 
things, a certain woman out of the multi¬ 
tude lifted up her voice, and said unto 
him, Blessed is the womb that bare thee, 
and the breasts which thou didst suck. 
But he said. Yea rather, blessed are they 28 
that hear the word of God, and keep it. 

And when the multitudes were gather- 29 
ing together unto him, he began to say. 
This generation is an evil generation: it 
seeketh after a sign; and there shall no 
sign be given to it but the sign of Jonah. 
For even as Jonah became a sign unto 30 
the Ninevites, so shall also the Son of 
man be to this generation. The queen 31 
of the south shall rise up in the judge¬ 
ment with the men of this generation, 
and shall condemn them: for she came 
from the ends of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and behold, 9 a 
greater than Solomon is here. The men 32 
of Nineveh shall stand up in the judge¬ 
ment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah; and behold, °a 
greater than Jonah is here. 

No man, when he hath lighted a lamp, 33 
putteth it in a cellar, neither under the 
bushel, but on the stand, that they which 
enter in may see the light. The lamp of 34 
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thy body is thine eye: when thine eye 
is single, thy whole body also is full of 
light; but when it is evil, thy body also is 

35 full of darkness. Look therefore whether 
the light that is in thee be not darkness. 

36 If therefore thy whole body be full of 
light, having no part dark, it shall be 
wholly full of light, as when the lamp 
with its bright shining doth give thee 
light. 

37 Now as he spake, a Pharisee asketh 
him to x dine with him: and he went in, 

58 and sat down to meat. And when the 
Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he had 

39 not first washed before ’dinner. And the 
Lord said unto him. Now do ye Phari¬ 
sees cleanse the outside of the cup and 
of the platter; but your inward part is 

40 full of extortion and wickedness. Ye 
foolish ones, did not he that made the 

41 outside make the inside also? Howbeit 
give for alms those things which -are 
within; and behold, all things are clean 
unto you. 

42 But woe unto you Pharisees! for ye 
tithe mint and rue and every herb, and 
pass over judgement and the love of God: 
but these ought ye to have done, and not 

43 to leave the other undone. Woe unto 
you Pharisees! for ye love the chief seats 
in the synagogues, and the salutations in 

44 the marketplaces. Woe unto you! for ye 
are as the tombs which appear not, and 
the men that walk over them know it not. 

45 And one of the lawyers answering 
saith unto him, -’Master, in saying this 

46 thou reproachest us also. And he said. 
Woe unto you lawyers also! for ye lade 
men with burdens grievous to be borne, 
and ye yourselves touch not the burdens 

47 with one of your fingers. Woe unto you! 
for ye build the tombs of the prophets, 

48 and your fathers killed them. So ye are 
witnesses and consent unto the works of 
your fathers: for they killed them, and 

49 ye build their tombs . Therefore also said 
the wisdom of God, I will send unto 
them prophets and apostles; and some of 

50 them they shall kill and persecute; that 
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the blood of all the prophets, which was 
shed from the foundation of the world, 
may be required of this generation; from 51 
the blood of Abel unto the blood of 
Zachariah, who perished between the 
altar and the 4 sanctuary: yea, I say unto 
you, it shall be required of this genera¬ 
tion. Woe unto you lawyers! for ye took 52 
away the key of knowledge: ye entered 
not in yourselves, and them that were 
entering in ye hindered. 

And when he was come out from 53 
thence, the scribes and the Pharisees 
began to S press upon him vehemently, 
and to provoke him to speak of 6 manv 
things; laying wait for him, to catch 54 
something out of his mouth. 

IN the mean time, when 7 the 
many thousands of the multitude 
were gathered together, insomuch that 
they trode one upon another, he began 
to 8 say unto his disciples first of all. Be¬ 
ware ye of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
which is hypocrisy. But there is nothing 2 
covered up, that shall not be revealed: 
and hid, that shall not be known. Where- 3 
fore whatsoever ye have said in the dark¬ 
ness shall be heard in the light; and what 
ye have spoken in the ear in the inner 
chambers shall be proclaimed upon the 
housetops. And I say unto you my 4 
friends. Be not afraid of them which kill 
the body, and after that have no more 
that they can do. But I will warn you 5 
whom ye shall fear: Fear him, which 
after he hath killed hath 9 power to cast 
into I0 hell; yea, I say unto you. Fear him. 
Are not five sparrows sold for two far- 6 
things? and not one of them is forgotten 
in the sight of God. But the very hairs 7 
of your head are all numbered. Fear 
not: ye are of more value than many 
sparrows. And I say unto you. Every 8 
one who shall confess “me before men, 
12 him shall the Son of man also confess 
before the angels of God: but he that 9 
denieth me in the presence of men shall 
be denied in the presence of the angels 
of God. And every one who shall speak 10 
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a word against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him: but unto him that 
blasphemeth against the Holy Spirit it 

11 shall not be forgiven. And when they 
bring you before the synagogues, and 
the rulers, and the authorities, be not 
anxious how or what ye shall answer, or 

12 what ye shall say: for the Holy Spirit 
shall teach you in that very hour what 
ye ought to say. 

13 And one out of the multitude said un¬ 
to him, faster, bid my brother divide 

14 the inheritance with me. But he said 
unto him, Man, who made me a judge 

15 or a divider over you? And he said unto 
them. Take heed, and keep yourselves 
from all covetousness: 2 for a man's life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the 

16 things which he possesseth. And he 
spake a parable unto them, saying, The 
ground of a certain rich man brought 

17 forth plentifully: and he reasoned within 
himself, saying. What shall I do, because 
I have not where to bestow my fruits? 

18 And he said. This will I do: I will pull 
down my barns, and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my com and my 

19 goods. And I will say to my 3 soul, 3 Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine ease, eat, drink, be 

20 merry. But God said unto him. Thou 
foolish one, this night 4 is thy 3 soul re¬ 
quired of thee; and the things which 
thou hast prepared, whose shall they be? 

21 So is he that layeth up treasure for him¬ 
self, and is not rich toward God. 

22 And he said unto his disciples. There¬ 
fore I say unto you. Be not anxious for 
your s lifc, what ye shall eat; nor yet for 

23 your body, what ye shall put on. For 
the 5 life is more than the food, and the 

24 body than the raiment. Consider the 
ravens, that they sow not, neither reap; 
which have no store-chamber nor bam; 
and God feedeth them: of how much 

25 more value are ye than the birds! And 
which of you by being anxious can add 

26 a cubit unto his 6 stature? If then ye are 
not able to do even that which is least, 
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why are ye anxious concerning the rest? 
Consider the lilies, how they grow: they 27 
toil not, neither do they spin; yet I say 
unto you, Even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. But 28 
if God doth so clothe the grass in the 
field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is 
cast into the oven; how much more shall 
he clothe you, O ye of little faith? And 29 
seek not ye what ye shall eat, and what 
ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful 
mind. For all these things do the nations 30 
of the world seek after: but your Father 
knoweth that ye have need of these things. 
Howbcit seek ye 7 his kingdom, and these 31 
things shall be added unto you. Fear 32 
not, little flock; for it is your Father's 
good pleasure to give you the kingdom. 
Sell that ye have, and give alms; make 33 
for yourselves purses which wax not old, 
a treasure in the heavens that faileth 
not, where no thief draweth near, neither 
moth destroyeth. For where your trea- 34 
sure is, there will your heart be also. 

Let your loins be girded about, and 35 
your lamps burning; and be ye your- 36 
selves like unto men looking for their 
lord, when he shall return from the mar¬ 
riage feast; that, when he cometh and 
knocketh, they may straightway open 
unto him. Blessed are those Servants, 37 
whom the lord when he cometh shall 
find watching: verily I say unto you, that 
he shall gird himself, and make them sit 
down to meat, and shall come and serve 
them. And if he shall come in the second 38 
watch, and if in the third, and find them 
so, blessed are those servants. °But know 39 
this, that if the master of the house had 
known in what hour the thief was com¬ 
ing, he would have watched, and not 
have left his house to be I0 broken through. 

Be ye also ready: for in an hour that ye 40 
think not the Son of man cometh. 

And Peter said. Lord, speakest thou 41 
this parable unto us, or even unto all? 
And the Lord said. Who then is XI the 42 
faithful and wise steward, whom his lord 
shall set over his household, to give them 


I Or, Teacher 2 Gr. for not in a man*s abundance consisteth his life , from the things which he 
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their portion of food in due season? 

43 Blessed is that Servant, whom his lord 

44 when he cometh shall find so doing. Of 
a truth I say unto you, that he will set 

45 him over all that he hath. But if that 
Servant shall say in his heart. My lord 
delayeth his coming; and shall begin to 
beat the menservants and the maidserv¬ 
ants, and to eat and drink, and to be 

46 drunken; the lord of that Servant shall 
come in a day when he expectcth not, 
and in an hour when he knoweth not, 
and shall 2 cut him asunder, and appoint 

47 his portion with the unfaithful. And 
that Servant, which knew his lord’s will, 
and made not ready, nor did according 
to his will, shall be beaten with many 

48 stripes ; but he that knew not, and did 
things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few stripes. And to whomsoever 
much is given, of him shall much be re¬ 
quired : and to whom they commit much, 
of him will they ask the more. 

49 I came to cast fire upon the earth; and 

50 what will I, if it is already kindled? But 
I have a baptism to be baptized with; 
and how am I straitened till it be accom- 

51 plished! Think ye that I am come to 
give peace in the earth? I tell you. Nay; 

52 but rather division: for there shall be 
from henceforth five in one house divided, 
three against two, and two against three. 

5 3 They shall be divided, father against son, 
and son against father; mother against 
daughter, and daughter against her mo¬ 
ther ; mother in law against her daughter 
in law, and daughter in law against her 
mother in law. 

54 And he said to the multitudes also. 
When ye see a cloud rising in the west, 
straightway ye say. There cometh a 

55 shower; and so it cometh to pass. And 
when ye see a south wind blowing, ye 
say, There will be a 3 scorching heat; and 

56 it cometh to pass. Ye hypocrites, ye 
know how to interpret the face of the 
earth and the heaven; but how is it that 
ye know not how to 4 interpret this time? 

57 And why even of yourselves judge ye 

58 not what is right? For as thou art going 
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with thine adversary before the magis¬ 
trate, on the way give diligence to be 
quit of him; lest haply he hale thee unto 
the judge, and the judge shall deliver 
thee to the 5 officer, and the 5 oflicer shall 
cast thee into prison. I say unto thee, 59 
Thou shalt by no means come out thehce, 
till thou have paid the very last mite. 
NOW there were some present at 
that very season which told him 
of the Galileans, whose blood Pilate had 
mingled with their sacrifices. And he 2 
answered and said unto them. Think ye 
that these Galileans were sinners above 
all the Galilaeans, because they have 
suffered these tilings? I tell you. Nay: 3 
but, except ye repent, ye shall all in like 
manner perish. Or those eighteen, upon 4 
whom the tower in Siloam fell, and killed 
them, think ye that they were Offenders 
above all the men that dwell in Jeru¬ 
salem? I tell you. Nay: but, except ye 5 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

And he spake this parable; A certain 6 
man had a fig tree planted in his vine¬ 
yard; and he came seeking fruit thereon, 
and found none. And he said unto the 7 
vinedresser. Behold, these three years I 
come seeking fruit on this fig tree, and 
find none: cut it down; why doth it also 
cumber the ground ? And he answering 8 
saith unto him. Lord, let it alone this 
year also, till I shall dig about it, and 
dung it: and if it bear fruit thenceforth, 9 
well ; but if not, thou shalt cut it down. 

And he was teaching in one of the 10 
synagogues on the sabbath day. And be- 11 
hold, a woman which had a spirit of in¬ 
firmity eighteen years; and she was bowed 
together, and could in no wise lift herself 
up. And when Jesus saw her, he called 12 
her, and said to her, Woman, thou art 
loosed from thine infirmity. And he laid 13 
his hands upon her: and immediately she 
was made straight, and glorified God. 
And the ruler of the synagogue, being 14 
moved with indignation because Jesus 
had healed on the sabbath, answered and 
said to the multitude. There are six days 
in which men ought to work: in them 
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therefore come and be healed, and not 

15 on the day of the sabbath. But the Lord 
answered him, and said. Ye hypocrites, 
doth not each one of you on the sabbath 
loose his ox or his ass from the 1 stall, and 

16 lead him away to watering? And ought 
not this woman, being a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan had bound, lo, 
these eighteen years, to have been loosed 
from this bond on the day of the sab- 

17 bath? And as he said these things, all 
his adversaries were put to shame: and 
all the multitude rejoiced for all the 
glorious things that were done by him. 

18 He said therefore. Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like? and whercunto 

19 shall I liken it? It is like unto a grain 
of mustard seed, which a man took, and 
cast into his own garden; and it grew, 
and became a tree; and the birds of the 
heaven lodged in the branches thereof. 

20 And again he said, Whercunto shall I 

21 liken the kingdom of God? It is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took and 
hid in three 2 measurcs of meal, till it was 
all leavened. 

22 And he went on his way through cities 
and villages, teaching, and journeying on 

23 unto Jerusalem. And one said unto him. 
Lord, arc they few that be saved? And 

24 he said unto them. Strive to enter in by 
the narrow door: for many, I say unto 
you, shall seek to enter in, and shall not 

25 be 3 able. When once the master of the 
house is risen up, and hath shut to the 
door, and ye begin to stand without, and 
to knock at the door, saying. Lord, open 
to us; and he shall answer and say to 

26 you, I know you not whence ye are; then 
shall ye begin to say. We did eat and 
drink in thy presence, and thou didst 

27 teach in our streets; and he shall say, 
I tell you, I know not whence ye are; 
depart from me, all ye workers of ini- 

28 quity. There shall be the weeping and 
gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all 
the prophets, in the kingdom of God, 

29 and yourselves cast forth without. And 
they shall come from the east and west, 
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and from the north and south, and shall 
4 sit down in the kingdom of God. And 30 
behold, there are last which shall be first, 
and there are first which shall be last. 

In that very hour there came certain 31 
Pharisees, saying to him. Get thee out, 
and go hence: for Herod would fain kill 
thee. And he said unto them, Go and 32 
say to that fox. Behold, I cast out 5 devils 
and perform cures to-day and to-mor¬ 
row, and the third day I am perfected. 
Howbeit I must go on my way to-day 33 
and to-morrow and the day following: 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish out 
of Jerusalem. O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 34 
which killcth the prophets, and stoncth 
them that are sent unto her! how often 
would I have gathered thy children to¬ 
gether, even as a hen gathcreth her own 
brood under her wings, and ye would 
not! Behold, your house is left unto you 35 
desolate : and I say unto you. Ye shall not 
sec me, until ye shall say. Blessed is he 
that comcth in the name of the Lord. 
AND it came to pass, when he 
went into the house of one of the 
rulers of the Pharisees on a sabbath to 
eat bread, that they were watching him. 
And behold, there was before him a cer- 2 
tain man which had the dropsy. And 3 
Jesus answering spake unto the lawyers 
and Pharisees, saying. Is it lawful to heal 
on the sabbath, or not? But they held 4 
their peace. And he took him, and healed 
him, and let him go. And he said unto 5 
them. Which of you shall have 6 an ass 
or an ox fallen into a well, and will not 
straightway draw him up on a sabbath 
day? And they could not answer again 6 
unto these things. 

And he spake a parable unto those 7 
which were bidden, when he marked 
how they chose out the chief seats; say¬ 
ing unto them. When thou art bidden 8 
of any man to a marriage feast, 7 sit not 
down in the chief seat; lest haply a more 
honourable man than thou be bidden of 
him, and he that bade thee and him shall 9 
come and say to thee. Give this man 
place; and then thou shalt begin with 
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10 shame to take the lowest place. But when 
thou art bidden, go and sit down in the 
lowest place; that when he that hath 
bidden thee cometh, he may say to thee. 
Friend, go up higher: then shalt thou 
have glory in the presence of all that 

11 sit at meat with thee. For every one 
that exalteth himself shall be humbled; 
and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

12 And he said to him also that had bid¬ 
den him. When thou makest a dinner 
or a supper, call not thy friends, nor 
thy brethren, nor thy kinsmen, nor rich 
neighbours; lest haply they also bid thee 
again, and a recompense be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a feast, bid the 
poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind: 

14 and thou shalt be blessed; because they 
have not wherewith to recompense thee: 
for thou shalt be recompensed in the 
resurrection of the just. 

15 And when one of them that sat at meat 
with him heard these tilings, he said unto 
him. Blessed is he that shall cat bread 

16 in the kingdom of God. But he said unto 
him, A certain man made a great supper; 

17 and he bade many: and he sent forth his 
'servant at supper time to say to them 
that were bidden. Come; for all things 

18 are now ready. And they all with one 
consent began to make excuse. The first 
said unto him, I have bought a field, and 
I must needs go out and see it: I pray 

19 thee have me excused. And another said, 
I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I 
go to prove them: I pray thee have me 

20 excused. And another said, I have mar¬ 
ried a wife, and therefore I cannot come. 

21 And the 'servant came, and told his lord 
these things. Then the master of the 
house being angry said to his 'servant. 
Go out quickly into the streets and lanes 
of the city, and bring in hither the poor 

22 and maimed and blind and lame. And 
the 'servant said. Lord, what thou didst 
command is done, and yet there is room. 

23 And the lord said unto the 'servant. Go 
out into the highways and hedges, and 
constrain them to come in, that my house 

24 may be filled. For I say unto you, that 
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none of those men which were bidden 
shall taste of my supper. 

Now there went with him great multi- 25 
tudes: and he turned, and said unto them, 

If any man cometh unto me, and hateth 26 
not his own father, and mother, and wife, 
and children, and brethren, and sisters, 
yea, and his own life also, he cannot be 
my disciple. Whosoever doth not bear 27 
his own cross, and come after me, can¬ 
not be my disciple. For which of you, 28 
desiring to build a tower, doth not first 
sit down and count the cost, whether 
he have wherezuith to complete it? Lest 29 
haply, when he hath laid a foundation, 
and is not able to finish, all that behold 
begin to mock him, saying. This man 30 
began to build, and was not able to finish. 

Or what king, as he goeth to encounter 31 
another king in war, will not sit down 
first and take counsel whether he is able 
with ten thousand to meet him that com¬ 
eth against him with twenty thousand? 

Or else, while the other is yet a great way 32 
off, he sendeth an ambassage, and asketh 
conditions of peace. So therefore who- 33 
soever he be of you that renounceth not 
all that he hath, he cannot be my dis¬ 
ciple. Salt therefore is good: but if even 34 
the salt have lost its savour, wherev/ith 
shall it be seasoned? It is fit neither for 35 
the land nor for the dunghill: men cast 
it out. He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

NOW all the publicans and sin¬ 
ners were drawing near unto him 
for to hear him. And both the Pharisees 2 
and the scribes murmured, saying. This 
man receiveth sinners, and eateth with 
them. 

And he spake unto them this parable, 3 
saying. What man of you, having a hun- 4 
dred sheep, and having lost one of them, 
doth not leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that which is 
lost, until he find it? And when he hath 5 
found it, he layeth it on his shoulders, 
rejoicing. And when he cometh home, 6 
he calleth together his friends and his 
neighbours, saying unto them. Rejoice 
with me, for I have found my sheep 
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7 which was lost. I say unto you, that 
even so there shall be joy in heaven over 
one sinner that repenteth, more than over 
ninety and nine righteous persons, which 
need no repentance. 

8 Or what woman having ten pieces of 
silver, if she lose one piece, doth not light 
a lamp, and sv/eep the house, and seek 

9 diligently until she find it? And when 
she hath found it, she calleth together 
her friends and neighbours, saying. Re¬ 
joice with me, tor I have found the piece 

10 which I had lost. Even so, I say unto 
you, there is joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner that re¬ 
penteth. 

11 And he said, A certain man had two 

12 sons: and the younger of them said to 
his father, Father, give me the portion 
of 2 thy substance that falleth to me. And 

13 he divided unto them his living. And 
not many days after the younger son ga¬ 
thered all together, and took his journey 
into a far country; and there he wasted 

14 his substance with riotous living. And 
when he had spent all, there arose a 
mighty famine in that country; and he 

15 began to be in want. And he went and 
joined himself to one of the citizens of 
that country; and he sent him into his 

16 fields to feed swine. And he would fain 
have been filled with 3 the husks that the 
swine did eat: and no man gave unto 

17 him. But when he came to himself he 
said, I-Iow many hired servants of my 
father’s have bread enough and to spare, 

18 and I perish here with hunger! I will 
arise and go to my father, and will say 
unto him. Father, I have sinned against 

19 heaven, and in thy sight: I am no more 
worthy to be called thy son: make me 

20 as one of thy hired servants. And he 
arose, and came to his father. But while 
he was yet afar off, his father saw him, 
and was moved with compassion, and 
ran, and fell on his neck, and 4 kissed 

21 him. And the son said unto him, Father, 
I have sinned against heaven, and in thy 
sight: I am no more worthy to be called 
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thy son 5 . But the father said to his 6 serv- 22 
ants. Bring forth quickly the best robe, 
and put it on him; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet: and bring 23 
the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat, 
and make merry: for this my son was 24 
dead, and is alive again; he was lost, and 
is found. And they began to be merry. 
Now his elder son was in the field: and 25 
as he came and drew nigh to the house, 
he heard music and dancing. And he 26 
called to him one of the servants, and 
inquired what these things might be. 
And he said unto him. Thy brother is 27 
come; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, because he hath received him 
safe and sound. But he was angry, and 28 
would not go in: and his father came 
out, and intreated him. But he answered 29 
and said to his father, Lo, these many 
years do I serve thee, and I never trans¬ 
gressed a commandment of thine: and 
yet thou never gavest me a kid, that I 
might make merry with my friends: but 30 
when this thy son came, which hath 
devoured thy living with harlots, thou 
killedst for him the fatted calf. And he 31 
said unto him, 7 Son, thou art ever with 
me, and all that is mine is thine. But it 32 
was meet to make merry and be glad: 
for this thy brother was dead, and is alive 
again ; and was lost, and is found. 

AND he said also unto the dis¬ 
ciples, There was a certain rich 
man, which had a steward; and the same 
was accused unto him that he was wast¬ 
ing his goods. And he called him, and 2 
said unto him. What is this that I hear of 
thee? render the account of thy steward¬ 
ship ; for thou canst be no longer steward. 
And the steward said within himself, 3 
What shall I do, seeing that my lord 
taketh away the stewardship from me? 

I have not strength to dig; to beg I am 
ashamed. I am resolved what to do, that, 4 
when I am put out of the stewardship, 
they may receive me into their houses. 
And calling to him each one of his lord’s 5 
debtors, he said to the first. How much 
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6 owest thou unto my lord? And he said, 
A hundred Measures of oil. And he said 
unto him. Take thy 3 bond, and sit down 

7 quickly and write fifty. Then said he to 
another. And how much owest thou? 
And he said, A hundred 3 measures of 
wheat. He saith unto him. Take thy 

8 3 bond, and write fourscore. And his lord 
commended 4 the unrighteous steward 
because he had done wisely: for the sons 
of this 5 world are for their own genera¬ 
tion wiser than the sons of the light. 

9 And I say unto you. Make to yourselves 
friends 6 by means of the mammon of 
unrighteousness; that, when it shall fail, 
they may receive you into the eternal 

10 tabernacles. He that is faithful in a very 
little is faithful also in much: and he 
that is unrighteous in a very little is un- 

11 righteous also in much. If therefore ye 
have not been faithful in the unrighteous 
mammon, who will commit to your trust 

12 the true riches? And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is another’s, who 
will give you that which is 7 your own? 

13 No Servant can serve two masters: for 
either he will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees, who were lovers 
of money, heard all these things; and 

15 they scoffed at him. And he said unto 
them. Ye are they that justify yourselves 
in the sight of men; but God knoweth 
your hearts: for that which is exalted 
among men is an abomination in the 

16 sight of God. The law and the prophets 
were until John: from that time the gos¬ 
pel of the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man entereth violently into it. 

17 But it is easier for heaven and earth to 
pass away, than for one tittle of the law 

18 to fall. Every one that putteth away his 
wife, and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery: and he that marrieth one that 
is put away from a husband committeth 
adultery. 
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Now there was a certain rich man, and 19 
he was clothed in purple and fine linen, 
9 faring sumptuously every day: and a 20 
certain beggar named Lazarus was laid 
at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to 21 
be fed with the crumbs that fell from the 
rich man’s table; yea, even the dogs came 
and licked his sores. And it came to pass, 22 
that the beggar died, and that he was 
carried away by the angels into Abra¬ 
ham’s bosom: and the rich man also 
died, and was buried. And in Hades he 23 
lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in 
his bosom. And he cried and said, Father 24 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue; for 
I am in anguish in this flame. But Abra- 25 
ham said, IO Son, remember that thou in 
thy lifetime receivedst thy good things, 
and Lazarus in like manner evil things: 
but now here he is comforted, and thou 
art in anguish. And 11 beside all this, be- 26 
tween us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed, that they which would pass from 
hence to you may not be able, and that 
none may cross over from thence to us. 
And he said, I pray thee therefore, father, 27 
that thou wouldest send him to my fa¬ 
ther’s house; for I have five brethren; 28 
that he may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of torment. 

But Abraham saith. They have Moses 29 
and the prophets; let them hear them. 
And he said. Nay, father Abraham: but 30 
if one go to them from the dead, they 
will repent. And he said unto him. If 31 
they hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, if one 
rise from the dead. 

AND he said unto his disciples. 

It is impossible but that occasions 
of stumbling should come: but woe unto 
him, through whom they come! It were 2 
well for him if a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and he were thrown into 
the sea, rather than that he should cause 
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3 one of these little ones to stumble. Take 
heed to yourselves: if thy brother sin, 
rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive 

4 him. And if he sin against thee seven 
times in the day, and seven times turn 
again to thee, saying, I repent; thou shalt 
forgive him. 

5 And the apostles said unto the Lord, 

6 Increase our faith. And the Lord said. 
If ye have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye would say unto this sycamine 
tree. Be thou rooted up, and be thou 
planted in the sea; and it would have 

7 obeyed you. But who is there of you, 
having a Servant plowing or keeping 
sheep, that will say unto him, when he 
is come in from the field, Come straight- 

8 way and sit down to meat; and will not 
rather say unto him, Make ready where¬ 
with I may sup, and gird thyself, and 
serve me, till I have eaten and drunken; 
and afterward thou shalt eat and drink? 

9 Doth he thank the Servant because he did 

:o the tilings that were commanded? Even 

so ye also, when ye shall have done all the 
things that are commanded you, say, We 
are unprofitable Servants; we have done 
that which it was our duty to do. 

11 And it came to pass, 3 as they were on 
the way to Jerusalem, that he was pass¬ 
ing fthrough the midst of Samaria and 

12 Galilee. And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men that were 

13 lepers, which stood afar off: and they 
lifted up their voices, saying, Jesus, 

14 Master, have mercy on us. And when 
he saw them, he said unto them, Go and 
shew yourselves unto the priests. And 
it came to pass, as they went, they were 

15 cleansed. And one of them, when he 
saw that he was healed, turned back, with 

16 a loud voice glorifying God; and he fell 
upon his face at his feet, giving him 

17 thanks: and he was a Samaritan. And 
Jesus answering said. Were not the ten 

: 8 cleansed ? but where are the nine ? 5 Were 
there none found that returned to give 

19 glory to God, save this 6 stranger? And 
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he said unto him, Arise, and go thy way: 
thy faith hath 7 made thee whole. 

And being asked by the Pharisees, 20 
when the kingdom of God cometh, he 
answered them and said. The kingdom 
of God cometh not with observation: 
neither shall they say, Lo, here! or, 21 
There! for lo, the kingdom of God is 
8 within you. 

And he said unto the disciples. The 22 
days will come, when ye shall desire to 
see one of the days of the Son of man, 
and ye shall not see it. And they shall 23 
say to you, Lo, there! Lo, here! go not 
away, nor follow after them : for as the 24 
lightning, when it lighteneth out of the 
one part under the heaven, shineth unto 
the other part under heaven; so shall the 
Son of man be °in his day. But first must 25 
he suffer many things and be rejected of 
this generation. And as it came to pass 26 
in the days of Noah, even so shall it be 
also in the days of the Son of man. They 27 
ate, they drank, they married, they were 
given in marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and the flood 
came, and destroyed them all. Likewise 28 
even as it came to pass in the days of 
Lot; they ate, they drank, they bought, 
they sold, they planted, they builded; 
but in the day that Lot went out from 29 
Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from 
heaven, and destroyed them all: after the 30 
same manner shall it be in the day that 
the Son of man is revealed. In that day, 31 
he which shall be on the housetop, and 
his goods in the house, let him not go 
down to take them away: and let him 
that is in the field likewise not return 
back. Remember Lot’s wife. Whoso- ^ 
ever shall seek to gain his ,0 life shall lose 33 
it: but whosoever shall lose his lo life shall 
"preserve it. I say unto you. In that 34 
night there shall be two men on one bed; 
the one shall be taken, and the other shall 
be left. There shall be two women grind- 35 
ing together; the one shall be taken, and 
the other shall be left . 12 And they answer- 37 
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ing say unto him. Where, 
he said unto them. Where the body is> 
thither will the x eagles also be gathered 
together. 

AND he spake a parable unto 
them to the end that they ought 

2 always to pray, and not to faint; saying. 
There was in a city a judge, which feared 

3 not God, and regarded not man: and 
there was a widow in that city; and she 
came oft unto him, saying, 2 Avcnge me 

4 of mine adversary. And he w'ould not 
for a while: but afterward he said with¬ 
in himself. Though 1 fear not God, nor 

5 regard man; yet because this widow 
troubleth me, I will avenge her, lest she 
3 wear me out by her continual coming. 

6 And the Lord said. Hear what 4 the un- 

7 righteous judge saith. And shall not God 
avenge his elect, which cry to him day 
and night, and he is longsuifering over 

8 them? I say unto you, that he will 
avenge them speedily. Howbeit when 
the Son of man cometh, shall he find 
5 faith on the earth ? 

9 And he spake also this parable unto 
certain which trusted in themselves that 
they were righteous, and set °all others 

to at nought: Two men went up into the 
temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and 

11 the other a publican. The Pharisee stood 
and prayed thus with himself, God, I 
thank thee, that I am not as the rest of 
men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 

12 even as this publican. I fast twice in the 

13 week; I give tithes of all that I get. But 
the publican, standing afar off, would 
not lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but 6mote his breast, saying, 

14 God, 7 be merciful to me 8 a sinner. I say 
unto you. This man went down to his 
house justified rather than the other: for 
every one that exalteth himself shall be 
humbled; but he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also their 
babes, that he should touch them: but 
when the disciples saw it, they rebuked 

16 them. But Jesus called them unto him. 


saying. Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. Verily I 17 
say unto you. Whosoever shall not re¬ 
ceive the kingdom of God as a little child, 
he shall in no wise enter therein.

Herod, who himself also was at Jeru¬ 
salem in these days. 

8 Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was 
exceeding glad: for he was of a long time 
desirous to see him, because he had heard 
concerning him; and he hoped to see 

9 some 3 miracle done by him. And he 
questioned him in many words; but he 

10 answered him nothing. And the chief 
priests and the scribes stood, vehemently 

11 accusing him. And Herod with his sol¬ 
diers set him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arraying him in gorgeous ap- 

12 parel sent him back to Pilate. And Herod 
and Pilate became friends with each 
other that very day: for before they were 
at enmity between themselves. 

13 And Pilate called together the chief 

14 priests and the rulers and the people, and 
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said unto them. Ye brought unto me this 
man, as one that perverteth the people: 
and behold, I, having examined him be¬ 
fore you, found no fault in this man 
touching those things whereof ye accuse 
him: no, nor yet Herod: for he sent him 15 
back unto us; and behold, nothing wor¬ 
thy of death hath been done by him. I 16 
will therefore chastise him, and release 
him. 4 But they cried out all together, 18 
saying. Away with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas: one who for a certain 19 
insurrection made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison. And Pilate 20 
spake unto them again, desiring to re¬ 
lease Jesus; but they shouted, saying, 21 
Crucify, crucify him. And he said unto 22 
them the third time. Why, what evil hath 
this man done? I have found no cause of 
death in him: I will therefore chastise 
him and release him. But they were in- 23 
stant with loud voices, asking that he 
might be crucified. And their voices 
prevailed. And Pilate gave sentence that 24 
what they asked for should be done. 
And he released him that for insurrec- 25 
tion and murder had been cast into 
prison, whom they asked for; but Jesus 
he delivered up to their will. 

And when they led him away, they 26 
laid hold upon one Simon of Gyrene, 
coming from the country, and laid on 
him the cross, to bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed him a great multi- 27 
tude of the people, and of women who 
bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus 28 
turning unto them said. Daughters of 
Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep 
for yourselves, and for your children. 

For behold, the days are coming, in which 29 
they shall say, Blessed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, and the 
breasts that never gave suck. Then shall 30 
they begin to say to the mountains. Fall 
on us; and to the hills. Cover us. For if 31 
they do these things in the green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry?

44 And it was now about the sixth hour,

And 55 
the women, which had come with him 
out of Galilee, followed after, and beheld 
the tomb, and how his body was laid. 
And they returned, and prepared spices 56 
and ointments. 

And on the sabbath they rested accord¬ 
ing to the commandment. But on 1 
the first day of the week, at early 
dawn, they came unto the tomb, bring¬ 
ing the spices which they had prepared. 
And they found the stone rolled away 2 
from the tomb.

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 

S. JOHN 


1 IN the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the 
2 Word was God.

Then he 
poureth water into the bason, and began 
to wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe

7 my feet? Jesus answered and said unto 
him. What I do thou knowest not now;

sin. He that hateth me hateth my Father 23 
also. If I had not done among them the 24 
works which none other did, they had 
not had sin: but now have they both seen 
and hated both me and my Father. But 25 
this cometh to pass , that the word may be 
fulfilled that is written in their law. They 
hated me without a cause. But when the 26 
6 Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which 7 procecdeth from the 
Father, he shall bear witness of me: 8 and 27 
ye also bear witness, because ye have 
been with me from the beginning. 

THESE things have I spoken un¬ 
to you, that ye should not be made 
to stumble.

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THESE things spake Jesus; and 
lifting up his eyes to heaven, he 
said. Father, the hour is come; glorify 
thy Son, that the Son may glorify thee: 

2 even as thou gavest him authority over 
all flesh, that whatsoever thou hast given 
him, to them he should give eternal life. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they should 
know thee the only true God, and him 
whom thou didst send, even Jesus Christ. 

4 I glorified thee on the earth, having ac¬

crucify and slay: whom God raised up, 24 
having loosed the pangs of death: be¬ 
cause it was not possible that he should 
be holden of it. For David saith con- 25 
cerning him, 

I beheld the Lord always before my 
face; 

For he is on my right hand, that I 
should not be moved: 

Therefore my heart was glad, and my 26 
tongue rejoiced; 

Moreover my flesh also shall 6 dwell 
in hope: 

Because thou wilt not leave my soul 27 
in Hades, 

Neither wilt thou give thy Holy One 
to see corruption. 

Thou madest known unto me the 28 
ways of life; 

Thou shalt make me full of gladness 
7 with thy countenance. 

Brethren, I may say unto you freely of 29 
the patriarch David, that he both died 
and was buried, and his tomb is with us 
unto this day. Being therefore a prophet, 30 
and knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of his 
loins 8 he would set one upon his throne; 
he foreseeing this spake of the resurrec- 31 
tion of the Christ, that neither was he 
left in Hades, nor did his flesh see cor¬ 
ruption. This Jesus did God raise up, 32 
9 whereof we all are witnesses. Being 33 
therefore 10 by the right hand of God ex¬ 
alted, and having received of the Father 
the promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath 
poured forth this, which ye see and hear. 
For David ascended not into the heavens: 34 
but he saith himself. 

The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou 
on my right hand. 

Till I make thine enemies the foot- 35 
stool of thy feet. 

Let “all the house of Israel therefore 36 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
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without the law 6 Or, tabernacle 7 Or, in thy presence 8 Or, one should sit 9 Or, of 
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him both Lord and Christ, this Jesus 
whom ye crucified. 

37 Now when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and the rest of the apostles, Breth- 

38 ren, what shall wc do? And Peter said 
unto them. Repent ye, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ unto the remission of your sins; 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 

39 Ghost. For to you is the promise, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, evert as many as the Lord our God 

40 shall call unto him. And with many 
other words he testified, and exhorted 
them, saying. Save yourselves from this 

41 crooked generation. They then *that re¬ 
ceived his word were baptized: and there 
were added unto them in that day about 

42 three thousand souls. And they con¬ 
tinued stedfastly in the apostles’ teach¬ 
ing and fellowship, in the breaking of 
bread and the prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: and 
many wonders and signs were done 3 by 

44 the apostles 4 . And all that believed were 
together, and had all things common; 

45 and they sold their possessions and goods, 
and parted them to all, according as any 

46 man had need. And day by day, con¬ 
tinuing stedfastly with one accord in the 
temple, and breaking bread at home, 
they did take their food with gladness 

47 and singleness of heart, praising God, 
and having favour with all the people. 
And the Lord added 5 to them day by 
day those that were being saved. 

NOW Peter and John were going up 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, 

2 being the ninth hour. And a certain man 
that was lame from his mother’s womb 
was carried, whom they laid daily at the 
door of the temple which is called Beau¬ 
tiful, to ask alms of them that entered into 

3 the temple; who seeing Peter and John 
about to go into the temple, asked to 

4 receive an alms. And Peter, fastening his 
eyes upon him, with John, said, Look on 

5 us. And he gave heed unto them, ex- 
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peering to receive something from them. 
But Peter said, Silver and gold have I 6 
none; but what I have, that give I thee. 

In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
walk. And he took him by the right 7 
hand, and raised him up: and imme¬ 
diately his feet and his ankle-bones re¬ 
ceived strength. And leaping up, he 8 
stood, and began to walk; and he entered 
with them into the temple, walking, and 
leaping, and praising God. And all the 9 
people saw him walking and praising 
God: and they took knowledge of him, 10 
that it was he which sat for alms at the 
Beautiful Gate of the temple: and they 
were filled with wonder and amazement 
at that which had happened unto him. 

And as he held Peter and John, all the 11 
people ran together unto them in the 
6 porch that is called Solomon’s, greatly 
wondering. And when Peter saw it, he 12 
answered unto the people. Ye men of 
Israel, why marvel ye at this 7 man? or 
why fasten ye your eyes on us, as though 
by our own power or godliness we had 
made him to walk? The God of Abra- 13 
ham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God 
of our fathers, hath glorified his Serv¬ 
ant Jesus; whom ye delivered up, and 
denied before the face of Pilate, when he 
had determined to release him. But ye 14 
denied the Holy and Righteous One, and 
asked for a murderer to be granted unto 
you, and killed the 9 Prince of life; whom 15 
God raised from the dead; I0 whereof we 
are witnesses. And XI by faith in his name 16 
hath his name made this man strong, 
whom ye behold and know: yea, the faith 
which is through him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence of 
you all. And now, brethren, I wot that 17 
in ignorance ye did it, as did also your 
rulers. But the things which God fore- 18 
shewed by the mouth of all the prophets, 
that his Christ should suffer, he thus 
fulfilled. Repent ye therefore, and turn ig 
again, that your sins may be blotted out, 
that so there may come seasons of re¬ 
freshing from the presence of the Lord;

AND as they spake unto the people,

What shall we do to 16 
these men? for that indeed a notable 
7 miracle hath been wrought through 
them, is manifest to all that dwell in 
Jerusalem; and we cannot deny it. But 17 
that it spread no further among the peo¬ 
ple, let us threaten them, that they speak 
henceforth to no man in this name. And 18 
they called them, and charged them not 
to speak at all nor teach in the name of 
Jesus. But Peter and John answered and 19 
said unto them. Whether it be right in 
the sight of God to hearken unto you 
rather than unto God, judge ye: for we 20 
cannot but speak the things which we 
saw and heard. And they, when they 21 
had further threatened them, let them 
go, finding nothing how they might 
punish them, because of the people; for 
all men glorified God for that which was 
done. For the man was more than forty 22 
years old, on whom this ’miracle of heal¬ 
ing was wrought.

The prison- 
house we found shut in all safety, and

24 within. Now when the captain of the 
temple and the chief priests heard these 
words, they were much perplexed con¬ 
cerning them whereunto this would grow. 

25 And there came one and told them. Be¬ 
hold, the men whom ye put in the prison 
are in the temple standing and teaching 

26 the people. Then went the captain with 
the officers, and brought them, but with¬ 
out violence; for they feared the people, 

27 lest they should be stoned. And when 
they had brought them, they set them 
before the council. And the high priest 

28 asked them, saying. We straitly charged 
you not to teach in this name: and be¬ 
hold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
teaching, and intend to bring this man’s

This is he that was in the 38 
8 church in the wilderness with the angel 
w hich spake to him in the mount Sinai, 
and with our fathers: who received living 
oracles to give unto us: to whom our 39 
fathers would not be obedient, but thrust 
him from them, and turned back in their 
hearts unto Egypt, saying unto Aaron, 40 
Make us gods which shall go before us: 
for as for this Moses, which led us forth 
out of the land of Egypt, we w r ot not 
wdiat is become of him. And they made 41 
a calf in those days, and brought a sacri¬ 
fice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the 
works of their hands. But God turned, 42 
and gave them up to serve the host of 
heaven; as it is written in the book of 
the prophets.

Our fathers had the tabernacle of the 44 
testimony in the wilderness, even as he 
appointed who spake unto Moses, that

Which also our fathers, 
in their turn, brought in with 1 Joshua 
when they entered on the possession of 
the nations, which God thrust out before 
the face of our fathers, unto the days of 

46 David; who found favour in the sight 
of God, and asked to find a habitation 

47 for the God of Jacob. But Solomon built 

48 him a house. Howbeit the Most High 
dwelleth not in houses made with hands; 
as saith the prophet,

shouted, saying , The voice of a god, and fell on him a mist and a darkness; and

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he went about seeking some to lead him 

12 by the hand. Then the proconsul, when 
he saw what was done, believed, being 
astonished at the teaching of the Lord. 

13 Now Paul and his company set sail 
from Paphos, and came to Perga in Pam- 
phylia: and John departed from them 

14 and returned to Jerusalem. But they, 
passing through from Perga, came to 
Antioch of Pisidia; and they went into 
the synagogue on the sabbath day, and 

15 sat down. And after the reading of the 
law and the prophets the rulers of the 
synagogue sent unto them, saying, Breth¬ 
ren, if ye have any word of exhortation 

16 for the people, say on. And Paul stood 
up, and beckoning with the hand said, 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, 

17 hearken. The God of this people Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the people 
when they sojourned in the land of 
Egypt, and with a high arm led he them 

18 forth out of it. And for about the time of 
forty years buffered he their manners in 

19 the wilderness. And when he had de¬ 
stroyed seven nations in the land of Ca¬ 
naan, he gave them their land for an 
inheritance, for about four hundred and 

20 fifty years: and after these things he gave 
them judges until Samuel the prophet. 

21 And afterward they asked for a king: and 
God gave unto them Saul the son of 
Kish, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, 

22 for the space of forty years. And when 
he had removed him, he raised up David 
to be their king; to whom also he bare 
witness, and said, I have found David 
the son of Jesse, a man after my heart, 

23 who shall do all my 2 will. Of this man’s 
seed hath God according to promise 
brought unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus; 

24 w r hen John had first preached 3 before his 
coming the baptism of repentance to all 

25 the people of Israel. And as John was 
fulfilling his course, he said. What sup¬ 
pose ye that I am? I am not he. But be¬ 
hold, there cometh one after me, the 
shoes of whose feet I am not worthy to 

26 unloose. Brethren, children of the stock 


of Abraham, and those among you that 
fear God, to us is the word of this salva¬ 
tion sent forth. For they that dwell in 27 
Jerusalem, and their rulers, because they 
knew him not, nor the voices of the pro¬ 
phets which are read every sabbath, ful¬ 
filled them by condemning him. And 28 
though they found no cause of death in 
him , yet asked they of Pilate that he 
should be slain. And v/hen they had ful- 29 
filled all things that were written of him, 
they took him down from the tree, and 
laid him in a tomb. But God raised him 30 
from the dead: and he was seen for many 31 
days of them that came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are now his 
witnesses unto the people. And we bring 32 
you good tidings of the promise made 
unto the fathers, how that God hath ful- 33 
filled the same unto our children, in that 
he raised up Jesus; as also it is written 
in the second psalm. Thou art my Son, 
this day have I begotten thee. And as 34 
concerning that he raised him up from 
the dead, now no more to return to cor¬ 
ruption, he hath spoken on this wise, 

I will give you the holy and sure blessings 
of David. Because he saith also in an- 35 
other psalm. Thou wilt not give thy Holy 
One to see corruption. For David, after 36 
he had fin his own generation served the 
counsel of God, fell on sleep, and was 
laid unto his fathers, and saw corrup¬ 
tion : but he whom God raised up saw 37 
no corruption. Be it known unto you 38 
therefore, brethren, that through this 
man is proclaimed unto you remission 
of sins: and by him every one that be- 39 
lieveth is justified from all things, from 
which ye could not be justified by the 
law of Moses. Beware therefore, lest 40 
that come upon you, which is spoken in 
the prophets; 

Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and 41 
5 perish; 

For I work a work in your days, 

A work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, if one declare it unto you. 

And as they went out, they besought 42

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that these words might be spoken to 

43 them the next sabbath. Now when the 
synagogue broke up, many of the Jews 
and of the devout proselytes followed 
Paul and Barnabas: who, speaking to 
them, urged them to continue in the grace 
of God. 

44 And the next sabbath almost the whole 
city was gathered together to hear the 

45 word of J God. But when the Jews saw 
the multitudes, they were filled with jea¬ 
lousy, and contradicted the things which 
were spoken by Paul, and 2 blasphcmed. 

46 A*nd Paul and Barnabas spake out boldly, 
and said. It was necessary that the word 
of God should first be spoken to you. 
Seeing ye thrust it from you, and judge 
yourselves unworthy of eternal life, lo, 

47 we turn to the Gentiles. For so hath 
the Lord commanded us, saying , 

I have set thee for a light of the 
Gentiles, 

That thou shouldest be for salvation 
unto the uttermost part of the earth. 

48 And as the Gentiles heard this, they were 
glad, and glorified the word of l God: and 
as many as were ordained to eternal life 

49 believed. And the word of the Lord was 
spread abroad throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews urged on the devout women 
of honourable estate, and the chief men 
of the city, and stirred up a persecution 
against Paul and Barnabas, and cast them 

51 out of their borders. But they shook off 
the dust of their feet against them, and 

52 came unto Iconium. And the disciples 
were filled with joy and with the Holy 
Ghost. 

AND it came to pass in Iconium, 
that they entered together into 
the synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, 
that a great multitude both of Jews and 

2 of Greeks believed. But the Jews that 
were disobedient stirred up the souls of 
the Gentiles, and made them evil affected 

3 against the brethren. Long time there¬ 
fore they tarried there speaking boldly in 
the Lord, which bare witness unto the 
word of his grace, granting signs and 

4 wonders to be done by their hands. But 


ACTS 14, 19 

the multitude of the city was divided; 
and part held with the Jews, and part 
with the apostles. And when there was 5 
made an onset both of the Gentiles and 
of the Jews with their rulers, to entreat 
them shamefully, and to stone them, 
they became aware of it, and fled unto 6 
the cities of Lycaonia, Lystra and Dcrbe, 
and the region round about: and there 7 
they preached the gospel. 

And at Lystra there sat a certain man, 8 
impotent in his feet, a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had walked. 
The same heard Paul speaking: who, 9 
fastening his eyes upon him, and seeing 
that he had faith to be 3 made whole, said 10 
with a loud voice. Stand upright on thy 
feet. And he leaped up and walked. And 11 
when the multitudes saw what Paul had 
done, they lifted up their voice, saying 
in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are 
come down to us in the likeness of men. 
And they called Barnabas, 4 Jupiter; and 12 
Paul, 5 Mercury, because he was the chief 
speaker. And the priest of 4 Jupiter whose 13 
temple was before the city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and would 
have done sacrifice with the multitudes. 
But when the apostles, Barnabas and 14 
Paul, heard of it, they rent their gar¬ 
ments, and sprang forth among the multi¬ 
tude, crying out and saying. Sirs, why do 15 
ye these things ? We also are men of like 
6 passions with you, and bring you good 
tidings, that ye should turn from these 
vain things unto the living God, who 
made the heaven and the earth and the 
sea, and all that in them is: who in the 16 
generations gone by suffered all the na¬ 
tions to walk in their own ways. And 17 
yet he left not himself without witness, 
in that he did good, and gave you from 
heaven rains and fruitful seasons, filling 
your hearts with food and gladness. 
And with these sayings scarce restrained 18 
they the multitudes from doing sacrifice 
unto them,. 

But there came Jews thither from An- 19 
tioch and Iconium: and having persuaded 
the multitudes, they stoned Paul, and

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dragged him out of the city, supposing 

20 that he was dead. But as the disciples 
stood round about him, he rose up, and 
entered into the city: and on the mor¬ 
row he went forth with Barnabas to 

21 Derbe. And when they had preached 
the gospel to that city, and had made 
many disciples, they returned to Lystra, 

22 and to Iconium, and to Antioch, con¬ 
firming the souls of the disciples, exhort¬ 
ing them to continue in the faith, and 
that through many tribulations we must 

23 enter into the kingdom of God. And 
when they had appointed for them eld¬ 
ers in every church, and had prayed with 
fasting, they commended them to the 

24 Lord, on whom they had believed. And 
they passed through Pisidia, and came to 

25 Pamphylia. And when they had spoken 
the word in Perga, they went down to 

26 Attalia; and thence they sailed to An¬ 
tioch, from whence they had been com¬ 
mitted to the grace of God for the work 

27 which they had fulfilled. And when they 
were come, and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearsed all things that 
God had done with them, and how that 
he had opened a door of faith unto the 

28 Gentiles. And they tarried no little time 
with the disciples. 

AND certain men came down 
from Judaea and taught the breth¬ 
ren, saying , Except ye be circumcised 
after the custom of Moses, ye cannot be 

2 saved. And when Paul and Barnabas 
had no small dissension and questioning 
with them, the brethren appointed that 
Paul and Barnabas, and certain other of 
them, should go up to Jerusalem unto 
the apostles and elders about this ques- 

3 tion. They therefore, being brought on 
their way by the church, passed through 
both Phoenicia and Samaria, declaring 
the conversion of the Gentiles: and they 
caused great joy unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jerusa¬ 
lem, they were received of the church 
and the apostles and the elders, and they 
rehearsed all things that God had done 

5 with them. But there rose up certain of 
the sect of the Pharisees who believed. 


15,20 

saying. It is needful to circumcise them, 
and to charge them to keep the law of 
Moses. 

And the apostles and the elders were 6 
gathered together to consider of this 
matter. And when there had been much 7 
questioning, Peter rose up, and said unto 
them, 

Brethren, ye know how that J a good 
while ago God made choice among you, 
that by my mouth the Gentiles should 
hear the word of the gospel, and believe. 
And God, which knoweth the heart, 8 
bare them witness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us; and he 9 
made no distinction between us and them, 
cleansing their hearts by faith. Now 10 
therefore why tempt ye God, that yc 
should put a yoke upon the neck of the 
disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear? But we believe 11 
that wc shall be saved through the grace 
of the Lord Jesus, in like manner as they. 

And all the multitude kept silence; 12 
and they hearkened unto Barnabas and 
Paul rehearsing what signs and wonders 
God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by them. And after they had held their 13 
peace, James answered, saying. 

Brethren, hearken unto me: Symeon 14 
hath rehearsed how first God did visit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. And to this agree the 15 
words of the prophets; as it is written. 

After these things I will return, 16 

And I will build again the tabernacle 
of David, which is fallen; 

And I will build again the ruins there¬ 
of. 

And I will set it up: 

That the residue of men may seek 17 
after the Lord, 

And all the Gentiles, upon whom my 
name is called, 

Saith the Lord, 2 who maketh these 18 
things known from the beginning 
of the world. 

Wherefore my judgement is, that we 19 
trouble not them which from among the 
Gentiles turn to God; but that we 3 write 20 
unto them, that they abstain from the 


1 Gr. from early days. 2 Or, who doeth these things which were known 3 Or, enjoin them 
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pollutions of idols, and from fornication, 
and from what is strangled, and from 

21 blood. For Moses from generations of 
old hath in every city them that preach 
him, being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath. 

22 Then it seemed good to the apostles 
and the elders, with the whole church, 
to choose men out of their company, and 
send them to Antioch with Paul and 
Barnabas; namely , Judas called Barsab- 
bas, and Silas, chief men among the 

23 brethren: and they wrote thus by them. 
The apostles and the elder brethren unto 
the brethren which are of the Gentiles 
in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia, greet- 

24 ing: Forasmuch as we have heard that 
certain 1 which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting 
your souls; to whom we gave no com- 

25 mandment; it seemed good unto us, 
having come to one accord, to choose 
out men and send them unto you with 

26 our beloved Barnabas and Paul, men that 
have hazarded their lives for the name 

27 of our Lord Jesus Christ. We have sent 
therefore Judas and Silas, who them¬ 
selves also shall tell you the same things 

28 by word of mouth. For it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay upon 
you no greater burden than these neces- 

29 sary things; that ye abstain from things 
sacrificed to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from fornica¬ 
tion; from which if ye keep yourselves, 
it shall be well with you. Fare ye well. 

30 So they, when they were dismissed, 
came down to Antioch; and having 
gathered the multitude together, they 

31 delivered the epistle. And when they 
had read it, they rejoiced for the 2 con- 

32 solation. And Judas and Silas, being 
themselves also prophets, ^exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 

33 firmed them. And after they had spent 
some time there y they were dismissed in 
peace from the brethren unto those that 

35 had sent them forth. 4 But Paul and Bar¬ 
nabas tarried in Antioch, teaching and 
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preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. 

And after some days Paul said unto 36 
Barnabas, Let us return now and visit 
the brethren in every city wherein wc 
proclaimed the word of the Lord, and 
see how they fare. And Barnabas was 37 
minded to take with them John also, who 
was called Mark. But Paul thought not 38 
good to take with them him who with¬ 
drew from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with them to the work. And 39 
there arose a sharp contention, so that 
they parted asunder one from the other, 
and Barnabas took Mark with him, and 
sailed away unto Cyprus; but Paul chose 40 
Silas, and w r ent forth, being commended 
by the brethren to the grace of the Lord. 
And he went through Syria and Cilicia, 41 
confirming the churches. 

AND he came also to Derbe and 
to Lystra: and behold, a certain 
disciple was there, named Timothy, the 
son of a Jewess which believed; but his 
father was a Greek. The same was well 2 
reported of by the brethren that were at 
Lystra and Iconium. Him would Paul 3 
have to go forth with him; and he took 
and circumcised him because of the Jews 
that were in those parts: for they all knew 
that his father was a Greek. And as they 4 
went on their way through the cities, they 
delivered them the decrees for to keep, 
which had been ordained of the apos¬ 
tles and elders that were at Jerusalem. 

So the churches were strengthened in 5 
the faith, and increased in number daily. 

And they went through the region of 6 
Phrygia and Galatia, having been for¬ 
bidden of the Holy Ghost to speak the 
word in Asia; and when they were come 7 
over against Mysia, they assayed to go 
into Bithynia; and the Spirit of Jesus 
suffered them not; and passing by Mysia, 8 
they came down to Troas. And a vision 9 
appeared to Paul in the night; There was 
a man of Macedonia standing, beseech¬ 
ing him, and saying. Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us. And when 10 
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he had seen the vision, straightway we 
sought to go forth into Macedonia, con¬ 
cluding that God had called us for to 
preach the gospel unto them. 

11 Setting sail therefore from Troas, we 
made a straight course to Samothrace, 

12 and the day following to Neapolis; and 
from thence to Philippi, which is a city 
of Macedonia, the first of the district, a 
Roma?i colony: and we were in this city 

13 tarrying certain days. And on the sab¬ 
bath day we went forth without the gate 
by a river side, where we supposed there 
was a place of prayer; and we sat down, 
and spake unto the women which were 

14 come together. And a certain woman 
named Lydia, a seller of purple, of the 
city of Thyatira, one that worshipped 
God, heard us: whose heart the Lord 
opened, to give heed unto the things 

15 which were spoken by Paul. And when 
she was baptized, and her household, she 
besought us, saying. If ye have judged 
me to be faithful to the Lord, come into 
my house, and abide there. And she 
constrained us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were going 
to the place of prayer, that a certain maid 
having *a spirit of divination met us, 
which brought her masters much gain by 

17 soothsaying. The same following after 
Paul and us cried out, saying. These men 
arc Servants of the Most High God, 
which proclaim unto you ? the way of 

18 salvation. And this she did for many 
days. But Paul, being sore troubled, 
turned and said to the spirit, I charge 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come 
out of her. And it came out that very 
hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that the 
hope of their gain was 4 gone, they laid 
hold on Paul and Silas, and dragged 
them into the marketplace before the 

20 rulers, and when they had brought them 
unto the Magistrates, they said. These 
men, being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 

21 our city, and set forth customs which 
it is not lawful for us to receive, or to 
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observe, being Romans. And the multi- 22 
tude rose up together against them: and 
the Magistrates rent their garments off 
them, and commanded to beat them with 
rods. And when they had laid many 23 
stripes upon them, they cast them into 
prison, charging the jailor to keep them 
safely: who, having received such a 24 
charge, cast them into the inner prison, 
and made their feet fast in the stocks. 
But about midnight Paul and Silas were 25 
praying and singing hymns unto God, 
and the prisoners were listening to them; 
and suddenly there was a great earth- 26 
quake, so that the foundations of the 
prison-house were shaken: and imme¬ 
diately all the doors were opened; and 
every one’s bands were loosed. And the 27 
jailor being roused out of sleep, and see¬ 
ing the prison doors open, drew his sword, 
and was about to kill himself, supposing 
that the prisoners had escaped. But Paul 28 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Do thy¬ 
self no harm: for we are all here. And 29 
he called for lights, and sprang in, and, 
trembling for fear, fell down before Paul 
and Silas, and brought them out, and 30 
said. Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 
And they said. Believe on the Lord Jc- 31 
sus, and thou shalt be saved, thou and 
rby house. And they spake the word of 32 
6 thc Lord unto him, with all that were 
in his house. And he took them the 33 
same hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, 
immediately. And he brought them up 34 
into his house, and set Meat before them, 
and rejoiced greatly, with all his house, 
^having believed in God. 

But when it was day, the Magistrates 35 
9cnt the °serjeants, saying. Let those men 
go. And the jailor reported the words 36 
to Paul, sayingy The Magistrates have 
sent to let you go: now therefore come 
forth, and go in peace. But Paul said 37 
unto them, They have beaten us pub¬ 
licly, uncondemncd, men that are Ro¬ 
mans, and have cast us into prison; and 
do they now cast us out privily? nay 
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verily; but let them come themselves 

38 and bring us out. And the J serjeants 
reported these words unto the Magis¬ 
trates : and they feared, when they heard 

39 that they were Romans; and they came 
and besought them; and when they had 
brought them out, they asked them to 

40 go away from the city. And they went 
out of the prison, and entered into the 
house of Lydia: and when they had seen 
the brethren, they ^comforted them, and 
departed. 

NOW when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apollo- 
nia, they came to Thessalonica, where 

2 was a synagogue of the Jews: and Paul, 
as his custom was, went in unto them, 
and for three 4 sabbath days reasoned 

3 with them from the scriptures, opening 
and alleging, that it behoved the Christ 
to sutfer, and to rise again from the dead; 
and that this Jesus, whom, said he, I pro- 

4 claim unto you, is the Christ. And some 
of them were persuaded, and consorted 
with Paul and Silas; and of the devout 
Greeks a great multitude, and of the 

5 chief women not a few. But the Jews, 
being moved with jealousy, took unto 
them certain vile fellows of the rabble, 
and gathering a crowd, set the city on 
an uproar; and assaulting the house of 
Jason, they sought to bring them forth 

6 to the people. And when they found 
them not, they dragged Jason and cer¬ 
tain brethren before the rulers of the 
city, crying. These that have turned 5 the 
world upside down are come hither also; 

7 whom Jason hath received: and these all 
act contrary to the decrees of Caesar, say¬ 
ing that there is another lung, one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the multitude and the 
rulers of the city, when they heard these 

9 things. And when they had taken security 
from Jason and the rest, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately sent 
away Paul and Silas by night unto Be- 
roca: who when they were come thither 
went into the synagogue of the Jew r s. 

11 Now these were more noble than those 
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in Thessalonica, in that they received 
the word with all readiness of mind, 
examining the scriptures daily, whether 
these things were so. Many of them 12 
therefore believed; also of the Greek 
women of honourable estate, and of men, 
not a few. But when the Jews of Thcssa- 13 
lonica had knowledge that the word of 
God was proclaimed of Paul at Beroea 
also, they came thither likewise, stirring 
up and troubling the multitudes. And 14 
then immediately the brethren sent forth 
Paul to go as far as to the sea: and Silas 
and Timothy abode there still. But they 15 
that conducted Paul brought him as far 
as Athens: and receiving a command¬ 
ment unto Silas and Timothy that they 
should come to him with all speed, they 
departed. 

Now while Paul waited for them at 16 
Athens, his spirit was provoked within 
him, as he beheld the city full of idols. 

So he reasoned in the synagogue with 17 
the Jews and the devout persons, and in 
the marketplace every day with them 
that met with him. And certain also of 18 
the Epicurean and Stoic philosophers 
encountered him. And some said. What 
would this babbler say? other some. He 
seemeth to be a setter forth of strange 
6 gods: because he preached Jesus and 
the resurrection. And they took hold of 19 
him, and brought him 7 unto 8 the Areo¬ 
pagus, saying, May we know what this 
new teaching is, which is spoken by thee? 
For thou bringest certain strange things 20 
to our ears: we would know therefore 
what these things mean. (Now all the 21 
Athenians and the strangers sojourning 
there 9 spcnt their time in nothing else, 
but either to tell or to hear some new 
thing.) And Paul stood in the midst of 22 
the Areopagus, and said. 

Ye men of Athens, in all things I 
perceive that ye are somewhat I0 supersti- 
tious. For as I passed along, and observed 23 
the objects of your worship, I found also 
an altar with this inscription, x, to an un¬ 
known god. What therefore ye worship 
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in ignorance, this set I forth unto you. 

24 The God that made the world and all 
things therein, he, being Lord of heaven 
and earth, dwelleth not in temples made 

25 with hands; neither is he served by men’s 
hands, as though he needed anything, 
seeing he himself giveth to all life, and 

26 breath, and all things; and he made of 
one every nation of men for to dwell on 
all the face of the earth, having deter¬ 
mined their appointed seasons, and the 

27 bounds of their habitation; that they 
should seek God, if haply they might 
feel after him, and find him, though he 

28 is not far from each one of us: for in 
him we live, and move, and have our 
being; as certain even of your own poets 
have said. For we are also his offspring. 

29 Being then the offspring of God, we 
ought not to think that 2 the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 

30 graven by art and device of man. The 
times of ignorance therefore God over¬ 
looked ; but now he 3 commandeth men 
that they should all everywhere repent: 

31 inasmuch as he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge 4 the world in 
righteousness s by °the man whom he 
hath ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead. 

32 Now when they heard of the resur¬ 
rection of the dead, some mocked; but 
others said. We will hear thee concem- 

33 ing this yet again. Thus Paul went out 

34 from among them. But certain men 
clave unto him, and believed: among 
whom also was Dionysius the Areopa- 
gite, and a woman named Damans, and 
others with them. 

AFTER these things he departed 
from Athens, and came to Cor- 

2 inth. And he found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, a man of Pontus by race, lately 
come from Italy, with his wife Priscilla, 
because Claudius had commanded all 
the Jews to depart from Rome: and he 

3 came unto them; and because he was of 
the same trade, he abode with them, and 
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they wrought; for by their trade they 
were tentmakers. And he reasoned in 4 
the synagogue every sabbath, and per¬ 
suaded Jews and Greeks. 

But when Silas and Timothy came 5 j 
down from Macedonia, Paul was con- j 
strained by the word, testifying to the j 
Jews that Jesus was the Christ. And 6 | 

when they opposed themselves, and 
^blasphemed, he shook out his raiment, 
and said unto them, Your blood be upon 
your own heads; I am clean: from hence¬ 
forth I will go unto the Gentiles. And 
he departed thence, and went into the 
house of a certain man named Titus 
Justus, one that worshipped God, whose 
house joined hard to the synagogue. 

And Crispus, the ruler of the synagogue, 8 
Relieved in the Lord with all his house; 
and many of the Corinthians hearing 
believed, and were baptized. And the 9 
Lord said unto Paul in the night by a 
vision. Be not afraid, but speak, and hold 
not thy peace: for I am with thee, and 10 
no man shall set on thee to harm thee: 
for I have much people in this city. And 11 
he dwelt there a year and six months, 
teaching the word of God among them. 

But when Gallio was proconsul of 12 
Achaia, the Jews with one accord rose 
up against Paul, and brought him before 
the judgement-seat, saying. This man 13 
persuadeth men to worship God con¬ 
trary to the law. But when Paul was 14 
about to open his mouth, Gallio said 
unto the Jews, If indeed it were a matter 
of wrong or of wicked viilany, O ye Jews, 
reason would that I should bear with 
you: but if they are questions about 15 
words and names and your own law, 
look to it yourselves; I am not minded 
to be a judge of these matters. And he 16 
drave them from the judgement-seat. 

And they all laid hold on Sosthenes, the 17 
ruler of the synagogue, and beat him 
before the judgement-seat. And Gallio 
cared for none of these things. 

And Paul, having tarried after this yet 18 
many days, took his leave of the breth- 
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rcn, and sailed thence for Syria, and with 
him Priscilla and Aquila; having shorn 
his head in Cenchresc: for he had a vow. 

19 And they came to Ephesus, and he left 
them there: but he himself entered into 
the synagogue, and reasoned with the 

20 Jews. And when they asked him to 
abide a longer time, he consented not; 

21 but taking his leave of them, and saying, 
I will return again unto you, if God will, 

22 he set sail from Ephesus. And when he 
had landed at Caesarea, he went up and 
saluted the church, and went down to 

23 Antioch. And having spent some time 
there , he departed, and went through the 
region of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
stablishing all the disciples. 

24 Now a certain Jew named Apollos, an 
Alexandrian by race, x a learned man, 
came to Ephesus; and he was mighty in 

25 the scriptures. This man had been in¬ 
structed in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in spirit, he spake and 
taught carefully the things concerning 
Jesus, knowing only the baptism of John: 

26 and he began to speak boldly in the syna¬ 
gogue. But when Priscilla and Aquila 
heard him, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way of 

27 God more carefully. And when he was 
minded to pass over into Achaia, the 
brethren encouraged him, and wrote to 
the disciples to receive him: and when 
he was come, he 3 helped them much 

28 which had believed through grace: for 
he powerfully confuted the Jews, A and 
that publicly, shewing by the scriptures 
that Jesus was the Christ. 

AND it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul hav¬ 
ing passed through the upper country 
came to Ephesus, and found certain dis- 

2 dples: and he said unto them. Did ye 
receive the Holy Ghost when ye be¬ 
lieved? And they said unto him, Nay, 
we did not so much as hear whether 5 the 

3 Holy Ghost was given. And he said, Into 
what then were ye baptized? And they 

4 said. Into John’s baptism. And Paul 
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said, John baptized with the baptism of 
repentance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Jesus. And 5 
when they heard this, they were baptized 
into the name of the Lord Jesus. And 6 
when Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied. 
And they were in all about twelve men. 7 
And he entered into the synagogue, 8 
and spake boldly for the space of three 
months, reasoning and persuading as to 
the things concerning the kingdom of 
God. But when some were hardened 9 
and disobedient, speaking evil of the 
Way before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and separated the disciples, 
reasoning daily in the school of Tyran- 
nus. And this continued for the space 10 
of two years; so that all they which dwelt 
in Asia heard the word of the Lord, both 
Jews and Greeks. And God wrought 11 
special 6 miracles by the hands of Paul: 
insomuch that unto the sick were carried 12 
away from his body handkerchiefs or 
aprons, and the diseases departed from 
them, and the evil spirits went out. But 13 
certain also of the strolling Jews, exor¬ 
cists, took upon them to name over them 
which had the evil spirits the name of 
the Lord Jesus, saying, I adjure you by 
Jesus whom Paul preacheth. And there 14 
were seven sons of one Sceva, a Jew, a 
chief priest, which did this. And the 15 
evil spirit answered and said unto them, 
Jesus 1 7 know, and Paul I know; but who 
are ye? And the man in whom the evil 16 
spirit was leaped on them, and mastered 
both of them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked 
and wounded. And this became known 17 
to all, both Jews and Greeks, that dwelt 
at Ephesus; and fear fell upon them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was 
magnified. Many also of them that had 18 
believed came, confessing, and declar¬ 
ing their deeds. And not a few of them 19 
that practised 8 curious arts brought their 
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books together, and burned them in the 
sight of all: and they counted the price 
of them, and found it fifty thousand 

20 pieces of silver. So mightily grew the 
word of the Lord and prevailed. 

21 Now after these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he had 
passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying. After I have 

22 been there, I must also see Rome. And 
having sent into Macedonia two of them 
that ministered unto him, Timothy and 
Erastus, he himself stayed in Asia for 
a while. 

23 And about that time there arose no 

24 small stir concerning the Way. For a 
certain man named Demetrius, a silver¬ 
smith, which made silver shrines of 
*Diana, brought no little business unto 

25 the craftsmen; whom he gathered to¬ 
gether, with the workmen of like occupa¬ 
tion, and said. Sirs, ye know that by this 

26 business we have our wealth. And ye 
see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, 
but almost throughout all Asia, this Paul 
hath persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 

27 which arc made with hands: and not 
only is there danger that this our trade 
come into disrepute; but also that the 
temple of the great goddess x Diana be 
made of no account, and that she should 
even be deposed from her magnificence, 
whom all Asia and z the world worship- 

28 peth. And when they heard this, they 
were filled with wrath, and cried out, 
saying. Great is 1 Diana of the Ephesians. 

29 And the city was filled with the con¬ 
fusion : and they rushed with one accord 
into the theatre, having seized Gaius and 
Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, Paul’s 

30 companions in travel. And when Paul 
was minded to enter in unto the people, 

31 the disciples suffered him not. And cer¬ 
tain also of the 3 chief officers of Asia, 
being his friends, sent unto him, and be¬ 
sought him not to adventure himself into 

32 the theatre. Some therefore cried one 
thing, and some another: for the as- 
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sembly was in confusion; and the more 
pan knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 4 And they brought Alexander 33 
out of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
a defence unto the people. But when 34 
they perceived that he was a Jew, all 
with one voice about the space of two 
hours cried out, Great is x Diana of the 
Ephesians. And when the townclerk had 35 
quieted the multitude, he saith, Yc men 
of Ephesus, what man is there who know- 
eth not how that the city of the Ephesians 
is temple-keeper of the great x Diana, and 
of the image which fell down from Jupi¬ 
ter? Seeing then that these things can- 36 
not be gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and 
to do nothing rash. For yc have brought 37 
hither these men, which are neither rob¬ 
bers of temples nor blasphemers of our 
goddess. If therefore Demetrius, and 38 
the craftsmen that are with him, have 
a matter against any man, G the courts 
are open, and there are proconsuls: let 
them accuse one another. But if ye seek 39 
anything about other matters, it shall 
be settled in the regular assembly. For 40 
indeed we are in danger to be ’accused 
concerning this day’s riot, there being 
no cause for it: and as touching it we 
shall not be able to give account of this 
concourse. And when he had thus 41 
spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 

AND after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul having sent for the disciples 
and exhorted them, took leave of them, 
and departed for to go into Macedonia. 
And when he had gone through those 2 
parts, and had given them much exhorta¬ 
tion, he came into Greece. And when 3 
he had spent three months there , and a 
plot was laid against him by the Jews, 
as he was about to set sail for Syria, he 
determined to return through Macedo¬ 
nia. And there accompanied him 8 as far 4 
as Asia Sopater of Beroea, the son of 
Pyrrhus; and of the Thessalonians, Aris¬ 
tarchus and Secundus; and Gaius of 
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Derbe, and Timothy; and of Asia, Tych- 

5 icus and Trophimus. But these 'had 
gone before, and were waiting for us at 

6 Troas. And we sailed away from Phi¬ 
lippi after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days; where we tarried seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, 
when we were gathered together to break 
bread, Paul discoursed with them, in¬ 
tending to depart on the morrow; and 
prolonged his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the upper 
chamber, where we were gathered to- 

9 gether. And there sat in the window 
a certain young man named Eutychus, 
borne down with deep sleep; and as Paul 
discoursed yet longer, being borne down 
by his sleep he fell down from the third 

10 story, and was taken up dead. And Paul 
went down, and fell on him, and embrac¬ 
ing him said. Make ye no ado; for his 

11 life is in him. And when he was gone 
up, and had broken the bread, and eaten, 
and had talked with them a long while, 
even till break of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the lad alive, and were 
not a little comforted. 

13 But we, going before to the ship, set 
sail for Assos, there intending to take in 
Paul: for so had he appointed, intending 

14 himself to go 2 by land. And when he met 
us at Assos, we took him in, and came 

15 to Mitylene. And sailing from thence, 
we came the following day over against 
Chios; and the next day we touched at 
Samos; and 3 the day after we came to 

16 Miletus. For Paul had determined to 
sail past Ephesus, that he might not 
have to spend time in Asia; for he was 
hastening, if it were possible for him, to 
be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, 
and called to him the 4 clders of the 

18 church. And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them. 

Ye yourselves know, from the first 
day that I set foot in Asia, after what 
manner I was with you all the time. 
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serving the Lord with all lowliness of 19 
mind, and with tears, and with trials 
which befell me by the plots of the Jews: 
how that 1 shrank not from declanr^ 20 
unto you anything that was profitable, 
and teaching you publicly, and from 
house to house, testifying both to Jew$ 21 
and to Greeks repentance toward Goa, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus 5 Christ. 
And now, behold, I go bound in the 22 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befall me there: save 23 
that the Holy Ghost testifieth unto me in 
every city, saying that bonds and afflic¬ 
tions abide me. But I hold not my life 24 
of any account, as dear unto myself, 6 so 
that I may accomplish my course, and 
the ministry which I received from the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of God. And now, behold, I know 25 
that yc all, among whom I went about 
preaching the kingdom, shall see my face 
no more. Wherefore I testify unto you 26 
this day, that I am pure from the blood 
of all men. For I shrank not from de- 27 
daring unto you the whole counsel of 
God. Take heed unto yourselves, and 28 
to all the flock, in the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you 7 bishops, to feed 
the church of 8 God, which he g purchased 
with his own blood. I know that after 29 
my departing grievous wolves shall enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock; ana 30 
from among your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away the disciples after them. Where- 31 
fore watch ye, remembering that by the 
space of three years I ceased not to ad¬ 
monish every one night and day with 
tears. And now I commend you to I0 God, 32 
and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to givejyow the 
inheritance among all them that are sanc¬ 
tified. I coveted no man’s silver, or gola, 33 
or apparel. Ye yourselves know that 34 
these hands ministered unto my necessi¬ 
ties, and to them that were with me. In 35 
all things I gave you an example, how 
that so labouring ye ought to help the

Lord Jesus, how he himself said. It is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 

36 And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul’s 

38 neck, and kissed him, sorrowing most of 
all for the word which he had spoken, 
that they should behold his face no more. 
And they brought him on his way unto 
the ship. 

AND when it came to pass that 
we were parted from them, and 
had set sail, we came with a straight 
course unto Cos, and the next day unto 
Rhodes, and from thence unto Patara: 

2 and having found a ship crossing over 
unto Phoenicia, we went aboard, and set 

3 sail. And when we had come in sight of 
Cyprus, leaving it on the left hand, we 
sailed unto Syria, and landed at Tyre: 
for there the ship was to unlade her 

4 burden. And having found the disciples, 
we tarried there seven days: and these 
said to Paul through the Spirit, that he 

5 should not set foot in Jerusalem. And 
when it came to pass that we had accom¬ 
plished the days, we departed and went 
on our journey; and they all, with wives 
and children, brought us on our way, 
till we were out of the city: and kneeling 

6 down on the beach, we prayed, and bade 
each other farewell; and we went on 
board the ship, but they returned home 
again. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage 
from Tyre, we arrived at Ptolemais; and 
we saluted the brethren, and abode with 

8 them one day. And on the morrow we 
departed, and came unto Caesarea: and 
entering into the house of Philip the 
evangelist, who was one of the seven, 

9 we abode with him. Now this man had 
four daughters, virgins, which did pro- 

10 phesy. And as we tarried there x many 
days, there came down from Judaea a 

11 certain prophet, named Agabus. And 
coming to us, and taking Paul’s girdle, 
he bound his own feet and hands, and 
said. Thus saith the Holy Ghost, So shall 
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the Jews at Jerusalem bind the man that 
owneth this girdle, and shall deliver him 
into the hands of the Gentiles. And 12 
when we heard these things, both we 
and they of that place besought him not 
to go up to Jerusalem. Then Paul an- 13 
swered. What do ye, weeping and break¬ 
ing my heart? for I am ready not to be 
bound only, but also to die at Jerusalem 
for the name of the Lord Jesus. And 14 
when he would not be persuaded, we 
ceased, saying. The will of the Lord be 
done. 

And after these days we 2 took up our 15 
baggage, and went up to Jerusalem. 
And there went with us also certain of 16 
the disciples from Caesarea, bringing with 
them one Mnason of Cyprus, an early 
disciple, with whom we should lodge. 

And when we were come to Jerusa- 17 
lem, the brethren received us gladly. 
And the day following Paul went in with 18 
us unto James; and all the elders were 
present. And when he had saluted them, 19 
he rehearsed one by one the things which 
God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by his ministry. And they, when they 20 
heard it, glorified God; and they said 
unto him. Thou seest, brother, how 
many 3 thousands there are among the 
Jews of them which have believed; and 
they are all zealous for the law: and they 21 
have been informed concerning thee, 
that thou teachest all the Jews which are 
among the Gentiles to forsake Moses, 
telling them not to circumcise their chil¬ 
dren, neither to walk after the customs. 
What is it therefore? they will certainly 22 
hear that thou art come. Do therefore 23 
this that we say to thee: We have four 
men which have a vow on them; these 24 
take, and purify thyself with them, and 
be at charges for diem, that they may 
shave their heads: and all shall know 
that there is no truth in the things where¬ 
of they have been informed concerning 
thee; but that thou thyself also walkest 
orderly, keeping the law.

20 them that believed on thee: and when 
the blood of Stephen thy witness was 
shed, I also was standing by, and con¬

And he said unto 
me. Depart: for I will send thee forth 
far hence unto the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto this 
word; and they lifted up their voice, and 
said. Away with such a fellow from the 
earth: for it is not fit that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and threw off their 

24 garments, and cast dust into the air, the 
chief captain commanded him to be 
brought into the castle, bidding that he 
should be examined by scourging, that 
he might know for what cause they so 

25 shouted against him. And when they 
had tied him up 2 with the thongs, Paul 
said unto the centurion that stood by, 
Is it lawful for you to scourge a man that 

26 is a Roman, and uncondemned? And 
when the centurion heard it, he went to 
the chief captain, and told him, saying, 
What art thou about to do? for this man

is a Roman. And the chief captain came, 27 
and said unto him. Tell me, art thou a 
Roman? And he said. Yea. And the 28 
chief captain answered. With a great sum 
obtained I this citizenship. And Paul 
said, But I am a Roman born. They 29 
then which were about to examine him 
straightway departed from him: and the 
chief captain also was afraid, when he 
knew that he was a Roman, and because 
he had bound him. 

But on the morrow, desiring to know 30 
the certainty, wherefore he was accused 
of the Jews, he loosed him, and com¬ 
manded the chief priests and all the 
council to come together, and brought 
Paul down, and set him before them. 

AND Paul, looking stedfastly on 
the council, said. Brethren, I have 
lived before God in all good conscience 
until this day. And the high priest Ana- 2 
nias commanded them that stood by him 
to smite him on the mouth. Then said 3 
Paul unto him, God shall smite thee, 
thou whited wall: and sittest thou to 
judge me according to the law, and com- 
mandest me to be smitten contrary to 
the law? And they that stood by said, 4 
Revilest thou God’s high priest? And 5 
Paul said, I wist not, brethren, that he 
was high priest: for it is written. Thou 
shalt not speak evil of a ruler of thy 
people. But when Paul perceived that 6 
the one part were Sadducees, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the coun¬ 
cil, Brethren, I am a Pharisee, a son of 
Pharisees: touching the hope and resur¬ 
rection of the dead I am called in ques¬ 
tion. And when he had so said, there 7 
arose a dissension between the Pharisees 
and Sadducees: and the assembly was 
divided. For the Sadducees say that 8 
there is no resurrection, neither angel, 
nor spirit: but the Pharisees confess 
both. And there arose a great clamour: 9 
and some of the scribes of the Pharisees’ 
part stood up, and strove, saying. We 
find no evil in this man: and what if a 
spirit hath spoken to him, or an angel? 
And when there arose a great dissension, 10 
the chief captain, fearing lest Paul should 
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be torn in pieces by them, commanded 
the soldiers to go down and take him by 
force from among them, and bring him 
into the castle.

by him, and said. Be of good cheer: for 
as thou hast testified concerning me at 
Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness 
also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, the Jews banded 
together, and bound themselves under 
a curse, saying that they would neither 
eat nor drink till they had killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty which 

14 made this conspiracy. And they came 
to the chief priests and the elders, and 
said. We have bound ourselves under a 
great curse, to taste nothing until we 

15 have killed Paul. Now therefore do ye 
with the council signify to the chief cap¬ 
tain that he bring him down unto you, 
as though ye would judge of his case 
more exactly: and we, or ever he come 

16 near, are ready to slay him. But Paul’s 
sister’s son heard of their lying in wait, 
x and he came and entered into the castle, 

17 and told Paul. And Paul called unto him 
one of the centurions, and said. Bring 
this young man unto the chief captain: 

18 for he hath something to tell him. So 
he took him, and brought him to the 
chief captain, and saith, Paul the prisoner 
called me unto him, and asked me to 
bring this young man unto thee, who 

19 hath something to say to thee. And the 
chief captain took him by the hand, and 
going aside asked him privately. What 

20 is that thou hast to tell me ? And he said. 
The Jews have agreed to ask thee to bring 
down Paul to-morrow unto the council, 
as though thou wouldest inquire some- 

21 what more exactly concerning him. Do 
not thou therefore yield unto them: for 
there lie in wait for him of them more 
than forty men, which have bound them¬ 
selves under a curse, neither to eat nor 
to drink till they have slain him: and now 
are they ready, looking for the promise 

22 from thee. So the chief captain let the 
young man go, charging him. Tell no man 
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that thou hast signified these things to 
me. And he called unto him two of the 23 
centurions, and said. Make ready two 
hundred soldiers to go as far as Caesarea, 
and horsemen threescore and ten, and 
spearmen two hundred, at the third hour 
of the night: and he hade them provide 24 
beasts, that they might set Paul thereon, 
and bring him safe unto Felix the gov¬ 
ernor. And he wrote a letter after this 25 
form: 

Claudius Lysias unto the most excel- 26 
lent governor Felix, greeting. This man 27 
was seized by the Jews, and was about 
to be slain of them, when I came upon 
them with the soldiers, and rescued him, 
having learned that he was a Roman. 
And desiring to know the cause where- 28 
fore they accused him, 2 I brought him 
down unto their council: whom I found 29 
to be accused about questions of their 
law, but to have nothing laid to his charge 
worthy of death or of bonds. And when 30 
it was shewn to me that there would be 
a plot against the man, I sent him to thee 
forthwith, charging his accusers also to 
speak against him before thee. 3 

So the soldiers, as it was commanded 31 
them, took Paul, and brought him by 
night to Antipatris. But on the morrow 32 
they left the horsemen to go with him, 
and returned to the castle: and they, 33 
when they came to Csesarea, and deliv¬ 
ered the letter to the governor, presented 
Paul also before him. And when he had 34 
read it, he asked of what province he 
was; and when he understood that he 
was of Cilicia, I will hear thy cause, said 35 
he, when thine accusers also are come: 
and he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s '♦palace. 

AND after five days the high 
priest Ananias came down with 
certain elders, and with an orator, one 
Tertullus; and they informed the go¬ 
vernor against Paul. And when he was 2 
called, Tertullus began to accuse him, 
saying, 

Seeing that by thee we enjoy much 
peace, and that by thy providence evils

3 are corrected for this nation, we accept 
it in all ways and in all places, most ex- 

4 cellcnt Felix, with all thankfulness. But, 
that I be not further tedious unto thee, 
I intreat thee to hear us of thy clemency 

5 a few words. For we have found this 
man a pestilent fellow, and a mover of 
insurrections among all the Je ws through¬ 
out ^e world, and a ringleader of the 

6 sect of the Nazarenes: who moreover 
assayed to profane the temple: on whom 

8 also we laid hold:- from whom thou wilt 
be able, by examining him thyself, to 
take knowledge of all these things, where- 

9 of we accuse him. And the Jews also 
joined in the charge, affirming that these 
things were so. 

10 And when the governor had beckoned 
unto him to speak, Paul answered. 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast 
been of many years a judge unto tliis 
nation, I do cheerfully make my defence: 

11 seeing that thou canst take knowledge, 
that it is not more than twelve days since 

12 I went up to worship at Jerusalem: and 
neither in the temple did they find me 
disputing with any man or stirring up 
a crowd, nor in the synagogues, nor in 

13 the city. Neither can they prove to thee 
the things whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that after 
the Way which they call 3 a sect, so serve 
I the God of our fathers, believing all 
things which are according to the law, 
and which are written in the prophets: 

15 having hope toward God, which these 
also themselves 4 look for, that there shall 
be a resurrection both of the just and 

16 unjust. Herein do I also exercise myself 
to have a conscience void of offence to- 

17 ward God and men alway. Now after 
5 many years I came to bring alms to 

18 my nation, and offerings: 6 amidst which 
they found me purified in the temple, 
with no crowd, nor yet with tumult: but 

19 there were certain Jews from Asia—who 
ought to have been here before thee, and 
to make accusation, if they had aught 
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against me. Or else let these men them- 20 
selves say what wrong-doing they found, 
when I stood before the council, except 21 
it be for this one voice, that I cried 
standing among them, 'Pouching the 
resurrection of the dead I am called in 
question before you this day. 

But Felix, having more exact know- 22 
ledge concerning the Way, deferred 
them, saying. When Lysias the chief 
captain shall come down, I will deter¬ 
mine your matter. And he gave order 23 
to the centurion that he should be kept 
in charge, and should have indulgence; 
and not to forbid any of his friends to 
minister unto him. 

But after certain days, Felix came with 24 
Drusilla, 7 his wile, which was a Jewess, 
and sent for Paul, and heard him con¬ 
cerning the faith in Christ Jesus. And 25 
as he reasoned of righteousness, and tem¬ 
perance, and the judgement to come, 
Felix was terrified, and answered. Go 
thy way for tliis time; and when I have 
a convenient season, I will call thee unto 
me. He hoped withal that money would 26 
be given him of Paul: wherefore also he 
sent for him the oftener, and communed 
with him. But when two years were 27 
fulfilled, Felix was succeeded by Porcius 
Festus; and desiring to gain favour with 
the Jews, Felix left Paul in bonds. 

FESTU S therefore, ^having come 
into the province, after three days 
went up to Jerusalem from Caesarea. 
And the chief priests and the principal 2 
men of the Jews informed him against 
Paul; and they besought him, asking 3 
favour against him, that he would send 
for him to Jerusalem; laying wait to kill 
him on the way. Howbeic Festus an- 4 
swered, that Paul was kept in charge at 
Caesarea, and that he himself was about 
to depart thither shortly. Let them there- 5 
fore, saith he, which are of power among 
you, go down with me, and if there is 
anything amiss in the man, let them 
accuse him.

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AND when it was determined 
that we should sail for Italy, they 
delivered Paul and certain other prison¬ 
ers to a centurion named Julius, of the 

2 Augustan *band. And embarking in a 
ship of Adramyttium, which was about 
to sail unto the places on the coast of 
Asia, we put to sea, Aristarchus, a Mace¬ 
donian of Thessalonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at Sidon: 
and Julius treated Paul kindly, and gave 
him leave to go unto his friends and "rc- 

4 fresh himself. And putting to sea from 
thence, we sailed under the lee of Cy¬ 
prus, because the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed across the sea 
which is off Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 

6 came to Myra, a city of Lycia. And there 
the centurion found a ship of Alexandria 
sailing for Italy; and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and were come with difficulty over 
against Cnidus, the wind not 3 further 
suffering us, we sailed under the lee of 

8 Crete, over against Salmonc; and with 
difficulty coasting along it we came unto 
a certain place called Fair Havens; nigh 
whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

9 And when much time was spent, and 
the voyage was now dangerous, because 
the Fast was now already gone by, Paul 

10 admonished them, and said unto them, 
Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be 
with injury and much loss, not only of 
the lading and the ship, but also of our 

11 lives. But the centurion gave more heed 
to the master and to the owner of the 
ship, than to those things which were 

12 spoken by Paul. And because the haven 
was not commodious to winter in, the 
more part advised to put to sea from 
thence, if by any means they could reach 
Phoenix, and winter there, which is a 
haven of Crete, looking 4 north-east and 

13 south-east. And when the south wind 
blew softly, supposing that they had 
obtained their purpose, they weighed 
anchor and sailed along Crete, close in 

14 shore. But after no long time there beat 


27 , 30 

down from it a tempestuous wind, which 
is called Euraquilo: and when the ship 15 
was caught, and could not face the wind, 
we gave way to it , and were driven. And 16 
running under the lee of a small island 
called 5 Cauda, we were able, with diffi¬ 
culty, to secure the boat: and when they 17 
had hoisted it up, they used helps, under¬ 
girding the ship; and, fearing lest they 
should be cast upon the Syrtis, they 
lowered the gear, and so were driven. 
And as we laboured exceedingly with the 18 
storm, the next day they began to throw 
the freight overboard; and the third day 19 
they cast out with their own hands the 
6 tackling of the ship. And when neither 20 
sun nor stars shone upon us for many 
days, and no small tempest lay on us 3 all 
hope that we should be saved was now 
taken away. And when they had been 21 
long without food, then Paul stood forth 
in the midst of them, and said. Sirs, ye 
should have hearkened unto me, and not 
have set sail from Crete, and have gotten 
this injury and loss. And now I exhort 22 
you to be of good cheer: for there shall 
be no loss of life among you, but only 
of the ship. For there stood by me this 23 
night an angel of the God whose I am, 
whom also I serve, saying. Fear not, 24 
Paul; thou must stand before Caesar: and 
io, God hath granted thee all them that 
sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of 25 
good cheer: for I believe God, that it 
shall be even so as it hath been spoken 
unto me. Howbeit we must be cast upon 26 
a certain island. 

But when the fourteenth night was 27 
come, as we were driven to and fro in 
the sea of Adria, about midnight the 
sailors surmised that they were drawing 
near to some country; and they sounded, 28 
and found twenty fathoms: and after 
a little space, they sounded again, and 
found fifteen fathoms. And fearing lest 29 
haply we should be cast ashore on rocky 
ground, they let go four anchors from 
the stem, and 7 wished for the day. And 30 
as the sailors were seeking to flee out of

soldiers. Except these abide in the ship, 

32 ye cannot be saved. Then the soldiers 
cut away the ropes of the boat, and let 

33 her fall off. And while the day was com¬ 
ing on, Paul besought them all to take 
some food, saying. This day is the four¬ 
teenth day that ye wait and continue fast- 

34 ing, having taken nothing. Wherefore 
I beseech you to take some food: for 
this is for your safety: for there shall 
not a hair perish from the head of any 

35 of you. And when he had said this, and 
had taken bread, he gave thanks to God 
in the presence of all: and he brake it, 

36 and began to eat. Then were they all of 
good cheer, and themselves also took 

37 food. And we were in all in the ship *two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, they 
lightened the ship, throwing out the 

39 wheat into the sea. And when it was 
day, they knew not the land: but they 
perceived a certain bay with a beach, and 
they took counsel whether they could 

40 2 drive the ship upon it. And casting off 
the anchors, they left them in the sea, 
at the same time loosing the bands of the 
rudders; and hoisting up the foresail to 

41 the wind, they made for the beach. But 
lighting upon a place where two seas met, 
they ran the vessel aground; and the 
foreship struck and remained unmove¬ 
able, but the stern began to break up 

42 by the violence of the waves . And the 
soldiers* counsel was to kill the prisoners, 
lest any of them should swim out, and 

43 escape. But the centurion, desiring to 
save Paul, stayed them from their pur¬ 
pose; and commanded that they which 
could swim should cast themselves over- 

44 board, and get first to the land: and the 
rest, some on planks, and some on other 
things from the ship. And so it came to 
pass, that they all escaped safe to the 
land.

AND when we were escaped, then 
we knew that the island was called 
3 Melita. And the barbarians shewed us 2 
no common kindness: for they kindled 
a fire, and received us all, because of the 
present rain, and because of the cold. 
But when Paul had gathered a bundle 3 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, a 
viper came out 4 by reason of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. And when 4 
the barbarians saw the beast hanging 
from his hand, they said one to another. 

No doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped from the sea, yet 
Justice hath not suffered to live. How- 5 
beit he shook off the beast into the fire, 
and took no harm. But they expected 6 
that he would have swollen, or fallen 
down dead suddenly: but when they 
were long in expectation, and beheld 
nothing amiss come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a god. 

Now in the neighbourhood of that 7 
place were lands belonging to the chief 
man of the island, named Publius; who 
received us, and entertained us three 
days courteously. And it was so, that 8 
the father of Publius lay sick of fever 
and dysentery: unto whom Paul entered 
in, and prayed, and laying his hands on 
him healed him. And when this was 9 
done, the rest also which had diseases in 
the island came, and were cured: who 10 
also honoured us with many honours; 
and when we sailed, they put on board 
such things as we needed. 

And after three months we set sail in 11 
a ship of Alexandria, which had wintered 
in the island, whose sign was 5 The Twin 
Brothers. And touching at Syracuse, 12 
we tarried there three days. And from 13 
thence we 6 made a circuit, and arrived 
at Rhegium: and after one day a south 
wind sprang up, and on the second day 
we came to Putcoli: where we found 14 
brethren, and were intreated to tarry 
with them seven days: and so we came 
to Rome. And from thence the brethren, 15 
when they heard of us, came to meet us 
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I Some ancient authorities read about threescore and sixteen souls. 2 Some ancient authorities 
read bring the ship safe to shore.

Three Taverns: whom when Paul saw, 
he thanked God, and took courage. 

16 And when we entered into Rome, 
J Paul was suffered to abide by himself 
with the soldier that guarded him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after three 
days he called together 2 those that were 
the chief of the Jews: and when they 
were come together, he said unto them, 
I, brethren, though I had done nothing 
against the people, or the customs of our 
fathers, yet was delivered prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans: 

18 who, when rhey had examined me, de¬ 
sired to set me at liberty, because there 

19 was no cause of death in me. But when 
the Jews spake against it, I was con¬ 
strained to appeal unto Caesar; not that 

20 I had aught to accuse my nation of. For 
this cause therefore did I Entreat you to 
see and to speak with me: for because of 
the hope of Israel I am bound with this 

21 chain. And they said unto him. We 
neither received letters from Judxa con¬ 
cerning thee, nor did any of the brethren 
come hither and report or speak any 

22 harm of thee. But we desire to hear of 
thee what thou thinkest: for as concern¬ 
ing this sect, it is known to us that every¬ 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed him a 
day, they came to him into his lodging 
in great number; to whom he expounded

the matter , testifying the kingdom of God, 
and persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both from the law of Moses and from 
the prophets, from morning till even¬ 
ing. And some believed the things which 24 
were spoken, and some disbelieved. And 25 
when they agreed not among themselves, 
they departed, after that Paul had spoken 
one word, Well spake the Holy Ghost 
4 by I saiah the prophet unto your fathers, 
saying, 26 

Go thou unto this people, and say. 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall in 
no wise understand; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall in 
no wise perceive: 

For this people’s heart is waxed gross, 27 
And their ears arc dull of hearing. 

And their eyes they have closed; 

Lest haply they should perceive with 
their eyes. 

And hear with their ears, 

And understand with their heart. 

And should turn again. 

And I should heal them. 

Be it known therefore unto you, that this 28 
salvation of God is sent unto the Gen¬ 
tiles : they will also hear. 5 

And he abode two whole years in his 30 
own hired dwelling, and received all that 
went in unto him, preaching the king- 31 
dom of God, and teaching the things 
concerning the Lord Jesus Christ with 
all boldness, none forbidding him.

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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 


ROMANS 


1 PAUL, a Servant of Jesus Christ* 
called to be an apostle* separated unto 
2 the gospel of God, which he promised 
afore 2 by his prophets in the holy scrip- 
3 tures* concerning his Son, who was born 
of the seed of David according to the 
4 flesh, who was 3 dcclarcd to be the Son 
of God 4 with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrection of 
the dead; even Jesus Christ our Lord, 
5 through whom we received grace and 
apostlcship, unto obedience - r, of faith 
among all the nations, for his name’s 
6 sake: among whom are ye also, called 
7 to be Jesus Christ’s: to all that are in 
Rome, beloved of God, called to be saints: 
Grace to you and peace from God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Je¬ 
sus Christ for you all, 6 that your faith 
is proclaimed throughout the whole 
9 world. For God is my witness, whom 
I serve in my spirit in the gospel of his 
Son, how unceasingly I make mention 
to of you, always in my prayers making re¬ 
quest, if by any means now at length I 
may be prospered 7 by the will of God to 
11 come unto you. For I long to sec you, that 
I may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be established; 
12 that is, that I with you may be com¬ 
forted in you, each of us by the other’s 
13 faith, both yours and mine. And I would 
not have you ignorant, brethren, that 
oftentimes I purposed to come unto you 
(and was hindered hitherto), that I might 
have some fruit in you also, even as in 
14 the rest of the Gentiles. I am debtor 
both to Greeks and to Barbarians, both 
15 to the wise and to the foolish. So, as 
much as in me is, I am ready to preach 
the gospel to you also that are in Rome. 
16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel: for 


it is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth; to the Jew first, 
and also to the Greek. For therein is 17 
revealed a righteousness of God 8 by faith 
unto faith: as it is written, But the right¬ 
eous shall live 8 by faith. 

For y thc wrath of God is revealed from 18 
heaven against all ungodliness and un¬ 
righteousness of men, who 10 hold down 
the truth in unrighteousness; because 19 
that which may be known of God is 
manifest in them; for God manifested 
it unto them. For the invisible things 20 
of him since the creation of the world 
are clearly seen, being perceived through 
the things that are made, even his ever¬ 
lasting power and divinity; “that they 
may be without excuse: because that, 21 
knowing God, they glorified him not as 
God, neither gave thanks; but became 
vain in their reasonings, and their sense¬ 
less heart was darkened. Professing 22 
themselves to be wise, they became 
fools, and changed the glory of the in- 23 
corruptible God for the likeness of an 
image of corruptible man, and of birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping 
things. 

Wherefore God gave them up in the 24 
lusts of their hearts unto uncleanness, 
that their bodies should be dishonoured 
among themselves: for that they ex- 25 
changed the truth of God for a lie, and 
worshipped and served the creature ra¬ 
ther than the Creator, who is blessed 
I2 for ever. Amen. 

For this cause God gave them up unto 26 
I3 vile passions: for their women changed 
the natural use into that which is against 
nature: and likewise also the men, leav- 27 
ing the natural use of the woman, burned 
in their lust one toward another, men

WHAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what is the profit of circum- 

2 cision? Much everyway: first of all, that 
they were intrusted with the oracles of 

3 God. For what if some were without 
faith? shall their want of faith make of 
none effect the faithfulness of God? 

4 *God forbid: yea, let God be found true, 
but every man a liar; as it is written. 

That thou mightest be justified in thy 
words. 

And mightest prevail when thou com- 
est into judgement. 

5 But if our unrighteousness commendcth 
the righteousness of God, what shall we 
say? Is God unrighteous who visiteth 
with wrath? (I speak after the manner 

6 of men.) God forbid: for then how shall 

7 God judge the world? 2 But if the truth 
of God through my he abounded unto 
his glory, why am I also still judged as a 

8 shiner? and why not (as we be slander¬ 
ously reported, and as some affirm that 
we say). Let us do evil, that good may 
come? whose condemnation is just. 

9 What then? 3 are we in worse case 
than they? No, in no wise: for we be¬ 
fore laid to the charge both of Jews and 

10 Greeks, that they are all under sin; as it 
is written. 

There is none righteous, no, not one; 

11 There is none that understandeth. 

There is none that seeketh after God; 

12 They have all turned aside, they are 

together become unprofitable; 

There is none that doeth good, no, 
not so much as one: 

13 Their throat is an open sepulchre;

Now we know that what things soever 19 
the lav/ saith, it speaketh to them that 
are under the law; that every mouth may 
be stopped, and all the world may be 
brought under the judgement of God: 
because 4 by 5 the works of the law shall 20 
no flesh be justified in his sight: for 
7 through the law corneth the knowledge 
of sin. But now apart from the law a 21 
righteousness of God hath been mani¬ 
fested, being witnessed by the law and 
the prophets; even the righteousness of 22 
God through faith 8 in Jesus Christ unto 
all g tliem that believe; for there is no 
distinction; for all have sinned, and fall 23 
short of the glory of God; being justified 24 
freely by his grace through the redemp¬ 
tion that is in Christ Jesus: whom God 25 
I0 set forth 1 11 to be a propitiation, through 
1 -faith, by his blood, to shew his right¬ 
eousness, because of the passing over of 
the sins done aforetime, in the forbear¬ 
ance of God; for the shewing, I say , of 26 
his righteousness at this present season: 
that he might himself be just, and the 
justifier of him that I3 hath faith 8 in Jesus. 
Where then is the glorying? It is ex- 27 
eluded. By what manner of law? of 
works ? Nay: but by a law of faith. 14 We 28 
reckon therefore that a man is justified 
by faith apart from 5 the works of the 
law. Or is God the God of Jews only? 29 
is he not the God of Gentiles also? Yea, 
of Gentiles also: if so be that God is 30 
one, and he shall justify the circum¬ 
cision 4 by faith, and the uncircumcision 
I5 through faith.

WHAT then shall we say 3 that Abra¬ 
ham, our forefather according to the 

2 flesh, hath found ? For if Abraham was 
justified 4 by works, he hath whereof to 

3 glory; but not toward God. For what 
saith the scripture? And Abraham be¬ 
lieved God, and it was reckoned unto 

4 him for righteousness. Now to him that 
worketh, the reward is not reckoned as 

5 of grace, but as of debt. But to him that 
worketh not, but believeth on him that 
justilieth the ungodly, his faith is reck- 

6 oned for righteousness. Even as David 
also pronounceth blessing upon the man, 
unto whom God rcckoneth righteousness 

7 apart from works, saying , 

Blessed arc they whose iniquities are 
forgiven, 

And whose sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord 

will not reckon sin. 

9 Is this blessing then pronounced upon 
the circumcision, or upon the uncircum¬ 
cision also? for we say, To Abraham his 
faith was reckoned for righteousness. 

10 How then was it reckoned? when he was 
in circumcision, or in uncircumcision? 
Not in circumcision, but in uncircum- 

11 cision: and he received the sign of cir¬ 
cumcision, a seal of the righteousness of 
the faith which he had while he was in 
uncircumcision: that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, though 
they be in uncircumcision, that right¬ 
eousness might be reckoned unto them; 

12 and the father of circumcision to them 
who not only are of the circumcision, 
but who also walk in the steps of that 
faith of our father Abraham which he 

13 had in uncircumcision. For not Hhrough 
the law was the promise to Abraham or 
to his seed, that he should be heir of the 
world, but through the righteousness of 

14 faith. For if they which are of the law 
be heirs, faith is made void, and the 

15 promise is made of none effect: for the 
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law worketh wrath; but where there is 
no law, neither is there transgression. 
For this cause it is of faith, that it may 16 
be according to grace; to the end that 
the promise may be sure to all the seed; 
not to that only which is of the law, but 
to that also which is of the faith of Abra¬ 
ham, who is the father of us all (as it is 17 
written, A father of many nations have 
I made thee) before him whom he be¬ 
lieved, even God, who quickcneth the 
dead, and caileth the tilings that are not, 
as though they were. Who in hope be- 18 
lieved against hope, to the end that he 
might become a father of many nations, 
according to that which had been spoken, 

So shall thy seed be. And without being 19 
weakened in faith he considered his 
own body 6 now as good as dead (he be¬ 
ing about a hundred years old), and the 
dcadness of Sarah’s womb: yea, looking 20 
unto the promise of God, he wavered 
not through unbelief, but waxed strong 
through faith, giving glory to God, and 21 
being fully assured that, what he had 
promised, he was able also to perform. 
Wherefore also it was reckoned unto him 22 
for righteousness. Now it was not writ- 23 
ten for his sake alone, that it was reck¬ 
oned unto him; but for our sake also, 24 
unto whom it shall be reckoned, who 
believe on him that raised Jesus our Lord 
from the dead, who was delivered up for 25 
our trespasses, and was raised for our 
justification. 

BEING therefore justified 4 by faith, 

7 let us have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ; through whom 2 
also we have had our access K by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand; and 
9 let us I0 rejoice in hope of the glory of 
God. And not only so, but “let us also 3 
1 °rc j oi ce i n our tribulations: knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; and pa- 4 
tience, probation; and probation, hope: 
and hope putteth not to shame; because 5 
the love of God hath been shed abroad 
in our hearts through the “Holy Ghost 
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6 which was given unto us. For while we 
were yet weak, in due season Christ died 

7 for the ungodly. For scarcely for a right¬ 
eous man will one die: for peradventure 
for *thc good man some one would even 

8 dare to die. But God commendcth his 
own love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified 
2 by his blood, shall we be saved from 

10 the wrath of God through him. For if, 
while we were enemies, wc were recon¬ 
ciled to God through the death of his 
Son, much more, being reconciled, shall 

11 we be saved 2 by his life; and not only 
so, 3 but we also rejoice in God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom 
we have now received the reconcilia¬ 
tion. 

12 Therefore, as through one man sin 
entered into the world, and death through 
sin; and so death passed unto all men, 

13 for that all sinned:—for until the law sin 
was in the world: but sin is not imputed 

14 when there is no law. Nevertheless death 
reigned from Adam until Moses, even 
over them that had not sinned after the 
likeness of Adam’s transgression, who is 

15 a figure of him that was to come. But 
not as the trespass, so also is the free 
gift. For if by the trespass of the one 
the many died, much more did the grace 
of God, and the gift by the grace of the 
one man, Jesus Christ, abound unto the 

16 many. And not as through one that 
sinned, so is the gift: for the judgement 
came of one unto condemnation, but the 
free gift came of many trespasses unto 

17 justification. For if, by the trespass of 
the one, death reigned through the one; 
much more shall they that receive the 
abundance of grace and 5 of the gift of 
righteousness reign in life through the 

18 one, even Jesus Christ. So then as through 
one trespass the judgement came unto all 
men to condemnation; even so through 
one act of righteousness the free gift came 

19 unto all men to justification of life. For 
as through the one man’s disobedience 
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the many were made sinners, even so 
through the obedience of tire one shall 
the many be made righteous. And 6 the 20 
law came in beside, that the trespass 
might abound; but where sin abounded, 
grace did abound more exceedingly: 
that, as sin reigned in death, even so 21 
might grace reign through righteousness 
unto eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

6 WHAT shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? God forbid. We who died to 2 
sin, how shall we any longer live therein ? 

Or are ye ignorant that all we who were 3 
baptized into Christ Jesus were baptized 
into his death? We were buried there- 4 
fore with him through baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was raised 
from the dead through the glory of the 
Father, so we also might walk in newness 
of life. For if we have become 7 united 5 
with him by the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also by the likeness of his re¬ 
surrection; knowing this, that our old 6 
man was crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be done away, that so 
we should no longer be in bondage to 
sin; for he that hath died is justified 7 
from sin. But if we died with Christ, 8 
we believe that we shall also live with 
him; knowing that Christ being raised 9 
from the dead dieth no more; death no 
more hath dominion over him. For 8 the 10 
death that he died, he died unto sin 
9 once: but 8 the life that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. Even so reckon ye also 11 
yourselves to be dead unto sin, but alive 
unto God in Christ Jesus. 

Let not sin therefore reign in your 12 
mortal body, that ye should obey the 
lusts thereof: neither present your mem- 13 
bers unto sin as I0 instruments of unright¬ 
eousness; but present yourselves unto 
God, as alive from the dead, and your 
members as xo instruments of righteous¬ 
ness unto God. For sin shall not have 14 
dominion over you: for ye are not under 
law, but under grace. 
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15 What then? shall we sin, because we 
are not under law, but under grace ? God 

16 forbid. Know ye not, that to whom ye 
present yourselves as Servants unto obe¬ 
dience, his Servants ye are whom ye 
obey; whether of sin unto death, or 

17 of obedience unto righteousness? But 
thanks be to God, 2 that, whereas ye were 
Servants of sin, ye became obedient from 
the heart to that 3 form of teaching where- 

18 unto ye were delivered; and being made 
free from sin, ye became Servants of 

19 righteousness. I speak after the manner 
of men because of the infirmity of your 
flesh: for as ye presented your members 
as servants to uncleanness and to ini¬ 
quity unto iniquity, even so now present 
your members as servants to righteous- 

20 ness unto sanctification. For when ye 
were * servants of sin, ye were free in 

21 regard of righteousness. What fruit then 
had ye at that time in the things where¬ 
of ye are now ashamed? for the end of 

22 those things is death. But now being 
made free from sin, and become serv¬ 
ants to God, ye have your fruit unto 
sanctification, and the end eternal life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; but the 
free gift of God is eternal life in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

OR are ye ignorant, brethren (for I 
speak to men that know ^he law), 
how that the law hath dominion over 

2 a man for so long time as he liveth? For 
the woman that hath a husband is bound 
by law to the husband while he liveth; 
but if the husband die, she is discharged 

3 from the law of the husband. So then 
if, while the husband liveth, she be joined 
to another man, she shall be called an 
adulteress: but if the husband die, she 
is free from the law, so that she is no 
adulteress, though she be joined to an- 

4 other man. Wherefore, my brethren, ye 
also were made dead to the law through 
the body of Christ; that ye should be 
joined to another, even to him who was 
raised from the dead, that we might bring 

5 forth fruit unto God. For when we were 
in the flesh, the *sinful passions, which 
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were through the law, wrought in our 
members to bring forth fruit unto death. 
But now we have been discharged from 6 
the law, having died to that wherein we 
were holden; so that we serve in new¬ 
ness of the spirit, and not in oldness of 
the letter. 

What shall we say then? Is the law 7 
sin? God forbid. Howbeit, I had not 
known sin, except through 4 the law: for 
I had not known 6 coveting, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not 6 covet: but sin, 8 
finding occasion, wrought in me through 
the commandment all manner of Covet¬ 
ing: for apart from 4 the law sin is dead. 
And I was alive apart from 4 the law once: 9 
but when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died; and the command- 10 
ment, which zvas unto life, this I found 
to be unto death: for sin, finding occa- II 
sion, through the commandment be¬ 
guiled me, and through it slew me. So 12 
that the law is holy, and the command¬ 
ment holy, and righteous, and good. Did 13 
then that which is good become death 
unto me? God forbid. But sin, that it 
might be shewn to be sin, by working 
death to me through that which is good; 

—that through the commandment sin 
might become exceeding sinful. For we 14 
know that the law is spiritual: but I am 
carnal, sold under sin. For that which 15 
1 7 do I know not: for not what I would, 
that do I practise; but what I hate, that 
I do. But if what I would not, that I do, 16 
I consent unto the law that it is good. 

So now it is no more I that 7 do it, but 17 
sin which dwelleth in me. For I know 18 
that in me, that is, in my flesh, dwelleth 
no good thing: for to will is present with 
me, but to 7 do that which is good is not. 
For the good which I would I do not: 19 
but the evil which I would not, that I 
practise. But if what I would not, that 20 
I do, it is no more I that 7 do it, but sin 
which dwelleth in me. I find then *the 21 
law, that, to me who would do good, evil 
is present. For I delight 9 in the law of 22 
God after the inward man: but I see a 23 
different law in my members, warring 
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against the law of my mind, and bring¬ 
ing me into captivity 1 under the law of 

24 sin which is in my members. O wretched 
man that I am! who shall deliver me out 

25 of *the body of this death? 3 1 tliank God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. So then 
I myself with the mind serve the law 
of God; but with the flesh the law of 
sin. 

THERE is therefore now no con¬ 
demnation to them that are in Christ 

2 Jesus. For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus made me free from the 

3 law of sin and of death. For what the 
law could not do, 4 in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God, sending his own 
Son in the likeness of 5 sinful flesh 6 and 
as an offering for sin, condemned sin in 

4 the flesh: that the Ordinance of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 

5 after the flesh, but after the spirit. For 
they that are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh; but they that are 
after the spirit the things of the spirit. 

6 For the mind of the flesh is death; but 
the mind of the spirit is life and peace: 

7 because the mind of the flesh is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to the 

8 law of God, neither indeed can it be: and 
they that are in the flesh cannot please 

9 God. But ye are not in the flesh, but in 
the spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you. But if any man hath 
not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ is in you, the body is dead 
because of sin; but the spirit is life be¬ 
ll cause of righteousness. But if the Spirit 
of him that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwelleth in you, he that raised up Christ 
Jesus from the dead shall quicken also 
your mortal bodies through his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 

12 So then, brethren, we are debtors, not 

13 to the flesh, to live after the flesh: for 
if ye live after the flesh, ye must die; but 
if by the spirit ye ^mortify the I0 deeds of 

14 the body, ye shall live. For as many as 
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are led by the Spirit of God, these are 
sons of God. For ye received not the 15 
spirit of bondage again unto fear; but 
ye received the spirit of adoption, where¬ 
by we cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit 16 
himself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are children of God: and if chil- 17 
dren, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer 
with him> that we may be also glorified 
with him . 

For I reckon that the sufferings of this 18 
present time are not worthy to be com¬ 
pared with the glory which shall be 
revealed to us-ward. For the earnest 19 
expectation of the creation waiteth for 
the revealing of the sons of God. For 20 
the creation was subjected to vanity, not 
of its own will, but by reason of him who 
subjected it, u in hope that the creation 21 
itself also shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into the liberty of 
the glory of the children of God. For 22 
we know that the whole creation groan- 
eth and travaileth in pain 1 together until 
now. And not only so, but ourselves also, 23 
which have the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
even wc ourselves groan within our¬ 
selves, waiting for our adoption, to wit , 
the redemption of our body. For by 24 
hope were we saved: but hope that is 
seen is not hope: 13 forwho 14 hopethfor 
that which he seeth? But if we hope for 25 
that which we see not, then do we with 
patience wait for it. 

And in like manner the Spirit also 26 
helpeth our infirmity: for we know not 
how to pray as we ought; but the Spirit 
himself maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered; and 27 
he that searcheth the hearts knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit, I5 because 
he maketh intercession for the saints ac¬ 
cording to the will of God. And we know 28 
that to them that love God I6 all things 
work together for good, even to them 
that are called according to his purpose. 
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29 For whom he foreknew, he also fore¬ 
ordained to be conformed to the image 
of his Son, that he might be the firstborn 

30 among many brethren: and whom he 
foreordained, them he also called: and 
whom he called, them he also justified: 
and whom he justified, them he also 
glorified. 

31 What then shall we say to these things ? 

32 If God is for us, who is against us? He 
that spared not his own Son, but de¬ 
livered him up for us all, how shall he 
not also with him freely give us all things? 

33 Who shall lay anything to the charge of 
God’s elect? *It is God that justifieth; 

34 who is he that shall condemn? 2 It is 
Christ Jesus that died, yea rather, that 
was raised from the dead, who is at the 
right hand of God, who also maketh in- 

35 tercession for us. Who shall separate us 
from the love 3 of Christ? shall tribula¬ 
tion, or anguish, or persecution, or fa¬ 
mine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

36 Even as it is written. 

For thy sake we are killed all the day 
long; 

Wc were accounted as sheep for the 
slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are more than 
conquerors through him that loved us. 

38 For 1 am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
things present, nor things to come, nor 

39 powers, nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other 4 creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience bearing witness with 

2 me in the Holy Ghost, that I have great 
sorrow and unceasing pain in my heart. 

3 For I could 5 wish that I myself were 
anathema from Christ for my brethren’s 
sake, my kinsmen according to the flesh: 

4 who are Israelites; whose is the adop¬ 
tion, and the glory, and the covenants, 
and the giving of the law, and the service 

5 of God , and the promises; whose are the 
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fathers, and of whom is Christ as con¬ 
cerning the flesh, 6 who is over ail, God 
blessed 7 for ever. Amen. But it is not 6 
as though the word of God hath come 
to nought. For they are not all Israel, 
which are of Israel: neither, because they 7 
are Abraham’s seed, arc they all chil¬ 
dren: but. In Isaac shall thy seed be 
called. That is, it is not the children of 8 
the flesh that are children of God; but 
the children of the promise are reckoned 
for a seed. For this is a word of promise, 9 
According to this season will I come, and 
Sarah shall have a son. And not only so; 10 
but Rebecca also having conceived by 
one, even by our father Isaac—for the 11 
children being not yet born, neither hav¬ 
ing done anything good or bad, that the 
purpose of God according to election 
might stand, not of works, but of him 
that calleth, it was said unto her. The 12 
elder shall serve the younger. Even as 13 
it is written, Jacob I loved, but Esau 
1 hated. 

What shall we say then? Is there 14 
unrighteousness with God? God for¬ 
bid. For he saith to Moses, I will have 15 
mercy on whom I have mercy, and I 
will have compassion on whom I have 
compassion. So then it is not of him 16 
that willeth, nor of him that runneth, 
but of God that hath mercy. For the 17 
scripture saith unto Pharaoh, For this 
very purpose did I raise thee up, that I 
might shew in dice my power, and that 
my name might be published abroad in 
all the earth. So then he hath mercy 18 
on whom he will, and whom he will he 
hardeneth. 

Thou wilt say then unto me. Why 19 
doth he still find fault? For who with- 
standeth his will? Nay but, O man, who 20 
art thou that repliest against God? Shall 
the thing formed say to him that formed 
it. Why didst thou make me thus? Or 21 
hath not the potter a right over the clay, 
from the same lump to make one part 
a vessel unto honour, and another unto 
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22 dishonour? What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much longsuffering vessels 

23 of wrath fitted unto destruction: J and 
that he might make known the riches of 
his glory upon vessels of mercy, which 

24 he afore prepared unto glory, even us, 
whom he also called, not from the Jews 

25 only, but also from the Gentiles? As he 
saith also in Hosea, 

I will call that my people, which was 
not my people; 

And her beloved, which was not be¬ 
loved. 

26 And it shall be, that in the place where 

it was said unto them. Ye arc not 
my people. 

There shall they be called sons of the 
living God. 

27 And Isaiah crieth concerning Israel, If 
the number of the children of Israel be 
as the sand of the sea, it is the remnant 

28 that shall be saved: for the Lord will 
execute his word upon the earth, finish- 

29 ing it and cutting it short. And, as Isaiah 
hath said before. 

Except the Lord of Sabaoth had left 
us a seed. 

We had become as Sodom, and had 
been made like unto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after right¬ 
eousness, attained to righteousness, even 

31 the righteousness which is of faith: but 
Israel, following after a law of righteous- 

32 ness, did not arrive at that law. Where¬ 
fore ? 2 Because they sought it not by faith, 
but as it were by works. They stumbled 

33 at the stone of stumbling; even as it is 
written. 

Behold, I lay in Zion a stone of stumb¬ 
ling and a rock of offence: 

And he that believeth on 3 him shall 
not be put to shame. 

BRETHREN, my heart’s 4 desire 
and my supplication to God is for 
2 them, that they may be saved. For I 
bear them witness that they have a zeal 
for God, but not according to know- 
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ledge. For being ignorant of God’s 3 
righteousness, and seeking to establish 
their own, they did not subject them¬ 
selves to the righteousness of God. For 4 
Christ is the end of the law unto right¬ 
eousness to every one that believeth. 
For Moses writeth that the man that 5 
doeth the righteousness which is of the 
law shall live thereby. But the righteous- 6 
ness which is of faith saith thus. Say not 
in thy heart. Who shall ascend into hea¬ 
ven? (that is, to bring Christ down:) or, 7 
Who shall descend into the abyss? (that 
is, to bring Christ up from the dead.) 
But what saith it? The word is nigh 8 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which we 
preach: 5 because if thou shalt 6 confess 9 
with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, and shalt 
believe in thy heart that God raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved: for 10 
with the heart man believeth unto right¬ 
eousness; and with the mouth confes¬ 
sion is made unto salvation. For the 11 
scripture saith. Whosoever believeth on 
him shall not be put to shame. For there 12 
is no distinction between Jew and Greek: 
for the same Lord is Lord of all, and is 
rich unto all that call upon him: for, 13 
Whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved. How then shall 14 
they call on him in whom they have not 
believed? and how shall they believe in 
him whom they have not heard? and 
how shall they hear without a preacher? 
and how shall they preach, except they 15 
be sent ? even as it is written. How beauti¬ 
ful are the feet of them that bring 7 glad 
tidings of good things! 

But they did not all hearken to the 16 
8 glad tidings. For Isaiah saith. Lord, 
who hath believed our report? So belief 17 
cometh of hearing, and hearing by the 
word of Christ. But I say, Did they not 18 
hear? Yea, verily. 

Their sound went out into all the 
earth, 

And their words unto the ends of 9 the 
world. 
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19 But I say. Did Israel not know? First 
Moses saith, 

I will provoke you to jealousy with 
that which is no nation. 

With a nation void of understanding 
will I anger you. 

20 And Isaiah is very bold, and saith, 

I was found of them that sought me 
not; 

I became manifest unto them that 
asked not of me. 

21 But as to Israel he saith, All the day long 
did I spread out my hands unto a dis¬ 
obedient and gainsaying people. 

I SAY then. Did God cast off his 
people? God forbid. For I also 
am an Israelite, of the seed of Abraham, 

2 of the tribe of Benjamin. God did not 
cast off his people which he foreknew. 
Or wot ye not what the scripture saith 
*of Elijah? how he pleadeth with God 

3 against Israel, Lord, they have killed thy 
prophets, they have digged down thine 
altars: and I am left alone, and they seek 

4 my life. But what saith the answer of 
God unto him? I have left for myself 
seven thousand men, who have not bowed 

5 the knee to Baal. Even so then at this 
present time also there is a remnant ac- 

6 cording to the election of grace. But if 
it is by grace, it is no more of works: 

7 otherwise grace is no more grace. What 
then? That which Israel seeketh for, 
that he obtained not; but the election 
obtained it, and the rest were hardened: 

8 according as it is written, God gave them 
a spirit of stupor, eyes that they should 
not see, and ears that they should not 

9 hear, unto this very day. And David saith. 

Let their table be made a snare, and 
a trap. 

And a stumblingblock, and a recom¬ 
pense unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that they 

may not see. 

And bow thou down their back alway. 

11 I say then, Did they stumble that they 
might fall? God forbid: but by their 
2 fall salvation is come unto the Gentiles, 

12 for to provoke them to jealousy. Now 

I Or, in 2 Or, trespass 
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if their fall is the riches of the world, and 
their loss the riches of the Gentiles; how 
much more their fulness? 

But I speak to you that are Gentiles. 13 
Inasmuch then as I am an apostle of 
Gentiles, I glorify my ministry: if by any 14 
means I may provoke to jealousy them 
that are my flesh, and may save some of 
them. For if the casting away of them 15 
is the reconciling of the world, w r hat shall 
the receiving of them be> but life from the 
dead? And if the firstfruit is holy, so is 16 
the lump: and if the root is holy, so are 
the branches. But if some of the branches 17 
were broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive, wast grafted in among them, and 
didst become partaker with them 3 of the 
root of the fatness of the olive tree; glory 18 
not over the branches: but if thou glo- 
riest, it is not thou that bearest the root, 
but the root thee. Thou wilt say then, 19 
Branches were broken off, that I might 
be grafted in. Well; by their unbelief 20 
they were broken off, and thou standest 
by thy faith. Be not highminded, but 
fear: for if God spared not the natural 21 
branches, neither will he spare thee. Be- 22 
hold then the goodness and severity of 
God: toward them that fell, severity; but 
toward thee, God’s goodness, if thou 
continue in his goodness: otherwise thou 
also shalt be cut off. And they also, if 23 
they continue not in their unbelief, shall 
be grafted in: for God is able to graft 
them in again. For if thou wast cut out 24 
of that which is by nature a wild olive 
tree, and wast grafted contrary to nature 
into a good olive tree: how much more 
shall these, which are the natural branches , 
be grafted into their own olive tree? 

For I would not, brethren, have you 25 
ignorant of this mystery, lest ye be wise 
in your own conceits, that a hardening in 
part hath befallen Israel, until the fulness 
of the Gentiles be come in; and so all Is- 26 
rael shall be saved: even as it is written. 

There shall come out of Zion the 
Deliverer; 

He shall turn away hmgodliness from 
Jacob: 


3 Many ancient authorities read of the root and of the fatness •

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II, 27 TO THE 

27 And this is *my covenant unto them. 
When I shall take away their sins. 

28 As touching the gospel, they are enemies 
for your sake: but as touching the elec¬ 
tion, they are beloved for the fathers’ 

29 sake. For the gifts and the calling of 

30 God arc 2 without repentance. For as ye 
in time past were disobedient to God, 
but now have obtained mercy by their 

31 disobedience, even so have these also 
now been disobedient, that by the mercy 
shewn to you they also may now obtain 

32 mercy. For God hath shut up all unto 
disobedience, that he might have mercy 
upon all. 

33 O the depth 3 of the riches 4 both of the 
wisdom and the knowledge of God! how 
unsearchable are his judgements, and 

34 his ways past tracing out! For who hath 
know r n the mind of the Lord? or who 

35 hath been his counsellor? or who hath 
first given to him, and it shall be recom- 

36 pensed unto him again ? For of him, and 
through him, and unto him, are all 
things. To him be the glory Tor ever. 
Amen. 

I BESEECH you therefore, breth¬ 
ren, by the mercies of God, to 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, Acceptable to God, which is your 

2 Reasonable 8 service. And be not fashion¬ 
ed according to this ’world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is I0 the 
good and Acceptable and perfect will 
of God. 

3 For I say, through the grace that was 
given me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of himself more highly 
than he ought to think; but so to think 
as to think soberly, according as God 
hath dealt to each man a measure of 

4 faith. For even as we have many mem¬ 
bers in one body, and all the members 

5 have not the same office: so we, who are 
many, are one body in Christ, and 

6 severally members one of another. And 


ROMANS 13,2 

having gifts differing according to the 
grace that was given to us, whether pro¬ 
phecy, let us prophesy according to the 
proportion of 11 our faith; or ministry, 7 
let us give ourselves to our ministry; or 
he that teacheth, to his teaching; or he 8 
that exhorteth, to his exhorting: he that 
giveth, let him do it with 12 liberality; he 
that ruleth, with diligence; he that shew- 
eth mercy, with cheerfulness. Let love 9 
be without hypocrisy. Abhor that which 
is evil; cleave to that which is good. In 10 
love of the brethren be tenderly affcc- 
tioned one to another; in honour pre¬ 
ferring one another; in diligence not 11 
slothful; fervent in spirit; serving I3 the 
Lord; rejoicing in hope; patient in tri- 12 
bulation; continuing stedfastly in prayer; 
communicating to the necessities of the 13 
saints; I4 given to hospitality. Bless them 14 
that persecute you; bless, and curse not. 
Rejoice with them that rejoice; weep 15 
with them that weep. Be of the same 16 
mind one toward another. Set not your 
mind on high things, but 1 Condescend 
to 1 ^things that arc lowly. Be not wise in 
your own conceits. Render to no man 17 
evil for evil. Take thought for things 
honourable in the sight of all men. If it 18 
be possible, as much as in you lieth, be 
at peace with all men. Avenge not your- 19 
selves, beloved, but give place unto 
I7 wrath: for it is written. Vengeance be- 
longeth unto me; I will recompense, 
saith the Lord. But if thine enemy hun- 20 
ger, feed him; if he thirst, give him to 
drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire upon his head. Be not over- 21 
come of evil, but overcome evil with 
good. 

LET every soul be in subjection 
to the higher powers: for there is 
no power but of God; and the powers 
that be are ordained of God. Therefore 2 
he that resisteth the power, withstandeth 
the ordinance of God: and they that 
withstand shall receive to themselves

For rulers are not a terror 
to the good work, but to the evil. And 
wouldcst thou have no fear of the power? 
do that which is good, and thou shalt 

4 have praise from the same: for J he is a 
minister of God to thee for good. But 
if thou do that which is evil, be afraid; 
for x he beareth not the sword in vain: 
for x he is a minister of God, an avenger 

5 for wrath to him that doeth evil. Where¬ 
fore ye must needs be in subjection, not 
only because of the wrath, but also for 

6 conscience sake. For for this cause ye 
pay tribute also; for they are ministers 
of God’s service, attending continually 

7 upon this very thing. Render to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute is due ; 
custom to whom custom; fear to whom 
fear; honour to whom honour. 

8 Owe no man anything, save to love 
one another: for he that loveth 2 his 

9 neighbour hath fulfilled 3 the law. For 
this. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
Thou shalt not kill. Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not covet, and if there be any 
other commandment, it is summed up 
in this word, namely. Thou shalt love 

10 thy neighbour as thyself. Love worketh 
no ill to his neighbour: love therefore 
is the fulfilment of 3 the law. 

11 And this, knowing the season, that 
now it is high time for you to awake out 
of sleep: for now is 4 salvation nearer to 

12 us than when we first believed. The 
night is far spent, and the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast olf the works 
of darkness, and let us put on the arm- 

13 our of light. Let us walk honestly, as in 
the day; not in revelling and drunken¬ 
ness, not in chambering and wanton- 

14 ness, not in strife and jealousy. But put 
ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make 
not provision for the liesh, to fulfil the 
lusts thereof. 

BUT him that is weak in faith 
receive ye, yet not 5 to doubtful 

2 disputations. One man hath faith to eat 
all things: but he that is weak eateth 

3 herbs. Let not him that eateth set at 
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nought him that eateth not; and let not 
him that eateth not judge him that eat¬ 
eth: for God hath received him. Who 4 
art thou that judgest the 6 servant of 
another? to his own lord he standeth or 
falleth. Yea, he shall be made to stand; 
lor the Lord hath power to make him 
stand. One man estccmeth one day 5 
above another: another esteemeth every 
day alike. Let each man be fully as¬ 
sured in his own mind. He that re- 6 
gardeth the day, regardeth it unto the 
Lord: and he that eateth, eateth unto 
the Lord, for he giveth God thanks; and 
he that eateth not, unto the Lord he 
eateth not, and giveth God thanks. For 7 
none of us liveth to himself, and none 
dicth to himself. For whether we live, 8 
we live unto the Lord; or whether we 
die, we die unto the Lord: whether we 
live theref ore, or die, we are the Lord’s. 
For to this end Christ died, and lived 9 
again, that he might be Lord of both 
the dead and the living. But thou, why 10 
dost thou judge thy brother? or thou 
again, why dost thou set at nought thy 
brother? for we shall all stand before 
the judgement-seat of God. For it is 11 
written. 

As I live, saiih the Lord, to me every 
knee shall bow. 

And every tongue shall ’confess to 
God. 

So then each one of us shall give account 12 
of himself to God. 

Let us not therefore judge one an- 13 
other any more: but judge ye this rather, 
that no man put a stumblingblock in his 
brother’s way, or an occasion of falling. 

I know, and am persuaded in the Lord 14 
Jesus, that nothing is unclean of itself: 
save that to him who accounteth any¬ 
thing to be unclean, to him it is unclean. 
For if because of meat thy brother is 15 
grieved, thou walkest no longer in love. 
Destroy not with thy meat him for whom 
Christ died. Let not then your good be 16 
evil spoken of: for the kingdom of God 17 
is not eating and drinking, but righteous-

ness and peace and joy in the Holy 

18 Ghost. For he that herein serveth Christ 
is well-pleasing to God, and approved 

19 of men. So then x let us follow after 
things which make for peace, and things 
whereby we may edify one another. 

20 Overthrow not for meat’s sake the work 
of God. All things indeed are clean; 
howbeit it is evil for that man who eateth 

21 with offence. It is good not to eat flesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor to do anything 

22 whereby thy brother stumblcth 2 . The 
faith which thou hast, have thou to 
thyself before God. Happy is he that 
judgeth not himself in that which he 

23 3 approveth. But he that doubteth is 
condemned if he eat, because he eateth 
not of faith; and whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin. 4 

NOW we that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, 

2 and not to please ourselves. Let each 
one of us please his neighbour for that 

3 which is good, unto edifying. For Christ 
also pleased not himself; but, as it is 
written, The reproaches of them that 

4 reproached thee fell upon me. For 
whatsoever things were ^written afore¬ 
time were written for our learning, that 
through patience and through comfort 
of the scriptures we might have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and of com¬ 
fort grant you to be of the same mind 
one with another according to Christ 

6 Jesus: that with one accord ye may with 
one mouth glorify the God and Father 

7 of our Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore 
receive ye one another, even as Christ 
also received s you, to the glory of God. 

8 For I say that Christ hath been made a 
minister of the circumcision for the 
truth of God, that he might confirm the 

9 promises given unto the fathers, and that 
the Gentiles might glorify God for his 
mercy; as it is written. 

Therefore will I 6 give praise unto 
thee among the Gentiles, 

And sing unto thy name. 


And again he saith, 10 

Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with Ills people. 
And again, 11 

Praise the Lord, all ye Gentiles; 

And let all the peoples praise him. 

And again, Isaiah saith, 12 

There shall be the root of Jesse, 

And he that ariseth to rule over the 
Gentiles; 

On him shall the Gentiles hope. 

Now the God of hope fill you with all 13 
joy and peace in believing, that ye may 
abound in hope, in the power of the 
Holy Ghost. 

And I myself also am persuaded of 14 
you, my brethren, that ye yourselves are 
full of goodness, filled with all know¬ 
ledge, able also to admonish one an¬ 
other. But I write the more boldly unto 15 
you in some measure, as putting you 
again in remembrance, because of the 
grace that was given me of God, that I 16 
should be a minister of Christ Jesus unto 
the Gentiles, 7 ministering the gospel of 
God, that the offering up of the Gentiles 
might be made acceptable, being sancti¬ 
fied by the Holy Ghost. I have therefore 17 
my glorying in Christ Jesus in things 
pertaining to God. For I will not dare 18 
to speak of any 8 things save those which 
Christ wrought through me, for the 
obedience of the Gentiles, by word and 
deed, in the power of signs and wonders, 19 
in the power of 9 the Holy Ghost; so that 
from Jerusalem, and round about even 
unto Illyricum, I have I0 fully preached 
the gospel of Christ; yea, “making it my 20 
aim so to preach the gospel, not where 
Christ was already named, that I might 
not build upon another man’s founda¬ 
tion; but, as it is written, 21 

They shall see, to whom no tidings of 
him came. 

And they who have not heard shall 
understand. 

Wherefore also I was hindered these 22 
many times from coming to you: but 23 
now, having no more any place in these

24 longing to come unto you, whensoever 
I go unto Spain (for I hope to see you 
in my journey, and to be brought on my 
way thitherward by you, if first in some 
measure I shall have been satisfied with 

25 your company)—but now, I say, I go 
unto Jerusalem, ministering unto the

For ’through thy 
knowledge he that is weak perisheth, the 

12 brother for whose sake Christ died. And 
thus, sinning against the brethren, and 
wounding their conscience when it is 

13 weak, ye sin against Christ. Wherefore, 
if meat maketh my brother to stumble, 
I will eat no flesh for evermore, that I 
make not my brother to stumble. 

AM I not free? am I not an apostle? 
have I not seen Jesus our Lord? are 

2 not ye my work in the Lord? If to others 
I am not an apostle, yet at least I am to 
you: for the seal of mine apostleship are 

3 ye in the Lord. My defence to them that 

4 examine me is this. Have we no right 

5 to eat and to drink? Have we no right to 
lead about a wife that is a 2 believer, even 
as the rest of the apostles, and the breth- 

6 ren of the Lord, and Cephas? Or I only 
and Barnabas, have we not a right to for- 

7 bear working? What soldier ever serv- 
eth at his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not the fruit there¬ 
of? or who feedeth a flock, and eateth 

8 not of the milk of the flock? Do I speak 
these things after the manner of men? 

9 or saith not the law also the same? For it 
is written in the law of Moses, Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox when he tread- 
eth out the corn. Is it for the oxen that 

10 God careth, or 3 saith he it altogether for 
our sake? Yea, for our sake it was writ¬ 
ten: because he that ploweth ought to 
plow in hope, and he that thresheth, to 

11 thresh in hope of partaking. If we sowed 
unto you spiritual things, is it a great 
matter if we shall reap your carnal 

12 things? If others partake of this right 
over you, do not we yet more? Never¬ 
theless we did not use this right; but 
we bear all things, that we may cause no 

13 hindrance to the gospel of Christ. Know 
ye not that they which minister about 
sacred things eat of the things of the 
temple, and they winch wait upon the 
altar have their portion with the altar? 

14 Even so did the Lord ordain that they 
which proclaim the gospel should live of 

15 the gospel. But I have used none of 
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these things: and I write not these things 
that it may be so done in my case: for it 
were good for me rather to die, than that 
any man should make my glorying void. 
For if I preach the gospel, I have no- 16 
thing to glory of; for necessity is laid 
upon me; for woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel. For if I do this 17 
of mine own will, I have a reward: but 
if not of mine own will, I have a steward¬ 
ship intrusted to me. What then is my 18 
reward? That, when I preach the gospel, 

I may make the gospel without charge, 
so as not to use to the full my right in 
the gospel. For though I was free from 19 
all men, I brought myself under bondage 
to all, that I might gain the more. And 20 
to the Jews I became as a Jew, that I 
might gain Jews; to them that arc under 
the law, as under the law, not being my¬ 
self under the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; to them 21 
that are without law, as without law, not 
being without law to God, but under 
law to Christ, that I might gain them 
that are without law. To the weak I 22 
became weak, that I might gain the 
weak: I am become all things to all men, 
that I may by all means save some. And 23 
I do all things for the gospel’s sake, that 
I may be a joint partaker thereof. Know 24 
ye not that they which run in a 4 race run 
all, but one receiveth the prize? Even so 
run, that ye may attain. And every man 25 
that striveth in the games is temperate 
in all things. Now they do it to receive 
a corruptible crown; but we an incor¬ 
ruptible. I therefore so run, as not un- 26 
certainly; so s fight I, as not beating the 
air: but I 0 buffet my body, and bring it 27 
into bondage: lest by any means, after 
that I have preached to others, I myself 
should be rejected. 

FOR I would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant, how that our fa¬ 
thers were all under the cloud, and all 
passed through the sea; and were all 2 
baptized 7 unto Moses in the doud and 
in the sea; and did all eat the same 3 
spiritual meat; and did all drink the 4 
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same spiritual drink: for they drank of 
a spiritual rock that followed them: and 

5 the rock was Christ. Howbeit with most 
of them God was not well pleased: for 
they were overthrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now 1 these things were our examples, 
to the intent we should not lust after 

7 evil things, as they also lusted. Neither 
be ye idolaters, as were some of them; 
as it is written. The people sat down to 
eat and drink, and rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell in one 

9 day three and twenty thousand. Neither 
let us tempt the 2 Lord, as some of them 
tempted, and perished by the serpents. 

to Neither murmur ye, as some of them 
murmured, and perished by the de¬ 
li stroyer. Now these things happened 
unto them 3 by way of example; and they 
were written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the ages arc come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh he 

13 standeth take heed lest he fall. There 
hath no temptation taken yGu but such 
as man can bear: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with the 
temptation make also the way of escape, 
that ye may be able to endure it. 

14 Wherefore, my beloved, flee from 

15 idolatry. I speak as to wise men; judge 

16 ye what I say. The cup of blessing 
which we bless, is it not a 4 communion 
of the blood of Christ ? The 5 bread which 
we break, is it not a 4 communion of the 

17 body of Christ? 6 seeing that we, who are 
many, are one 5 bread, one body: for we 

18 all partake 7 of the one 5 bread. Behold 
Israel after the flesh: have not they 
which eat the sacrifices communion with 

19 the altar? What say I then? that a thing 
sacrificed to idols is anything, or that an 

20 idol is anything? But I say, that the 
things which the Gentiles sacrifice, they 
sacrifice to 8 devils, and not to God: and 
I would not that ye should have com- 

21 munion with 8 devils. Ye cannot drink 
the cup of the Lord, and the cup of 


7 

8 devils: ye cannot partake of the table of 
the Lord, and of the table of 8 dcvils. Or 22 
do we provoke the Lord to jealousy? are 
we stronger than he? 

All things are lawful; but all things 23 
are not expedient. All things are lawful; 
but all things °cdify not. Let no man 24 
seek his own, but each his neighbour’s 
good. Whatsoever is sold in the sham- 25 
bles, eat, asking no question for con¬ 
science sake; for the earth is the Lord’s, 26 
and the fulness thereof. If one of them 27 
that believe not biddeth you to a feast , 
and ye are disposed to go; whatsoever is 
set before you, eat, asking no question 
for conscience sake. But if any man say 28 
unto you. This hath been offered in 
sacrifice, eat not, for his sake that shewed 
it, and for conscience sake: conscience, 29 
I say, not thine own, but the other’s; for 
why is my liberty judged by another 
conscience? I0 If I by grace partake, why 30 
am I evil spoken of for that for which I 
give thanks? Whether therefore ye eat, 31 
or drink, or whatsoever yc do, do all to 
the glory of God. Give no occasion of 32 
stumbling, either to Jews, or to Greeks, 
or to the church of God: even as I also 33 
please all men in all things, not seeking 
mine own profit, but the profit of the 
many, that they may be saved. Be 1 
ye imitators of me, even as I also 
am of Christ. 

Now I praise you that ye remember 2 
me in all things, and hold fast the tradi¬ 
tions, even as I delivered them to you. 

But I would have you know, that the 3 
head of every man is Christ; and the head 
of the woman is the man; and the head 
of Christ is God. Every man pray- 4 
ing or prophesying, having his head 
covered, dishonoured! his head. But 5 
every woman praying or prophesying 
with her head unveiled dishonoured her 
head: for it is one and the same thing as 
if she were shaven. For if a woman is 6 
not veiled, let her also be shorn: but if 
it is a shame to a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be veiled. For a man 7

10 Or, If I partake with thankfulness 
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indeed ought not to have his head veiled, 
forasmuch as he is the image and glory 
of God: but the woman is the glory of 

8 the man. For the man is not of the 

9 woman; but the woman of the man: for 
neither was the man created for the 

10 woman; but the woman for the man: for 
this cause ought the woman to J have a 
sign of authority on her head, because of 

11 the angels. Howbcit neither is the wo¬ 
man without the man, nor the man with- 

12 out the woman, in the Lord. For as the 
woman is of the man, so is the man also 
by the woman; but all things arc of God. 

13 Judge ye s in yourselves: is it seemly that 

14 a woman pray unto God unveiled? Doth 
not even nature itself teach you, that, if 
a man have long hair, it is a dishonour to 

15 him? But if a woman have long hair, it 
is a glory to her: for her hair is given her 

16 for a covering. But if any man seemeth 
to be contentious, we have no such cus¬ 
tom, neither the churches of God. 

17 But in giving you this charge, 1 praise 
you not, that ye come together not for 

18 the better but for the worse. For first of 
all, when ye come together 3 in the church, 
I hear that 4 divisions exist among you; 

19 and I partly believe it. For there must 
be also 5 heresies among you, that they 
which are approved may be made raani- 

20 fest among you. When therefore ye 
assemble yourselves together, it is not 

21 possible to eat the Lord’s supper: for in 
your eating each one taketh before other 
his own supper; and one is hungry, and 

22 another is drunken. What? have ye not 
houses to eat and to drink in? or despise 
ye the 6 church of God, and put them to 
shame that 7 have not? What shall I say 
to you? 8 shall I praise you in this? I 

23 praise you not. For I received of the 
Lord that which also I delivered unto 
you, how that the Lord Jesus in the 
night in which he was betrayed took 

24 bread; and when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said. This is my body, 
which v is for you: this do in remem- 

25 brance of me. In like manner also the 


12, 10 

cup, after supper, saying, This cup is the 
new 1 Covenant in my blood: this do, as 
oft as ye drink if, in remembrance of me. 
For as often as ye cat this bread, and 26 
drink the cup, ye proclaim the Lord’s 
death till he come. Wherefore whoso- 27 
ever shall eat the bread or drink the cup 
of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty 
of the body and the blood of the Lord. 
But let a man prove himself, and so let 28 
him eat of the bread, and drink of the 
cup. For he that cateth and drinketh, 29 
eateth and drinketh judgement unto 
himself, if he 11 discern not the body. For 30 
tliis cause many among you are weak and 
sickly, and not a few sleep. But if wc 31 
I2 disccrncd ourselves, we should not be 
judged. But n when we are judged, we 32 
are chastened of the Lord, that we 
may not be condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when ye come 33 
together to eat, wait one for another. If 34 
any man is hungry, let him eat at home; 
that your coming together be not unto 
judgement. And the rest will I set in 
order whensoever I come. 

NOW concerning spiritual gifts , 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. Ye know that when ye were 2 
Gentiles ye were led away unto those 
dumb idols, howsoever ye might be led. 
Wherefore I give you to understand, 3 
that no man speaking in the Spirit of 
God saith, Jesus is anathema; and no 
man can say, Jesus is Lord, but in the 
Holy Spirit. 

Now there are diversities of gifts, but 4 
the same Spirit. And there are diversi- 5 
ties of ministrations, and the same Lord. 
And there are diversities of workings, 6 
but the same God, who worketh all 
things in all. But to each one is given 7 
the manifestation of the Spirit to profit 
withal. For to one is given through the 8 
Spirit the word of wisdom; and to an¬ 
other the word of knowledge, accord¬ 
ing to the same Spirit: to another faith, 9 
in the same Spirit; and to another gifts 
of healings, in the one Spirit; and to 10

another prophecy; and to another dis- 
cernings of spirits: to another divers 
kinds of tongues; and to another the in- 

11 terpretation of tongues: but all these 
worketh the one and the same Spirit, 
dividing to each one severally even as 
he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath many 
members, and all the members of the 
body, being many, are one body; so also 

13 is Christ. For in one Spirit were we all 
baptized into one body, whether Jews or 
Greeks, whether bond or free ; and were 

14 all made to drink of one Spirit. For the 

15 body is not one member, but many. If 
the foot shall say. Because I am not the 
hand, I am not of the body; it is not 

16 therefore not of the body. And if the 
ear shall say, Because I am not the eye, 
I am not of the body; it is not therefore 

17 not of the body. If the whole body were 
an eye, where were the hearing? If 
the whole were hearing, where were the 

18 smelling? But now hath God set the 
members each one of them in the body, 

19 even as it pleased him. And if they were 
all one member, where were the body? 

20 But now they are many members, but 

21 one body. And the eye cannot say to the 
hand, I have no need of thee: or again 
the head to the feet, I have no need of 

22 you. Nay, much rather, those members 
of the body which seem to be more 

23 feeble are necessary: and those parts of 
the body, which we think to be less 
honourable, upon these we 2 bestow more 
abundant honour; and our uncomely 
parts have more abundant comeliness; 

24 whereas our comely parts have no need: 
but God tempered the body together, 
giving more abundant honour to that 

25 part which lacked; that there should be 
no schism in the body; but that the 
members should have the same care one 

26 for another. And whether one member 
suffereth, all the members suffer with it; 
or one member is honoured, all the 

27 members rejoice with it. Now ye are 


n 

the body of Christ, and 4 severally mem¬ 
bers thereof. And God hath set some 28 
in the church, first apostles, secondly 
prophets, thirdly teachers, then I mir- 
acles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, divers kinds of tongues. 
Are all apostles? are all prophets? are 29 
all teachers? arc all workers of Miracles? 
have all gilts of healings? do all speak 30 
with tongues? do all interpret? But 31 
desire earnestly the greater gifts. And a 
still more excellent way shew I unto you. 

IF I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, but have not 
love, I am become sounding brass, or a 
clanging cymbal. And if I have the gift 2 
of prophecy, and know all mysteries and 
all knowledge; and if I have all faith, so 
as to remove mountains, but have not 
love, I am nothing. And if I bestow all 3 
my goods to feed the poor , and if I give 
my body °to be burned, but have not 
love, it profiteth me nothing. Love 4 
suffereth long, and is kind; love envieth 
not; love vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, doth not behave itself unseemly, 5 
seckcth not its own, is not provoked, 
taketh not account of evil; rejoiceth not 6 
in unrighteousness, but rejoiceth with 
the truth; 7 beareth all things, bclieveth 7 
all things, hopeth all things, endur- 
eth all things. Love never faileth: but 8 
whether there be prophecies, they shall 
be done away; whether there be tongues, 
they shall cease; whether there be know¬ 
ledge, it shall be done away. For we 9 
know in part, and we prophesy in part: 
but when that which is perfect is come, io 
that which is in part shall be done away. 
When I was a child, I spake as a child, 11 
I felt as a child, I thought as a child: 
now that I am become a man, I have put 
away childish things. For now we see 12 
in a mirror, 8 darkly; but then face to 
face: now I know in part; but then shall 
1 9 know even as also I have been 10 known. 
But now abideth faith, hope, love, these 13 
three; “and the “greatest of these is 
love.

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FOLLOW after love; yet desire 
earnestly spiritual gifts , but ra- 

2 ther that ye may prophesy. For he that 
speaketh in a tongue speaketh not unto 
men, but unto God; for no man *under- 
standeth; but in the spirit be speak- 

3 eth mysteries. But he that prophesieth 
speaketh unto men edification, and com- 

4 fort, and consolation. He that speaketh 
in a tongue 2 edifieth himself; but he thar 

5 prophesieth z cdificth the church. Now 
I would have you all speak with tongues, 
but rather that ye should prophesy: and 
greater is he that prophesieth than he 
that speaketh with tongues, except he 
interpret, that the church may receive 

6 edifying. But now, brethren, if I come 
unto you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, unless I speak to you 
either by way of revelation, or of know¬ 
ledge, or of prophesying, or of teaching ? 

7 Even things without life, giving a voice, 
whether pipe or harp, if they give not a 
distinction in the sounds, how shall it be 

8 known what is piped or harped? For if 
the trumpet give an uncertain voice, who 

9 shall prepare himself for war? So also 
j T e, unless ye utter by the tongue speech 
easy to be understood, how shall it be 
known what is spoken? for ye will be 

10 speaking into the air. There are, it may 
be, so many kinds of voices in the world, 

11 and 3 no kind is without signification. If 
then I know not the meaning of the 
voice, I shall be to him that speaketh a 
barbarian, and he that speaketh will be 

12 a barbarian hmto me. So also ye, since 
ye are zealous of 5 spiritual gifts, seek 
that ye may abound unto the edifying 

13 of the church. Wherefore let him that 
speaketh in a tongue pray that he may 

14 interpret. For if I pray in a tongue, my 
spirit prayeth, but my understanding is 

15 unfruitful. What is it then? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also: I will sing with the 
spirit, and I will sing with the under- 

16 standing also. Else if thou bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that filleth the place

of 6 the unlearned say the Amen at thy 
giving of thanks, seeing he knoweth not 
what thou sayest? For thou verily gives! 17 
thanks well, but the other is not 7 edified. 

I thank God, I speak with tongues more 18 
than you all: howbeit in the church I 19 
had rather speak five words with my 
understanding, that I might instruct 
others also, than ten thousand words in 
a tongue. 

Brethren, be not children in mind: 20 
howbeit in malice be ye babes, but in 
mind be 8 men. In the law it is written, 21 
By men of strange tongues and by the 
lips of strangers will I speak unto this 
people; and not even thus will they hear 
me, saith the Lord. Wherefore tongues 22 
are for a sign, not to them that believe, 
but to the unbelieving: but prophesying 
is for a sign , not to the unbelieving, but 
to them that believe. If therefore the 23 
whole church be assembled together, 
and all speak with tongues, and there 
come in men unlearned or unbelieving, 
will they not say that ye are mad? But 24 
if all prophesy, and there come in one 
unbelieving or unlearned, he is Re¬ 
proved by all, he is judged by all; the 25 
secrets of his heart are made manifest; 
and so he will fall down on his face and 
worship God, declaring that God is 
I0 among you indeed. 

What is it then, brethren? When ye 26 
come together, each one hath a psalm, 
hath a teaching, hath a revelation, hath 
a tongue, hath an interpretation. Let all 
things be done unto edifying. If any 27 
man speaketh in a tongue, let it be by 
two, or at the most three, and that in 
turn; and let one interpret: but if there 28 
be no interpreter, let him keep silence 
in the church; and let him speak to him¬ 
self, and to God. And let the prophets 29 
speak by two or three, and let the others 
“discern. But if a revelation be made to 30 
another sitting by, let the first keep 
silence. For ye all can prophesy one by 31 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be “comforted; and the spirits of the 32 
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prophets are subject to the prophets; 

33 for God is not a God of confusion, but 
of peace; as in all the churches of the 
saints. 

34 Let the women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but let them be in sub- 

35 jection, as also saith the law. And if they 
would learn anything, let them ask their 
own husbands at home: for it is shame¬ 
ful for a woman to speak in the church. 

36 What? was it from you that the word of 
God went forth? or came it unto you 
alone? 

37 If any man thinketh himself to be a 
prophet, or spiritual, let him take know¬ 
ledge of the things which I write unto 
you, that they are the commandment of 

38 the Lord. J But if any man is ignorant, 
let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, my brethren, desire earn¬ 
estly to prophesy, and forbid not to 

40 speak with tongues. But let all things 
be done decently and in order. 

NOW I make known unto you, 
brethren, the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye re- 

2 ceived, wherein also ye stand, by which 
also ye arc 2 saved; I make known , l say , 
3 in what words I preached it unto you, 
if ye hold it fast, except ye believed 4 in 

3 vain. For I delivered unto you first of 
all that which also I received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 

4 scriptures; and that he was buried; and 
that he hath been raised on the third 

5 day according to the scriptures; and 
that he appeared to Cephas; then to the 

6 twelve; then he appeared to above five 
hundred brethren at once, of whom the 
greater part remain until now, but some 

7 are fallen asleep; then he appeared to 

8 James; then to all the apostles; and last 
of all, as unto one bom out of due time, 

9 he appeared to me also. For I am the 
least of the apostles, that am not meet to 
be called an apostle, because I perse- 
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cuted the church of God. But by the 10 
grace of God I am what I am: and his 
grace which was bestowed upon me was 
not found 5 vain; but I laboured more 
abundantly than they all: yet not I, but 
the grace of God which was with me. 
Whether then it he I or they, so we 11 
preach, and so ye believed. 

Now if Christ is preached that he hath 12 
been raised from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resurrection 
of the dead? But if there is no resurrec- 13 
tion of the dead, neither hath Christ 
been raised: and if Christ hath not been 14 
raised, then is our preaching 5 vain, 6 your 
faith also is 5 vain. Yea, and wc are 15 
found false witnesses of God; because 
we witnessed of God that he raised up 
7 Christ: whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead are not raised. For if the 16 
dead are not raised, neither hath Christ 
been raised: and if Christ hath not been 17 
raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sins. Then they also which are 18 
fallen asleep in Christ have perished. 

8 If in this life only we have hoped in 19 
Christ, we are of all men most pitiable. 

But now hath Christ been raised from 20 
the dead, the firstfruits of them that are 
asleep. For since by man came death, by 21 
man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. For as in Adam all die, so also in 22 
’Christ shall all be made alive. But each 23 
in his own order: Christ the firstfruits; 
then they that are Christ’s, at his dom¬ 
ing. Then cometh the end, when he 24 
shall deliver up the kingdom to I0 God, 
even the Father; when he shall have 
abolished all rule and all authority and 
power. For he must reign, till he hath 25 
put all his enemies under his feet. The 26 
last enemy that shall be abolished is 
death. For, He put all things in subjec- 27 
tion under his feet.

If the dead are not raised, let us 
eat and drink, for to-morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: Evil company doth cor- 

34 rupt good manners. 3 Awake up right¬ 
eously, and sin not; for some have no 
knowledge of God: I speak this to move 
you to shame. 

35 But some one will say. How are the 
dead raised? and with what manner of 

36 body do they come? Thou foolish one, 
that which thou thyself sowest is not 

37 quickened, except it die: and that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not the body 
that shall be, but a bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other kind; 

38 but God giveth it a body even as it 
pleased him, and to each seed a body of 

39 its own. All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one Jlcsh of men, and another 
flesh of beasts, and another flesh of 

40 birds, and another of fishes. There arc 
also celestial bodies, and bodies terres¬ 
trial : but the glory of the celestial is one, 
and the glory of the terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, and an¬ 
other glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars; for one star differeth 

42 from another star in glory. So also is the 
resurrection of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption; it is raised in incorruption: 

43 it is sown in dishonour; it is raised in 
glory: it is sown in weakness; it is 

44 raised in power: it is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. If 
there is a natural body, there is also a 

45 spiritual body. So also it is written. The 
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first man Adam became a living soul. 
The last Adam became a life-giving 
spirit. Howbeit that is not first which is 46 
spiritual, but that which is natural; then 
that which is spiritual. The first man is 47 
of the earth, earthy: the second man is 
of heaven. As is the earthy, such are they 48 
also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne the 49 
image of the earthy, 4 wc shall also bear 
the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 50 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption. Behold, I tell you a mys- 51 
tery: We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, in the 52 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: 
for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and 
we shall be changed. For this corrupt- 53 
ible must put on incorruption, and this 
mortal must put on immortality. But 54 
when 5 this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall come to 
pass the saying that is written. Death 
is swallowed up ^in victory. O death, 55 
where is thy victory? O death, where is 
thy sting? The sting of death is sin; and 56 
the power of sin is the law: but thanks 57 
be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.

(for we walk by faith, not by 6 sight); 7 
we are of good courage, I say, and are 8 
willing rather to be absent from the 
body, and to be at home with the Lord.

For the love of Christ constraincth 14 
us; because we thus judge, that one died 
for all, therefore all died; and he died 15 
for all, that they which live should no 
longer live unto themselves, but unto 
him who for their sakes died and rose 
again. Wherefore we henceforth know 16 
no man after the flesh: even though we 
have known Christ after the flesh, yet 
now we know him so no more.

But I fear, lest by any means, 
as the serpent beguiled Eve in his crafti¬ 
ness, your 6 minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity and the purity that 
4 is toward Christ. For if he that cometh 
preacheth another Jesus, whom we did 
not preach, or if ye receive a different 
spirit, which ye did not receive, or a 
different gospel, which ye did not accept, 
5 ye do well to bear with him. For I 
reckon that I am not a whit behind 7 thc 
6 very chiefest apostles. But though I be 
rude in speech, yet am I not in know¬ 
ledge; nay, in everything we have made 
it manifest among all men to you-ward. 
7 Or did I commit a sin in abasing myself

nought? I robbed other churches, taking 8 
wages of them that I might minister unto 
you; and when I was present with you 9 
and was in want, I was not a burden on 
any man; for the brethren, when they 
came from Macedonia, supplied the 
measure of my want; and in everything 
1 kept myself from being burdensome 
unto you, and so will I keep myself.

that wherein they glory, they may be 
found even as we. For such men are 13 
false apostles, deceitful workers, fashion¬ 
ing themselves into apostles of Christ. 
And no marvel; for even Satan fashion- 14 
eth himself into an angel of light. It is 15 
no great tiling therefore if his ministers 
also fashion themselves as ministers of 
righteousness; whose end shall be ac¬ 
cording to their works. 

I say again. Let no man think me 16 
foolish; but if ye d.o y yet as foolish receive 
me, that 1 also may glory a little. That 17 
which I speak, I speak not after the 
Lord, but as in foolishness, in this con¬ 
fidence of glorying. Seeing that many 18 
glory after the flesh, I will glory also. 
For ye bear with the foolish gladly, be- 19 
ing wise yourselves.

33 Damascenes, in order to take me: and 
through a window was I let down in a 
basket by the wall, and escaped his 
hands. 

4 I MUST needs glory, though it 
is not expedient; but I will come 
to visions and revelations of the Lord. 

2 I know a man in Christ, fourteen years 
ago (whether in the body, I know not; 
or whether out of the body, I know not; 
God knoweth), such a one caught up 

3 even to the third heaven. And I know 
such a man (whether in the body, or 
apart from the body, I know not; God 

4 knoweth), how that he was caught up 
into Paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man 

5 to utter. On behalf of such a one will I 
glory: but on mine own behalf I will not 

6 glory, save in my weaknesses. For if I 
should desire to glory, I shall not be 
foolish; for I shall speak the truth: but 
I forbear, lest any man should account 
of me above that which he seeth me to

of the exceeding greatness of the revela¬ 
tions—wherefore, that I should not be 
exalted overmuch, there was given to 
me a Thorn in the flesh, a messenger of 
Satan to buffet me, that I should not 
be exalted overmuch. Concerning this 8 
thing I besought the Lord thrice, that 
it might depart from me. And he hath 9 
said unto me. My grace is sufficient for 
thee: for my power is made perfect in 
weakness. Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my weaknesses, that the 
power of Christ may Test upon me. 
Wherefore I take pleasure in weaknesses, 10 
in injuries, in necessities, in persecutions, 
in distresses, for Christ’s sake: for when 
I am weak, then am I strong. 

I am become foolish: ye compelled 11 
me; for I ought to have been commended 
of you: for in nothing was I behind 
The very chiefest apostles, though 1 am 
nothing. Truly the signs of an apostle 12 
were wrought among you in all patience, 
by signs and wonders and 8 mighty 
works. For what is there wherein ye 13 
were made inferior to the rest of the 
churches, except it be that I myself was 
not a burden to you? forgive me this 
wrong. 

Behold, this is the third time I am 14 
ready to come to you; and I will not be 
a burden to you: for I seek not yours, 
but you: for the children ought not to 
lay up for the parents, but the parents 
for the children. And I will most gladly 15 
spend and be <; spent for your souls. If 
1 love you more abundantly, am I loved 
the less? But be it so, I did not myself 16 
burden you; but, being crafty, I caught 
you with guile. Did I take advantage of 17 
you by any one of them whom I have 
sent unto you?

feet with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace; withal taking up the shield of 16 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the evil one . 
And take the helmet of salvation, and 17 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God: with all prayer and sup- 18 
plication praying at all seasons in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto in all 
perseverance and supplication for all the 
saints, and on my behalf, that utterance 19 

mouth, to make known with boldness 
the mystery of the gospel, for which I 20 
am an ambassador in 7 chains; that in 
it I may speak boldly, as I ought to 
speak. 

But that ye also may know my affairs, 21 
how I do, Tychicus, the beloved brother 
and faithful minister in the Lord, shall 
make known to you all things: whom I 22 
have sent unto you for this very purpose, 
that ye may know our state, and that he 
may comfort your hearts. 

Peace be to the brethren, and love 23 
with faith, from God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Grace be with all 24 
them that love our Lord Jesus Christ 
in uncorruptness.

PHILIPPIANS 


1 PAUL and Timothy, Servants of 
Christ Jesus, to all the saints in 
Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, with 
2 the 2 bishops and deacons: Grace to you 
and peace from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon all my remem- 
4 brance of you, always in every suppli¬ 
cation of mine on behalf of you all 
5 making my supplication with joy, for 
your fellowship in furtherance of the 
6 gospel from the first day until now; being 
confident of this very tiling, that he which 
began a good work in you will perfect it 
7 until the day of Jesus Christ: even as it 
is right for me to be thus minded on be¬ 
half of you all, because 3 I have you in my 
heart, inasmuch as, both in my bonds 
and in the defence and confirmation of 
the gospel, ye all are partakers with me 
8 of grace. For God is my witness, how I 
long after you all in the tender mercies 
9 of Christ Jesus. And this I pray, that 
your love may abound yet more and 
more in knowledge and all discernment; 
10 so that ye may 4 approve the things that 
arc excellent; that ye may be sincere and 
void of offence unto the day of Christ; 
11 being filled with the S fruits of righteous¬ 
ness, which are through Jesus Christ, 
unto the glory and praise of God. 

12 Now I vrould have you know, breth¬ 
ren, that the things which happened unto 
me have fallen out rather unto the pro- 
13 gress of the gospel; so that my bonds 
became manifest in Christ throughout 
the whole praetorian guard, and to all the 
14 rest; and that most of the brethren in 
the Lord, 7 being confident through my 
bonds, are more abundantly bold to 
speak the word of God without fear. 


Some indeed preach Christ even of envy 15 
and strife; and some also of good will: 
the one do it of love, knowing that I am 16 
set for the defence of the gospel: but the 17 
other proclaim Christ of faction, not 
sincerely, thinking to raise up affliction 
for me in my bonds. What then? only 18 
that in every way, whether in pretence 
or in truth, Christ is proclaimed; and 
therein 1 rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 
For I know r that this shall turn to my 19 
salvation, through your supplication and 
the supply of the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 
according to my earnest expectation and 20 
hope, that in nothing shall I be put to 
shame, but that with all boldness, as 
always, so now also Christ shall be mag¬ 
nified in my body, whether by life, or by 
death. For to me to live is Christ, and 21 
to die is gain. 8 But if to live in the flesh, 22 
—if this is the fruit of my work, then 
9 what I shall choose I0 I wot not. But I 23 
am in a strait betwixt the two, having the 
desire to depart and be with Christ; for 
it is very far better: yet to abide in the 24 
flesh is more needful for your sake. And 25 
having this confidence, I know that I 
shall abide, yea, and abide with you all, 
for your progress and joy n in the faith; 
that your glorying may abound in Christ 26 
Jesus in me through my presence with 
you again. Only I2 let your manner of 27 
life be worthy of the gospel of Christ: 
that, whether I come and see you or be 
absent, I may hear of your state, that ye 
stand fast in one spirit, with one soul 
striving I3 for the faith of the gospel; and 28 
in nothing affrighted by the adversaries: 
which is for them an evident token of 
perdition, but of your salvation, and that 
from God; because to you it hath been 29

granted in the behalf of Christ, not only 
to believe on him, but also to suffer in 

30 his behalf: having the same conflict 
which yc saw in me, and now hear to be 
in me. 

IF there is therefore any comfort in 
Christ, if any consolation of love, if 
any fellowship of the Spirit, if any tender 

2 mercies and compassions, fulfil ye my 
joy, that ye be of the same mind, having 
the same love, being of one accord, x of 

3 one mind doing nothing through faction 
or through vainglory, but in lowliness of 
mind each counting other better than 

4 himself; not looking each of you to his 
own things, but each of you also to the 

5 things of others. Have this mind in you, 

6 which was also in Christ Jesus: who, 
2 being in the form of God, counted it 
not 3 a prize to be on an equality with 

7 God, but emptied himself, taking the 
form of a 4 servant, 5 being made in the 

8 likeness of men; and being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled himself, 
becoming obedient even unto death, yea, 

9 the death of the cross. Wherefore also 
God highly exalted him, and gave unto 
him the name which is above every 

10 name; that in the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven and 
things on earth and 6 things under the 

11 earth, and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father. 

12 So then, my beloved, even as ye have 
always obeyed, not 7 as in my presence 
only, but now much more in my absence, 
work out your own salvation with fear 

13 and trembling; for it is God which work- 
eth in you both to will and to work, for 

14 his good pleasure. Do all things without 

15 murmurings and disputings; that ye 
may be blameless and harmless, children 
of God without blemish in the midst 
of a crooked and perverse generation, 
among whom ye are seen as 8 lights in 

16 the world, holding forth the word of life; 
that I may have whereof to glory in the 
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day of Christ, that I did not run in vain 
neither labour in vain. Yea, and if I am 17 
9 oflercd upon the sacrifice and service of 
your faith, I joy, and rejoice with you 
all: and in the same manner do ye also 18 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

But I hope in the Lord Jesus to send 19 
Timothy shortly unto you, that I also 
may be of good comfort, when I know 
your state. For I have no man like- 20 
minded, who will care I0 truly for your 
state. For they all seek their own, not 21 
the things of Jesus Christ. But ye know 22 
the proof of him, that, as a child serveth 
a father, so he served with me in further¬ 
ance of the gospel. Him therefore I hope 23 
to send forthwith, so soon as 1 shall sec 
how it will go with me: but I trust in 24 
the Lord that I myself also shall come 
shortly. But I counted it necessary to 25 
send to you Epaphroditus, my brother 
and fellow-worker and fellow-soldier, 
and your 1 Messenger and minister to my 
need; since he longed w aftcr you all, and 26 
was sore troubled, because ye had heard 
that he was sick: for indeed he was sick 27 
nigh unto death: but God had mercy on 
him; and not on him only, but on me 
also, that I might not have sorrow upon 
sorrow. I have sent him therefore the 28 
more diligently, that, when ye see him 
again, ye may rejoice, and that I may 
be the less sorrowful. Receive him 29 
therefore in the Lord with all joy; 
and hold such in honour: because for 30 
the work of I3 Christ he came nigh un¬ 
to death, hazarding his life to supply 
that which was lacking in your service 
toward me. 

FINALLY,my brethren, I4 rejoice in 
the Lord. To write the same things 
to you, to me indeed is not irksome, but 
for you it is safe.

COLOSSIANS 


1 PAUL, an apostle of Christ Jesus 
through the will of God, and Ti- 
2 mothy 2 our brother, 3 to the saints and 
faithful brethren in Christ which are at 
Coloss®: Grace to you and peace from 
God our Father. 

3 We give thanks to God the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, praying always 
4 for you, having heard of your faith in 
Christ Jesus, and of the love which vc 
5 have toward all the saints, because of 
the hope which is laid up for you in the 
heavens, whereof ye heard before in the 
6 word of the truth of the gospel, which is 
come unto you; even as it is also in all 
the world bearing fruit and increasing, 
as it doth in you also, since the day ye 
heard and knew the grace of God in 
7 truth; even as ye learned of Epaphras 
our beloved fellow-servant, who is a 
faithful minister of Christ on 4 our behalf, 
8 who also declared unto us your love in 
the Spirit. 


For this cause we also, since the day 9 
we heard z'r, do not cease to pray and 
make request for you, that ye may be 
filled with the knowledge of his will in 
all spiritual wisdom and understanding, 
to walk worthily of the Lord 5 unto all 10 
pleasing, bearing fruit in every good 
work, and increasing 6 in the knowledge 
of God; Strengthened 8 with all power, 11 
according to the might of his glory, unto 
all patience and longsuffering with joy; 
giving thanks unto the Father, who made 12 
Q us meet to be partakers of the inherit¬ 
ance of the saints in light; who delivered 13

dominions or principalities or powers; 
all things have been created through him* 

17 and unto him; and he is before all things, 

18 and in him all things Consist. And he is 
the head of the body, the church: who is 
the beginning, the firstborn from the

3 For it was the good 
pleasure of the Father that in him should 

20 all the fulness dwell; and through him

23 if so be that ye continue in the faith, 
grounded and stedfast, and not moved 
away from the hope of the gospel which 
ye heard, which was preached in all 
creation under heaven; whereof I Paul 
was made a minister. 

24 Now I reioicc in my sufferings for your 
sake, and fill up on my part that which 
is lacking of the afflictions of Christ in 
my flesh for his body’s sake, which is the 

25 church; whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the ’dispensation of God 
which was given me to you-ward, to ful- 

26 fil the word of God, even the mystery 
which hath been hid 8 from all ages and 
generations: but now hath it been mani- 

27 tested to his saints, to whom God was 
pleased to make known what is the 
riches of the glory of this mystery a- 
mong the Gentiles, which is Christ in 

28 you, the hope of glory: whom we pro¬ 
claim, admonishing every man and teach¬ 
ing every man in all wisdom, that we 
may present every man perfect in Christ; 

29 whereunto I labour also, striving ac¬ 
cording to his working, which worketh 
in me ^mightily.

2 FOR I would have you know how 
greatly I strive for you, and for them 
at Laodicea, and for as many as have not 
seen my face in the flesh; that their 2 
hearts may be comforted, they being 
knit together in love, and unto all riches 
of the 10 full assurance of understanding,

This I say, that no one may delude you 4 
with persuasiveness of speech.

As therefore ye received Christ Jesus 6 
the Lord, so walk in him, rooted and 7 
builded up in him, and stablished 12 in 
your faith, even as ye were taught, 
abounding I3 in thanksgiving. 

1+ Take heed lest there shall be any one 8 
that maketh spoil of you through his 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the 
tradition of men, after the 1 ^rudiments of 
the world, and not after Christ: for in 9 
him dwelleth all the fulness of the God¬ 
head bodily, and in him yc are made full, 10 
who is the head of all principality and 
power: in whom ye were also circum- 11 
ciscd with a circumcision not made with 
hands, in the putting off of the body of 
the flesh, in the circumcision of Christ; 
having been buried with him in baptism, 12 
wherein ye were also raised with him 
through faith in the working of God, 
who raised him from the dead. And 13 
you, being dead through your trespasses 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh, 
you, I say , did he quicken together with 
him, having forgiven us all our tres¬ 
passes; having blotted out l6 thc bond 14 
written in ordinances that was against 
us, which was contrary to us: and he 
hath taken it out of the way, nailing it

5 7 Mortify therefore your members 
which are upon the earth; fornication, 
uncleanness, passion, evil desire, and 

6 covetousness, the which is idolatry; for 
which things’ sake cometh the wrath of 

7 God 8 upon the sons of disobedience; 9 in 
the which ye also walked aforetime, 

8 when ye lived in these things. But now 
put ye also away all these; anger, wrath, 
malice, railing, shameful speaking out

of your mouth: lie not one to another; 9 
seeing that ye have put off the old man 
with his doings, and have put on the 10 
new T man, which is being renewed unto 
knowledge after the image of him that 
created him: where there cannot be 11 
Greek and Jew, circumcision and un- 
circumcision, barbarian, Scythian, bond- 
man, freeman: but Christ is all, and 
in all. 

Put on therefore, as God’s elect, holy 12 
and beloved, a heart of compassion, 
kindness, humility, meekness, longsuf- 
fering; forbearing one another, and for- 13 
giving each other, if any man have a 
complaint against any; even as I0 the Lord 
forgave you, so also do ye: and above 14 
all these things put on love, which is 
the bond of perfectness. And let the 15 
peace of Christ “rule in your hearts, 
to the which also ye were called in 
one body; and be yc thankful. Let 16 
the word of “Christ dwell in you richly 
in all wisdom; teaching and admonish¬ 
ing “one another with psalms and hymns 
and spiritual songs, singing with grace 
in your hearts unto God. And whatso- 17 
ever ye do, in word or in deed, do 
all in the name of the Lord Jesus, giv¬ 
ing thanks to God the Father through 
him. 

Wives, be in subjection to your hus- 18 
bands, as is fitting in the Lord. Hus- 19 
bands, love your wives, and be not bitter 
against them. Children, obey your 20 
parents in all things, for this is well¬ 
pleasing in the Lord. Fathers, provoke 21 
not your children, that they be not dis¬ 
couraged. 14 Servants, obey in all things 22 
them that are your I5 masters according to 
the flesh; not with eyeservice, as men- 
pleasers, but in singleness of heart, fear¬ 
ing the Lord: whatsoever ye do, work 23

THESSALONIANS 


1 PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timothy, 
unto the church of the Thessalonians 
in God the Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ: Grace to you and peace. 

2 We give thanks to God always for you 
all, making mention of you in our prayers; 
3 remembering without ceasing your work 
of faith and labour of love and patience 
of hope in our Lord Jesus Christ, before 
4 our God and Father; knowing, brethren 
5 beloved of God, your election, *how that 
our gospel came not unto you in word 
only, but also in power, and in the 2 Holy 
Ghost, and in much ^assurance; even as 
ye know what manner of men we shewed 
6 ourselves toward you for your sake. And 
ye became imitators of us, and of the 
Lord, having received the word in much 
affliction, with joy of the 2 Holy Ghost; 
7 so that ye became an ensample to all that 
8 believe in Macedonia and in Achaia. For 
from you hath sounded forth the word 
of the Lord, not only in Macedonia and 
Achaia, but in every place your faith to 
God-ward is gone forth; so that we need 
9 not to speak anything. For they them¬ 
selves report concerning us what man¬ 
ner of entering in we had unto you; and 
how ye turned unto God from idols, 
IO to serve a living and true God, and to 
wait for his Son from heaven, whom 
he raised from the dead, even Jesus, 
which delivered! us from the wrath to 
come. 

FOR yourselves, brethren, know our 
entering in unto you, that it hath not

hortation is not of error, nor of unclean¬ 
ness, nor in guile: but even as wc have 4 
been approved of God to be intrusted 
with the gospel, so w T e speak; not as 
pleasing men, but God which proveth 
our hearts. For neither at any time were 5 
wc found using words of flattery, as ye 
know, nor a eloke of covetousness, God 
is witness; nor seeking glory of men, 6 
neither from you, nor from others, when 
wc might have 4 bcen burdensome, as 
apostles of Christ.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO 


TIMOTHY 


1 PAUL, an apostle of Christ Jesus 
according to the commandment of 
God our Saviour, and Christ Jesus our 
2 hope; unto Timothy, my true child 
in faith: Grace, mercy, peace, from 
God the Father and Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

3 As I exhorted thee to tarry at Ephesus, 

when I was going into Macedonia, that 
thou mightest charge certain men not 
4 to teach a different doctrine, neither to 
give heed to fables and endless genea¬ 
logies, the which minister questionings, 
rather than a dispensation of God which 
5 is in faith; so do I now. But the end of 
the charge is love out of a pure heart and 
a good conscience and faith unfeigned: 
6 from which tilings some having 2 swerved 
have turned aside unto vain talking; 
7 desiring to be teachers of the law, though 
they understand neither what they say, 
nor whereof they confidently affirm. 
8 But we know that the law is good, if 
9 a man use it lawfully, as knowing this, 
that law is not made for a righteous man, 
but for the lawless and unruly, for the 
ungodly and sinners, for the unholy and 
profane, for 3 murderers of fathers and 
3 murderers of mothers, for manslayers, 
io for fornicators, for abusers of themselves 
with men, for men-stealers, for liars, for 
false swearers, and if there be any other 
thing contrary to the 4 sound doctrine; 
ii according to the gospel of the glory of 
the blessed God, which was committed 
to my trust. 

12 I thank him that 6 enabled me, even 
Christ Jesus our Lord, for that he 
counted me faithful, appointing me to 
13 his service; though I was before a blas¬ 
phemer, and a persecutor, and injurious: 
howbeit I obtained mercy, because I 


did it ignorantly in unbelief; and the 14 
grace of our Lord abounded exceedingly 
with faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus. Faithful is the saying, and worthy 15 
of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners; of whom 
I am chief: howbeit for this cause I 16 
obtained mercy, that in me as chief 
might Jesus Christ shew forth all his 
longsuffering, for an ensample of them 
which should hereafter believe on him 
unto eternal fife. Now unto the King 17 
7 cternal, incorruptible, invisible, the only 
God, be honour and glory 8 for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

This charge I commit unto thee, my 18 
child Timothy, according to the pro¬ 
phecies which 9 went before on thee, that 
by them thou mayest war the good war¬

22 with the blood. And according to the 
law, I may almost say, all things are 
cleansed with blood, and apart from 
shedding of blood there is no remission. 

23 It was necessary therefore that the 
copies of the things in the heavens should 
be cleansed with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices 

24 than these. For Christ entered not into 
a holy place made with hands, like in 
pattern to the true; but into heaven it¬ 
self, now to appear before the face of 

25 God for us: nor yet that he should offer 
himself often; as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place year by year with 
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blood not his own; else must he often 26 
have suffered since the foundation of the 
world: but now once at the 6 end of the 
ages hath he been manifested to put away 
sin 7 by the sacrifice of himself. And in- 27 
asmuch as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, and after this cometh judgement; 
so Christ also, having been once offered 28 
to bear the sins of many, shall appear a 
second time, apart from sin, to them that 
wait for him, unto salvation. 

FOR the law having a shadow of 
the good things to come, not the 
very image of the things, 9 they can never 
with the same sacrifices year by year, 
which they offer continually, make per¬ 
fect them that draw nigh. Else would 2 
they not have ceased to be offered, be¬ 
cause the worshippers, having been once 
cleansed, would have had no more con¬ 
science of sins? But in those sacrifices 3 
there is a remembrance made of sins 
year by year. For it is impossible that 4 
the blood of bulls and goats should take 
away sins. Wherefore when he cometh 5 
into the world, he saith.

But a body didst thou prepare for 
me; 

In whole burnt offerings and sacrifices 6 
for sin thou hadst no pleasure: 

Then said I, Lo, I am come 7 

(In the roll of the book it is written 
of me) 

To do thy will, O God. 

Saying above, Sacrifices and offerings 8 
and whole burnt offerings and sacrifices 
for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein (the which are offered 
according to the law), then hath he said, 9 
Lo, I am come to do thy will. He taketh 
away the first, that he may establish the 
second. I0 By which will we have been 10 
sanctified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all. And 11 
every “priest indeed standeth day by day 
ministering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, the which can never take

For by one 
offering he hath perfected for ever them 

15 that are sanctified. And the Holy Ghost 
also beareth witness to us: for after he 
hath said, 

16 This is the Covenant that 3 1 will make 

with them 

After those days, saith the Lord; 

I will put my laws on their heart. 

And upon their mind also will I write 
them; 

then saith he } 

17 And their sins and their iniquities will 

I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, there 
is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holy place by the blood 

20 of Jesus, by the way which he dedicated 
for us, a new and living way, through 

21 the veil, that is to say, his flesh; and 
having a great priest over the house of 

22 God; let us draw near with a true heart 
in 4 fulness of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil 5 conscicnce, and 

23 our body washed with pure water: let 
us hold fast the confession of our hope 
that it waver not; for he is faithful that 

24 promised: and let us consider one an¬ 
other to provoke unto love and good 

25 works; not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the custom of some 
is, but exhorting one another ; and so 
much the more, as ye see the day draw¬ 
ing nigh. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more a sacrifice for 

27 sins, but a certain fearful expectation of 
judgement, and a 6 fierceness of fire which 

28 shall devour the adversaries. A man that 
hath set at nought Moses* law dieth with¬ 
out compassion on the word of two or 
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three witnesses: of how much sorer pun- 29 
ishment, think ye, shall he be judged 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the blood 
of the covenant, wherewith he was sanc¬ 
tified, 7 an unholy thing, and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace? For we 30 
know him that said. Vengeance belong- 
eth unto me, I will recompense. And 
again. The Lord shall judge his people. 

It is a fearful thing to fall into the hands 31 
of the living God. 

But call to remembrance the former 32 
days, in which, after ye were enlightened, 
ye endured a great conflict of sufferings; 
partly, being made a gazingstock both 33 
by reproaches and afflictions; and partly, 
becoming partakers with them that were 
so used. For ye both had compassion 34 
on them that were in bonds, and took 
joyfully the spoiling of your possessions, 
knowing Hhat 9 jc yourselves have a bet¬ 
ter possession and an abiding one. Cast 3 5 
not away therefore your boldness, which 
hath great recompense of reward. For 36 
ye have need of patience, that, having 
done the will of God, ye may receive the 
promise. 

For yet a very little while, 37

not tarry. 

But 10 my righteous one shall live by 38 
faith: 

And if he shrink back, my soul hath 
no pleasure in him. 

But we are not n of them that shrink back 39 
unto perdition; but of them that have 
faith unto the 12 saving of the soul. 

NOW faith is I3 the assurance of 
things hoped for, the ,4 proving of 
things not seen. For therein the elders 2 
had witness borne to them. By faith we 3 
understand that the 15 worlds have been 
framed by the word of God, so that what 
is seen hath not been made out of tilings 
which do appear. By faith Abel offered 4 
unto God a more excellent sacrifice than

5 cth. By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and he was not 
found, because God translated him: for 
before his translation he hath had wit¬ 
ness borne to him that he had been well- 

6 pleasing unto God: and without faith 
it is impossible to be well-pleasing unto 
him : for he that cometh to God must 
believe that he is, and that he is a rc- 

7 warder of them that seek after him. By 
faith Noah, being warned of God con¬ 
cerning things not seen as yet, moved 
with godly fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house; through which he 
condemned the world, and became heir 
of the righteousness which is according 

8 to faith. By faith Abraham, when he 
was called, obeyed to go out unto a place 
which he was to receive for an inherit¬ 
ance; and he went out, not knowing 

9 whither he went. By faith he became a 
sojourner in the land of promise, as in 
a land not his own, ^dwelling in tents, 
with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with him 

10 of the same promise: for he looked for 
the city which hath the foundations, 

11 whose 4 builder and maker is God. By 
faith even Sarah herself received power 
to conceive seed when she was past age, 
since she counted him faithful who had 

12 promised: wherefore also there sprang 
of one, and him as good as dead, so many 
as the stars of heaven in multitude, and 
as the sand, which is by the sea shore, 
innumerable. 

13 These all died s in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them and greeted them from afar, 
and having confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things make it 
manifest that they are seeking after a 

15 country of their own. And if indeed 
they had been mindful of that country 
from which they went out, they would 
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have had opportunity to return. But 16 
now they desire a better country , that 
is, a heavenly: wherefore God is not 
ashamed of them, to be called their God: 
for he hath prepared for them a city. 

By faith Abraham, being tried, 6 offered 17 
up Isaac: yea, he that had gladly received 
the promises was offering up his only 
begotten so?i; even he 7 to whom it was 18 
said, in Isaac shall thy seed be called: 
accounting that God is able to raise up, 19 
even from the dead; from whence he did 
also in a parable receive him back. By 20 
faith Isaac blessed Jacob and Esau, even 
concerning tilings to come. By faith Ja- 21 
cob, when he was a dying, blessed each 
of the sons of Joseph; and worshipped, 
leaning upon the top of his staff. By faith 22 
Joseph, when his end was nigh, made 
mention of the departure of the children 
of Israel; and gave commandment con¬ 
cerning his bones. By faith Moses, when 23 
he was born, was hid three months by 
his parents, because they saw he was a 
goodly child; and they were not afraid 
of the king’s commandment. By faith 24 
Moses, when he was grown up, refused 
to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daugh¬ 
ter; choosing rather to be evil entreated 25 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; account- 26 
ing the reproach of 8 Christ greater riches 
than the treasures of Egypt: for he looked 
unto the recompense of reward. By faith 27 
he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath 
of the king: for he endured, as seeing 
him who is invisible. By faith he 9 kept 28 
the passover, and the sprinkling of the 
blood, that the destroyer of the firstborn 
should not touch them. By faith they 29 
passed through the Red sea as by dry 
land: which the Egyptians assaying to 
do were swallowed up. By faith the walls 30 
of Jericho fell down,-after they had been 
compassed about for seven days. By 31 
faith Rahab the harlot perished not with 
them that were disobedient, having re¬ 
ceived the spies with peace. And what 32 
shall I more say? for the time will fail

33 prophets: who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, ob¬ 
tained promises, stopped the mouths of 

34 lions, quenched the power of fire, escaped 
the edge of the sword, from weakness 
were made strong, waxed mighty in war, 

35 turned to flight armies of aliens. Women 
received their dead by a resurrection: and 
others were J tortured, not accepting 2 their 
deliverance; that they might obtain a bet- 

36 ter resurrection: and others had trial of 
mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover 

37 of bonds and imprisonment: they were 
stoned, they were sawn asunder, they 
were tempted, they were slain with the 
sword: they went about in sheepskins, 
in goatskins; being destitute, afflicted, 

38 evil entreated (of whom the world was 
not worthy), wandering in deserts and 
mountains and caves, and the holes of 

39 the earth. And these all, having had 
witness borne to them through their 

40 faith, received not the promise, God 
having provided some better thing con¬ 
cerning us, that apart from us they should 
not be made perfect. 

THEREFORE let us also, seeing 
we are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, lay aside 4 every 
weight, and the sin which 5 doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with patience the 

2 race that is set before us, looking unto 
Jesus the 6 author and perfecter of our 
faith, who for the joy that was set before 
him endured the cross, despising shame, 
and hath sat down at the right hand of 

3 the throne of God. For consider him 
that hath endured such gainsaying of 
sinners against 7 themselves, that ye wax 

4 not weary, fainting in your souls. Ye 
have not yet resisted unto blood, striving 

5 against sin: and ye have forgotten the 
exhortation, which rcasoneth with you 
as with sons. 

My son, regard not lightly the chas¬ 
tening of the Lord, 
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Nor faint when thou art reproved of 
him; 

For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 6 
teneth. 

And scourgcth every son whom he 
receiveth. 

8 It is for chastening that yc endure; God 7 
dealeth with you as with sons; for what 
son is there whom his father chasteneth 
not? But if ye are without chastening, 8 
whereof all have been made partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not sons. 
Furthermore, we had the fathers of our 9 
flesh to chasten us, and we gave them 
reverence: shall we not much rather be 
in subjection unto the Father of Spirits, 
and live? For they verily for a few days 10 
chastened us as seemed good to them; 
but he for our profit, that we may be 
partakers of his holiness. All chastening 11 
seemeth for the present to be not joy¬ 
ous, but grievous: yet afterward it 
yieldeth peaceable fruit unto them that 
have been exercised thereby, even the 
fruit of righteousness. Wherefore 10 lift 12 
up the hands that hang down, and the 
palsied knees; and make straight paths 13 
for your feet, that that which is lame be 
not “turned out of the way, but rather 
be healed. 

Follow after peace with all men, and 14 
the sanctification without which no man 
shall see the Lord: looking carefully “lest 15 
there be any man that “falleth short of 
the grace of God; lest any root of bitter¬ 
ness springing up trouble and there¬ 
by the many be defiled; “lest there be any 16 
fornicator, or profane person, as Esau, 
who for one mess of meat sold his own 
birthright. For ye know that even when 17 
he afterward desired to inherit the bless¬ 
ing, he was rejected (for he found no 
place of repentance), though he sought 
it diligently with tears. 

For ye are not come unto 1A a mount 18 
that might be touched, and that burned 
with fire, and unto blackness, and dark¬

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THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 


PETER 


1 PETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to the elect who are sojourners of the 
Dispersion in Pontus, Galatia, Cappa- 
2 docia, Asia, and Bithynia, according to 
the foreknowledge of God the Father, 
in sanctification of the Spirit, unto obe¬ 
dience and sprinkling of the blood of 
Jesus Christ: Grace to you and peace be 
multiplied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who according to his 
great mercy begat us again unto a living 
hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
4 from the dead, unto an inheritance in¬ 
corruptible, and undefiled, and that fad- 
eth not away, reserved in heaven for you, 
5 who by the power of God are guarded 
through faith unto a salvation ready to 
6 be revealed in the last time. Wherein ye 
greatly rejoice, though now for a little 
while, if need be, ye have been put to 
7 grief in manifold ‘temptations, that the 
proof of your faith, being more precious 
than gold that perisheth though it is 
proved by fire, might be found unto 
praise and glory and honour at the reve- 
8 lation of Jesus Christ: whom not having 
seen ye love, on whom, though now ye 
see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
greatly with joy unspeakable and Tull 
9 of glory: receiving the end of your faith, 
10 even the salvation of your souls. Con¬ 
cerning which salvation the prophets 
sought and searched diligently, who pro¬ 
phesied of the grace that should come 
11 unto you: searching what time or what 
manner of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did point unto, when it testi¬ 
fied beforehand the sufferings 3 of Christ, 
and the glories that should follow them. 
12 To whom it was revealed, that not un¬ 
to themselves, but unto you, did they 


minister these things, which now have 
been announced unto you through them 
that preached the gospel unto you 4 by 
the 5 Holy Ghost sent forth from hea¬ 
ven ; which things angels desire to look 
into. 

Wherefore girding up the loins of your 13 
mind, be sober and set your hope per¬ 
fectly on the grace that 6 is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus Christ; 
as children of obedience, not fashioning 14 
yourselves according to your former lusts 
in the time of your ignorance: but 7 likc 15 
as he which called you is holy, be ye 
yourselves also holy in all manner of liv¬ 
ing; because it is written. Ye shall be 16 
holy; for I am holy. And if ye call on 17 
him as Father, who without respect of 
persons judgeth according to each man’s 
work, pass the time of your sojourning 
in fear: knowing that ye were redeemed, 18 
not with corruptible things, with silver 
or gold, from your vain manner of life 
handed down from your fathers; but 19 
with precious blood, as of a lamb with¬ 
out blemish and without spot, even the 
blood of Christ: who was foreknown in- 20 
deed before the foundation of the world, 
but was manifested at the end of the 
times for your sake, who through him 21 
arc believers in God, which raised him 
from the dead, and gave him glory; so 
that your faith and hope might be in 
God. Seeing yc have purified your souls 22 
in your obedience to the truth unto un¬ 
feigned love of the brethren, love one 
another 8 from the heart fervently: hav- 23 
ing been begotten again, not of corrupt¬ 
ible seed, but of incorruptible, through 
the word of 9 God, which livetli and 
abideth.

But ye are an elect race, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a people 
for God's own possession, that ye may 
shew forth the excellencies of him who 
called you out of darkness into his mar- 

10 vellous light: which in time past were no 
people, but now arc the people of God: 
which had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy. 

11 Beloved, I beseech you as sojourners 
and pilgrims, to abstain from fleshly 

12 lusts, which war against the soul; having 


your behaviour seemly among the Gen¬ 
tiles; that, wherein they speak against 
you as evil-doers, they may by your good 
works, which they behold, glorify God 
in the day of visitation. 

Be subject to every “ordinance of man 13 
for the Lord’s sake: whether it be to the 
Icing, as supreme; or unto governors, as 14 
sent “by him for vengeance on evil-doers 
and for praise to them that do well. For 15 
so is the will of God, that by well-doing 
ye should put to silence the ignorance of 
foolish men: as free, and not “using your 16 
freedom for a cloke of 2 wickedness, but 
as bondservants of God. Honour all 17 
men. Love the brotherhood. Fear God. 
Honour the king. 

“Servants, be in subjection to your 18 
masters with all fear; not only to the 
good and gentle, but also to the froward. 
For this is l6 acceptable, if for conscience 19 
“toward God a man endureth griefs, suf¬ 
fering wrongfully. For what glory is it, 20 
if, when ye sin, and are buffeted for it , 
ye shall take it patiently? but if, when 
yc do well, and suffer for it , ye shall take 
it patiently, this is “acceptable with God. 
For hereunto were ye called: because 21 
Christ also suffered for you, leaving you 
an example, that ye should follow his 
steps: who did no sin, neither was guile 22 
found in his mouth: who, when he was 23 
reviled, reviled not again; when he suf¬ 
fered, threatened not; but committed 
18 himself to him that judgeth righteously: 
who his own self “bare our sins in his 24 
body upon the tree, that we, having died 
unto sins, might live unto righteousness; 
by whose “stripes ye were healed. For 25 
ye were going astray like sheep; but are 
now returned unto the Shepherd and 
“Bishop of your souls. 

IN like manner, ye wives, be in sub¬

5 the sight of God of great price. For after 
this manner aforetime the holy women 
also, who hoped in God, adorned them¬ 
selves, being in subjection to their own

calling him lord: whose children ye now 
are, if ye do well, and are not 2 put in 
fear by any terror. 

7 Ye husbands, in like manner, dwell 
with your wives according to knowledge, 
giving honour 3 unto the woman, as unto 
the weaker vessel, as being also joint- 
heirs of the grace of life; to the end that 
your prayers be not hindered.

9 hearted, humbleminded: not rendering 
evil for evil, or reviling for reviling; but 
contrariwise blessing; for hereunto were 
ye called, that ye should inherit a bless¬ 
ing. For,

15 fear, neither be troubled; but sanctify in 
your hearts Christ as Lord: being ready 
always to give answer to every man that 
asketh you a reason concerning the hope

fear: having a good conscience; that, 16 
wherein ye are spoken against, they may 
be put to shame who revile your good 
manner of life in Christ. For it is better, 17 
if the will of God should so will, that ye 
suffer for well-doing than for evil-doing. 
Because Christ also buffered for sins 18 
once, the righteous for the unrighteous, 
that he might bring us to God; being 
put to death in the flesh, but quickened 
in the spirit; in which also he went and 19 
preached unto the spirits in prison, which 20 
aforetime were disobedient, when the 
longsuffering of God waited in the days 
of Noah, while the ark was a preparing, 
6 wherein few, that is, eight souls, were 
saved through water: which also ’after 21 
a true likeness doth now save you, even 
baptism, not the putting away of the filth 
of the flesh, but the 8 interrogation of a 
good conscience toward God, through 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ; who is 22 
on the right hand of God, having gone 
into heaven; angels and authorities and 
powers being made subject unto him. 
FORASMUCH then as Christ suf¬ 
fered in the flesh, arm ye yourselves 
also with the same 9 mind; for he that 
hath suffered in the flesh hath ceased 
I0 from sin; that ”ye no longer should live 2 
the rest of your time in the flesh to the 
lusts of men, but to the will of God. 
For the time past may suffice to have 3 
wrought the desire of the Gentiles, and 
to have walked in lasciviousness, lusts, 
winebibbings, revellings, carousings, and 
abominable idolatries: wherein they think 4 
it strange that ye run not with them in¬ 
to the same “excess of riot, speaking evil 
of you: who shall give account to him 5 
that is ready to judge the quick and the 
dead. For unto this end I3 was the gospel 6 
preached even to the dead, that they 
might be judged according to men in 
the flesh, but live according to God in 
the spirit.

1 THAT which was from the begin¬ 
ning, that which we have heard, that 
which we have seen with our eyes, that 
which we beheld, and our hands handled, 
2 concerning the Word of life (and the 
life was manifested, and we have seen, 
and bear witness, and declare unto you 
the life, the eternal life, which was with 
the Father, and was manifested unto us);

5 And this is the message which we have 
heard from him, and announce unto 
you, that God is light, and in him is no 
6 darkness at all. If we say that we have 
fellowship with him, and walk in the 
darkness, we lie, and do not the truth:

If we say that 
we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
9 and the truth is not in us.

JUDE 


1 JUDAS, a Servant of Jesus Christ, and

3 Beloved, while I was giving all dili¬ 
gence to write unto you of our common 
salvation, I was constrained to write unto 
you exhorting you to contend earnestly 
for the faith which was once for all de- 

4 livered unto the saints. For there are 
certain men crept in privily, even they 
who were of old set forth unto this 
condemnation, ungodly men, turning 
the grace of our God into lasciviousness, 
and denying 3 our only Master and Lord, 
Jesus Christ. 

5 Now I desire to put you in remem¬ 
brance, though ye know all things once 
for all, how that 4 the Lord, having saved 
a people out of the land of Egypt, 5 after- 
ward destroyed them that believed not. 

6 And angels which kept not their own 
principality, but left their proper habita¬ 
tion, he hath kept in everlasting bonds 
under darkness unto the judgement of 

7 the great day. Even as Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and the cities about them, 
having in like manner with these given 


themselves over to fornication, and gone 
after strange flesh, are set forth 6 as an 
example, suffering the punishment of 
eternal fire.

3 And I will give unto my two witnesses, 
and they shall prophesy a thousand two 
hundred and threescore days, clothed in 

4 sackcloth. These are the two olive trees 
and the two Candlesticks, standing be- 

5 fore the Lord of the earth. And if any 
man desireth to hurt them, fire proceed¬ 
ed out of their mouth, and devoureth 
their enemies: and if any man shall de¬ 
sire to hurt them, in this manner must 

6 he be killed. These have the power to 
shut the heaven, that it rain not during 
the days of their prophecy: and they 
have power over the waters to turn them 
into blood, and to smite the earth with

9 heaven. And the great dragon was cast 
down, the old serpent, he that is called 
the Devil and Satan, the deceiver of the 
whole 1 world; he was cast down to the 
earth, and his angels were cast down 

10 with him. And I heard a great voice in 
heaven, saying, 2 Now is come the salva¬ 
tion, and the power, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the authority of his Christ: 
for the accuser of our brethren is cast 
down, which accuseth them before our 

11 God day and night. And they overcame 
him because of the blood of the Lamb, 
and because of the word of their testi¬ 
mony; and they loved not their life even 

12 unto death. Therefore rejoice, O hea¬ 
vens, and ye that 3 dwell in them. Woe 
for the earth and for the sea: because 
the devil is gone down unto you, having 
great wrath, knowing that he hath but 
a short time. 

T3 And when the dragon saw that he was 
cast down to the earth, he persecuted 
the woman which brought forth the 

14 man child. And there were given to the 
woman the two wings of the great eagle, 
that she might fly into the wilderness 
unto her place, where she is nourished 
for a time, and times, and half a time, 

15 from the face of the serpent. And the 
serpent cast out of his mouth after the 
woman water as a river, that he might 
cause her to be carried away by the 

16 stream. And the earth helped the wo¬ 
man, and the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed up the river which the 

17 dragon cast out of his mouth. And the 
dragon waxed wroth with the woman, 
and went away to make war with the 
rest of her seed, which keep the com¬ 
mandments of God, and hold the testi¬ 
mony of Jesus: and he stood upon 
the sand of the sea. 

And I saw a beast coming up out of 
the sea, having ten horns and seven 
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heads, and on his horns ten diadems, 
and upon his heads names of blasphemy. 
And the beast which I saw was like unto 2 
a leopard, and his feet were as the feet of 
a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a 
lion: and the dragon gave him his power, 
and his throne, and great authority. And 3 
I saw one of his heads as though it had 
been 4 smitten unto death; and his death- 
stroke was healed: and the whole earth 
wondered after the beast; and they wor- 4 
shipped the dragon, because he gave his 
authority unto the beast; and they wor¬ 
shipped the beast, saying. Who is like 
unto the beast? and who is able to war 
with him? and there was given to him 5 
a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and there was given to 
him authority 5 to continue forty and two 
months. And he opened his mouth for 6 
blasphemies against God, to blaspheme 
his name, and his tabernacle, even them 
that 3 dwell in the heaven. 6 And it was 7 
given unto him to make war with the 
saints, and to overcome them: and there 
was given to him authority over every 
tribe and people and tongue and nation. 
And all that dwell on the earth shall 8 
worship him, every one whose name hath 
not been ’written in the book of life 
of the Lamb that hath been slain from 
the foundation of the world. If any 9 
man hath an ear, let him hear. 8 If any 10 
man 9 is for captivity, into captivity he 
goeth: if any man shall kill with the 
sword, with the sword must he be killed. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the 
saints. 

And I saw another beast coming up 11 
out of the earth; and he had two horns 
like unto a lamb, and he spake as a 
dragon. And he exerciseth all the au- 12 
thority of the first beast in his sight. And 
he maketh the earth and them that dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, whose 
death-stroke was healed. And he doeth 13 
great signs, that he should even make 
fire to come down out of heaven upon 
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14 the earth in the sight of men. And he 
deceiveth them that dwell on the earth 
by reason of the signs which it was given 
him to do in the sight of the beast; say¬ 
ing to them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the beast, 
who hath the stroke of the sword, and 

15 lived. And it was given unto him to give 
breath to it, even to the image of the 
beast, *that the image of the beast should 
both speak, and cause that as many as 
should not worship the image of the 

16 beast should be killed. And he causeth 
all, the small and the great, and the rich 
and the poor, and the free and the bond, 
that there be given them a mark on their 

17 right hand, or upon their forehead; and 
that no man should be able to buy or to 
sell, save he that hath the mark, even the

18 name. Here is wisdom. He that hath 
understanding, let him count the num¬ 
ber of the beast; for it is the number of 
a man: and his number is 2 Six hundred 
and sixty and six. 

AND I saw, and behold, the 
Lamb standing on the mount 
Zion, and with him a hundred and forty 
and four thousand, having his name, and 
the name of his Father, written on their 

2 foreheads. And I heard a voice from 
heaven, as the voice of many waters, and 
as the voice of a great thunder: and the 
voice which I heard was as the voice of 

3 harpers harping w r ith their harps: and 
they sing as it were a new song before 
the throne, and before the four living 
creatures and the elders: and no man 
could learn the song save the hundred 
and forty and four thousand, even they 
that had been purchased out of the earth. 

4 These are they which were not defiled 
with women; for they are virgins. These 
are they which follow the Lamb whither¬ 
soever he goeth. These were purchased 
from among men, to be the firstfruits 

5 unto God and unto the Lamb. And in 
their mouth was found no lie: they are 
without blemish. 
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And I saw another angel flying in mid 6 
heaven, having an eternal gospel to pro¬ 
claim unto them that 3 dwell on the earth, 
and unto every nation and tribe and 
tongue and people; and he saith with a 7 
great voice, Fear God, and give him 
glory; for the hour of his judgement is 
come: and worship him that made the 
heaven and the earth and sea and fount¬ 
ains of waters. 

And another, a second angel, followed, 8 
saying, Fallen, fallen is Babylon the 
great, which hath made all the nations 
to drink of the wine of the wrath of her 
fornication. 

And another angel, a third, followed 9 
them, saying with a great voice. If any 
man worshippeth the beast and his im¬ 
age, and receiveth a mark on his fore¬ 
head, or upon his hand, he also shall 10 
drink of the wine of the wrath of God, 
which is 4 prepared umnixed in the cup of 
his anger; and he shall be tormented 
with fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the presence 
of the Lamb: and the smoke of their 11 
torment goeth up 5 for ever and ever; 
and they have no rest day and night, 
they that worship the beast and his 
image, and whoso receiveth the mark of 
his name. Here is the patience of the 12 
saints, they that keep the command¬ 
ments of God, and the faith of Jesus.

ihe cloud cast his sickle upon the earth; 
and the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out from the 
temple which is in heaven, he also hav- 

18 ing a sharp sickle. And another angel 
came out from the altar, he that hath 
power over fire; and he called with a 
great voice to him that had the sharp 
sickle, saying. Send forth thy sharp sickle, 
and gather the clusters of the vine of the 

19 earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And 
the angel cast his sickle into the earth, 
and gathered the Mintage of the earth, 
and cast it into the winepress, the great 

20 winepress , of the wrath of God. And the 
winepress was trodden without the city, 
and there came out blood from the wine¬ 
press, even unto the bridles of the horses, 
as far as a thousand and six hundred 
furlongs.

2 And I saw as it were a glassy sea 
mingled with fire; and them that come 
victorious from the beast, and from 
his image, and from the number of his 
name, standing 2 by the glassy sea, hav- 

3 ing harps of God. And they sing the 
song of Moses the servant of God, and 
the song of the Lamb, saying, Great and 
marvellous are thy works, O Lord God, 
the Almighty; righteous and true are thy 

4 ways, thou King of the 3 agcs. Who shall 
not fear, O Lord, and glorify thy name? 
for thou only art holy; for all the nations 
shall come and worship before thee; 
for thy righteous acts have been made 
manifest. 

5 And after these things I saw, and the 
temple of the tabernacle of the testimony 

6 in heaven was opened: and there came 
out from the temple the seven angels 
that had the seven plagues, arrayed ♦with 
precious stone, pure and bright, and girt 
about their breasts with golden girdles. 

7 And one of the four living creatures gave 
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unto the seven angels seven golden bowls 
full of the wrath of God, who liveth 5 for 
ever and ever. And the temple was filled 8 
with smoke from the glory of God, and 
from his power; and none was able to 
enter into the temple, till the seven 
plagues of the seven angels should be 
finished. 

AND I heard a great voice out of 
the temple, saying to the seven 
angels, Go ye, and pour out the seven 
bowls of the wrath of God into the earth.

And 
I saw coming out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet, three unclean spirits, as it were 

14 frogs: for they are spirits of x devils, 
working signs; which go forth 2 unto the 
kings of the whole 3 world, to gather them 
together unto the war of the great day 

15 of God, the Almighty. (Behold, 1 come 
as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk 

16 naked, and they see his shame.) And 
they gathered them together into the 
place which is called in Hebrew Har- 
Magedon. 

17 And the seventh poured out his bowl 
upon the air; and there came forth a 
great voice out of the temple, from the 

18 throne, saying. It is done: and there 
were lightnings, and voices, and thun¬ 
ders; and there was a great earthquake, 
such as was not since 4 therc were men 
upon the earth, so great an earthquake, 

19 so mighty. And the great city w r as divided 
into three parts, and the cities of the 
nations fell: and Babylon the great was 
remembered in the sight of God, to give 
unto her the cup of the wine of the fierce- 

20 ness of his wrath. And every island fled 
away, and the mountains were not found. 

21 And great hail, every stone about the 
weight of a talent, cometh down out of 
heaven upon men: and men blasphemed 
God because of the plague of the hail;

the earth. And I saw the woman 6 
drunken with the blood of the saints, 
and with the blood of the ^martyrs of 
Jesus. And when I saw her, I wondered 
with a great wonder. And the angel said 7 
unto me. Wherefore didst thou wonder? 

I will tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that carrieth her, which 
hath the seven heads and the ten horns. 
The beast that thou sawest was, and is 8 
not; and is about to come up out of the 
abyss, 10 and to go into perdition. And 
they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, 
they whose name hath not been written 
"in the book of life from the foundation 
of the world, when they behold the beast, 
how that he was, and is not, and I2 shall 
come. Here is the 13 mind which hath 9 
wisdom. The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sitteth: 
and 14 they are seven kings; the five are 10 
fallen, the one is, the other is not yet 
come; and when he cometh, he must 
continue a little while. And the beast 11 
that was, and is not, is himself also an 
eighth, and is of the seven; and he goeth 
into perdition. And the ten horns that 12 
thou sawest arc ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet; but they 
receive authority as kings, with the beast, 
for one hour. These have one mind, and 13 
they give their power and authority unto 
the beast. These shall war against the 14 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them, for he is Lord of lords, and King 
of kings; and they also shall overcome 
that are with him, called and chosen and 
faithful.

ters which thou sawest, where the harlot 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and 

16 nations, and tongues. And the ten horns 
which thou sawest, and the beast, these 
shall hate the harlot, and shall make her 
desolate and naked, and shall eat her 
flesh, and shall burn her utterly with 

17 fire. For God did put in their hearts to 
do his mind, and to come to one mind, 
and to give their kingdom unto the beast, 
until the words of God should be accom- 

18 plished. And the woman whom thou 
sawest is the great city, which Migneth 
over the kings of the earth. 

AFTER these things I saw an¬ 
other angel coming down out of 
heaven, having great authority; and the 

2 earth was lightened with his glory. And 
he cried with a mighty voice, saying, 
Fallen, fallen is Babylon the great, and 
is become a habitation of Mevils, and 
a 3 hold of every unclean spirit, and a 
3 hold of every unclean and hateful bird. 

3 For 4 by 5 the wine of the wrath of her 
fornication all the nations are fallen; and 
the kings of the earth committed forni¬ 
cation with her, and the merchants of 
the earth waxed rich by the power of her 
6 wantonness. 

4 And I heard another voice from hea¬ 
ven, saying. Come forth, my people, out 
of her, that ye have no fellowship with 
her sins, and that ye receive not of her 

5 plagues: for her sins 7 have reached even 
unto heaven, and God hath remembered 

6 her iniquities. Render unto her even as 
she rendered, and double unto her the 
double according to her works: in the 
cup which she mingled, mingle unto her 

7 double. How much soever she glorified 
herself, and waxed 8 wanton, so much 
give her of torment and mourning: for 
she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and 
am no widow, and shall in no wise see 

8 mourning. Therefore in one day shall 
her plagues come, death, and mourn¬ 
ing, and famine; and she shall be utterly 
burned with fire; for strong is 9 the Lord

God which judged her. And the kings 9 
of the earth, who committed fornication 
and lived I0 wantonly with her, shall weep 
and wail over her, when they look upon 
the smoke of her burning, standing afar 10 
off for the fear of her torment, saying, 
Woe, woe, the great city, Babylon, the 
strong city! for in one hour is thy judge¬ 
ment come. And the merchants of the 11 
earth weep and mourn over her, for no man 
buyeth their 1 Merchandise any more; 
“merchandise of gold, and silver, and 12 
precious stone, and pearls, and fine linen, 
and purple, and silk, and scarlet; and all 
thyine wood, and every vessel of ivory, 
and every vessel made of most precious 
wood, and of brass, and iron, and marble; 
and cinnamon, and “spice, and incense, 13 
and ointment, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine flour, and wheat, 
and cattle, and sheep; and merchandise 
of horses and chariots and “slaves; and 
I4 souls of men. And the fruits which thy 14 
soul lusted after are gone from thee, and 
all things that were dainty and sump¬ 
tuous are perished from thee, and men 
shall find them no more at all. Themer- 15 
chants of these tilings, who were made 
rich by her, shall stand afar off for the 
fear of her torment, weeping and mourn¬ 
ing; saying, Woe, woe, the great city, 16 
she that was arrayed in fine linen and 
purple and scarlet, and “decked with gold 
and precious stone and pearl! for in one 17 
hour so great riches is made desolate. 
And every shipmaster, and every one 
that saileth any whither, and mariners, 
and as many as l6 gain their living by sea, 
stood afar off, and cried out as they looked 18 
upon the smoke of her burning, saying, 
What city is like the great dty? And 19 
they cast dust on their heads, and cried, 
weeping and mourning, saying. Woe, 
woe, the great city, wherein were made 
rich all that had their ships in the sea 
by reason of her costliness! for in one 
hour is she made desolate. Rejoice over 20 
her, thou heaven, and ye saints, and ye

21 And *a strong angel took up a stone 
as it were a great millstone, and cast it 
into the sea, saying. Thus with a mighty 
fall shall Babylon, the great city, be cast 
down, and shall be found no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers and minstrels 
and flute-players and trumpeters shall 
be heard no more at all in thee; and no 
craftsman, 2 of whatsoever craft, shall be 
found any more at all in thee; and the 
voice of a millstone shall be heard no 

23 more at all in thee; and the light of a 
lamp shall shine no more at all in thee; 
and the voice of the bridegroom and of 
the bride shall be heard no more at all 
in thee: for thy merchants were the 
princes of the earth; for with thy sorcery 

24 were all the nations deceived. And in 
her was found the blood of prophets and 
of saints, and of all that have been slain 
upon the earth. 

AFTER these things I heard as 
it were a great voice of a great 
multitude in heaven, saying, Hallelujah; 
Salvation, and glory, and power, belong 

2 to our God: for true and righteous are 
his judgements; for he hath judged the 
great harlot, which did corrupt the earth 
with her fornication, and he hath avenged 
the blood of his servants at her hand. 

3 And a second time they 3 say, Hallelujah. 
And her smoke goeth up Tor ever and 

4 ever. And the four and twenty elders 
and the four living creatures fell down 
and worshipped God that sitteth on the 

5 throne, saying, Amen; Hallelujah. And 
a voice came forth from the throne, say¬ 
ing, Give praise to our God, all ye his 
servants, ye that fear him, the small and 

6 the great. And I heard as it were the 
voice of a great multitude, and as the 
voice of many waters, and as the voice 
of mighty thunders, saying. Hallelujah: 
for the Lord our God, the Almighty, 

7 reigneth. Let us rejoice and be exceed¬ 
ing glad, and let us give the glory unto 
him: for the marriage of the Lamb is

come, and his wife hath made herself 
ready. And it was given unto her that 8 
she should array herself in fine linen, 
bright and pure: for the fine linen is the 
righteous acts of the saints. And he saith 9 
unto me, Write, Blessed are they which 
are bidden to the marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he saith unto me. These are 
true words of God. And I fell down 10 
before his feet to worship him. And he 
saith unto me. See thou do it not: I am 
a fellow-servant with thee and with thy 
brethren that hold the testimony of Je¬ 
sus : worship God: for the testimony of 
Jesus is the spirit of prophecy. 

And I saw the heaven opened; and 11 
behold, a white horse, and he that sat 
thereon, 5 called Faithful and True; and 
in righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. And his eyes are a flame of fire, and 12 
upon his head are many diadems; and he 
hath a name written, which no one know- 
eth but he himself. And he is arrayed in 13 
a garment 6 sprinklcd with blood: and his 
name is called The Word of God. And 14 
the armies which are in heaven followed 
him upon white horses, clothed in fine 
linen, white and pure. And out of his 15 
mouth proceedeth a sharp sword, that 
with it he should smite the nations: and 
he shall rule them with a rod of iron: 
and he treadeth the ’winepress of the 
fierceness of the wrath of Almighty God. 
And he hath on his garment and on liis 16 
thigh a name written, king of kings,

And I saw x an angel standing in the 17 
sun; and he cried with a loud voice, say¬ 
ing to all the birds that fly in mid heaven. 
Come and be gathered together unto the 
great supper of God; that ye may eat the 18 
flesh of kings, and the flesh of 8 captains, 
and the flesh of mighty men, and the 
flesh of horses and of them that sit there¬ 
on, and the flesh of all men, both free 
and bond, and small and great. 

And I saw the beast, and the kings of 19 
the earth, and their armies, gathered to¬

21 of fire that burneth with brimstone: and 
the rest were killed with the sword of 
him that sat upon the horse, even the 
sword which came forth out of his mouth:

3 and bound him for a thousand years, and 
cast him into the abyss, and shut it, and 
sealed it over him, that he should deceive 
the nations no more, until the thousand 
years should be finished: after this he 
must be loosed for a little time. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat upon 
them, and judgement was given unto 
them: and I saw the souls of them that 
had been beheaded for the testimony of 
Jesus, and for the word of God, and such 
as worshipped not the beast, neither his 
image, and received not the mark upon 
their forehead and upon their hand; and 
they lived, and reigned with Christ a 

5 thousand years. The rest of the dead 
lived not until the thousand years should 
be finished. This is the first resurrec- 

6 tion. Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection: over these 
the second death hath no 2 power; but 
they shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him 3 a thousand 
years. 

7 And when the thousand years arc 
finished, Satan shall be loosed out of his 

8 prison, and shall come forth to deceive 
the nations which are in the four corners 
of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together to the war: the number 

9 of whom is as the sand of the sea. And

they went up over the breadth of the 
earth, and compassed the camp of the 
saints about, and the beloved city: and 
fire came down 4 out of heaven, and de¬ 
voured them. And the devil that deceived io 
them was cast into the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where are also the beast and 
the false prophet; and they shall be tor¬ 
mented day and night Tor ever and ever. 

And I saw a great white throne, and 11 
him that sat upon it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for them. And 12 
I saw the dead, the great and the small, 
standing before the throne; and books 
were opened: and another book was open¬ 
ed, which is the book of life: and the dead 
were judged out of the things which were 
written in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the dead 13 
which were in it; and death and Hades 
gave up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man accord¬ 
ing to their works. And death and Hades 14 
were cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death, even the lake of fire. 
And if any was not found written in the 15 
book of life, he was cast into the lake 
of fire. 

AND I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth: for the first heaven 
and the first earth are passed away; and 
the sea is no more. And I saw The holy 2 
city, new Jerusalem, coming down out 
of heaven from God, made ready as a 
bride adorned for her husband. And I 3 
heard a great voice out of the throne 
saying. Behold, the tabernacle of God 
is with men, and he shall 7 dwell with 
them, and they shall be his peoples, and 
God himself shall be with them, *and be 
their God: and he shall wipe away every 4 
tear from their eyes; and death shall be 
no more; neither shall there be mourn¬ 
ing, nor crying, nor pain, any more: the 
first things are passed away. And he that 5 
sitteth on the throne said. Behold, I make 
all things new. And he saith, 9 Write: for 
these words are faithful and true. And 6

9 And there came one of the seven 
angels who had the seven bowls, who were 
laden with the seven last plagues; and 
he spake with me, saying, Come hither, 
I will shew thee the bride, the wife of

the Spirit to a mountain great and high, 
and shewed me the holy city Jerusalem, 
coming down out of heaven from God, 

11 having the glory of God: her 1 light was 
like unto a stone most precious, as it 

12 were a jasper stone, clear as crystal: hav¬ 
ing a wall great and high; having twelve 
2 gates, and at the 2 gates twelve angels; 
and names written thereon, which are 
the names of the twelve tribes of the chil- 

13 dren of Israel: on the east were three 
2 gates; and on the north three 2 gates; and 
on the south three 2 gates; and on the 

14 west three 2 gates. And the wall of the 
city had twelve foundations, and on them

And the 23 
city hath no need of the sun, neither of 
the moon, to shine upon it: for the glory 
of God did lighten it, 6 and the lamp 
thereof is the Lamb. And the nations 24 
shall walk 7 amidst the light thereof: and 
the kings of the earth do bring their glory 
into it. And the 2 gates thereof shall in 25 
no wise be shut by day (for there shall 
be no night there): and they shall bring 26 
the glory and the honour of the nations 
into it: and there shall in no wise enter 27 
into it anything 8 unclean, or he that 
y maketh an abomination and a lie: but 
only they which are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life. And he shewed me 1 
a river of water of life, bright as 
crystal, proceeding out of the throne of 
God and of 10 the Lamb, in the midst of 2 
the street thereof. And on this side of 
the river and on that was 1 tree of life, 

bearing twelve 12 manner of fruits, yield¬ 
ing its fruit every month: and the leaves 
of the tree were for the healing of the 
nations. And there shall be I3 no curse 3 
any more: and the throne of God and of 
the Lamb shall be therein: and his serv¬ 
ants shall do him service; and they shall 4 
see his face; and his name shall be on 
their foreheads. And there shall be night 5 
no more; and they need no light of lamp, 
neither light of sun; for the Lord God 
shall give them light: and they shall 
reign 14 for ever and ever.
